satin drers mIiIcIi she couM not afford to imrchase, 
thrown into fohls with siicdi art, as to reilectjts brilliant 
colouring and silken slii'Piito the best a<l vantage. Then, 
(deserving t!ie pcciiiiiary difficulty of the case— ‘Yes. 
iirram, a handsome dross ; perhaps a Uttle more suited 
fo\i the carriage than the jironienade ; but here, ma’am, 
sotiiciliing (Ise; a decided bargain this is’— and the 
satin wa? carefully covered over to avoid the injury of 
a contrast witli the lioiiielior material — ‘ pattern quite 
Frcfch, niii’am; jiart of ii bankrupt’s stock’ (,soUo 
rncr) * sold off at ail awful sacrifice ; not In be bought 
wliolcsale fi>r twice the money, ma’am.’ Or again, as 
we were about to leave '-‘Just received some curioSs 
j»arasols, ma’am : original one e.xhihited to lier Majesty 
and Prince Albert ; half-a-dozen ordered same pattern ; 
your lady will like, perhaps, to A'C them, sir? New and 
remarkably ingimious mechanical contrivance for open- 
ing and shut ting. sir. Her majesty couldn’t make it out 
at all, ma’am.’ Pnhappy victims ! we W'ere both in the 
net ; and wliilo the casli-boy lagged behind Avitb the 
change, one of the curious parasols and a shawl wyre 
transferred to our keeping. 

. Tlicrfiioney was, after all, well-spent, for it set me a- 
thinkin^ So, then, there is a new way of viewing hu- 
man nature. W e may look at it through the raedimn 
of tlie commercial estimate. Poor human nature ! if 
has become a perfect matter of business to calculate 
^ upon its frailties, to'*liatter its pas|ioii8'"-even Us evil 
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passions — to excite ^its enri^ity, to praciise upon its ' 
credulity, to impose upon its good-nature, ami some- • 
times even toiltall forth its fSottiT (]ualitics — to such 
an extent has competition and the general .struggle for 
subsistence .sharpened the faculties of the prc.«cnt age. ; 
In many* cases the comnurcial estimate formed of • _ 
us is jiTodiictive tif nothing more than a few innocent , 
schemes for our decoy, which our discenuneiit pone- ; ■ 
trates, while our g<iod-nature forgives ; hat^ on the , 
whole, it is scarcely too much to aver th.at this estimate ' 
is a derogatory one. It looks at iii.an in an uiifavourablo J*' 
and unple.'isintf light, giving hinf, excqit in rare in-' | 
stances, credit for a preponderance of evil ffood, > 
and regarding him ratlicr as an enemy, to he assailed or 
eircumvcnterl, than as a relation and fr/*iid. Take us . , 
for all in all, I believe we are both bettor aiul wiser than j 
our commercial estimates set us down as bf-ing, i 

ik’ginniii • Avitli small things. We may exonqilari-'e ■ 
th<‘ effects of this estimate of one of human nalure’s , 
inlirniiticR— that of indolence. We Avere once pai t ics to * 
a grave (lisinission concerning sliop-diior step.s, in which ' '■ 
a young beginner Avas solemnly recommended not to , 
adopt more than one step into his shop. Ptoplo, it Avas - ■ 
saiff (that is, human nature), woiildift take the tnuiblc* j 
to mount up tjvo or three .stojis, when, by going a little 
fartlier on, a more easily-aecessible estahliuhrnent ruiglit 1 
invite them iii. There eaii be no doubt that upon u 1 
hinge as slight as even this*, many a man’s fortune or ' ! 
ill-fortune has SAViimr. AYo may likowifc.e observe how , 
c.'irefully this infirmity is studied in the Avidely-op^neJ, 
easily-revolving doors of fuir modern sbop^. Rc the 
Avinter’s frost oa'c-i* so sharp, or the cold Aiiiul ever so ■ 
kien, it Ls a standing rule that the public entrance 1;* . 
never hindered by a clo<«c'd d<?or, or only up«^ 4 ^ie eon- 
ditioii that some g»aitcol porter, in Avbite I’ravat .and ' • 
Mack livery, stands in continual readincfJI; fff bnw in or , 1 
boAv out the purchasers. Thus, in the former event, , 
some dozen sluAvring assistants are kept blowing their ; b 
lingers’ endsTliecanse poor human nature i.s bclir'vcd to j 
bo too lazy to lift a latch, to turn a handle, or to oiicn a \ 
door. Again, siirclj human natures who po'^sess car- ( 
tiages must be felicAaid to be unfortunately inc.-ipablc | 
of all tilber locomotion Avluitsocver, or we should never \ 
behold such siwctaolea as that of a honnel-aud-capless ' 
Avaiting-A\ Oman serfing, on a chill winter’s day, some of I 
theso unfortunates clo.«<ply shut up in the aforesaid j 
vehicles in the open .street. : j 

But to*pro*ccd to graver matter.^. 

Oh, human nature is a dreadful hard-bargjjjning, 
sercAA-’-driving, profit-clipping thing at cemmorcial* 
estimate! Nothing can be too cjieap for it. < ttufs blood j 
boils as one after another of tliesc kind estimators stcp-« | 
forwnrt^ and, as it were, clutchinjy oif^ by tlie band, 
cries out, ‘ I’m the man for your mono};; I’m your only' 
true friend*, rest of the tra<lo vagabonds ami extor-

tioner#! llore's my shop; every thinif at half- priced 
Nothing hut this estimate of man’s moral staius can ac- 
count for thtj eye-teasing, heart-fretting announce^ie^its 
which glare from huge placards covering our metropo- 
litan walls "and boardings, like disease blotches^ as they 
arc, posted with sucli art, as to catch the unwary pedes- 
trian, every turn, and fill his mind with the very natu- 
ral injiiginatioiK that half the world nmust be in a state 
of utter ruin and insolvency, and that it w.as about to he 
sold off and »lone up for the exclusive benefit and satis- 
I faction of the othdi- half. ‘ Frightfiil sacrifices 1 ’ ‘^alariii- 
I ing b:iiikrujf*Tles I * ‘awful conilagrations^I* ‘sudden 
I deaths of proprietors ! ’ (safely grinn ing b< Jiincl emy ifars), 
‘dissolutions of partnerships I’ and such- like Catastro- 
phes of every-day oecurrenee, preseut one with a ^uly 
awful picture of tlie havoc which nmst consfantly 1 h 5 
going oil ill the world. H(^e, .some hraelitish gentleman, 
witli an excessive and completely* unaecountable UIk*- 
r.ality, otfers to clothe us ft-oin head to hsi^'l pretty nearly 
for next to iiotliing ; so that actually one is led to paro- 
dise the Tri.shnian’s sentiment, that railway travelling 
was so rapid, tliat one could get a hundred miles olf 
faster than staying at home ; and to coueeive that it is 
eheaj)er to apidy to tliis gentleman than to do ifitiiout 
I the clothes ono really does not want. There, some 
I linc*n-<lr«)er, whose house rejoieea in the soahritjunt of 
I Cohurg-llouse, Gotha-Mart, or some similar classic 
I cognomen, tells his fair customers, * No reasonable offer 
j jc'fused !’ and sends (/ut, each moniiug of his life, a score 
of pallid, sliabby copies of the human genus, hound up 
I in M coloured boards, to move in mehuicholy pro- 
I cession adown and along our unhappy streets, an- 
I nouneing behind and before to all the ivorld that no 
I time is to be lost, seeing that things arc being eom- 
I pletely given away — information of the utmost value 
I and eonseciuence, if the same were worth aciy'jiting. 

Here tlic tietket- writer’s art is exliausted in the f*ni- 
I blazomnent of vast extents of Bristol-board, intended to 
I inform human nature, of every rank, that the open- 
hearted owner 'of' some fast-going- to-the-dogs estab- 
lishment is, on his retirement from business — what a 
* (*om]>l('co ( 'art- before- the-liorsc tale, seeing that business 
•is rapidly retiring from him ! — steadfastly piirj)osed to 
distriliute his valuable stock at less than the original 
Cost. 'I’liere, again, two opposition shops cut down one 
I another’s profits, reduce themselves t." ruin, and do a 
I ia.sting injury to all neighbouring trade, not to siHjak of 
: the poisonous infliien«x3 their example has excited upon 
! the morality of the community, and all — looking to 
I second causes— to gi'atify the propensities, and rejoice 
I the lieart, (»f human nature. No; linman nature never 
thinks (this is the language of these degraders of our 
^-iud), :is it looks upon a cheap shirt, (jr coat, or other 
.-irtiele <iC'V('ariiig upjmrcl. of the weary hand, the heavy 
eye, and the acliing heart which wrought, and fagged, 
and St:! FA el Vicruon. No; for, in a too comrnoti com- 
mercial liglit, human nature is conceived to be a thing 
captivated at being profited by the ruin, the mi.ser 3 % 
the destitution, the calamities, and the sin pf its fellow- 
creatures. 

A moietj'^ of tlie liuman family must, without .a 
doubt, have lieeii born possessed f{r only half the wits 
and acuteness to Avhich man is entitled, leaving it if 
shocking prey to the superior attainments of thei other 
half. What arc the commercial record^ upon the sub- 
ject ? They are to be found in the tbousand-and-ono 
devv'^cs used to eutrap and deceive. I am in the habit 
of passing ti sliop, situated in one of our greatest tho- 
roughfares, where, to my certain knowledge, for up- 
wards of a your and a half, bills have bten placarded 
in ev^ry conceivable direction orer its windows, glaring 
•with cbntinupl falsehoods. At first it was, ‘ Selling off- 
removal ^ the ba8inc88--imtuGUse discount off previous 
prices!* This answered very well for a month or two. 
Next, in verm^jon Jype— Hia^t, one would imagin|, in the 
,typc-fr)undry of Brn'jdi^a»long papers apjjeared with 
the welcome inti^lligonce, Mptnst lie cleared in fourteen 
days!* Mupths^have p^«cd away since then, and the 


same succession of untruths appears in the windows ; 
and the Very house seems to hang its lioad in slu<me, 
and to feel tlwt it is no longer fit company for re- 
speptable hotises. ' ^ 

. If we tfike up a newspaper, and direct our attention 
to its advertisements, we peruse a reftiarkable C ant]l , 
instructive K^cord of what is coimnercially thought ot 
oiir astuteness and ^^a.‘dulity. 'fo glance at the (piack 
mediciue.advcrtiscments. We read of the most aatonisli- 
ing euros, and the most miraculous restorations, per- 
formed by the sole niean.s and instrumentality of the' 
])uire(t-oir panacea. IIitc is one amuzing remedy of 
Protean .adaptation — capable of doing anything, or 
everything, or nothing^ just as^thc case requires, so 
that, agiiied wi^i a bottle of this corked-up longevity, 
or guar<led by a box of solid immortality dime up into 
pills, one might Hcfy for ever, 'rhere is the pro- 
lific bear’s grease, wiiich in less thaifa week covered a 
hahi geiitlJlnan’s shining head with a regular shock of 
hair, the old gentleman being obliged to procure a now 
hat in consequence. Tliere is the mirific •North Polo 
Balsam for baldness, or the Son lb Aineriiian Whi.skcr 
Curler, or the Parisian MiLstache C’ultivator, each pos- 
sessed of the same qualities, and in the same trc,meii(h)u.s 
measure. Or maternal liuman nature is hesoiiglit to 
take care of its hopeful progcn 3 % particularly during 
tlie teeth-cutting stage of the progeny’s existence ; and, 
to secure lovely children in glorious licalth, is in- 
treaUfd to priMjure a fivo-shilhng bottle of the real and 
only true Infant’s Blessing. 'I’o incite maternal nature 
thereto, an attempt is made to awaken maternal hidici- 
tude by recounting the thrilling case of one nnhaiipy 
baby which was dying- -if, indeed, it had not «iicd out 
of hand — surroumlcd by the taoull v, and was resti<'*cd 
to consciou.sucss in live minutes by a tablcspoonful of 
the Blessing : afttt six of tlie same, it licgan to cry ; and 
after three bottles, was, to the (*ndlesH glory and fame of 
the elixir, set on its legs again. Or, in anotlier direc- 
tion, we read of the disposal, by auction, under tl»e 
hammer <!f a London auetioncvr, of s(!rne dank, disnuil, 
grim, tiirnide-down old mansion, agiied by a slimy duck- 
pool in front, and by marshy meadows behind, .'ind sur- 
rounded by soil scarcely worth turning over. But tlie 
eyes of an auctioneer are filled with ]ihant:i.sm;igoric 
delusions*, and after taking a survey* of the enchanting 
spot, he returns to town, and, with an ciithnsiasni which 
can scarcely be regarded as otherwise than maniacal, 
attempts to cram human nature’s throat with the most 
vivid and 'refreshing descriptions of sccner^'. Such 
luxurious turns of sjioecli about tlie ‘ bic artifwivr dow'ri 
to which the lawn leads; the excessively' rural walks, 
the rich meadows, thb rusty — 1 beg pardon— tlic riistic 
gates, and the Arc:idiaii groves. Bright vi*sions ! rcar.s- 
ablo only in the conceptions of his d('ludcd imagination, 
or ill the eflusions of his very poetic pen. Or from liis 
metropolitan rostrum he may Im? heard pouring' fortli 
untruths by the round dozen ; ready^ to protest, v lay, 
busily protecting, new to be old, false to he true, copies 
to be originals, and u.sing a qii.intity of the most outra- 
gfous 'hyperbole befoi?) a crowd of human natures, who 
neither believe what he says, nor give him the credit of 
believing it himself. 

When we approach the moral estimate of human 
nature, as displaye^l in^oo many of the publications of 
this era, we enter upon a Subject which demands a con- 
demnation yet more severe, in the jiroportion in w'hich 
it standi as a crime, affecting the best interests of our 
race. 

Tife occiirrence of an atrocious murder, or of some 
tevriblc crime, whose fearful enormity is the measure of 
the depths of iniquity to which man, when he separates 
from God, can fali, is the signal for the outpouring of 
nothing less than a torrent of printed sin. 1 he most 
incredible pains are taken to collect every particular of 
\ihe wretched being’s life; no expense is spared to olhaiii 
the most minute details of the crime. Witli a frightful 
curiosity, the blood -be.spattered wUl, the dangling rope, 
the eplpty phial, aw scarclied out and described ; por- « 
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traits of the murderer, of liis weapon, and o| the place 
'W'h ire the act was committed, are faithfully executed ; 
and a species of emulation is kindled a^to which shall 
' be the lirtt public organ to b^wl into the pars of ipaii- 
kiud that another of their number has cxc^'edod all ti^ 
i. .^con.mon boiiAd^i,of error, Jlow shxiCking Ind revolting 
! Vm estimate of the taste of our fellow- meiif even to eon- i 
i ceive that any other sentiments Uian those of grief and 
I shudderijig abhorrence could occupy the mind*on sucli 
I a subject ! (kui language be fouial .strong enough to 
< • condemn that sinful ami sin-spreading estimate of our 
I nature which would gift it with tastes bettor bdflttiiig 
I tile inhabitants of the pit of Apheron, than tiie human 
1 creatures of the worb^iii which w'c live ? 

Enough upon a very painful subject. ^ It inaf^be said 
1 tljcse estimates arc taken from life ; Imt this d<jes not 
' invalidate our position. Must n^nii, ilx’ommercially es- 
; timated at all, be laken in his very worst light? What 
; if there be thousands of whom these estimSics may be, 
ill a measure, correct ? Are there not hundreds of thou- 
sands morc^to whom they are an insult, an injury, and 
a ilisgracc ? And iiHlecd it is worth the inquiry, wlie- 
. ther, out of the many evil, there are not a few' to lie 
! found whose natural bias, had it not received the inju- 
, rioiis impulse ol‘ an evil estlmatt\ would have been to tlie 
; belter bide. It is to be feared it is true; and. if true, 

; it is a very serious truth, that there are others than 
I poets win) ‘ create the taste of the age in which tliey 
I live.’ 

I It is ])lcasant to be able to turn to certain Comfncrcial 
I Estimates oriluman Nature of a sounder kind. There is 
I an allowalilo /.cal in business, wliich leads men to study 
human nature in anything hut a censurable manner. 

I It is (ichglitful to see a wcll-set-out shop-w'indow', in 
I which the goods and chattels are, with a pardonable 
view to cajitivate our taste, arranged in a completely 
anjumentum ad hmninvm manner, iAlie phrase is tolerable. 
'I’lie onl)' mischief which can accrue from such an es- 
timate, may be the hungry water it is apt to create, 
wliere tlie looker-on jiossesscs pockets and digestive 
organs in anything but a condition of repletion. At 
those periods of tliC year more particularly sacred to 
eating and drinking, it i.s a very impressive amusement 
to perambulate the streets of our groat cities, and 
behold wluit a goodly estimate of liumaii nature’s capa- 
bilities ill this lino every shop- window alfords us. 
Neither are wc sullercd to forget the poor; for coarse 
.sheetings and blankets are to be found in many a w’iii- 
dow, modestly ha)t-eoiieealc<l in a corner, w'^tU a little 
written lull atUxed to them, commencing with, * To the 
ciiari table,’ and ending with ‘this inclement but festive 
seasoiK’ T'hcsc, and many others, arc kindly estimates 
ofhour common nature, which no one wmuld dream of 
quarrelling with ; and they arc, indeed, nut bad indica- 
tion.s of A thriving and prosperous trade. 

I To' ’take leave of a digressive subject, I should be 
sorry that any one who reads these pages should still 
thirik it a trifling matter either to form, to be the 
subject of, an unworthy commcrtjjal estimate. A low 
estimate of human nature is a sentiment wdiich w'4^ 
not, which indeed cannot, fail to jiroducc distrust be- 
tween the members of what should bo a happy and con- 
fiding family ; and nothing is to be regarded either iu 
a trifling or pardonable light v^iicli has the remotest 
tendency to produce such an sll’cct. It may be assumed 
that, wl’iile our social economy remains the same, and 
so long as man has commercial dealiiig.s with his 
fellow, human nature must necessarily be commercially 
estimated. Granting an assumption to be true w^ich 
we might find it diflieult to deny, let our end be to el«- 
vate the standanl whereby we measure reciprocally 
oiy^selvw and our fellow - creatures ; be it an honest, 
worthy, ifliid-heartcd one, not the sordid and debasing 
inc'.'isufo of this day. What can be conceived of as 
jiiorC likely to keep human nature bad and bare, nay,^' 
indeed, what mure prone to make it so, than to believe 
it, or to act as if it wjyj believed to die so? And wliat — 
putting fur the moment out of tke question %ther 


agencies— more probable than that love shogld engen- I 
der love, and good faith inspire a cxirrfesponding good I 
faith, not alone in onr coramercial, but in’ every other 
portion of onr intercourse with miuikiifd. If there were 
any doqlit upon the subject, it is susceptible and sugges- 
tive of, in our age soul country at least, a thousand 
practical answers in the alfinnative, which w ill fePur to 
the minds of our Leaders. 

The subject of this paper is a peculiar feature in the 
cvery-day conimercial transactions the present age; 
it is oqe over which a too-jealons watch can scarcely be 
kept, for manifest tendency is to loo.'lW the bonds of 
miitualYPprcl and to humble man to a position 'in- 
ferior to* his right one in the intellectual, and, above all, 
in t^c mjoral scales

It i:, j 
no doubt probable that apparent losses liave often arisen I 
from uiitstaken entries ; yet, in nuuiy in.'^t.uiees, it i‘< cer- . , 
tain that there is no mistake in the ohsiTvation or 1 
entry, and that stars have really been observed, and as \ 
really have disappeared. A star of The fiflh iiuignirude, ' 
05 llerculis, in the catalogue of Elamstead, «as pi.ii ti- i 
cuhirly observed by Ilersehel in I7SI and but# ; 

nine years afterwards it was gt^ne, nor has it v^^e bt eii 
seen. Sir John Herschel, in May lfc«*Jfc:, misled a ttar 
ill Virgo, in-serted in Raron Zaeh'.s eataU^gn^, and has 
nevcrd>een able to perceive it. '* Tliore «iv now wantin'; 
in the heavens,” Montaiiari observed in 1070, 
stars of the ^'cond magnitude, in the stern and \ av<i of ; 
the ship Argo. I and others observed them in the year j 
1064, upon occasion of the comet that appe.ired that j 
year. When thev flfst disappeared. 1 know not ; only j 
Tara sure that, oif the lOth of AjudI 106S, there was not i 
the leas* glimpse of them to be .seen.” ^ !

logue. These. Are probably new-, as that most accurate 
observer of Jthe heavens could scarcely have omitted 
them. ^ '■ 

‘ In addition to these ehanges, the occurrence of stars 
starting into temporary visibility, shining with great 
lustrfi^ ^nd then entirely vanishing, however unaccount- 
able, is so well authenticated as to obtain a place in the 
class of unquestionable phenomena. An instance of 
this kind occurred in the year 38a of our era. In the 
neighbourhood of Altair, in the constellation Aquila, a 
star suddenly gt^pcared, continuingas brilliant as 'Venus 
for three weeks. Other stellar apparitions af e recorded 
in the years 945 and 1264 ; but the most inemor^ilc case 
occurred in 1572. [In this last instance] the new star, 
whieli glowed with great splendour, and centi^icd 
visible for eighteen months, aj^pcared in Cassic^eia, 
immediately under the sc^oelliim, ch* chair of the Lady. 
It vras first caught sight *)f at Witten^l^rg on August 
6th, seen at Augsburg on tlic 7th, obselved by Corne- 
lius Gemma on November 9t!i, and by Tycho on tlie 
nth. It formed an irregular square with three of the 
principal stars of the constellation, mainfiiined the 
same position invariably with respect to them ^hiring 
the whole time of its apparition, exhibited no sensible 
parallax, whieli plainly declared its place to he in the 
region (U tlie fixed stars.’ Kepler also observed, in 
1604, a remarkably brilliant new star, wliich appearcii 
' in the right foot of Serpentarius, and kept its place for a 
'twelvemonth/ * 

‘.TIj/'w?, are now seven or eight well-attested cases of 
I fixed stars suddenly glowing from out the sombre bosom 
j of infinity, shining w ith great vivacity for aa interval, 

: so as to be visible even in the day-time through the in- 
j tensity of their light, then gradually fading away, and 
becoming entirely extinct. We arc completely foiled 
by tlu'se apparent temporary stellar creations! Are 
they worlds i\hich, having accomplished one cycle of 
their existence, have had their physical structure dis- 
solved by tire, to Uc remodelled? Are they thus bodies 
which have lain hid from terrestrial gaze by their re- 
moteness, until some vast combustion has given them a 
. transient visibility ? * * We have choice of another 
theory, on many a<;countB preferable, though «not free 
from great dillicilUics. It baa been conjectured that 
the temporary appearance of stars may be resolvable 
iiil<i a periodical translation from the depths of in- 
finite space, to a station which brings them within the 
Innmds of our vision. Tlicir .su<lden and brilliant burst 
from the dark an<l distant void, upon this supposition, 
arises from a tremendous velocity ; and their cvaiie.sccnt 
slay within our view, may be causc<l by one of the 
^iiarr»)W extromilies of an orbit immensely elliptical 
' lying in the direction of* our system. It is further con- 
ceivedrViat the temporary stars of 945, 1264, and 1572 
were not^ .different individuals, but in reality the same 
star, ’rius IS grounded upon the close accordance of 
the intervals separating the periods. 

Prom 945 tu 12fi4, 319 years. From 1204 to 1.-^8, .308 yparsi. 

It has been supposed, therefore, that the star has an 
orbit which it aficompUshes in ^Ixait three hundred 
years. With reference to this h^Vothesis, it will be fqr 
the present lentnry to utter a vcrdicL If it be true, 
those who liTO thirty or forty years longer will see the 
star ujwn which Tyclui gazed in liiu manhood, .and 
Kepler wdien a lioy^ JiiBtiiTn to its station in Cassiopeia, 
agkin to glitter, to wane, and vanish ! In corroboration 
of this theory, it should be mentioned that the stirs of 
945, 1264, and 1572 appeared in the same part of tlio 
heavens. Tlie chief difficulty which lies in the way of 
< , the Supposition, that the temporary stars are objects 
moving 61?bits ^^kh display them periodically to us, 
is, that no chang£p|nVace has been observed during the 
whole time of ap^ition.’ ^ 

We now the class of stars called variable, 

some of periodically wax and wane in their 

amount of l^P$;^while others not only do so, but for a 
brief time'i^omc absolutely invisible. According to 


Mr Milnerj ‘The earliest observed example of this class 
is 0 Ceti, called also Stella Mira, or tlie Wonderful ^Jir, 

I situated in the** neck of the Whale. It was /irst par- 
^ticularly remarked by Fakricius, August 13, 1.596, when 
"ft appeared jh a star of tlie third rn-ignitudc, hut before 
tlic end of tl\iyear it had retreated entirely from oV'ser;^ 
vat ion. Ilolward rcnyirked it again in 1637, after whieli' 
it disapiij?arcd for nine months, w’hcn he again saiv it. 
The following are now its general phases, wliidi arc 
gone through in*.q31 day’s 10 hours and 19 nifiiiites. 
Wildcat the greatest brightness, it is equal to a star of' 
the second magnitude, and remains so for about a fort- 
1 night, itf then decreasgs during three months, passes 
' entirely out of sight, continues# invisible about five 
' months,'4igain eomes into view, increases during throe ! 
months, wlien it^'ltains once more its maximum lustre. 

It does not always, luj^ever, return to the same degree 
of brightne^, or increase and diminisli by the same p,ra- 
datioiis, or invariably remain invisible the same length 
of time. Eor the four years between 1072 qnd 1676, it 
was never seen at all, tliough llevchus searched that 
[ part of the licavcns diligently for ft. 

‘Algol, the name of the star ^ in Bersens, in the ] 
head of Medusa, is another remarkable instance of i 
stellar mutation. It varies fnmi the second to the ' 
fourth degree of magnitude. This w^as didennincd by ! 
Maraldi in 1694; but Mr Goodrhkc of York, in 1782, i 
and alMjiit the same time Talitzch, the Saxon farmer, ■ 
first accurately fixed the period of its changes. The 1 
star goes through its variations in a remarkably short j 
space of time; it continues at its brightest two dajvS , 
and fourteen hours. Then its splendour sinldenly be- I 
gins to diminish, and in three hours and a h.'ilf it Is | 
reduced to its minimum. Its feeblest lustre lasts 'ljut ' 
little more than fifteen minutes. It tlien begiii.s to in- j 
crease, and in thrfee lu^nirs and a half more it is restored ] 
to its usual brightness. Its full period is tlierefore 2 i 
days 20 hours and 48 minutes. Tlie remarkatile law | 
of variation to whieli this star is subject, suggested to I 
Goodrickc the idea of some opaque body revolving ; 
around it, w’hich, interposing between the earth and t 
the star, cuts off a portion of its light. | 

*X "'^^8 ascertained to be variable,, and its i 

period determined by Kirch in 1686. It changes from j 
the sixth to the eleventh degree of magnitude, and | 
consequently at its brightest is only visible to the naked 
eye under favourable circiiinstances. There are alto- 
gether ab^ut tw’enty star.s ascertained to be variablt', 
and upwards of fifty suspected to belong \o the I'lass. 

‘Various conjectures h.'ive been hazarded to aecoimt . 
for these cases of pcriodiq stellar change. If we suppose j 
the varying brightness of the bodies in que.sHou to he ! 
caused by varying distance — the same hyiiothesis^aa j 
that which has been mentioned in connexion w ith the I 
temporary stars — it is singular that their position should | 
be wholly unaltered during tlieir respi^etive ehitnges. 'j 
This appears fatal to the idea of orbital motion being j 
the cause (pf their versatile appearanee. Another sur- | 
mise is, that dark bodies revolve around these stars, 
IVhich, ])eriodieally intervening between them and us, 
temporarily cut oif their light. Mr Goodrieke proposed 
this theory respecting the star Algol ; but it is open to 
the objection that it requires us to assign a magnitude 
to the revolving bodjf' in relation to that which must | 
be deemed its primary, w*hieh is out of all proportion to 
that W’hich we are led to boHove belongs to (lependent 
orbs. The subservient bodies in our system are im- 
mensely inferior to their primary — tlie sun — and owing 
to this, to a distant observer of our part of the universe, 
the transit of the mighty globe of Jupiter across the 
sun’s disk would produce no perceptible eflect. Our 
knowledge of planetary motion is also adverjie to t^vit 
rigorous uniformity which is so marked a liea^urc of 
, the stellar changes. 

* It may appear a gratuitous assumption to take the 
solar system as a miniature picture of others ; but we 
can pnly reason concerning w'Vut is unknown from 
whafl w’o know, ^linute white specks appear in tin. 
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ncitflibnnrlioixi of tlie stars y Hydrjjc, a Gcnihionini} 
anJ# Ursa.\ wliich in all likeliliood are theii^cncircling 
pljinets-#tributary companions — plainly land vastly in- 
ferior, according to the anally of, subset v lent bo^lies 
in our system. Their intervention M-oiild liavc no per^ 
j^eiuihlc effect tipon the appearance? of tlilir primaries 
To our vision. The most probable hypotlresis that has 
yet been proposed to account foi; the e-vamples before 
us 0 ^ stellar changcableness, is that of axical, notation, 
j The variable stars are supposed to have* parts of their 
surface less luminous than the rest, which, when pre- 
sented to us in the course of rotation, produce tlurperio- 
dieal decay of light and absolute invisibility ojjservable. 

I A variety of circumstances oc?ur to favour this idea, 
i Kotation upon an axis is a law to which every orb is 
1 subject V ith which we are sulhciently' acquainted — as 
I the* sun, the planets, and their 8||elliw8. The greatest 
' uniformity marks the execution of the law, and in this 
i it difli'rs from translation in space. The plunets travel 
in irregular paths, and with varying velocities in their 
' orbits; but their axical motion is uniform. If, there- 
I fore, one of the hemi^plicrca of a rotating body within 
tlie spliere of vision should bo less luminous than the 
‘ other, periods of decay, obscurity, revival, and vivacity 

I wouhl he exhil)ited of unife^rm occurrence and duration, 
i Now. those, who have paid most attention to solar 
' I)heiionu*na, are of <ipinion that, besides the sun having 
I vari.-ihic spots upon hia disk —which at times have been 
I so numerous and extensive as to impair Iiis orb— there 
' j.s reaMin to believe the illuminating pov/cT of his two 
j Iioinisphcn a to he uneipial, one being much liiinter than 

tlic olher. We may not be sensible of this, lavause 
> eonip.aratively situated in immediate vicinity to Ins 
' eOtflgeuce ; but, removed to a vaat remoteness, his 

I I rotatory motion might constitute him st-nsihly a vari- 
i :i,hle star to us. Iferschol remarks, “rfriie rotary motion 
: of shirs upon their axes is a capital feature in their 
I roscinhlaiiee to the sun. It appears to iixi now, that we 

cannot refuse* to admit such a motion, and that, indeed, 

1 it may be as evidently proved as the diurnal motion of 
i tiu! earth. Dark spots, or largo portions of the surface 
I j less luminous than the rest, turned alternately in certain 
j I directions, eitlicr towards or frmn us, will account for 
j all the. ])henomcn5i of perioiHcal changes in the lustre of 

I the stars so satisfactorily, that we certainly need not 
j look out for any other cause.”’ 

j Another eaiise, nevertheless, has been suggested, and 
! may be .advertcil to. It is thought that the stars may 
j not be the eentral bodies liable to a partial obscuration 
! by tho.'^e circling round them, but themselves the 
j circling bodies, and that it is round still larger central 
! I bodies f/ii'ittg no light that they revolve, in which case

j I their primary. Tin* ideii of su<*h vast dark masses in 
: ' thejieavens is (aileiilaled powerfully to alfect the ima- 
: ■ gination. 

j! !tlr Milner then comes to multiple stars — * a class 
j nnkiiown till a very recent, date. Soon aft^‘r the appli- 
i catiim of the telescope to the hcpvcns, it was perceived | 
j that .some of tliose brilliant poinfs, which appear 8iii||le 
j stars to the naked eye, are in reality stellar combina- 
tions, comprising two or more individuals. Little 
I attention, however, was i>aid to them, and no suspicion 
entertained of their numerical Umount. It was reserved 
for the elder Hersehol to 'cieteet the richness of th^ 
mine, and to take precedence in bringing some of its 
treasures to light. A catalogue of five hundred stars, 
apparently single, but in fact binary, was produccii by 
. this distinguished observer, and presented to the Royal 
Society; and when he ceased from his labours, ^lis 
mantle fell upon successors w’orthy to receive it. The 
o& conjoined bodies, whose positions and relative 
distanct% have Iwen accurately determined, now includes 
a qubiber which is five or six times greater than that 
whidi appears in the general stellar catalogue of thi 
ancient observers. Sir James Sopth and Sir John 
Htrschel prodnced*a catalogue of 380 multiple stars 
jr'in the year 1824, as the result of# their joint labours. 

I 
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This wiw followed by one of 480 from South, and an- 
other of 3300 from llcrstdiel — the fruits of solitary 
ob|ervation. M. Struve of Dorpat, also hUs registered 
the data of 3000 . These are all included in the northern 
hemisphere, and within 15 degrees south of tlic equator. 
From the southern heavens an equally plenteous liarvest 
may be gathered, of which Mr Dunlop’s catalogue of 
250 , observed atr» I’araiuata, may ‘be regarded as the 
first fruits. Upon the uliole, the number of stars whose 
multiple character and respect iv(> positions have been 
dcterniiiied, caiiiud be rated at lefs tlian 6000 . Of 
these the inojA numerous are twiu-slws, or binary 
systenui. | 

‘ Of lAl the binary stars in the heavens, C.astor is the 
larj^*st and the finest, the one also which has becr.^lie 
loiijj^st bbserved. Its structure and position were rc- 
coixlcdby T^)und in J 7 18, by^radlcy and Maskelync in 
17.50, and by Herschcl in 1799 ; and in the present d.iy 
it has licen. clyicly and persc^eringly cxaminTeil by Sir 
John Herschcl, Struve, and Sir James Soutli. (Jastor 
is a Geminorum, one of the bright stars in tlie head of 
the 'I'wing, the most northerly of the two, and is eiisily 
separated by a moderately good tclc.scope. Its con>ti- 
tuent^arc of the third and fourth magnitude, at prcsi nt 
alwut .3 seconds apart. The pair now make an angle 
with Pollux, the other principal star in Gempu. Tint 
in Jlradkiy’s time the position w’as ditrerent, as appears | 
from a memorandum of one of liis ob.'servations : — j 
“ Double star Castor. No cliangc^jf position of tlie twq * j 
star.s: the lino joining them at all times of the year { 
parallel to the line joining Ca.stor an<l Pollux in .the } 
heavens seen by the naked eye.”

tween the Northern Crown and the club of Boote.s, is a ; 
delicate double star, not to be seen but under favourable I 
eireumstjjmces, requiring the most powerful and perfect 
instruments. Its compound eliaracfljr was discovered | 
by Ilcrschel in 1781, since which time its constituents l 
have gone tlirougli more than a complete revolution, • 
wlfieh renders it llie most remarkable binary stup . 
know'll.* Hi gel, the well-known star in the foot of (.'ridn, j 
consists of one large and brilliant with .a minute com- . 
p.'inion. Tlie attendant piunt 'wa.s seen by ilcrschel j 
witli a pow'cr of 227, but has been re.'iclied by one of I 
IMlond’s two-foot telescopes w itli a pow'cr of 70. Po- 
! laris, the pole star, is resolved into two of very unequal 
size, the smaller appearing a mere point in comparison 
with its companion. Mirac, or i Bootis, about 10 de- 
grees north-east of Arcturus, is one of the loveliest 
objects in the heavens, on account of tlie contraste-^ 
colours of tlie tw’o stars coiflposing it. it .p^jiuires a 
power of 200 distinctly to define the pair. '> Lcoms, 
about 7^ degrees north-east of l\cgiil’*s,-Js aiiotner 
striking example of a double star. 

‘Besides stellar pairs, there are many instances of 
triple combination, of points apparently individual re- 
solving into three distinct bodies when examined by an 
instrument of high power. An object of this kind is in 
the constellation MJtiocerns, or the ITnicorn— a star in 
•the left forc-foclt, wliich is resolved at first into two; 
but o^c of these, on minute inspection, is found to be 
double. Ilenj^diel, who discovcreil this triplicate in 
1781, pronounced it one of the most beautiful sights in 
the heavens. Eleven sets of bright triple stars, ,i‘on- 
juiictions of three bodies, are specified % Btruve in a 
very small space of tlin heavens. 

* Comoina^ious of four stars, constituting a quadruple 
scheme, composed of two double, have also ba'ii de- 
tected. /i Lyraj, C!!anis Majoris, 8 .^facerta*; ^^nd i? 
Lyra* are examples. The latter object the siaked eye 
discerns as a star of the fuurfli magnitude, about 
degrees from Vega, upon thife frame^f Lyre. 'With 
slight Instrumental aid, it separates readily into two 
well-defincfl stars, distinctly apart, and ?ach of f hese two’ 
becomes binary under a higher power. There arc still 
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more extraordinaiy combinations than the preceding, or 
quintuple ami'Sexiuple stars. Thus 8 Orionis, the tra- 
pezium, in -'the nebula, tlie first object upon wlych 
Herschel tnrncrl his mighty telescope, appears as a star 
of the thifil macrriitiide to the naked eye. T{ whs so 
classed by Ptolemy and Tycho Brahe, but has long been 
, knnviv to be, quadruple. Struve has, however, an- i 
[ iiouncctl it to Ih* quintuple; that ia wlien thorouglil}’^ 
examined, it consists of five constituent bodies so closely 
wedged as to appear an individual object. 

‘ The 'phenomeifa of the multiple stars have plready 
j led to some if tGrestiiig results. The Nig'wtjinian law of 
‘ gravitation has, by their means, beentopened J-o*»our 
I view, operating in the far distant realms of*the uni- 
verse. When these proximate bodies were firat^dis- 
, covered, it was not Huspeeted that any phyifieaA^on- 
’ nexion subsisted betwee^^ tlumi— ^any real contiguity, 
ij The proximity was supposed to Ixi simph* optical. It 
I was imagined that one ?>tjir lying at a^'cmotc distance 
! behind another, and seen in nearly the same visu.al line, 

I produced the appe.arance of a double star. In some in- 
' stances this is nn<loubtedly the case; and,,>while the 

• prevalence of tbe binary arrangement was limited to a 
; few specimens, the solution was satisfactory. Jhit tlie 
[ heavens arc so thickly sprinkled witSi double stars, lus 
S , to rendqf it in the highest degree improbalde tliat their 
; oceurrenee is merely the aeeident.il ellect of two .st.irs 
I, separated by a wide internal, lying out in space in 
I ^ .the same dire<‘tion. 1'be argument ad )ptecl has btHin 
, illustrated in tlie fi'llowing manner. If we suppose a 
I , number of pe.as to bo tlirown at random on a ehess- 
j luiard, wc should certainly exp4?ct to fin<l them occupy- 
; ing irregular or random positions. If, contrary to this, 

I they were, in far more than average numbers, found

pjpneiple. This re.asoiiing has been emphatically con- 
firmi'd by 1 physical facts. The conclusion has been 
established iicvonJ all doubU that the multiple stars 
I are* made up of bodies in real association — pliysieally 
j connected. The constituents of a double^star, closely 
I watched through a series of years, are found to change 
their relative j>o8ltion, and to re^at the same cycle of 
change, indicaiing their systematic union under control 
of the law of gravitation. Here we haVe unqnestionablfe 
signs of orbital motion, real binary systems of aiins re- 
volving around suns, the smaller aroun j the greater, or 
botli about a common centre of gravity. One has accom- 
plished a enmpleto revolution— » Coronic — since obser- 
vation was first directed to it > and, from the progress 
already made by.^i^hers, their times of revolution have

sj^ance during the last century, and passing froin a 
distinct doiilestaft* of the second class a close one of 
the first, and ultimately to one of extreme closeness 
and difficulty, such’ as only the very finest telescopes, 
with nil. the improvements wc may expect in Miem, 
will he capable />f showing otherwise than single.” 
We have thus seen suns in motion around each other 
—or ‘uroiind some intervening point, in the case of 
quadrnplf? and quintuple stars — as decisively evidenced 
by observed plieUomciijf, as the translation of the distant 
planetsy^if our sj’stera around thc*ccntral luminary. It 
required the most acute geomutriei.'ins to resolve the 
wdl-knovvn pro’l&lcm^if three bodies, and it may be 
quite lie^'ond our inaUicniatics to determine the curves 
described by connected suns with attendant planets 
acting and reacting ution each other ; hut the fact of 
the stcllnr universe being the scene of activities — in- 
ees-s.ant, compic.v, yet nicely hahyiccd and liarmouised 
— is clearly before us.’

in the midst pf all this changing of carriagiis ard i oii- 
course of pcoi>le proceeding to diftlrenl destinations, 
wc did not observe any appearance of irregularity or 
confusion. Wc w'ero detained at M alines half an lioiir, 
w aiting for the train by which wc were to proceed ; and 
as the evening had already closed in upon us, wi; were 
glad wJieu it arrived. Upon our arrival at f\ntwi’rp, a 
vigilante or haekney-eaiTiage was immediately at our 
command, which landed us while the church lalls were 
chiming eight o’cluck^t the Hotel du r.ire. m tlie riaco 
Verte — an oj;M.*n space adorned with trce.s, throiieli the 
shadows of which wo diseernod the .statue of Kuhens;

AJfowb the many jK'rsons of greater or Ie«9 obscurity 
satirised in Pope's JJunciad, is a foniale author hearin,^ 
the name of Coriima. She is introduced in a m aimer 
peculiarly opprobrious in connexion with the fanvons 
bookseller, Edmund Curll. The cau.^c of her sulH^.iiig 
in this jnumior was the concern she wa.s lulievctUto 
have had in surreptitiously giving to the world, in 
1727, a simfd volume of juvenile letters by Pope. 'I’he 
lifters were in lier po'^session through circuinstancc.s in 
no respect dislionourable to her, though the coiitrary 
has been alleged. Pressed by poverty and the wdicedling 
arts of Curll, slic is said to have been induced to aiicept 
a sm.'ill sum iu order to*^allA‘W of their being published — 
a transaction which, in the then doubtful state of all

She was a 
poetess, and, as such, is alluded to in eoimiiendatory 
terms by Drvden. In latter life she wndc many books, 
but ncvi r rose above the second clisa <if authors, 
thoneh slic had :iU tlie generosily, tcndcrnc.NS, and 
didic.icy, witln.ut which ]»oetry is nolhing. Her mo- 
ther, when a beautiful girl of eightt-en, luul been given 
in marriage to a ]\rr Thomas, a man old enough to be 
her grandfatiu’r. J I is supposed wealth had been weighed 
jigaiii'^t the sacrifice, and for a few years after their 
union he lived in great splendour, and then died, when 
Mrs •riiomas was undeceived as to the* state of his 
finances. She found herself in very straitened circum- 
stances, vhicli was the inoic kcenj^' feft, as her darling 
child, who w’is just two years old, was of a delhaite 
ce.iislitution, which made indulgence absoluttdy neces- 
sary. JiniiK'<liately after her hnsband’s death, Mrs 
'I'liomas parted with his town and his country house, 
and retired to the county of Surrey, where .'•die look up 
her residence, as iioanlcr, in the lu)u.sc of a cloth tiianu- 
lacturer. Though the lodgings were respoidable, the 
society was ill suited to her; her ho.st was illiterate, 
auil his wife and family ignorant ainl vulg.ir.

Though in his huu- 
(l\dth year, his memory was so tenacious and clear, his 
judginent so sound, and hi.s spirits so cheerful, that he

He w'as drts‘'cd fi * a gieasy hffick grogrum,’ whu h he 
called the .scholar's coat; ho wore along heard, and in 
cvei*}'^ mark of a liappy negligence was Lwry inch a 
philosophp» He brought with him varioin philosoiilii- 
c.al instruments, and exhibited several experiment-^, iii- 
tcndiin^lo impress his new jiequaintanci* with all «iiie 
respect; but fearing she might impute his hkill to (lad- 
ings in the bl.ack art, he expl.iined them in a ct#dl ^,u- 
ti.'il whisper. Mrs Thomas, seeing that he Inul a scien- 
tific turn, advised him to make his talents known, aiid 
to push himself forward in the w ofid. He contiil.'d in 
her that he had a great work in hand, hut that it was 
of sueli a iviturc as would involve him in coMs'ideraltie 
danger ivcrc it known. Elntten d by «ecing the confi- 
dence AvliK’h he i)lace<l in her honour, the lady ven- 
tured to hint her wish to he.ar the important sorrv*t. 
(Gratified by ])crcciving that he laid awi.koiied lar 
eurio.sit>, he dcMMihcd to h.er the pains which he had 
taken, and Mie n-cans which lie li.id u-^ed. for the di*?- 
covery of the j>hiloFopher’.s stora*, and with wh.'it exulta- 
tion he siiqtieeded in obtaining the grand -secret of piu- 
jeetion. Jn proof i-f his sii(;'‘f‘ss, lie prodnei-d a bit of 
gold, into which he avowed lu* had transmuted a p'ece 
of Ie.:}d, which lie had phked from the e.aseincnf of hi.-s 
Aviiuhnv. , Mrs Thomas, who ha«I always filt intensQ 
interest in the subject of ;dchemy. listened eaprrly, but 
asked wdiy he h:ul not niadi* more gold. Ho told her 
that ho had no more l»*a(l She in.d.nitly sent up to a 
closet for .some ivhieh she Invl, aft«l gave it to him, re- 
questing that he would bring it the next day tiaiiMMulod 
into gold. The next morning, ai-cordingly, he appeared 
with an ingot of gold, weighing two ounces, which he 
a.ssured her was the vcr\ lead whii*h she had given to 
luin, transmuted iiuo tlie jireeious inctil. She foun.l. 
on conversing with him. that he was not able to turn 
his valuable discovery to .advTintagc, as the -powiler 
which w'as necessary was out, and he was without the 
means of purchasing more. She inquiied^te^w much 
w'ould make a stock that would maintain ilsj If. On 
hearing that fifty pounds ivould, in nine months, pro- 
duce a milliijii, she requested he would let liir have 
the ingot, with which she hurried into town for tiie 
purpose of liaving it tested: it proved fine beyond the 
standard. • 

•Convinced of the truth of all which fho alclieniirst 
li.ad as.srrted, she returned, and drew L..‘'U from her 
bank, wdiich she ^ilaced in his hands. The great dilU- 
cultv W'as now to carry on, without ('xeiting suspicion, 
a work which was prohibited, and which might pso- 
bably lead to dangerous conscipicuces. Tlie liifHculty 
was, however, soon surmounted, and arrangements w’cre 
made without flelay. A house within a fi-w' miles of 
iHMKion was taken ; here the philosopher was to h^ve a 
public laboratory us a professed cViemist, dispose 

of medicines to the apothecaries, Jiy wdiich the^xpense 
of the establishment was to he defrayed. AVhile the 
*grand undertaking w*as going on, TilrsW^'inas acted as 
Jiousekeeper, and the doctor and his .?f?m hoardeil Avith 
her; their sleeping apartment being in aMitferent wing 
of the liouse from that which slie :ind her daughter 
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occupied. As she knew that it would require time to 
complete the work in liand, she managed the household 
affairs wdth the strictest eronoiny. In the meantime 
the doctor iiirtructt'd the little Corinna in arithnSetic, 

. matheniAtics, and Latin. At IcMigth the wislicd-for 
time arrived— riches seemed already within grasp — 
evjr^»'thing wa.s i>reptired — the vitriol furnace was set 
to work— it required the most intfuise heat for several 
days ; hut unfortunately, when everything appeared in 
such, forw'ardness, the house caught fire, tlie stairs were 
consumed, and ffie family, who were in beti at the time, 
narrowly orraped with tlieir lives. Wy this hntowani 
accident Mrs Thomas lost L..‘30(); ye\ a^ll ^ic Vas as 
sanguine as ever in Imr expectations. The iidielatigable 
philosopher applie<l himsi‘lf to carrying on tho process 
in the other wing of the hou^e witli iiiltlinfmished 
energy, and success jmj’j nn])oiii^ied wealth were thndly 
anticipated. On the Saud.-vj* cvciiiiig after tlie fir< Mrs 
Thomas hadeollected h<*r little familwand was engaged 
ill reading to them, when a violent rcqfort, as of camion, 
was heard ; the building sliook to its very foundation, 
asul the lady and her ainiicncc Avere for/dbly dashed 
from tlieir chairs. They looked on eaeh other Avith 
terror .'in<l dismay, unable to divine the enure of the 
violent commotion. Tin; philo.«oplKr, pretending to 
revivijp ran about the room in a paroxA’bin of frenzy, 
stamping, wringing his liands, and tearing his hair; 
and e.rying * Undone ! undone!’ he rnsiitd ont, like a 
maniac, to cxaniinv*' his Avorkshop. AVith affected agita- 
ti<in, lie unlocked the room <loor. lli» c.rucihlcs Averc 
fcmnd aplit from top to bottom, all his instruments lay 
scattered about, and hia precious am.ilgam crumhle<l to 
ilust on the ground. Mrs Thomas hccinne suddcidy 
enlightened, convinced that she had been cheated. The 
philosopher waited in sihuice, expecting a profit ;r of a 
fnrtlier supply; but found biinself disappointed. Mrs 
'rhoiiiAfi dismissed him ; iiut fearing that he might he 
drivbu to .some tict of desiJcration, siie kindl} gave him 
five guineas at parting She sufiend for lier credulity 
aud imprudeflCt*. She was overwhelmed Avith regred 
and cenfuaion for having thrown herself into the hands 
(difu mad, man or an impostor, by Arlii(*li licr means Avere 
hjlufdi reduc(‘d ; her licaltli hecanu; affected ; hut time 
'and patience at Icngtlj restored her. 

In the moMiitiinc Corinnn had hecomc aliactied to a 
Mr Gw’ynnct, of tlie Middle Tcni]>Io, aiIjosc fond sjrn- 
pathy and unshaken eonst.ancy mu.st have supported her 
untler many trial.-* - the greatest of which, perhaps, Wf*rc 
her delicate state of health, ainl the d(‘spotic rule whi<-h, 
there is reason to tiiink, her mother exercised over lier. 
Mrs Thomas removed to Bloomsbury, ami renewed her 
acquaiiitanee with several of her hn,shand'.s lidluonfl'd 
frien is, \r-iio promised to serve her. By strict eeoriomy, 
slie (;^itrived to makf an elegant appearance, so that 
her circumstaTiccs w'erc suppo.stal to bo imudi better 
tban tlwj^’ re ally were. Tln^ Ihikc of Montague appeared 
deeply interested f4)r the w idow and lier daugliter, and 
in touching on the state of their affairs, be advise<l 
Mrs Thomas to h*t part of her house. Blic replied that, 
though she was ill suited to d(»aling with strangcr.s, slie^ 
Avould gladly receive a family Avho -wanted the aeeom- 
modatioii Avhicli she could .afTr^rd, if any such should 
present itself. *i myself Avill bo yTair tenant,’ said'ihc 
duke. * you do not, I. see, l)eli(»ve me; but f ^Jo assure 
you that I am serious. 1 Avish to e^ijoy freedom from 
ti-rernony, which 1 cannot at home, and to lia\"e the 
unnpany of a’ few friends without parade or show.' 
'I'hc bjirgniri was made, and his Grace wa.s to pa.ss for 
Mr jSjs iimn of Herefordshire. In a few days after, he 
ordraB dinner for some country fritudsf but great 
WjSpWie surprise of Mrs Thomas when she savr the 
ST''. ^^yi^*'’^^'*hire. Lords Buckingham and Dorset, 
rSif William Dutton Calt, introduced under feigned 
tjjlimes. 4She concluacd the whole matter to be a mere 
frolic; but atoi the lapse of several days, these nobl^ 
men, -who wem constantly together, con/idfng in her 
honour, intrusted lier with the secret of their meetings, 
Aitliieh Avere held for tlie purpose of consulting on the 


revolutionary movement. Though every precaution 
w»as takvn to elude suspicion, it Avas at length awal^oned, 
and Mrs Tf'iomas's house was closely -vi'afehed; but 
I those appointed, h) act as spies soon betrayed their 
I trust, amilallowed the hicetings to go on without inter- 
ference oi'notica. Time passed. Secret consultAthm^ 
AA'crc no longer held, for the Be volution was effected. 
Tlie Duke of Montague and his friends took h ave of 
Mrs Thomas, Avitlf grateful acknowledgments for tho 
zeal .arid fidelity which she had sliown in the cause, 
which w'as now’ crowned wdtli success, and Avith earnest 
assurance of their determination to have her re-H'arded, 
by iKiing appointed to some situation in the royal 
household, or receivfiig tho grant of a pension. But 
benefits are sdon forgotten, anfl Mrs 'riioinas and her 
good service Verc not thought of. 

At length, fcnoA^^ig the interest Avhich the Duke of 
Mtintagiie possessed^ she determined to ajiply to him in 
favour of Mr Gwynnet; for, though asking nothing for 
liersclf, she aauis most anxious to promote the happiness 
of lier child. Tho duke Avas gracious, and said that he 
would comply on condition thaj; tho request Avas niiide 
by Corinna in person. It Avas with no slight degree of 
surprise tliat Mrs Thomas heard her daiigliter positively 
refuse to avail hersidf of this promise. She had eon- 
reived that she would have haih^d the prospect of good- 
fortune with joy, and have hastened to solicit his (Jrace 
for her hidrothed lover. Her mother’s wi.^hea hail been 
ever a law to her, and it was strange that she should 
oppose them now, wlicn they Avere solely for her welfare, 
llow strange tliat sin; should peremptorily (Udine A\hat 
would realise hopes long and fondly cherished ! Jt 
in vain, by argnim-nts or intreaties, to try to overcome 
her determination. Tlu; resolution of a creatyiv so 
gentle couUl not he ascribed to ohstiinicy or caprice, 
and at Uaigth, ryiehling to her mother’s intreiities for 
an explanation, shef ac<[tiaiiitcd her that tho duke had 
dared to iruiko di.shononrahle jiroposals to her. Her 
rnotlicr then of cour.se ackuoAvledged tho propi'i(‘ty of 
her daughter’s reach t*. 

A liard tci'-k rem.ilrad for ('orinna, but ns it was one 
which her deep seii^e of honour dictafid, it was accom- 
plished. As every prospect of hcttc'ring her forlnnc; 
.eceme(l closed, aiul as she thought her loA'er’s tru iuls 
would divSapprove of a match so unequal, she told him 
that all betAveen thorn Avas at an end ; and they parti'd. 
She must have suTcred deeply in making this \ohin- 
Uivy sacrifice of her happines.s ; hut dmibtlc.'-s ‘die was 
8up|MirUd by the consciousnc.^>s of the rectitude by 
wliitdi she had lH;cn actuated. 

She no-w cndeaA'olired to direet Iho cnorgii s of h.er 
mind, Avith redoubled assiduity, to literary pur.<?uits, aiut 
thus time sped oii. Her mother f -ll into a scA-erc iihiO<’..‘<, 
ill which Corinna tenderly vatchefl over her. It was 
at this time that Mr (iwynnet’s fatlur. touched by hi.-^ 
son’s ardent attachment, detcr/nined to removd‘’ev. ry 
obstacle to his union Avilh Corinna, by settling aJiand- 
somc ind(.*i)cndenee on liim. The }i:ip]>y hiver hastened 
to claim his bride, ’out was again disappointed : she was 
tending her mothef, and declared she would never leaA'e 
lur unless she recovered. She tjould never, she said, 
leave her mother to die among strangers. Still urged 
by her lover, she replied, tliat as slie had not thought 
sixteen years long tn AH'aiting for liiin, ho could not 
think six months long fh expect.ation of her. He Jin- 
sweretl, with a deep sigh, ‘ Six months, rny Corinna, at 
this time, is more tlian eixlccn years have been. You 
put it off now, and God will jiiit it off for ever.' His 
pfbdiction was fulfilled. He went to the country next 
tmorning — he made his will — be sickened and died. 
The sad event occurred on the Ifitb of April 1711. Mr 
Givynnet liad left a bequest of L.600 to Oorijgn.a. But 
from this she never derived any personal bqncfit.’ '\Jnly 
a moiety of her lover’s legacy readied her hands, which 
she immediately ai>propriat.cd to the payment <5f her 
mother’s debts. For the remainder, she was involved 
in the harassing turmoils of latt% and never got pos- 
session of it. U was amidst these troubles, and v:(tli 
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an infirm mother dopcmling upon her, that this poor 
Iful^struggled to rcallso a little money by her^ritings, 
and bccar^c one of the filaves of th(3 ioftmous Curll, 
who seems to have boeti a man destitiij:e of both feeling 
and honourable priTu>,iplc. In^tiino, her mother di(‘d.^ 
•''^he'^ays, speairing of tins bereavfcintnt, ‘Sorrow has' 
beiiu my food over since.* Her own death t(A)k place in 
17.m 

Wtviiow come to cofisidcr Comma’s quarrpl vith 
T’ope.^ Much {TC(l(‘nce has been given t(» the .statement 
that, when rcduceil to th(‘ most extreme distress, (Jlnrll 
took advantage of her necessities, and wheedled from 
her some letters frofti Pope to Mr Oomwell, which 
she happened to have in her poi^(-ssinn, .and fot* which 
lie gave her a ^nm of Hioncy. That (Jifrll Avas (;.ipah!e 
of doing so, cannot he doubted ; but .surely'it seems most 
unlikely that a lady who Jiad wi^sfrxtfl the otfers of 
fortune, and the promptings of an early and fond uttach- 
ment, when opposed to high principle, couldthavc de- 
graded herself by a mean and .sordid action, hoAvever 
sorely pressed. That the whole affair was a contrivance 
of Pope himself, appears hy no means unlikely, when 
the circumstances are considered. A iwefuce, signed by 
I'ope and Sw ift, had app(^are^l a eliort tunc befin\-, pre- 
fixed to a volume of miscellanies, whieli was evidently 
writteji by the former. In this preface ho complains of 
the rol)beries Cf)mmi*ted on antlinrs by the clamlcstinc 
seizure and sale of their papers. It was shortly afUr 
this tiote of preparation that the volume of Pope’s letters, 
piibli.shed by ( hirll, at»peured. t'orimm Avas aci^used as the 
accomplice in the transaction on Avhicli 1\)])C gro\ind(‘d 
the quariel, winch ,gavc an ostensible colour to the 
cliarge. 'I’lie untbrtuiialc and indigent have hut little 
power of repelling attacks, I’hcrc w.as an attempt, too, 
tv) suTly lier fair fame witli the hreith of slander; and 
this gre.at wrong w’as liifiii'tcd hy him ^’ho disputed Ikv 
right to liis brollici’s legacy, and#\ho crushed her so 
com]jlclely by tin? exiKMiscr in whicli she v’as invidved 
in the endeavour to make good her ckiiin, that slie lan- 
guished a while ill coiifinnincnt, and for the rest of 
her (lad|P id)s(MU’ity. 

All tWsiihseqiicnt circmn.*tnnc( a connected witli the 
]iuhlica^i)n of I'ope’s cmTospoudence come to the same 
piirp’ort. (hirll, jdeasi d with tli" success of the volaine 
of I'.-ttcrs, preserved the origmals ea^dully in his shop; 
and the collection is now deposited among Kawliusou's 
manu.seripts at the Jk»dlei.in. A new edition, with ad- 
dilic«iis, was announced ; and an advcrlisoment was put 
forward tlial (lurll Avas ready to treat for any Pope’s 
Icib'rs wliicii might he olfcred. Soon after, according 
: to Ciirir.’* account, lie one evening receivisl a vi.‘<it from 
' *a maji in a clergyman’s gown, hut witii a lawyer’.s 
1 li.'wid, wlio TK'gotmted Avith liini for the sale of a uumnor 
i of printed^ volumes containing letter.^ hy Pope. Tlie 
' Iviokscller paid for them, without asking whriicc they 
camt'i hilt he did not pul)lisli tlicm till lie had apj/risid 
i Po))C of the circnmstrtnce. Tlie poet (udy rcjdicd by a 
, contomptiions ndvertisement in the newspapers, pro- 
! fv'Hsing to tliink it dangirous to have any cwTcspond- 
1 once with Curll. The bookseller tfwn brought out the 
* letters, Avhieh wmi’c of si kind to imjiress tlie world Avith^ 
1 the most favourable opinion of tlie Avriter's candour, 
j tenderness, and benevolence, sdtliougdi PojAe professed 
! to he greatly ashamed .of tlierii, aj^ trivial things, full of 
levities and wrong judgmeutsv on men and hooks, and 
only excusable on siocoiint of the youth and inexpe- 
rience of the writer. WIkmi the public cxpresscil some 
surprise that, nevertliele.ss, they wuire not forgeries, but 
real U‘ttcr.s, the poet explained that, since the appoar- 
ance of his correspondence Avith Mr Cromwell, he had 
been advised to collect his letters ; he Ii.ad conseitucntly 
copied them into two books, w’hich he deposited in 
Loi W^ford’s library : from thence it was that they 
had be^i lubtracted. His only remedy, he said, W'as 
to piiblish an authentic edition of tlie whole of his cor- 
respondence ; and tliia he did in 1737. 

The sagacity of Hf. Johnson, and the ingenious in- 
quiries of Mr D*lsraeli, have now satisfied the Ayorld 


that the Avhole of this latter transaction Avas a subtle 
contrivance of Pope to furnisli himself wjth alirctcxt 
for the extraordinary step of publishing Ids’- letters to 
hi.s friends in ids f»wn liftdime. But aruwc to believe 
^hat ho <*ommenccd his plans only’ Avhoi lie •scut the 
iniK'k clergyman to Curirs .sliop,^ Are we notjn.stifii-d 
rather in believing tluit, to himself primarily Avaji M\o. 
pullhc.itiofi of llu* fijjsl A'obiiuij also owing? Jf so, how 
utterly detestable must have been the spirit of tiiis 
spiteful little man, avIio could not only lead another 
into a crime, but, witli a solemn f4ice,#jiTctcnd to treat 
it W'itli (Aic severtA’. and, in doing .so, us<‘ s'-#h language 
a.s if js fyulifr.ss /inexpressible for any man to u,.se rc- 
g.arding* aify woman !

Thi; turmoil wliieli occurs in and about Loudon during 
the AA’cek of Epsom races, affords a ciinou.s insight 
into the taftes of a large portion of the inhabitants, 
Epsom ^ about fittecn miles from town, and. in conso- 
Quence of the distance, tlierc an* fcAv or no pedestrians : 
nil find their w.ay to the groat centre of attraction on 
horseback, or by some kind of vehicle. Early on 
I c.'udi day of tlie races the streets exhibit a more than 
• usual bustle ; tiftuisauds of horses* and carriages art* 
seen pouring onward ; and the Aveather iMdiig fine, 
CA*ery thing is gay and lively. MVdnesd.ay is th'e great 
day’, popularly calhd ‘the Derby,' from tlie late Marl 
of D(*rby having given a prize to he run for on that 
day'. The 1 k'rby, or rather the llirhy, as tlie peojilc pro- 
nounce i^, is the holiday of liolidays— the event looked 
forward to for months, if not for the whole year, lii 
every company the Derby is the snliicct of conversa- 
tion. Notrfo go to the Derby is being next thing to 
nobody. During the day' of tho perhy'. after the bustle 
of getting aw'tiy is over, London seems cmiit}'. 'I’lie 
.strcelis have a quietness Avhieh Is strikingly In contrast 
Avith the Hi otlier time.s iiiee.-s.ant tummil. 'I'lic Derby*' 
thisA'ear was more than usually briili.ant ; the conconrsf* 
treiiieniious. A gentleman, wlio seem.s to know all about 
tlu sc thiug.s, tidls me tbal, imli’pendently of Avliat is 
lo.«t and won by hotting, the money turned over that 
(bay, on account, of the race, could not he less than a 
milUop. About t’-vo hundred thou.sand fK^ople Averc 
prf.sent, the A'ory poorest of whom aaouM s])end a sove- 
reign, In general, howcA’cr, the expiruliturc Avould l.»' 
nearer five pounds a-head. 'rfio liire of a very Large 
number of the carriages for the day w.is lAvent)' guineas 
each. The money paid for tt'll-hars may l.w*LdimaTed 
,at L.10,000. Being at dinner in a gentleman's limine 
on the line of road to and from Epsom, I had an opj or- 
tunity of scciifg tlie rusli lioinewaid in the eM-ning. It 
Avas a continuous How- of lior.'ies and carri igcs for seve- 
ral hours, and it w.aswiot all exhausted at midnight. 
The shouting and stftigTiig. tlie fivuirirdiing of stiiks and 
empty l^ttles, and tho frantic pcll-mtH g:i!Iop]mig of 
overdriven horRO^ not to speak of Ihc du.st- covered 
clotliaa of the riders, made up a curio*is but dismal 
S|>oetacIp. What, however, ajipearcd to me as nu'st 
remarkable, was the great pr(i]>i»rtion of people belong- 
ing to the midijje and hmnhkw classes. 1 Vi haps three- 
fourths of all th.e vcliieles were of the species of gigs 
called Whitechapel carts -used by bakers, green-grolfers, 
timl other tradesmen. The greater uumbi'r^f those 
apparently contained whole families— fatlier, mother, 
tiid cliildjen— all dressed in their l>cift^d Avith faces 
stcw’iug Avith heat and excitement, ^kic Avere like- 
wise many tilted vans or Avagons, containing workmen 
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who had clubb(vl to pay the expenses of ttic excursion. 

I was’surprised to sec so few persons of fashion, and, 
in purtictilar, so few ladies : these, however, I anj told, 
keep up^ for 'tlie (>alcs’ on Friday. The bulk of those 
who patronise the Derby are, in sliort, skopkeepoA, 
shopkeepers’ assistants, and tradesmen. The zeal wdth 
which these classes take up the affair is amazing. ^All, 
individually, bet less or more on the horses ; and at the 
puhlic-hoHsca, guinea stakes clul)bcd together arc drawn 
for by workmeiT, The whole thing is a kind of Jugger- 
naut of rTurals — an immolation ofnvejjy vfrtpe. So 
eager are some persons to go to thc^Derb}|; that they 
would make almost any sacritice to be prestmt. I iiavc 
heard of a cliief functionary in a liaberdashopils shop 
giving up a situation of L.500 a-year, in consecpfctfice of 
his Tccpiest to attend toe Herb/ being refused. 

Seeing that, notwiMistanding allrsovts of iniprovc- 
ineiits, tiic love of horse-racing coritifiucs pretty strong 
in England, some maj' be inclined to take rather de- 
sponding view's of social advancement. ^ But as one 
swallow does not make a summer, so the prevalence 
of one foolish practice docs not render things utterly 
hoxjeless. Attendance at horse-races, like a love for 
dranf-drinking, is going off at the skirts of society. It 
is not so fashionable as it was, and is in many respects 
less odious. BcsiiJjs, how many liarwless and rational 
kinds of recreation are now observable I Forlj*^ years 
ugo, d-uck-pclting was a common Sunday and Mond.ay 
amusement among the working-classes of the metro- 
polis. All this is gone. On Mondays and liolidays, 
great jmmbers of well-dressed working pcojjle, men and 
women, go out, in neatly -decorated vans, to enjoy a 
day’s aunsbine and fresh air in Eppiiig Forest. In enter- 
ing the city by Shore Ditch, I often meet these vans 
on their w'ay to the glades and fields, wliere, ns I liave 
at times observed, the parties enj<iy themselves in pic- 
nics on the grass with as much propriety as if they 
belonged to classes of a lugber rank. And why not? 

, Van excursions to Hampton Court, Epjnng Forest, Dul- 
wich, Hampslead, and other quarters, are among the 
signs of the times. The w'orking-classes hAve only to 
think and act with prudence, in order to secure many 
benefits and fAeasurcs assumed to be incom- 

patible with tlicir means, jai^'X^tion. 

I do not knoAV that ’^Jthirig shows so effectually 
how much reading is on now-a-days, as the uni- 

versiil establishment of book and newspaper stalls at 
railway stations. Sov^e of the keepers of these stalls 
sell more than many a large sliop. The works 

•disposed of^jeing only for jicrusal in the railway car- 
riages. are of course generally of a light and cheap 
class ; but it is interesting to notice that they are also 
of an improving, or, at all events, not qf an objection- 
able nature.

Desirous of atmospheric railway principle 


in action, 1 lately visited the line which proceeds from 
London’^o Croydon, a distance of ten miles. The ter- 
minus is i^t'the station of the Dover raihw.iy, London 
Bridge ; lyid along tha»t line, for txvo or three miles, the 
train to droydop is in the first place. drawn by »*loeo;,^ 
motive. Having gone so far, the train is run upon iTie 
atmospheric lincyand is conducted on it to Croydon, 
stopping at Norwood station by the ivay. The- appa- 
ratus consists, as is well known, of an iron tube about a 
foot ill diameter, fixed ou the ground, betweeu the rails ; 
on* the upper side is a seam, ^Hording a connexion 
between the piston \\ 4 thiu and the first carriage in the 
train. There, arc three statiot'ary engines, erected in 
handsome edifices, fur producing the necessary suction. 

I confess to heinjj^ somewhat disappointed lioth as to 
the rate of speed and the equability of the motion. We 
went more slowly than we had previously done with the 
locomotive, and the moviMnenfc was nut smoother than 
that on ordinary lines. There were hkevvise occasional 
unpleasant puffs of smoke from the friction ou the 
greasy scam of the tube — a thing wdiich I had not by 
any means ealculateil on. It would be presumption for 
me to speak of this species of traction as a failure. T 
have no doubt it may be adopteikiii certain situaliuns 
with advantage ; but experience, so far as it has gone, 
docs not w'arrant its general application. Before dis- 
missing railways, 1 may allude to a fact winch exiutcs 
no little interest at x>roseut in Loudon : the tralfic is 
in(‘reasing so fast on the principal lines, that tiie re- 
spective companies cannot find carriages or locomotives 
to meet the demand. Double the number of trains 
would in some pasos be put on, if loconmtivcs could be 
procured. With srJrdi facts as tliis, X should hold it to 
be impossible to restrain railway eiiterprisc within sober 
bounds ; that is to say, without a gcner;d and soundly- 
considered law on the subject. 

At the spot where I reside, which i^ p^Wy nearly 
the centre the metropolis, the general iK)8t is not 
delivered till' about eleven o’clock in the forenoon j on 
Mondays, it makes its appearance at twelve, or somo- 
times later. 1 hear everybody comxdain of the incon- 
venience of these late deliveries ; yet as London is ill 
to move, nothing seems to be done towards remedying 
the evik To myself, it forms a se rious ilrawhack ou 
the ploasux’es of a short residence in town. Eiiidiiig it 
necessary to remain at home till tlio delivery takes 
place, my time is a good deal cut up : it is noon before 
I can go out. A number of mercliants, who are par- 
ticularly anxious for a delivery (ff their letters as early . 
as nine o’clock, pay a pound xier annum to the postman ' 
of the district for the aocoramodatiun. These i>aymcnts 
enable the postmen to hire supernumeraries ; in fact, to 
employ servants tg do a part of their work. What a 
revelation is this of post-office management ! So few 
men employed to carry out the letters, that they cannot 
get through their duties in proper time, or without 
hiring assistants ou^of tlieir own perquisites! But this 
is not all. The poor men* are not sulUciently reniuneratcji 
for their incessant labour. Left to cko out tiieir salaries 
by presents, they further increase their moatis by the 
sale of an annual London directory. 'J’his jiViork, got up 
by their united efforts, is a closely-printed bitavo of IDOO 
■pages, and forms a valuable bod^^j'kndw ledge. I am 
told that, unless for the profits oFthis undertaking, the 
situation of postman would not bo worth —in 
other words, government would seem to pay this useful 
body of men such small wages, that tljey could ii‘ot live 
unless they at^ the same time depended on a x>nvatc 
trading speculation. T have Leard of one postman 
elf&ring upwards of L.150 annually by tliis perfix’tly 
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legitimate moans. I very mudi admire some of the 
arnihgomonts of our stuiiendons post-office sy^em; but 
there are fijatures in its character whid» one cannot 
contcm])late wiili plea^uire, and none with le*?s tluin tl»c 
generally shabby way in w'hfch tht» services above 
;illud9d lo arc requited.* • ^ 

''■\vnicn I was last in town, a consjiicuous object was con- 
tinually moving about the street's, in.the form of a huge 
hat, on wheels, drawn by a horse, a*lid bearing p^acanls 
referring to the shop of a particular dealer in that iie- 
fcessary arti(*le. '^I’he thoroughfares are, in fact, seriously 
iiK'ommodcd by great perainbulating maehinea, stuck 
over with ])laeards recommending all sorts of wares.

any, than of airswering what is saifl to him. Kvq^ those 
who have the most address and politeiiesa, think they do 
enough if they only seem Httenllve ; ut th6 same time, their 
eyes and their niimls betray a distraction as to what is 
;iddroHsed to them, luid an impatience to return to what 
they theinse.lsc.s WTre saying; not reflecting that to bo 
tliufl studious of pleasing theinseivcB, is but a jjoor w'uy of 
pleuslng or convinciug others j and that to Viear patiently, 
and iiiifkswcr precisely, arc tlie great perfections of conver- 
sation.* RjM^iefoucault was a mau of the world, one of the 
pnimlest /md most polished of that ancient nobility wrhich 
gave Die law of in anjg^ to Europe. More than two hun- 
dred years since ho wrote hU Maxims, yet 

. Riucrsoa, a }lvingSi|^<^ea^:( writer, in the scoond Series of 
* his hlssays, curiAUBl^oi^uborates this, opinion in what he 
writes of his owm rcp^bUcan countryim^. ‘ That happens;’ i 


he observ^es, Mn the world which w c often witness in a 
public d^ato. Each of the speakers expresses hi/wsclf 
imperfectly ; .no one of them hears mueli that another 
says, such i? the preocciqxition of the mind of each ; and 
the audieiKie, who li:ive,only to hear, and not to speak, 
j.udge very p'isely how w’rong-hcaded and unskilful iiherudi 
of the debaters td his own affairs.’ 'fhe fynical s]uiit 
both these writers discerned the selfishness wdiich iier- 
vades the human b»DSpm, though the observed and the oh- 
«crvcrs*wcrc placed in circumstanccH of the most opposite 
nature. 

'J’he late WilliaHn Hazlitt, a man gifted with groat powers 
of obsci'vatiou and expression, was of opinion that actors 
and authors were not fitted, generally speaking, to shine hi 
conversation. ‘ AuthoMS ought to be reiui^ und not fll'ftrd 
and a« to actors, they could not* spivik tragvjdics in the 
drawing-loom, n'lml their wit was likely t<i bo comedy and 
farco at second-hand. Tlio biograpliy of men of letters iu a 
great measure ciuifiriv.^ this opinion: some of the greatest 
names in English and Ercneh literature, men wlio h;ivo 
filled booki» with .an eloquence and truth that defy obli^ic)n, 
w'crc mere mutes before their Ibllow-oim. They had golden 
ingots which, in tlio privacy of home, ihey (4)uhl coumi I 
into coin bearing an iuqiress tliat would insure univirb;il 
currency ; but they could not, on the spur of the moment, 
produce tho farthings current in the n»:iiket-i>l;we. J)c.s- 
cartes, the famous mathematician and ])hilosophor. ka 
Foulaiue, celebrated for his witty fables, and liuflVni, ilie 
great naturalist, were all singularly deficient iu the )iower.s 
of coiivers.ition. Marmontel the iiovidi.sl was so dull m 
society, that his friend s.aid of linn, after an inter', iew, ‘I 
must go and read his tales, to rocr)nipenso iii\selL‘ tor the 
weariiie».s of hearing him.’ As to Corneille, the greatest 
dramatist of Fi’anne, lie was so eoniplotely lost in Kocieiy, 
so absent and embarnisscd, that he wrote of biuisolf a witty 
coujdet, imply ing that he was never intelligible but thvough 
the nniiith of another. Wit on p.'qn'r s<'( iu« (o be spine- 
fhiug widely different from that play of word'* in eonvcvsa- 
tion which, while it sparkles, dies; fi>r Charles II., the wll- 
tiest monarch th.'f,i. cvjvr sJit on the English throne, was so 
charmed w'itli the humour of ‘ Iliuiibras.' that he efiused 
himself to bd introduced, iu the ch.'o.aettr of a priMilc 
gentleman, to Butler its autlior. Tim w itly king found the 
author a very dull eiimpaniou; and was of o[»inhiii, with 
many others, tlnit so stupid a fellow could never have 
written such .a clover book. Addison, w'hose cl;is-;ic ele- 
gance of style has long been con.sideri'il the bi st model for 
young writ C5r«, was shy and absent iu society, prcseiving, 
even before a single stranger, a stilf and diunifu.'d hilerce, 
llcw'as accustomed to say that there could be no leal con- 
veisation but between two person.s -fri<'uds— and that it 
WU.S then thinking aloud. .Steele, .Swift, Pope, and Con 
•gi'evo, men possessing literary ainl conversational jiowcis 
iif tl\c higiicst order, allow him to have luen a delightful 
companion amongst intimates ; and Voimg writes of him, 
that ‘ho was i“ither mute in society on .some oer.ihiuus, 
but when he began to be conqwjy, be was full of vivaeijy, 
and went on in a noble strain of tliought and language,' .so 
as to chain tlie attention of every one to him.’ ColdMintli, 
on tho contrary, as described by bis e-ontempor.iry wTitci*?, 
‘apjicared in company to have no spark of Unit 'genius 
which shone forth so brightly in his works. Ills .iddrei'S 
was .awkward, his manner uncouth, lu» langn.'igo unpo- 
lished: he be.sitntcd iu .spotddng, and was alw.iys unha|>py 
if the conversation di(l not turn upuu hiui-^clf.* J)r Johu- 
Sjh spoke of him a.s an inspired idiot; yet the gnat 
essayist, though delivering oracles to those around him in 
ponqious phrases, whicli have been h;ij)]iily ilescribcd as 
spoken iu tho Johnsonese tongue, was not entitled to be 
called a good coiiverscrjp 

Nearer to our own time have had ninny authors whose, 
(hculty told twice, Sheridan .and 'J’lieodore Hook were fel- 
lows of infinite jest: they could ‘set the table in a roar,’ 
and till pages with pathos and wit of such ;i quality, th.afc 
itmekes their survivors think ‘we could have better sjwred 
better men.’ Bums was famous for liis coUtKiuial powers ; 
wfd (lalt is reported to Iiave been as skilful as the story- 
Uillers of the Kaat in fixing tho attention of liis auditors on 
his prolonged narrations. Coleridge was in the hJi't of 
pouring forth brilliant, unbrnken inonologuos ' »f two or 
three hours' duration, to listeners so enchanted, that, like 
^Adam, whoso ears wore filled with the eloquence of an 
arehuiigei, they forgot ‘all place — all seasons and their 
change but this waa not conversation, and few might 
venture to einukto ^hat ‘ old man cloiiucnt ’ with hopes 
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©(Jiial success. Washington Irving, iu the account lie hag 
givon»t>f his visit to Abbotsford, says of Sir Waker Scott, 
• that his conversation was fraiilt, hearty, pidturesque, and 
dramatic. Ke never talked for edect or di‘«pltfy, but iVoia 
the flow of his spirits, the storci^of hiH*mennjfy, and the 
vigour,^ of his irnaeiuation. lie was us g^md a fistencr as a 
Vi^ver; ajjprecitited everything that others Mid, however 
humble might be their rank and prettiqhioiis, and was (pii<jk 
to testify fiis percejdion of any jwiut; in their di^eojirse. 
2s’o oiu^’a concerns, no one's thoughts and opiiaftns, no 
one’s tastes and pleasures, seemed beiioatl/ hiiri. He tunde

CniTiriSSI IN OKRMANY. , r*- 

#Tho following remarl^ on thisL subjoet .arc from the 
J\fnnrfi<':ftfir Jil.mmiurr's i(*poi't of le<*tnres on (Tcrinan T.jtera- 
tnre, delivered at Unit t<^\vn hy Air (4eorce Dawson of Bir- 
miuglniui : One of the most fitriking Viings in German 
literature uas its eritieisni. England was inundated with 
rcview.s ; hut, until lately, Kiiglish criticism w’as jui ali- 
surdity. At one time the system was to look at the man, 
and iiidge of the book accordingly; another system was 
to look, not at the work, hut at tlie political, reKgiouf, or 
Roholastie o]>iui(ms of the writer ; a third system, the fol- 
low’orc^of which mueh-beViuded themselves, was that of 
e<iui librium, or imparthdity, by which faults ami merits 
Wen* so nicely balanced, that no one could say which j»re- 
pouderated. Kn'Jisiporiticsisni had now' gotten the dandy 
Rpirii of the last .ige, wliich w’oridered and admired at 
nothing - a coldness of air, a starolied-cravatism, which 
Could look on the (-olisenm, or walk through the Ji<nure, 
without betraying an emotion. TIioko men sat on their 
icy threincs, ilcaling out praise and blame ; hut they would 
not aeknow'lodge that anything was now or w'ondcrfnl to 
thorn. Aficr having dwelt’ at some length on the eharae^el• 
of crilicisin In England, and shown licnv frivolous {ind petty 
W’ere tlu; objoetions frcspicntly urgc'd against the highest 
product ions of the intellect, the lecturer proceeded to .«ay 
tli.at critieism in Germany was anotluT thing. There the 
critie.s souglit nnt*to find out the mcclifinisTii a .simile ; 
they did iiot wedgh and balance a man's cbaractcr and 
l)Ook ; but they strove to render even plainer liiaii the 
author had doin' that wliieh the author had written. A 
good (Tcrmaii critic, of the true order, looked u} 4 «m ;i woik 
.as tlie symbolic character in which a ^rreat man had ev- 
pre.s.sed his thonghts. lie was the interj»roter between the 
author and the public. He explained his symbol, and 
ahow’cd t lie indwelling spiiit. and the Kuhstunce that was 
tiiere, Kven iijxoi Shakspeore there had hcpo no very 
sound intieism imtUwe imported it from Germnuy, and 
hinee iheu we had begun to umUTstimd the poet better 
than we did before. If any of the audience doubted this, 
let them read some of the ortliodox notes in the etluioiis 
of firty oi* sixty ye.'irs since. There they would find ela- 
borate diK«’jiiiRitious on, the meaning of a w’<»rd, as to 
whether a comma should not be a colon, and so on ; but 
if this was criticism on HludiMpeare, he would rather have 
him unco?;i/,ia’d and uncolon’d, so lliRt he might have more 
time to make out the spirit, and understand the soul of 
the author. The criticism on “ Hamlet’’ in the “ Wilhelm 
Meistcr” Ind never been excolled, .and w’as a sample of 
what criticism should be. An If.iigliRhnnfn would have 
shown w'herc Shakspeare got tlii.s idea, .and where he got 
that idea ; liow’ lie pieced them V;gC'fchcr, .and so on ; hut 
the Oennan went up to him as R' w^uld to nature, lie 
did not go up to him in the style of a man who, wTien 
looking at an oak tree, began to .ask why it was nat higlicr 
or broader, why this branch w'as i>crmiHcd to remain, and 
why the trunk w'as not French iwlishcd, but to expound 
why it was there —to undcrstaiia its meaning, to find out 
the divine idea of w'hich it vrius the symbol, and so to 
nifikc it jilain.’ 

iNHilTIRY, DOUDT, CONVlCTXbK. 

If is s.aid inquiry means doubt ; and, in the creed of 
sonic, ibfdd is the acme of all possible evil. Nevertheless, 
all deep conviction nii.st be ioache<l tliroiigh doubt. *Hc 
who beipns jnL^oubt, ends in certainty,* says Bacon ; ‘birt 
he w ho boginSift certainty, ends in doubt’ Ope may be 
sunk bidow', as wl^l .as raised above, doubt's atonny atmo- 
sphere; and fhc cert-niuty which cannot stand the blast, Ja 
but n tmhl»pbi.ntcd tree not firmly rooted In the soil. We 


should hear less of doleful warning and dc‘i»loring on this 
subject, Vf men’s opinions were generally attained by th.o 
prooi'ss of adcpiisition rather than of inlK’ritance or con- 
version. M«ndo not usually acquire idivis fwm a state of 
I ignorance aiid ncitf ralityfas men from a state of poverty 
I acquire wtfclth : the process is one rather of exchange 
I th.an of acquisition; for every now truth gbiiicd, Nofne pH 
I error has been parted with. 'I’ho min<l has been early 
eoinmitted to some* dogma witliout examination— witho\it 
f/o/z/// ;• experience ]>rovea its falsity, .and then, witli many 
a hitter struggle, .after, it may be, much trilling with coii- 
Kcience, it is abandoned, and its place supplied W'ith soiec 
otln^r dogma, pcrlnajm not much more reasonable .and well- 
ftrtindetl. Or, as often happen*^, tlie first opinion h.aving 
j been ligliily obtaine«l by inbi’ritanee, is lightly jit-lded to 
conversion, with, it iii.ay be, as little mental lioiicsty in the 
latter iis therti w.as iiiciital .activity In the former. The 
pow'orof distiujniishing truth has become feeble, fiotii w.anfc 
of exercise; while tl»»’ lifibit of ‘ dreaming that one tliinks,’ 
has, from Indulgence, grown strong. Hence it is tliat 
changes oTi opinion are at once .so frcqimil, so sudden, .and 
fio little satisfactory as ovideiice cither of ]M>v\erfid reilcc- 
tioii or of upright purpose. A>'erc tlie state-of doubt, .and 
hesitancy, of imp.artijil balancing .'iniong larious bi’hcfs, 
li’ss liarshly discour.agcd and eohdemned (and it is tlie 
state that I’lest beeoinc.s ignor.aiice or th’l'i’cti\i' knowiedg**), 
wc .should have less of wrong-he.aded adijcnaicc to opiniuii 
on the one hand, or of frivolous or interested abandonin' it 
of it on the other. — l>t M'.

worlhv, uiii-i^ht, and truly resiiLctahle individual than 
was IJiehard 1 larky, thou}'Ii the station he held was no 
higher \haii tliat of a retail trader, llis Avife. li.ad, ac- 
ctU'din^i: to the judgment of her family, di'^'ruded herself 
hy the imioii. She was a ircijliewonian ly birth and 
education, and, thonj'li Avithout foiluiic, mi.u:hl have 
Jonk'-d for a bi^:l)er match ; >et she was never known 
to reirret the c hoice she had inaiie. ^Ir ll.iiiey, on tin* 
other Iniiil, bad no reason to repent havinL,' sileeted her 
lor a partner; for to lier lady-liko ai eomjilishments she 
addeil those domestic virtues Avliii h can alone m.akc the 
married life happj^ A mimenm.s famil}' sprung' up 
around them, and as Ihc profits of the business were 
not ffreat, they were conseqiienlly ohliircd to live in 
evef: a le.ss ospensive style than tliat in Avhieh they 
eoinnienced their eonjujjal career.

Jfer firm and VA'cll-balaiued mind rose su- 
perior to the paltry priile of station, and ^be dared to 
act in accordance Avitli the dictates of prudence, hoAV- 
cvtT liable she thereby became ft) fall out of Ibe notice 
of those .vitli whom she associated. 

Death haviuj!: deprived them of two of their ehildriui, 
thc5 family, at the period at Avhich we introduce them, 
consisted of two sons and four daughters. Eilmnnd, 
tlie eldest, who Avas just verging on tAventy, had •from 
his early youth been distinguished for studious habks, 
and, as he grew older, displayed talents Avhicli attnudcii 
the at^entiiAn of the pastor of the religious comnninity 
of w’hiel^his parents were menibors.

He woiiTd have 
Keen satisfied toltread in the same path Avhich his 
falhcriSvas piiryiing, deeming it to be no less truly 
rosiieciuble ; l)u||he was at the '•’aigc time conscious of 
powerj Avbieb, if rigidly directed, might a-riable him to , 
he moi'fc ejflensively ii'^efiil. JJu was f.tr from despising 
the J'ailfng of the tradesman, yit shrunk troni the idea 
of .spending his days Avith no higlmr aim than tliat of 
rcaMitng- an iiictnnc or anias.sing a forlmie. ‘»?Klely 
dillcri'iit A\cn‘ the fV'^lings of ^js brother Ihchard, who, 
though posses.seil of his father's n.'inie, unhaiquly did 
not iiihenl hi^ \ irtiies. ^’hi%yonth entertained a still 
greater n pugwanee to tlu* pursuit of trade, but from 
motives as low and false, as tho>e of Kdrnnnd were elc- 
v.ated. IBs dislike arose from the apidii'ation .*111(1 con- 
finement it necessarily dciiiaiuUd, to whicli his indolent 
hahit% were opposed. He had, moreover, become ac- 
quainted Avith a set of dissolute a oung men, W'ho were 
his sa])eriors in st.'ition, and avIio eiuamraged the notions 
he had .adopted- that it AV'as derogatory to a fonlh of 
spirit to be eliained behind a counter, and tli.at a living 
might be earned in a much mc.e genteel, and, at the* 
same time, easy manner. * 

Uiehard w.m angry that the leisure Ava-s affbrded.bis 
brother for si inly, and jealous of his prospect of occu- 
pying a highir [losition in sociidy, yet had neither the 
di.siro to improve his ow n education, nor the talent to 
fit him for any profession. He A'eheiiiently opposed the 
plan rij^irked out by bis father, which Avas to bind bim 
as an apprentice to bis own business; but Mr Harley, 
though a kind and fond jiarent, was peremptory Avheii 
j>rompted by a sense of duty, and he would not sutler 
the lutilif objections of the yoiitli in tl is instance to 
move him from his purpose.. The eihicatioii of the 
girls Avliolly devolved on Mrs Harley; and, with this ex- •{ 
ceplion, that her liealth was delicate. iieAcr was mother, i 
belter stiitcd for llie task. She bersilf exemplified hbAv I 
possible it is to unite the taste and rctineinent of a j 
poli.sbed luind w itli the liomely olliees of ilomestic life ; i 
and under the tuition of siioh a woman, lier daughters j 
promised to beeuine all that an amiable and right- ^ 
minded parent cwuld desire. Elizabeth, the eldi-st, . 
though only seventeen, Avas 'dready a considerable as- ' 
sistaiico both in the domestic eiionoiny and in the 
education of lii r younger sisters. The misconduct of ; 
Uii ha rd, aaIio, on being opposed in bis aa islie.s. grew cax'II ^ 
more self-Av illetl and ungovertiable, Avas for many years i 
the only disturbance to the peace of this otherwise ' 
h;ipt>y family : hut a trial awaited them this peiiod 
Avidch was altogether unlooked for, and i-.m.scqiieiitly i 
liariler to eudnre. 'Ihis A\as the serious ilhu'ss, and ’ 
subsequent deatli, of the IxloA'ed ami veiicratvil fit lier. | 
Mr Harley, a short time prior to his decease, foresaw' j 
the fatal termination of his inai.idy, and Kit if light to | 
prepare, as lar as Jossihle, against the ills it woiikl i 
bring upon his liiTlierto dependent family. He professed j 
not tii^ uidiMercnce of the Stoii*. and he was not with- | 
out anxieties on llieir aeeomit; hut calling to his aid j 
(hat fortitude \fliich si*ldom forsakes the Christian in 
his hour of extreuu-st need, he resolved to advise them 
for their w’elfaro, and thui li'ave the event in the hands i 
of Him Avho has promi.'.ed to he a father the father- , 
loss and ft hmfbami to the avkIoav. 

Owing to the A'xtrcme youth and unsteady conduct of 
his youngest son, Mr Harley could not leave? liR busi- 
ne.ss to his care ; }et it was the only means’of support 
to the family. All his hopes, therefore, rested oii I'd- 
mund, Avho, in order to provide iw his mother and 
sisters,*liiust yield up the pro.-^pci ts be had so long and, 
so fc‘iuily indulged.

The Plflster Sunday was ushered in, or rather we wore 
awakened, by tho confused ringing of church bells, 
amidst tlie din of which we could distinguish tb^softor 
tones of the Carillon — a descriiition of chiming which 
Is carried to grejp-t perfection in Holland and Belgium. 
It was a bright sunny morning, atni the Place Verte," 
or x>iaz'/a, underneath our windows already presented, 
a lively scene, being thronged with jicoplc lun^tening In 
different directions to their respective churches. Con- 
tinental habits beget early hours. The Catholic religion 
enjoins its disciples to rise almost with the rising sun 
to tlicir matins ; and ujion such festivals as the present 
— the jitMit de ptiqvc ^ — low mas.sos precede liigh mass, 
and otiier masses follow until vespers, so that tlu‘ wlioh* 
day appears to be dedicated to divine service. And yet 
there appears to be a curious intennivture Utwicn 
these outw’ard signs of religious worship and the* visibh* 
continuance of the business of daily lilb; for while tlic 
churches are crowded, and the church liells still con- 
tinue suwimoning the people to their devotions, the 
shops remain open in almost every quarter of the town 
for the casual incidents of trade ; and tho diflerent pro- 
menades in the public squares and neighbourhood, as 
the day advances, bceoinu hourly more enlivened with 
fasliion.ahly-dr(,SwSed persons, who appear to live only to 
enjoy the epheraerfd gaieties of society. Tlicre is a 
contrariety in the effect so produced which is very re- 
markable, particularly in small towns like Antwerp, 
where the poimlation and its resources arc not lost in 
metropolitan in.agnitude, but%ome more immediately • 
under the scope of individual observation. 

The liigh mass in the cathedral commenced at ten 
o’clut'k in the morning, and our party were fortunate 
enough to obtain seats near the choir. The immense 
area of the church, as far as the eye could reach through 
the innumerable pillars which support the Gotliic arches 
of tlie double aisles, was soon filled by a ilonse multi- 
tude; and as the priesyi entered in their rich sacerdotal 
habits, chuuting tl^ mtroitus, the deex) and sustained 
notes of the organ, and the acconqianiment of the 
other wind and stringed instruments blending their full 
chords together, omnounced with iinpres.sive grandeur 
the commencement of the mass. 1'h(*re was a rustling 
for a moment iu the crowd. The jn’icsts then having 
bowed on each side of the altar, with , their upraised 
hands preyed together, approached its centre, and 
commenced tlidfec mystical niovements and eetemonics 
vrhleh may, to tho uninitiated, have something a 
mimetic appearance ; yet it is far otherwise, for every 
action and gesture, and even attitude, is strictly pre- 
|cribed by the Roman ritual, and Int^ded to convey 
a meaning typicid of some portion of flic life and doc- 
trines of our Saviour.* Hence one part o^ the service,

ratisn,on tlu; very beautiful altar-piece before us— the 
As.sunipti‘>n ol tlie Virgin by Rubens.

Jn Jill Catholic countries the sacred music which 
aecomiginies, or ratlier forms ])ort of the mass, is finely 
executed ; and upon this occasion— as the priests walked 
in procession down the nave, exhibiting over the heads 
pf the people the in its golden ostfmoir, while the 
heavy silver censers were swung aloft, Ihrowiug out 
clouds of inet'ose — we thought w'e never heard the Ilal- 
hlnjali more fully, more impn'ssively, an<l more eftec.- 
ti v'ely given. During the preceding — ^the I’assion — week, 
the chureh service partakes of a desponding and do- 
lorous diameter. At all liours of the day persons may 
he st'cn moving steidthily through the aisles to<he con- 
fessionals, or small w ooden stalls, in which the priest, 
througli u window -like opw ling, listens to the confession 
of sins, and holds communication witli th«^ penitent. 
Morning, noon, and evening, the l)e ProfundUy and other 
psalms ('f i-enitenee, wdtii i\\Q JKifriii Eldsoi\y or Litany of 
the Saints are lugubriously and amnew liat inonotoiiou dy 
' cb inted. until, upon (lood-.l<>iday, the ceIehrat\on of tlie 
TiJuMt'tPy to denote the darkness and oilier circuin- 
fctanccs of tlic eriieitJxion, adds the deepest of all gloom 
to t hesc prescribeil oilices. Rut on, Easter Sunday, wliieh 
is the ‘ higlie.st of all feasts,’ strains of more jo} oua har- 
mony succeed, inter-sperhed with the most charming 
symphonits, which arc intended to console and cheer, 
and raise heavenwards the aspirations of tlie devout. 

Ever restless and o|a*n ti) trivial impressions', strangers 
.are apt, even amidst seencj of solemnity, to be struck 
by im‘«)ngrnitics w’hicdi er persons from habit do not 
observe ; and we confess that v fion this, as well as 
upon similar occasions, our cais were utfended by an 
almost perpetual und fiiosfc uL^cemly jingling of copper 
money. In Catholic churches there arc uo pews — 
which were not introduced into England until after the 
Reformation — and the congregation therefore is provided 
with chairs, having low'' seats for people to kneel as well 
as to sit upon. Eor the use of each chair, or ^prU Dieu/ 
.as it is rialled, every person pays Wo^ or three sous; and 
the collecjtion of tuese eoppers by a woman w ho watclfes 
with a quick eyo every change of scat, goes o* during | 
the whole service. There are also twy other collections, | 
ehieily in copper money — one for the church, the other 
for the purish ; and these domitions being soUeited in 
! like manner, and droppe4^|nto a woodcu box while the 
people are at their devdlotis, occasion a siyiilar inter- 
ruption. Thechairinuney,paTticularly irf largepari-shes, 
bringfF an enormous revenue to tlie church ; they are 
generally fkrnied out to individuals, who profit by the ! 
speculation. >We arc informed that in one church 
alone in Barls-^^nt Kustuche-^the return from letting 
oat the years ago amounted annually to 

upwards of thousand francs.* Here aEo we

si^'er lace, an cinbroidered old-fashioned coat, knee . 
breeches, and white silk stockings, >vith shoes adorned 
with huge silver buckles ; ami from a broail, highly-orna- i 
mented lx;lt, suspeiidhd over his right shoulder, a dreas- 
sword hangs dangling transversely across his calves. , 
He carries a ldn;| silver-headed potential-looking cane, ; 
well fcrrnled at tlie tip, with which he strikes the stone 
pavement with a reverberating clink, as a signal for th»» 
|iC*ople to make way fof the pritjst as he passes from tlie ; 
sacristy jto the altar or the pulpit ft was obsorv(3d by ' 
Lady Morgan' that this costume is remarkable for 
liaviug rcmaine(^t\%hauged amidst all the social revo- 
lutions whieli have occurred in the Erench cajiital. In ' 
Antwerp, this functionary appears in a less i;ourtier-like 
garb, or, to speak artistically, in a more subdued attire. 
The silvcr-laced cocked-hat isi di.spensed With, as al.^o 
the dress-sword ; he, however, wcaj^s a ftnely-cmhroidered 
coat and breast-belt; and, w'hat appears curious, instead 
of sporting silk stockings, Ins legs disappear in a jiair of 
Englisli-luoking top-boots, the deep iqiper leathers (»f 
w'hieli are of a bright and shining mahogany iiohmr. 
While engaged in his more sacred official duties, he <lid 
not fail to look out for the new faces of such visitors as 
might be present ; and at the conclusion of tlie mass, as 
we were retiring from the cathedral, he follow’cd us, and 
intimated tliat if we wt>uM return at one o’clock, he 
would uncover for our inspection the two pictures of 
Jhibcns— * the Descent from the Cross,’ and * the lile- 
vation of the Cross' — wliieli, in a spirit of unrigli/cous 
parsimony, were conceaietl behind a curtain, not w 
much to protects them from the dust, ns to oblaiii a 
gratuity for their clliil ition. We, however, for the 
present declined liis oiler; because, aUhough the service 
w'us concluded, many of the congregation still retaiiw'd 
their scats; and we observed that other religious cere- 
monies were commencing in some of tlie side chapels. 
Here, in reference to fnese side chajiels and other sub- 
divisions of the Catholic clmrch, we may explain, for tlie 
information of those who have not visited the continuit, 
that the plan or interior distribution of these sacred edi- 
fices is for tlie most part similar. A t the cast end, in con- 
formity with the ancient eustom of praying towards tlic 
east, is the high altar ; opposite to which, at the western 
extremity, is the organ ; and the intervening open space, 
or iiiiddle of the church, is ealloil tlicv iiavi*. On isich sitlc 
of the nave, fiaiiking the walls, are the aisles, which arc 
vaulted, and frequently, as in the Antwerp eatheilral, 
supported by a triple row of pillars. Un either side of 
these aisles are the chapels just mentioned, ^\ liich arc 
recesses or partitions against the walls, generaliy railed 
in ami separated from each other. Originally, tliey Vere, 
in the primitive churches, designed for little cells or 
<yhambers,^iiito which persons could retire for reading, 
meditation, or pray 4 ir ; they now hear the name of the 
^aiut to which they are individually dedicatctl *, and 
each is iirovided with an .altar, and often adorned with 
interesting sepulchral monuments and very fine pic- 
tures. They are used for private worship; and the 
masses conducted in them— sometimes, but not always, 
witli the assistance of a Airiest-— arc imlepcndent of the 
congregation which may be presemt. During high 
mass, the altars in these chapeds are frequently seen 
lighted up with small wax tapers, and these more 
private ceremonies of devotion are at the same time 
going on. Across the nave runs a diviaiou north aiul 
south, called the transepts, which was added by tlie 
early Christians to the Koiiion church for the purpose 
of laying out the ground-plan in the shape fisher of a 
Greek or Roman cross. In the Greek cross, thp four 
arms are equal ; in the Latin, the arms are higher up 
on tile trunk, so as to correspond more with ^e

W'e did not return to oiir hot<*l without pausing to 
admire the exterior architecture of the cathedral, which, 
oil the side of the l*]acc‘ Verte, is blocked' up' by the 
immediate contiguity * a row* of houses, so that the 
tower and sj)ire are tlic principal <»bjects of attraction. 
The open stone- work the spire gives it a very light 
and elegant ai)i)earance , hut it liardl/ deserves the en- 
coinmm of Charles V., who observed that it should be 
kept under a plass-casc ; or the observation, of Napoleon, 
that it has the appearance of lH‘ing worked in Mechlin 
lace. Those who have «et*n the spire of the Strasbnrg 
cathedral — which, for lightness and elegance, and ex- 
quisifctfly minute workmanship, may be considered the 
marvel of architeeturc — will not hold it in sucli very 
high CBtimati(»n. Still, it is a very beautiful object. Oiir 
. guide, an,intelligen,t lad, rotjUGsted us\o observe parti- 
cularly its very great hciglil, and also the newly- gilt 
weathercock upon its top, in Avhich we saw nothing 
verj" remarkable, until we were informed that upon 
certain gala-days, as a sign of very great public n‘joie- 
ing, some heroic aspirant to fame mounts to the toi> of 
the vane, and strides, saddle-fashion, across * the bird of 
early dawn.’ This wonderful feat, Ik* added, mvas per- 
formed when her majesty Queen Victoria passed through 
Antwerp on the occasion of her late visit to the king 
of the Helgians ; but we suspect that this, was only a 
dwarfish niira<‘le in comparison vith that p(*rformed by 
a celebrated rope-dancjer, wlio, when Isabel of Bavaria,

I Sr.VKJcAL years .ago, wc threw out the surmise that the 
j st'paration of the white from the brow'n parts of wheat 
j grain was likely to be baneful to health.

'i that our views have some recognised support in science. 

' Tlic fidlowing paragraph from a recent pamphlet’*' will

I the separation of flour is detrimental The general 
! belief,’ sjvys the writer, * is, that bread made with 
the finest flour is the best, and that whiteness is the 
proof of its quality ; but both tlicse opinions are jio- 
pular^rors. The whiteness may be, and generally is, 
^^^mijfPpicatcd by alum, to the injury of the consunierji 
known wy men of science that the bread of un- 
! f«B^d flour ^will sustain life, wliiJe that made' with the

refined wjll ^ofr. Keep a man on brown bread and #ater, 
and he w^l live and enjoy gooil health ; give him white j 
bread and (water only, and lie will gradually sicken and j 
die. Tlie meal of whi^h tlio first is made contains all ; 
the ingredients ftcc(‘ssar 3 ’'to the coriiposition of nourish- ' 
ment of the various structure coipiuising our bodi.‘C. 
Some of these ingredients arc removed by the miller in | 
his efibrts to please*the public.; so that fine flour, instca«l } 
of being better than the meal, is the least noui^sliing ; i 
and, to make’tlte case worse, it is also tlie most tlifficuU; | 
of digestion. The loss is, therefore, in all respects a i 
waste ; and it seems desirable that the admirers of j 
white bread (but csjlbcially the poor) should ho m:ide 
acquainted with these truths, and brought to inquire 
Avliether tlicv do not purchase at too dear a rale the 
privilege of in<pj.^g in tlic use of it. I’he unwise pre- 
ference given so universally’ to white bread, led to tlic 
pernieimis practice of mixing alum with the flour, and 
this again to all sorts of adulterations and impositions ; 
for it enabled bakers, who w’cre so disposed, by adding 
more and more aliiin, to make bycad made from tlic flour 
of an inferior grain look like the best or most (‘o.slly, i»r 
to dispose of it accordingly; at once defrauding the 
purchaser, and tampering with his health. Among the 
matters removed by the miller are the larger saline 
substances, wdiich are indispensable to tbe growth of 
the bones and teeth, and are required, altlMuigh in a less 
degree, for daily repair. Rrowni bread sbould, thcieh^re, 
be given to nurses, and to tbe young or the growing, 
and should he preferred by all, of what<*ver age, whooc 
bones show a tendency to bend, or who have w'cak teeth. 
It is believed that brown bread will graierally bo found 
the best by all persons having bluggish bow'cl;*, and 
stomachs ecjual to the digestion of the bran. Hut willi 
some it will disiv?rce ; for it is too exciting to irritable 
bowels, and is dissol'Jed with difficulty in some stomachs. 
AVhen this happens, the bran should be removed, e ither 
wdiolly or in part ; and by such means the bread jiiay 
be adapted, with the greatest ease, to all habits and all 
constitutions.’ 

Mr {Smith, in his late remarkable work on I’ruits and 
Farinacca as the food of man, gives some illustratiojis 
of this doctrine. ‘ Bulk/ he says, * is nearly as neces- 
sary to the articles of diet as the nutrient princii»le. 
Tlicy should be so managed that one will be in pro- 
portion to llie other. Too liighly nutritive diet is pro- 
l)ably as fatal to the prolongation of life and health, as 
that whCcli contains an insufficient quantity of iiourisli- 
ment, Jt is a matter of conmiiiii remark among old 
wluilemen, tliat, during their long voyages, tlio coarser 
their bread, the better their lK:alth. ** 1 liavc followed 
the seas for thirty-five years,” said an intelligent soa 
captain to Mr Qrahain, “ and have been in almost every 
part of the globe; and have always found that tlie 
coarsest pilot -bread, wdiioh contained a considerable | 
portion of bran, is decidedly the healtliiest for my men.” 

" I am convinced, from my own experience,” says an- 
other cap*lain, th(jt bread made of the unbolted wheat 
^raeal is far more wholesome than that made from the 
besit superiine flour — the latter always tending to pro- 
duce constipation.” Captain Dexter of the ship Isis, 
belonging to Providence, arrived from China in Decem- 
ber 1804. Ho had bfecn about 190 days on the passage. 
The sea-bread, which constituted the principal article 
of food for his men, was made of the best superfine flour. 
He had not been long at sea liefore liis men began to 
complain of languor, loss of appetite, and debility. These 
difficulties continued to increase during the whole 
voyage ; an<l several of the hands died on the passage 
.of debility and inanition. The ship was obliged to come 
to an anchor about thirty miles below Providence ; and 
such was the debility of the men on boiir^ that 
were not able to get the ship under weigh again^ and. the 
owners were under the necessity of sending meiJ down 
from Providence to work her up. When she al'rivetl, 
the owners asked Captain Dex^r what WM the cause 
of th*e sickness of liis men. He replied, The was 
too good.” *

The f<>rnfcla recom- 
mended for bread made of wheat meal (J|iiit is, the flour 
of entire grain^ is— wheat meal S ]>()nnd8 avoirdupois, 
bu’arbonato of soda,* in powder, 4;’- druclims troy, hydro- 
chloric acid 5 fluid draelinis ami 25* minims or drops, 
water -.‘JO fluid ouru-es, and salt J of an ounce troy. 

‘ IJread made in this manner,’ says the-Avriter, ‘con- 
tains nothing but flour, common .salt, and winter. It has 
an agreeable natural taste, keeps much longer 111.111 
common bread, is more digestiblj, and much less dis- 
pf)sed to turn acid. Common bread, like everything 
that has been fermented, ferments easily ^igain,* to the 
great diseomfort of many stomachs ; and not only so, 
but as “ a little leaven leavens the w^^^^iRliimp,” it com- 
municates a similar action to all the fotid in contact 
Avith it. Unfennented bread being free fnin tfiis dofc<*t, 
is hcncfli'.ial 4 o those Avho sufler •from headaclu’, acidify, 
llatulcncc, eructations, a sense of sinking at tlie jiit of 
the stomach, or pain after meals, and to all Avho are 
subject to gout or graA’cl. It is alst) useful in many 
allcctions of the skin. These remarks apply to both 
varieties of thij bread, hut especially to the brown, 
Avhich is further invalnahle to all Avho arc li.iblo to ctin- 
stijiation from torpidity of the colon, or large iutcstini-s 
— flic common infirmity of tlic si'<lcnljiry, and of flioc«e 
who have been accnstoincd to oatmeal diet in their 
youth.’ 

Of unfermenied bread a\o knoAv nothing besides Avh.it 
ivS staled in its favour in this pamphlet, cxeepling iliat 
an intelligent friend assures us of his having experienced 
mucUbonctit to his liealtli from the use of it diirhig the 
last tAvclvemonth. It is certainly, however, very desir- 
able, for another reason, that unfer^iei.ted shuiild be, .as 
far as possible, substituted for fermented bread. At 
present, ow ing to the proijess of ferinenting tins aliment, 
the life of the oiienitive baker i«s one of the 1110^*1 slivish 
known in our country. It i.<> <listrtssing to think of llie 
mi«cry and h.irdsliip incuiTeil by a portion of our fellow - 
erealurcs in producing tiu' breaii laid on our tables every 
day. Wi» used to associate sugar Avith th(‘ blood and 
tears of the negroes; we might, Avith equal justice, con- 
nect hot rolls and snoAvy loaves with the sleepless, lia- 
rassed lives of a portion of our own [lopulation. Could 
we .agree to use unfennented bread, tlie slavisli life of 
the baker Avonld be at an end, flu* bread ciuild then be 
made in two hours, Avliere eight are now noeesftiry. 

It is Inmlly nece'isavy to point out that unfennented 
broad, being produetMl at less expense of lalxAur, would 
in that measure he cheaper to the public. A reduction 
of price Avould arise from anotlier c;iuse. By tlie use of 
the chemicals, there AVv>uld be a saving of ten per cent, 
in the flour. * In the common process,’ says the pamph- 
let, ‘^luch of tlu* saccharine part of the flour is lost by 
being converted into carbonic acid and spirit ; and this 
Avaslc is incurred solely for the ]nirposc of getting car- 
bonic acid to raise the doiigli. By (Jic new nietliod, the 
waste is avohled, and tlie gas obtained in a maimei^ 
equally beautiful and elllcaeious —another striking in- 
stance of the successful application of chemical philo- 
sophy to the arts of life. ^ 

SPECTRE W1*TNESSES. 

Much as the disembodied spirits of the dead have asso- 
ciated themselves with men’s actions, it is a rarity to 
find the intercourse between the world of life and that 
of spirits forming an item in ofllcial and practical busJ^ 
ness, and holding a place in the record of its transac- 
tions. The conflict of intellects in the practical business 
of life is a^reat exorciser of evil spirits; and while the 
strong-ihimled, the educated, and tlie learned, in tlio so-

* blasted heaths,’ have every now and then professed to 
be vislted<i|iy apparitions, twelve of the most apper-

In u^ing tea, moet persons only consumo those parts 
which rite to be extracted by water, particularly the ethe- 
real oil, the.'taiiiiutc of tiu'ine, g»im, and most of the soluble 
salts. Hut tlie^tea is not exhausted by a sijngle infusion in 
boiling water ; 'at least one-thirtl of the soluble constituents 
remain in the leaves, j^’ith the greatest part of the caseiuc. 
Carbonate of soda dissolves the casoinc, and thcrefon* 
ina^clially incrcaMcs the strength of the beverage. The 
llicine is composed of eight atoms of carbon, four atoms 
of nitrogen, ion atoms of hydrogen, and two atoms of 
ovygcMi, In those countries whore ter is very generally 
! ' taken (as England arid Holland), diseases of relaxation and 
eniollition pi^'vail, particularly among tlic femu\c/^c\ Tea 
eoiisidcrabiy increases the seiicibility of the ’^'liolf nervous 
system, and relaxes the digestive canal; but it ecl-h'niily 
possesses some nutritive pow’er, in con»c<pu*nee of contain- :

Vessels of porcelain are the best for extraeling , 
t li«j coiistitut'iits of tea ; and tin boxes should ahsays be I 
used for i>reservmg it.

FnY.SIOAL PACTS. 

As an iiistaurc of the ailupt.at.ion between tlie force of 
gravity and foree.s which exist in tlie vegetable wurll, we 
may t.aUe the posilioim of flo\vcT«. Some flov^'era grow 
v^ ith the liollow of their cups upwards ; otlicrs ' hang ( he 
]ieiiHive bead,’ and turn the opciihig dowiiw.ards. 'riio 
positions in ^ihe.sc easij? depend upon the lengtli .ind llexi- 
UMity of the stiilk which support the flower, or, in tho isnso 
of tho rujdifji'lno^ the gemien. It Is clear that .a very sligjit 
alteration in the force oi‘ gviivity, or in the Htiffne.s.s* of the 
stalk, would entirely alter the position of the flowi r-cups, 
and thus make the rontili^ nation of the species imjio.s.siblc. 
We have, therefore, here r little meehunical coiitrivanoo, 
which would have bec'u frustrated if the proper intensify 
of gravity had not been assumed in the reckoning. An 
coTth, greater or smaller, denser or nirer, than the one on 
which we live, would require a change in tho slruoturc .nnd 
Ktrength of tho footstalks of all the llttlo flow’ors that lumg 
thtir lieadfl under our hedges. There is soinctljing eiiriou'^ 
in thus considering tho whole mass of the earth, from, j Kile 
to i>olo, and from cirouinferoneo to Oimtre, as employed in 
keeping a snowdrop in the position :l^o$t suited to the pro- 
motion of its vegetable health.*— ’* * 
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A DAY AT DE LA RUE;S. 

‘Wiy^RB to, sir?* said the cabman, toucliinpf liia hat, 
and leaniftg from the box. ’* Bunliill Row.* In a mo- 
ment I was ofT, and very speedily found myself hurrying 
through Clerkenwell, towards that curious and classic 
labyrinth of streets composing the north-east division 
of tlie metropolis. The dii!ic\iltic8 of Chiawcll Street 
and Rarbican were passed, and I was set down at a 
port-cochcr, the limit of my excursion, as the good early 
hour of eleven sounded from St Paul’s. 

It was a visit of curiosity. I wished to sec one of the 
most remarkable establishments in London— an estab- 
lishment which could only flourish in the midst of a 
great and wealthy people — I)e la Rue and Oonipan 3 ’’s 
raaQufactory of fancy stationery. The art of writing 
letters is pretty nearly as old as the hills ; but, tiU 
within the last twenty years, tlwe ivas no sucli thing 
as a tastefully-got-up epistle. There was a deficiency 
in tlio mccanique of Icttcr-WTiting. In Norway, at the 
jjresent day, when a person wishes to write a note, ho 
cuts a piece from a large sheet of paper ; and something 
of tliis sort was prevalent in England forty or fifty years 
agt). It was considered a great advance in taste when 
a paper-maker at Rath got up what he called his * Bath 
post’ — a snjooth yellow paper, quarto fii?:e, with a small 
stamp in the corner of the sheet. Matters remained at 
this point till a comparatively recent period, when the 
wliole business of the stationer underwent a #apid and 
nuist extraordinary change — the establishment of the 
penny post alone causing the introduction of many new 
auxiliaries to epistolary correspondence. It cannot but 
be interesting to know who has led this great movement 
— who has filled the ladies’ writing-cases with finely- 
tint^i note pajwrs — who has given to the world the 
envelope, the enamelled calling-card, and the nume- 
rous other elegancies -which now fill the shop-window 
of the stationer. Different active ^spirits hAve contri- 
buted their respective inventions in this useful depart-* 
ment of art, but the master-mind has been that of 
Thomas Do la Rue. Mr Do la Rue is a native of 
Guernsey, and was bred to the J?usincss of a printer, 
lie afterwards abandoned thi^ profession, and was en- 
gaged for a number of years in London as a manufac- 
turer of straw-hate. In consequence of the successive 
changes in fashion, which ended in the general disuse 
of straw for bonnets, this ingenious person was several 
times ruined ; but, possessing a boundless buoyancy ot 
temperament, and with inexhaustible inventive faculties, 
he always alighted on some freSh novelty, and recovered 
his formpriposition. Yinally, driven from straw, ho fell 
upon »the idea of making bonnets of embossed paper. 
This was a great hit; but ladies soon discarded paper 
ba*ts, and Mr Do la for ever abandoning honiiets, 
took up the card and paper trade. He had now n wide 


field before him, and, in the preparation of various little 
articles, excited and cultivated the public taste. At the 
end of twenty^years, we find him the elder member of 
a company, with which are associated two of liis sons. 
What wrfS once a small and obscure concern, is now the 
largest of the kind in the world. 

Entering by the large gateway of this interesting 
establishment, I was, by the kindness of onr,«isf the 
p.artners, conducted over the several departments of tlic 
works — the whole nestling in a cluster of old edifices, . 
and forming .amusing hive 'of industry j steam- 
engines, machinery, and animated beings, commingling 
in restless and varied movement. The purpose of nearly 
all that strikes the eye, is to cause paper to assume 
new forms and appearances. Of this article, forty -live 
thousand roams, valued at L.30,()00, are c<)nBumed an- 
nually-xra quantity so great, that it would require three 
mills for its production. Of the other articles used, 
such as colours, oils, varnishes, leather, and gold and 
silver leaf^ the value may be set dowm at from L. 10,000 
to L. 12,000. I hope it is not trespassing on confidence 
likewise to mention that even the money p.aid for gas 
amounts to L.40O, and for coal L.COO per annum. TJie • 
coal is ci'nployed principally in furnaces for the steam- 
engines, of which there are t'vo, one of eight, and the 
other of fifteen horse -power. With steam -pipes from 

the furnaces, tlie wdjolc establishment is safely and 
economically lioated. It will perhaps afford still more 
impressive considerations of the completeness of the 
arrangements, when I observe th.at the first place into 
^vhich I was conducted w’as a large apartment devoted 
exclusively to the making "^d mending of machines. 
Here, at massive iron planing tables, and turning 
apparatus, I found five or six engineers busy at work, 
preparing lately-invented machines of dilfcrent kinds. 
Mr Warren De la Rue, by whom some of the most 
ingenious machines have been constructed, superintends 
this and other mechanical departments. This >ouiig 
gentleman mentioned to me that they could not possibly 
conduct their busincas with satisfiiction .and profit, 
unless they had alwjfys ready at hand the means of 
repairing: and making machinery j the time lost and 
trouble expended in getting this sjKJcics of work done 
out of the house would be tormenting and ruinous. 

Adjoining tliis department is a mill-like apparatus 
for grinding colours, and materials for enamelling ; and 
further on„ in two upper apartments, is a laboratory, 
with retorts, mixtures, and a store of bottles suflicient to 
set up a chemist’s shop : here is also a cltfittftWflTlftrary 
of French and English books, whicli are in constant 
requisition. It is deemed somewhat ^ a favour to bo 
tdmittod to this department; for many projects for 
executing new and peculiar tints and surf^'es, likewise 
processes for electrotyping, not generally known, are 
hero daily in operation. The electrotyping, which is

carried on by rooiitis of large troughs full of tlie appro* 
priate liquid, is employed to multiply casts of any 
engraved or otherwise figured surface. Mr I)e la Hfuo 
has carried his ingenuity so far in this branch of art as 
to produce an elci’trotype plate, in copper, firooa the 
finest {ace, and has hence been able to impart the effect 
ol* lace to printing in colours How curious that a 
piece of deli(;.'itc tissue, taken from a lady’s cap, can, by 
means of troughs, acids, and other materials, along with 
electric Jiction, be Vsiade to produce a solid plate of 
eopjKjr from .1>luch the pattern of tlie original can with 
facility be printed I Instead of using wax for* talcing 
moulds, gutta perclutt a newly-discovered substance'from 
Borneo, has here lately lieen intn^dueed. It partakes 
principally of the nature of cad^jtchouc ; but *wi6v this 
is cuiubined a certain fiiVinaceous quality* and it there- 
fore retains impressions Initter tlum preparations of 
India-rubber. < f 

By the electrotyping process, a very small piece of 
engraving van be multiplied to any extent ; and there- 
fore, supposing >ve wish the surfac^e of a shogt of paper 
to be printed all Over with a continnally-rcpeated ])at- 
tern— for example, the patterns on the backs of playing- 
cards — we need only engrave a single stpiare inch : 
liavibfH got the electrotype repetitions of the original, 
they are all soldered together, ami the sheet of printing 
surfiice is fornWHl. Of what immense value to tlie arts 
is this discovery, anyone can form an tpinion. Mr l)e 
la Itue, however, is prouder of Ins wire-cioth inven- 
tions than of any improvements he may have introduced | 
into the process of eiectrotypiiig. lu order to produce i 
printing in colours, like the checks of tartan, or any 
other diversity of lines, lie has succeeded in forming, 
by means of the Jacquard loom, a cloth of brass wdres, 
each wire being a type, so to speak ; and the el(\th being 
fixed on a block, it gives an impression of ^rcat clearness 
and beauty. The cross-lined efdoured papers wdiich one 
sometimes sees in the fly-leaves of books, and on the 
bucks of cards, are effected by this ingenious applica- 
tion. 

far 1 have spoken only of things of a preparatory 
luiture, and yet the list is not half exhausted. Alxivc 
the electrotyj»ing room is one occupied* with <ire-sinkcrs 
and engravers— men busy with luinuners, i>tiiiches, and 
cldsels, executing objects to be employed in some of the 
more elegant kinds of printing. Jicsides these .artists, 
many individuals, I was told, were employed out of 
doors in designing patterns. On this branch, indeed, 
some of the best artists in J^oiulon are ocxaisionally 
engaged. Novelty and taste arc never for a moment 
neglectc*d. Mr lie la Hue inentioued to me that he 
sometimes gives as nmcly'is or L.30 for the draw- 
ing of a design not larger than your hand. The iKsst 
classic models of antiquity are sought out, and so like- 
wise have there hcen procurixJ s<«u(* of the most tiistc- 
ful designs after Saracenic originals. l*crfcct novedty, 
however, is a governing principle. The object of tlie 
concern is to maintain a high character for originality 
--to copy from no one, English or continental. For- 
merly, in England, few or no manufatJturers thought of 
going to the expense of cmployiig designers, and con- 
sequently designers did not exiill atnongat us. In |he 
eiiief manuihcturing towns tliere might have been here 
and there a dissipated man of genius, who,Vhon he 
could he laid hold of quite sober, woifid, for a guinea or 
so, furnish a design, such as it was ; but there was no 
principle in the thing, and alutost every manufacturer 
copied from French originals; the more enterprising 
among them bribing French workmen ttw send early 
copies of what they had began to execute.

new to me, in general principles of trade, to be tbld 
that no mau can now expect great success in any fancy 
mairnfacturoruniless he compete.^ with himself. Competi- 
tion with others woiit do f,ny longer, ^'he true art con- 
sists in not waiting to be stimulated by rivalry, but 
in bringing out feusU novelties at pioper times, on§ 
aflter the other, and .so gaining a command, as it Avere, 
over the public taste.* I was taken with this idea of Mr 
De la Hue ; it showed him to be a master in his ciuft. 

I ; Having been cimductcd througli tlie i>reparatory dc- 
I partincuts of the establishment, I was now' introduced 
i to what forms a principal branch of manufacture. This 
I is the making of playing-cards, which engages a con- 
siderable, number of hands, and several machines and 
presses. * The figures on playing-cards are among the 
earliest things rwj^ioned in the history of printing ; and 
tliere they are, wfjli scarcely any alteration, till the 
present da^*. While the figures, liowever, remain pretty 
much what they were, there has been a great advanc'e 
in the mode of inanufactiirc, and also in thtf quality of 
the card. E'ormerly, the figures were stencilled in water- 
colours } and some makers, it is iJclievcd, still eontinuc 
this clumsy process. Mr Do la Hue, some years ago, in- 
trodubtid the improved plan of printing the cards W'ith 
inks, or colours in oil, by which means no de^^cc of 
rubbing or moisture of the hand can move the figures. 
At one time, playing-cards were plain on the back, 
now, they have generally backs printed with fanciful 
figures ; and therefore each side of the card requires its 
ow'ii appropriate printing. Lot me first speak of the lace. 
A sheet of paper, containing forty cards, is printed at 
once. If the card have figures of only one colour— as, 
for instance, all spades, which are black ; or all hearts, 
which are red — then one impression is suiticient. * Bat 
if there he sevoral colours, jis in the case of the honours, 
each has a sepai%toiimpre.s8ion from a differently- en- 
graved block,; the last impression completing the figure. 
Jn executing a knave of clubs, for example, tiny first 
print his eyes, and other parts about him whicli arc 
bine; an impression from a second block fills in the 
reds; a third imparts tlic yellows; a fourth the tlcsli 
colour of the face ; and ti fifth gives the blacks. Ktuih 
court-card, tliertffore, requires to go through the press 
five times ; hut, to save trouble, a large quantity of one 
colour arc cxcc.uted jit a time. Sheets for the bfwks of 
the cards are printed in a similar manner, but on paper 
which has U'en tinted in na^kiag. 

The x)jinting of jdaying-cards, numerous as are the 
impressions they must undergo, is but a small part 
of tlie manufacture. iJaviiig sfecn the printed sheets 
carried away to the drying-room, we proceeded to Hu* 
pasting process, "J’his was a gvijuter novelty to me than 
}»rinting. 1 was first taken into a side^nioin, where 
were several women mingling together sheets of paper 
of iiifierent qualities, acconling to ctu'ta'm pniscjibcd 
arrangements.

SLIPS OF THE TONGUE. 

Tt has latterly become so much the fashi<^n to laugh at 
what has been tcrn)nd the wisdom of our ancestors, that

sentence, simple and 'undemonstrative indeed, yet elo- 
quent even to Iho present hour in conveying to our 
•imaginations a picture of the blundering, cordial kind- 
liness of more primitive times, and, from b.abit and 
{issociation, not entirely divested of its power in our 
own. 

Many a saying might have been chosen, evincing 
more shrewdness and i)ractical knowledge of the "world, 
though hardly a more trusting or a kinder ; but, with- 
out arguing on its merits, wc confess our present selec- 
tion to be influenced by pn early partiality acquired for 
this proverb, when, long before acting them had become 
a fashionable amusement, it was our fortune to witness

I mired impromptu. 

Our attention thus early turned to this^ proverb, it 
has often since then seemed to cross ;ouf path, and 
ever, by its benignant influence, assisting to avert or 
neutralise the consequences which too often result from 
^ an idle word *--a word perhaps spoken in heedless in- 
attention, the half-unconscious utl;erancG of some pre- 
occupying thought, and yet capable of produ(dnj< effects 
as important as if they had W*n the development of 
some premeditated plan. Wc can remember making | 
one of a large (fliristmas party — a family party, inclnd- 
ing aunts, ancles, and cousins to tlie third degree, oW j 
and young, grave and gay.

plexing. He doubts, yet feels too uncertain to contra- 
dict his first staterAont : he w inds up his courage to the 
point of self-accusation, tlicn retreais on the hope that 
jhe may he right after all, and his oonscicntb^is struggles 
are sujipressed by the expediency of ‘ letting well aloue,* 
until at last some convincing fact brings him to a late 
confession, and leaves him the victim of hU ‘ world’s^ 
dread ffiugh.’ > 

A friend of ours, a yming Englishman, was appointed 
to a hirrative situation in a wild and remote district of 
Ireland, where national habits *rid prejudices prevailed 
in a more than usual degree. Amongst other customs 
strange to liim, ho remarked that the inhabitants 
seemed universally to take a pride iu jicrpctuating 
what he considered their semi-barbaric patronymics, 
and, .nj Ibe most eficctiial metliod, invariably con- 
verted them into Christian names.

At length Jlarvey believed he ‘ had hit the naU on 
the liead / and liaving become a Kellow of the College 
*of riiywsiciiins at tlic age of thirty, he was appointed 
pp^>fessor in itiKi, wlien he commenced a course of l(*c- 
tures, and for the first time modestly announced his 
great discovery of the circulation of the blood. Con- 
tent to go no farther for a time than in the hints thrown 
out, he waited witji patience, until time had fully ma- 
tured his views, before he gave them to the world. In 
the year 1628, when he avrs fifty year!/ old, liia re- 
searches were first published at h'raiikfort, in a small 
quarto volume, entitled Exetciutiio Anatomica dc Motu 
Cordia et Sanc/uinis* dedicated to Charles T. *Ia this 
work, as lias' been tfuly observed, ‘ Ilarvcy, by his 
genius, followe<l nature in her windings, and forced her 
to unveil herself.’ * Sprcely one of t/ie proofs which 
demonstrate tlie circulation escaped lys researclies ; he 
showed it not only in certain parts, but followed it to 
its rewissos — to the liver — where other anatomists had 
lost themselves, llis book is one of the* rare essays 
wdiich exhaust the subject ; it is short and com\)rehen- 
sive, clear and profound, dictated by reason and expe- 
rience/ f 

fite had diligently and perseveringly extended his 
inquiries beyond the human subject, with a view to 
verify his facts by comparison. Tliq king, who, with 
•all his errors, enterlaincd enlightened views on science 
generally, placed at his jdiysician’s disiiosal the deer in 
the royal parks near London ; and in addition to these, 
the zealous anatomist minutely examined tlie hearts of 
other mammalian animals, as Avell as of birds and fishes, 
llis book contains an explanation, in clear and concise 
language, of the general meclianisni of the circuluticn, 
and incontestable proofs of the truth of his theory, 
llis own words will best convey the cert&inty and accu- 
racy of his views. In tlie cliapter on the action and

vehement, it is melted, and is dispensed again through 
the body. The pulse of the arteries is nothing but the 
impulsion of blood into the arteries/ 

Harvey’s biographer, Dr Ifriend, writing on the dis- 
covery, observes—* As it was entirely OAA'ing to him, so 
he has explained it Avith aH the dearness imaginable; 
and tbough much has ifeen Avritten on that subject 
since, 1 may venture to say his OAvn book is the shortest, 
plainest, and the most convincing of any/ Wc find the 
celebrated Boyle, who was conteiniJorary with Harvey, 
not less candid. He remarks in his philosophical 
works — ‘Late experiments liaving shown tlie use of 
the blood’s circulation, and of the valves in the heart 
and veins (Avhich, the famous Dr Harvey told me, gave 
him the first hint of his grand discovery), ^^e at length 
acknowledge the wisdom of tli« cyiitrivaiice, after 
had escaped the search of many preceding ages.’ 

The extreme care with which Harvey must have 
‘ pursued his iilquiries, may be bust uivlerstood by what 
is i>erhaps the most striking phenomenon in his im- 
portant discovery — ^that of the independent motion and 
life of the blood itself. He noticed the gradual cessation 
of movement in the ventricles and auricles in dying 
animals, and goes on to say — ‘ But besides 'all those, 1 
liavc ol^rvcd, that after the heart itself, and 
even iSffllght ear, had, at tlie veiy point of death, left 
off beating^ere manifestly remained in the very blood 
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which is in the right ear an obscure motion, and a kind 
of inundation and beating.’ * 

It might be supposed tiiat a discovery of this nature 
presented notfiing to shock the prejudices, or disturb 
tlie interests, of any portion of the commmiity. Yet, as 
remarked in W^ttoirs Reflections, ‘ a great many put 
I in for the prize, unwilling that Harvey should go away 
I with all the glory/, A host of those who are ‘ always 
ready to combat facts by ronsoniug,’ fell upon him. He 
: was overwhelmed with contradictions from the learned, 
and neglected ly the public generally; and as coon as . 
his claims were contested, his practice as a physician 
materially diminished. Such was the acrimony of his 
opponents, that he was denounced to the king as guilty 
of improper dissections; an accusation which, had he 
not enjoyed the favour of the sovereign, might have 
been attended with fatal consequences, in a day when 
violent prejudicdl^rcvailed against experiments on the 
human subject. Many asserted that the discovery avus 
nothing new; that it had been known long before : others 
contended for the honour as due to themselvds; and some 
referred it to Hippocrates^ from Avhoiii Harvey aajis said 
to have .stolen it. ‘ • 

The ancients, in reality, knew neither the theory nor 
the laws of the circulation. I’hey entertained the most 
absurd ideas on many physiological and anatomical 
points relative to this plienonicnon, and were altogether 
ignorant of the important part played by the lungs in 
this great function. The Chinese were said to have 
been acquainted with the movement of the vital fluid 
from time immemorial ; an assertion which appears 
to have solely rested on the attention always paid to 
the pulse by that singular people. Hippocrates is the 
earliest author who makes any allusion to the subject ; 
he speaks obscurely of the usual motion of the ’.)lo(>d 
and distribution of the veins. Plato represciiti‘d the 
heart as a specita ^ divinity, that poured out blood 
to every member of the body ; and Aristotle, who uses 
[ the word arteria for windpipe^ si>eaks of a recurrent 
motion of the blood, comparing it to the ebbing and 
floAving of the sea in the well-knoAA'U channel of 
Euripus: those opinions were, howeA*er, founde<l on 
mere conjecture, not on actual demonstration, (lalon, 
wlio believed that the veins originated in the liver, 
endows the body with ‘ three kinds of spirits, natural, 
vital, and animal, corresponding to the same number 
of faculties or functions.’ The sent of the natural 
was in the liver, for the growth and support of tlie 
body ; the vital he assigned to the heart, fur the deve- 
lopmcnt’and carrying about of heat; and placed the ani- 
mal in the head, as tlie source of sensation and motion. 
The arteries were supposed to be nothing more tliaii 
I passages for air or ‘spirit,’ as after death they were 
found empty ; from Avhich circumstance they derive 
their name. Cicero, in his treatise, JJe Nalura Dcorum, 
has the phrase — ‘Sanguis per venas, et spiritaa^per 
arterias.’ 

These doctrines prevailed until the time of Servetus, 
who, better known as a theologian than physician, fell a 
victim to Ihc religijpus fanaticism of the Calvinists of 
cGencva. llis writings contain many remarkable facts ; 
among others, a description of the pulmonary circula- 
tion, with which it appears he was imperfectly ac- 
quainted. His auppo^tions, however, were not founded 
on actual experiment Like Galen, he made the body 
the abode of three spirits; one of which, the aerial 
I spirit or pneuma, was seated in the heart and arteries. 
After Servetua, Columbus, a physician of Cremona, 
threw further lighten the circulation through the lungs, 

[ yet he remained entirely ignorant of the part played by 
the arteries. To him we are nevertlteless indebted fur 
a description of the uses of the valvea of the heart, lie 
, was foUoAved by Cacsalpinus,, first physician to Tope 
Clement VIH, who held some 4oar views on the sub- 
ject; but being continually eiigaged4p scholastic, dis- 
putes, llis allusions to it are, in most cases, incidental 
and obscure ; and notwithstanding his verification of the 
labours of his p^deoessor, his wosks abound in glaring 
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enj^rs. With the exception of applying a ligaturct below 
which he noticed the swelling of a vein, he appears 
to have added nothing new to the theory of the cir- 
culation. ^ . • 

Amid all this ignorance of^he tri\B functional ac- 
tion, the wdldeat speculations prevailed.' The heart was 
taken as an oracle, and its beats were listened to as pro- 
phetic. Some contended that the use of the veins w'as 
incrgly to keep the blood in equilibrium, and prevent 
I undue accumulation in any part of the body. Others, 
f again, bewildered themselves with calbulations on the 
I power of the heart, and believed that it exerted a force 
I equal to 3,000,000 of pounds ; a notion speedily com- 
I hated by a third party, who provfd, to their own satis- 
, faction, tfiat the power did not exceed eight .ounces, 
AUhough modern science has stripped o‘f!' these mar- 
vellous attributes from what Senac calls * the material 
soul of living bodies,’ and made it a hydraulic machine, 

I yet wc find no less cause for wonder and adnflration at 
; its niystcriqjis powers. 

To return to Harvey. It was for removing this mass 
of (?rror, for laying harp tlie most admirable meclmnism 
the world has yet setin, that he was assailed hy the 
cnvi<»us and ignorant from every quarter. How well 
I he did his work, vre learn from Jenty, according to 
I wlioni, he, * witli indefatigable pains, traced the risihh 
! veins and .arteries throughout the body, hi their irhole 
I progress from and to the licart, so as to demonstrate, 

1 even to the most incredulous, not only tliat blood cir- 
I dilates through the lun^ and heart, but ihe vny manner 
I b(nji\ and the time in which that great work is per* 

, formed.* To this ‘indefatigable jiams* w'c doubtless 
I owe the six large diagrams, of the size of life, still pre- 
’ serveil in the College of l’liysi(‘ians, showing all the 
I blootf- vessels of tlio human body ; and prepared with such 
nicety, as to display distinct!)' the scgnilunar valves at 
the entrance of the aorta, hy whiclPhe used to illustrate 
his lectures. The delivery of these lectures, however, 
involved him in much suffering and loss. In the con- 
fusion and riots of the civil war, Ills house in Ismdon 
was pillaged and burnt, with many valuahle papers, 
whose destruction was irniparable, and caused him con- 
stant regret *lii the eyes of his conteiniioraries, he 
was looke<l upon only as a dissector of insects, frogs, 
and other reptiles.’ And on the authority of Aubrey, 
W'C learn that Harvey said ‘ that, after bis booke of the 
Circulation of the Blood came out, he fell miglitily in 
liis practice. . , . ’Twas believed by the vulgar lie was 
erackbraiiied ; and all the physicians were ag^iinst his 
opinion, and annoyed him.’ 

The persectv^ion of Harvey appears h) have been 
prompteti only b^^ the mean passions of bis contempo- 
raries. No other iiu/ive is obvious ; for it is dillicult to 
sec in what way ‘the craft’ was endangered. In his 
case, however, as in many others, it almost apjxjared as 
if men bad some strong personal interest in keeping 
back the truth, so eagerly did they exert themselves to 
resist it. Carrere, rector of the academy of Terpignan, 
wrutc,a thesis against tlie doctrine. It was algo attacked 
with great virulenco by Dr I’rimrost, and by lliolan, th^ 
celebrated French anatomist. Harvey nevertheless found 
friends. FoUi, physician at the court of the Medici, the 
first to attempt the transfusion of blood, was an ardent 
propagator of his theory. In his •wn country, he gained 
a iwwerful advocate in Sir Ggorge Ent, who publislicd 
a book in his favour. Tho ‘monies and detractors* 
were also replied to in fcemiierate language by Harvey 
hinisdf. He says — ‘ I think it a thing unworthy of a 
philosopher, and a searcher of the truth, to return bad 
words n>r bad words ; and I think 1 shall do better, aqd 
more odvis^, if, with the light of true and evident 
observations, I shall wipe away those symptoms of inci- 
vility.* To those who taunted him with being nothing 
more thag a dissector of insignificant reptiles, he replied, 
witlms much truth as impressiveness, ‘ If you will enter 
with Heraclitus, in Aristotle, into a work-house (for so 
Tcall it) for inspection of viler creatures, come hither, 
fqjr the immortu goA are here likewise ; and th^great 


and Almighty Father is sometimes more conspicuous in 
the least and most inconsiderable creatures.* 

Harvey attended the king in his jourivsys during 
part of the civil war, and was present ab the battle of 
Edgehill. He afterwards retired to London, in the 
neighbourhood of whieli city he pflsscd the remainder 
of ins days. In his seventy-filth year he built and an- 
dowed a library and museum for the College of Physi- 
cians. He died in June 1G57, at the age of seventy- 
nine, but not befortl the truth of tiis doctrines had been 
generally recognised ; and his own professional brethren 
were proud to do him funeral honours. Hh was buried 
at Hempstelfd, wliere a handsome monument, sur- 
mountbd by a marble bust, w'as placed over his graVe 
by the College of Physicians. It was said of him that 
* his eaftdcair, cheerfiilnc^, and goodne ^ of heart were 
conspicuous in his whole life, as^’cll as in his writings, 
and exhibit a worthy ])attcrn for future imitation and 
that one of hisrfioblest charnctvistics w'as love for his 
profession, and a desire for the maintenance of its ho- 
nour. 

What a {Striking commentary do these facts afford on 
the ignorance and selfishness of society I How easily 
have many suffered themselves to be led by the in- 
terested few, whose motives were too often of the most 
despicable character. This is the more to Ixj won(j;tged 
at, as experience, if not policy, might liavo dictated the 
question, cui bouo i How was this answered in Harvey’s 
oa.se? Hobbes aays of biui, he ‘is the only man I 
know, that, coiKiuering envy, hatfi established a new* 
doctrine in his lifetime’ — and yet twenty-§ve yeaia 
elapsed before this was accomplished. For a quarter of 
a century had this great truth to struggle against the 
tnalico, jealousy, .‘Uiit stupidity of its enemies, n-ho de- 
nied tlio discoverer’s claim to originality, witli as little 
reason those who disputed Galileo’s discovery of Ju- 
piter’s satellites, on the ground that a Dutchman had 
previously in^Tcnted a telescope. Mankind, however, 
have always been prone to persecute new truths ; 
whether tllt*y shall continue to do so, depends greatly on 
the present generation, 

Harvey’s reputation has now nothing to fear. ’J’Jie 
circulation of the blood is universally admitted to 
be tlic great discovery aller the j>romulgatit)n Of 
the Ihaconian method ; and tliougb giants in mind have 
live«l since, witli all tho facilities which use and oxum]de 
in the inductive metliod have given, only one greater 
and more (‘ornplcte discovery — the discovery of gravi- 
tation — has ever been made.

But just for a moment lift 
away the niierosoope, :ind lol a dead, thin, <iistortcd 
insect, than wdiich scores of plumper, prettier specimons 
buzz liourly upon every windoiv-panc in one’s house.

Every man’s heart is caught, after 
its own weakness, by some particular charm, inch, as 
ladies say# ‘ grows upon liim.* For example — Brow'ii, 
Jones, ami Itobinson, are rivals for a girl’s affection :

and iliey shall not be rivals at all. Her ringlets have 
peutang'lcd one of them, her little foo^ lias walked into 
another^ and her figure has added a third to her ad- 
mirers. Tho gentleman who used to wri^e sonnets to 
his mistress’s eyebrow (and one of them) was a 
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gcnuijje type of your true lover ; so enamoured of his 
own one beauty, ‘that be cannot fur a moment divert his 
eyes to any other district t)f hi« lady’s eharins. This is 
a law of tifitiirc: it is, in fact, Cupid’s microscope; Very 
.miicli developing something somewhere, and shutting 
quite out of sight everything anywhere else. i\nd to 
stTof/ittf uMivorsality, witness the cheerful complaoency 
with which the. dear creatures themselves crouch in tlio 
tendorest attitudes under the displaying glass of their 
exliibitor; it is thg whole art of love in w’oman. Cn- 
happily, th% erisiB eon»es when Hymen smashes the lens 
at the ehureli door (on the way oul'), or w'hen Cupid 
himself, pocketing the wluile contrivanc.e, Hies away to 
show off his scienec again io the same niaun/'r upon 
some other couple. ^ 

Now, to us it is a touching thing to .^ee young folks 
going about falling in,lovcw'ith each, other after this 
fashion, for qualities to which they wijl be less tliaii in* 
sensible in a fortnight after their hoiuymoon. Un- 
luckily, we can see no help for them. L^csiplt in love 
can’t bo expected to listen to reason ; they may per- 
haps be accessible to it after marriagf!, but tken it is 
only an aggravation ; no longer a remedy, ‘riie tinly 
pl^we can suggest, is to i)iteli good advice into tlicm 
fje/ore thvj/JaJI m Inru by some sort of ‘ contingent hints 
on cmirt.ship ainl matrimony,’ or ‘ jifo'^i'Cetivo precau- 
*ti''ns about feweefhearts, adtlr(‘S8ed to Imart -whole 
bachelors.’ in thi.s .age of handbooks, .such titles would 
b(! worth any money to an cnt(‘r])nsing jmblisher. At 
present, how'cver, wc have concocted .'ind stru<‘k out 
nnbf tlie titles, and as we have not the slightest idea of 
going any further with the. undertakings, we just regis- 
ter them here ‘ provisionally.’ 

Next to not being disajipointtd at i^l, perhaps the 
greatest satisfae.tion in the world is to have a good 
right to be disap[>ointed. Now, the man wlm recklessly 
resigns hia heart without specitying its weaknesses, has 
no more rea.son to eoniplain of its subsequent injuries, 
than he wlio sutlers his housemaid to * dust ’ Ips mantel- 
piece, or wlio s(.*nd.s glas.s any wliere by carriers without 
instructing them as to whieli ‘ side up, with care.’ In 
order, then, to estahlisli hefore w'cdloek tlic right wo 
speak of— in order, as it were, to unlock his heart, and 
leave the key in it, before be know s to whom he shall 
part with it — wo can imagine some young bachelor, 
foreseeing the altar, arldressing to her whom time re- 
serves for him h letter of ^-eliminary candour. To he 
sure he can’t send the letter, hee.-iuse ho doc.sn’t know' 
where to direct it. He is equally ignorant <jf the lady’s 
name and of* her number. Hut we--' we will make sure

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fjiMKin VTi'.r.Y ubnve tho grand doer oi' th<‘ Antwerp 
catlicdral is a bronze cruoilix, the history of wbirh is 
somewhat curious, as it was east from the metal (.f tlu* 
statue Avliich the infamous Diiki? ot Alva ordered to lu* 
ereetcil of himself in the citadel. When tho I*anp< r{»r 
f'harles V. resigned his imperial liiadom, bis son, I’hihp 
fl., OH aseonding tho throne of Spain, tbuinl tho Nolher- 
hmds in .an alllueut and prosperous eoiidition. lii this 
small portion of nis vast dominitms lie could enunu- 
rate three hundred and fifty cities surrounded by walls, 
;uid .about other three liundred open triwiis, ivJiieh were 
all wealthy and populous. Among Iheiy Antwerp, fiom 
its inimeTise dealings in llio w'oollfti and cloth tr.ide, 
v\as eonsidered to be ‘ the great m.art' and * pack-house 
of Enropf' frequently, as wo have .alre.idy premised, 
as many as iuo thousand five liundred \csscls were 
seen at tlie fc.ame thne anchored before tho town, aiul 
three or four hiuidreil vus&eJs <‘anie up with one (Me 
into the Scholdt "We are also infonnetl that two 
iHiiiilred wagons eamo daily into the town, loaded 
with passengers fnjin the neighhouring provinee.s ; 
nearly one thou.sand of whom — Kreneh, (lerimui, Ita- 
lians, and other foreifpierfl — arrived ^^cekl\^ b'artlier- 
inon*, it is stated that one hundred thousand country 
carts were eontinually' employed carrying good^to and 
from tho eity\ T'lms did Antwerp not only hccome 
rich itself, but contributed to cnricli other towns in the 
Netluu lands; in the midst of all wdiieh oimlenee, every' 
br.'meh of the fine arts was assiduously cultivated. Tlie 
wealth of the bishops and prie.sts. and the zeal of all 
classes of people to see tlieir ehurehos enihcllished with 
the finest works of art, created an immense demand for 
pictures on aaered subjects. Nor was tho si.-»ter ait, 
music, neglected. On the contrary, Guicciardini states 
tliat Flanders then supplied all Europe with musicians, 
just as Italy does at present. • 

Such was the prosperous state of these towns when 
the Duke of Alva w^as appointed by Philip II. eom- 
mander-in-ehief of the armies in the Netherlands, lie 
was then sixty years of age, and Had the eliaraoter of 
being a haughty, morose, sever# soldier. Jle no sooner 
entered upon his odious mission, than he reveahNl, to the 
consternation of the people, tiio unlimited authority 
with which be was vested? and which extended not 
only over every department of the army, but over 
the judicial institutions of the country. The most« 
gloomy apprehensions now became too soon realised, 
lie establisned the Inquisition, as it already existed in 
(Spain, with all its attendant and secret horrors; he 
conflscatodf on frivolous pretexts, the estates of tho 
iiobles^nd the property of rich merehanta ; and imposed 
upon the industrious classes the most heavy and vexa- 
tious imiiosts. Finall;^ he abolished the office of the 
ordinary judges, and d[eltigatcd their dixies to a tri]^«ual 


of twelve counsellors, nominated by himself, who, with 
the sanguinary Vergas as their presiilent saiietioned, 
with the iiioelc sjvlemnity of a pretended trial, .his secret, 
tyrannous instructions. '^I’be Duke of Alva himself 
boasted that, during less than six years of bis sove- 
reignty, be bad eaiibcd more thaif eighteen thousand 
piwsons to perisli by the exociitioiier. Here the rci^der 
iiirfy iiatur.'illy enomrh he curimis to know what could 
have been Hit* dc.sign of ainonuriH'iit erected to the honour 
of .so oxeerable a tvV'iid. Aecordiqigly', wc find it was 
executed under his own inminUato oi;iilers, and doubtless 
intended us much to intimidate ihu inliabitgiits, by re- 
minding thenfof the inordinate power be wielded over 
them, a?) to gratify liis ow n insenstite s\mbition. He was 
represented, according to Mayer, as Duke of Alva, in a 
muiaelng attitude, treadhfg with one foot on the neck 
of nn image reprc.'ienting the rc’^llion of his subjeelg, 
and tr.'impling with the other ii[>ori the neck of another 
image, nitcnded«to represent espiring Protestantism. 
Around the pi-deatal was a ba.sso-relievo, which repre- 
.sent(*d tho citizens in supplicating postures, with tlie 
wallet and porringer isU.spendeJ round their iicekH, to 
imply the nidst abject and humiliating submission to 
Ins autl^^rifcy. Such is the amount w'o have bceu en- 
abled to gatiier of this inenmnible statue, whieli, when 
distroycil by the sneces'^(lr of Alva, with the view^f 
eoneiliating the town, w^as, strange to say, melti.d down 
into the eriieilix which is ninv seen above the raTliedr.al 
door. • 

\\> went in tht' afternoon to the clmrcli of tlio .fe.siut«, 
the vast intermrof whu h wjis so crowded, that y'C ernild. 
.se.ircely wedge our wii}' thnmgh the dense congregation 
into ihe nave. As a specimen of Kiihens’s talents in a 
line apart trom that in whieli he g.iiu(‘il his fame, the 
architecture fd’ tliis ehnrcli li.is a claim to attention. 
Injuud a# it ha.s been hy lightning, wm still recognise 
in it the genius of the great artist. Finding that we 
could not obtafn scr'its, and being ineonvenieiK'cil by 
llie crowd, we left llie cliureli of the Jesuits, and pro- 
posed going*to StJ^mfs; and as, for this purpose, we 
w'crc descending the liight of steps under its portico, 
we oh.scTvzd an inteJligeut young woman also leaving 
the Jesuits, of whom we impiired onr W'ay. We 
ware glad* to find that she understood us, and .spoke’ 
gO{>d Knglish ; for in the ht reels of .'Viitwerp, and other 
towns in Hi lginiu, the chances are, tliat in {U“(‘(>.sting a 
passenger to make any such inquiry, the return made 
w'ill he a shake of the head, acconipauied by .a jargon 
li.df DnteJi, half Kreneh, Inilf Walloon, whieli is utterly 
unintelliiribie. We. were, howe\er, on this occasion 
more fortunate ; for she witli rnueli good-nature replied 
tliat she lived dose by St Paul’s, jiud would, if we per- 
mitted her, accompany ns. We avjiiled ourselves of 
lu-r otler; and as a\o walked ahmg, she observed that 
tlio churdi of the Jesuits was ahvaya crowileil, for 
‘notwithstanding,’ added she with much animation, 
‘all that has been said against them — ami tliey have 
been a perseeuted race — they are, at least in Antwerp, a 
good people.’ ‘ And how so.^’ w e inquired. ‘ Eecanse,’ 
ijinswcred she, ‘they are so eharitable to the poor; they 
will tlo almost .anything for them ; many of them will 
even look to tlie education of their children ; andwhen- 
eve» any afiliction ll.iil\>e;ns in their family, the poor 
Iicople alw.'iys advise one another to s(‘ek out some 
“ bon pore Jesuit," from whom they are certain to ob- 
tain relief.’ Thuft did our gossqiing cicerone, who 
descautcti fluently enough on their merits, uncon- 
sciously hit upon the great 8( crot wliicli explains tho 
intluenee of the Jesuil^s throughout Europe. The suc- 
cess of thei* missions wliou Krancis Xavier was per- 
forming miracles, and pouring the water of baptism 
over the head,s of the converted infidels in tho East, 
may liavc e.ontributed greatly to their progr<-ss; hut 
the mainspring of their enormous power must bo rc- 
ffrrod to llieir having made education— comprehensive ' 
and liberal educalion— -one of the leailing features of 
their institution. Hence all men of learning must be 
constrained to acknowledge how deeply wo are in- 
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debted to them .for the advannement of both literature 
and 8cier)ce ; and some SjH?ak of their order 'with as 
much zeal as our cicerone herself. Thus the late 
Robert Southey remarks, in one of his letters to 'Wil- 
liam Taylor of Norwicli. ‘ Hating, as I do, popery ex 
intimo cortJe, I am a great admirer of the Jesuits ;* and 
these and other associations connected with their 
very remarkable history crowding upon our mind,, wo 
arrived at the church of the Dominicans, dedicated to 
St J*aul. ,f * 

Before cnteringrtliis churcdi, we were shown through 
a little lattf’i door, opening into a place c^led * the Cd- 
vary’ — a small plot of apparently garden-ground, covered 
with a motley collection of the statues of patriandis, 
prophets, and martyrs, all • heterogeneously ^huddled 
together, like so many figures in a sculptor^ yard, 
without any regard* to proportion, arrangement, or 
consistency of design. Immediately before us, upon a 
mass of small rouml siones, walled up^o a considerable 
height, Avas a clumsy piece of sculpture-work, exhibit- 
ing the crucifixion, with figures above, below, and 
around, which wc abstain from descrih'ng. Under- 
neath iliis unseenily pile 'w'as the most horrid part of 
the spectacle, which pretends to be a modol taken 
from Jerusalem of the holy sepulclirc. XJjion entering 
acarrow opening, intended to represent a chasm in the 
rock, wc found ourselves before an iron grating, Avhicli 
rails in a recess, upon the floor of Avliich is a <ioflin, 

, covered over with a white hhcet, tbnaigh which the 
hand ai)pare]itly of the dead body is protruded. Tlic 
'Willis of.this cavernousdooking place were covered with 
figures in Uifiereiit attitudes, wdth their faces glaring 
with coarse red paint, to* depict the tortures of the 
wicked in purgatory. Before this hideous scene wc 
found kneeling again.st the railing a man and woman, 
W'ho we might have imagined wore gazing devoutly on 
the object before them but us we hastily withdrew, 
somewhat disgusted wdth so profane an exhibition, 
they suddenly rose from their devotions, and followed us. 
The womaii, ilropping her rosary of huge black beads, 
hold out licr hand for charity ; wdiilo the man, hobliling 
after her—for he was lame — bogged w’itli all the loqua- 
cious pertinacity of an old adopt in the trade. The 
niendioity which is ponniltcd w'ithin and around these 
Catholic churches alw.ays appears to us to he a rc- 
liroaeli upon the authorities, encouraging and saiu'tion- 
ing as it does not only the vice of idlenes.s, but the still 
deeper sin of hypocrisy. The toleration of such a prac- 
tice is unaccountable, unless it lie regarde<l as a rem- 
nant of that old system under wducli the opportunity of 
being clmrilahle was as much imposed upon indivi- 
duals piously inclined, as^^jic iloctrinal virtue of ch.arily 
itself, ilonee, in firmer ages, many of the jiious 
monarchs of France wore proud to see a retinue of 
beggars following at their heels when tliey Avalkcd 
abroad ; and, as an evidence of still deeper Immility, 
admitted them to feast at t!»c royal table. Washing 
the feet of the poor, in imitation of our Saviour, was 
another ostentatious ceremony performed by soA'e- 
reigns, for the pui’posc of showing their subjects an 
example of Christian humility. But we learn iVom the 
chronicles of these times how i^reatly all this mistaken 
zeal was abused, and that the cneodragement so awarded 
to mendicity led to sill sorts’of petty larceny pnd crime. 
The distribution of the royal bounty on Maunday- 
Thursday in England, is the last 't'estige w'e retain of 
these Cfl ^ olic customs ; for, as population has increased, 
and i^SSIfnave become enlightened, it is found that the 
9 of society provide employment as a common 
life for the humblest individuals ; so tliat indis- 
ate charity, howrever well-intended, instead of 
ivig, too frequently gives rise now-a-days to, a mul- 
titude of sins. However, there are yet on the continent 
t|E^m and aged persons who, with the consent of 
priests, look for no other support excepting th’e 
r 'Cnance donations they may obtain at the doo!,s of tliese 
I "fehurches j .and doubtless such oharities are frequently 
' given in the very same spirit which in former ages 


enriched the shrines and altars, and augmented tp so 
enormomi an extent, the revenues of the church. The 
vesper sctfvice was already concluded when we entered 
St Raul’s ; and as it was, for the season of the year, a 
precocious sumftier evening, w'e drove around the towm 
and the ramparts, and along the banks of the Scheldt. 
When we associated the scene which now came iindrfr 
our review with the past history of the Netherlands, 
how Avpndcrful appeared the contrast I The broaJ and 
navigable river Scheldt was still flowing on as rapiilly 
and unchanged as when thousands of vessels lay float- 
ing round the city, which now presented to us tJio soli- 
tary asiicet of only tlj^ree merchant vessels anchored off 
its iw^rt. 

I’lie. academy of the Fine Arts is one of the principal 
attractions of Antwerp. Its exhibition is in a gallery 
of small extent in the museum — a plain-looking build- 
ing, whi^h occupies the site of aii ancient convent, and 
is enclosed in a small garden. Here, as might be anti- 
cipated, we find many of the finest specmicns of the 
Flemish school, including several Vandyke,s, and twelve 
of Rubens's most famous colhppsitions. The most re- 
markable picture in this, or |H}rhnps in any gallery in 
Europe, is Rubens's c/irf <l\ruvi e — the crucifixion of oiir 
Saviour between the two thieves. It is a startling, a 
wonderful production. The time clioseu by the artist 
for tlie representation of this awful and affecting scene 
is the evening of that melancholy day. The three 
crosses arc arranged somewhat in perspective, the mid- 
dle one btang that upon •which, meek and composed, 
liangs the body of our Saviour, whose head is dropped 
upon his chest, as if he had just yielded up the gliost. 
Immediately before, and a little to the right of this -tlie 
centre of all interest — are two soldiers on horseback, one 
leaning with his elbow on his saddle-bow, looking lip Avitli 
earnestness at t|;e suffering Redeemer, Avhilo the otl»er 
is in the act of jiidVcing his side Avith a wooden steel- 
pointed spear, which looks visibly bending under tlie 
Avcight of the thrust. To the left, next to the Savmiir, 
is the cross upon A\hich suflers tlie unbelieving male- 
factor; and this is a truly horrific repiesenUition of 
physical agony. The unhappy wretch appears to have 
torn one foot from the nail tliat fastcni’d it, and his body 
is seen writhing up in convulsions apiiist the fatal tree, 
while the cruel soldier, to increase his torment, is break- 
ing his limb.a with a bar of iron. Every muscle is cor- 
rugated and bulging out into a state f>f the most dread- 
ful spasm and contraction. Contrasting Avith this, on 
the oiviosito cross to the right, is the penitent thief, 
looldng* up towards the JSaviour with an expression of 
resignation, as if imploring forgiveness. In the fore- 
ground, the effect of tlie whole scone is heigliteiied by 
the group of mourners, wdiosc sufterings appear to he 
concentrated upon the one object of sympathy and 
adoration. The disciple John, hiding his face in his 
mantle, leans as if Aveeping on the shoulder of Mary, 
the wife of Cloophas ; while the virgin mother looks up- 
wards to her crucified Lord with eyes red with weep- 
ing. Behind these figures, at tlie foot of the cross, 
the Magdalen is^seen as if starting forwards witli a 
countenance of horror, stretching out her hand as if 
to implore tlie mercy of the horseman with his spear.’*' 
Sir Joshua Reynolds declares this profile to be the 
finest he ever saw^by Rubens or any otlicr painter. 
The effect of this picture is, in the first instance, ter- 
rible. The spectator cannot look upon it at first without 
a shudder ; but as he examines and begins to study its 
details, be becomes rivetted to the spot In tlie adjoin- 
ing division of the gallery is the fkmous altar-piece by 
Quentin Matsys, representing the Virgin and tlie dis- 
ciples assembled to receive the Saviour mter the descent 
from the cross. The colouring it exceedingly fine ; but 
the leaden, cadaverous conipl^on of the body, and the 
lifelike gash in the side, produce,- to our aiipsehension, 
a very unpleasant and painful effect Indeed hi this

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collection, as well as in many other galleries, not except- 
ing the Louvre, many pictures are exhibited on sacred 
subjects the designs of which are peculiarly offensive. 
It is not right that the sublime myste^ of the incarna- 
tion should bo reduced to the AeUneal^oii of a common 
earthly tragedy, nor that the divine character of our 
Riiviour should he impersonated in the most ordinary 
forms of suffering humanity. The ^risitor on the con- 
tinc 4 >t has too often reason to turn away, tired at the 
sameness, and shocked at the extravagance, of these very 
' disagreeable representations. 

‘A journey to Antwerp,’ says Emerson Tennant, ‘is 
a pilgrimage to the shrine of Rubens.’ It is so ; and 
here, in the very beautiful chiflch of Saint Jacques, 
immediately behind the high altar, is the smay chapel 
which formerly belonged to his family, ‘.and which is 
now their consecrated mausoleum. On the 30th ^^^ay 
1640, Peter Paul Rubens died, and the obsequies which 
attended his remains to tliis their last resting-place 
were iHjrforpied with the most imposing solemnity. The 
surrounding walls and aisles were hung with black 
cloth, and the clergy belonging to the elmrcli w.alked 
in advance of the funeral procession. Next came sixty 
orphan boys, two hearing a crown of gold, followed hy 
others carrying lighted tapers in their Ihands ; and tlien 
the coflin, surrounded by the more immediate relatives 
and friends of tlic deceased. The chief oflicers of the 
city, many noblemen of distinction and merchants, and 
all the members of tlie Academy of Painting, attended ; 
and in the mid.st of tliis vast assemblage, while the re- 
quiem for the dead was being chanted, liis body wa.s 
lowered into the vault before us, which now contains 
all that ma 3 ^ j^ct remain of that dust which is ‘even in 
itself an inimortality.* Nor does it sleep there alone ; 
fur 0*1 (iaeh side are depositc<l also the remains of the 
I two <lear companions who were tlie chosen partners of 
] his life. Looking through the nflls^hieh divide this 
I sacred spot from tlie aisle at the back of tlic choir, we 
' beliold a plain wliite marbhj altar, over wliieli is one of 
Jiis own most beautiful paintings, representing Iho Vir- 
gin Mary and infant Saviour, ndth tlie adoration of 
Saint Boriaventnra. In Ibis singularly ellbetive picture, 
the colouring of which, says Sir »Joshua Reynolds, * is 
3Tt as hriglit as if the sun slionc ujioii it,’ lie has intro- 
duced the portraits of his tAvo avIa'c*, liis father, his 
grandfather, and himself in the ebaraeter of vSaint 
George, in compliment to King Charles L, wlio con- 
ferred on him, Avlieii in England, the honour of knight- 
hood, The life of Rubens is singularly interesting. He 
lived in an eventful age ; and wdiilc, as a diidomatist, ho 
enjoyed the friendship and eontidenee of king.s and 
priwes, as a private iudivichwl he was respected and 
cstocmed by all classes of society, liis habits w'cro 
frugal ; his diligence extraordinary ; ami nothing can in- 
spire US with a mure favourable idea of his disposition, 
thwi his conduct towards other artists. His doors were 
open to them at all hours, even wlien he was himself at 
the easel j and although ho seldom paid visit.s, he Avas 
ever ready to inspect the work of any artist^who wishcil 
his advice, and often would take up the brush himself 
to touch such parts as required it. In every picture 
sought to discover something good ; for it Aiv^as his great 
delight to aeknuAvlcdge the merits, and encourage upon 
every occasion his brother artists. He used to rise very 
early~-in summer at four o’vslock in the morning ; and 
immediately after wtirds attended mass. He then went 
to work, and while painting, employed a person to read 
to him from one of his favourite classical authors ; for 
he was an excellent scholar, and delighted in Plutarch, 
Livy, Cicero, and Seneca, which, with Horace J\pd 
Virgil, were his favourite authors. An hour before 
dinner he devoted to recreation, which consistccl cliiefly 
1 in conversing with visitors, wlio, being aware of his 
i habits# Jrnew at what hour their company would be 
I agreeable to him. He indulged sparingly in the plea-t 
I sures of the table, and drank but .little wine. After 
Vorking again until the evening, he usually rode out 
I an hour or two. * He was extremely fond of iiorses, 


and his stables generally contained some of remarkable 
beaut}'. On his return homo, it wats his custom to 
receive a fcAv friends, principiUly men of learning, or 
artists, with whom he shared his frugal, supper meal, 
and passed the evening in instructive and cheerful eon- 
yersalion.* Such were the domestic habits of this- 
illustrious artist, the details of whose life cannot he 
perused without conveying a lively conviction of the 
truth of the observation, that when industry is allied 
with genius, men may command success, and often at- 
tain the highest honours of the state.

THKORTI-is OF THE FOiniATtON OF COAL. 

It is a custom of the Geological Society for the pre'iSi- 
dent aifluially to deliver An addre3.<i, containing a sum- 
mary of the progress of the sci#nco for the jireccding 
year. The last address of this kind, delivered in Fe- 
bruary 1846 hy Mr Leonard J^Torncr, lias been pub- 
lished in the Qu^irtprli/ Journal of the Geological Socivtg. 
We find in it a highly intelligent vicAv of one of the 
obscurest jeiiartmcnts of geology — the fonnatioii of 
coal. * It 18 scarcely possible,’ says Mr Horner, ‘ to 
visit a ^oal-field, or to read the description of one, Avith- 
mit being led to theorise on its mode of formation. The 
origin of coal ha.s long been a subject of great difil- 
ciilty; nor has any theory been yet advanced ifith 
which it has been possible to reconcile all the appear- 
ances whicli the#L‘oal-mcasuro8 exliibit, all the variet}' . 
of forms in Avliich coal is fouiuf. Indeed tlie more 
closely Avo examine the plienomena, the more do avc I 
feel the distance Ave are from a satisfactory explanation 1 
of them. Ac(!ording to some geologists, coal-seams and | 
their accompanying strata are accumulations of land- | 
plants and stony detritus, (‘arried down by rivers into j 
estuarit'i, and deprisited in the sea, where the vegotahlo i 
matter undergoes clianges that convert it into coal. 1 
Others are of»opinion that coal is the altered residuum ' 
of trees and smalli r plants, that have groAvii on the spot ! 
Avherc we«no\v find them ; that the forests were sub- , 
merged and covered by detrilal matter, which was up- i 
raised to form a foundation and a soil for another I 
forest, to he in its turn submerged and converted into * 
coal, and tliat tlius the alternalions Avliicli the vertical ‘ : 
section of a coal-field exhibits arc to be accounted for. j 
In llic geological A'’urks of the >ear, wt* find the | 
former theory maintained by Sir R. Murcliison as most 
gencrall}' applicable ; Mr Lyell is more inclined to .adopt I 
the latter. Sir R. Murchison dwells upon the facts of : 
the alterations of coal Avith limestones containing ma- ’ 
rinc remains, Avhieh arc so frequently met w’ith in most ; 
countries Avhorc coal-fields prevail ; and as a striking 
instance of this, lie refers ’•!'> the Donetz eoal-ficld. A 
remarkable example of a similar kintl, occurring in 
Maryland, is mentioned bj' Mr Lyell. At Fro.stburg a i 
black shale, ten or tAvclvo feet thick, full of marine shells, 
rests on a scam of coal about three feet thick, and .‘lOo 
feet hcloAv the principal scam of coal in that place. The 
shells are referable to no less than pcvent(‘eii f«pcci{\s, and , 
some of them are identical wifcli, and almost all the rest 
have a near aftinity to, species found in tlie GlasgoAv and i

In tins case, the groiifs of coal- 
liearing strata is a mile in thiekuess. A coal-field in 
Nova Scotia is of twice this tliickocss, and contains 
Sf-rentt/six coal-seams. Mixed witi'i tJu- latter arc a few 
liniOHtonos eout-a-iiiiig hi valve shells'. O'he learned fircsb 
dcMit then proceeds—

scetion, and if the liineatone,s arc. as i.v ino.st probable, 
of fresh-water origin, also throughout the 14,570 feet in 
the Nova Scotia section, there appears to he no truce J>f 
any substance of a mpriJic c.liaraetev ; and from anything 
exhibited in tlio coiuDositiou of the beds, all might have 
been deposited in water.

sea-skirting shore, there should be aueb an absence of 
agitation tiirougbout so vast a space of time, as to allow 
a tranquil deiftisit of Inyera of fine detritus over a wide 
area, a spreading-out of the leaves of delicate ]dant 3 in 
layers of clay and sand like the s])ccimens in a her- 
barium, and a gradual and insensible passage, in many 
instances, from oife bed into another. (Iroat .as llie 
North Aniericnii lakes are, I am not prepared tuisay 
that grave objoctions may not bo urged against the 
probable existence of such vast bodies of fresh water as 
w'ould be of sufiicient extent and depth t(j receive the 
beds of many coal-fields ; but the absence of marine re- 
mains tbroughoiit vttaV: depths of strata in (joal-ficlds is 
a rcawicable. fact, W'ell deserving of the most careful 
in^i^ation. 

tlie terrestrial vegetable matter from wliidi coal 
hn®'een|fonned lias in very many instances iiecn de- 
jMJSited in the sea, is unquestionable, from their alterna- 
^ons w ith limestones containing nuiriiie romwins. Such 
deposits and aliernationa in an estuary at the nioutli of 
a great river are conceivable, but wdietber sneh enor- 
iiioiis beds of linu-stonc, -with the corals and mollusc;, s 
Avhicli they contain, could be forincii in an e.stuary, nuiy 
admit of doubt. But it Is not so easy to conceive Ike 
venf distinct fepnration of the coal and the stony nKitter, if 
foimed of drifted materials brought into the bay by a rirrr. 

It bus been said that the vegetable mattc'r is brought 
ilown .at iiitcTvals, in freshets, in masses matted together, 
like thcj raffs in the Iffississippi. But there could not 
be masses of matted ATgetable matter of uniform Biiek- j 
ness 14,000 square miles in extent, like the Browmsvilk; !

Tb(;y must | 
occur several times a-y'-ar in every river; but Mmny 
years must liuve /Jap'^cd <luring tlie gradual deposit of .

Again, h<»v dillieult to eoiiecive, how extremely impro- > 
batilc ill such eireiimst.ance.s is the* prc.sorvation of deli- ' 
rale plants, sprcaii out with the most perfect arrange- j 
inenl of their parts, uninjured by the rude action ol’ { 
rapid .streams and currents carrying gravel ami sand, j 
aiul branches anil trunks of tr(?es! 

• In the thevirv which accounts for the fonnation of 
lK*ds of coal by supposing that thty are the remains:^*! 
Ireofl ami oibcv plants that grew on the spot where the 
coal now e.xists, that the land Avas submcrgixl to admit 
of the eoA^L-rring of sandstones or shale lieing depositeil, 
j^id again elevated so that the sandstone or sliale might 
become the subsoil of a ncAV growTh, to be* again sub- 
merged, and this process repeated as often as there are 
se.'ini.s of coal in the series--r<//c.vc are demands on vur \ 
assent of a most startlinfhind. In the sections above evu- j 
mined, avc have eighty-four seams of coal in the one, 
and seventy-six in tlie other. In the Saarbriiek coal- 
field there are one liundred and twenty scams, without 
taking into account the thinner seams, those less than 
a foot thick. I'lie materials of each of these seams, 
hoivcver thin (and there are some not an inch thick, 
lying upon and covenal by great dejpths of sandstones 
and shales), must, aci;ording to this theory, have growm 
on land, and the covering of each must have l^en de- 
posited under w’ater. There must thus havc<bcA;n an

I Tliese conditions, which seem to he inseparable from 
tlic theory in question, it would h&diflicult to find any- 
tliiiig analogous to in any other case of changes in the 
relative level of sea and laud with whicli, we iire ac- 
quainted.’ 

We have; here put into italics what appear to us the 
principal dilliculties oil both sides of this cjitrcmcly 
curious (picstioii. 'rhe sum of llie whole matter is, that 
tli(*rc are faOts pretty clearly pointing to the processes 
involved ill both theories, wdiile there arc other facts its 
I clearly forhid<ling eitheii process to be assumed as the 
j solo nu)de of the production jjf coal.

convert it into lignite, jet, common coal, canncl-co-il, 

1 and aiiihraeite, two or more of these varieties olteii 
i ov’ciirring in the same coal-tield — is extremely ohscure, 

' and presents a wide and interehliiig tield for future 
I iiivesligation.

Wc rode through beds of siir flowers miles in extent, 
their dark seedy cnitrea and radiating yellow iV*.avc.s follow- 
ing the .sun through the day from east to W(!st, and drf»oj>- 
ing when the shadowrji fell over them.— 'riu'so were some- 
times bcaiitiffilly varied with a didicato flow or of an azure 
, tint, yielding HO perfume, but forming a jdeasaiit contrast 
fo tlic bright yellow of the sunffow'er. About half jaat ten 
I wr discerned a creature in motion at an imineiiKo <li.stanec, 

{ and instantly started in pursuit. Fifteen niiuulcs' ruling 
} brought us near enough to discover, by its lleetne.ss, that 
it could not be a buUalo ; yet it w;is too large for .an :mtc- 
lope or a deer. On wc w'eiit, and soon' distinguished the 
erect head, the ffowing mam*, and the bi'auliful pro|Tortion8 
of the wild liorsc of the prairie. He saw us, and sped 
nvvay with an arrow-fleefness till he gained a distant emi- 
nenee, when he turned to i^zo at us, and aullercd us to 
uiiproaih within four hundred yards, when he bounded 
away aL.tin iu another direction W'itli a graceful \eloeity 
dcUglitful to beliold.

Normans were cognate in their derivation to the Anglo- 
Saxons/ and under Rollo, a piratical Dane, ovmT.iii a por- 
tion of h>anee, and forced the French monarch, Charles 
111 ,, to cede Neustria to them. This took place only one 
huuflrcd and fifty years previous to the invasion of JOng- 
land by AA'illiam ; so that when the Normans e.imo here, 
they w'Cre not without .some aflinity to the Haxous whom

Tt is a fact w orthy of notice, that the whole of the land 
in and about the neighbourhood of Conception Bay, wry 
probably the wholcviisland, is rising out of the ocean at a 
rate w hich promises, at no very distant day, imitcrially to 
affect, if not to render useless, many of the beat harbours 
wc have now on tho coast. At Port-de-(}rave a .series of 
observations have been made, whicli undeniably prove the 
rapid displacement of the seii-level in tho vicinity. .Several 
largo flat rocks, over which schooners might pass some 
tliirty or forty years ago with the greatest facility, are now 
approacliing the surface, tlio water being scarcely navigable 
for a skitf. At a place called tho Cosh, at the head of 
Bay Bolierts, upwards of a inilo from tho sea-.sliorc, and at 
several feet above its level, covered with five or six feet of 
vegetable mould, there is a perfect beach, tho stones being 
rounded, of a moderate size, and in all respects similar ( o 
those now found in the adjacent land-washes. — Neivfbtmd^

Jlis men 
w'Orc the king's uniform, witli scarfs and crosses of St 
Louis; they committed the most astonishing ai-ts of 
( 1.1 ring, ami made the most obstinate and extraordinary 
defences. In .short, it was a regular war; and at length 
it came to a pitched battle betwixt the king's troops and 
the rohbeiv. Out numbered, lie was forced, after hard 
fighting, to intrench himself in the village of 0 remind ; 
and here his adver.'‘;me.s deternuned to starve him (;ut. 
Mandrin had c.ommiltcd a great error in making the 
(ountry people his foes, and lie now felt the* coiibc- 
(pjences of Jus mistake. Ln.ihle lo prociii'e proMauai 
Jie roisolved t(» out his 'way through the enemy. He 
conducted the enVerprise v.-ilh coiisiiniiiiate gOiier.iLluj) : 
the lots vvas great on hotli i.idcs, but he Iniu.sulf got 
away. Hut from this period hi.s .star declined, lie was 
too utiiversally feared and detested to e-(ca}»o the toils 
that Were set for him : he liwoko one morning; to find 
liiiuself betrayed, and a prisoner. He w:i.s executed witli 
a.H little delay as jiossible, exhibiting to the list, an in- 
domitahle .spirit. The sensation created by his capture 
was immen.se ; for, from the niimher of his followers, :iiid 
the lioldmas of his enterpri.SfS, what had at llr.st been ;i 
mere aflair of the police, hyd ended by bcconiiiig a na- 
tional concern. 

W^' prisent the foregoing narratiye as a striking d- 
lusiration of a jiast state of manners in Frani'c, ns well 
as of the extraordinary defectivcncs.s of the l.iiv m tliat 
country under the old regime. Such .i drama as that 
,ictC(l by Louis Mandrin can never be rei>v.ated in Europe. 

SPONTANEOUS MOTION., • 

Ekw phenomena in natural science are so puzzling as 
that which, for the waul of a more appropri.ite epithet, 
has beeu termed^ spontaneous motion. TC consists in the 
performance of a class of luovenicnls for which we are 
unable to assign any cause, by bodies and organisations 
commonly imendow'cd with motion of a voluntary or 
niiniic- voluntary tduiractcr. In the present paper, I 
shall alnjo.st coniine myself c.vchisivcly to the display of 
spoiitaneous motions aflbrded us in the vegetable king- 
dom ; but it may' be preliminarily mentioned, that sub- 
stances completely inorganic, in certain circumstiuiijes, 
possess what may be called spontaneous motion. Thus a 
lump of camplior, when placed in water, will revolve on 
its axis for several lioiirs ; and if it is forcibly arrested, 
it will immediately, when set at liberty, recommence its 
revolutions. There is a salt, called an iodide of mer- 
cury hy chemists, which simulates sp'ontaneoui; motion. 
'W'hon it is newly formed, it la yellow. If it i.'$ watched 
beneath the inicroscoi>c, it is fyiuud tnat each cryst’aHinc 
jumps over, and Instantly changes its huo' from 
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I yul^vv to a vivid scarlet. Such, and similar iiishmcus, 
j are not unlreiiueut : a satisfactory explanation of the 
• cause of tlic motion has not heon given. In the dfst of 
tlie instances cited, ft would be cu^mous t > irtquire if tins,

I Vidu.icary motion is so commonly regarded as tlic 
! peculiar attribute of animals, possessed of the, as we 
believe it, necessary a]»paratns of nerves and muscles, 
tliat, in ignorance of other powers capable of ])rodiicing 
vijliini.iry or spontaneous motion, arc slow to admit 
the existeiKti' of such motion in that portion of organi.sed 
cTcation, the vegetable -world, which is ]‘urniislie(l wirh 
no demonstrable nerves or muscles. It will be the oo- 
ject of the presiMit pa})er to indicate a fi*\v f|f tliose 
instances in vegetable life which appi-ar to point Ui the 
op])C)site eoiu-hisum — that motion, and even locomotion, 
are not conlined to tlio narrow limits of animal organi- 
sations. • 

'Ihe sleep and rc-opcning of flowers and leaves aliewil 
a familiar and very common inst.Hiice of a species (»f 
spontaneous motion in plants. The humble daisy opens 
with the morning’s sunrise, and closes at sunset; and 
^raccnlloch remarks, ‘that nothing but permanent force 
can keep the voiing daisy open wlien it lias closed for 
the night.’ Jf its petals arc separated, it w ill again clone 
witli a species of action not unnke tluit of a sphincter 
muscle. But many llowtrs observe, with a pneision 
of the finest striking cliarachr, certain periodisni in 
their (ipening and closing, -which serves to bring out 
more forcibly the uppavently spoilt ii^jcoiis nature of 
those movements. Limi.i'us elaims the credit of ha\- 
ing constructed a table of their varying, and yet al- 
mo»t invariable motions, which he ilenominates ‘ t’lor.i’s 
f!loek’ — the first hour on which is tliivo in the moru- 
ing, and th»j lust ten at luglit. t-Iomc species of ilic 
convolvuli aunouuce the beginning of the lloral d.y', 
and others — the purple — itn close. Many fh.wcrs 
also open at stated hours of tin* day, but some Jo'^e 
again long before the sun lias sot ; ami again, it is 
familiar ti} almost eveiy one that many open at uighr, 
and are closc'd during the <lay ; the night - blowing 
cereus is an instance. In thoc cases we a?e lur- 
nihhcil with a juost decide<l answer to those vegetalile 
l)h} siologists wlio would deny all spoiilaiieity of motion 
to the vegetable kingdom, and assert that the open- 
ing and shutting of flo’.vers. Is in cs’^ery case due to 
the i^iflnence of the sun’s liglit. It m.ny be mentioned, 
en jHissauif to show the unworthy a»'gumcnts of some 
-who deny the possession of this attribute altogether 
to plants, that one experimenter eoustruetei^ axcitieial 
leaves and flowers of two mateiialsf united into one 
bauriua, and attemptedT to overturn the theory lu re- 
ad vocated, by triumphantly exhibiting the irregular 
contortions and motions of thesg toys, produced ]>y 
their dilfering liygromctrie properties. l\Iany of the 
movements above-mentioned are unrloubtedly effected 
by the influence of the sun’s, and of other light; but 
this is no grave admission, for it remains to be 
^ shown, first, the manner in which light thus acts; 

■ and, second, the c^use why such au influence is no^ 
, invariable. The ccrcus does not expand before the 
' light ; and other flowers which do so, nevertheless close 
again under the full influence of the same cause. 'J’liat 
light, ,^3 if general rule, is essential to them, no one 
■ w-ould hesitate to admit. DeeandoDe performed .some 
iutorcstiug experiments upon this question : ho dis- 
, covered that, by a combination of six^ pow^erful lamps,

Tt has 
been prettiljs and not improbably ^conjectured, that 
this remarkable irritability w'as intended to enable tlic 
floAvcr to east off any insect intruder Avbuih might at- 
tempt to insinuate itself into it. '.riic stamina of the 
eru tns tuna, or Indian lig, wlien gently seratclit'd with a 
needle’s ]>oint, gradually take, from the erect, a reenm- 
l^ent position, and crouch dowti t(»getber at the bottrun 
of the dower, as if vithdrawing from the injury.

- It lias been not long since related that there is a plant 
growing in the Swan river colony X'ossessing yet more 
extraordinary powers of motion. Its flowers are of an 
anonialoiis structure, and it Avoiild seem that tlu; ant^jors 
form the superior, and the stigma the inferiqr lids of a 
kind of box. The upper lid docs not toui’h the under, 
but is c^^nnoctod to it by a hinge : th6y rcmuiti apart 
until some insect lights upon the llowcr ; the lid then 
instantly closes over it, and keeps it prisoner so long as 
it is turlnilent and hnxzos about : when it is quite still, 
tlic lid uncloses, and suffers it to depart from its vege- 
table loek-up : if, however, the lid fails in capturing the 
trespasser, it rises again in anticipation of a new-comer. 
Til tins case the insect, by bustling about, rubs off the 
pollen of the anthers upon the surface of the stigma, 
becoming the involuntary inediuni of eommunicating 
the fertilising influence from the one to the other. 

The spores or sporules of tlic ooufervre, soon after their 
first formation, execute niovemonls in water hearing 
the most vivid analogy t* the ciliary motion of the 
embiyo mussel, described in No. 128 of our present 
series. Tlfc ])ollen tubes of the aselejiiadeio pierce the 
w'alls of their enclosing cell, and succeed in reacdiing 
the stigma Avlierosoever it may be situated. 

There is yet another class of movements, in the parts 
of vegetables, wiiich .surjiasses all the rert in the singu- 
larity of its appearance, and in the dilfieulty of discover- y 
ing any oxciting cause for it. The sensitive plant 
forms one of the nearest of tli\;, approaches to animal 
life to be found in the vegetable kingdom, being endoiVud 
with the faculty of wliat may ho called sensation, if the 
nio.st striking evidence of feeling- -retirement from in- 
jury — is to be recognised under such a'lieail. The species 
commonly knoivn as the sensitive plant is the Mimosa 
jmdica. Wlien one of its leaflets is touched, it, with its 
fellow, closes soon after, ninl both fold up ; this is fol- 
lowed by the closure and folding up of the 'next pair of 
leaflets, and subsequently of all the leaflets cm the same 
stalk, while the stalk itself then droops and bends down 
at an articulation which has the effect of a hinge. If 
the shock communicated to the plant is pretty sharj^. 
the same consequences take place throughout the whole 
of its loaves and leaf- stalks, and it is, to speak conip.a- 
railvely, of^a rapid character. The position then as- 


sumed i.<) identical with that whicli the plant tak^ at 
night. Tile more healthy the jilant, and the more 
elevated the temperature of the stove, the more active 
and lifelike are the motions. Tlio* plant also seems to 
resjiond to the^c appai’ent injurii-j more (jiiiekly in the 
morning, and at noon, than at a later j»erind of the day. 
After a lime, it rc-opens its leaves, arid the stalk liLs 
up its Iiead, when avc may again offend it, and cause a 
second occurrence of the movement: but this irritabi- 
lity is' soon exhausted, and then reqiiires a jicriod of 
repose for its Testoratiun. A curious experiment was 
once made with one of these plants. It was taken out 
in a carriage, in lull vq^our, but as soon as tho vehicle 
began to move over a rough pavement, it drooped its 
leaves, and wa.s atfected tliroughont ; hut on the jour- 
ney, if at length seemed to have accommodated itself to 
the motion, and resumed .'ill its former a])pear.'itiee ; a 
fact wlqcli speaks A'olumcs in favour of the Mihintary 
and sensorial character of this singular at tribute — spon- 
tanof.us mol ion, * 

We have anolbor familiarly-knoAvn instance in the 
dhuirea inusciimla, Venus’s fly-trap, a native of Canada, 
spreading upon ilic ground the peculiar leaves wliu'Ii 
have originated its name. Tlicy are provided with 
teeth, and have the ap])earanee of .a rat-trap — a eoni- 
parisoii which .applies to their furu'tion as avoII. Wlicii 
tlu; insect alights upon the leaf, and touches its midnii, 
it is instantly caught by Iluj springing ii]) of the lateral 
valves of the leaf: and so great is the force and velocity 
of this .act, that the tly is crushed to death, fl'lierc has 
been an ingenious surmise that the object of this eon- 
trivaiiee is to furnish the ]>lant wilb a «]ieei(s of ibed 
for which it se»‘ms to entertain tJiis extr.iordmary pn*- 
dileeliou. There is ahumhle, and, by contrast, a feelile 
instance of a similar nature in a little British ].l;mf ealleil 
the suii-dew', found growing in hogs and ivet luvaths. tlu; 
leaves of wfliielffaiii covered with a gummy e\i:d.ilion, 
which prevents the escape of the insects alight mg uiion 
them, and the.so arc subsequiaitly further scoured l)y the 
leaves slow'ly lidding over them. 

Dceaiulollc tells us that there is ,a species <>f ac'.acia. a 
native »)f Senegal, which goes by a name eorro^ipoiulm'r 
to ‘ Goo<l-mormug;’ because, when touched, its leavi s 
bow down .as if to salute those who toucli them, 'riu re 
is also a plant, a native of Dominica, called ‘ the sen- 
tinel,’ from the fact Unit its leaves keep up, as it were, a 
(‘onstaiit Avateli : one of them is alwaiys on the i/ui i h'v ; 
the leaf is bent ilowai, tlieii rises .and assumes its erect 
po.silion, and there is an uuinterrui>ted suceeshiDU of t.ueh 
evuluti6iis ill this curious plant to the ample jushtiea- 
tion of its .approyiriate title. 

Of all the Avonderful moA’cmciils in plants, there is 
notone Avliii-h excites more astonishment than that of 
tho Desmodniiiiy or Ilvdi/sarum (jifrans : Ave could not 
find a more apiiropriute name for'it than the ‘ vegetable 
elironometcT.’ Its Inibitat i.s the banks of the v’ver 
G.aiiges, where, indeed, under the fostering inflneiiec of 
the fertilising mud, the humid air, and Ibu fervid sun, 
it is alone to l>e found in tlie plenary enjoyment of its 
remarkalAb poweii'i. Beneath the slanting sunbeam 
and the muddled air of our own cUmato, even in our 
Ixjst stoves, the movement, Iherc .so vigorous, dwindles 
to ffxjhle agitation — suffieiently remarkable, hoAvover, to 
make it one of tho evrifJ'^ities of the conservatory. It 
requires a tempcr.'iture exceeding 100 degrees Ealireii- 
licit for the full devolopincnt of its mobile powers. 

The lateral leaflets of the plant are in perpetual 
motion under favourable conditions — a motion of a 
periodic character. One leaflet will rise until it attains 
a considerable angle, .and then, by a succession of little 
ktarts, comparable to the intermitting motion of the 
Bceoiid’s haiul of n Avateli, it is depressed to an equal 
angle, ami then begins to rise. While one leaflet rises, 
its felloAv falls, and between them they keep a con- 
tinual o.seillatory motion. This movement does not 
cease during tlie night: in fact, in its own climate, it 
has a fair title to the perpetual motion jiAvard. T^ is

It is ve^v true that 
linen is not a whit the hotter ornamentrj of tl^s 
kind ; but it is cipuilly undeni.ihle that people are taken 
with such cmhollislunents : the eye is pleas*.d, if not llie 
judgment, and how niueli arc all mankind impo<!ed on 
by what charms the senses ! to the slip iu que^lioll, 
what was it radically but adiit of paper, not worth a 
farthing ? Yet what did art not do for it? In tlio first 
plnec, it daubed it over with a pen-greeii colour; next, it 
gave it a gloss rivalling the surface of poli.'^licd marble;

OCCASIQNAL NOTKS. 

DISCOVKIIV or copper mines in ATJ-STRALIA. 
Apter tlie great depression which the Australian co- 
lonies have suffered of late, it is gratifying to find that 
a new impulse has licen given to the energies pf the 
: colonists around Adelaide by the disi'ovcry of rich mines 
i ofs..ipp(*r. The discovery of the copper ore was entirely 
I accidental. A .son of Taptain Ilagot, in his ch.ance 
rambles, had jiickcd up a greenish stope, and carried it 
(' luMiie, where it excit? 1 some attention. A short while 
j afterwards, IVfr Dutton, liaving gone to the same lo- 
1 cnlity in seandi of some stray cattle, was attracted by a 
I greenish -looking substance imbedded in the shaly rock, 
which Ihere rose to the surface, lie carried home a 
specimen, and, showing it to his friend Bagot, itvas 
ascertained to he an ore of copper of the same'^nature 
as the Rpi'cimen found by his son. The pext object of 
these enterprising gentlemen Avas to get possession of 
the land embracing this hidden treasure. Tliis they 
did by a regular purchase from government of eighty 
. acres, at the price of one pound sterling per acre. It 
appears that there is no reserve made by government 
in flic sale of lands, but that all minerals, and'every- 
tliing else, become tbe sole property of the purchaser. 
As the copi»er ore in this locality comes to the surface 
of the soil, the working of such a mine is a compar.v 
tvvely easy task ; and some C'oriiish miners lieiiig on the 
spot, operations were c<^mnienccd immediately, and in 
due time a quantity of the ore was sent to Kngland. It 
was found that the ores eonsi^sted of a carbonate and 
Nulphuret of copper ; ami so rich were they, that, on an 
average, they furnished 29 1 per cent, of pure metal ; and 
tlic sale of the ore at Liverpool brought an average of 
1...24, 8s. Id. per ton— a jiriee greatly above that of any‘ 
British ores, or (;ven i f those of South America, with 
one exception. Tim average price of British and ICuro- 
pean ores is from L.ri to 1.,.0 per Ion ; and the Houth 
American brings from Ii.l() to L.l.'i, the richest bi'ing 
Ja 29. The enterprising proprietors of the Knpunda 
mine, ascertaining that some adjoiTrir.g lands contained- 
copper also, became purchasers of additional ground; 
but tbe value of the mines having now to some extent 
transpired, th6 price per acre was raiseil tenfold. An- 
other lofjality containing very rich ore was soon after 
discovered in the Mount liofty range of hills, about ten 
miles fro^ Adelaide. This, called the MoiitiwuU copper 
mine, has ,]&een purchased by a company, and is now 
also ia fuffi^peration. From the number of buffaloes in 
the courft^, the facility of carrying the ore to the ship- 
ping port is very great Improved modes of roasting the 
ores, and tlms lessening- greatly their bulk, is also being 
^■adopted. The whole colony is in activity, and the Wde, 
if pursued witiV moderate caution and prudence, is likely 

^ 


to be of essential importance to the community. Nut 
only is the British market open for the commodity, but 
there is also a wddo field in India, China, and other 
parts of the world. 

A volume just published by Mr F. Dutton on Sontli 
Australia and its mines,* affords an interesting detail 
of this Vi'cent discovery, as well as the most recent ' 
notice of the trade •and prosjiects of South Australia. 
Tlic colonies appear to lie gradually recovering from 
the lale eflects of over-importation and excessive sjieeii- 
lation. (.’attli* arid sheep are in siieh abuncianec, that 
the principal consumiit consists in melting doNMi the 
c.arcasscs in order to obtain their tallow. The ncwly- 
di.seovered mines, however, promi‘?c to employ some- 
what moje prolit.-ibly the nmsiailar powers of the buffa- 
loes, as well as* to furnish .steady and profitable labour 
to a considerable number of miners, engineers, and other 
artisans required for mining operations.

the hccr. Kow, no day pusses without some of the in- i ! 
habitants of Jena returning home in the e\ ening highly | 
intoxicated; and tlfo Idiotic and debirrned children arc 1 1 
regarded as tlio offspring of fathers .'iddicted to lliis | j 
pernicious beverage. — This is a curious surmise, aud j j 
one whicli after-experienoc is most likely to confirm ; | ; 
for there is no reason why mental deformity should not i 
lie transmissible as well as physical malformation — | 

which, unluckily, is but too well-authenticated. And | 

should it be confirmed, what a fearful responsibility do I 
such men incur, wlio, through vicious propensities, not j 
only destroy their own constitutions, but transmit to i 
their innocent offspring an enfeebletl frame, and the I 
worst of all maladies — a hopeless imbecility of mind ! j 
t)ur chief J distinguishing characteristic in creation is , 
MIND, the noblest of all tlie Creator’s gifts; and no 
oftcMice can he more enormous than the dobaseinont of 
that gift by voluntary indulgence in gross and un- 
seemly practices. Most people, indeed we might say 
all, niuke a great profession of regard for their olV- 
spring; but w^e question that sincerity in every case 
where there exists not a strict attention to such habit* 
of life as will, to the best of human knowledge, secure 
f«»r that progeny a sound and healtliful constitution. 

The basis of a sound constitution, bodily and intelloc- 
tmally, is infinitely n.ore valuable tbnn any other bc- 
queathment a parent can make. Without the one, life 
cannot be an enjoyment *, without the other, progress 
is utterly unattainable. 

NOVEL IMPORTATIONS. 

Some ten or twelve years ago, people were amazed 
when fresh eggs and butter, live poultry and cattle, were 
steamed from^ Ireland and the north of Scotland for 
the consumption of the great metropolis; now what 
shnjl they s.ay to arrivals of live turtle and pine-apples 
from the West Indies, early potatoes froyi the Bermu- 
das, and potatoes, green-pease, and young onions from 
Portugal, and cucumbers from Holland? Yet such

will shortly be as common us veal, and pine-apples 
be i)laced on every respectable table, not, us formerly, 

, on loan from the fruiterers, but the b^na fide to-be- 
enjoyed property of tlic host* Last^uimncr we had 
vsevenil arrivals of pine-apples, and this season we see 
' •four already announced, so that ordinary-si/ed pines, 
of delicious flavour, may be calculated upon at scarcely 
one-tenth of what t|^ey would Iiave cost under the un- 
certain and scanty supi>ly of tlie home grower. Early 
I potatoes fioin the liennudas and Tortugal, anticipating 
our own supply by a month, is certainly a novelty; 
and w o see no reason w hy, instead of ‘ two hundred 
and fij’ty-five barrels,’ there may not l)e fifty times that 
amount, and yet the importer meet with a fair remu- 
nerating profit. In our northern latitude, ‘\»'e nebd never 
hope to compete in earliness w’ith the more favoured cli- 
mates of Tortugal, Madeira, and the West Indies ; but 
by our steam navigation, which makes tlicse countries, as 
it w'ere, pa|;t and parcel of our own island, wc may enjoy, 
at a reasonable expenditure, all the delicacies of the 
trojiics, and yet secure the healthful invigorating ad- 
vantages of oiir own temperate clime. Nor, under the 
cultivation of j)eace and the extension of steam naviga- 
tion and railways, <lo we see any limit to this gratifying 
interchange of commodities. Wc have now American 
icc, as well as American cotton and corn ; West India 
turtle and pine-apples, as well as West India rum and 
sugar; early potatoes, green-pcase, and grapes from 
Tortugal, as well as Portuguese oranges, raisins, and 
wines nor is there any cause why we may not liave 
every oUkt foreign delicacy, however rare and evanes- 
cent.

j Dr llidfour, in the Northern Journal of Medicine, de- 
; scribes liie occurrence of necrosis ii^^tlift jaw-bones, caused 
! by continued cs’po^snre to the fumes of phosphorus, in 
! jicrsoii'^ employed in the lucifer manufactories. The 
di])pmg the pieces of w'ood in the phosphoric mixture, 

I ini(l the drying the matches afterwards, it appears, are 
' e.irru'd on in an ill-ventilated room, where the girls aiv* 

. who are eini)loyed m the factories, and who pass from 
ti'civc ft) tliirtecn hours daily in these roonns, exposed 
! 1o excessive heat, and tlie fumes given off by th«3 phos- 
j pliorii,! w’liicli is used. In each inaiiufaett)ry from 
thi’ic lO four pounds of phosphorus are daily employed 
1 in tl)c j)roduetion of from one to two millions of nuitelies, 

! Uie mere drying of whicli must give no inconsiderable 
I (luantity of phosphoric fumes, to which alscf must be 
1 added tlie quantity of metaphosidioric acid produced 
! by the burning of sundry parcels, which, in spite of care, 

I is no inliequcnt occurrence. It would seem that coii- 
i t timed exposure to the phosphoric fumes for a length 
i of years is requisite to produce tlie disease, as no cases 
• w'(|ie observed at Vienna until the manufactories had 
j been at work upwards of eleven years. {Scrofulous sub- 
; jeets suffer must, and in them the disease is most fatal. 

I Almost all the girls employed have the gums more or 
less alfected, and at tlieir junction *vith the*teeth, a red 
ulcerated line, like that produced by mercurial salivil^ 
tion, is apparent. When the individual is robust, and 
the necrosis confined to a small portion of the bone, ex- 
fidiation takes place, and a griylual cure follows ; but 
where there exists any tend^mey to scrofula, phthisis 
becomes developed, and the patient sinks under the 
combmatiun. 

To counteract, as far as possible, this distressing 
malady, the Austrian government has, with praise- 
worthy alacrity, ordained the observance of the follow- 
ing jirecautions : — Ist, That the matches must not ue 
permitted to I'c dried in the workroom, and, if pos- 
sible, this must take place in one situated above it; 
2d, tlgt every second hour the girls be obliged to 
wash tbtir moutiis weH with acidulated w'ater ; and 3d,^ 
that they be sent out twice a-day to take their meals, 
and get some fresli air. Tiiese precaution^ arc ordained 
on the rccommeudation of a medical cotamissioiy pre- 
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cautions which, with the addition of frequent w ashing, 
and exposure of the cloths to air and sunshine, migdit 
bo beneficially adopted in many of our large factories, j 
w'lierc metallic and other fumes fire continually being j 
less or more inhaled by the workpeople. * !

At 
ten o’clock a f.Dwd of yoiiu}? mi‘n, excited by the presti- 
culations of flic Dumb (iirl. and the patriotic ebullitions 
of Masaniello. rushed into llic streets, sboutiug * Viii fa 
hherte !' ‘ fn Ih'hjnjuc !* * A has Van Maavfv who 
■was at that lime the obnoxious minister rd‘ justice. 
Tl'iey' met witli no resislaTie.c ; they paraded tlic stre<‘ls, 
finiashiiu; hunps and windows, until so forniidablo be- 
came the inoh, that the gensd’arrn^s were afraid to 
interfere. They at length broke into the simps <»f gun- 
smiths, and othcrwis«fj provided tlicmaelves uith every 
description (ffarnis; and then procccdcl Pi'llii; bouse of 
tin* offen.sive Van Maanen, into which they f<‘iv‘*d an 
entrance; and aft(*r destroy i!\" the furniture, ansi every- 
thing they could find, they set fire to tlic pnnniM's. 
The flames, agitated fy the ulnd, rose wifh terrifn* 
grandeur, and tlircafcncd to destn'y tlic sn.'r.mndiog 
houses ; for no engines or means of extiiignisliing the 
fire were permitted to'*appro;ich. Thus, before jhu- 
breaU, tlie town was in a .'itate of opt^ii and eoinpleb' 
insurreetuui.

The fate of them two 
noldenicn has deservedly met with sympathy : they 
were, in the highest sen.‘<e (f the word, patriots; and 
tliey both foil vietiins to the treaehcTy and cruelty c’f 
the Duke of Alva, who signali.sed Ids return into 
Brus.sels, after the dissolution of the confederacy whieli 
had been organised to shake off the Spanish yoke, by 
an indiscriminate number of cyeeutions. 

'rile, Hohl «ie Ville is considered a very fine example 
of what is called t!ie Lombardo- Gothic style of arclii- 
kH'ture, and is surmounted h< a very light, and elegant 
spir in nprui frelwork, through the .sides of which the 
sky on either ude is visible. Upon its top is a statue 
of iri jViohael, tin? jaitroii saint of Bni.^sels, wdiieh 
swerves to and fro with ttie wind, ami serves as a wea- 
tliorcock. This is remarkable for not being in 

the centre of the hnilding; still tin* defei’t docs not im- 
pair, at least to an nnprofes.sional eyi*, the hivinty of 
the edifice. The interior possesses little to interest the 
visitor, excepting the salon or hall in w hich tlie Krepe- 
ror ('harles V. abdicated his thr<>i>^^ Hero, rising froyi 
his chair of state, supported on one shie by liis sister, 
the queen-dowager of Hungary, and on the other by 
bis 8on, in tlic prcwnce of the august apsemhluge which 
he Ifhd oo»Yened to give befitting solemnity to so im- 
portant aid evt?nt, the enfeebled nmuarcb, w'ith ‘an air 
of dign|ty^ without o.stcntation,’ explained the rea.sons 
which irigliced him to resign the seeyitre which he e.mild 
no longer^wjeld for the benefit of his people; and his 
s»)n, kneeling at his feet, received that wise and paternal 
admonjiti^ which should lie inscribed on the hearts rf 
kings, 'This interesting event is depicted on some 
cunousi^d t.ip(3Stry.

d’he cathedral of Saint Urudnlc po.s.«,e.‘'..sos mans fine 
statues and interesting monnments. It v a-? enriched 
.at one time hv sij.tw. altar.s, v. hieh wore inagmfu-enfly 
wrought; Imt thiywere all deslrovid ihiring tin* in.sanc 
riots of the leonoelas1.s, or Jniage-Hreaker.s, at tlie h’e- 
foriiiation. In tlic blindru’s.s of tluar zeal, they armed 
Iheniselves with h.atchet.s, hlndgeoPR, luirnmers, and 
other w'( aymns, with wdiieh tluy broke into the eliajicl.s 
.and eliureiu'S and ih stroycd wliat tliey considered to he 
symbols only of i<l»>latry. This catliedral w'as attacked 
by tor'dilight, at midnight, by an imnumse multitude of 
armed men ; and the systenuitic manner in whieli they 
aeeoinpli.shed its yiillage, without a .single accident Iriy)- 
pening nniong the tnnndtwous evildoers thcnisclve.s, 
h.'is been .a subject of wonder to historians.

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A 11 w c^L'i^n^'s aj^o, I was injured to atl-end, and 
finally tt) oriaipy tlie cliair, at a public mreting in 
I]Jinl)iir{j:li, called fi) consider the condition of the ope- 
ralive bakers of the town and neighbourhood. There 
was soiucthing so reniarkahle in the appearance of the 
assevn hinge, and so much occurred to interest the feel- 
inj(s, that I may he exeiiscd for drawing public atten- 
tion to the subject. 

It appears, from statements on the occasion, that the 
condition of this class of men lias long been one of (*x- 
trcine discomfort, as avoII as of bodily and mental dc- 
torioration. Tlirnst into tin* husiiie,ss wliih* boys, they 
m.iy he said, from fir.st to last, to loud a dog sort of life. 
'I’hey :*ire usually hoarded in the houses of their cm- 
pl*'yfTs ; and conmicncmg n ork somcliuics us early as 
til i ce o'clock in tlui morning, llie># (fb not cease till 
five or si\ in the eviuiiiig, if not luler. On come oc- 
casions, particularly about Christmas, they labour as 
many us eighteen or twenty hours ii-day. The only 
satiation of their toil in the heated atmosphere of the 
h:ikel’.ous(', is the duty of carrying out bread to cus- 
tiuncrs, Avhicli, in all small establish men Is, is done on 
vueilcii boards poiMid on the head. I know of no spec- 
tacle in ordinary labour so much calculated to c.vcito 
emotions of compassiim, as that of a lad, of fourteen or 
fifteen years of age, staggering along under one of these 
heavy hunlcns. A natural consequence of this e^iuipli- 
eation of iu-door labour in a close heated atmosphere, 
and the ouf.-door labour under head burdens, is a poor 
state of health, frequently attended by distortion of the 
limha and body. The appearance of some of the indi- 
vitluals at the meeting spoke impressively of this jdiy- 
deterioration, and was more convincing th.-iii the 
most elo(pient appeals that there is something radically 
wr(*ng ill the system. 

Tlie moral evils, however, have always b(i;n more 
observable than the physical. ILaving little* or no op- 
portunity for improving the higher faculties of tlie mind, 
tlu*y grow up in iguoranee, and with a predominance of 
the ,mimal passions, itobort Ferjuisson, Edinburglfs 
own laureate, speaks of the uproarious doings of the 
‘ ba.xtcr lads’ of his time, and of the terror they inspired 
in the ancient military body composing the Town-Guard. 
They are certainly less now, than formerly, a trouble to 
the peaceably-disposed part of the community, having 
participated in the general improvement of manners ; 
but, by their owm melancholy confession, they form a 
loss respected class than other tradesmen. Nor, in pre- 
sent circiynstances, can it be materially otherwise. 
When they* attempt to devote an hour in the evening 
to literary recreation, they drop asleep. Attendance on 
lectures — those useful engines of improvement in the 
humbler departments ft socicty—is pr<8cluded to tl^/ftn. 


A clcrgyicati present at the meeting toidc occasion to 
mention, that o» many of this jflass of operatives he 
found it pretty nearly impos.sible to make any distinct 
impression in spiritual matters. They could not uiider- 
st.md what %as said : their intellectiiul faculties wore 
seeiiiiiigly in a state of dormancy : excessive^ aiul iiro- 
tracted Aiily toil had fallen like a blight on the .*!onl. 
On Sundays, it was with great dilUculty they could < 
refrain from sinking into slumber during divine service. 

Another serious ground of complaint is the method 
of rcmiincraling tAuni for their stp-vices. In.stcad of 
giving them a staled wage in juoney, it is customary to 
pay them partly in money and partly in kind. 'I’hcir* 
board and lodging is considered as Mortli so much. But 
such board — such lodging! One man, with a flow of 
natural and aflectiug (‘loquence, mentioned that ’ lie 
had lately J>ecn one of pix, among whom there were only 
Iw'o beds, .and these were placed in i\ dark clo«et, in 
which it w'as infj»»\ssible to stand upright, ’rherc. w'jia 
no sitting .ajjartmciit. 'Die mc.als \vc*re taken in the 
bakehouse. Here he made an elFort to read a book 
w'hen the <lay’s work w;;s over, hut the mfi.stcr Avould 
nob permit the gas to he biunt ; and as lie did not like 
to sit in thg dark, or immediately to go to bed, lie spent- 
a couple of hours walking about Hu* street.’ 'I’liis was 
po.ssibly an extremo case; yet there ajipcars siiflu-icnt 
evidence to prove that the practice of hoarding and 
lodging tlie.se men is exceedingly ofl’ciisivc and perni- 
cion.s. At the very least, it Ihrow.s an obstacle in tlic 
way of their marrying, and is consequently product ive 
of much demoralisation. AVlun a journeym.'ui marries 
in the face of every impediflient, he runs the greatest 
risk of being discharged : .among his comp.anions he is 
said ‘to be done for;’ it being a belief .among inu.stirs 
th.at a married ni.an will not si niple to steal in order 
to support his Avife and family. \\ liat a ri'velatioii 
of the social condition of this eli«s of workmen! If 
true, how deplor.ahlc that things .should have come to 
tuch a pass that theft is presumed to be the only 
alternative of pcmi-starvation ! One man at the meet- 
ing jjaukly owned Ih.'ij^/Avlien a lid, he could not have 
lived witlioiit tho daily commission of this mean and 
dete.slaldc^'ice ! ’ 

Slow to believe sweeping condenmations of any body 
of tradesmen, T should ini.agine thattliose master bakers 
wlio i>ersist in the practices avowedly so obnoxious, will 
plead the not unriiasonahle excuse, that they pay for 
' .assistance onl^' in corn spondcncc with the state of the 
labour market— 'that if great numbers of men ivill gladly 
take a small reimincration, it would he folly for them to 
give more. Supposing this to be the ease, tho founda- 
ti§ti of the mi.schief would seem to be the overcroAvding 
of boys in4o the hu.dncss, producing an undue competi- 
tion of hands ; in short, there are too many cy^atives 
in proportion to the number of masters, and wages arc 
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accordingly kept dowj). Acknowledging the practical 
application, in tlic present instance, of this sound maxim 
in political tc(nionjy, I w'oiild at tho same time submit, 
that tlie cnm'jiict complained of aggravates the evil, and 
. roads on o!ni)Io 3 or,s. The sufferings of the journeymen 
dispose them to embrace the earliest opportunity of 
gokig into business on their own account, and thus 
the trade is greatly overdone and deteriorated. X^is 
was clearly made out at the meeting, from the state- 
nionta of individuals who had formerly been operatives ; 
and it is only another proof that every transgression 
carries in it the ele&ents of its owm punifbment. 

It was gratifying to learn that it is only a portion 
of the trade whose arrane*."meiit8 are open to complaint. 
All re.spectable bakers appoint regular and not too pro- 
tracted hours of da^y labour, pay a mor^lir w'agc, and 
T^rrnit the men to live where and liow^'^y please. 
This fact verifies another maxim, the force of wViich 
has been too Igng in feeing acknowledged — that it is not 
capital, but poverty which is the realr tyrant of labour. 
The monied man, conducting a large business, can afibnl 
to be liberal ; he can safely, and in a mamter gratifying 
to his feelings, grant indulgences to those in his employ- 
i ment which the man in struggling circunistacces dare 
I not aim at. Heaven pity the servant of a poor man ! 

I ^the rich man’s servant needs no pity, 
j This brings me to the consideration of what may be 
j done to remedy the grievances cornpjained of. It seemed 

. to be the feeling of«the meeting that the only cure would 
consist in the public dealing exclusively with persons 
"wlio were known to treat their ineu with justice and 
hiiHianity. 1 will not say that this might nbt have 
some effect ; hut, on general grounds, I would deprecate 
bringing the principle of exclusive dealing into opera- 
I tion. Besides, viewing the matter coolly, the public 
I camnot be brought, by appeals to feeling, td deal with 
1 any one man in prefeience to another. Wo must look 
this fact in the face, that no housewite has any other 
j thought in buying her loaves than whpro she can 
I get them best and cheapest. Overlooking what may 
! he done by fewer hands pressing, or being pressed 
j into tlie profession, and also passing (»ver what may 
j J )0 cffci'tcd by a mere expression of public sympathy, 

I 1 can see no other rational basis for a regeneration 
j of the baking trade than this: To mend the thing 
rightly, cai)ital must bring forward her Herculean re- 
I sources. The baking of bread has all along been coii- 
' ducted ill large towns oil too narrow a scale. Even the 
greater iiuinlicr of tho largest concerns are too small. 
The living of too many families is taken out of the sale 
of a comparatively trilling quantity of material. 'J’he 
object should be to give tlup public bread at the smallest 
possible ndvaneq on the cost of tlie grain — not by screw- 
ing down poor lads to a miserable pittance of wages, 
but b)’ tho application of capital ; in a word, introducing 
the factory principle into the trade. 

( It is at present customary for the bakers of Ijondoii 
'ilp buy fiour from inillcrs ; the millers buy from grain- 
. dealers; and the grain-dealeift buy from the growers. 

I an accuniulatiou of 'pvimsii all laid ultimately oi^. 

the price of bread! In Eduiburgh, the bakers buy 
directly from tbq^ growers or^hiiporters ; but as they 
pay for grinding, and impart u pfbfit to siib-8cHers,S;hey 
stand pretty ipucji on the same footing. Should not all 
this clums 3 i^.:|>Wce 8 S be remodelled? Shoulti not the 
maker of file bread in all cases bdy directly from the 
grower, beliis own miller, and also, as far as possible, 
his owm retailer? * Impossible! It is roach too com- 
plicated a trade to prevent the conjunction of so many 
departments 1’ Is this assumption quite o:rtain? 

Ill the course of April 1 had occasion to bo in Car- 
lisle, and to spend a forenoon verv pleasantly in going 
over what, I believe, is one of the largest baking estab- 
lishments in the world. This bread and biscuit factory, 
as I may boll it, was commenced a number of years agfe ; 
and from small beginnings, has risen, under tlie eu- 
liglitGii^ management of its proprietor, J. D. Cgrr, to 
its prescut huge dimensions. It consists of a cluster of 


substantial structures, built of the red sandstone of* the 
district, and surromiding a quadrangular courtyard. 

On entering, we are first shown the source of all the 
mechanical movements in the concern. This is a low- • 
pressure steam* engine’of fifty-horse power —a very fine 
I piece of mechanism ; and not less so is the furnace and 
boiler apparatus; for by an ingenious, yet simple ar- i 
rangement, the fiie feeds and clears itself ; in fact, the 
whole .affair seems to go on as steadily, and with as 
little attention, as a wheel impelled by ordinary water 
power. The principal duty of the steam-engine is to ‘ 
move the mill, which it closely adjoins. Here, likewise, 
there are some ingenious economical arrangements. A 
mill, as is well knowb, consists of two circular stones ; 
tlie upper, *>vhich is moveable, pla} ing round on* the 
lower, which is fixed. It usually happens that, after 
I working for a fi!w hours, the stones become heated by 
the constant friction ; this heat is communicated to the 
grain, and raises from it a certain steam or moisture ; 
and the moistened material adhering to the .stoiuts, 
lessens the friction, and causes the mill to b(‘ sto]>ped. 
Heating alone, without raising a moisture, is almost 
equally detrimental; and anyVay, ordinary grinding is 
imperfect where there is a great deal to be done. No 
plan has proved so effectual for remedying this defect 
us one — ^tlie subject of a patent — which I savv in this 
establishment. Krom a small fiinncr-likcs apparalus, 
moved by a belt from the engine, a stream of cold air is 
conducted in tubes to the interval between the stories 
(the admission being by orifices which pirforato the 
lower stone); and by this simple and perfectly inex- 
pensive arrangement the aiiparatus is kept always cool 
and workable. The mill may go incessantly for twelve 
months, and yet it wnll be in as good order at the end as 
at the beginning. Mr Carr told me thiir, by tins con- 
trivance alone, l^c could grind liis materials at a sliilling 
a bag lower than diiy miller using a common ap]>ai*atus 
is fit to do. He employs four sets of stones, aud the 
quantity of wdieat ground by him annually produces 
1 57,000 stones of Hour, or about 8000 bags, all of which 
are baked into bread and biscuits witliin the jiremises. 

The flour, on being ground, is carried by a connecting 
apparatius to the sifters or dressers, and thence, without 
being from first to last touched by hands, is lifted, in an 
endless chain of buckets, to the floors above. It is now' 
transferred to the bakehouses, which we next enter. 

The first suite is devoted to bread, tjic next to biscuits — 
there being in all thirteen ovens ; but at the time of my 
visit i^fiveral more ovens w'ere building, besides some 
other additions. The ovens aro formed of stones of 
great thickness, in order to retain an equable beat ; and 
one great beauty of all the bread and biscuit turned out 
is, that from one year’s end to the other every article is 
of a uniform gentle brown tinge. Among ten thous.-md 
loaves, you could not detect the slightest diirereuce of 
one from another. Tlie bread is prepared by men f but 
tlie biscuit is kneaded, rolled into sheets, and stamped 
into form by machinery. The biscuits are of two shapes 
— ^round,^nd small oblongs. The round ones arc stamped 
by cylinders, unfier which the sheets of dough pass; 
but the small oblong fancy kind are impressed by 
platens, as in printiug with hand-presses. The quantity 
of biscuits regularly made is eight stones per minute, or 
four hundred tons annually. The spectacle of so muck 
automatic and human industry is exceedingly pleasing, 
and the more so from the junior operatives being clothed 
in pure white linen jackets and aprons, and all apparently 
healthy and happy little fellows. 

The next place we are conducted into in this remark- 
•able establishment is the packing-room, where men and 
boys are putting up tin cases of biscuits for exportation 
to all quarters at home and abroad. Bolow is the large 
retail shop of tjie concern. Having walked through this, 

I was led into a department which no baker Avith ordi- 
nary resources' could be expected to organise. I allude 
to the means adopted .by Mr Uarr for the comfort and 
welfare of those in his employxnent Not to dwell 'mi- 
nutely on pact^cularSy I was Aown in succession a

Ft would give i.ic great pleasure to he able to introduce | 
the people of India to the people of England. They ! 
are .at present utter strangers ; and this slumld not he i 
the ease between two elasscs of the subjects of tlie same 
empire, who are only at a distance of betw’ecn three and ' 
four weeks from eiieh other. I ilo not mean that the ^ 
English of our day underrate the Fiulians, or treat lliem ■ 
with indiflercnce or contempt. They are far too gene- 1 
roii.s for that. They respect and xity them ; tliey are j 
willing to love them as Iwettiren. if they tamlil cv,mc to , i 
know' them bettor. Rut all tliese sentiments, In ing ■ 
founded on false d.ata, do more harm than good, tending 
to retard rather than advance the progress of the obiects 
of their chivalrous sympathy. ; 

The notion is hardly yet extinct in this country, that, 
the British overthrew the Indian empire, and siatc<l 
J.licniselvcs on the throne of tlic (ircat Mogul I ’Pliey i 
could no more have done that than they coiikl have 
stormed the moon. Tly elements of distr.iction were 
witlvn the empire; did not conic from witliout. 
The JVFogul dominion was already in fragments hcf<u-o 
the BritiHli appeared upon tlie scene; tlie grc.at pro- 
vincial officers had made themselves indopendev.t by 
means of their standing troops, and were at war with j 
the state and among themselves; and it was in the i 
character of allies and partisans that the adventurous | 
traders of tli^ west made their first essay in arms. | 

At this period the peojilc of India had no political j 
existence. The country avms traversed from en t to end , 
by armies that w'crc only banditti on a larger scale, ,'iud j 1 
whose chiefs, generally si»oaking, had raised themselves i ! 
fmiii nieanness and oh.scurity by their criims. 'fhe li 
people, 01 ^ their approach, lied from their homes to hide : \ 
tliemselves in the jungle; and when the torivnt had 
swept past, relurneil to rebuild their slicds aiu^ug the i 
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ruins they foiinrl, and cultivate anew their devastated 
fields. It was, with the rebel chiefs the English fought 
and treated/ the myriads of the people being like ants 
beneatli tlieir feet ; and when circumstances had led or 
forced them* into a throne which was vacant of all but 
the shadow of a king, it is not wonderful that their de- 
lusion continued ; that they counted the banditti as the 
'nation, and the people as—nothing. 

But this delusion could not continue within their pAvn 
territory; for though frequently said, it is altogether 
untrue, that the English had no ddkire for the advance- 
ment in civilisation and prosperity of that country they 
had raade«their owri^ No sooner were tl^gr firmly settled 
in their territorial acli^isitions, than tlie peop^lc began 
to appear above the soibixod their rights to be examined 
and understood. It is true a thousand error, s were of 
necessity committedfby conquerors ignorant- of the lan- 
guage and character of their new subjects, and only 
grad\ially throwing off the allegiance they had under- 
taken to" the shadowy empire or one of ‘its high ofiicors — 
the Dewan of Bengal. But the pat/ent and laborious 
efff)rts they made to arrive at true theories of education, 
law, police, and revenue, are on record ; fend it is not 
less strange than true, that the grand hindrance they 
found was in their own fontastic respect for«a regime 
I that had passed away. They would rule the Moham- 
"^medans by their own law, under which th(? dominion 
had fallen in pieces by its intestine dissensions; and 
going baek beyond the Mohammedan conquest, they 
would deal justice fo the Hindoos uiuler a S3’stem which 
I had led to a national fall as contomptiidc and coward-like 
•as any that is mentioned in history. * We are the suc- 
cessors of the Moguls,* said they, ‘ and we must there- 
fore govern like them j wc are likewise the successors 
of the Hindoo princes, a couple of (’cnturics earlier, and 
we must therefore rule as nearly as possible according 
to the system of Menu.’ But it was vain fifr them to 
struggle against that destiny of which they were the 
blind and unconscious agents. The k?ngdom was not 
given to them for the purpose of buihlin^ up anew a 
regime under which a grejit people had remained, not 
I merely without progress, but in a state of active decline, 
from a iieriod much earlier than the epo(;h of Alexander 
the Grc.it. Tlie fulness of time was now cornc, and 
India was to submit to the fate of the ancient nations 
of the west — to he broken in pieces botli morally and 
politically, and new and nobler forms constructed from 
the fragments. 

But while the English were, year after year, intro- 
ducing into their own territories a closer and closer 
approximation to the rights of Europe, the fatal delusion 
went on which had governed from the first their trans- 
actions with the banditti ^around them. Tlicy could 
recognise the people among themselves; but, with a 
true insanity, refused to believe in their existence else- 
where. The chief and his robber troops wore with 
them all in all ; and even when they beat them in battle, 
they legalised their spoliations by treaty. It was the 
custom of the Mogifi invaders to give up some towns to 
pillage, even when iio resistance had been made, as a 
right belonging to the army; and in like manner itwas4 
and is, a part of the coronation ceremony of the Mali- 
ratta princes to order a few Ihops in the town to be 
robbed. But these transactions uTay be reckoned, iif the 
one case, * the fortune of war ; ’ and in the other, merely 
a little peculiarity of taste, characteristic of d rude and 
despotic government. The annual efvcursions, however, 
of the Mahratta armies in the amusement of kingdovv 
taking^ are more to the {vresent purpose. Just before the 
Biudarrie war, in 1817, one of Sindia’s generals, for 
instance, was still luckier than usual ; for setting out 
from Gwalior, according to custom, when the religious 
fc^t’val of the Duseyra was over, he captured, succes- 
xeven districts of seven diflbrent states, yielding, 
cofifectivelv, twenty-one lacs and a half of mp^s in the 
.jjear. Now the English were, by this time, the lords 
^ramount of India, and the Pindarrie war wus under- 1 
bjjhein, it may be said, as the police of the coun- i 


try — the Pindarries being simply robbers on a great 
scale, without the territorial possessions which cdiisti- 
tutc robbers princes. The war ended in the extermi- 
nation at the Pindarries, and in a treaty with the 
Mahrattas, hi^which the latter were guaranteed and 
confirmed in the kingdoms they had ‘ taken P This for- 
bearance, moderation, and magnanimity, were applauded 
by the English at home, just as they applaud to-day tfie 
samo qualities which have given up, for a (cav months 
longer, a fine country, with a peaceful and industrious 
population, to the bnital ravages of the Sikh soldiery. 

But all this stubbornness, alxjtted as it is by the 
unreflecting generosity of the people of England, al- 
tliougli it must of ^ourse retard the progress of the 
Indians, can no longer stop it. The revolution has 
comiTiPnccds and no human power can permanently 
arrest its course. Wo have no enemies in India but the 
princes,, and tliejr robber armies, from Avhom, at every 
ncAv coiWulsion, the people; fly in crowds for refuge to 
our peaceful dominion. The Hindoo mind is in a A^ery 
interesting state of transition, of which I may, by and by, 
give some account; and although the change has of 
course commenced among th(^;upper classes of the great 
towns, it is obviously spreading, however sIoavIv, through- 
out the; country. This, hoAvevor, applies cxcliiRively to 
our own territory. In the native states — tliat is, the 
states governed by native prince.s — the pi-oplc arc in a 
viorsi* jiosition than wlieii under the Mohammedan do- 
minion. Formerly, GA'cn the most brutal of their tyrants 
stood in some sort of awe of public opinion ; but now, 
thanks to the alliance of the British, they arc emanci- 
pated from all control! It is with ihnn wc Inu'e made 
tre.aties ; it is at Iheir command avc have placed our 
troops ; and the people, trampled to the dust by Chris- 
tian and heathen alike, are witliout hope. 

Tlie transition state of the Hindoos, to which I liave 
alluded, does nq!;. j^ppoar to receive from government 
the nicety of attention it riKiuires. It is exc'cllcnt to 
liberate the mind from prejudice, and relax the fetters 
of caste ; but the individual at so exciting a time is in 
great danger. The fact appears to he, that in Indhi, as 
the people become enlightened, they heoorno int(‘m- 
perato; the government, so beneficent in one respect, 
actually furnishes the means for drunkenness. This is 
tione just as church-going is encouraged by the building 
of churches, and a taste for theatrical amusements dis- 
seminated by tjie opening of neAV theatres. In India, the 
licensing system lias flooded the •heretofore sober coun- 
try with grog-hfiopa ; and now, in the Deccan, even the 
Brahnthis drink; though taking care, from reganl for 
their religious diameter, to offer the unholy potation in 
the first jdace to the goddess Dance ! The mischief has 
attracted the attention of the native prcs.s ; and iierhaps 
few Englishmen Avill be able to read without shame 
the following remonstrance, in a letter a<idressed by 
a Hindoo to one of the vernacular journals called the 
Dnyanodayii: — ‘Why does not the government lon- 
sider whether it Aidll always be able to fill its cofl'ers by 
such means as this? It may -be assured that, by allow- 
ing the sglc of intoxicating drinks to go on without re- 
straint, the Rj'ots* are by degrees reduced to a miserable 
wndition, and rendered unfit for any useful business. 
And when they shall be reduced to the lowest state of 
wretchedness and itegradation, then whence Avill the 
government obtain tfie necessary revenue ? Was there 
ever a religion known tl.at rendered it the duty of the 
people to use intoxicating drinks ? Surely no such pre- 
cept can any where be found ? And if it be not absolutely 
the duty of people to drink, then let the government 
consider how much loss arises from the use of those 
drinks, and whether it should not anxiously seek Avholly 
to prevent sucii a practice. Besides, this is not a soli- 
tary evil. Jt always comes accompanied with a crowd * 
of relatives. Those are licentiousness, gambling, theft, 
strife, &c. But why should I enumerate ? Intoxicating 
drinks are like a destrucrive river, on which float 
poverty, wretchedness, and the whole catalogue, of 
crimes. If tiiis river of death bf| allowed, without re- 
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str^nt, to flow over the land, then alas for the best 
interests of the people ! And the government will, in 
the end, learn to its sorrow that there i|i neither glory 
nor profit in reigning over a nation of drunkards.* 

This writer sjicaks more espe<iially of> the extensive 
country of the Peshwar — that nominal prime minister, 
f^it real king of the Mahrjittas, whom we very pro- 
perly dethroned, annexuig his domirnons to our own. 
lie states that, during the rule of the Peshwar, intoxicat- 
ing drinks were allowe<l to be soM only in one or two 
places, which wore never frequented by persons who 
had any regard for their reputation ; whereas, under 
tlie enlightened dominion of the British, grog-shops not 
merely flaunt ihemselves in the giieat streets, but skulk 
in the lanes and in solitary places, so iia to be sure of 
victims from every class of society. 

‘ Blit do you tliink,' adds the Hindoo, * the govern- 
intent of the Peshwar did not know that a great re- 
venue might he gained by licensing nnmerons grt^g- 
shops ? It kqew this very well ; init it could not in any- 
way h*nd its countenance! to sncli an evil busini'ss. II 
bad .some compassion upon the ])CO]de. The English 
government, on th(! oorj4r.'iry, is like those atiimals 
wliich devour their ollspring, or like those unnatural 
parents who, for a paltry sum, sell their own children, 
'riie governiiicnt ought to regard the ]»ooplo as its chil- 
dren, and watch over their interests wMth the greatest 
care; baton this niatter it bestows not the least c{»n- 
sider.ation. Tti the spirit of utter aelflshness, it .set'ks 
only to fill its own coflcrs.’ InttMuperaiice, 1 am sorry 
to add, tlnis fostereil by the British, is rii})idly iaiTcas- 
ing not only in the Uccean, but in all Ibc great cities 
of India. 

Now, what T uish to point out, using the above as an 
illustration, is the inconsistence of the peojilo <‘f Ihig- 
land in llieir trcalrncut of the people of India. Whether 
In active or passive agency, whetiuf ^y fair means or 
foul, rtH‘ E.ist fndi.i'Oompany holds at tliis moment for 
thft crown nearly the whole of a great country, sepa- 
rated by geographical features which it is impossible to 
mistake fr«nii the rest of the w'orld. The exceptions arc 
native st.'ites here sind there, belonging for the most 
part tt) the bandit chiefs 1 liave mentioned, in whh'li 
tlic people have no political existence whatever, but arc 
trodden down l)y the army to a level with the beasts of 
burthen. Is the voice of the free and noble-minded 
peo[>le of Knglund raised in behalf of those unhappy 
slavi's of the No. They tlirow' the weight of 

their intluence into the opposite scale ; they league 
themselv«'s with the oppressors, and insist that, tfle sub- 
jects shall remain for ever excluded from that law of 
progri'Sfl which rules the world under its new dispensa- 
tion. They look on with absolute unconcern at the 
perpetual torrents of blood and tears which inundate 
those countries, of which we arc, by our jwsition, the 
gujydiaus and lords paramount ; and if a linger is raised 
against the frightful regime, their sympathies are im- 
mediately up in arms in flivonr of the despot, whom 
their blind arul ignorant generosity confounds with the 
jicople, • • I 

Can I persuade them to turn these generous but mis- 1 
t.aken sympathies into o new and legitimate channel? 
We have hegiin to treat with justice and kindness in 
I many respects our Indian fellow-sibjccts j but, from an 
unhappy want of discriminatimt in an important parti- 
cular, w»e arc neutralising with one hand the benefits 
we confer with the other. Wo have introduced — neither 
from avarice nor wantonness, but from sheer want of 
reflection— among a habitually sober people, the licensing 
system of England, and are thus oonverting them, by 
Avholesale, into n nation of drunkards. Why offer the 
Indians a poison they do not askf The ofTer is only 
too readfly accepted by the Moliaramedans, who are a 
dissipated and reckless set of men ; but the ilindoo 
reciuires (and finds I) long-continued temptation before 
yielding. Even in the army, the gentle, light-hearted, 
butf gallant sepoy, exposed as he is to the corruption of 
ctU communication, Ik not yet a drunkard. Evep at 


regimental revels he usually abstains from the Cirocan 
cup ; and it is rot uncommon for his Eu^opi^aii eonir.'ide 
to exact a promise beforehand that he will carry him 
home — a task wliich is gravely and tenderly; executed by 
the simple Jlindno. 

For the sake of all that good and great, let us save • 
this interesting people, or at lea.st defer tempting them 
to debauchery till they have received enough of *tbg 
eiiUghteninent of the w est to protect themselves if they 
choose! Compared, with us, for all their ancient pa- 
rentage, they are a nation of children ; and to establish 
grog-shops among tliein, is as bad as to plant stalls of 
poisoned cake# by the door of an ^fant seliofl. We are 
fast abaxdoning the folly of a^/^pting to rule thorn by 
the laws of their ancient prmecs*, hut let us at least 
bold b}^ the policy of tlie Peshwar, in circumscribing 
the sale of intoxicating drinks. • 


RECOVERY^ OF THE ESTATES OF TITK 
OKFLEYS OF NORTON. 

A sMAi.i. voTume, under nearly this title, by the Bev. 
.Joseph Hunter, of the Record Oiru*e,’*‘ gives an accurate 
account flf a domestic, incident, which the .author of Tic- 
mainc has presented, with fietitioiia emhenishim nts, in ^ 
a w'ork called ‘ Illustrations of iliiman Life.’ There is 
not mucli in tlie real story — certainly nothing like tlie 
materials of a rominico ; yet wc venture on a brief view 
of its main particulars, in the bclletf that these will lie • 
perused witli srirue interest. It may be premised tiiiit. 
Mr Hunter’s aim is solely to show how f.ir the popular 
novelist has consulted truth, anil to prevent the truth 
of the case fn»ru being lost sight of. 

In the middle of the last century, the estate of Nor- 
ton, a ftnv, miles from Shoflield, was the property of a 
gentleman named Otlley, a Whig and noneonfurnuRt. 
At his jleath, w 1751, ho left a son, Kdnmnd, and two 
ilaughlors, all under age— tlic son being only eighteen 
.and a half years old. To this youth the estates were 
hequoathnd. Edmund Oflley had^been brought up at the 
best dissenting schools, passing some time- at one in 
Northampton, wlii(!h was under the oliarge of Dr Dod- 
dridge. lk‘ appears to have been a youth of somewhat 
w^eaic character, though not to such an extent as to pre- 
vent his making a passable appeamnec in society. It 
was then customary for the English dissenters of the 
liigher classes to send their sons to ]»c ciluc,atcd at the 
Scottish universities, there Ixiing of course no admit- 
tance for them at (ixl'ord or Cambridge, while acade- 
mical institutions of their owm were yet wanting. Ac- 
cordingly, it was determined by bis guardians tliat 
Edmund Offley should go ^ith a tutor to Edinburgh. 
The person selected for this duty w as a Air Reed, a 
clergyman of the established churcli ; in which respec t 
there can be no doubt tluit the wishes of the young 
man’s father were departed from. 

Young Oflley made a tour in the Highlands, in the 
course of which he was entertained by the I hike of 
Argyle at Inverary. Then he settled in Edinburgh. 
*IIe stKin tired of his tutor, w'hom he rcprepcntcil, in his 
letters, as a person of ri|de nuanners. How far Mr Reed 
had^only otfended by„ ws coiibcientionsness in correct- 
ing Ins pupil, cannot be .ascertained; hut in a .short time 
he becang 3 extremely distasteful to OfHcv, w'ho iii- 
treated his guardl'yis for another i!» Ins place, but with- 
out effect. At this juncture the young man became 
acquainted with an Engli.sh clergyman nanied Carr, 
who had been settle.d for some years in Edinburgh .as 
pastor of an Episcopal congregation (unconnected with 
the Scottish* ehurcJi of that denomination), and who 
bore a most respectable eliara(!tcr. Oflley seems to have 
been kindly received by IHr Carr, ami be foimed the 
wash to live with him till he should become of aire. 

Reed, on the other hand, became alarmed about the 
conduct yf his pupil, and seiR a servant to make repve-

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Bcntations on the subject to the guardians. The young 
man lost no time in v riting to them, for his own de- 
fence, against the ciiarges he imagined might be brought 
against him.. According to Mr Hunter, he anticipated 
that on(; of tJicsc charges would be, that he spent too 
•much time at the billiard-tablp. ‘In this letter he 
sckim^N ledges that he has gone frequently, but that he 
^jas' not h)st to the amount of ten shillings during the 
wliole time tliat he has been at Edinburgh ; bat- he 
lias gone the more frequently, that he might escape 
from the disagreeable company of IMr lioed ; and, 
moreover, he has made the resolution that he will 
go no iiidre. “ Aiwher ]a)ssihle ohjeEtion that lilr 
Reed’s artifice may suggest is, that I have too great 
a regard for a young laMy at Mr (Jarr’s; hut I can 
hardly allow myself to tliiiik that iAIr Reed can be 
capable of suggesting such a falsity, lor T give you my 
word of lionour that 1 never liad, nor will luivc, the 
least intention to m.-iko rny addresses there.” lie thinks 
that the profusion of his entertainments may ho another 
r-hargfi; hut he conceives that the Entertainments lie 
has given liave been no more than a suitable return, 
from a gentleman of his station and fortune, for the 
civilities he receives. Air Reed may sil lege that liis 
letters have not been written by himself: h’E admits 
iithat he has been assisted, but that the sentiments have 
been all his own. Air Reed may complain that he has 
paid no regard to his instructions ; v\hieh he willingly' 
admits to be perfectly true. In this letter he also in- 
• forms his guardians tliat, since he left Air Reed, he had 
put himself under the care of Air Carr, and intends this 
winter to learn the French language, and prosecute 
such studies a.s Air (‘’.arr shall recommend to him with 
greater application than he has ever done before.’ 

Other letters of Air OUley show that he got upon bad 
terms with his guardians, and continued firmly'' attached 
I to AT r and Mrs C;irr, notw'ithstanding all remonstrances. 
The favour of the Duke of Argyle, and kis own preten- 
sions as a >oung man of large fortune, obtained him 
access to the best society, lie passed hu time very 
agreeably in tlie Scottish capital ; ljufc appears gradually 
to have contracted prejudices .ntainst liis friends in 
England, not even excei»ting his young and innocent 
fitbters. In short, it is easy to see that Jie* acted the 
usual part of a weak person, who has been thwarted in 
his wishes, and whose self-esteem has been ofieuded, 
Reaentnieiit in such a case involves .all who do not 
profess to sympathise. 

In February or Alarch 17/)4, young Olllcy attained 
his majority, and immediately cut oil’ any entail of the 
family property, if tlicro were any, which interfered 
with his ahsuliite control ovj*r it. On the 21st of .June 
he executed a will (writing it with liis owm liand, ac- 
eordiiig to a correct form w hich had been furnished to 
him), making Mr Carr the sole executor, and giving to 
him and Airs Carr tliu whole of his real estate and per- 
sonal property — the fwincr of which was worth two 
thousand a-year. Two months after, he departed this 
life — cut ofl*, it is s apposed, by a rapid fever. 

According to Air Hunter — ‘ AVhen the new-s arrived, 
in Derbyshire that the young ladies, the sisters of Mr 
Offley, wer<' deprived of the fi\nily fortune, there was 
one general burst of indignant Miseling. The Duke of 
Devonshire, great-grandfather of tlm present duke, is 
reported to have said that there could not hate been a 
power in Mr Offley thus summarily t ) alienate the an- 
cesturial property, und tliat he would sj}end L. 10,000 
rather than the daughters of his good friend Air Offley 
should be despoiled of their inheritance. Iii the com- 
mon mind, suspicions immediately arose of . unfair deal- 
ing, TJie date of the will and the date of the death 
were compared. He was alone, in the liaiids of the 
parties to bo so largely benefited by his death; no 
friend of the, iumlly to watch over him. A criminal 
neglect of of proper remedies was openly im^ 

puted to the":^80ns in w-hose house ho dkV. Even 
unfiiir d^ing>.)0f a more active kind was more than 
insmuaU3.by-|>erBon3 w'ho could liuvc had no means of 


correct information ; and, particularly, the lady of . the 
family was elevated by the popular voice into a sjiecics I 
of Lady ^lacbuith.’ I 

‘The popular impression,’ says Mr Hunter, ‘was | 
deepened by tkc solcPin asseveration of the gardener, 
W'ho w.as put in charge of the premises, that he actually 
saw his master enter the hall on the very day, if not th") 
very hour, when,, as it was afterwards found, he had 
died at Edinburgh.’ 

Air Ward, in his ficlltious narrative, makes this last 
event appear as an interposition of rrovidoiiee, to excite 
a certain old friend of the family to exertions in behalf 
of the Misses Offley. ‘But.’ says Air Hunter, ‘one 
cannot but feel liow^poor and mean is the object con- 
templated. What can it signify to w'hom the use shall 
be giVen of* the produce of a few acres of laud in this 
corner of the world, or even whether a guilty person 
shall ndt be sufibred to escape punishment, w hen hun- 
dreds of guilty persons do actually escape? A night's

Air Hunter further shows that the friend in question, , 
a Air Newton, w'as a man of much native energy, re- 
quiring no such stimulus to induce him to act for tlie 
young ladies. AA’^e now proceed w ith Air Hunter’.s nar- ' 
rative. ‘Having obtained such powers as the guar- 
dians could give him, Air Newton proceeded at once to , 
Edinburgh, lie took my grandfather witli him, who 
often accompanied him on his journeys. Air Oirdlcr 
had only a few hours’ notice, and was not infornnjd 
Ix'forehand of th« f/lace of destination, or the object of 
the journey. But all this w-as unfolded as the^ tra- 
velled; and Air (lirdler was given to understand that 
Mr Newton IioaI arranged the whole plan of operations, ' 
and that his business was to observe the proceedings, , 
but to take no part in them, 

‘One incident only occurred upon the road which ; 
requires notice. They met the corjjsc of Air Ollley at ; 
Ferry-bridge ; wlien Mr Newton, who had a very com- i 
inanding figurt*, assuming his most dignified air, and i 
producing the paiicr of authority wliich llic guardians 
iiad given him, so awed the persons wlio had the eare 
of the body, that they consented to let it remain at the j 
inn till^AIr Newton should return from Edinburgh, and i 
gi\o further dircolions concerning it. 1 

‘ They travelled with great rapidity ; and, consider- | 
iug the state of the roads, and the time which must 
have hecn required for the negotiation at Edinburgh, 
w'hat Air Shore relates is one of the more remarkable 
circumstances of the story — that Air Newton caVed 
at his father’s house, between Norton and Sheffield, 
on the Sunday on which he started, and again on the 
succeeding Sunday, when he had returned. 

‘ Mr Newton’s first step on his arrival was to secure 
a legal friend, to wdiom he might apply for advice if 
wanted, and to draw up the instruments which might 
lie required ; his next, to proceed to the house of Mr 
Carr. He was admilftod without reserve, and allowed 
to enter on liis business: ; Air Carr only calling in the 
assistance of a lawyer. Air Newton had no one with 
him but Mr Girdler. The conference lasted, as I h.ave 
heard, several hours. The arguments which Mr New- 
ton used arose out of objections, as was conceived, to 
the validity of the will, and doubts of tlie young man’s 
haviug possessed such entire Command over the pro- 
perty, that he was able, by so simple an act, to turn it 
from the natural course of descent. He urged the cer- 
tainty that every effort would be made to recover the 
estates to the temilyt the Miss Offleys having many 
pow'crful friends, who would afford them all tlie means 
requisite to defeat a purpose so unjust and cruel ; and 
that lie, for his part, having enlarge uucncumberod 
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cstite, would carry the cause through every court that 
I was accessible ; so that, if they persisted in holding the 
estates, it must be with the certainty uf years of dis- 
I .quietude and the most harassing opposition, lie set 
before them the extreme liardahip of tiro case, and the 
obloquy which always attaches even to parties perfectly 
^inocent of anyiliing wrong, who yet are seen in the 
possession of that which is theirs cmly by an act of 
caprice and injustice. He showed the peculiar aggra- 
vations in this case, where the young man had lived in 
f their house, had made tlio will while living there, no 
friend being cognisant of the act, and then so soon dying 
' under their roof. He went so far, I have heard, as to say 
, that the most rigid inquiry woifld be made into the 
circumstances under which the will was ciqjcutcd, and 
, also into the manner of the death ; and he urgeS, in a 
i Twy forcible manner, luiw much better it would be for 
them, in their circumstances, to possess a feV thoa- 
saiuls unquestioned, and in peace, ratlier than the larger 
fortune whicii would come attended with contcntioji and 
anxiety, and probably with obloquy, for the remainder 
of their days. 

! ‘At the close of the fitst day’s coiifcr(.*n(u% jMr Carr 
had consented to relinquish all claims under the will, 
i and to accept of L.-OCOO. 

! ‘At this point l\Ir Girdler could not forho.ar rnani- 
I ' fcstiiig some sign of satisfaction. Hut Mr Newton had 
, , otliiT thoughts, and, by a significant look, reminded 
I Mr Girdler of the duty which w'as required of liiin. Jii 
I fact Mr New'ton had lixed in his own mind a much less 
sum tlian L.-'iUOO. 

‘He told .Mr Carr that he could never consent to 
• yield so large a sum, and that, if it w'cto insisted upon, 

I the negotiation mlglit he considered at an end ; that he 
I should leave Edinlmrgh tiic next morning, and consult 
I with the other friends of the family on what w.as to l)e 
! ' done. The other party evineing no fli^J^josition to make 
i any reduction, Mr Ncwtoii took his leave ; hut when he 
j I had reached the doorway or pass.nge of the house, he 
: I returned into the room, as if he had suddenly recollected 
! I a circumstance of secondary or very minor importance, 

I j and coolly inquired if they had any directions to give 
j I respecting tlie corpse. IMr Carr immoiliately expressed 
his persuasion that it was already buried; when Mr 
j Newton related, for the first time, how he had stopped 
I the piocession at Ferry-bridge, and that the corpse was 
! tlien there awaiting examination, I’liis 1 have hoard 
' r(‘prc9cuted as the master-stroke of Mr Newton’s diplo- 
macy. lie immediately left Mr Carr’s house ;jjuul it 
was supposed to be the cJieet of this stroke which led 
Mr C’arr lo desire a seeoinl interview. 

; ‘ At this second interview, the terms on which Mr 

j ami Mrs Carr .agreed to relinquish their elaims w'cre 
i soon settled ; the sum agreed upon being L.‘2000. 
i ‘The agreement was ini mediately put into proper 
! form. The will was delivered \ip to Mr Newton. lie 
immediately left Kdiiibnrgh. When they were seated 
j in the carriage, Mr Girdler is reported to have said, 
“ Now I hope you arc satisfied witli yourself? ” when 
Mr Newton threw up his hand and exWauiied,*“ This is 
worth living for ! ’* 

‘ The body of MwOffloy was then taken forw'ard to 
I Norton, where I find, by the parish register, that it was 
interred on the 24th day of Septeinficr; thirty-four days 
after the death.’ • 

The young ladies, consequently, became joint pro- 
prietresses of the estate, part of which is now enjoyed 
by the descendant of one of them. One of the eircuni- 
1 stances most puzzling to us about tho whole affair, is 
the (iharacter of Mr Carr. It is represented in the most 
amiable and respectable light by Sir William Eorbes, 
botli in the preface to a volume of posthumous sermons, 

, and ill the Life of Dr Beattie. Sir William, who was 
< ► himself a man of unblemished worth, describes him as 
being ‘ more studious of displaying, through tho whole 
course of his life, the meekness and humility, the mild 
virtues and gentle spirit of the gospel, than ambitious 
Ilf acquiring honours, ^^alth, or fame.’ Dr Beattie also

tc.stifies to the lustre of Mr Carr’s private character. 
Yet to us it appears one of the most obvious of all hu- 
man duties to abandon wholly, in a moment, qvery claim 
to property obtained in such a manner. It is just pos- 
sible that Mr Cljirr might consider^ himself as having 
a claim to compensation for services rendered to Mr 
Offley, and that the sum demanded w'as in regard t(J 
that claim. Htill, this w ill uot serve to justify so large 
a sum. AVithout, however, hearing what the parties 
bad to say on that ftde, it would be rash to iironounce 
too severely against the IcgaU-c.s. 

.A DAY IN 1 S T K R. 

It may ^lerhaiis be a weakness, but I must confess that 
1 urn a great lover of contrast. Llike to sec extremes 
meeting ; to see the young and lieSthy leading the old 
and inlirm ; the very rich visiting the very poor ; ami 
the gay and th(fughtlc.ss trying Jo provoke the grave 
and tlionghtfiil iyto a smile. It was accordingly to 
gratify this propi iisity that, one tine afternoon in the 
month of Ajiril 184<;, 1 took my departure by railwuiy 
from the new town of Birkenhead to the old city of 
(’hester.^ 

I’crhaps, in all broad Faigland, there are not to be 
found two towns, .so near each other, that iiresent such ' 
a striking contrast as Hirkenhoiid and (Miester. The 
former is the creation of yesterday. You see its streets 
glittering ami gaudt as an insect thi^t 1ms cast its chry- 
salis: there is nothing worn about it; it has not yet, 
as it W'cre, been used ; the shining road-metal is sharp* 
and rough ; thi' foot-pavement is beautifully level ; the 
\cry w'iiidow's seem as if not one pane of glass in tliem 
had been broken since they w'cre made ; and the hands 
of cleanly servants have not even w'orn away the hair- 
strokc.s iiTi the names on tlie brass door-plates. On 
seeing the very wide streets, the regular houses, the 
capacious draiifl;, the great a(!eommodatlon for refuse, 
one is forced to tliiiik that tho Jh'pofts of the Ifealth of 
Towns Conirtiissioners liavo had great inllueiicc iu re- 
gulating the l.'iying-ont and buil»ling of this new town. 
Unfiiiij>liL*d houses ami streets, piles of bricks and build- 
ing materials, .and vacant pieces of ground, are seen on 
every siiie? Hut then, tliere is no w.'iter except thtf 
troublctl winters of tlie Mersey ; no venerable trees, no 
picturesque hoiisc.s, no fields that can be called green. 
Such i.s tlie pu tiirc, vividly impressed on tlie visitor’s 
mind, which he carriis away with him as ho takes his 
place in the carriage for (’hester. In three-quarters of 
an hour he is conveyed through a Hat, level country to 
a scene tlie very oppo.sitc. lie lias left the modern 
town; he i.s now i?\ the anci 4 *nt city; for Ghesler is one 
of those aristocratic places that have foresworn tlie ple- 
beian name of towiij and gkiry in tiro patrician title of 
city, 

Heace, and tlie supremacy of the law, have remlercd 
Availed toAvns unfashionable. Any town-council avouM 
as soon think of extending the great Avail of C’hina, as 
building a Avail round the district over Avhicli they rule, 
^'here i.s no city in the empire, except Chester, Avlio.se 
ancient Avails are entire. No trace of the wuills of lion- 
don is to be found, excevt in the name of a street ; and 
thosf of York and Bonvick-on-1'weed are broken up 
to some extent by raihvays and other improvements. 
Hut thosc^ of Chester remain entire. A'ou may Avalk 
completely round tiierii, a circuit of tw'o miles. They 
gird the ancient city like an irregular belt, Avitli only 
three great Avidc archways for entrance and exit. They 
liaA'c, it is true, been renewed lien* and there, and 
patched and Repaired to prevent their decay ; but they 
haA'e lost nothing of their original character. They are 
as irregular, as strong, as Avell kept, and a proat deal 
more cheerful ami lively, than in the days of tlie Tlanta- 
gonets. A quiet, incditatiA’c Ai'alk upon them is like a 
Idhg perspective view of history. Here, pointing to the 
north-cas% is an old small tOAver, from wdiich, on the 
2r>th September 104.5, King Charles I. saAV his army 
defeated u^Aon the adjacent moor. You reaiSi this 


tower by a (unall stone staireasc, with a wooden railing, 
and it might eJntnin, at a puj^h, about ten men. Great 
events were occurring in llritaiii at the period when 
Charles sloctl on this tower. Tlie Scottish and English 
parlittine.'.ts had recently ratified the Solemn League 
and (Covenant, and the Scottish army was now in Eng- 
^[aTid opposing tlie king. Thirteen days before, a detach- 
ment of the covenanting troops had been victorious in 
tlie decisive battle of Philiphaugh, where Montrose 'was 
completely defeated, and the royal cause lost in Seot- 
land. This battle of llowton was the last in which the 
unhappy IjjJng was evgaged. All his subsequent history 
is a maze of negotiate and treaty, charges and coun- 
tercharges, ending in ilrcadful tragctly ^hidi we 
all know. ^ 

Two centuries passed away, and now, in 1846, 
we can stand on tlie same tower where Charles stood, 
and mark how much has been aecoinidished towards 
the freedom and iniprovcnirnt of mafi in the interval. 
Far as the eye can reach across th.-^t hattlc-nioor, .are 
now seen well-cultivated fields, quiet villages, mamifae- 
tories noisy with the hum of industry, awd the peaee- 
fiil, pleasant Iiomes of merry England. The white 
smoke that hangs heavy in tlie air is not t^o smoke 
of the musket, hut of tlW steam-engino ; and the elat- 
teriijg noise tliat comes fitfully to the ear is not the 
clashing of the swords of contending armies, but the 
passage of a railway train. Cold iron is now Ix-tter 
employed in niakiqga highway, tha^i in being fa.shioiied 
into weapons of war. Hero, too, where the sentinel 
■may have pared his weary rounds, is a circulating 
library, and a tea and cofiee-house ; while beneath and 
without the walls is a mechanics’ institution. But if | 
such a change has been effeeted in two liundred years, 
how luueh greater liaa lK*en efiected in two thousand ! 
For from the same point on the old Kotmm wall, the 
eye could see the tweiitiLdh legion of Home, then the 
empress of the world, encamped witliiu? and the bleak- 
est, dreariest tractS of mmirland b’ing desolate without. 
Saxons and Wormans had not lamle<l <Si our island 
then ; and the ancient* Britons were pn\serving their in- 
dependence among the Welsh JiilJs, within sight of the 
.same Boman cncampnicTit. 

' Not far from this tower we arrive at nnottior portion 
of the walls, where old things and new are brought into 
striking contrast, A railway from Chester to Holyhead 
is now in course of construction j and it lias been car- 
ried straight through the Myalls, so as to cut them in 
two places. They are here of a considerable height, 
and the railway reaches them from a bridge that has 
been thrown over a canal, and leaves thorn by an em- 
bankment that is carried# onwards to the river J>ee. 
Two stf«‘ng bridges of iron and wood are made con- 
tinue tiic walk, SO that wlien tiie iron liighway is 
finislied, you can stand on the anciiTit walls, and sec* a 
train passing immediately under your feet. In the angle 
that has tbuB been cut ^ are two towers, one of which 
is pf great strength, and is now used ns a iimsoum', 
while in the upper portion of the other is ]ilaced a 
.^camera obscura. This line between CJlicster and Jlolyt 
"head will probably hccomc a portion of the great high- 
wai^etween the metropolis Vf England and that of 
IreH»^ ; for in a short time the*traveller may scatiiim- 
selfiii a carriage at Easton tSquare, in London, and be 
conveyed throSgh.the heart of England, da^ through 
the old city w^la of Chester, flit paifc the fine romantic 
scenery of Nortli Wales, and so across the Menai tStraits 
to Holyhoatl, where he will find a stoamer ready to 
eonvey*him across the Irish Sea, and to land him, in 
aho^jylyteen hours IVom the time he left Tx>n<lon, at 
theaSp; entrance to Dublin, 

^JRe^diiig still farther along the walls, you pass the 
and the city jail, and arrive at the castle, 
pEac^d on a «0ttm>aDding position overlooking the river 
Dee. This castle was originally built in the time V)f 
,^illiam the Conqueror, but has of course undergone 
liiaiigsjbsequent changes. It is now a place of great 
stiei^lfu and extient ; and as Chester is a military depot 


for North Wales and the adjacent counties, it is gene- 
rally full of troops, which make the city gay and 
animnte4. Wlien the Norpian conqueror was dividing 
England, the whole of the county fell to the share of 
his nephew H^gh, siivnamed the Wolf, who was created 
the first Earl of Chester, a title which is now borne 
by the eldest sou of the kings of England. Close to 
the castle is a fine large fleW, used as a race-course. On 
the Iwrders of tlii.s field is seen the new strong bridge, 
of many arches, of the Holyhead railway ; and on the 
north side of it, again, can be seen a few trading vessels 
that have come up the river Dec to the ancient ‘ port 
of Chester.’ Farther up the river, and nearer the castle, 
there i-s a majestic stone bridge, of one arch, said to be 
the finest jn England, and which was opened by the 
present queen when she was Princess Victoria. The 
old bridge is a short distance up the river: it is com- 
posed or several andies, ami the view from it is beautiful. 
On its north bank are built many pleasant villas, sur- 
rounded by delightful gardens; and on its waters are 
seen numbers of gay pleasure-boats, much patroni.sed 
by visit»>rs from the banks of the troubled, ‘ keel-ATxt*d ’ 
Mersey, or from the neighboftrhood of the murky, pol- 
luted waters of the Irk, that drive so many of the Man- 
chester mills. It i.s said that a Saxon king, iu I he tenth 
century, took a pleasure excursion on the Dee at Ches- 
ter, and that bis rowers were six Welsh prim ea. 

T’he principal streets of (Ticstci* are said to have been, 
in the first instance, laid out by the Homans. Of this 
there can be little doubt, it is a historical fact, that the 
twentieth Homan legion was encamped on the spot where 
Chester »u)av stands, from the time of the Homan inva- 
sion until the beginning of the fourth century of our 
era. The nanio Chester is evitleutly ilcrived from the 
Latin word a camp. Somotime.s it was called 

West Chestoi:, and at others Castnj J)enn, or the Camp 
on the Dec*. Ac oflier times, in hoi^our of th&victorious 
twentieth legion, it was t*alled Lctno XX, Victrt,r. The 
name has gradually become corrupted to Chester. Other 
English towns have been named in the same manner. 
For ex.ampk*, avc find Lancaster, 'fadcaster, DoneaNler; 
Worcester, Gloueestor, Dorchester, Bochestcr, Man- 
chester, and many more. In some the termination is 
modified; tlius wc find Exeter, Uttoxetcr, Wruxeter, 
tcv . ; all evidently derived from the same root, and 
bearing the brpad uiimistakeablc .stamp of tlie proud 
empress of the world. The principal streets of Cheste r 
arc at right angles to each other, and run due north 
and s^uth, cast and west. Tliey have been excavated 
out of the solid rock ; and the houses, tlierefore, stand 
six or seven feet .above the level of the carriage-way. 
TTio other streets and lanes form a perfect labyrinth; 
they run in all directions, without order or regularity, 
and without due regard to widtli or means of ventila- 
tion. The appearance of the houses is singular. TTiey 
arc generally placed with the gable end to the .sttffcet ; 
and sometimes this gable end consists of ohl strong 
wood, curiously painted. Tlie colours have faded long 
ago; an(^ though the wrinkles of ago arc very con- 
spicuous, yet th^o is a healthy, antique, time-defying 
look about the houses which is pleasant to see. The 
houses have bittice wdndows of dtoursc, and many of 
them have some of those old strongly-clasped doors, that 
are seldom seen anywhere now except in old churclies 
and towers. There isino want of variety among the 
houses at (fiiester. They seem to have been built by 
men for their own use, with their own money, and in 
the fasliion that pleased them best. Building societies, 
and rows of houses so uniform as scarcely to be known 
from one .'mother, arc the fruits of oar mode of civilisa- 
tion. 

The footpath of the street mdy be said to pass right 
through the front flat of each house. A fine sheltered 
piazza thus runs along each side of the street? and these 
are the famous ‘ Chester rows.* ITie walk along them 
is very irregular. Sometimes the roof is so low, qs to 
cause the stranger to stoop j, at other times there is a 
geil^e ascent, and then a gradual descent In some 
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pnfts tho row is entirely broken by a lane running into 
the street, and then you have to descend a flight of 
steps on one side, and regain the row b| a flight on the 
. other. Almost every house in these rows is a shop or 
an inn. Some of the shops ane really handsome and 
elegant, and much more spaciotis than would be cx- 
jpected. The appearance of the rows on a Saturday 
evening, after the shops are lighted up, is most animated 
and interesting. The walks are then crowded by buyers 
and sellers, and the whole resembles a lively, bustling 
village fair. 

A small, narrow, steep lane, called St Wesburgh 
Street, runs out of one of these rows, and fol1o\^ing it, 
the visitor arrives at the venerable cathedral. Its ex- 
tem.'d appearance is not very imposing or beautiful. It 
is built of soft sandstone, of a dark-red colour, and the 
eflects of time have greatly worn down the blocks of 
stuno, and faken aAvay the sharji angular apfiearance 
of the building. Tliis cathedral is perhaps one of 
the plainest* in England. It lias neither the elegant 
elaborate appearance of Westminster Abbey or York 
Minster, nor the massive grandeur of St rani's ; but its 
«iuiet, plain exterior giva4 it perhaps a more venerable 
and .'intique look. It is situated on a rising ground, in 
the heart of the city, and its heavy S(piare tower is one 
of tlic most conspicuous obji^ets when approaching C'lies- 
tcr. I’hoso who have seen the interior of other cathe- 
drals, will notuic nothing rernarlvahlc in this of ('best or. 
There are various marble tnblot.s inserted in the walls 
to the memory of personages locally known. The organ 
which it contains is very powerful, and almost now. A 
short time ago tluj interior was completely renovated, 
and it is now in excellent order. 

Chester has long been tlic seat of a hisliopric. In the 
time of tile Saxt»ns, the county was iiielu<icd in the 
|{mg(lom of Mercia, and flie scat of that bi.diop w.as at 
^’hestcr. Tlie daughter of one of thif kings of Mercia 
w.is for many ccntiJriea regarded as the tutelar saint of 
(’hestor, under the title of St Wesburgh. In the ninth 
century Jicr body was removed, for greater security, 
to Chester, and a religious liousc was funnded in her 
honour. The cathedral now stands where the eliurch of 
this religious community stood. The ])rcse<it bishopric 
was established in the n-igu of Henry Vlll. Its juris- 
diction extends o^er the whole (bounties of (/hester and 
liancash r, and a small portion of York. I'lus dexesc, 
therefore, eontains a population of about t^o niillions, 
and embraci s the large manufacturing towns of Man- 
cliestor, Holton, J’rcstoii^ Stoek])ort, Hury, Hhidvbnrn, 
St Helens, &c. and the commercial towms of Liverpool, 
IJirkenhead, Lancaster, &e. Hefore the Jtefornmtion, 

( Chester was tho seat of many religious liouses. 'riiorc 
were estahlislinients of the white, the gray, and the 
black friars, a convent, a college of the Holy Cross, and 
several others, all of which have now passed away. 

^l^uring the middle ages, when tho commercial cities 
of the Me(iiterranean were in the zenith of their ])ros- 
perity, and wliilc New York, Philadelphia, Montreal, 
Mobile, Liverpool, and the groat cotton-spinning towns 
oV Tiancashirc were yet unborn, the ^'onunei^c of the 
city of Chester was most flourishing. It w'as then the' 
great place of export and import for the west of Englumi 
and Wales. But the river Dec, in course of time, be- 
came sanded up, and the navigatkin was considerably 
impeded, wdiilo commerce was juirsuing the more easy 
; channel of Liverpool } so that the trade of Cliestcr soon 
I fell into decay, and now its principal trade is in cheese, 

! potatoes, and other provisioiis. The contrast betw'een 
! the estuaries of the Mersey and the Dee is very strik- 
j ing; they are only a few miles apart, separated by a 
I low sandy sliore: the former is narrow, but crowded 
! w ith ships of all nations, and cloudy with the smoko of 
many steamers; the latter is broad and •spacious, but 
. its smooth, glassy surface iS only broken here and there 
by a solitary sail. Ch^’ster, though certainly not the 
scat of cither commercial or manufacturing activity, is 
]iot*f!Blllng pfll The population, 14.7 Ifl in 1774, was, in 
1831, 21,3^, and hadtadvanced in 1841 to 23,115. ^Its 


.situation is very healthy, and it is a favourite residence | 
of many wealtliy families. Indeed it nla3ibe said to be : 
the metropolis of North Wales, as well frqm its size j 
and position, as from its vcnernhle appearance, its re- } 
flned society, and its ecclesiastical and rnilitar^'^ irn- ! 
porta ncc.* If the people of Liverpool boast of their* ! 
town, the inhabitanis of Chester are no less proud oT 
their old, comfort able city. Botli fellings are reason- 
able. If Liverpool i\ C^hester traft. If the work of the 
one is rompjencing,*that of the other may be said to be ! 
well nigh done. < ihester has seen the Homan and tho i 
Celt, the Sax^n and the Norma^ within walls ; it 
has played its part in the storn^ hloo<iy annals of our 
country*, and, surviving the^wreek of many powers, 
is now a curious memorial of the past conditions of our ! 
I’ountry.* « j 


HAIUST^^N BOAHDING-RCIIOOLS. | 

Tn these days, when the careful education of the young ! 
is becoming hourly' of more importance to tlic reflecting j 
portion of UiL* w'orld, it ma^'^ not bo uninteresting to 
notice the habits of our intelligent neighbours in regard 
to matti^s of such consequence to socict.v. In Lrance, 
whore every thing is redmied to sy^stem, where the go- 
vernment appoints, and individuals can only act in 
cordiincc with tho or<Iers given for their guidiinco, the j 
schools for all classes are kept most jmrlicularly under [ 
tho control of the iflinister of public instruction. It has i 
happened to us to beconie .acqiiainte?! with a pupil from '| 
one of the principal of these establishments in Paris fop 
the education of young ladies, and hoping an account 
of thii method pursued there wdl l)e agreeable to many 
of our readers, we have imluecd lier h* furnish us with 
the following particulars. '

Tho house has been skilfully adapted for the accom- j I 
modation of so large .a number of piquls. Tl-ere arc i 
four elass-rooms ef sufijcuait size, cnrc-fully ventilated ; 
after tiie dismissal of each .set of scholars, as is. indeed, i 
: e^ery other apartment— tho orders of the government ' 
«I)oii thievery inijiortant point, in the care of children, ; 
being extremely piu'(;mptory. '^I'lic refectoirc, wdierc all 
I the meals arc taken, is a long, lofty room, destkute of ! 
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any furniture b]it forms and tables, with windows open- 
ing on tile cheerful playground, and a stove to keep 
it comfortably warm during winter. The playroom is 
the same size as the refectoire, and perfectly empty. 
. Here, in bad weather, when amusement out of doors 
^ould be injurious, are passed the merry half-hours 
whicli intervene between the studying portions of two 
hours each, into which the day is divided. The sleep- 
ing rooms vary in size ; their occupants also varying in 
number, accoiding to the space of ihe dormitories-— all 
regulated by the orders of government. J2ach young 
lady has ac^mall canl^-bed to herself, atoa certain dis- 
tance from the next, i.{th a stool beside it b[o other 
furniture is admitted, li^icrc must be a certain num- 
ber of windows according to the size of the rpom, and 
they must be placed in particular positions : and a 
governess sleeps in each apartment, on a flooring raised 
above the bricks, at the end of the chamber. At the 
ringing of a bell all rise — in suminer kt half-past five, 
in winter an hour later — and repair the cabinet dc 

toilette, where a waiting-maid assists the dressing. In 
summer each pupil is served with a cup Oi milk and a 
piece of bread at this time ; in winter they have soup 
instead of milk. The governesses always hare coflee. 
They then say prayers, make their beds, and de- 
scend to the school -room, wlicrc the bell rings for 
them to meet at seven, or lialf after, according to the 
season. They study till nine, whci] the bell rings for 
, breakfast— a mejil ivbich, in France, is quite a dinner : 
soup, entrees, roti, vegetables, and wine (vin ordinaire), 
'diluted for the pupils, and served to them very liberally 
under the name of * abondaiice.* Half an hour only is 
allowed for each meal, so that from half after nine till 
ten the pupils amuse themselves. The bell then sum- 
mons them to their classes; it next rings for the 
change of classes ; and rings again at uo<m fcA* the half- 
hour’s play — governesses and pupils enjoying a run iu 
the grounds, or a romp in the empty room, according 
to the weather. I'here is a slight lunclicon of bread 
and fruit about two o’clock ; dinner at half-past five, 
which is just a repetition of the breakfast. Afterwards 
the younger children amuse themselves till their bed- 
time, at eight o’clock, when prayers are said by all ; 
tlic elder girls sit up till nine or ten, as suits Iheir ages, 
reading aloud, and working in inadame’s drawing-room. 

We hardly think it necessary to particularise the 
(bourse of instruction pursued — tlie useful being in these 
days BO thoroughly j»)iiied with the agreeable .aecnin- 
pli.shnients required in polite life, that it w'ould be 
almost a wearisome repetition to call attention to them. 
What wc wish to impress on the minds of those en- 
gaged in the tuition of youth, is the care taken of the 
bodily health of the pupils — the precautions used not 
to overfutigue the brain — the short time occupied by 
each imrsuit— the very little learned by rote— rhe ex- 
treme attention paid to the thorough understanding of 
all that is taught, nothing being left behind in a pro- 
gress which, in the end, is really rapid, in consequence 
of its careful commencement — the two hours of varied 
study, regularly followed by the half-hour’s play — tlicsj 
crowd of happy children let loose together to laugh, and 
jump, and ;kip, and run, excrfcng every muscle, with- 
out one anxious thought ; an^ in the evenings, ma- 
dame’s cheerful drawing-room, where, as daughters of 
the house, they are affectionately entertained by one 
who shpws a mother’s interest iu their comfort Every 
throughout France is a half-holiday in every 
\T twelye o’clock, nothing is thought of but 
In summer there are long country rani- 
iitions to collect flowers or butterflies, or 
play at some merry game in some particiflar 
the pupils may bo satisfied with the extensive 
belonging to them, in which a tent is pitched 
im to read or work in during the heat of the day. 
evenings there is always a soiree, generally enff-. 
a dance, all the preparations for whichcare made 
j young ladies. They arrange the salon for com- 
.Aiperintcnd tlie simple refreshments, settle the 



order of the dances, and select the music to be pt^r- 
formed by themselves. Two of the eldest among them 
receive the gulsts, acting as hosts during the wliole 
evening — madMue being on these occasions one of the 
company, whicli is often pretty numerous, as many 
ladies of all ages arc invited ; hut monsieur is the only 
gentleman. (Ine day in the w^eck, a proportion of thci 
liigher classes attend niadanie on her regular inspection 
of the house, assisting her in her care of the furniture. 
Another day they accompany her to the kitchen, where 
they arc instnicted in all that is necessary in this de- 
partment for the future mistress of a family to be ac- 
quainted with. The elder girls have also to take a 
certain charge of the Tittle ones — their manners, studies, 
wardrobes;. and the younger children become exceed- 
ingly attached to their little mammas, running to them 
for he4:^iii all their difficalties. It is so managed tliat 
there is always some business of interest going forward 
requiring the exercise of tlie pupils’ talents — presents to 
make for the fete of madamc, or for the g(>vcrncssea of 
the divisions, or for Nciv- Year’s Day; and inadame and 
the governesses have their little offerings iu return — 
all so many w'ays of rimdcrihg the sehool-life happy. 
Then there is the annual public distribution of prizes, 
when the authorities examines into the proficiency of 
the ])upils, and award distinctive prizes to the diligent — 
a ceremony not exactly suited to tlio reserve of our 
domestic habits, hut powerfully aiding to aidinatc the 
business of the sidiool. The teachers are always well 
fitted for their employment, as they cannot hold tlu ir 
situations wiiliout passing a rigorous exaniin.'itioii, not. 
only in the various branches of learning they profes.s 
to teach, hut as to their acquaintance with the laws of 
health, the care of temper, the etiquette of society, &c. 
They are very kindly treated; and though their snlaries 
arc small, and tjieir duties unceasing, numerous well- 
concciv'cd presents make up for thft one, and frc<iuent 
treats to the tlientre, or some oilier place of diversion, 
reward tlie other. They live on familiarly agreeable 
terms with madamc, who, in truth, considers herself 
as the head of a large family, whom slie manages most 
successful!}" by the force of gentleness, punishment 
being almost unknown in her establishment. 

It would he diflicult in France for a school to 15o 
greatly misconducted, as tlie government appoints in- 
spectors to keep strict watch over all proceedings. The

never less than once in every montli. These ladies 
are noli satisfied with a geiief^al view. They examine 
minutely, open locks, peep here, pry tlioro, taste the 
provisioTis, question the sorv.ants, the governe.sses, the 
young ladic.s ; come at all times,, pop in at any hour, 
and when anything disple.ascs their judgment, tlicy 
mention their complaint without hesitation, and require 
an immediate alteration. Monsieur had to open an ad- 
ditional window in a room they did not consider swfll- 
cicntly airy: nothing escapes them, though our in- 
formant assured us, with the pride of warm alfeclion 
for her old instructress, that they had very seldom any 
faults to find, ^ 

Madame ’s is not by any means tho person of 

greatest celebrity in the neighbourhood of Paris. There 
are many others of c^iial note, and one or two of even 
superior reputation.*'^ The system pursued in all, w'c 
believe, however, to be rery much the same ; the judi- 
cious blending of instruction with amusement— resting 
the mind by a constant variety of employments — pro- 
viding for the spirits of the young a sufficiency of un- 
constrained bodily exercise— and encouraging, by affec- 
tionate treatment, the development of kindly feelings. 

The strict preparation of the teachers for the arduous 
duties of their calling, seems to us to be an admirable 
feature in the plan of education so seriously sot about, 
which might be adopted with advantage in' the class 
generally, whether these future superhitendents of the 
young were fitting themselves for assistants in public 
institutions, or for governesses iu private families. ' It 
is too much the custom with u^ to send out into the 
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-wvrld, as a governess, any respectable young person in 
want of n home, who undertakes this most responsible 
of all situations without one idea of tiic qualifications 
, necessary for the proper discharge of Mr functions. It 
has become a fashion too, to waste a world of pity on 
their miseries, to compassionate their painful labours, 
*to sympathise with their numerous humiliations. But 
is all this called for by the facts ?. Were they, as a 
class, thoroughly educated themselves, for the purpose of 
worthily assisting in the education of others, tluiy would 
enter upon this interesting employment with thoughts 
entirely fixed on the fulfilment of its duties — cons(;ien- 
tiously occupied with the one great end in view. They 
■would feel that their place was beside their pupils, with 
whom t]i(‘ir interests were for the time idpntificd ; and 
the affection for their charge, which the very ifaturc of 
their connexion induces, would soon so lighten their 
cares, as to make their labours those of love. * iVnothcr 
point to be insisted on i.s, fhat they should he trained 
to eonsidoi» themselves only as assistants. No mother 
ought to give up the care of her own children. If this 
were properly understood, there would he an end of 
liuiniliations. Were th»f relative positions of employer 
iind employed morg accurately defined among us, much 
annoyance would be saved to many sensitive natiins, 
which, ill these days of increasing good-breeiling, have 
seldom any very painful grievances to sulfer under.

A i those islnnds arc now 
inhahitt'd, and as the tortoise^. »orms .a \)rineipal article of 
food, tlicir numbers arc of course greatly rcduri'd; but 
the i)rt4de yet reckon (»n two days* hunting supplying food 
for the rest* of the week. Jt is sjifd, that formerly single 
vessels hav<* tiikoii away as many as seven hundred of these 
animals, and fl^it the. sliip's company r)f a frigate some 
years since brought down two hmalred to the beach in one 
day.

Olio larj|e tortoise which Mr Darwin w-atehed, he found 
walked at tho ratc^f sixty yards in ten minutes, that is, three 
Inmdrcd .and sixty in tho hour, or four miles a-day, allowr- 
ing it also a little time to eat on the road. Tliey are mute, 
umess during the breeding season, when the male utters a' 
hoarse bellowing sound.

Kf.THCT BUUlUTT,\riHi: LIURNKO HLACJICSMIIH. 
Tuj: aptitude for learning langinigi's ha^ ran'ly b* cn v) 
remarkably demonstrated us in tho ease of Klihu Ibu- 
ritf, a native of ‘North America, who is at prcseiit oa a 
visit to England. Of this extraordinary evemjdar of 
the pursuit of know'Iodgo under ddUruUles, the follow- 
ing brief account is gux'n in the ?ilan<;]iester Giim- 
dian 

Eliliu ’•vas born in (knmcoticut in isil, of inuni»le 
hut respectable parents ; attended the district scboul 
ftir some, months y'early, until 1)»e age of sixteen, when, 
his father dying, he was apprenticed to a blaeksiny:li, at 
whieh trade he worked until he was twenty-three and 
after trying, for a year or two, toachnig and other inxi- 
fe.ssions, wdiich did not suit his health, ho returned to 
his anvil, ;it viliicli bo still labours when at home, de- 
‘ voting all his leisure hours to literary pursuilN. * Hy 
dint of hard labour, be has become a ijroficient in the 
niosi diflicult languages of Asia, and in many of those 
languages of Euroiio which are now nearly iiisused 
ami obsolete ; among them arc Gaelic, Welsh, Ctdtic, 
Saxon, Gothic, Icelandic, Russian, Slavonic, Armenian, 
Chaldaic, Syriac, Arabic, Ethiopic, Saii^rit, an^'rairml! 
It was stated, in a public meeting in 183S, by' Governor 
Everett, that Mr Burritt by that time, by Ids unaided 
industry alone, had made himself acquainted with fifty^ 
languages. Mr Burritt shows no flisposition to relax 
from his labours. He usually devotes eight hours to 
labour, eight hours to study, and eight hours to pltysi- 
cal indulgence and repose ; and, by x^ui'sning this 
course, he enjoys the odvaotages — vainly coveted by 
many literary men— those connected with “ a sound 
mind in a healthy body.” Nor does ho confine his 
labours to the mere acquisition of literary wealth : ho 
also diffuses it with a liberal hand. He has written 
many valuable articles for i)eriodical9 of high standing ; 
he has delivered many lectures which liave been replete 
with interest and yalaable information *, and has been 
repeatedly listened to by large and^ highly respectable 
audijbnces in New York, Philadelphia, and other places, 
with edification and d^ight* Mr Burritt is nowogly 
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thirty-five years of ago, and he is visiting England 
partly to recruit his strength, and partly ,to sec the 
English peoY»le with his ow'ii eyes, and judge ^for him- 
self as to their character a.s developed at hoaie. In one 
of his recent American publications, Mr Burritt gives 
the following notice of his intcniled’ journey through 
England ; — 

* About the 1st of Juno, we propose, under certain I 
comTi lions, to take steanuT or packet for England. On ,1 
our arrival, wc propuBe to take a private hickory staff, j 
and travel on, like Buuyan’s pilgrim, througli the coun- | 
try, .at the ratenf about ten miles j^day. Passing thus j 
leisurely on foot through the agncultural districts, wo j 
aritu'ipatd the opportunity ofl looking through the ! 
hedges and into the barn-yard.s; sometimes into the | 
kitebuis of the eoinmoii people; on^v in a while into a i 
black smith's sliop, to smite at the anvil. In fact, wc ' 
intend to pull at every latch-string that ive find outside i 
the door or gate, •and study tlie p\#ysiology of turnips, ' 
hay-ncks, cabbages, hops, &c. and of all kinds of cattle, ■ 
sheep, .'ind swine. \\'c jiropose to uv'oid the lions of the I 
countr}’’, and «mitiiie our walks ti> the low lauds of com- i i 
mon life ; and to have mir conversation and eonnnuiiion j I 
cliicily w'^li til*' labouring classes. Periiaps we might i| 
get logcllicr a knot of them some inoonshiny night, ami ! 1 
talk to them a little on tiniiperaiiec, peace, and uni- 
M'lval brut 111 rliood.

He h:i< a fine intellectual counte- > 
nance, bright speaking eyes, animated features, and a i 
broa<l ixp.insive forehead, 'riu're is iioiie of that re- i 
imirlmblc fislncss in the eye wliicU plireuologists usually j 
a.^Mgn to the organ of language when developod in an j 
cNlrai.rd inary dfgroe; and he is not by any means a i 
lli'.Md .-.peakcr. Rlihii Burritt is chicHy known in this | 
country sts tb^ great advocate of peace i>riucii>le8 in flu: | 
United Btates; and he is continually publishing small , 
printed slips callcil ‘Olive leaves,’ which arc printed | 
in incredible qu int it ic.s, and reprinted in about three j 
h 111 idled Altai lean lu:w.spaJ)er^. He expressed himself' 
mueli pleised with England and with English hospita- 
lity, •'O far as he lias seen the one ami enjoyed the other j 
and "was very much hlruck with wliat ho regarded as 
tlic ueiiso popuiuiion of the country, as seen on the line 
of railway between Liverpool and Mancliester, although 
this tract of country is generally regarded as sparely 
pcoiiled, owing to the mossi-s and other causes. 

SNOW wom.ns. j 

This is the iirunc given to certain curious fungi belong' [ 
ing to the same division with the mucors, autemiarUs, .iiid j 
other mkTOSco])ic kinds of mouldincss. One of these w at. j 
first discoverecl, in the north of leekmd, by Hicnemaiiii, ' 
who has described the gcnu.s under the name of ('hi mttpht, , j 
but two other siiccicB luive since occiiiTcd in Geriuauy, ono i 
m the neighbourlujod of Diesden, and in great abuiulance. 

It is developed on Iho Miov^iii clear wen tlur, vnUcu the miii 
has power enough to mel^ the outer .‘^uifaue of the snow, 
withcftit the exi.steuec of a general tlimv. It appears, ac- 
cording to a conespondcut ol the (iaidencis’ Clnoiiiele, to 
spring eithfr from the dung of fci»inc .aninifil, or on snow 
which is impregnated w’i ill dung or urine, and soon sineads 
over tho fiurfaco of the miow in shining HoPcy patches,^ 
dotted with red or green fniit, which resembles that of 
miicor. When the siiow' melts, ii Is left bclilnd upon the 
subiacciib grass, in the form of a cobweb stratliin of great 
dclicuc>, whict soon vanishes. Strange that the surface 
of so barren an elcnu nt as snow* should give birth and 
nonrishmeut to a vegetable of such minute and delicate 
proportions. Alorc recently, another kind of snow' mould, 
diacovered in Germany, has been described by Professor 
Unger, under the name of Jjurum Nivalis. Unlike the fot- 
uicr, this i 9 developed beneath the snow', audd^j^in certain 
seasons extremely destmetive to grass 4n(|, com. The 
years iQ whiej^ it is most injurious are those when a deep 
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snow sets in without an}’ previous frost, when it sometimes 
destroys wholorrops of com; and this is so w'ell known to 
the farmer, that in surli seasons it is customary in certain 
districts t-o plmigh up the hanl frozen surface of the snow 
occasionally diiiinp: the winter. The plant is of a very 
simple structure, opnsistiug merely of branched or jointed 
threads, the uUiinnto joints of the small lateral branches 
of which at length nssumc a red tinge, and separate at the 
.irtieulations, producing oblong spores or vessels of fructi- 
fication. It forms white patches afoot or more in diaiiieter, 
inn eh' lip of a number of smaller circular patches; and when 
the snow melts on the .approach of spring, these assume 
here and there a red tint, as if dusted with red powder, in 
consc’quefjicc of the ripening of the sporf.H. The snow is 
scarcely melted, when the wliole disappears, leaveng behind 
a withered plot, which, ficcordiug to Iho greater or less 
vigour or duration of the parasite, is oitlier omuplctcly 
barren, or but slow’ljlirreovers its verdure. In some years 
the mould is so abundant that the crops are completely 
destroyed, and there is no other remedy than to sow them 
j again. r *

AVc are loo apt, perhaps, to form our notioas of the great | 
atmospheric currents from the cliaractcr of the winds lo j 
whtcli wc aro exposed upon the surface of tlio earth; but i 
a little consideration and observation Will enable us (o | 
correct this prejudice. The lower strata of tlie inferior ' 
currciit.s aro perj»ctiially opposed by fixed obstacles — 
mountains, hills, rocks, forests, and the works even of 
man— against whicli they expend most of their force, and ' 
by whicli they arc deflected and rcllcctcd, and broken into I 
whirls and eddies, producing, by their momentum, fitt^ul r;ij-e- j 
factious and expansion.s, wliicli improsa us with their clia- I 
ractor of unsteadiness and irregularity. But it is not so w ith 
the iip|HT strata or with the superior current. Even in 
stomiy weather, th« eye can often iienetrate through breaks 
in the canopy of clouds, when it may ho observed that the 
wind aloft is blowing witli such steadiness and suioothness, 
as not to bre.ik the form of the lightest cur-cloud that . 
floats in its bosom, and indicates the vclooity of its course. 
The passage of balloons invai-iably indicates the same 
steadiness of cmirpc ; and the experience of every aero!..aiJt 
eoiiflrms the fact, that whatever may liave been the velo- 
city of Ilia passage, in tho upper regions of the air all around 
him was perfect calm. A conflict indeed appears lo take 
place atitimes af^ the junction of two opposing currents; 
but these arc rare exceptions to the general rule. This 
state of the upper and under surface of the atmosplierc is 
not unaptly represented to us by tlie state of the two 
surfaces of the fathoij^lcss ocean, only that tho situation of 
their great disturbances is reversed. The currents of the 
great deep flow in opposite compensating streams, like 
those of the atmosphere. The hot water of the equatorial 
regions flow's with various deflections towards the poles, 
and is replaced by an under-stream of cooled water from 
tlie polar regions. Tlio disturbing foroes which aro per- 
petually acting upon the surface oftCR mask this move- 
ment; but they extend not to tho lower carrent, which 
flow’.s on undisturbed by the most furious storms, and the 
miglity billows which oscillate above.— Metfo- 
rolofly. 
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SKNSE OF WRONGS. 

Tjikke arc as groat tlilK*rences amongst mon with re- 
spect to their ‘sense of injury, as in anj^ other feeling 
of our nature. It would bo trite and tedious to go into 
detail on this point, but it *uay be allowahlo to remind 
the reader how often wo see one man bear that 
patience, the twentieth part of whicli rouses <leep and 
lasting resentment in another ; how' some may be all but 
literally trampled upon without greatly exciting their 
indignation, while others take fire at the slightest .ap- 
]>ro:ie!i to an insult. Injustice seems to lie written in 
water in some natures ; in otlicra it is tlio tracing of a 
hot iron upon the living flesh. 

('onsult the common moral code of society upon this 
subject, and yon find a surprising <liversity of maxim. 
Sonu time^ we hear that it is atniahle to receive injury 
ami in.sult with patience; perhaps thc^c^may even be a 
referenee to a highei^^stnndard, whicli dictates that the 
one should he returiiAl with good, wliile of the other 
w(! ought meekly to invite a repetition. Ai other times 
we hear much of its being manly to stand up against 
unjust aggression, of whatever kind. To resent affronts, 
ami repel assaults upon our rights, is said to be only 
showing a proper spirit. More particularly is this tone i 
usKUrnod vuth regard to the honour and rights of gre.it I 
Imdies of men, such as nations ; and accordingly the j 
w ars of injured and oppressed peoples have ever been 
among the mo.st favourite themes of history. 

’riiete is, nevertheless, in a keen sensibility to injfiry, 
an absolute character which it imports us much to lay 
dowu) distinctly. Not deu) ing tliat moderate feelings 
; of resentment have a legitimate use—lhe appointed de- 
fence of the innocent and w^orthy against the iinscru- 
luilous— we ought clearly to see that it is nothing more 
than useful. Being .a feeling which rcg.ards self alone, 
it never can he justly regarded as a moral feeling: tliat 
, is reserved for sentiments which look primarily to the 
good of others : there can, therefore, be* no tru€ grace 
: about the sense of injury. This is tnie of sciisibility 
to injustice in all its forms, from an Hcden ^lac- 
gregor crazed with her husband’s bankruptcy, to a 
Lecomte shooting at a venerable prmcc for being de- 
! nied some trifling favour, ThcieSs hardly need to say 
more on the absolute nature of tlic feeling ; yet we may 
remark, as perhaps its worst feature, tlie tribunal from 
wliieli it obtains all its judgments. That tribunal is 
self. The patient ever becomes the judge of his own 
wrongs, and all he says and docs in consequence is of 
the dangerous character of * wild justice,* or justice 
taken at his own hands. Even where legal means are 
taken to redtess injuries, this partial judge is usually 
at the bottom of tho plea, prompting tho procedure, 
exrocting the last i)cualty of the bond, and too often 
, pursuing otlier ami cxtraiBudicial measures to make ih|^ 
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desired end more certain. Such being tlie real nature 
of this feeling, ive^can only suppose that men sympa- 
thise with tho,se comphiini?ig of injdstiee wdien the ca.se 
touches their own <!iterests, or is of a very gross and 
oulrageous iiayiro. Hut apart from such instances, it 
may be remarke<l that there is a general disposition to 
sliglit those who complain loudly and pertinacumsly of 
injuries. Each man’s selfhood contemns the selfhood 
of his neighbour. 

And common observation of life will, we think, boar 
us out in saying th:W: it is the selfish, as a (dass, who 
clamour most about their wrong.s. flero possible ex- 
ceptions must of course be allowed for. Yet we would 
insist that, gouerally. tlie person w ho is noted for com- 
plaints of grievances and persecutions is a selfish person. 
He feels k(‘enly a loss of money, because he is selfishly 
fond of money. lie suffers for years from some casual 
and perhapjP unmeditated affront, because he is full of 
self-esteem. Ile^ takes bitterly to lieart a failure in 
competition, beeaiFc he secretly thinks there is no one 
equal to liim&ilf, or who lias any claim when he is in 
fhe field. One never hears from such a jicrson of .any 
injuries sulfercd by others, altliough tho world is con- 
fc.s.se»lly full of wrong, lie feels so exclusively for him- 
self, as to be^' dally unconscious of tho hcart-sickriessoa 
borne, perhaps more silently, by lii.s fellow-creatures. 
Accordingly, a shipwreck might be passing before his 
window.^, ami he 'would fail to see it if soiuij one ivere at 
tlio nioment to break one of bis panes. 'I’o such eon- 
duet that of the unselfisli man is a complete contr.ist. 
Ile is placable, because, from a eoniparatively slemler 
selfhood, lie feeds his own wnwigs slightly. He is rea»ly 
to forgive and forget before even the adversary who ha.s 
done him the injustice, bee;iu.sc he is more alive to what 
others, than to W’hat lihnself, may siifl’er. is little 

flevtdopod in Inm ; therefore he is slow to take affronts, 
quick to overlook thcau. Even tbo goods of fludune be 
feels to be his by so modest a claim, tlud, when they 
wrested from him, his sense of the severance is only 
superficial, and lie sees comparatively little occa.sioii to 
eomidain of it to the ivorld? 8iieh men an; never semi 
to be suited at the world for their own .«?ufierings in it. 
Injustice iiejXT appears to them a Mifli(ueiit reason for 
withdrawing into thgir own elirlls, and systematically 
abstaining from efforts to sivcetcri .society and alloviate 
human wo. No ; they ‘ suffer long, and are kind.’ 

We also see the cliar.actcr of a keen sense of wrongs 
in the impulses to wdiich it immediately le.ads. Start- 
ling as it may appear, all malignant passions, from 
deadly revenge clown (o dornc.stie harshness, originate 
in, and .are commensurate with, a sense of .sullering in 
ourJK;lvcs, 'J’lic simple principle of vengeance is merely 
this— to m;^ke the other party Buffer as much as \ve 
do, and till our own suflering ceases, whicli it giMicrally 
docs when n sufliclont amount of retaliation has been 
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inflicted. Ofcmnion liad temper, apain, is only the ex- 
presRion of iiXi inward nneasinosfl, cither resulting from 
Bomc ea.si/}il and transient, vexation, or resting in an 
original raijd nnalterabJe discord of the natural feelings. 
Suffering— sulfering alone— is the root of all the sour- 
nc.ss and cruelty that dfirkens the earth. It follows 
tli.'U any unusual degree of sensibility to injury is ex- 
tremely lial)le to be attended by a great and constant 
display of the malignant passions. 

Seeing that the sense of wronjitis liable to such asso- 
ciations, we may the more readily become convinee<l of 
its deficiency in that dignity and moral grace which 
the pocll$ have softietimcs conferred flpon it. The in- 
dignant sorrows of heroes and heroines will no doubt 
affect us powerfully ; hut so do nil displays of earnest 
feeling, on w'hatever account. We are c*;*citcd — we 
sympathise— but ftur moral feelings remain dormant 
These will stir wonderfully at the recital of woes borne 
in the maimer of n (j!riselda; but refuse to move 
under tin; vengcful*dcclamalions of a Constance. 

Tlic lesson here arrived at is, that, while resentment 
of wrong is often useful ami justifiable, is m)t a thing 
to be gloried in, as many do. The keeping up a wrath, 
for however true a cause, during many Jong years, is 
not n proper subject of boasting, as many b/- their con- 
duct would seem to consider it It is a self-delusion to 
e\pee.t to exalt ourselves in the eyes of our fellow-croa- 
turcB by telling them that we received a mortal offence 
half a lifetime since, and have revor since forgot it 
Only when men tiynipathise wiili eacli other’s selfish- 
nesses, whi(ih i.s what they have never yet done, will 
they admire and applaud when a keen sense of wrong 
is displaycid liefore them. The proper feeling regarding 
such displays is pity. And well may this he enter- 
tained on such occasions, since, to tell us that you liave 
kept up a bitterness for a scries of yearg, is only to 
confess that you have all that time been unhappy. 
Who eouM look without compassiop on one who is 
liable by each little rub of life to ho deprived of his j 
pea^iB^r some large segment of his existrmce ? 

fi’hcre are many, course, to whom such a preacli- 
inonl as tliis can he of no use. The selfish will be 
querulous, the benevolent will be placable and Iong-.suf- 
, fering, without any regard to speculations pn the origin 
of their feelings. There is, hoivevcr, a class, and that 
not a .small one, who are ready to act very much as they 
may ho guided by what they arc accustomed to sec and 
hear. Eor their sake, it. is well to lay down in this 
manner the distinction between a dull and a keen sense 
of wTong. } 4 etlt be clearly understood by them, that to 
be placable is hot to be tame or w'cak, but to act unscl- 
llshly, ami in tlic way that tends to jiroinote the good of 
society } wlwle all manifestation of hitter and long- 
enduring resentment is only a proclamation of selfish- 
ness and of a self-war against the world. Let this he 
understood, imd they will at once sec whether it is best 
to reply wuth the soft or the hard w'ord ; to make a 
concession for peace’ sake, or fight out a perhaps doubt- 
fhl right i to scatter the ashes of the fire of resentment, 
and look up in the sunshine a genial, free-hearted, man- 
loving nian, or to heap them together, that they m&y 
111 time burn ourselves as as others. 


NARflpriVE OF JUAN VAN |IALEN* 

ARHESTED BY TITE INQUISITION. 

J')oN^,UAN Van Habkn was born in the isle of Leon, in 
Spaitf, on the 16th of Febniary 1790. His mother was 
ox jm ancient Spanish family ; his father was of Bclgic 
orttin. and had served in the Spanish ntt'vy. ,Tuaii was 
sciu at an e.'irly age to the naval college, and having 
completed his studies, was appointed a lieutenant, and 
fought in the memorable battle of Trafalgar; after 
which he retired to Madrid, where he resided wjticn 


Napoleon Bonaparte invaded Spain, lie immedjatcly 
took up arms in defence of liis country, an<l was

obliged to flee from the city on the same day, in order 
to avoid sharing the dreadful fate of many of his coip- 
trymen, whom Napoleon had commanded to be shot ; 
and hastened £o Galicia, where ho fought under the 
command of General Blake. 

Soon after this, articles of capitulation were agreed 
upon between the French and the Spaniards, and Van 
llalen, hoping to be more useful to liis country by 
remaining at Madrid than by becoming an exile, took 
the oath of submission to .Toseph Bouaparto, who now 
mounted ‘the throne of Spain. When this king w as 
driven from his new dominion by the rightfifi pos- 
sessor of the Spanish crown, Juan, having received 
great favours from him, followed him to France, and 
remained for some time in retirement at,Bordeaiix. 

In the year 1813, the Spanish government (jllered a 
full pardon to all those who had B<jrved under Joseifii 
Bonaparte, and thus Van Jlalen had lihcrty to return 
to his native land. lie presented himself to the Spanish 
general at Barcelona, who, in order to t(3st his fidelity, 
gave him a dangerous commission. This he executed 
with success, and was immediately appointed iiid-de- 
ranip to the general-in-chief, and was mentioned in the 
Gazette of Madrid as ‘ a young man wlio Inid aeted tlie 
part of n true patriot, by exposing his life to great 
danger for the benefit of his country.’ 

’I’hus far our hero’s life was pro.spermi8 ; but misfor- 
tunes soon overtook him; .and, in order to mulerstand 
these thoroughly, wc must take a short revii-w of 
the state of Spain at that time. Ferdinand VJI., vho 
had been driven from his throne by the h reneh, was a 
weak and irrwo?ute prince; he suffered liimself to bo 
ruled by tliose around liim, and qijent his time in frivo- 
lous ot^eiipations ; ho is even said to havt* embroideretl 
dre.s8es for the various images of the Virgirj Mary. His 
subjects, hoping that he would have j)Pi>fitc(l liy his 
misfortunes, restored him to the throne; but their hopes 
were vain, for he was perfidious and ungrateful, pro- 
mising what he never meant to perform, and betraying 
those whom he liad previously flattered. I’lio faitliful 
defenders of their country wa*re i>unislied, religious 
fanaticism reigned over all, and thp beautiful king<loiu 
of Spain was left to the mercy of tho Inquisition.^ TJiis 
was a tribunal established in the year 1204, by Innoixtnt 
III, (the same pope who had obliged King John to do 
homage to liim for the crown of England), to judge 
those who dissented from the liomau Catholic religion. 
The lieud of tlic court w'as called the Grand Inquisitor, 
and he acknowledged no suiierior hut the po])c ; tho.se 
who were so unfortunate as to fall under his displeasure, 
were seized, carried into dungeons under grouuji, and 
tried in the dead of night The victims very often did 
not even know the crime of which they were accused, 
nor were they allowed to defend themselves. This iii- 
famousttrlbunril possessed more power in Spain than in 
any other country. It hod been cstablisbed there by 
Isabella of Castile, a woman so good and so gentle, that, 
instead of blaming her, we must pity tlie superstition 
and religious bigol.*y which led her to think it right to 
introduce into her kingdom an institution so contrary 
to Christianity. The*‘days which the Romish Church 
ordered to be kept as festivals were in Spain desecrated 
by the barbarous spectacle of the autonda-fe, or tho 
burning^of those poor wretches condemned by the in- 
quisition. The procession, consisting of the victims, 
clothed in terrific attire, of tho inquisitor-general, richly 
dressed, riding on a white horse, and of various monks 
and officers, moved slowly from the prison to the place 
of execution ; the bells toll^l mournfully and a large 
concourse, including even kings and queens, assembled 
to witness this fcat^ spectacle. Some were strangled, 
and then burned $ but most were burned alive^ amid the 
s|iout8 of the mob. Happily, Oristiaiit^y is, by degrees, . 
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I ; beco^iing more unrlerstood, nnd 8iicli fearful cruelties 
: ; are in a great measure laid aside. 

' W"e must return to Juan Van Ilalen, IJo was 
I stationed with his regiment at the city »f Jacn, and 
oA the 8th of December ISlf), waj present at a family 
festival held by a friend named IVirez. Just after the 
I>.jrtv w}i8 seated at dinner, the colonel of the regiment 
, ' desired to speak to Van llalcn, and informed him that 
luj Iiad re(‘eivc(l an order from the king to arrest him, 
and to take possession of all his papers. Thinking it 
a m.'itter of but slight importance, Van llalcn made no 

• resistance, and was placed in the guard -room of tlie 
barracks, where he remained nineteen days. lie was 

■ then sent, under a strong escort, tv Malaga, where he 
was met by the governor of the city, from whom he 
roevived intelligence that the king had suspected* liim 
of plans to overthrow the government, and had there- 
; fore order(»d tliat ho sliould bo immediately sliot. 
Montijo, governor of the province of Granada, was, 
despite this (‘(gnmand, determined to save Juan, and 
wrote to the king in his favour. Ferdiiiafid denied that 
he had ever given such an order; and, after various ap- 
plications, publicly proelainiod Van Ualen’s innocence, 

, and prmnoted liiiii to the rank of lieutenant-colonel. 

'• Our hero now took up his abode in the <aty of 
I , 'Mureia, and wc might expect that lie would, in future, 

I he cautious in hia w^ords and actions ; hut this was 
not tlic case. One of hia most intimate friends was 
1 General Turrijtis, who, discontented wdth the state of 
atlairs, liad, with some others, formed societies to 
lecoiid a rebellion, which was on the point of breaking 

• out ill Oatalonia. This officer sent Van Ilalen to 
Gibraltar, m order to confer with some friends there ; 

, and various meetings were held during the nigtit, at 
the diflewent towns in which the disaffected persons 
resided. These w<‘ro discovered by a servant, who, 
susjieeling some examined liis iuiaster’s jiupers 
ilnring his abs<*nce, ar^l immediately sot out for Madrid 
to hi truy what he liad found out. On the 2 1st of iSep- 
1 ember, wdiLle Van Ilalen was absent on a party of 
pleusuro, a body of soldiers surrounded his house, and 
two men, enveloped in cloaks, knocked for admittance. 
The servant appeared at the wdndow, threatening to j 
shoot them if Un.*y did not withdraw: they answered 
that they were General Irriberry and tlie senior inqui- 
sitor. The former or<lered the soldier.s to force the 
door ; and Irriberry entering, searc.hed tlic house, and 
look possession of a box of papers. About four in the 

• inf)rniiig Van IlaUai returned home, and upon ascending 
the steps, was seized hy the soldiers, Irriberry siting 

} in a haughty tone, ‘ T arrest you in the name of the 
' . king.’ I'lie bishop’s carriage was then sent for, and 
i *J nan was carried to the Inquisition, iiiis building had 
' been in ruins, but w'as being rebuilt ; and as the new 
ji prisons were not yet ready for occupation, our hero 
I was ordered to follow tlio jailer to one of the four cells 
|, whieft yet remained of the old edifice. These dungeons 
i \s ere on a level witli the river, which flowed through 
I , the town, so that they were very damp, ami infested 
j ! by rats. The light w^as admitted throuiili narresv loop- 
I holes, and u bench of brick constituted the bed of those 
j who were so unhappy as to bo immured in tliese cells. 

I However, tl^j inquisitors endeavoured to make this 
! wretched abode tolerably comfortable for Juan, and 
; flirnished him with bedding, a small table, and other 
I necessaries. Among those whoVere connected with 
; tlie secret societies wo have i^entioned, was a young 
j man named Serafln del Rio, and a jeweller of the name 
! of Esbry; these were also seized, their paiiers taken 
away, and they were confined in two dungeons adjoin- 
ing that of Van llalen*s. 

At ten o’clock the following morning General Irri- 
berry entered the prison, accompanied by tlie jailer, 
and in a rqugh manner desired Van Ilalen to fbllow 
liim to tlie great h.all of the Inquisition. Here were 
; seated the senior inquisitor and many other oifleers, 

• i wlu) ftnmpdiutcly commenced an examination of the 
I prisoner’s papers; andiiaving done this, comuiandi|l 



him to sign an inventory of them. He w;^3 then n eon- j 
ducted to his dungeon. During the exau>inution of the j 
documents. Van Ilalen had contrived to takfc away one 
of great importance, and to secrete it, unobscyvrd, in lii.s 
coat sleeve. On reaching his dungeon, he sotiglit in 
vain for some method of destroying k, and was at last • 
obliged to swallow it, as ilio safest means he could dc- Li 
vise to prevent its discovery. The jailer visited thi se 1 1 
dungeons every evening, in order to bring the prisoncr.s | ( 
a cup of chocolate ; apd during one of tlicse visits Van ' • 
Ilalen, who had received permission to walk for an hour I j 
in the gallery into which the cells opened, examined j ; 
clusidy the doofs and loophole.-i of tliu pastifige. He ' ! 
found the floors of the other cells closed ; and biding cun- j j 
vinced that tlie.se were inhaliited, he began singing, and I j 
to his gro-tt deliglit was answTre<i hy a voice, which ho ' j 
recognised as that of his friend SerTiin del Hio. Each i 
related tlic occurrences which had taken place ; and Van 
Halen found, as hq liad suspected, that Oalvo, the ser- <'! 
vant, had been his hetniyer, and tfiat a box of papers ■ ! 
which had been intrusted to his caro wms noiv in the | 
liaiids of gov(;yinient. Several days passcl on, during ; 
w'liich the incarcerated frii'iids contrivcii to communi- | 
cate with one another, till at length the jailer^ acconi- | 
panied hy* .m inquisitor named C'astancda, informed ! 
Juan that the new pri.son8 were completed, and that j 
he was to proceed thither imincdiately. ! 

This new prison could not be called a dungeon. It 
was situated on the second floor of the building, and was : 
.about tw'cnty-finir feet square ami eighteen feet high, i • 
The floor was of brick, and at the top ware two largo ; 
cro.sp.-barred w indows, looking into the gallery ; the bed . 
w'as upon a large board, fastened with rings to tbo wall, ! 
as was also tlie table and the bench ; at tbo end of the 
rmmi, opposite the bed, was a largo cross, painted green. i 
Wo wiliiioi^ make use of the pri.soiicrs own words in j 
describing what occurred during his aliodo here. 

‘ I waited imiKj/icnlly for tlie evening, to see wdicther 
1 should be allowed my .icciistouicd w^alk ; but the I 
day passed williout this "indulgence, I heard Sciafhi’s 
voice singing a hymn, .among thq verses of which he 
introduced the nunilier of his prison. On the follow'irig 
ihy I did not leave my abode, and time passed Iicavdy 
till the 2(1 oli October, wdien (Castaneda entered iny ]>ri- . 
.son, and informed me tliat I was b) start for Madrid 
the following day. 1 contrived, after he was gone, to 
announce, hy singing, my intended departure to Scrufln. 
'Ihe next day the jaiter begged to know'^ my wishes re- , 
specting the furniture of my house, w’hieli bad not been 
confiscated. 1 wTotc a pa]ier desiring it might he given 
to Serafin del Kio ; thus feigning ignorance of his arrest. 
The jailer muttered somethij^ig about Serafiu's ahseinai 
from liome, and then retired greatly embarrassed. At 
one o’clock in the morning 1 was informed all w'as re.ady 
for my journey, and Iwas conducted through the streets 
to the carriage wdiich was prepared for me, ami which 
stood at the gate of a convent. Castaneda here took 
leave of me, and Irrilierry, his adjutant, and myself, en- j 
tered the carriage. We travelled many leagues w itliout j 
meeting any one, until we arrived the second night at j 
afi inn, where were many travellers. Among these 1 j 
descried an old friend of*my father’s; but as 1 was .] 
eloaeljv iiuilflcd up, he didsiot recognise me, and I dared | 
not ask Irriberry’s permission to speak with him, though j 
I longed foripome intelligence of my family. | 

‘ At last we arrived at Madrid, ainl tlie carriage | 
stopped at the door of the Inquisition — a splendia . 
building, in a street of the s.amc name. We went in, 
ascended a handsome staircase, and w'crcj conducted to 
a study, where w'c found the .senior inquisitor seated in j 
an arm-cliair. * He seemed to know my name *, and j 
presently, when the jailer appeared, ordered him lo , 
conduct me to a dungeon in the most retire l jiari (sf 
the prison. Irriberry shook hands with me, mnl 1 fol- , 
IowkI my conductor down several flights of stniri», until j 
we arrived^at the cell, where another jidler waa w ait- j 
iug. I entered, and the doors were clo.scjd upon me.* ! 

Tiio prison in wdiieli this unfortunate man w^as ^iiow 
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confined was built on the same plan as that we for- 
merly mentioned, except that each of the double doors 
which secured it liad a small aperture in the middle. At 
about six paces from the dungeon, in the short passage 
leading to it, was another door, which separated this 
part of the huiltfing from the staircase leading to the 
rest of the cells and to the jailers* apartments. The 
insinbcrs of the holy court consisted of a senior inqui- 
sitor, two judges, an attorney named Yorilla, and tw'O 
keepers — Don Juanito Sanches^ and Don Marcelino 
V'^illa. The last of these two keepers was a middle- 
aged ina^i, of prepossessing appearance^: lie had married 
when young, and having no children,' had iidopted a 
girl taken from the Eoundling Hospital at Madrid. 
The other keeper was a young man, who^ had been 
brought up from J^is infancy in the secrets "of this in- 
famous tribunal, and, it may be inisgined, not desirous 
of showing kindness towards its unfortunate victims. 
The treatment wliieh Van Ilalen e-^pcricncod here was 
much severer than that at Murcia : he was forbidden 
the use of any steel or sharp instruments, and liis food 
was served to him ready cut, with a wc oden spoon to 
eat it with ; two jailers cleaned out the dungeon every 
second or third day. 

Eor a wx'ck our hero was left in a wretched state 
of incertitude as to his fate. He liad, before he left 
Murcia, dciuandcd an audience of tlio king, and had 
even written to him to urge this favour more strongly ; 
but no decided answer had been Ifeturiiod to him until 
the 18th of Octofcr, when Don Marcelino, Yorilla, and 
a third person, enveloped in a large cloak, entered his 
coll. The latter addressed the prisoner thus: — ‘ Hi3 
majesty has granted yoi\ an audience ; remember tliat 
it is with the king that you are going to speak, and be 
open in your comninnications ; to-niorrow evening you 
will see our beloved monarch, anil if you nof behave 
to his majesty’s satisfaction, trembk I for there is no 
punishment, however rigorous, that will not bo in- 
dited upon you.* 

H’he next day the jailer desired Van Kalcn to put on 
the clean linen and the uniform which he had brought 
him ; and Arellano, the king’s messenger and favourite, 
entered, dressed in a g^udy manner, ami eomiiuinded 
V.TU Jlalcii to follow him to the king’s presence. Tlic 
king M'as alone wlien Arellano and his jirisoner entered; 
arid n])on tlie latter kneeling to kiss his hand, asked 
Inm why he desired an auvlienee? 

- * Sire,* replied Van Ilalen, ‘ because, if yonr majesty 
would tleigii to hear me leisurely, you would dismiss 
those prejudices whiedi you have formed against me.’ 

* But you belong to a conspiracy against your king. 
Wlio lire your accompliety’ ?* 

AreiliU'o here pushed a pen and paper to Van Iliilen, 
conimainling liiin to write the names of those concerned 
in tlie plot. 

‘ 1 know not one, sire,* answered Don Juan. 

‘To the Inquisition with liirnl* cried the favourite; 
‘that court will extort his secrets by means of the 
rack.* 

T'he king w’as displeased at Arellano’s violence, apd 
merely added, ‘ Tell me, by writing, wdiat you have to 
say.’ Van Ilalen kissed Ids hand, retired, and w'as 
taken back to liis dungeon.^ On being left alone, he 
coiim^ced immediately w'riting his petition to the 
kingT'vhich Yorilla sealed, and carried aitay, in order 
to send it Escurial, a palace about seven leagues 

from MadK^whore the court had just gone to reside, 
to celbbrlij^^lrfeBtival in memory of the obsequies of 
the forwr kings of Spain. This absence of the monarch 
was ^fortunate for tlm prisoner, as Jie was left for 
many in ignorance of the result of his applica- 
tion. 

Mc^^hilo Juan’s father, having heard a rumour 
of hi’i- ion’s arnjst at Murcia, became very anxious, 
and inquired at the Inquisition concerning him,«hut 
could gu^ no information. In fact he seems not to 
have l||wn that his son was at Maiirid until very 
longsalQlrthis time, nor did ho even loam the origin of 


his misfortunes ; so secretly was all the business the 
holy court transacted. 

.Som/^ day & after Van Ilalen bad despatched his peti- 
tion to the fang, Don Marcelino and two officers en- 
tered Ills dungeon.e They cross-examined him very 
closely, adding that they were the officers coniniissioned 
to draw up a verbal process against him ; and the next 
week he was visited by Vilbir Erontin, the king’s secre- 
tary, who begged him most earnestly to disclose tlio 
names of those concerned in the plot. This lie steadily 
refused to do; and the king, much displeased, gave 
orders that tlio whole afi’air should be placed in the 
h.ands of the Inquisition. The prisoner was summoned 
to a]>pear before tliig tribunal. We will give his account 
of the court and its proceedings. 

‘ At seven o’clock in the evening the jailers entered, 
and liaving searched me, conducted me to the hall of 
the tribunal, at the farther extremity of wdiicli stood 
a long table upon a x>latform, with the seats of tbo 
officers near it. A large cross, surmounted by a palm 
branch and a sw'ord, stood in the middle of the table ; 
and under a canopy, on one side, was the president’s 
chair. I ivas led to the qilatforrn to take my datl), 
which I did by placing my hand on the cross, ami 
repeating after the senior inquisitor a long creed on 
the mysteries of the Catholic religion. Yorilla then 
commenced examining me so skilfully, that my 
answers w’cre limited to a simple i/e.<t or wo. I felt 
much embarrassed, ptarticularly w'hen I Avas asked to 
swear to the signatures of letters from v.arious friends, 
whicli they liad found among my papers; but 1 suc- 
ceeded in defeating the holies of iny judges, w'ho ima- 
gined that they would have been able to have (‘xtortctl 
much from me. My answers were taken dow n, and 1 
was desired to sign these without their being'read over 
to me; and after X liad done this, 1 begged permission 
to have an ad\*l)tfatc to plead my defence. 

And who would you have ?’* Aid Yorilla, breathless. 

“ Don Pedro Cano ; he lives in Madrid, and h.as known 
me several years.** 

“ It cannot be,*’ answered lie. “ You may choose from 
the list Avhich w ill be presented to you when the time 
urri\ es ; but none but those belonging to the holy office 
are allowed to plead hero.** 

* 1 was then dragged back to my dungeon in t‘xccssi vc 
agitation of mind, and with a burning thirst, wdiieli, 
ow ing to my water-jug being left,enipty, I was not able 
to queneli.* 

A second time was Don Juan dragged before the tri- 
bunal ; various papers were placed before him, and lie 
was asked if that were his signature whicli was attaelied 
to them. He denied having signed these ; and a list of 
five hundred names of persons high in nmlc .and oliice 
was presented to him, and he was asked to name those 
wliom lie knew. Happily he W'as acquainted witli very 
fewr of those mentioned, and he still steadily refused to 
implicate any of his friends. 

‘ The truth is what we expect to hear from you,* said 
Yorilla, red with passion ; ‘ be certain that all the crimes 
of thore whoimyou endeavour to shield will be visited 
uiion you. The tribunal grants you tw'cnty-four liours 
to choose either ypur salvation or your ruin. 'Fiiko 
him away,* added he, turning to the jailer; and Van 
Halen was again Rsd to his dungeon. 

The excitement of fhis last examination, and tho cer- 
tmiity that some horrible fate awaited him, now brought 
on a fever, and he begged Yorilla to give him water to 
quench his thirst. This inhuman man poured some 
water into the washing -basin, and giving it to tho 
wretched sufferer, said, ‘ Drink there, like tlie savages 
of Africa ; you have no more religion than they.’ 

‘ About eiglit o’clock iu the evening,* says Van Halen, 
•Don Juanito entered my dungeon, followed by four 
other men, whose faces were concealed hy a piece of 
black cloth, shaped al^ve the head like a cone, and pull- 
ing over tho shoulders and chest, in the middle of wrhich 
were two holes for the eyes. I was half asleep; when 
fj^ie noise of the doors openin|« awoke me ; and by the 
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(limelight of tlie lantern I perceived these dreadful ap- 
paritions. Imagining I was labouring under the effects 
of a dream, I gazed earnestly on the gnaip, till one of 
tliem a])proached, and pulling me by the jeathern strap 
with which niy arms were bound, gave me to understand 
by signs that I was to rise. Having obeyed, my face 
was covered with a leathern mask, and I was conducted 
through various passages, until we entered a room, 
where I heard Yorilla order tho attendants to untie the 
strap. 

“ Jjisten,” said he. “ You hjive hitherto been deaf to 
the commands of this holy tribunal ; and as you will not 
obey, we will extort the truth from you by violence.” I 
was hurried to the farther end of the room, and two 
liigli crutches were placed under my arms; my right 
arm was tied to the crutch, and my left was keift in a 
horizontal position. They then encased my hand in a 
w ooden glove, wdiieh shut very tightly, and from which 
two iron bars extended to tlie shouKlor; lily legs were 
tied to the crht(*hcs, so that ! could not move a muscle. 
VoriHa tlicii demanded “if I did not belong to a society 
wdioso object was to overthrow the throne and the 
(^atliolic religion ?” T domed it ; and immediately the 
glove, which seemed to bo resting on tbc edge of a wheel, 
b(‘gtm to turn, and 1 felt acute pain from the hand to 
the shouhhir. A convulsive shudder ran througli my 
frame, atid 1 fainted, AVhen I recovered my senses*, I 
found myself stretched on the door ; my mask was re- 
moved; and I saw' that Don .luaniU) and Yorilla were tho 
only persons in tho ai»artinciit. I was dragged to my 
Ivd, and spout Ihcinglit in a burning fever, which before 
morning brought on delirium.’ lie was now attended 
by Dr (lil, the physician of the prison, who ordered tlio 
irons which fasteiied his arms togetlier to bo removed, 
and poilltices W'cre applied to lessen the infljimmation. 
I'or several days he Jiovered bctw*een life and death ; 
but at lenglb, thr<iugh the care aTM^attciitiou of his 
medical attendant— wlio seems to have felt some pity 
and kindness towards him — ho recovered, though suf- 
fering much from weakness. 

We now eojiic to a humble heroine — the girl to whom 
Van Ilalon w'as ultimately indebted for liis life and 
Hherty. VVe have before mentioned that Don Marcelino 
had adopted an orphan girl from the youndling Hospital 
at Madrid. She was about sixteen years of ago at the 
time that IMarcelino was appointed governor of the 
])rison, and from that time slie had been intrusted with 
the menial services required hi the prisons. I'he atten- 
tion with which she performed these duties had gained 
her the confidence of all the officers, except Don Jhanito, 
’Who never lost an opportunity of injuring her, hoping 
thereby to cause her removal. Don Marcelino, bow'- 
ever, permitted her to enter all the passages of the 
jirison, w ithout w'atching or following her ; and slic had 
thus many opportunities of showing kindness to the 
uiihappy victims. 

' On Easter Sunday,* continues our hero, * the prisons 
were always visited by the officers of the holy court ; 
and this year the curiosity excited about me w^as so 
great, that a larger number of inquisitors aiii familiars 
than w'as usual attended. However, I was spared the 
uncomfortableness of seeing these men; for I lieard 
Yvirilla tell them, as they approached my prison-door, 
that they had seen all the prisoners, *and he ordered them 
to withdraw, I discovered ai^rwards that ho did this 
in order to prevent my seeing Don Manuel Centurion, 
chamberlain to the king, end a very old friend of my 
fathers, who had joined the inquisitora that day in the 
hope of discovering in what condition 1 was ; for Don 
Juanito had previously told him that I was confined in 
one of these dungeons. My unhappy family, who iiad 
awaited Don Manuel’s return from hU visit in great 
anxiety, were overwhelmed with grief at •bearing that 
he had imt seen me, particularly my mother, who had 
already petitioned tho king for my forgiveness, but 
without success. Towards evening I suffered so much 
from pain in my chest, that I retired to bed ; but at the 
moment I lay doivn aH my mattress, 1 felt a little 1 jnip. 


just in tho middle. I looked, and found /liat it was the < 
upper part of iin ear-ring. This discovory j::hecrcd me, 
fori had no difficulty in guessing its owmer; and I tried 
to devise some means of answering tliis sign.* At last, 
hoping that my dungeon w'ould !)c swept the 'next day, 

I wound some of my hair round the' ear-ring, and left ' 
it in the same place w’here I had found it* — (Yo be* 
concluded in next number.) 

INDICATIONS cJr VEGETABLE INSTINCT.* 

In a previous naper, wc gave some account of those 
singular niotious which have been noticed in ttie organs 
of certain plants, remarking tliat it is apparently a 
mistake to believe spontaneity of motion to bo the pccu-* 
liar attrilliito of aniinal organisations. Our attempt, in 
tbc present instance, will be to e:ftiibit another aspect 
of tlie subject, and to give a few indications which seem 
to point to the cDnclusion, that tho vegetable world is 
also ill tlic possession of a species and degree of instinct 
or sensation. * 

Until of la|c, it has been the universal opinion that 
both these cMidowments must be denied to vegetables ; 
but with the progressive discovery of the motions 
alluded A, and of tlie several facts about to be related, 
this b(‘Hef is giving way to what seems a perfectly 
allowable deduction from these facts — an opinion of 
preciisely tho opposite character, how’cver startling it 
may appear to many who have hitherto regarded plants 
as oidy a grade above the inorganic kingdom. A short 
consideration of the subject, in the following manner,, 
may prepare the way for tlie admission ; and wc believe 
few who will calmly discuss the question, will leave it 
with a doubt ujion the mind. If the evidence can 
scarcely be considered as conclusive, it is at all events 
of sueli a Remarkable, plain-speaking character, as to 
call fur a certain amount of credence and attention. 

It is scarcel^necessary to remind the reader, that at 
wliat may bci^alled tho confines of the zoological king- 
dom, tliere c/ist certain simple forms of animalcules, in 
which no nerves are, by our present instruments, to be 
discerned ; but we can hardly conceive tliesn creatures 
to Ik 3 destitute of them, when we find that they execute 
movcnienti of a character bearing the most precise 
analogy to those of higher orders of created beings, 
qiius they chase tlicir prey through the water ; in turn 
they thciiisdves flee from their enemies : they possess 
the liveliest powers of locomotion, at the complete con- 
trol of the creature; arc cnd<»wed wdth the power of 
digestion, .and of the perception and discrimination of 
their appropriatii nutriment; wJiich are all functions in 
nobler creations, dependent upon the existence, if not of 
centres of sensation, at anyrate of nervous fibres. It 
is easy, therefore, to believe that in their case nerves, 
and a stimulable tissue not necessarily identical witli 
ordinary nerves and muscles, do exist, but are imper- 
ccptilde, owing to our defective and limited power.s of 
investigation. But when these analogical inferences 
are developed to a point yet further, when they are 
made to embrace conferva!, the humblest of vegetable 
Vorms, a difficulty arises in the .idmission of the exist- 
ence of nerves or muscl*|s, for which no other cau.«*c can 
be adduced than that, yi the more complex structures 
of tne same kingdom, such an appanitiLs is not to Iw 
found; physiologists hesitating to admit tho existence 
of other excitable tissues tlian animal iiiusele, and of 
other stimulus-conveying fibres than animal nevves. 
An assumption like this is not .ahstdutcly necessary. It 
is impossible to say that certain vegetable organs and 
tissues only discharge one function ; it is perfectly con- 
ceivable that they may be endowed with two or mon», 
abstractccily. AVho, for example, could witness an os-

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cillatorial filament wrig^fle itself out of a plate, and 
move low.vtl^tliu light with an invincible pertinacity, 
and coiili^ leel a doubt that it possessed the instinct that 
light was good for it ; in obedience to which impulse, it 
was using every ^iFort in its power to reach it? Place 
by its siilc a humble animalcule, which, with movements 
of equal vivacity, dances hither and thither in its native 
element, and let science put her finger upon the point 
where sensation ceases on the one side, and some new 
faculty commences on the other. ‘ 

Taking a hurried survey of the striking movements 
cnumcra|^d in a fortper paper. Here tre plants folding 
close their delicate organs from the cold evening air, 
expanding them again to the genial sunbeam ; here arc 
plants shrinking from the drenching rain, or ppening to 
welcome the refrculiing show'er, as their different con- 
stitutions may suggest ; here arc some casting forcibly 
off every intruder to the lioney cell ; here are others, on 
the contrary, spreading their leafy tr^ps for the capture 
of such offenders ; liere are a fevr j\^iashed and shrink- 
ing from the touch; and finally, were St Vitus’s Dance 
a vegetable malady too, liere is one — tlfe Desmodium 
gyi*ens~which is deejdedly a victim to it. 

Leaving, however, the discussion to another< and more 
befitting arena, we would proceed to indicate that, put- 
ting aside the question of the amount of sensation in- 
volved in the motions referred to, there are other and 
even more remarkable points of ;view from which to 
contemplate the subject. 

'J’here is a class of poisons which may be showm to 
operate purely upon the sensation of animals, causing 
no chemical or pliysical disorganisation of their struc- 
ture; these arc opium, belladonna, Prussic acid, iiux 
vomica, tobacco, &c. If, now, it can be shown that these 
agents act in a deleterious manner upon plants, we have 
tiic presumptive evidence of strong analogj^ in support 
of the idea of vegetable sensation. M. Marcct has set 
the question at rest. Prom hi<» experinl 'its, it has been 
found that, even in minute quantities, thV poisons spe- 
cified arc destructive to vegetable life. IF a leaf of the 
sensitive plant is cut 'off, and placed in pure water, it 
curls up its Icailots, but in a short lime they again ex- 
pand, and retain their irritability for several days, ex- 
panding and sliriiiking up as on the plant itself, when 
touched with the .finger or with a needle; but if an- 
other leaf is cut off, and placed upon water, to which a 
solution of belladonna has been added, the leaflets col- 
laps(S and subsequently expand; but after this it seems 
paralysed — its life is extinct, atid even if It is then put 
into pure water, it no longer can be made to contract. 
Llcetricity, extreme cold, mineral poisons, arsenic, &c. 
are productive of similar vjnaequenoes. Every one is 
familiar Aith that simple experiment, the fumigation 
of a rose-tree, to destroy the insects which infest it. It 
affords us an instance of the action of a narcotic poison 
not only upon the insects, but also upon the plant itself. 
The little creatures tumble from the branches, stupifled 
with the tobacco fuino'i. And at the same time it may 
be observed that the leaves of the rose droop, some of 
its youngest and ienderest brandies hanging duwnf 
add only recovering, after exposure to a purer atmo- 
sphere, their former position ffbd hcaltliy aspect. The 
effect of these poisons obvious!^ indicates that all plants 
possM an occult principle, having a certain analogy to 
sens^iom It.^ found, also, that when ccrtaiti chemical 
substaufigyji, iPiution arc presented to their roots, the 
fcrei gMBH Bfle carried into the circulating system of 
the pdp^Ut is oliiiMt invariably, if it is unsuitable 
for its|wVition or for the formation of its secretions, 
carrie(K||(bwn again, and thrown off by the^roots. Even 
in the ^etion of its proper food by the delicate apon- 
giole of w| root, it would seem as if some kind of dis- 
cerning Mw/ io operation, which at anyrate 
may to animal ius^nct. ’ 

The istroisgil^ which plants growing in a cellar 8r 
darkened room make towards the light, howtrer small 
the glinm^jSr whioli may pierce the darkness, and the 
sedulous manner in which the radicle and plumule of 


the germ respectively avoid and .seek the same inlinciice, I ’ 
seem to speak in similar language. Every one who has 
watchcM the growth of tlie tendril of the vine, or the stern ; i 
of the creepmg-plant, must have observctl that neither | 
make any Imrns Unttl they conic into contact with some j 
object around which they can twine; so that, up to^a 1 ’ 
certain point, the stem of the most inveterately-twis’t- ' ' 
ing plant remains as straight as possible ; but at the ! ; 
point of contact with another body, a volution iinnie- i ‘ 
diately commences, and thenceforward it proceeds in a ’ 
spiral direction around the object held in its embrace, i’l 
In the case of the briony, simple contact with the object 1 1 
is not sufificient to ^ausc the twisting of the stem. To ! | 
prove this, the experiment of tying it w'ith a string at a ' ' 
certain x>omt has been made ; but the plant made no 
attempt to twist at that pc.int. A Biiiall weight was 
then attached to the string, and the tendril immediately , 
began to shorten itself by making several spiral turns. 
This seems to indicate that the tendril ^of the briony, 
naturally, will twist only when it has tlio weight of the 
stem to support. The wTitcr who rcconls this experi- 
ment, and whose striking pliraseology is almost indica- 
tive of his name, adds, ‘it is a hand seeking in tlie dark, 
and grasping what It has felt by the action of muscles 
remote from the sensible point.* 

The remarkable manner in which plants seaivli for 
their food, within certain limits ctimparable to that of 
animals, appears to imply the existence of soinq higlier 
impulse than mere fortuity. The strawberry plant will 
thrust its ‘runners* completely across a garden w^alk, on 
to a bed of soil on the opposite side, where it will for 
the first time, as it were, perceiving its object to be 
gained, pusli out roots, and form a new plant. It is not 
uncommon to find travellers relating the most, singular 
freaks played by trees an<l plants in quest of nutriment. 
Trees are somet^iijies found which have taken root on one 
side of a deep ravine, and having /xhausted tlie sterile 
soil on tliut side, have pushed fortli roots completely 
across the abyss, which have gaineil its opposite side, 
and there struck deep into more fertile ground. Plants 
are often to be found which have rooted in old walls ; 
but soon experiencing the want of soil, extend long 
roots ill the direction of the ground, whicli tlicy ^Kino- 
tratc, and then form radicles. If the roots of a plant 
are .accidentally denuded, and there happens to be some 
moist substanctv as wet moss, in their neighbourhood, 
they direct themselves towards it; and eventually suc- 
ceed ill reaching it 

A ipodcrn and eminent writer narrates, that ‘ among 
the noble collection of palm-trees cultivated by tlio 
Messrs Loddige of Hackney, near London, was one fur- . 
nished with liooks near the extremity of the frond, evi- 
dently designed for attaching it to the branches of trees 
for support, when growing in its native forest The 
ends of the fronds were all pendent but one, which, being 
nearest to the rafters of the conservatory, lifted its *.-nd ' 
several feet to fasten to the rafter ; none of the other 
fronds altered their position, as they could not have 
reached tiic raflCT Ivad they attempted to do so.’ What 
a striking recognition, in the tree, of an evidently for- 
tuitous circumstance I What but instinct could have i 
directed that vegetable hand to the roof for its support ? j | 
and what but that^kcep pendent the branches which i 
would have sought it in vain? Wc may conccivo a i 
similar impulse to direct the branches of the great 
banyan-tree, when they can no longer support the pon- 
derous vegetation, to send down roots which shall form 
at once a suppbrt and a source of fresh nutriment to it, 
extending the giant tree in every direction around the 
parent trunk. 

The pandanus, or screw-ifino, so called from the cork- 
Bcrew-like arrangement of its leaVes, commonly found 
in Madagascar, the Isle of Eranee, and the Indian 
Archipelago, affords us a most curious cxaVnple of a 
self-preservative instinct The tree has somewhat the 
appearance as if the Jesdrth had been removed from its 
roots, leaving them dangling in the air. This arises 
froEi its sending down long alfriaTroots for some distanco

I abo\^ tlic ground. Thev; i*t»ot 8 arc protected at tlicir 
! extremities by a loose cup-like investment of cellular 
; membrane, which defends the delicate tissue of* the tip 
ffiom any injury until it readies the soil,|u’horc its usio 
is at an end, and the roots then bury tbeinselves in the 
‘ earth. The trunk of the tree is BUiiportcd at some dis- 
I tSiicc from tlic ground by a number of such roots, and 
as it year by year increases in size and weight, there 
would l)ti A risk of tlic downfall of the whole structure, 
were it not that, to compensate for the increasing* pon- 
derosity of the trunk, fresh roots are thrown out, which, 
reaching the ground, form fresh props to the superstruc- 
ture, acting also as buttresses against tlie too great 
bending of the tree before the wini. But it is worthy 
of remark, tliat if the tree leans to one side, endangering 
its safety during the next storm, it puts out rodts, nt 
some distance above all the rest, on the inclining side, 
winch reach the earth, and form supports to the trunk 
perfectly analogous in their intention and use to the 
shores and tiTnbcr-work used by liunuiu architects to 
prop nj) a building in danger of falling. 

Plants, in a few instarices, would appear as if endowed 
with ii care for their ollspi*ing. Not to enumerate the 
mcciiaiiical contrivances for this end, wdiich do not 
belong to our subject, the mangrove, for example, re- 
tains its berries until they arc lirmly rooted by its 
side, wlum the parental couiioxioii is at an end. This 
is true also of other plants ; while some, whose drooping 
ll«)wors would drop the ripened seed at the period of its 
maturation, erect their bIciiis, as if to prevent the seeds 
falling out. 

Vegetable iiiRtiuct Bcems also to find an illustration 
in tile adaptability of plants to difrerent climates. It is 
well known that ])hints brought from tropical countries, 
aftor a little time inure themselves to the altered cir- 
cniMstanccs of the soil and temperature of temperate 
latitudes ! the most familiar iiistancei^ilto the potato and 
the dahlia, both natives of tropical climates. Kahn, one 
of the «liaciplcs (d’ Liiimeus, relates that apple-trees sent 
from this country to New England blossomed for a 
few years too early for that climate, and bore no fruit, 
but after that learnt to accommodate themselves to their 
new situation. It is a fact, that seeds and roots brought 
from southern latitudes germiiiato in our country Roonor 
than others brought from more northern ones — although 

■ exposed to equal conditions of temperature — owing to 
their acquired habits} but these in time fall in with the 
new conditions. 

To take a. concluding glance at the subject, ft is 
manifestly irhpofisible in tliis place, as imlccd ifwoulil 
als^o l)C inapjiropriate, to do more tlian collect a few 
scallcrcd instances of phenomena of daily ocimrrcnce in 
the vegetable world which seem to point to the posses- 
sion of a certain amount of sensation by them. In an 
inquiring spirit we may ask the nature and the cause of 
: tU'Rc, while it would be presumptuous to pronounce a 
d(‘eiJed opinion upon the question. It is reserved for 
modtrn science to link these idienomena together, and 
rofer them to their proper cause; ours is the nu»re 
humble attempt to awaken an int«ftest, w^uch may 
stimulate further and deeper researdi. 

, But while the present state of our information forbids 
I all dogmatising upon the subject, we are by no means 

■ precluded from the formation of S strong and nut un- 
« reasonable supposition that b^c such faculty as sen- 
' satlon, in a low, and often in an obscure degree, apiKiors 
. to exhibit itself in some, if not actually in oU the ex- 
amples detailed* ^ Until the contrary is proved, let us 

; be content witti this, which, at all events, is an cn- 
* uubling and exalting belief ; it is one which elevates our 
' conceptions of the great Creator’s benevolence in all his 
operations ; and wlicther we agree or not with Words- 
. worth— 

; • * And my faith that every flower 

j Enjoys the air it hreathos '->*• 

I th^ro can bo no question that the subject demands 
I considerably more attention and consideration than it 
i lias hitherto received^ t 


Were we to iudiilgo in the dreams of ifoetic imagin- 
ings, wo might expand our views, and conceive— pro- 
bably not altogether without trutli, even where no mou; 
prominent indications of vegetable instinct, mid sensa- 
tion exist than are to bo found in the fresh Inxuriaiice 
of Ii thriving vegetation — that tlu're in a world of sen- 
tient creatures delighting in tlie balmy rain, gladly 
welcoming the returning sun, and silently resting during 
the ^jluhk'S of night; rejoicing in a liieasiire of hapjn- 
ness which, if not strictly eoinparablo wdlh that of 
higher beings, yet is all guo«l of its kind, .and adds its 
hiiiiiblo voice to the hourly anthem otrtred by creation 
to Creative lov 8 . • 

In bringing the subject to a close wc may borrow 
the words of an author before cited, and, w hilt.- unwil- 
ling to o.tpress a decided opinion uth)ii the subject, wo 
may still confess our own slroiiff inclinatiun to his 
belief: — ‘If the daisy, the germ struggling for the 
surface, the tenJril searching for support, the root 
seeking water, the mimosa, and *1110 hedysarimi, arc 
without metaphysical powers, without scisations of 
conscioiisucss* whence should the sponge and the alcy- 
oiiium (recognised members of the zoological family) 
possess them ? ’ 

A TTiADITlON OF SAJIK. 

Tjik small island of Sark, t^r, as it is Kometirnos called, 
Serk, is situated ifi the IJritkli Channel, somewhat: 
hetvrcen, and to the southward of* its better -known 
neighbours, Alderney and Guernsey. In fair weather, 
it is easily diseerniblo from Fort St I’etcr in the 
latter island, being distant about seven miles --an 
hour and a half’s sail, under the most favourable 
conditions, owing to the prevakneo of strong cur- 
rents, whi^li in somu cases literally race betw'een the 
islands. As thus seen, it presents the most singular 
appearance. To my own mind, there is no simile 
w'liieh scems^ picture it more eompletely than that 
of conceivin/ it to be a vast wart stuck in the green 
w'aters, wdtli rugged sides and a yerdant summit. This 
will only faintly convey the impression of the preci- 
pitous character of the mural ramparts with wlii(di the 
island breasts and delies the Atlantic stream nishing 
up the Channel. The British seas own scarcely such 
another island as Sark. It is a natural citadel, shut up 
on every side, and built, as it were, to defy the entrance 
of mankind ; its perpendicular sides arc cleft into deep 
abysses, which Bcem to yawm with fearful omen upon 
all intruders; while every now^ and then some great 
wave breaks over their mouths, filling the air with a 
thunder of tlie most mourjifiil and depressing charac- 
ter. 'J’he siirroumling w'aves bristle with sharp rocks, 
which .assiinie the most grotesque and hideous foiins I 
ever beheld— -huge elephants, giants* heads and mms, 
pinnacled spires, jjyramids, heads of animals — and from 
the face of one black rock looks fortli a gigantic coun- 
tenance, grinning a grim defiance. These accessories 
appear as if set by nature as huge sentinels to guard tl.e 
privacy of the isle. Tradition and hi.story concur in 
informing us of the fearful shipw'recks which tlics'c 
natural defences have caused; and it is still more me- 
lum^oly to think that# the great caverns, over which 
the waters idly splash now, have formerly resouiideJ to 
the drowping shriek of the imliappy seaman. 

From an outlinaso forbidding as this, it inay be con- 
jectured that it W’as long ere Sark was inhabited by 
man. The gray gull ju’obably held undisputed dominion 
over it for centuries. It was about the sixth century, if 
history is to be relied on, before a human being entered 
the island, ift least to dwell there. Tiiu first occupant, 
having n just appreciation of the peculiar appropriate- 
ness of the island for seclusion, was, as we are informed, 
a bishop of Dol, in Brittany, who hod in view the con- 
fcrsion of the neighbouring islands to the Christian 
faith ; apd, as a preparation for the work, the olu gcntle- 
, man shut himsdf up in Sark to enjoy a little private 
i meditation. There he built himself a cha^ad and mo- 
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nastory. WRi lIii*r, Ii/ivin^r onpo jfot in, the reverend 
father found it a hard matter to fjet out again, and so 
remained n solitary prisoner to the end of his days, 
history Hr.yA not. For a considerable period subsequent 
to the ih‘fcM<c of the bishop, Sark was as desolate an 
island as the veriest liermit could have desired; but it 
V'aa a <lt*soIation of a peculiar character ; for the seas 
around it, and the nearest islands were, if not filled 
vitli life and bustle, at anyrate tolerably busy for quiet 
times like these; and no doubt piany a passing vessel 
carried a shuddering crew as she ran by the frowning 
clifis and roaring caves of Sark. 

Of thortradition 1 am about to rclaf^j there are two 
or three dillering accounts. All agree upon the remark- 
able manner in which the exploit was conducted, but 
ditlbr with regard to the time and persons engaged 
therein. A sketch'hf events in chronological order will 
give 118 an outline of both accounts. 

The next occupants w’ere a hordft of pirates, who, 
protected by the naVure of the coast from all aggres- 
sion, and possessing themselves of the requisite intimate 
knowledge of its dangers, were able to pujsue their ini- 
qiiitous trade to an extent which made them the terror 
of the (Channel. The island itself was the destroyer of 
perliaps n\ore vessels and men than the piriftc.s, as, in 
stormy weather, they exhibited false lights and beacons, 
which only too successfully dccoye<l ships into their 
power, or caused their ruin upon the iron-bound shores. 
The liavoc committed was so extensive, as to prove a 
material liindcranfo and injury to the trade of these 
parts, and it was determined by the merchants of Rye 
and Winchelsoa, wlio had probably been among the 
severest suflerers, to send out an expedition to extermi- 
nate the pirates without mercy. If these were really 
the actors in the succeeding drama, it will tell by what 
nicans they accomplished their end. ^ 

Sir Walter Raleigh, and some annalists of tlie Chan- 
nel Island events, record that, after the expulsion of 
the pirates, Sark was for some time omk more left to 
its primitive desolation and solitude, untV, in fact, the 
reign of Edward VT.^ During tliat monarch’s reign, 
liowcver, it was seized 'by the French, who performed a 
work of considerable supererogatiou in fortifying the 
island by tin.* erection of two forts tliereou ; ajjd thus, as 
f^ir Walter Raleigh says, could have held out ‘against 
the grand Turk himself,’ there lieing a suflieicnt quantity 
tif cultivated ground to support tlie iiieii necessary for 
its defence in perpetuit}'. 'I’he French, availing them- 
selves of their invincible position, harassed the English 
trailers, and did seritms damage to the Channel traffic, 
making descents, to the great loss and terror of the in- 
habitants, also upon the neighbouring islands. No open 
military efiorts appear to hftve been made to dislodge 
them from ihcir'citadel. If made, they were futile ; and, 
in truth, it was probably perceived that all chance of 
success by other means than strat^etic was wliolly 
nugatory. In the reign of Mary, some bold Flemings, 
subjects of .Philip her husband, headed by a gentleman 
from the Netherlands, undertook the work, and imme- 
diately set forth on the expedition. Whether the W'in- 
ehelsea and Rye mercliants, or Flemings, have the' 
legitimate claim to the merit o^tho action, I am unable 
to determine ; either account sufficient for my pur- 
pose in the present place. 

j^^single ship anchored before Sark, luiving all the 
appearance of a merchant vessel, which excitm an un- 
usual commotion and surprise amon^the vigilant inha- 
bitants of the island : her sails were hauled down, and 
preparations were made on board for a temx)orary stay. 
Thcix* was something particularly alarming in all this ; 
but it was carefully remarked by the look-<fat on shore, 
that no weapon of ofienco was visible on deck, or in 
Uie hands of the seamen. There were all sorts of con- 
jectures as to the object of the arrival, and tlie most 
sedulous preparations were madH' hy the Sarkese fo^ 
a vigorous def^e in the event of any attack upon 
the island. - Nothing, however, appeared to be?' farther 
from the occupants of tlie ship. A whiter 


Hag w'jivcd from her top, and every deinonstratiin of 
a pacific nature was exhibited. Rut the Sarkese were 
not without the strongest suspicions of treachery ; and 
when tliey l/jheld a boat leave the side of the vessgl 
with a white flag gt her bow, and containing only 
a few sailors, and make for the rocks, which formed 
the only landing-place, they crowded to meet thevi 
with loaded harquebusses and other weapons of olfence. 
The sailors, however, making parade of their defence- 
less Condition, were permitted to approach within car- 
shot of the rocks, and then explained the object of 
their visit. A comrade, a good son of the Cailiolic 
clmrch, had died on board a day or two previously. 
Their vessel was eutward bound ; they might not, 
within a considerable period, touch at any part where 
there' was consecrated ground, and they prayed per- 
mission to inter his remains in the little chapel erected 
by the pious hands of the bishop already niLMitioiicd. 
No w'capon should be brought on shore, and, in re- 
turn for tlie permission, a present w'ould bo inailc of 
sHch commodities as they hail on board : their (uily ob- 
ject was, that the bones of their departed friend might 
be committed, not to the mercy of the W’aviis, but to a 
peaceful rest in the holy chapel. Accessible through 
their religious feelings to this demand, the Sarkese w'erc 
nevertheless somewhat suspicious; but the seamen acted 
their parts with so much simple earnestness, and they 
had already given such a striking evidence of the per- 
fect hanniessness of their intentions, in voluntarily 
throwing themselves into the i>ower of the others, that 
permission was at length given, upon the express con- 
dition, however, that not so much as a ‘pocket-knife ’ 
would be allowed to be brought on shore — a contlition 
which obtained the readiest assent from the men, who 
returned to the ship, concealing tlieir exultatibii, until 
beyond tlie reacli of detection, at the partiiU success of 
their adventure.! * a 

On sliipboard that night a goodt^-sized coffin, which, 
in anticipation of the mournful event, had been pre- 
X)ured, was filled, not with the cold remains of tbeir 
comrade — an individual of fictitious origin altogether — 
but w'itli a large number of swords, targets, and har- 
quebusscs, carefully packed, to provide against any risk 
of detection by their rattle, over which the coffin lid 
w.as secured, but in such a manner as to admit of its 
ready removal. The next day saw the boat leave the 
ship with a few n’lore men than on the previous occa- 
sion, containing in her centre the coffin, covered by a 
flag, and having in its interior the pseudo corpse. It 
was mtt by the Sarkese at the landing-place — nothing 
more than a few rude steps cut into the face of the cHfi'; 
and each man was permitted to leave the boat only 
after undergoing a rigid search. All suspicion was 
at rest with .the Sarkese, who, after crossing them- 
selves with devout diligence, proceeded to give assist- 
ance to the removal of the coffin. To the invad^ys 
this was a particularly anxious time, as it was abso- 
lutely necessary that none of the islanders should have 
any idea of its weight. Long ropes had been pro- 
vided, as,tfroni the precipitous nature of the place, 
it w'as requisite to draw the coffin up the rocks ; 
and the seamen, taking great care that none of the 
Sarkese should lend a hand to the work, with hearts, 
ns may well be conjl*ctured, full of the most painful 
excitement, eventually, after the greatest difficulty, and 
by an amount of exertion the more painful, from the 
necessity of its concealment, succeeded in effecting its 
safe landing upon the summit of the . rock. The men 
drew a long breath : one of the most formidable of their 
difficulties had been overcome, and they began to make 
arrangements for the completion of the mneral cere- 
mony. The Sarkese despatched a body of men to se- 
cure the boat, while the rest accompanied their visitors, 
who sliouldered the cofiin with .a solemnity becoming 
the supposed character of the occasion, and, with much ^ 
of the semblance of unfeigned sorrow, carried the re- 
mains towards the burial-TOace. 

Those of the Sarkese who had stmred the boat, then 
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pulfcd towards tlio ship in anticipation of the promised 
commodities, and, without a dream of treachery, on 
arriving at the vessel, clambered up her aides. *As soon 
as they touched her deck, a number of Jeamen rushed 
upon them, disarmed tliem witholit a blovr, and bound 
them together and to tlie deck by heavy manacles. A 
f arty then entered the boat, and rowed hard for shore, 
to the rescue and assistance of their corfipanions engaged 
in the funereal obsequies. 

Tiiese, being at the head of the procession, proceeded 
at a steady pace until within a short distance of the 
eliapel, where they quickened their steps. All had 
entcTcil before the arrival of the S^irkeso, who iiad fol- 
lowed thorn. Tlie pregnant coffin was set; down, the 
(‘h.'ipel door closed and fastened, the eoflin lid >ajis ra- 
pidly removed, its contents drawn fortli, the men arm- 
ing as silently and swiftly as possible, and l)y the time 
the Sarkese had arrived at the chapel, there was a 
rompany of jncii armed to the teeth ready to salute 
them. The clnipel door U’as unfastened ; and the Sar- 
kese, to their horror and amazement, received their 
first intimation of the real object of the rnouniors in a 
furious attack, before wliieli they fell like sheep. 

Tlie sufldenness of tlie onset took away all j>owcr 
from the men, and they lied with the wildest preeipit.i- 
tion from before the murderous weapons of their assail- 
ants. A few, of bolder lieurts, made a short tlefence, 
hut were .swept down by tho sw’ords of their tiieniics. 
'I'lic rest fii*w hither and thither ; and, rendered ahuvist 
senseless by surprise, sonic plunged willi mad haste 
into the yawning abysses around the island. Dthers, 
more wisely perceiving all efibrts at defence and escape 
to be alike in vain, surronderod themselves to their 
victors. * In a word, the island w'as depopulated, and 
the Channel Islands ridded of one of the must serious 
and mischievous amioyauccs to wdii^l^ their trade autl 
security had ever been subject. 

Tlie foregoing advi?nture, how'cver much partaking of 
the character of a roinanco, resta upon evidence suffi- 
cient to assert its credibility in the most complete man- 
ner ; and, moral considerations apart, there can be no 
doubt tJiat the projector and executor of this vnup th 
mnin must have been, in the w^ords of Sir Walter 
Kaleigli, ' a bold and very ingenious gentleman,* 

rUOPEU NAMES IN POETRY, 

Wiriinij perusing the works of the best poets, we often 
fiiul — apart from all that strictly belongs to the si^bject 
— a eliarm in the proper names and the manner in which 
they are iutroducjcd. Tlic very sound of tliese names 
is felt to be beautiful. Beautifully do they blond with 
tho liquid measure; still more beautiful arc the asso- 
ciations which they awaken. Word after word meets 
our eye as wc read, recalling the tasks of our schoolboy 
dajis, the well-thumbed volume over w'liich we pored 
wearily, little anticipating tho pleasures wc were storing 
up for a future day. Here a name, long hurled beneath 
the accumulating mass of diurnal cares and duties, starts 
out ill relief, and reminds us of our e.afty lesscms, when 
for us all history was true, and our sympatliies were all 
on the Bide of the w'orld-coiiqucring legions of Rome. 
We remember many feats of heroic bjavery and inflexible 
virtue, and feel glad when, in after-life, wc meet the 
names of tlie actors perpetuatcd«in poetry. Sometimes 
with the recollection of the studies comes the memory 
of many of the happiest of our youthful d.ays — of visits 
and journeys ' in sunshiny weather, interwoven with 
achievements of the ancient time. Some of tho names 
we not unflrequcntly read are connected in our minds 
witli whatever is great and glorious. The orator quotes 
them when fanning with his eloquence the slumt^ring 
fire of patriotism ; the statesman and philbsopher cite 
them as nc^ile and enduring specimens of human genius ; 
and the historian records them as examples ivorthy of 
our admiration and imitation — 

• A thlDg of^auty is a Joy for fever.’ 

The names of places which have been the scet\p*<^f 


great events, «)f objects linking tho pre.sent with the 
past, of countries where thought has Bhap(||h itself into 
matchless forms and immortal deeds, possVw tho same 
charm as the names of persons. What a b'rilliant page 
of history opens before us on rcading.Byroii’s lines I —

We arc carried back to the infancy of soeicty and of 
empire; to our Biblical lessons; to the Tiinle w'iirs, 
Hannibal, Regiilus, Marius; to the beautiful in art, the 
sublime ill philosophy, and wondrous in fable. 

Til another idace Vo feel the alrm^st magical cficct of 
the introduction of the names of persons —

evoking from the past the deadly struggle between the 
haughty Venetian and indomitable Turk. Nor do the 
names lose ;iny of their eliarm ^vhen eonnected with the 
more peaceful and humanising pursuit of literature and 
.science. Tii oiie place tlie jioot speaks of tho ‘starry 
Galileo,* and yrseutly w’c read — 

‘ friend of Petrarch— hope of Italy-^ 

Uienzi ! Lu»t of Komuns ! ' . 

And elsewlicre— 

* Alas for Tally voice, and Virgil’s lay, 

%.nd Li vj ’.s pictured juigo ! ’ 

Dryden’s WTitings, .among wdiich ‘ Alex.andor’s Foa.st* 
may be instanced, contain numerous e.xaniples of tJie 
happy iiitroduelion of proper n:ime.s; and tho vast and 
exuberant miiul of Milton h.as heaped them together in 
his iriimorial poems, where every wnird is a picture. 
How much of Hebrew history lies in these lino.s from 
Baradise Lost ! —

Among our earlier poets, Sticnscr abounds in beautiful 
examples of the truth we are attempting to illustrate. 
It is scarcely possible to turn over the leaves of the 
Eaery Queen* without eonfossing the art displayed in 
the introduction of projicr names. But there is one 
portion of this musical poem which more particularly 
applies to our present purpose : we refer to the marriage 
oLthe Medway and tlvi Thames, where tho bard, con- 
teniplating Ins task of enumerating the principal rivers 
of the w'ortd, says — 

* Ob, what an cndlchs work Iiavc I in hand. 

To emmt the sea’s abundant pn^geny !’ • 
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How well \ iici fonna liis work, lot the following passage

Nor are the w'l-itings of Miss Rarn'tt and Alfrctl Tenny- 
son devoid of similar besmtieso tluy sliow^ us a marvel- 
lous plasticity in the apparently most mimetritial Vords 
aii'l phrases. Cainpbcirs stirring poem on the buttle 
of Ilohenlinden, Collins’s Ode to the Fassion^S, and some 
of Gray’s productions, present othitr varieties of etfect, 
which may be extended through the whole range of 
poetry, liogers has some pleasing combinations in the 
Fleasures of Memory, rerifjdng one of ins own poetic 
truths, tluit ‘ kindred objects kindred thoughts inspire,’ 
in a fc?^raceful lines — 

* And heueo the chann historio acenos impart ; 

^ Ilelive Tiber atren, and Avon moltei tbo heart*

Burns, again, Scotland’s iieassiint bard, was a master of 
the verpacular of peoper names, which, in his alternat- 
ing mood, Ikj strung together without any iipparent 
regard to Kyinmctry.^ Yet how great is their eluirm, 
whetliw found in some of his energetic surriasms or 
glowing aspirations! How tlio elfeet of liis juitriotic 
songs is heightened by the introduction of projitr names, 
let those tell who have sung them on the heatli-chul 
liills of iiLS native country. With wluit truth does he 
sing of tiireo brother poets in Coila’s adilrcss ! — 

* Thou canst not learn, uor can 1 f-how. 

To paint A\lth ThouiKon’s landHoatic glow; 

Or wake tlm bnsiOTU'iueUiiiK throe, 

with hheufttoim’K art ; 

Or pour, with fJray, tho moving flow 
Warm on the heart.’ 

The writings of Scott abound in picturesipie examples 
of the magic of association ; a wdiolo Iiistory, the me- 
mory of ii life, are often conveyed in ij single wonl. 
Wc arc told tfiat a great portion of Alarmion wa.s eom- 
poseil while tho author was gallopping up and down 
oil the .<!ea-shore at Musselburgh ; and, judging from 
tlic lively and musical ‘cadency* of the poem, wc may 
believe that it was written with but little nf what Hiitler 
calls ‘the drudgery of brains.’ Wo who live in the 
south, well remember the delight with which read 
the hrics — 

* And now tho vessel ‘•Idrti# the Btraiid 
Of moiintnmoua Nmthumbeiliind.* 

The latter word brought the w’liolc border county l»c- 
j fore ns, as wc had often longed to see it : its ro(*ky fcbia c.s 
and ruined castles, broad fells and lofty bills, bright 
and tortuous streams, ('hevy-Chase and the (.'beviots. jdl 
Ha.slu'd at once on our mental eye. The s.Vtnc clleet 
would not have been produced in reading prosi-. It 
seems that mdalare and harmoiw arc needed for IIk* 
clle'ctuul working of Ihi* spell V'e bave since walki'd 
I throngb tho county in its length and breadth, and felt 
I that all this glorious associ.ations eoimected with the 
romantic Lcencry were heightened by baving bien 
tuned into poetry, . 

1 But to refurii to Scott. His description of the scene 
I vievvt‘d by Marmion from tho top of Blackford Hill, 
affords numerous instances of the beautiful aoil sug- 
gi'.stive effect oi^umes ; and again, in reply to the ‘ royal

lliat, were the names changed or transposed, tise whole 
of tlie charm would be lost. The same spirit runs 
throngb the succeeding cantos. The camp, Lady 1 Icnm’s 
song, tlie ‘awful summons* from tho cross at I-Miii- 
burgh, the fatal battle of Floddcn, acepure now life from 
tho distinctive appellations scattered through them. 
Xeitlier’^irc thfr introductions to the cantos dclieieiit in 
examples of a different character. Who has not felt a 
genial glow while reading the lines — 

* On Christas eve the huUs w(»re rung, 

On Christmas evo the maea \vu» sung?’ 

Tlic finest portions of Scotland’s magnificent scenery 
aro cnsliriued by name in the poems of tliis writer. It 
would be easy to multiply instanc'cs, were it not better 
that readers should have the pleasure of discovering 
them for tl'einseivcs. His ball^ poetry, too, is singu- 
larly effective, and partakes much of the simple beauty 
ef the old English writers, whose productions were the 
re.sult of the poetical geuius- and temperament of a 
pooidu yet untrammelled by scientific theories and 
matters of fact. Wiien the bards and skalds of the 
early ages were the only historians, the names and ex- 
ploits of their heroes were associated in songs of vivid 
and eloquent poetry, heightened by the figurative Ian- 
giii^gc of a race innocent of all philosophy save the right 


» W'ero killed. 
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of ini.ubt, Some portion of their 8])irit luiH, however, 
come down to J»ur own timc.s. fti|the Lays of^ncient 
Boino, by Mr Macauhiy, the nitJtneal rornaneea are re- 
vived- the luillad poets of the sevtii-hillcA city reappear 
to ciiant tiicir jncjisured histories. TIjo sonorous Latin 
names tell with surprising otVect, and adapt themselves 
rKaiitifully to the flow of the verse. We select a pas- 
sage from the defence of the bridge by lloratius Codes 
and liis tw^) brave companions against the three Tuscan 
chiefs, atlvancing from the invading ranks of Borsena : —

At present, as is pretiy well known, then* is a gxMicrnl 
move on the ttibject of improving the vxnt’>.ition ;uul 
scweragct of towns, tho estabhshmout of luihlic baths, 
and the erection of salubrious and coiulhrlablc dwelliugs 
for the oi)urative classes — the necessify for wdihdi ini- 
ixrovemcuts has been repeatedly slft)\vn iu tlie prcsoxit 
.foiinial. 'flic inovemout, w’ididy as it has sprea*!, can- 
not he said to IqjLvo assumed any practical character, 
exei‘pt in Li\erpool and London, ^.nd even there it is 
yet hut feebly dev»li>[>ed. There has Ix-eu much spei u- 
lation, associs^lions luive in dillerent places been tlTiued, 
aiul inorxoy has ]»ceu collected ; hut, in the main, up till 
this moment little has been actually Lamenting 

this tanKness of action, we cannot hut feel thanklul 
that the subject, iu its various ranuticatiou.*:. has been 
agitated so widely.

of the humbler classes still live in cellars, ’flic town 
has, however, takexi a blart a.s to Ixiths and wash-houses 
at a low linage. The h.aths are crowded, aid tho 
wash hon. a s/at whioli a family’s ehdlnng is elc;nj-e«! 
at an insmuiOcant charge, arc fully occupied. .\t lh“ 
beginning of .fuly an interesting’ report from tlw* com- 
mittee of the baths and w'a.sli* houses was laid hefoiT 
tin* iowu-qouucil. from which wo glean tho follow in.q 
expn .s.^ivu fb’t.s . — -I'lie number of hatlis u.scfl during 
(he tir.st \ oar h:is hi en, w’ann h.iths — men, ]:),l<i.‘l ; wo- 
men, 15,)*1. ('old -men, aodii ; women, '*^8; making a 
toial altogether of ’iO,:)!',;. The receipts wi.rc L.:hs.'l ; 
being an iiicreasc over x>f b76‘J hath.s, and L. lO.'l. 
In the w.'isli- house department there were 
tubs used, and dozens of clothes waslu d. 'J'ln* 

total receipts for baths and waisliing, amounting to 
L,4.37, 2s. 6d., arc greater ti^an tlio.se of any lormer yi ar 
since tho opening of the establishment, and are L.loi, 
fls, Cd. more than in 18i:>. They exceed tlie c.xpciidi- 
turc, W’hieh is 1^.428, 9s. 8d., by L.S, lis. lod. (jf ihe 
expenses, L.7H is for additions and alteratioii.'k The 
receipts from thehuitlis Imvo increased, notw ilhstanding 
the reduction in thx} price of low-class li.itli.s in *Vp- 
teriiber hist, from 2d., to Id. for a cold, aiul fnun .‘5d, to 
►id. for a warm bath. Mr Timic dwelt at .‘xonic length 
on the im'rea.se in the nu^uhir of hather.s, manifest fr nn 
the above report, and is^iitcd that, during the l.ist t‘>ur 
weefts, there had been in each re.sixecliVi Iy ii(» I’cwcr 
than lOSl. 9.16, 918, and 822: ami the h.iths 'ocing in- 
sufllciciit *to accommodate the mimer'-us aixplicants, 
Upwards of 100 ji^Tsons had been sent aw.iy in one 
morning without batliing. »Sceing, I hen, the increased 
deiiiaiul for Hu; use of tije^c )>.»th.s made by the public, 
the council would not only ht‘ ncglectmg their duty by 
doing anythhig which may ehcck their elliciencv, but 
also if thev did not try c\i‘ry means to increase the ac.- 
comiuodution. Nothing appeared to him to prc.'xcnfc a 
more legitimate u.^e for tlie corporation fiiml.^ than the 
multi plus'it ion of iiislitutions so important to llic health 
and comfort of the inhabitants; and he Iheicforc gave 
notice thllt at a future council he shiUild propose a mo- 
tion for the erection of an additimial number of baths, 
to be conducted on the same principle.’ * 
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A olerj,y:,<i.'in (>( Livorpo(;l, in a letter to the Times, 
gives l)is tc«^*itiK)iiy in favour of all general suppositions 
on the suJ-’/ ct; that the cstablislmient of these baths 
and wjish-lihuses has been attended with moral as w'cll 
as phvsioal advantages to the humbler classes; and he 
, cx'pcels that, by further extensions of such establish- 
* inputs, a sensible impression will be made on the con- 
flitioii of the population. ‘A labourer or mechanic,’ 
he very properly argues, * accustomed to disregard his 
personal cleanliness, tlie tenant df a wretched house, 
unlioalthy and immoral, learns from a fellow'- workman 
of the biy,hs. He is induced to go osj tlie Saturday 
evening to them, expresses himself delighted and re- 
freshed, and declares that he is fit for another week’s 
W’ork. I need not say that he bathes again: J:he habit 
is induced. He tbin finds liis borne unsuitable to his 
newly-acquired taste; his wife, wlio, if she continue to 
be slovenly, would drive her husband from borne, sees 
the necessity of a obangc*, and it follows, the family arc 
clean ; and they w Iio a little before jvere filthy, and in 
rags, and could tell their ministers that this prevented 
their attendance at the clfbrch of the disft-iet, can now, 
on file Sq,nday, be amongst those who frequent the house 
of C.od.’ f 

In London, which iS' usually more dilficuU to move 
than any city of lesser dimensions, several societies have 
been establialicd with the professed view' of improving 
the public health. One of these, e^ititled ‘ The Metro- 
politan World ng-QIasses’ Association,’ has issued two 
addresses, of whicli a large number has been dispersed. 

’ How interesting is it to hear a handful of workiiig-nien 
addressing their less-instructed companions in the fol- 
lowing emphatic language ! 

‘ Why is there so imieii disease among u.s ? riccaase, 
in numbers of things, we do just what by our nature we 
wore never meant to do. ITor example : < 

* 1st, ^lan is intended to draw' in fresh nir every time 

he breathes. Almost all people, wiieii V. their houses, 
and the working-iicoplo in Ihcir shops, bri^jitlic the same 
air over and over again. To show' the necessity of al- 
lowing fresh air continually to enter living rooms, and 
the bad air to escape, it may he stated that every person, 
^during each minute of his life, destroys a quantity of 
air twice as large as himself. ’ 

‘ 2d, Man ought to breathe pure air ,at every breath. 
Our sewers and drains are so bad, that the vapours and 
foul gases rise, and we breathe them. 

‘ 3d, Man was intended to take exercise in the open 
air every day. Neither his heart, his stomach and 
bowels, his liver, his skin, his lungs, his kidneys, nor 
his brain, 'will act rightly without walking exercise 
every day. Most of us do «.iot get any walk, or only a 
very short one, which is scarcely of any use. 

‘ 4th, l^Ian is formed to take simple, plain, wholesome 
food. lie cats all sorts of things, w'hich not only do 
him no good, hut do liim harm ; and lie drinks large 
quantities of beer, spirits, and wine, which hurt his 
stomach, and take away the proper use of liis brain, 

‘5th, Man ought to w'asli himself all over with water 
every day, so as to cleanse the pores of the skin, else 
tlicy get stoppi*d up: he cannot perspire rightly, and his 
skin cannot bresitho. The majority of the people only 
wash their hands and faces ev^y day. t 

‘ tith, Man should wear dean clotlies next to his skin, 
because the body gives olTbad fluids. At pretent, many 
peojilc w'ear the same things day .after day for weeks 
together. 

‘7th, Man was intended to live in the light. Many, 
very many, have scarcely any light in their rooms. 

* Sth, M:m in tliis climate must 'w'car w,arm dotliing. 
Many h#ve na fiauneh and are clad with heavy and 
useless 

lleco||||c^ations follow as to liow the families of 
'workingH^ should attempt to live, and these include 
hints oii^ming, washing, ventilation of dwellings, tedi- 
pcrancsl W |b-of-door exercise, and so forth. The necessity 
for govdi^ient enforcing better drainage is also strongly 
insisf^V-^. With respect to bathing, there is one great 


diflicult}'. MTicro are there baths for many hundreds 
of thousands of people ? London is such au enormous 
place, that not one o! two, but dozens of establishments 
wouhl be required Ui make any distinct impression on 
the population. Evirything, however, needs a begin- 
ning, and this beginning has fortunately been made. ! 
Sonic time ago .an experiment was maile on a sniah | 
scale in l^ast Smithficld, in which the use of two single 
baths, and two washing-tubs, were ofiered gratuitously 
to all applicants. At the expiration of the lialf year ■ 
recently concluded, it w'as found that the two batlis 
ha<l been used 13,5.38 times, and the two washing-tubs 
15, .5 43 times— a fact at least proving that the poor were 
not, on any goncraf ground, unwilling to resort to a 
public hath and wash-house. Eiicouf.'iged hy this, as 
well ns otlier experiments, a society, of wliich the 
bishop of London is president, has comriieneed a very 
cficetivc-looking establishment in the north-wi'Rieni, 
but still a ecntral part of the metropolis. This I wont 
to see, and found it to consist (»f a continuous range of 
building, of one storey, surrounding a quadrangular 
si>aec of ground on the Hampstead road. In the c(‘ntre 
of the space is a large mound of earth, enelosing a re- ■ 
servoir of water, belonging to the New Hivor Tompany, j 
from which reservoir the establishment is to he sup- | 
plied with water at a very small annual cost — the first j, 
six months for nothing. The entire r.aiigc of building, | 
erected on a jdain and unexpensivc scale, yet neat and i 
comfortable in its arrangements, covers an extent of | 
14,00(1 square feet, being altogether 900 feet in length, ! 
and 22 feet in width. ‘ 1 

Entering by the prineipjd doorway in (leorge Street, ’ 
Euston Square, I was led through a covered passage to ' 
a lobby or receiving-room, from wJiich corridorg diverge ' 
to the right and left. Going first to tlie left, w(‘ find | 
twenty separate apartments, caeh entering from the 
corridor, and erMtaining single baf^is— cold, warm, or ; 
sliowcr— for men. Of these, fourteen will be used at the ' 
charge of Id., and the remaining six, having somcAvhat 
bettor fittings, at 2d. each time. Besides these, there 
is a range of ten superior baths for men, approached hy 
a separate entrance and gallery, to he tdiarged at the 
rate of fid. About sixty gallons of cold fresli water, 
raised from springs tAvo hundred feet below the surface, 
Avill be supplied, together witli towels, to eaeli batluir. 
When, however, the same baths arc required tepM or 
Avarui, the charges will, in each ca8e,'be double *, namely, 1 
2d., 4d., and Is. Beyond the single baths, two tepid \ 
plungp or swimming baths, Avliich are in the course of 
erection, will be speedily completed : one of them Avill 
be 3G feet by 18, ai\d the other 60 feet by 20. They are 
to have dilfereiit means of access, and to be charged 
respectively at 2d. and fid. each person. This completes 
the left wing of the establishment. To the right of tlie 
receiving-room, arranged on a similar plan, and to be 
used on the same terms, are twelve baths for won^f^n, 
five of which arc fitted up in a superior style. Another 
door from the receiving-room conducts, by a scjiarati^ 
passage, to five very commodious apartments, each of 
which, arrange Jwith every attention to neatness and \ 
comfort^ contains a vapour and shower bath, the charge \ 
for which will be Is. Tho washing department, occu- 
pying the remaiiide:|^ of tlie right wing of tlie establish- 
ment, has an entrance distinct from that to tlie baths. 

It consists of a long wardiing-room, in which are placed 
sixty double tubs, and a patent drying machine, a 
series of liot-air drying closets, an ironing-room, a 
niangliiig-roorn and six mangles, and a waiting-room. 
Each washing-tub is divided into two unequal parts, 
the Larger one for washing in, Avhilst in the other linen 
may he boiled by means of n jet of steam throAvn into “ 
tlie hot Avatcr at the bottom of tho tub. The tubs are 
sep.aratcd from one another by wooden partitions, so 
that the occupant of any tub may continue Oier labour 
Avithout lieing interrupted or overlooked ; and each 
compartment is provided with a shelf and other copve- 
nience. After being washed, the clothes are put into 
a machine, in which they are wferled round at a great 
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rati, and the water driven out (|f them. This appa- 
ratus, which serves the purpose of wringing, is a patent, 
aini is employed successfully ati asylums ai»,d other 
largo establishments. The clothclare next hung up in 
(li} ing-dosets, which are suppliec/w ith currents of air, 
economically heated over the large furnace Cinidoyccl 
ju wanning the water for the baths and tubs. In situa- 
tions adjacent to these accommodations arc mangling 
machines, and also an ironing apparat’ua. For the use 
of everything, hot irons excepted, for tlie space of 
tliree lioiirs, the charge is Id., anil -with irons 2d. — a 
.sum so trillir'g for the weehly washing and dressing of 
a family’s garmeiit.s, as not to be beyond the reach of 
even tlic most Immble individua]. In short, for tlie 
price of a quartern of gin, any mother may keep herself, 
her Imsband, and her children, in a state of cleanliness 
aiul comfort. 

All this, then, is now in operation, and open daily to 
tlie inspection of the public. The only thing I would 
object to is, ^hat the concern is founded on charitable 
subscription, whicli is a wrong basis, onl}^ to be in some 
measure excused from the expcrimcTital nature of the 
institution. Tliero eaii bii no hope of spreading such 
C'stablihhmcnts over the metropolis, and over every other 
large town, unless they can ]>c shown to p.ay as com- 
nuTcial und(‘rtal:ings. On this account wo shall wait 
with some anxi(*ty lor tlie lirst annual report of the 
association. 

In London, from what I could learn, there arc two 
societies for improving the dwellings of Ihc liumblcr 
clashes'- one of which, liowever, has not got beyond the 
talking stage. "J’lie other, entitled the * ISoci'ct) for the 
lmpro>ementof the (k)inlitionof the Labouring (31asses,’ 
under the y*atrc)nage of the qu(‘cn and many philaii- 
tlinqiic •individuals (eomniittce room, 21 Kxetcr Hall), 
has advaiK-ed so far as to have a lot of ImiWings in 
aetn il operation. %TIicse I like w iso to see. 'I'Jie 
‘ model houses,’ as Jhey are termed, are erected on a 
slip of ground between dray’s Inn Koad and the Lower 
Load, rentonville, near the east end of Guilford Street 
— raliier a low-lying locality, but not insaluhriou.s, .ami 
conveniently central. The eommittec, in their pro- 
sjiei'tns, make the following .stateinuit : — 

* In th(5 arrangement of these houses, the object has 
l»ecM to i.mnliine every point essential to the liealtli, 
comfort, and moral luibits of the industrious classes uml 
tlu ir hiniilies reference being had to the recommend.i- 
tions of the llcaltli <jf 'rowns’ (Commission, partionlarly 
witli respect to ventilation, drainage, and an ample 
.-supply of water. The houses ai'o of three d^Jlerent 
ckissrs, ami designed to acetmimodatc in the whole 
twenty-three families an<^ thirty single persons. 1. >3ine 
of the families oceupy each an entire house, with a 
li\ lug-room on tlie ground-lloor, having an eiieli.sed 
re(:e.^s or closet large enough to receive beds for the 
youtlis of tbo family; two bed-rooms on the upper tloor, 
aliil a small yard at the back : these houses are let at a 
ri'iit of Os. per w'cek. 2. The remaining fourteen tiiini- 
lics arc distributed in seven houses, each family occutiy- 
iiig a fU)or of two rooms, wdth all reqii-site coi^reiiiences ; 
and as the aiiartmcnfcson the upper floor are approached 
through an outer door distinct from that belonging to 
the lower floor, their respective occupants are thus kept 
entirely separate, and each floor Ss virtually a distinct 
dwelling. The rent paid by each family is 3s. (id. per 
week. A wash-house, with dfying- ground, is provided 
fur the occasional use of the tenants of these houses at 
a small charge. 8. The centre building on the east side 
will accommodate thirty widows or females of advanced 
age, each having a room, with the use of a wash-house 
common to them all. The rent paid for each room is 
Is. 6d. per w'Cek.* 

Tliat the houses, great and small, coma up to these 
general explanations, is perhaps true ; yet they fall con- 
siderably beneath wliat I had anticipated. They form 
n short alley of brick houses, consisting of a ground and 
upl>er storey; but so slender and Lilliputian in their 
proportions, that th(|| are, in my opinion, anything but 


models of what is desirable for all the oi^cr^vc classes 
in London. Diminutive, however, as theypfe in si/o, 
and limited as they are as to eiiace, all I neat and 
orderly, about them, and I have no doubt wiey are an 
advance on the confined and ill-provided habitations of 
the classes for wdioin they have been specially designed. 
The houses for the widows are each single rooms, entered , 
from two long corridors, one below and another above, 
and the whole shut in by one outer door. A young 
woman who lived with her niotlier obligingly showed 
me their dwelling, wliidi consisted of two of these .apart- 
ments, for which they paid three shillings weekly— 
‘just half,’ shAiddcd, ‘that she had formerly paid fora 
single and much worse room elsewhere.’ Notwithstand- 
ing this cheaimess, the committee sjieak confidently of 
reali.sing»(i per cent, on tlie cost, of tlie buildings, and 
4^ per cent, on the cost of the lanH, held on a lease of 
ninety-nine years. Tins handsome return, they expect, 

‘ will encourage rii.any benevolent individuals to pnmiole 
the erection, in ^lieir own xu-igifliourhood, of hiinilar 
ihvellings, aiul thoroby conduce to the moral ns w ell as 
tlie physical^ welfare of a large class of their ])oorer 
brethren, wlin at pre.sent liave not tlie opportunily of 
bringing up tlieir families with a due regard even to* the 
decencief of life, and are thus jdaeed in eirciimsianef’s 
tending greatly to counter.aet the influence of all reli- 
gious instruction.* 

\\"e should liope that these expect. at ions will be na- 
liscd, yet have serwus doubts as to the society having 
adopted the proper means to hrpig them about. The 
great object of the movement is to allow that the 
erection of good hoiisLs, to be let at moderate rents,* 
will answer as a commercial undcTtidtiTi'x: but to have 
done so with clfcct, the society shouUl have staitcil 
on the ordinary principles of trade, and tiot assumed 
an eleenu^ynary footing. From the ]‘roFpcetus before 
us, it appears that they havi; been favoured with sub- 
scriptions to extent of L.l'^OO, and are prorni'^cd 
certain jayn^nis annually — a method of raising c.apital 
agiiinsl w liii/i no tradesman can compete, and the re- 
sults of which can furnisli no.aco.urate data to cneoiiiage 
individual entiTprisc. It is not by begged money ih.it 
the buildings of London are to be regenerated. '^Phis 
good deeil,imjht bo the work of associations or of indivir 
dii.nls i>rocccding on tlie plain ^nul sound piiiiLijilch of 
trade; assisted by a geiuTal pernussory act of the legis- 
lature, giving power to force any proprietor of ,ui old 
building, whieh stands in the way of improvement, to 
sell it .'it it.:! jiroper v.ilue, on cause being .shiiwn to :i 
iiiiigistrate. Until such pown'rs arc imparted, there e:in 
be no hope of .seeing .anything like a clean swtep of Die 
meaner class of houses, streets, and alleys of the metro- 
liolis ; and to procure an act communieating thcMi 
liowers, all kinds of iniprovoment asso<;iatious, all who 
really wish a regeneration of dw'clliiigs for the operative 
classes, sliould direct their attention and energies.

Our excursion wifs one that is rarely undertaken, and 
has, 1 believe, never before been described. This cir- 
cumstance, together with the peculiarities of the route, 
may make the sketch of it bear somewhat the ap- 
pearance of* novelty, albeit it is laid in a country so 
thoroughly explored and described us Switzerland. The 
head of the vtiUey of Lauternbrunnen is closed in by a 
part of the giant chain of Swiss Alpr, wlu sc summits 
#ro crowmed eternally with snow% and who.se sides are 
chad with ice. A pass of groat iici‘dit leads from the 
valley a! right angles to it, and descLuds upon the vil- 
lage of Kaudersteg through the Qi^seliinen Thai. Higher 
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up tlin vaJJcT,^ anrl on from i^s extr(‘piity, but 

tliousari^trAV fn t above it, Jies tlio great Tcliingel Gla- 
cier. To Inis’, an«l, if ptv^^siblo, to cross it, was our 
present 

A walk of u few hours brouglit us to our destination 
. for the evenin I*, liai us past the fall of the Stanhach, 
\ iis wiih'rs swejit away, as they fell, liy distance and the 
wind, and also past that of tlio Snhmadribaeh, whose 
situation makes it the more picturesque of the two., A 
radii ])?ith at first, and soon after none at all, leii us 
moll* jJiaii a thousand foot above the valley ; sometimes 
ainoin; fir-trees, and Bometimes through little stroains, 
ili.'t trieVed down to add their mite* to tlie hike of 
I'lum. At this height, on an open piece of turf, a single 
rhulet is erected, to enable a herdsman to tend a few 
cows while they are at the pasliirt-s. Here tlie brawny 
Swiss, wlio was to lf.i our liost tor the night, hraA'os the 
weather annually, until thei snow obliges lurn to descend, 

, all hough l)o nunibers sixty-scvcii yqars. A hay -loft 
above the (‘ows servt*d us for a sleei^pg ajiartmcnt, till 
I ho daM'ii of morning Aviirncd uh tli^it it was time to 
depart. 

lint alas ! ilie morning proved most unVavonrahlo to 
ovir exoucsiou. A fog hud act in. so thick Unit we could 
see hut a few paces in advance of us. AVe waikid some 
hours, in hopes that the weather would dear; and this 
hope failing, w'o .set olf in the mist. Ibid we at that 
time been able fully to appreciate the danger of the 
route, wc .should have dccidi'd otherwise ; but as the 
clmmois-himtcrs, w‘io acted as our guides on this occa- 
sion, declared themselves willing to proceed, wo set 
*olK Por some distance our way lay along the side of a 
stoop part of the mountain of the {Steinberg, but the 
precipice w'as princ.ipally hid by the inisr. Crossing 
several streams, which, in <’OTist‘(]Uenc,e of tlie steepness 
of the ground, tunihlod almost in tlie manner of cas- 
cades. we arrived at a quantity of snow, the ‘remains of 
an av.'dimche I'f considerable size. This avc crossed, 
and then elimhed, for the 8})a<!<* of a t of an hour, 
a hill fi'i’inod of the debris brought <lown l^v the w.aters 
from above. AVe now arrived at the lower part of the 
glacier. It w'af) covornl in great measure with snow, 
and formed a gontly inclined plane. At the siile were 
fronie traces of a mnnttnc —ns the mass of stones which 
llie ghiv’icr, in its progress, brings down from the sum- 
mit of the mountains i.s (;allcd. Tlie last occa.sion on 
>,diich the glacier had been cro.sscd wuis early in the 
year. A considerable change bad, in tlie meanwhile, 
taken place. The sloping nature of the ground be- 
iiouth it had had its usual effect upon the ice. In its 
advance it laid eriieked, by reason of its own weigh t, and 
large impassable chasms iiad formed. Small streams of 
water were running througfi some of them. By keep- 
ing, liowe\er, the line of our route, and following the 
|•hiuks to their head, we evaded those of greatest size. 
All thi'^ time the fog had boon elosing in, thicker and 
thicker, and we now^ hold a council, to decide on our 
future plan. There are two w'ays of reaching the 
summit of the glacier; '.he one, bv following its course, 
and pasung iindi-r the (lletcher mountain, w'ould have 
taken us by a sweep into the great plain of snow 
at the top; the other, by rli^nbing the crags wdiiidi 
skirt it, and cutting off the angle, would load us to the 
same spot. The density of the fog, and the deliij w^c 
had made at starting, seemed to require us to hasten 
our exjiedition. Having, therefore, sent on Aio of our 
jjarly to rceannoitro. and finding titat there were no 
streams, it was. finally determined to procccil by thi^ 
the more rapid, but more dangerous way, and to climb 
tho prccipjce, called by the chamois-hunters ‘ the step 
of the S|ilngcl.’ 

,thc glacier, for some time wo mounted an 
acclijHpfi^r.ned by a downfall of shale and mud. It 
was^s^twp, that w^e w ere obliged to contiiiuo tho ascent 
without' cluing, in i^riler to prevent ourselves from slii}- 
hig backwards. By this, we arrived at a place where 
llannibars expedient of destroying tbe rock with vinegar 
sei ined neeillsary to be put into execution. The Tchingel 


Schrit, which now Inf- befiri* us, was npjiareiitly as, im- 
passable as any rock hat reality or fiction could conjure 
up. H is a precijj^ce altogether jierpendiciilar ; and 
along the top of it rins a narrow^ ledgi*. in fai*c of the 
upper precipice, where there* is hjire room for tho foot- 
ing of one person at ii time. Below lay tho ]aTci]»itoii8 
hill of shale, on which we -ould only stand with the 
assistance of our alpenstoc . To attempt to dcsciiut 
it again, would liavc been to court a dilficully mucli 
greater than wc bad alre.uly found in its ascent, on 
account of the softness of the material, whiidi gave no 
hold to the footing. We saw% therefore, that our only 
way lay over the rock before ns, there being no rotnn 
for licsitation, liad )ve for a moment doubted. Our 
position was, in fact, one of considerable danger. '^I'he 
hill OP. which wc stood Iiad gradually grown narivnver 
in the ascent, after the form of a pyramid, till, at tho 
top, it w'as only a few yard.s wude. Thus if, in climbing 
the jircei pice before us, wo should slip, our fall Avotibl 
not be immediately upon tlie hill, but inUi tlie dopth 
below, which continued one immense chasm of many 
hundred feet. From the face, of Ihe rock, here and 
there pieces of stone jutted ,out ; of these, some w'cro 
only^ a few inches in size, affording a very precnrioiis 
footing. One or two w'ere of mon* considerable dimen- 
sions. In Rtoppiiig upon one of the latter, the youngi si 
guide, perceiving that it trembled under him, struck it 
a few times with his foot. It shook, cracked, and gave 
Avay. It fell into the abyss Ih;Iow% rattling and eclming 
Avhenever it struck .against the side of the roc k, till 
the noiso it made was lost in di.stance long befoie it 
reached tho bottom. AV'e looked in each other’s faces, I 
believe, for an instant, and read in every coiinten.'inee 
the eviiressUm of our own feelings. If anotber stone 
gave w’ay, or if avc missed our footing on tb.o b <lges, 
now rendered slippery by the moisture, or bliould flic 
apprehension of dizzy height uiymm us for an in- 
stant, we had already had ev hienr*c of tbe road wo must 
follow'. But tho Riihi(>on was [irtffsed. and wo bad no 
olioieo but to proceod, without incurring a danger .simil.ir 
to that before us. However, tlie asei'nt diil not seem so 
terrible at the momeut. When I recall tbo nature of 
tlio preeipiec, and the attending difiiculties, tlu-y a]>]K ar 
far greater than they did at the time. 1 was too much 
occupied with attention to my footstep''-' ; indeed tlui 
necessity of abstrae.ting tbe uiind from tlie more dn- 
agrceahlc vicAV of it, acted as a very sutlicient sedative. 
But AA hen some of us were iirriveff at tlie top, and wc 
Avero unable to sec tbe rest in tbeir perilous I'our-se, 
every moment beyond the time wliieh was sulKeiont tor 
their reappearance eecmed to announce a fatal tenui- 
n.atiori to tlio expedition. 

IJad it not been for what Ave had noAv passed, tho far- 
ther ascent of the precipice al>ove AA'oiiId have api)t*areil 
sulficieiUly difficult. But if retreat Iiad been in a maimer 
dangerous Wore, it w'as now nesirly cut off AVe there- 
fore proceeded Avith great care, but more alacrity, a.vd 
s(X)n after gained a greensAvard. A few sprigs of ‘ forget- 
nie-not’ had found their A^'ay to this spot, and Ai-ere groiv- 
ing in spijp of thg cold and their xiroximity to heaven. . 
AVe gathered some of tbe floAvers, a.s we bad a sort of 
right to them. They seemed hardly born to bloom for 
any one else, and were wasting their fragrance on tlie ' 
desert air. AVc did eiot long experience tho easy tra- i 
veiling atrorded by the turf. It soon ceased : and, alter 
climbing over alternate teds of shale and rough rwke, , 
AVC found ourselves on the snowy remains of another - 
avalanche. It was steep and slippery, so that we had 
the uttennost difficulty in keeping our footing. Indeed, 
one of my friends and myself fell ; but, Avith the never- 
failing assistiineo of tlie alpenstock, ah’g stayed our d(«\vii- 
Avard slide after avc had receded about ten yards. For 
about half an hour Ave continued this ascent, till on a 
sudden Ave turned into a plain of snows one ilazzling 
8lu‘et of w'hito. AVe now found that, had the fog con- 
tinued, W'C should not have lieen able to cr^m this im- 
mense tract; and that, Jiow'ever dangcroms mir return 
might be, wo should only have Ijjd the alfcorimtivc of 
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ulUijyiptinj? it, or of losinfr our Ava>l in boundless vastoa 
of snow, nioro tbini nino tbousand l*ft above tbo living 
world. But tile log bad TU'arlv disl})pc'ttr(*d. Tbo pro- 
spect was 01)0 of tliL* greatest subliilitv. In froiTt of ns 
an apparently immeasurable traA of snow, on which, 
JIM yet, there was the print of no fortstop. On the right, 
the hm’o aiguillc !9 of the Bbunlis tVlj) rose with bare 
too fitcop to retain any snow on tlieir sides ; on 
ilie left, the more sloping parts of the 'same mountain 
Mere ( tad entirely in wliit<?. Behind "wero the hiiight 
, of the (ilelelior, inid the suinmit of the Jungfrau: be- 
loM' M ere t])e <‘bmd3. 

As we stof)i for a few seconds, impressed with a feel- 
ing of the loneliness of the place, where we seemed to 
1 j:iv(‘ reached the extremity of the tiarth, and were cut 
off from « xistenee by the mists wdiieh lay betMejin us 
and th.e mmtM, wo were reminded that even here the 
(’reatnr has prf',pared an inliahitant to enjoy the work 
of liis h.ands. Slartletl by the umvoiitod tresiiass on 
Ihcir Iiaont^ji lierd of eliiiinoia, fuurtoeii in number, 
darte<l up from a ho] loir close tons, and began to ascend 
tlie I’lack aigiiillea of the Blumlia with an agility which 
M'c at present envied. As soon as tiiey liad r< ached a 
Kudlciinjl iK'ight to set riffc at defiance, they turned 
round, and stood to look at us, as if in mockery of our 
want of jihilitv to tollow them ; then, having satisfied 
thoir ow It and our ourio 6 it 3 % they darted off again, and 
wen- quickly lost amid impcnctrat»Ic fastnesses. 

And now began the real labours of the da>'. 1'ho 
siu.'W lay many 3 "arils thick, covering the glacier. We 
.‘•aok into it aiikle-di'ep, as wo dragged our feet through 
it m silrneo. The c.old was hegimiiiig to be felt seven ly 
m spite of tbc cxen ise. We had stojiped a few minutes 
to tak<; s«*me bread and kirsch-v>asscr, hut the eold 
^^^lrlu•d ys to procei*d, and our repast w'aa fmislnd in 
mution. iNothing eould be more laborious than our 
irau‘1 through the yielding snow. The mori; wo everted 
the more we were rctardeif f5y the half-hard 
rri |iru«^’s, nlueh gavf w'uy as soon as wo trod lieavil^' 
upi/ii il. In tl»is mamier we continued forcing our M,ay 
for an hour, and^et tlie summit of tlic inclined 2>laiic 
V. as apparently as far off as tver. 

'l’h(' iliileretu'c hetweeu our immediate vienv of the 
Sniss Alps, and the appearance they bore at various 
dist:mei*s, recurred to my min<l, and made the j)r<*.scnt 
fiel a yet nu/n* cutting frost. But it 'was not in imagi- 
nation Old} that M'o felt the diflbrence. JM}’’ legs aelitd, 
end ru} f.M’t were. hcMumbe<I, so that I scarcely kiiev» 
when* I j‘!aced them. 'Mu* liiglier m'o ascended tlie 
‘'lopes, tlie more the snow increased in softnesj, and 
Irom ankle became nearly kncCMloep. Our BnlU-rings 
now bci-aine intense. Some of us began to feel tbe eficet 
(jf tlie rarity of the atinosplicre, occasioned the great 
elevation at wliieh u’e wore aiTivcd, Circulation had 
deserted my feet, and, aided by tbe nature of tbe air, 
the blood ruslicd to my head. Aly face becaino purple, 
I wfts <leaf, my sight in a great measure failed me, and 
I plodded on mechanically, scarcely knowing or caring 
whither 1 went. As v'e descended on the other side, 
tliese sensations disJiiipoared with all of us about the 
same ])lacp. vXt the summit, the hail fell vfith some 
violence for a*whiIo, and it rained the whole way down. 
{Such is the general cbarucler of the * land of mist and 
BiioM .' After traversing nine miles^if it, wo caiiu? uikui 
tlie uncovered glacier. It was still a gently-sloiung 
jilanc ; but now it inclined towards tlie valley opiiositc 
to that by wliicli we had first ascended. Thus the 
form of the whole glacier resembles a saddle bestriding 
a gorge of the Blumlis. 

As, however, the inclination was not so gre^at, so 
neither were the cracks so largo, but they were more 
trcach.crous, in consequence of being sometimes partially 
covered witli snow ; and in one or two instaiUHJS wo felt 
the edges yielding as w^o crossed them, where wc had 
supposed were on firm ice. \Vc were obliged, there- 
fore, to feel our way at every stop with our alpenstocks, 
and ‘by this means escaped all danger. We soon left 
this part of the glacier, and trod by its side the firm 


ledge of rocks which shut if in. After wijjking lor luilf 
an hour, w'o came in full vicuv of that part*^'^ winch 
empties itself into the valley. Nothing cm compare 
with its beauty. Other glaciers fall infinity sliori (J' 
it; and from Die moment we beheld it. W'o no longer 
regretted the labour whieli brought us jo it. 1 have eii 
nothing to equal it in the ^Mor de Glaee at riiamounix, 
in the glaciers of Griuidelwabl, in the great glacier 
of the Rhone, or hi those that lie in the neighbourhood 
of the ()rtelor-Spitz. Masso-i of ice ‘ma'^t high,' not, 
however, ‘ as green a;» emerald,’ but of as neh au a/.tiie 
.as ultramarine eould paint them, thrmed the ft^ep In I- 
Avark closing u|^ the valley into wliieh \vv were 1o de- 
scend. Here the glacier rose in er.igs andolnliA'^, in 
piiinaclofl*and towers, broken ami Imrh ti into i very 
form like^i colossal iniihs (T erystallisalion. 

Being now free from tlie extrenui coM, wo ‘mI down 
on a Avild ])romontnry to enjoy the situation. Ava- 
lanches foil contimmlly from the gdaeicr and the ueigh- 
hoiiring nioiintaiify ; some thumlewng loudly ne.ir us, 
and otiiers rumbliijj? and celuu'ng far aivay. 

Wo had Hlill a eon&idcrahle journey In fore us. d'lie 
descent, howeVer, ilid not <»c(u})y nnicii time, Wiioii 
we reached tlie Auillee, wo w.ilked f«'r two lituirs through 
the ATry j)cautiful (histcreiithal, until the gorge sml- 
denlv opened into the plain iu whieii ^Inml*, the i heeii’id 
little village of Kaudorsley,, where we siiortly arriM.'!, 
cold, Avet, hungry, .'md Avay-woru.

ICory-Kory, though tho most devoted and best-natnred 
scrving-uian in the world, was, alas V- a hideous object to 
look ujKm. He ww. some twciity-tivc years of age, and 
about six feet in height, robust, and well made, Imt of the 
’ most extraordinary as])C<*t. llis head was carefully shaven, 
w'itli the exccjdioii of two circular sjiots, about the size of 
a dollar, near the top of the cranium, where the hair, jht- 
inltted to grow of an amazing length, w’as Iwifdcd up in 
two prominent knots, that gave him tho appearance of 
being decorated with a pair of horns. His bejtnl, plucTtcd 
o!it by the roots from every other x>arl of his face, was 
sutfered to drop in hairy jicndaiita, tw'o olj^vhieh garnished 
his upper lip, ami an cqu.al numlwT hunjj^^im the extre- 
mity of his oiiiii. Kory-Kory, with a view o{inix>roving the 
handiwork of nature, and perhaps j prompted b\ a de.sirc to 
.'\dd to tho engaging oxnression of his countenJincc, h.ad 
Siam fit to emla'lii.^h his face with tliroo broad longitudinal 
atrijia of tattooing, whieli, like those country roads that go 
'stniight forward in deliaiioc of all: obstacles, ^crossed his 
nasal organ, descended i}^ tho kollow' of his eyes, ami 
evi’ji skirled the borderk,^ |ils mouth. b«ac,h eorajdetel} 
spanned his pliy.siognQ Bfl^|' <).|le ext(*uding in a line with 
his eyes, another cro®fi|B^tiie face in the ^icinity of the 
no^^’, ami tlic third swei^Vg along hi.s lips from ear to ear, 
His. couuteuaucc, thus triply hooped, as it were, with 
tat.tooing, alway.s reminded me of those uuhajipy WTetcUcs 
w hom 1 have s(uiiethne.s observed gazing out seiitimciitally 
from behind the gra'tcd bari of a prison window'; w'liilst 
the entire body of my savage valet, covered .all over with 
representations of birds ami fishes, and a variety of most

PRICE OF LAND IN GEBMANV. 

'I'hc pride of the Gcmi.'in jjca.^aut is to be a email land- 
ow'ncr. The sacrifices made tp gratify this longing are 
incredible, as is the tenacity w'iMi which he clings to his 
laud in all changes of fortune. 'I'lje price paid for kmall 
l«>t« of land in the valley of the AViipjior and the a<\joining 
districts would frighten an Kiiglish farmer. F#om 500 to 
700 dollars per morgen, or LI 17 to LI 50 nor acre, is no 
iiiiusiiul price for arable and meadow land. What interest 
ho gets for his investment seems never to cross a peasant’s 
mind. The rent of small patches a<3yoiinng these houses is 
not proportionately high, although dear enough ; ten or 
twelve dollars per morgen (L2, lOs. or L3 per acre) is con- 
stantly paid in situations remote from the influence of 
towns. Building .sites, especially those favourable for trade 
or manufactures, sell also as high as in England. The sum 
of :S000 dollars was paid a few years back tor about an acyo 
and a half of ground, on which some sino works now stand,

TRANSLATION OF A LLTTEB TO A LAl)V FlloM iUl 
EEYLILLIS-I'AHISK. 

ALTJiouori T have every desire to justify the confidence 
yon honour me with, you must admit, madam, you put 
me to rather a severe jiroof. You ask my opinion upon 
the employment of corsets —whether they are, in fact, 
aa injurious to the health of w'omen as has been said ; 
and whether medical men have not, upon this point, 
somewhat exaggerated? I well kiioAV witli what scruples 
and fears your maternal affection lills you Ufion this 
suhjeet. Your daughter, whom 1 lia/c attended from 
her infanc.y, ajiproaehes .*in age at whit'h tli(‘ ilesirc to 
please is very natural. But is it pos.sihle to please w ith- 
out an elegant form? ayd can tliis be atlaiiKid without 
a narrow waist? — in other words, without the agency 
of the corset? These are important (pirstions, not to 
be decided witliout care and eifcuinspeetitin. It is long 
since the subject has been agitated, but nhvays use- 
lessly, the triumph of the corset only becoming tlie 
more assured. Koiisscau changed tlie opinions of his 
contemporaries on many points. By his elo(\aent decla- 
mations he obliged mothers to suckle tliidr offspring ; 
and, more than this, his doctrines and prinei}>lcs have 
shaken kingdoms, raised nations against kings, and 
cast dovui the powerful; society has been moved to it.?

In vain did he say that a woman in a 
j corset was destitute of grace, *and seemed cut in two, 

; like a. witsp; the witticism obtained currency, but 
j the thing remained. IVder 1. humiliates and dissolves 
liLs formidable force, the Strelitz, scarcely a murmur 
being heard; he obliges the Bussiaus to shave their 
beards, and he is seriously menaced ; but wliat would 
have become of liini liad ho dared proscribe the Biissian 
ladies the use of whalebone, or had in anyway meddled 
with their toilet? The Emporor Joseph H. proliihited 
the u.sc of corsets, and ordained tliat cri ini rials only con- 
demned to labour should wear them. All tins was use- 
k‘*s at the end of a few years. 

But wliat. then, is this formidable power which c.arries 
the day against kings, philosophers, iihysLciaiis, reason, 
and coininoii sense? Who is there that, is ignorant of 
it? Who il(a*s not know its im|>crious decisions, its sen- 
teuees without appeal ? lu fact, docs not fashion giiveni 
the world ; and, as regards your sex, is it not the^only 
sovereign who reigns and governs ? Upon those wdio 
violate lier decrees she iiillietwS the chastisement of ridi- 
cule, and at once all opposition ceases. Kea-son may 
raise Jicr voijc, but every ear is closed. Keason advises, 
fashion acts ; so that wo may easily guess Avhicii will 
prove victorious. 

You see, tbeii. madam, why this subject, so learnedly 
tn^ated by so many doctors, has as yet furnished sui-Ji 
unsatisfactory results. I maintaiu the principle, how'- 
ever, that we must never w'eary in prcaeliing tlie good 
and the useful Soiuetliing alwajrs results ; and in this 
manner a great evil may beemue diminished, and a 
small one reduced to nothing. How many strange 
customs, prejudicial to health, have disappeared with 
time and ijcrseverance in good advice! I might cite 
the sw'addiing-clothes and bemdages of children, the hairy 
pig-tails, hair-powder, garters, aud buckles of men. 

What would you say if some one seriously proposed 
to you to forcibly compress one of your limbs for a lung 
period? They might indeed tell you that the sipaller it 
became, the more elegant it would be ; but you would 
l^not fail to resist siudi tortui;. Besides the pain, the 
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/' I conij>ressse<J part would soon diniinitji in size, and waste 
;| away more or less completely. The pale and thin 
1 1 muscles would no longer enjoy their^natural yigoijr aud 
! I activity, the vessels would diminish Ai size, and the part 
: sohii lose ils strength and lx*auly. j Now, do you nut 
' . think that this ssiinc (joinprcssion, exerted upon parts of 
' . ^ic ho<ly which contain the mo.st delicate and important 
i organs, must be attended with yet more disastrous con- 
' secpiences ? These organs, pushed, squeezed, agglome- 
rated together, necessarily lose that development which 
. is indispensable for their action and energy. And ob- 
i serv(‘, tins pressure is not made upon any isolated point ; 
it eml)races .'in extensive surface, and just that which 
corresponds to the organs which are, the very source of 
: life. Take a large corset, and measure its lieight and 
(liauietcrs; and afterwards, when it is tightened to* the 
degree fashion requires aud sutfering permits, oonijiare 
these aduieasuroinculs with the body of the person who 
wears it, and you will be astonished at the result.

Yet women of other uations reject 
thi', article of dres.s with advantage, laidy \V. ifioii- 
taau observes, that nothing ean he more admirahlc than 
tile lorins of ilie Turki.'.h bnlies, who regarded her corset 
as a machine: m wiiieli slu' h.id been enclosed by Iwr 
. liushand, ami wheuee slu* coiiM not extricate herself. 
'The Spanish w'onien, also so celebrated for the elegant 
eoiitour of their shapes, do not employ the eoisct. Il

Upon the cninpletion 
I and success of these projects, a line on a still more 
gigantii! scale, it is stated, will tlicn be attempted by 
I tbo Krench government; namely, that of connecting 
the shores of Afrj<;a with those of Ihirope, thus opening 
a direct and lightning-like comniuuication between 
Marseilles and Algeria! 

All this is highly gratifying, not only on ceonomical, 
but on moral and social considerations. IJy and by 
these lines will be used not m<*rcly by r.^Iiway com- 
panies in conveying their own directions, nor by govern- 
ment in transmitting jiinportant intcUigenee, but they' 
will be employed V* iirivato individuals, by friends, by 
members of the same family, a.s a sort of cxtriumUnary 
post in eases of emergency. ITovv dcligiitfiil, for in- 
stance, to learn, even by one day’s anticipation of the 
oniiiiary pi'St, that the Jong a\}scnt friend has safely 
arrived from abroad! How grqpifying to know, morn- 
ing and evening, the condition of a distressed relative 
wiio may be four or five hundred miles distant! Jn 
matters of business too, it will bo of inlinitc advantage; 
the most perfect secrecy being obtainable by making 
the officials connected with the telegraph transmit cer- 
tain^dylfers known only to the parties communicating. 

it will afford one of the most thorough means 
of ^«t^tion, as has already been proved^* in several 
(um of theft. T^t a bank robbery be committed in 
li^aburgli, for example, during the night, and ne.\t

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A PILURIMAGE TO SKLTiORNE. 
AV'iihN lately ?h England, T fonml time to pi rl'orm what 
I laid long had in expectation, a pilgriiuagc to the tonib 
of that most amiable and industrious naturali.st, Gil- 
bert AVhite of Solbonie. rilgriinnges in the present day 
are happily less fatiguing and dangerous than they nere 
in the days of Thomas a Hecket. For the ancient and 
]>reseriptive staff and scrip, wo substitute a travelling- 
bag and railway -carriage, or, what is still hotter, a 
postehai.se; and w-ith these conveniences, I had, on 
tlic present oecasion, so little to complain of, that my 
pilgrimage did not, from first to last, produce n. single 
adventure. The thing, indeed, Ia perhaps loo easily 
done. V'ou have, only to take the railway from >Jiue 
Kiin.s to a^station about forty miles distant on the line, 
and then got {rei'os.s the c(mntry in a southerly direction 
to Alton, whoiice iC is a drive or walJi of a few mdes 
to Selborno. Uircunistanccs led nic to make a wider 
Btreleh, I hud been on a trip to Fortsinoulli, and in- 
etea<i of returniiig to town by rail, iiroc-codcd a(!ross the 
country by J'eterslield, so as to strike on the line at tiic 
proper distancie from London. 

Aeeonimodatcd with a vehicle at rcterslield, our 
little party approached Selborno from tlie south- we.st, 
our way being by a country road full of all stirls of 
crooks ami bends, ups and dtnvns, every turn disclo.'ing 
some new object of rural interest. jS ow w e would be 
brought right up in front of a bank ovcrbimg witb^log- 
ro^cs in full blossom; then wc would turn loiind on a 
little hamlet with a slip of green before it, on whieli 
w ere merrily scampering two or three Hampshire pigs ; 
next we would have to give room on tbo narrow 
pathway for the passage of a loaded wain, driven by a 
.•^tur^l^ peasant in bis smock-frock, who would politely 
— who says the English are not courteous ? — touch his 
round wldte.liat fts caTne under the fira of bright 
eyes from fhe carriage window. IIavin|[ emancipated 
ourselves from the w’indiiig efflorescent alley S w'e at 
length came to a kind of open but irregular-shaped val- 
ley, surrounded by woody heights, and in the centre of 
which was the object of our excursion— -the far-famed 
village of Selborne. 

The word village, however, is sftircely a proper de.sig- 
nation for this interesting place. There is no exactly 
regular street, neither is there much continuity of 
houses. The dwellings of the ordinary English rural 
character are pitched about here ajid there, some on 
the tops of banks, others low down ; one cl^ss brisk and 
forward, coming perking out to the edge'of the roatl- 
way, anotheg more modestly retiring; and the whole 
a good deal mixed up with trees, gardens, ricks, barns, 
and o^ier country things. Rather more than half-way 
through the village— to call it by that name— you arrive, 
on the right hand or Bofth side, at the principal inqft^ 


mansion of two storey .s, witli a j)roji‘cting sign over i 
the dnorway'. TTfc c.stablihliniciit. ia quite the species ! 
of hostelry %\hich 1 liki‘ best to he sot ijow'n at. Instead 
of u rush of w|ihrs witli wliitc towels, the sudiU-Ji stop- !

]iosure, you are invited to step iu and walk up stairs. , 
No, no; w(‘ will jTi«t sit ilown a moment in the parlour, ' 
if you i>lea.se,^in order to g( t a little local knowli-dge* . 
from our host, who is ohliginely, reail.'? to give ample . 
direclioiM as to what we should do and see. IL.* ha.s it , 
all at hi.s fiijgcr-end.'». and can forLify v'very thing he / 
says with a.hig old edition of Wliili*. which he drags *\ 
from a cnjibo.ird, and lavs before us on tlu' jiarlour ; 
t.abic. Rut w'e liave brought with us a little li.indy edi- ■ 
tion,* which, w'ith much new information, ami a map to ' 
boot, is a far better book, and thi.s rather disconcerts | 
Boniface. Rut he rallies, and kindly oilers to conduct 
us to Gilbert’s slirme : we eruelly deeline this too, at ■ 
which be is again a trifle nonplussed; but we ymt him i 
in the best possible liumoui* by ordering dinner, and j 
telling him wc shall be back at three, after a pretty • 
long walk round the village, as far as the Hanger in ‘ 
tlie one direction, and the Friory in the other. 

So thi.s is all eettled. 'J’he ladies leave' their shawls, 
for the weather has become rather warm ; but they say ; 
they will take their parasols, not so much on account 
outlie sun, as of a heavy bhickish cloud wliicli is suu- ' 
pieiously peeping over thf: edge of the Hanger, and 
almost^as good as threatc^liing sometliing mix liicvous \ 
to a couple of new bonnets. i 

Contrary Jo the fashion v>f most cities, the ‘ west end’ of 
Selborne isiu the easl^; and proceeding in that direction, 
WO arrive immediately'' in fnmt of the house onto occu- 
pied by the Whites, hir'. altered somewhat from what 
it was when inhal/ilcd by the uatunilist. It is a sub- 
stantial edifice V tw'o storey. s, the walls of faded brick, 
slightly time-worn ; and being dignified with a flow'cr- 
plot in front, it posM:!>ses a deeided dash of .arisloeracy', 
so for as outw'ard appeuraiices arc concerned. Latterly,

Contented with these seholnrly honours, Jlr White 
retired to RelbornCs wliere, on Ids modyrate tmtriinony, 
ho proposed to devote his life to tlie study of nature and 
general literary oc'enjiation. It is e^minotdy imagined 
that he k‘i*anie Mie ecelesiastieal ineiimhent of the 
parish; but this is a mistake. Gilbert While was a 
I emintry giaitlenian, \vlio spent his exSsteiy'o in Ids native 
1 village only from choice, nut in the exercise of ain' 

. , professional duty. j 

I About 1768, he commenced the remarkali^e series of 
: letters to Thomas IVmiant and the Hon. Daines Bar- 
rington on subjects of •natural Idslnrv, whu’h foirn the 1 
; ])opuliir work known as the ‘ ^^atural History of SeU 
j borne.’ These letters ;ire niatclvh’S.s for their minute 
i yet graphic and enterlainiiig notices of tlie soil, climate, 
j vegetable prorinctions, animals, soidal rharacieristics, 
j' ^vc. peeidiar to the parish. Out of what would be 
called the most dull and uninteresting materials, be 
i ha? ilahorated a most anundng and iustruetivo iiarra- 
I tive. llie charm of the hook is its oxceediiig naivete.

One day, in wsdkiug lu the fields, lie sees a mouse of 
a reuitirkable speeii*.s, v.huli attracts his attention. It 
was the A/ms m^.ssurius; and making inquiries into tf'.e 
habits of this pretty little eryature, ho writes as follows 
to Tennant ou tlie subject "I’hese mice never enter 
into houses, are carried into ricks and barns with the 
sheaves, abound in harvest, and build thi-ir nests amidst 
the straws of the corn above the ground, an^l sometimes 
in thistles. They breeil as itianyoas eight at a litter, 
in a little round nest coiiip 08 c<i of the hbuics of grass or 
wheat. One of these nests 1 procured tlii.s autumn, 
most artihidally platted, and composed of t)ie blades of 
wheat; perfectly round, and about the si'<e of a cricket- 
hall ; with the aperture so ingeniously dosed, that there 
wfis no discovering to what part it belonged.

! long captivity ; but on one ociiasion he made his escape, ' | 
and was brought back in disgrace, A’y an iustinicc* 
of the playful liuinour of the naturalist. I prcKcnt Hu; 
lollow'ing .supposititious letter of Timothy to a l.nty, 
giving an account of himifelf un<l his sorrows. It was ' 
found among TMr White’s papers after his dcei'M'^c.

Ibsed as I' »vas to the severe, servile 
laws of Texas, the man’s appearance somewhat surprised, 
and for ft moment alarmed me, as a negro maroon was 
not likely to be alone, ('lotncd iu a tiappers garb— - 
; fat, sl^ei,,and happy-looking— the negro aaiis further 
I atHftcd with musket and knife, against tlic practice of 
jHfeountry, Avhich denies to slaves tho use of arms. A 
' of huge wild turkeys sliowed thfti, he had been 

on no iinsucei;ssfiil hunt, while there was something so 
, thoroughly honest in his look, that my most injurious 
j^- suspicion flaw away ere hardly it had existed. Our

greeting Avas friendly ; for, much to the horror of nMny . 
of my American friends, I always treated negroes as I 
AVfuild have done a Avliite man of the same class, wliicli, 
in a country Avhere it was illegal for a free black to 
rcsitle, tnadc me often somewhat obnoxious. 

‘ Well, friend,’ said I, * I am glad to meet 3’ou, for I 
have lost my Avay, and am both hungry and weary. Ti 
suppose I cau fiud both food and shelter at your master’s 
house ?* * • 

* Eos, massa,’ said the sturdy black Avith a broad grin ; 

‘ 1 ’xpect I shoAiA' you war you find ’em.’ | 

I tlianked him, and, as avc advanced, pursued the cim- 
vi’rssilion. 1 saw' that llie black looked surprised, and [ • 
.sfiecdily informed hf?n that 1 avus an Englisliinan, who 
regar^le<l not the colour of the skin, but looked AA'ith the 
same satisfaction on an honest negro as on an lione'^t 
white man. Tlic darkie, though scarcely able to <Teilit 
me, AA'as delighted, and entered Avith spirit into the ques- 
tions which I asked him. T found him intelligent, liA'ely, 
and Avith a singular degree of independence, that ])uzzlcd, 
Avliile it gratified mo. At length v'O emerged from the 
forest; and just as I diseOA'cred a rude log-hut, a fi» Id 
of (*orn, a fcAv stray pigs and fowls, breaking agreeably 
tho late monot«)ny of timber, my companion exclaimed j 
witli ]>ride, ‘ Di re, massa— derc my house, and me very j 
glad to sec you.’ 

J AA'as much surprised. A uegrry squatter Avas a novelty 
Avliieli 1 had never before seen, and J began to hope a 
valu.able iliscovery in niy new' friend. Frceeding me I 
Avitli rapid step, tlie black gained the door of his habi- j 
tation, AA-here a sable girl, of about thro(‘-and-twenty, ■ 
and three diminutive spci’imens of dark Immnnit a , stood ' 
awaiting his appriiaeh. 1 tbllowvd, and being heartily , 
invited to enter, found myself in a neat log-hut, fur- ' 
nislied Avith all tlie usual conveniences of f oifi'ier iIavcU- 
ings. All was ehvin and sAveel, whihid'o the riglit of the 
fireplace Avon* tVo idiarnhfTS apportioned olf as sleep- 1 
ing .apartments. I had, wliilc otf my way, explained 
that I Avas hungry, and the black girl at once, on her | 
hiishaml's inenthming this fact, busied herself in pro- ' 
paring a savoury meal. It w'as soon ready, and smoking 
on till* pine board. I advanced to the table, and saw 
that but one knife and platter liad been laid. * My 
friends,* said I Avith a smile, * are you not going to eat 
Avitlimc? VVlien 1 Bctdc liospitulity, I never turn the 
master from his meal.’ 

’rhe negroes looktd puzzled. For a Avhitc man to 
A'onst'ut to sit down to the same mi'al w'ith blacks, was 
to tljem a novelty cd’ a startling character, and it w'as 
with Aiiffieull}’ I C(Mild make them join me. When, 
ln)Avcvcr, they did, it Avas Avith no small animation .'iml i 
tlclight. Alter avc ha<l discussed a A'cry hearty meal, 
the negro protlucecl a keg of apniec heer, and, placing a 
e/>uplc of mugs on the table, prepared, over this harm- 
less beverage, to satisfy a curiosity 1 liad not souglit to 
conceal from him. 

It apjicarcd that Scipio Crackles — for by this uncujibo- 
nious name Avas he knoAvn — Avas born upon the estate of 
one Colonel Kphraim Jones, in one of the Carolinas; 1 
do not tUlnk pi’uper to mention Avliich. At a vary early 
age he liad sueeeeded in gaining the affections of a fellow- 
slave, Judith by name*, a young negro girl, in whose 
shining ebony skiv, wldte teeth, and merry eyes, lie 
could see more beanty than is found by many a European 
lover in the mistress of his heart. Their master making 
no objection to the mkte.h, they were speedily ’married, i 
Colonel Ephraim was a just and riglitoous man, who, ’ 
deploring his being born a slave-owner, knew not how .- 
to remedy the evil. Ho was merciful, however, to both ' j 
man and beast ; and his blacks enjoyed as much happi- , 
ness as can ever be found in a state of physical boiidag(«, ! 
and consequent moral degradation. Many of the negroes j 
arc happy; the happiness, however, too much of animals, j 
unconscious of the blessings which their fiiJso position | 
deprives them of. Perhaps^ this state of existence w'as ' 
neviT more licnign than with our young couple, who 
Avoi-e looking forward to the supreme satisfaction of i 
bd^g parents, when the colonial- died. Great was Ihb | 
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prit'l’ of all his blacks, mourning one who had lightened 
their suiomaluus and peculiar position as far as possible; 
but greater was tlieir consternation, when it was an- 
nounced that the heir-at-law, a mercliant in a non- 
slaveliolding state, had ordered llic pro])erty to he sold 
by anction in various lots, the hlacks of course to be 
inehidcd in the arrangeuient. 'riie lieir was a zealous 
aholitionist, and so abhorrc<l the idea (tf owning a man, 
even f»)r a day, that he hurried on the sale ns fast as 
pirssible, having no objection to possess the value of liis 
human cattle.’^ To none was this intellign'iicc more 
(h-^astrous than to Scipio Crackles and his <hisky little 
wife; for they well knew how hkj^y it was they should 
be jMirehased hy different musters, when tlicy might he 
separated without mercy, and perhaps never meetsigain; 
for, tliou';h united by :i minister of religion, tlio law 
made no provision for keeping sacred tlic marriage tie. 
'PlKTe was one law for the free, another for those in 
ho»id:ig(*. • 

Tlie di'.y of sale approafdied, and the arrivals from .all 
parts were numerous, while .Judith in the meantime he- 
eame a niulher. It was on Momlav mi'i’iiing v. heii thi* 
eaU* began. It wore nsele‘;s, as it \v»>n!d he painful, 
to f.illtiw all its details; snllice that, .ihont dusk, Seipio 
was made to ascend a ]ilatforni, and there, < vposeil to 
tin- hole andieiiee, was put up to aijeti(i!i to the higlu si 
hiddir; a .sctaie which, liunigh nny he glo-sdl ever, 
as it ha.s he(‘n hy many \.'ritv,rs, can .'eaaken hut one 
sensation in every justly -eonstiltiled mind, A man 
exposed for f'ale hy man ! Seipio was a likely joullt - 
he w;ts tall, iv'bii'.t, and W(U-iMa<h‘, and he fon-id 
many eaiuh iates for the honour of [xi^sessing him. At 
leneih he was kneeked down to (me .lalKz Clinton, a 
hiai'ksmiljjjAvho saw in the slave, m* rather in Ida ttiews 
and smews^ very j>ro]>er pnjnl for the forge and sledgi.*- 
hannn. r. A de;nlC siektioss o\v‘ream# the voniui ne':ro: 
f(n* he ki'.ew' .Inhez Alinton to he one \\ im v as little likely 
to eneumher l)iiiiself*iMlh poor .Judith ;ind his w'celc-oid 
iiiiaut. 

Judith w'as now put up, and on her the aiietionur 
liivi,-h(al all his eloqueine, pointing out, as leinjitations 
to give a liigh price, her )onth, h.'^r comeliness, and all 
the many eharinis whieh had won the snseeptihlo li« art 
of piior sCipio. 'rile auetioneer A\as a hit of a v.nig, and 
]ov(jd a joke; accordingly, lie dilated on thi' sable at- 
Irae.lions of tin- }oung mother, who, eoweritig on the 
platform, with her infant in her arms, gazed wislfuHy 
at tlie husband from wliom it seemed she was likily to 
be S(!vered. 'Phe auetioneer meanwliik.* proceeded* lie 
called her the ‘ yaller flower of the forest dilated <»n 
her youth, and the healthy babe she carried ; on the ox- 
cellei.t qualities w'liicli she must possess as a doir.estic 
.servant; nor were his least cncomimns lavislied on her 
beauty. In truth, she was the jirettiest negro girl that 
could be found in all the (kirolinas. The seller of human 
iesh VMS snceessfiil in attaining liis object, 'riu* bidding 
startl'd liigh, and wuis rapid. {Several cnteriMl into eom- 
petition, but none more atronuously than the young 
Squire Archer of the Croiv I'crry. , Toor Scipio— 
winisc position is eomnion wherever tlie curse fjf slavery 
exists— sat the image of despair, liis heart sinking 
within him, and his whole soul jicrvaded by a feeling of 
htqiulessness. The scene was one, flideoil, to wdiieh no 
pen or pencil could do justice. It lays naked, how ever, 
in its full deformity, the scourge of bondage. In vain 
the husband looked imp] -riiigly at Jabez; that worthy 
was whittling a stick, and calculating the weekly profit 
of his purchase. Still the sale continued. The bidding 
was at seven hundred dollars, Die highest market value 
of a female slave. * One hundred for the pickaninny,’ 
said one bidder, * and that’s eight hundred dollars.’ 

‘A thousand for the lot,* replied Squire Archer fiercely 
— and they were his. A general titter followx'd ; for in 
Otlering twb hundred dollars above the utmost value,

the ytmng man had betrayed that the g->od looks of the 
negro girl had weighed not a little witfi him — a i.ialhr 
which, anumgst. the slave-owners, was re^garJed as a 
very good joke. With .a sensation which may be imi- 
gined, jKior Scipio saw' her beemm* the priiperty of the 
unscrupulous youmg squire, who hy this pun'hasc bo- * 
came her side master, with scarcely any iimit.ition 
but that t»f taking her life, which, h;id he done, wamld 
have probably cost him a line of some five hundred 
dollars. * * 

Jabez Mintf^i, the hl.aeksmitlj, dwelt aijoufc lialf a 
mile from the estate of Squire An lier. and ttflds dwell- 
ing the miforlMiiate Selino w'as taken tliil wry night.

In 
fa(‘t, cbh'ivahon would ho our only iiu.m.s of investi- 
truth, ami ic.isoni,ig, the b.i.isl of the lo^itdan, 
so long i^'gaiik d .us infalljblc, w'ouM dw indie to tlic mere 
echo of a truism. 

Wc arc thus broui^ht unavoidably to the conclusion, 
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that the process of ri'asoiiinu: of itself adds iiothinj^ to 
obsorvation ; Au<l jet wo know that reasoning?, when 
properly ornpl. >3 od, is wot a more puerility. Wo know 
that it {l<)os priHluee ooiivictiun in the mind; in short, 
we k?iow tliut it is indisjwnsablc. And more than this, 
we know that the higher order of truths are widely 
different from the facts made known to ns by mere ob- 
; stM-vation. How, then, did they originally come? Not 
j from without assuredly; nor by mere reasoning upon 
! outward facts, ns wc have shown : the answer, then, is 
unavoidable — they arc a revelation from 'lAithin. This 
brings ns to a consideration of the thiyd mental oiiera- 
tioii ; namely, instinctive eduction. In developing this 
idoii, we shall also have an opportunity^ of asecrtainiiig 
{ the real use or function of the reasoning process. 

In the first plaj*e, let us clcaily' understand that, 
without ohservatioif, we could have no ideas \\ hatever. 
This is evident, for all oiir ideas must be i\s])cetingj 
somewhat ; they iiinst have reference* to some ohject ; 
and tlie mind can ‘Only hoiome cognisant of objeets, 
either by its ow)i observafitm, or iVom report of the 
observation of others. We could not cveft imagine an 
object having no relation to anything we have either j 
seen or lieard of; the most that wc can do in this 
I respect is to modify, to separate, or recomhine.'' But, on 
j the other hand, a mere impression on the senses does 
not constitute an idea, a person might sec an object 
! distinctly enougli, and yet he unable to form a single 
I idea respecting it. What idiia e(Aild an uncultivated i 
savage form of mar.y of the contrivances and customs | 
of civilised life? Tlie nearest approadi he could make 
to a definite idea, would be tin? negative one of their 
apparent uselessness ; or else his mind w<iiild be occu- 
pied with a feeling of vague wonder; but his ideas 
I would necessarily be eircuinsf'ribed ^Mlhin the limits of 
hi'< own experience-, 'fbe ouIn' way hv which lie could 
he hnnight to foiin an intelligent conception of an}" such 
contrivance, 8cc. would be to show' it to him in opera- 
tion, and tliu'? explain to him its purpose; but even 
then he wnild not be able to realise tie- conception, 
unless it answ«*rv‘d to • and awaUencil some desire or 
ability ill liis own mind. If, for in>taiice, lie shoulil be 
a warrior, he would, in all prohahility, readily compre- 
hend the juirpose and nature of a warlike instnujiciit ; 
if, again, he should he of industrious, peaceful liabits, 
an agricnllur.al or domestic coiitrivanee would be more 
; intelHgihle. 'I'hus his idea of tlie instrument or eon- 
i triv-.ince would depend on 1 wo eoriditions ; namely, the 
! accuracy of his ohservatiun, and the <UstinctMes’< with 
I which he fvh Its ust\ It is in the nature and various 
1 dcvelopmeiii of these de;^ires and instincts that the 
j Beveral human races ditfer /'roiii each other; they, in 
i fact, give cb iraetcr to the mind. The savage is often 
' as acute ie observing, and as shrewd in Uedneing logical 
I eoiiclusion.s \,il]iin the limits of his exj)eneiic(* ami 
I wants, as the more eoltivated Enro]»ean ; hut he can 
1 never rcali'^c tho rame intelleetnal eoneejitions, without 
! first awakening ii his own mind tlie feelings and as- 
' pirations which called them into b(-irig. This illustra- 
1 tion may serve to show' the distinction betwc'en a mere 
‘ sensuous iriproasion ami an intelleetnal conception 
! an^v given object. The one is l it an urnneaning image; 

the other has become a practici 1 reality — a living idea; 

: the dust of the ground is enkindled with the brerfth of 
! life. 

! There is a similar distinction between tlie ‘»lry facta’ 
i of science and those vital princijiles %y which they «are 
! rendered intelligible, and thereby actually converted 
; into a portion of our mental constitution. The recog- 
: nition of the law, upon the truth of which all our rc- 
. searches and actions depend— namely, the hnifomity of 
! nature’s operations — is as clearly a matter of instinct 
as the perception of distances, or the regulation of mus- 
cular ^force, or even as the perception of beauty or 
; Bubliniit^^ These instincts are not anything indopep' 

I dently objects to wdneh they refer : they all re- 

' awakene<l and developed ; and the 3 ^inay all

of the judgment; but we can no more jirevcnt t’leir | 
(levolopnieiit when their respective objects are pro- } 
sented, fthan we can, by a simiile eltbrt of the will, [ 
cease to live. \ 

ft would not come within the scope of the present j 
article to attempt an enumeration of tlie principal in- ; 
stincts of the human mind ; nor perhaps would it be / 
necessary, if men — .ay, and women too, for they are not ■ 
shut out from the circle of conscious life, however ill- 
adapted they may be for logical encounters — would but 
observe the tendencies and actions of their owm minds, 
unnij^stitied by the controversies of the metaphysiiail 
schools, iiicre is, however, one instinct of such gene- 
ral service, that \vc< cannot do better than venture a ; 
few words in its elucidation, more especially as by so 
doing we shall develop the mode by which all the 
others operate : w"e allude to the tendency of all minds, 
from the child to the cultivated philosopher, to judge 
of tliat which is unknown or obscure from that which 
is familiar or self-evident. Truism as th‘6 proposition 
may appear when stated, its importain’C has been ■ 
strangel}' overlooked ; it expresses, indeed, the surety ! 
of exliaustlcss originality, the means of acquiring every ' 
new' idea. It is this pow'er which connects the .soul * 
with the outward universe; without this, the mind '• 
would be utterly nnconstjious, a mere aimless impulse, , 
an active hireo witlioiit direction ; m f.act, it could not 
exist, an<l external nature, althoiigli preserit to our 
senses, would be to us but an unmeaning blank. 

In order to judge adctiuati ly of the universality and 
importance t>f this j)c>wer, it will be necessary for ns , 
to sec what that is which eau he strictly termed self- 
evident. Now, it must he clear to all wlio reflect upon 
the subject, that this term properly and only includes 
our whole couM-ious life — not nuTely tho cvivc vivmsness 
of existence, but the entire expi-riencc (#f our own 
hearts: that whif.i is self-evident, is sirnidy our own 
feelings ; in other words, our own intuitive perceptions. ! 
If we feel tho sensation of hunger, we do not require : 
cither logical or inductive evidence to [>rovc to onr- j 
selves that we are hungry ; it, and the evidence i 

is complete. The ca.se is similar with any other feel- : 
ing. \Vc like one thing, and we dislike another, oft('n 
without knowing why; yet the feeling is as self-evi- 
dent a.s our own existence- it, in fact, constitutes u 
portion of onr individual consciousness. Rut, as before 
remarked, a feeling dors not Vonstiiute an idea; nor ' 
can we be conscious of its n.ature, perhaps not even of 
its existence, except in reference to its appropriate oh- 
ject. vAll onr ideas seem to arise from this union ; in 
some ea.ses, however, tlie object simply calls forth the 
feeling or innate perception ; in otliers, the feeling gives 
purpose and me.'uiing to tho object. Hero, then, are 
two distinct classes of ideas ; the one intuitive or self- , 

evident, the other .apparent or evident to the senses. 
These two onlers of truth constitute the source and 
basis of all that w'c can know or imagine, the poetry 
and prose of human experience — instinct, or eduction ; 
and observation, or induction. Their re.spoc,tive na- ; 
tiires are clearlytseon in geometry : the one order con- 
sisting of axioms,’ the other of * definitions in other 
words, of universal truths and of special facts. 

We are now in a, position to see clearly tho use and i 
importance of ‘reasoning.’ Every universal truth must 
be perceived by eduction ; either immediately, or else ! 
derivatively, from a higher truth ; while, on tlie other ' 
hand, every special fact must he discerned by observa- ! 
tion. Now, the purpose of reasoning is evidently to i 
connect the two ; to refer the lower to the higher for ! 
illumination, and thus to discern an additional truth 
respecting it. This additional truth may, and indeed 
should, be really a ‘ new truth that is to say, a truth 
not before recognised. It is neither obtained directly 
by eduction, as an axiom, nor directly by ol{s<?rvation, 
as a definition ; but mediately from both, by reasoning 
or logical perception. For instance, it is a logical truth 
that the angles of an equilateral triangle arc equaT to 
eacl^otber. We might suppose l^his to be the case, and 
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by fiicasurinjf we lui^lit find that it really was so in all 
the instances we had tried ; but we could not, without 
the aid of rciisoninjr. see tliut it nuisL necessarily be so 
i|i all instanci's. 'Phns lo^rical perception, instead of 
bein'? an idle toy or a mischievous delusion, as some 
have imagined, is seen to be an instrument of inesti- 
mable value in groping our way from darkness into 
light. It enables the mind to discern, by successive 
advances, tliat which it could not discern by a {tingle 
glaiiiu’. 

JiCt 119 now return to a consideration of what wc have 
regarded as the fundamental law by wliich all instinctive 
intelligence is developed. T1 at Ave judge of unfiimiliar 
objects by coTn])aring them with^thost* objo»*ts which 
are f.uniliar, is a well-known fact; but the l.\'v w'e 
speak of involves far more than this. We have already 
seen that that which is self-evident ia, strictly speaking, 
our own innate perceptions. Now, it is only by these 
percc])ti«ms t^iat we can form any idea of those proper- 
tti's of an objeid, which are not cvitlcnt to the scums. 
'I'lie infant, at the first dawning of intelligeiua', conveys 
to its mouth eviTything that is put in its way. The 
reason evidently is, that its* most distinct perceptions 
arc tho«o connected witli nutrition ; and it is by these 
pvn'(‘ci)tions that it estimates all objects discerned by its 
senses. 'This may be regard. -d as its first distant ap- 
proach to any intelligible idea. AfriT a lime, as the 
social feelings become developcil, its irnpresshms vif.sur- 
romnlmg objects gradually clnnigt-. Us first limited 
impression is corrected by expcrienc»% and it now be- 
CMiiies conscious of wider and more varied sympathies; 
yet still it oluys the same law of its mental const itu- 
(ion. Tile ehdd still refers its own innate pcrei'ptimis 
to the olijcets around; at first w it lion t discrimination, 
iimigining, fa*’ as it forms jui idea of the matter, that 
every object is fio '*c.sscd of similar c(^nu iuiisiK ss, simi- 
lar feelings, and Minilar thoughts \s itrtelf. Tins is 
evident from the syTpjiaUii.siii}'. conduct and prattle of 
children when amusing tlnmselve.s with tlieir little 
t'))s, and tliiis manifcc-ting in frcedtim the impulses aiul 
iin.irc.'sions of their young hearts. Ami this is pro- 
bably the only ivay in W'liii.di a child could form .an 
intelligible idtia of any object. 'I'iie case is similar with 
nations of primilive or childlike lialiits. Thus they 
judge of that which vv'onld olliorwi.si; U* obsmiro, liom 
their own i‘onscj<»us know Icvigc. 'j'liis pow*cr has, more- 
over, been the ebaracteii.stic of tlie poet in all ages. 
Let ns not be mistaken : we speak not. of thosi dainty 
ain.ileurs who know poetry merely as an * imitative 
art v.dio, when they have fnlfilletl the technical re- 
qiiironuMits of their respective .schools, imagine, for- 
sooth, that they liavc produced genuine poetry ; hut of 
those marvellous spirits with wdioni the poetic impulse 
has been an unconquerable reality— men whose hearts 
have been touched with the living five of inspiration. 
U is Iroin sneh men that we have learned to honour the 
name of the poet; and it is of eueli a poet lliat we now 
speak, Endoweii with sympathies too earnest and 
trutldul to permit him to gaze with A'aeant eye upon 
the wonders of creation, he also has waited iitlhe foot- 
stejM of the child, and illumined every object in hi.s 
path by the light kindled in his own soul. Nor is this 
light a mere fantastic delusion ; tlic gravest philosopher 
can do no more than discriminate its ra^s. Jii truth, 
all nature is a reflex of humanity. The laws wdiieh 
govern the universe, and those V which the miml is 
developed, have a distinct and immutable relation to 
each other ; else would nature be altogether incompre- 
hensible— a vast accumulation of uuiueaning facts. 
What ideas could we form of attraction or repulsion, of 
equality, of dependence, of connexion, of immutability, 
and of a host of kindred recondite properties, essential 
to a philosophical idea, unless we judged from our own 
instinctive conceptions? Whatever may lie the sub- 
jee*t, we must have something known by which it may 
be judged, or we could evidently form no idea respect- 
ing it. If sensuous impressions constituted tlie only 
source of intelligence, should iiev’cr be able to rise 


above them : wt could not form a rational idea ; wc 
could not iimlerstaiid any object; we sVould merely bi* 
cousciourt of it as a sensuous im]wessiori. Rut il‘, as 
\ye rnainlsiin. our inslinetive j)ercei)tiens iiotistitute tlie 
living germs of every giuuiiie idea; •and if the senses 
only serve to connect the mind with external ohject.s, it 
must Ikj evident that we cannot a.v.sigii the limit boyoml 
which the hiiinau mind is inc;i]):ible of rising, until Wi3 
have ascertaim-d the extent and altitude of its whole' 
instiiictiv'e natur'', •We may, to .some extent, measure 
its past aehievonicntq or its present nianifestatioms, but 
vve e.iiinot j»res(fibe limits to its fulnre cap il^litie.s. 

What folh% then, is implied in the intellectual pro- 
stration of modern science! Nothing but induction,

The book is mainly a iuuimil of tlu; pro- 
etedings of that period, which ended in the banishment | 
of most of the disagreeable symptoms by which the 
author had been visited. 

Ask a eoinnimi doctor about the water cun*, and he ' 
tells you it is a dangerous quackery, w'hich 3 'ou onglit 
not to countenance in any way. l*os.sibly, he adds a '| 
deserijition of tho ‘ miserable patients,’ and cites an . 
array of fatal c.ases. Look into Mr Lano’s book, and 
you find dc'^eriptiong^ of Jie mast cheerful possible life, 
mingled with aeee.imt.s oi the mo.st wonderful, as well as 
/ If// euros. Dr WiLon he describes as plaeeil l)y]n-ivate , 
fortune above all mereenary motives— a sagacious, kiiul- 
u;itured man, ]#roud to be the oraelc and minister of 
u.itiin; in what be believes to be one of lier aiipointed 
means of resloring to lienltb anrl vigouv tlie human 
frame. What a strange eontrariely of opiniiiii ! There 
is this, howevuT, to he said in fav«)ur of the water ’people, 
that tliey approve from .^knowledge and experience, 
wldle the doi'lors comlerrni upon presumption. One 
thing we can tell ordinary medical men, that a system 
so diihiims, and in many of its features so abominahli; 
astlu'irs, has hut. a piuir clianec, in the eyes of ndleeting 
]>erson.^ against any more natural-looking and practi- 
cally more iileas.mt system, which is supjiorted by such 
tesiimonv as we find in this volume, 'fhis we say, trea'^- 
imj" till* (|Uistion of (he water cure qniie hypotbeliealiv. 

Mr Lane, wh.o was aeconipanied l)y his bon Ned, a 
youth of tiftfcn, ti'ok at, once kindly to the Irealment 
and life ,it ^lalveni. 'I'lie neisrhbunriiig hills form ik - 
lightfnl walking ground, refreshed every li]y:e. and tlieri* ' 
with eliarmirig springs of the pure.st water. The style 
«>f living at the Louse, tln.ngh stii- ily ti mperjite, was 
not wilhont tin* company extremely agreealk'. 

lie I.e gan w’itli the sindkiw bat’a, then proeieileJ 1o 
‘packing’ in the wet shcid, and finally, when strength- 
eni.*i, to till* ‘donehe/ or ea^^eade hath, using tin; aitx 
and foot baths at least once eaeh day. On the lhir«l 
iii*>rning w'c tind him saying — -‘A sense of proseiif 
ha])pi!ie*.s, of joyous spirits, of eonfldenee in my pro- 
iM’dings, po.s.sessed me.’ On the flfth — ‘H a cry liabil, 
every tenijar of mind imhieed by this s\stim. presents 
to the mind salutary ami thankful thoughts.’ 'fho elieer- 
fnbu '^.T here spoken of i", fully e\ldenc».‘d as a general 
feature of the water cure, by the ])leasantries — wo could 
abnoat say Irolies — which Aveiit on tliroughont the ' 
wliole perifsl i>f Mr Lane’s stay. The men and w’omeii 
w’cre as beys and girls engaged in the sports of Auca- ' 
tion time.

Avhen the measure was discussed lu commitlce, pro- i\ 
posnl an nmiaidment, suggested by the presumption of ’ i 
Mr Hope, her destined fag, who asked whether he w'as j | 
to be “single-handed,” and if so, who wits to do the j 
dirty work to get gingerbread, for instance, iVom the i 
jiasiry -cook's, at a moment’s notice, recklebs of fiUh or 
mud. An aiilrr..AU‘d debate ensued, and it cotioeded 
that, ill certain wises, when u l^ly was disposed to be 
,chfyante, her fag should have boy ithder btim.” Sir 
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Lihv.'ird having, t)ii the instant, fifiplierl for this place 
linilcr Mr Hope, only ju«t” wished to know whsjtwere 
the perquisites; ainl was {iiiswpro<l that, as the ladies’ 
inl'aiis were liniited, they would give no staled salary 
the first niontli, during wliieii time tlie fag must eon- 
sider liiiiiself “ on ti ial.”

Alp::. JTeowes the tlticlor a “ dotlgf*’ tor an nnhiekv 
r»-mark wliieh he made in the fulness of .-imeritv. 'Plu* 
tloetor passed .«omc eomplimeiu upon Stei ling's manners, 
and added, *• l)(*you know, I at first thought vou ratluT 
hieka<ljiisical.” Mterliug mentioned this to me c.-atlung 
searcely credible, :ind uppealcil to me inijuiringly, as if 
t<> ilcmand an (sjual show of imligoMtion on my p.al. 
Tlic iiKWC he al!ow(';J his mind to dwell <.n the* suhji et. 
the mote angry ho heemie, and he eventually vowc«i 
vengeain'c. Lachafl-iisical ! He would Iniy a sliilling’s 
worth of tarts, and give* tluan to the ladies under the 
doctnr’.s very no^e! Alarmed at tliis most awful threat, 
I felt it my duty to try to soften ilic matter, w.as 
perfcetly riglit to puniili the doctor. I quit(3 a»*ie”d to 
th.-it ; “ but wlieii be sjxike to rnc about you, be gave 
quite a dilleiaait opinion.'’ Sterling’s curio.sity wa.s thus 
exfited, Sind I told liini that the doc tor had conceive, d 
him to be “a medical student in disguise; come less as 
a patient than to sec the establishment.” 1 had put my 
Lait in it.

kmd in Ids experil mv. It was i.ropo^^ed by the rila- 
tions to take ;iwiiy Die body, or lia\e Dk fiiiu"'.d in the 
moir.iiig; but th'* tloftor i.isi>le I on all being lionc 
openly, and in tlie u^ial form, llic whole pi ooct 'ling 
redoundcil, says tb<3 anttior, to the. doi tor's generosity 
of nature, sln)Wim' his inditreri net* lo false, rumours. 

Many stray ]plL.i‘'antrk’S ei.hvc'n the journal, s{)nie 
few of them not, quite new? but all anpo&itdy brougld 
in. As an artist. Mr Lane is eutithd to ‘<peak to the 
following point: — ’ When a bul} desires to compose lier 
moutb to a bland and si-reno ebaraeter, she should, jusfc 
before entering a room, say. ‘‘ hestun,” and k»ep Die ex-

h.unl, she wisli lo assume a distinguished aiul somewliat

I*'alls.* ('k)sc to Dio terrific* rush of tlie chief torrent 
slie has sought a baby-fall of about sixty feet, and 
received the rustling water amid (he din of tin* *\ bole 
cataract. AVcll ini|*bt w'c add a native’s letnark to the 
father of our heroim*, while eonteniplatiug the tremen- 
dous scene. “1 say, stranger, that's an almighty water 
privilege ! — siickh's mol her ixa an a deal ! Y ou couldn't 
show us anyl^iing so luiud.soniC as that in your coun- 
try.”* 

A gentleman eome.s to the wuitcr c.urc, smilring 
from two irn coueilable medicines, self • aommislererl ; 
whereon Mr Lane remarks, Diat. even tilings congenial, 
affd actually nnule tt> meet, often ywoducc distressing 
results, ili not hrougitt blether in me, deration. Illus- 
tration of the remark — *(>ii the first consignment of 
tSekilitz powders to tho capital of Dcllii, the monaroli 
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was ilcoply int« r« sRmI in the :ur()unts of tlic rcfrcsliinjr 
lu‘vor:iLrc*. ('I’ln'i luxuni)us ])()tcnt{iti’, wlu'ii ho heanl 
of tli« iiivpiilion of innsical clocks, liad caused an a])art- 
merit lo lie fni’iiialicd with fifty of tliose injjenious iii- 
stniniciits; and, with taste truly regal, sat in the midst 
wlido they were all set to play together. T5ut of tlie 
JScidlitz yiowflers.) 

* A box V as brought to the king in full court, and the 
interpreter explained to his majesty how it was to he 
used.

It wen? tiresome to enter 
largely into the subie<'t ; hnt Jhere is one ea«c so 
striking, that we cannot resist quoting it. M had 
bogged to be intro*lneed to a lady m h(»so reeovt ry seems 
to me nnraculoiic, that I might receive lior own r< yiort 
of Ikt euro. She had been for nine )ears paralj^sed 
from the w'aist downiwards. her limbs altogetljer useless. 
She had been pale and emaciated ; and comifig to .Mal- 
vern, bad no idea of roeovering tlio use of Ikt limbs, 
hut of attaining bodily bealtb. In five nmililiri she bad 
become ruddy and full of berdih. and then her yier- 
eeverance in bein ^ **paekt‘d'" twied every ilay w.is 
rewarded. 'I’lie rotnrning leusenlar power was in three 
wa'cks .advancoij to jicrfeei recovery of the fixe n e (»f 
her limhs. She grew'stont and strong, and imw walks 
ten milts daily, being in riid<* lie.iltli.'’ Against tliis, 
W’h.'it is it to a r.ational human creature that medical 
men riditailo or coudemn th.it of wliich i)#Tliapa they 
know nothing? 

Mr Luiie eoniiimos at home the water treatment, and, 
as far as possible, the j^Ialvern luibit.s. After bis morn- 
ing bathings, he starts from liis Imu.se ne.'ir the Hegent’s 
Canal c)n a walk .across tin* Park to Primrose Ifill. ‘ It 
is nul.'irudioly,’ he s.iya, ‘that the'vant of a slight efliirt 
to break thnuigli a liad habit abfltild deyirive so many 
thousaiuia of the luxury {f? the early morning’s w'alk. 
The Tiew' habit, once formed, is always jaTsisted in, and, 
to a L(jnd(trKT, it gives a d.aily taste ol'tlie country. 

‘ 'rbi5 smoke aiul filth of the atmosphere have been 
swept away by the night w-ind ; and before the impa- 
rities arise which are engendeix'd by a dense population, 
wx* leave the town, and t.ivte untainted air; and while 
our renewed cnergie'< an* intent iqion the blessing.s (»f 
the new' day, in llic verv enjoynient tlicy are repr%- 
dnce<b as if every object rcsnomled to the hajjpy and 
wholesome excitement. • 

‘No bad w'Cttther deprives tTIo of this walk ; noj do 1 
stop to quarrel wdtli the north-east wind, “which, wlien 
it bites and blows upon my body.” I take tJiankfidJy, 
and ask no qiit^stions. 1 liavc mueh^to tbinlt^of in tlu'se 
early w\alks, and therefore do not seek variety beyond 
that winch ever-changing nature presents. ... As I 

t ice, I rise high above tlic houses ; and the lop of 
ill is a mark which comidetes the hfUf of my walk. 

* distance he obscured by mists, J yet am refrc.shed 
by the sight of green fields and tree.s, beautiful even in 
their xvintor nakedness ; and the sun seldom fails at that ^ 
e.'irly lioiir to show' some sign of greeting, while in the 
most sultry season it is ever cool and refreshing. <n 
fact, I am prepared to deny, on the faith a water 
driiil^T, that there is such uMiing as bad weather for 1 
the eaff'jr walk. Suppose that I look forth in the morn- 1 


ing, and (xnifcsa th.'it it pours, I am immediately sure 
that it will abate before I have had my bath, that 1 
may Ue out to sec it clear up; and in tbc nieantinie I 
know that the rain is doing sonic good. • 

‘ MTicn I get out, 1 have dtuible enjoynient of tbc 
raisoil gravel -walk and the double -soled boots. 'I'lio 
“pelting” is not “pitiless,” and I anticipate the treats 
of retorting n]ion tho.se who, cold and lazy, come to me 
and s.ay, “What a wretched morning!” that it is an 
unqualified and atrocious falsehood. Had weather ! — 
why, when you liavc hei'ii ten niimites in the air, the 
glow' on the surface makes i light rain delicious, and I 
take off my hat to it. I .see some few riding round the 
I*ark, mid oee.asioiHilly one or two driving, but so be^ 
comforted, and greateoated, and chin deep in iieekeloth, 
that* 1 pity their wretched substitute for the healthy 
glow of exercise. Uely upon it, that walking is the 
be.st exercise, riding second, and driving last ; and as to 
weather before bre.'ikfast, any weather u not only en- 
durable, it is enjoyable: we may be fa.stidioiis at noon. 
It is however, the bjitb that renders the early walk 
supremely deliglitfnl ; without it, then* is inueb of 
etfirt in the enjoyment, at least with those who are not 
used to it.' 

l\Ir Lane breakfa.sts at eight — works till one- -drinks 
aiul w'silks — (tinea at two — rest.s half an hour — tlien 
vviirka till six, when he goes out again for a walk. Sup.i 
:it eight, and goes to bi'd before eleven. So living, he 
IS a iiealthy, h:ip]»y man. 

THE NORTH POLE. 

Thf. possiiiility of reacLing the north pole is an idea 
which has long (iccupied the mind.s of enterprising and 
«eienhfi(* navigators. Several attempts hari-ifieen made, 
and Ihou'ih meniree'^sful. the object api»ears not yet to 
bi* given up. Sir*''. Harry, in arieeiit letter to Sir .John 
Barrow, pro|M)ses that theinUndetl expluring expedition 
should w'liitcr in S[)it/bergcn, and then, in the month of 
April, set out from fl.aklnyt'vS llcjidland, which is( six 
Iniiidred geogiviphii'.il miles from the pole, and endea- 
vour to real'll llii.s point by travelling over the yet nn- 
broken-np ice, and, after a short stay, returning again 
by the end of May, ere yet the summer sun had melted 
and broken u]> the lee. Sir John Barrow proposes au- 
otlier plan, founded on tbo suppo.sition that the pidar 
region is open .sea, and free of iec during the summer, 
lie sijggc.sts that twm small vwsela, similar to those 
sent to the southern or antarctic seas, should be .sent to 
Spitzliergen in early spring, so as to take the opportu- 
nity of tlie polar sea being open, and about the middle 
of August sail dircetly for the ]>ole. A niont}r.s sailing, 
at the rate even of twx'uty luilcsS in the twenty-four 
liour.s, would thus be sufficient to reach the ]K)int of 
destination; wdiile a month’s stay there, and another 
month to return, might all be accomplished before tl>p 
eoiiimencoment of next winter’s frost. ’Hiat enterprising 
sailor. Captain Woddel, in axiamphlet published several 
years ago, demonstrated pretty clearly the probability 
I)f an opiyi sca^iround both the north and south poles, 
and more recent observations all tend to encourage this 
idea. The continued presence of the sun above the 
horizon for six nu^ths w’ould afford sufficient heat to 
melt the accumulated ice of the previous long winter ; 
and if no liigb land exists in the regions north of Spitz- 
bergen, the jirobabilit^^ia, tliat not more than one sea- 
son’s snow and ice remain or accumulate. 

But many may be disposed to ask, AV hat would be the 
use of sntdi an exploration ? To these a reply may be 
made in the w'ords of an old navigator * The north 
pole is the only thing in the world about which we 
know nothing, and tluat want of all knowledge ought to 
operate as a spur to adopt the means of wiping away 
that staiii of ignorance from this enlightened age.* It 
w ould be an achievement, certainly, to put one’s foot on 
the very point of tlie axis around which tliis mighty 
globe turns — to look around a horizon above which the 
sm|inicr sun appears to move i^und and round in its 
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daily cirdc without ever ascendinj? or descending, where 
tljere is uiunterruptcd day, and twelve o'clock at mid- 
ni;jht is exactly the sana; in all re^pcets as twelve at 
noon. At first view, a very erroneous idea inight sug- 
gest itself -that at tliis point or pivot the earth’s mo- 
tion w'oulil bo more perceptibly rapid than at any other 
point of its surface ; that we should, in fact, see the earth 
spinning round like a wheel or a top. Now tlic tact 
\a exactly the reverse*. The space passt<l over at the 
earth’s axis is sliorter than in any other point of its 
circumference, and consequently the apparent nudion 
is slower. If you look at the axis of the hourduind of 
a watch, no motion is jierceptible ; but by Avatching for 
some time the extremity of tlie s'^me index, you may 
observe a y»ereej*tihle portion of space liav'Jled over in 
the course of a few minutes. ' 

I’erliMps, on reaching the pole, not an incli of land 
Avould be found on whieli to rest. I'liis ivoiild increase 
the ditlicultics of the visit. Eor were it all sea, and 
probably a deep sea, there Avoiild he no place of aiudior- 
age, and no means of remaining steadily at rest till 
observations eouhl he made. Mesidcs, by the moving 
.about of tlie vessel, the reekifning would he unavoid.ibly 
lost; for the sun, pursuing a uniform line along the 
hon/on, there would be n<» meridian, ami cnnscqueiitlv 
no means of calculating tlie course in Avlin'h to .steer for 
borne. From thi.s cireumstanci*, it is evidi iit al.*.o tli.it 
the lime of day, or r.ither v)f the twenty-four bours. 
Avonlil no longer be aseertairu'd by the rising, the noou- 
iliiy iiintiidc, {)x f.elling of th«‘ siiu; fir to an obsirviv at 
the pole no such ehan;;(‘.s wuuM take place, except to 
ftu' small .Tmoiiiit of the daily cli’nigi* of •!(•( Unati<in. 
'fhus not only to the eye, bnl also for tlio praclUMl pur- 
pose of obtaining tlie time by astnnioniical observation, 
the sun w^.Jd appear throughout the twenty -four houis 
neither lo ruse nor fall, hut to ih .scribe a circle rouml 
the heavens parallel to tlie luui'^ojJ. This coinnu.n 
inetliod of ohlairiin;^ tho time AM>uld enliicly I'.iil. 
Indeed, however starniiig the f.u-t may stem, it oiay he 
asserted witli Irulli that there would he no longer any 
such thing, strictly speaking, .as apparent time iu the 
heiivens fit all. This wiM be evident, by ndleeting flial , 
what IS calk (1 .appan nt time reftiy only to Die jair- I 
ticular line or nu-niliaii on wdiich ati oliM-rvor is placed, 
and IS marked by tlic apjivoaeli to, and ^eee^'•n>n of. tlie 
smi from that meridi.in. An observer at tlie j> i!e being 
on no one meridian, but .at tlie ]H)int where all im ii- 
dians meet, apparent time would liave to him no longer 
existonee or incaninr. In aseert airing any ]),u’tieular 
]iositioii, the eompass, it is true, nught still he of use. 
L’roin the discovery of (’aptaiii James Boss, it is known 
that the magnetic pole does not eoimale .vith ihe true 
pole of the earth, but ilia! the .situation of the fonui r 
lies in a lower latitude. Now% a.s it is highly ^iroh.-ihle 
iliat .at I lie pole even tlie e-ompass would .still act frorly, 
tlie ilipofthe needle not being so complete as to pre- 
vont tlic liori/.ontal motion still to take place, the yioiiit- 
iiig of the north pole of the needle to the magnetie jiolc 
would he a mean.s of ascertaining tlie lionieward course. 
T’he ehroiiometer, loo, under a eertafti mojificaiion, 
would enable the vojmgers to ascertain a given mt*ri- 
diaii. A eonjniou watch or ehroiiometer would he use- 
less, because the dlul-])Iatc being ^iiarKed with only 
twelve hours, when the liour-’hnml jiiJnted tt' twelve 
o’clock, there would be no knowing wliether it wa.s 
twelve at noon or twelve at niMniglit that was indi- 
cated, the sun being equally visible at both. I'o obviate 
this, ehroTiomete.'s have been eon.stnieteil with dud- 
plates of twenty-four hours, and the hour-hand making 
only one revolution in that period. Thus, wlunever 
HueJi elironoiiieters indicated apparent noon at Grecii- 
wdeli, the sun would be exactly over the meridian of 
that place, and so of any other place of fenowm lungi- 
tiide; as, instance, the harbohr wliere tlm voyage.s 
had left their ship, and to whieli they dc.sir<‘d to ruiuru, 
A.J Bcjientiflc objects of pursuit. Sir J. Barrow sug- 
gests, among others, the measurement of a degree of 
the meridian, commen^ig at the pole itself, in ordemto 


decide the aetii.al degree oX of the'spiierical 
form of the globe which takes place at the ])oles. t )bsi r- 
vations on tlic tides, too, as far as pnieiicithle, tlic wiiid.s, 
oceanic currents, magnetism, the aurora horq/ilis, would 
all be interesting to seienee ; and' indeed it is not poi- 
bihlc to say what matters of interest of practical use 
might not present themselves to ol)-?ervation on visiting 
a part of the globe on which the foot vT ruin lias never 
yet trodden. 

In the event of finding land, however small the por- 
tion around the pole, all tlu se observations wouhl of 
course he greatlijifacilitated. It may be jircMiim A that 
any such land will not be nioiml.iinou-;, as icebergs 
arc ever jcnt down from that quarter; thcT masses 
liaving been .isccrtaineil to hi' tlie pnjdi;cti«iii of gku'icrs 
on the .sirtes and valleys <<f high ng>’inTaiiis ‘‘U' li as 
tlioMj in Siut/hergeii and Greenland, (jn Mich l.iiul ihc 
ptuululum eiiuM he swung, ami the rise, fall, .uid oirec- 
tioii of the lidis*ohserved — ihc land itM-if eoiild be 
cMimiuLil, ;md tlie luinin- of the soil — its organic jiro- 
ductiuns, idther of^.i past or j)iv-.ent er.i. .'isfcrtamed — 
and llnis a polar Jlora and iuuna be presented to the 
frcieiititie w'orhl.

Natui.dly rampant as are flic weeds of sloth .and ^cu- 
hii.dity m tlic human heart, tliat condition of life iu 
w Inch there is not only wan k to be iloiie, hut work w hicli 
be done, will be tlie safest and best. 

And vet how oTteii do foolish parents dthar tbein- 
sclves of alrno.st the ueeess;i,n.s of life, and diuilge on to 
the bit(st numieiit of exisldiee, lo semi out, into the 
worltl Some ])el sou woth a good ^-ui.iilv of tins uneann tl 
^oiiev I How often, ill onler to secure to one imanherof 
a family the coveted title of a ‘geiitknian,' the giL.itcNt 
illiberahty and iiijustiei* a*c exert ised tow .arcs the rest! 
Not lyifrequently, howeuT, does it lianp.ai tli.at liieso 
'gentlemeu' turn out the most ungeiiteel of llieir family; 
ami the poor, unprovided iiKanber". who li.id uotliing 
but their iw’ii ener^.',y ami imiustiy to lo.'k to, rise lo 
a level of respectanditv and u-tfiiint-. far superior 
to the ready-niadc gentility oi tbeir tnvieil relation. 

In glaii<‘ing over the glittering list of tliof*c w’ho have 
nuiiln the great e.-^t aehieveim nt.s, whether iu art. .science, 
or literature, how few of them, wa* tind, were ]'«..sse.'-.';e'i 
of unearned im>ni.> I They were ftir tlic most ji-irt n cu 
of single jMirposc and i»ati(:nt, perse vrraiicc ; .and tliio 
was tiiv'ir onl> wt.dfli. 'I'hcT’ giaiius was nursed iu the 
ei%dle of I'oi; aii l we may safely u'-eit that, with 
res\’eet t-.^ibe ‘m>'..f of tliem, had they lueii born in the 
enervating lap of independence and abundance, the 
flame of their g( niu3 wamld have been either dimmed 
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or extinaui?lie<l, and the works of a JTaytln, a Burns, 
and a Ihjnibrmi'U, nii.Ldit have bcnii lost to the world. 

Anioiiir hiistuess men tliis thirst h)r unearned money 
often i-nxliici's the most disastrous consequences. A 
bjibhhi I'ompany makes out a plausible statement of 
eerlaui profits, to an amount double or triple those 
wliieli the pbxbiint; tradesman obtains from his ordi- 
nary business, and he consequently despises those gains 
which have enabled him to brings up a fatnily in sufli- 
e-ieucy and respectability. Business is neglected, custo- 
mers are offended : his thoughts and energies are bent 
ill a new direction ; and, too late, h<^ wakes from his 
dream ofrnffluunce, to find his business gone, his hope a 
bubble, and liis prospects ruined. • 

I'iVcn when speculations are sneccssful, how seldom 
is the unearned iponey acquired by them a Veal bless- 
ing! The mind beeoines restl«‘ss ami unsettle<l ; habits 
of gambling arc formed; uitli the increase of money 
comes an increase of mnliition ; ami fjenerally the spirit 
of speculation so grows by wluit it feeds on, that tlie 
Rpeeulalioiis liecoine more rash and more hazardous, till 
the Immlredth one, proving disastrous, iissipates in an 
hour tlie gain of the ninety-nine preceding Ibrlunate ones. 
Or if tlK* speculator has that rare coinniaml ,over liim- 
sclf to stop at a given point, satisfied with Ins suceess, 
how seldom does his pro^p(>litv prove an increase to his 
respe<‘tability, (Munfort, or usefulness I 'I’oo often does 
the history of such men furiiiBli a striking illustration 
of the ficntimcnt of Oolei idge — 

'Sudden full w('l] T bnow, 

T)id never lita'pinon botuw. 

That we.ilth ti) which wo were not horn, 

Pooius us to HorroW' or to scorn.’ 

Seldom is money so obtained spimt wisely, and not im- 
frecpUMitly in some absurd inanm r, that only provokes 
the i-oiitempt and ridicule of all right-thriking men, 
emlned with better taste and sentiments of greater 
propriety. 

In the disposition of property much harm is often 
done by thoughtless and ill-judging perst ns, in leaving 
.a mass of iinearneil money to one individual, for the 
foolish gr.'itification of keeping it together, or the sellisli | 
one of preventing it from going out (jf the family. Ilow 
.rnueli more Jiidieioiis, and, in iiiMiiy cases,, more just, j 
would it be to consider tlie claims of poorer relations, to j 
whom a small mm would he so great un a‘>sistauce, 
rather than .suiTound some one individual wntli wliat 
too often prov('.s a temptation and a provocative to iille- 
nc’s and dissipation ! As long as we can liidp others to 
help themselves, our hel]» is a blessing ; but wlieii we 
help them iti such a manner as to hupersede the neee.s- 
sity of tlu'ir own exertimi, injure them morally more 
tlian W'c assist them subst.nilially. 

'riiere is also a satislhetloii and relish, so to speak, 
about money liardly-earned, which can never bo fmiiul 
in imeariied" money. The wealthy merchant, whose in- 
come has scarcely a limit, will sometimes look back 
with something like a sigh on the time when he was 
an apprentice, ami feel less pleasure in a hiiiidred-poiind 
note than h.i then derived from the bright silver sixg 
oent!^- which he had earned with such diflicaUy, Ilow

Undoubtedly Die prevalence of unearned rnoniiy in 
oLl countries is one principal reason of tlie greater 
amount of profligacy, luMirv, and effeminacy of eliaracter 
found in them tlian in newer one's ; and is also, conse- 
quently, one. great hastener of their ilownfall. In yoiic.g 
countries, men have to earn hidbre they can spcaul, and 
the liahitH of daily toil give a robustness to the body, 
and iiulependenee to tlic eliaracter, and an elevation to 
the mind, bigfily beneliei.d to the vvbolo connmnjity. 
In Old countric'S, however, where there an* always 
numerous individuals wlio are above the neees.sity of 
toil, and wlu) live only to siiend, liabits of luxury aie 
insensibly formed, dissipation fills up tbo Miioceupied 
hours, anil .society byeomes listless and enervated. Siicli 
are the eOects, both on men and nations, ot uiieanied 
nionty. 

Money seldom makes men belter, eitber physically 
or nioraily, and often makes tlicin w’oi‘.*.e. Seldom does 
a man become more healthy in Ins body, as inojicy in- 
creases; seldom doe.s bis mind become tnore powerful as 
his purse becomes heavier; not always does lii.s heart 
heat more heiu'volently as liis wealth aoeumulates!. Ihit 
if money, even when laudably gained tiy w holosome eM r- 
tioii and enteriirisc, be of iloiililful or injurions ellect 
upon its possessor, doubly hazardous and b.iiK ful niu.si 
he tlie pi-’sesgion of that money which is unearned and 
iintoilcd for, and which only leaves the di.'posal of lime 
at the meiey of idle dreaminess or ingenious misclm-f, 
and eherislies the growtli of tliose rank weeds of Die 
heart which are most sui*eeftsfiilly checked by v. t'olc- 
some exercise and occupation.

minute and wondeifiil organisations of the uatuial worhl. 
If the former e;»n stiiniiJale to iinitittive s.kiJl in.id indii jliy, 
the Utter may excite wonder and reflection, and llius lead 
to the study of mve of the most interesting and instructive 
ile-partments of ereation. 

Among the aneients, tho ingeuions seem 1o have attained 
a wonderful degree of cxpertiieKs at this species of fahriri' 
tioii. (Ueero, a<‘cording to Pliny's report, saw llie whole 
Iliad of Iloiner written in so fine a ch.wictcr tliat it could 
he contained in a nut-shell ; and Aillian speaks of one 
Myrmecido.s, a ^llcsjan, and of Callicrates, a Lacedamio- 
nkn, the, Rrst of whom made an ivory chaiioi so small and 
so delicately framed, that a fly with its wing could at the 
same time roviT it and a little ivory ship of the aauio 
dimensions; the scf^md formed ants and other little ani- 
iiials ont of ivory, which w ere so extremely small, that their 
eomyionent parts w’ere soareely to bo distinguished with 
the naked eye. Ilo atatba also, iu the same place, that one 
of fhoKo nrtistH wTote a Uiaticli, in golden letters, which he 
ciielosoil in tho rind of a grain of com. 

'riic tomb of Confucius, a miniature model of Chineso 
workmanship, w eonsidored as the most elaborate, costly, 
and beautiful specimen of Oriental ingenuity over imported 
into Kurope. It is chiefly composed of the precious metals 
and japan work, and adorned with a profusion of gems; 
blit itj< chief value consists irt the labour expended on its 
execution. Its liindseapes, dragons, angels, animals, .iml 
hnmaii figures, would require several pages of description, 
which, after all, would, without a view of the mod^l, prove 
tedious and unintelligible. The laic Mr Uox of London do-

Wo may easily imagine that a towr Avhicdi is in- 
vested with so* many associations Avliicli arc connected 
Avith its prosperity in those halcyon days, Arhen it was 
proudly described as being the Tyre of Europe, AviJl 
possess many rare and exquisite gems copneeted Aritli 
the fine arts. It is so; and we scarcely know Avhicdi, 
among so many objects that excite adnliration, is en- 
titled to precedence. In the gallery of the Hospital of 
St John, Avliieli is a charitable and religious institution 
for tlie reception of the sick, are many admirable pic- 
tures hy llcmling, Van Eyck, Van Cost, Schellink, 
&i;. ; hut its i>rincipal treasure, Avliicli is preserved 
under a glass-case, in the middle of the room, iq)on a 
table Avhieh moves round iqion a pivot, is the shrine 
of .St Ursula. It is in the shape of a small Gothic 
edifice, Avhicli is divided into compartments, upon wliieh 
arc depicted, in the most exquisite miniature painting, 
the embarkation and martyriJom of the elcAx*n thou- 
sand virgins, whose bones were diligently collected, and 
are still faithfully preserved in tlie ehureli Avbicli is 
dedicated to this oaint at C'ologiio. We reuiemher 
being much struck, upon our entrance into this church, 
Avith the curious taste displityed in the arrangement of 
some of these bones against the AA'all— those which were 
long being made to radiate, as it Avere, from others 
which were irregularly small, w hich reminded us of the 
fanciful way gunlocks, ramrods^ swordsj pikes, and 
otlier deadly weapoJis are generally arranged in the 
armoury of a castle. But the greater number of these 
bones, browm and crumbling into dust, are heaped pro- 
miscuously together in recesses closed in by lattice- 
AA'ork, which go completely round the Avails of the 
church. Thero,is^ liowever, a room set apart, which is 
c^cd ‘ the Ooh^ Chamber,* upon the 8 helA’’es of whicli 
ai^ ranged, ps^i,ally encased in gilt, the skulls of the 
virgin martyil^who were, it seems, somewhat Riore 
fortunat^i;^ their sister companions, they liere 
enjoy, inoS By, somethifig like a i)08thuinous impu- 
tation j for| ^ remains having been identified, as we 


were informed by an intelligent young priest, ^)y the 
tombs out of which they were disinterred, their names 
arc iiespectively inscribed upon their busts, upon Avhicli 
we observed those of St Florentina, St Marguerite, St 
Artimia, St Sophia, and St Julia. We grieve to add, 
hoAA'cvcr, that these distinctions are highly apocryphal ; 
for many of these skulls are indisputably of a masculine 
t3»pe, and boar the marks of deep sabre cuts, and frac-‘ ' 
tures, and cemtusions, which would justify the suppo- 
sition that they ai*c from a A’cry different source than 
the sacred one a.ssigncd tliem. To return, liowever, 
to the shrine. The compartments, three in number 
on one side, represent ihe immaculate companions of 
St Ursula taking their departure from Cologne ; and 
llie same number of compartments on the other, their 
cruel massacre. The diflerent boats are crowded with 
innumerable figures, which are individualised with ad- 
mirable precision and accuracy, each counhiiiance con- 
veying a difTercnt expression, tlic minutest features of 
Avhich are finished w ith infinite delicacy. This w'ondcr- 
ful Avork of art is the production of lleniling, Avho w'as 
a soldier, and is described to have been an idle and pro- 
fiigate fellow, Avho accompanied the army of Charles the 
Bold to Nancy, at the siege of Avhich ho Avas severely 
Avoundccl, and being a native of Bruges, .and conse- 
quently entitled to the benefit of this charitable endow- 
ment, obtaniLMl admission into this hospital. Here, 
during his lingering cure, he developed his genius as an 
artist ; and the merit and beauty of liis pictures being 
imniodi.ately recognised, ho Avas allowed to remain in 
the establishment after he had recoA'cred, giving his 
paintings to the institution by way of a consideration 
for thcj expense of his maintenance. Hence he introduced 
into many of his pictures the portraits of the attendants 
and pt'rsons conm-cted wdth the hospital. In the same 
gallerj’’ is a remarkably fine picture by him, represent- 
ing the mystii‘^marriag(‘ of St Othorinc, wdiieh is go 
charming in all its details, that the spectator may sit, 
as it Avere, cntranei'd before it, discovering ever^Miistant 
ncAv beauties. Indeed, one of tlie greatest wonders con- 
nected with tlie painting upon the shrine of St Ursula, 
and this and other pictures, not only by IJcnding, but 
other artists of the same age, is that they retain in so 
inueli perfeH’iion all the brilliancy of tlieir eolouring, 
although they Averc executed nearly four hundred years 
ago. 

Near to the Hospital of St John is the ancient clmrcli 
of Notre-])amc, Avhich contains some fine pictures — a 
group of the Virgin and (])liild in white marble, said to 
be hy Michael Angelo; and in a small side chapel, near 
the choir, called the C/hapel of Liinchals— from the name 
of J’eter Lanehals, who .sullcred death upon tlie scaffold 
on account vf his being sniiposed to have favoured the 
interests of the Enqieror Maximilian, and to Avhosc 
memory it AA’^as dedicated — will be found the tombs of *; 
Charles the Bold, and his daughter Mary of Burgiuidy, ’ 
two of the most interesting monuments in Bruges. The 
most remarkable incidiait in the life of this impetuous 
prince, Avas his detention of Louis XI. in the fortress of;. 
Feronn^ Avhcvi that crafty monarch hazarded a visit 
his ‘ fair cousin of Burgundy,* in the hope of disarmir^ 
his hostility, and acquiring other political advantages 
by an outward t^mblance of brotherly confidelice and 
friendship, wliilc at the same time he was surreptL 
tiouflly employing his secret emissaries to excite the 
people of IJege to Sebel against his authority. Few 
characters in the history of Europe are so detestable as 
that of Ijouis XI. Hypocrisy, treacJiery, cruelty— -the 
very w'orst attributes of humanity — Avere the elements 
of his moral nature, in the midst of which he sought 
refuge from his iniquities by prostrating himself Wore 
the images of saints and the altar of his own abject 
superstitions. Ilia adversary, Charles the Bold, was of ^ 
a very opposite disposition and temperament. Hasty 
and impetuous, he could brook no disguise of thought 
or feeling; a branch of holly, with the motto,/ Who 
touches it, pricks himself I* was his befitting ciWt. Ho 
Kras, in truth, a hero In an age of heroes ; but, unhap- 
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pily, as imprudent ns lie was brave. His reverses in 
Switzerland, the defection of his officers, the desertion 
of his troops, the rebellion of his subjects, so reebUed 
upon Ids ndnil, that he fell into a state of moody inchui- 
choly, in wld(‘h, reiumncing all iiitercoiuso with the 
world, and conversation even with persons uround him, 
he allowed his hair to remain unshorn, his nails uncut, and 
Ids beard unsbaven ; and from this selfdulljcted penance 
of disappointed ambition and despair, he awakened only 
to rusli headlong upon bis own destruction. In the 
excitement of reaction, thirsting for vengeance, ami de- 
termining at all risks to retrieve the honour of the 
house of Burgundy, ho led his army once more into llu* 
iii ld, and, in opposition to tlu* advice «nd remonstrances 
of tlu; generals who still fouglit nobly under bi.s banners, 
be*iegod the town of Nancy. The winter was unnsuallv 
severe ; the snow lay lieavy on tlic groniiil ; many of 
his troops perished from the direct efiiicts of llie bitter 
weatheV; others from disease; while tlie garrison of 
the town belli gallantly out until tlie Duke Bene of 
Lorraine arrived to the relief of the inliahifcants, wliose 
supplies having been cut oH' tiir three wa oks wen*, re- 
duced to tlie necessity of subsisting on the llcsli of 
nudes, dogs, cats, and whatever else tliey could tind, to 
satisfy the cravings of hunger. The enllmsi.isin and 
joy of the troops and pi‘ople upon tlie arrival of the 
duke knew no bounds; and when, the uoxr morning, 
be led them into action, the Swiss soldier^ i»ra\c»l that 
Heaven would give them the victory, and kneeling 
down, kissed the snow uiion the e.ii'lli. The caniji of 
the Duke of Burgundy presented a loss animated ami 
gfow iiig scene ; and as it has been said that heroes going 
into action sometimes receive certain presentiments of 
their disastrous fate, so happened it with Cliarles ; for 
while adjusting his armour to mount his noble charger 
— a niagnilieent black horse named JMfieau the, little 
gilt lion which surmounted liiscas<pief^’l to the ground, 
iijum which he observed, with despoudi'iiey, *7/ec cst 
sit/nuin Dei" Tlu; haltlc which now' cr.sued was ;overe, 
hilt of short duration, for tlie army of the Duke of Bur- 
gundy w'as routed in every direct ion, and cut to iiieecs ; 
few escaped being taken prisoiuTs or put to dcutli ; and 
the defeated Burgundians w'cre purr.ued for twM hours 
afror nigldf.dl. Tiio victorious Duke of Lfirr.iino now 
returned trimnpliantly into Nancy ; great were the re- 
joicings ; but nobody could inform him what had b, come 
of the Duke of Burgundy, whetlierlie had eseaxK-d, or 
liad been taken prisoner, or liad ])erislicd on the field. 
At lenglli, under the guidance of a poor woman-- a 
OiuK hi sseM.se in the palace of Jairraine, who reported 
that she bad, in passing through the fiehl of battle, 
observed a ring on the finger of one of the slain - 
a page of the late duke, and some others, were eon- 
dueted to the s])ot, w'hero the person of the Duke of 
Burgundy was recognised, lying nuked in a dilcli, sur- 
rf.Linded by several dead bodies in the simic state, all 
of w'hicb were mangled by the w'olves. Hereupon Ins 
physician, his chaplain, his cb.'imberlain, and many 
other persons, dearly ideutificil his n^nains, wliicli 
were carried into Naney, and having been wa-^licd with 
warm wine and w’ater, w'cre laid in state, ^'he body 
was enshrouded with a vesture of wlutc satin, wiiicli 
extended to the feet; the ducal coronet was eiieircled 
round his forehead ; a rich mantle was jilaced around 
him ; and a pair of scarlet boots ^ere drawn upon bi.s 
foot, to which were attached the badge of that most 
noble order of chivalry, the Golden Spur. His head was 
made to repose on a black velvet pillow' ; ami upon the 
table on which the body was thus laid out, w ere, at the 
four corners, large lighted tapers, with tlie crucifix and 
lioly water at his feet. When all had l)ceu so arranged, 
the Duke of I^orrainc came into the room, dressed in 
deep mourning, w earing a golden Ijgard, whicli descended 
to his girdle, hnd taking one of the hands of the deceased 
frottt under the velvet pall which was tlirow'ii over him, 
tie said aloud, in the hearing of all present, * God would 
that you should die : you have done us many injuries 
fmd Texationsl* He then kissed the hand, sprin^ldl 


the body with holy Avater, and kneeling doAvn, r6nuiined 
a quarter of au hour iu prayer. Tlie funeral ceremony 
was afterwards conducted with great pompt the Duke of 
Lorraine following upon foot, and w'eariiig tlje golden 
beard, as a sign of his having v\oii tlio victory over the 
ik ceased, in imitation of the ancient preux, who them- 
selves derived it from the Homans. Such were tlie 
curious customs and manners of an age, in which the 
gloom of barbarism was often strangely blended Avith 
the kindlier manifestations of lumuinity. The body of 
Charles the Bold, having been tlins honourably interred, 
remained m tlie clftiiTh of St George':* at Nancy "until 
bis great-grandson, the Kmpenir Cliarli*s V., tljtained 
permi.s.sion j'rom tlu; dowager Duchess of J^oiTainc to 
tra!isj)ort it^to Bruge.s w'liero liis son, riiilip 11., orileud 
tlu* t lection (,f llie present monument tii his meiiiory. 

Nt\‘ir to the mausoleum of (yliarlcs the BoM is that of 
bis dauglitiT- -tlu; ojlspring of bis marriage with Isabtl 
of Boll rhon-^M ary of Burgundy; ii rnynumeut of exqui- 
site Avorkmansbip, and of earlier date, having been exe- 
ciitcil iimncdiatnly after her death, 'ilw history of lliis 
youthful princess — her early acci-.sitMi tt) tlic «listractcd 
dominions of her father through his untimely death; 
tlu;* danger* Avbicli beset her iiievperieiiecd agC; and 
the treaelicry of Louis XL, her go«ltathcr, whieh led lo 
the torture ami exeeiition of her two faithful miinsl(‘rs, 
llymbercourt and flugonc)t; the noble and generous 
eiilhusiasm w'ith w'hich, regardless of Iut own safety, 
she ruslied through the armed nmititiide, and ascending 
the searhilil, tlirew hersi lf upon her Renees, ifiqdoring, 
w ith frantic gestun s and impac&ioned accciUs, that their 
li\e-} might be spareil; lier marriage witli the Areli- 
duke Maximilian, whieh annexed the Ncihei lands to 
Austria— these, and other events as inte^csting^ avc c.iii 
hardly tmich upon witliout entering into details wliieh 
Avould far ex^(‘ed our limits. Unhappilj, llu* reign ef 
this amiable princess w:is of shoi L dur.dioii. Ujion re- 
tiirniug from a toift* she had riade in llaimiult and in 
V''aI(‘neionnes, she went out one morning with a party 
of pleasure, iif the neiglihoiirliooil of Brugo'-, Iieroii- 
hunting — one «>f her favourite anm^enunts. Jii pur-n- 
ifig the sport, her horse, in leaping (<veT a f.dl*. n troe, 
hurst the girths of the sadille, uliieh irnuiedi.iiLly roll 
ing round, precipitated her AVith great force to ll.e 
ground. Upon being taken up, and carried to the 
palace, it wa.s 5uppo.si‘d that, althouch hurt, she was 
not daiigirously Avomuled ; but daugenms synipc(t.n3 
.soon supervened, and after lingering for tliree wi-eks 
witli the greate,st patieiu'C and icsiguation, j>he e.\}»ired, 
to the universal regret of her sul.jeets. 

'Hie mouimient w’nieh w'as raibctl to the memory oi thi .3 
jirinecss eoiisir-rs of a tomb, tfte side*- ofAvliieh are richly 
enamelled with tlic brandies :in‘l fobagv.* of a tree, in the 
midst of which are seen inmu rous e u’ntduuni.s dedgnat- 
ing tlie dudiie.**, and eouiitle.’, anu swvcreigntie*' w In* Ii 
were by her marriage brougld iituler llu; dominion of the 
house of Austria, and w hieli su]>]nrts full-length leeum- 
bent statue, which is considered to be an ex.ict la.- ni- 
blauceof the deee'ised. It id in coigier-gilt, and heaut ihill;" 
exfeuted. Her loixlu-ad appears, as in her ]):)nniif to Lu 
somewliat high ; and the lectures i>f lier eoimteiianee are 
small, with lips in some dem-oe, cspeeially tlu; lower one, 
thick a*d i>rojecting, Avhieli is a ph}.-*iog:!e.nIie^d defect 
whieh has been since reniaiked to l.e fieeulha* lo the 
princes of Austria, and which is indeed familiarly 
known as ifte Austrian lip. Her lu’.id vests upon a 
cushion, and is covered Avith a small \ civet cap, supposed 
to he studded Avitli precious stoiu-d, which conceals her 
liair, Avhicli she Avas iu the habit of Avearing plain against 
the temples, an«i drawn up behind, much in accordance 
with the present fashion. Her hands rest, palm to palm, 
upraised upon her che.st ; and a inaiitlo over her robe 
iiaiigs on cacli siile, richly embroidered. Tho minutest 
details of ber features and costume arc exquisitely 
finiSLed ; and ber feet rest against two small dogs, the 
emb§ms olilidelity. A massive, and nearly square tablet, 
is amxed against one end or the tomb, upon Avbich lier 
epitaph is inscribed in Gothic cliaracters, which, alter

simple and aflbcdinpr culoffy— * * * For five years she reigned

HEALTH AND PLENTY. 

VrofeSsok Guy, of King’s College, shows* that, in one 
million of inhabitants of largo towns in England, there 
are 7773 deaths per aniunn more than jn the same 
number of inhibitants of tbo country. The general 
annual mortality ia Erigbuid is 22 in the 1000, or 1 in 
45 ; but in Aranehester it is 32, anti in Liverpool 35, in 
tlu: 1000. From, such facts, it may he safely inferre * 
that, as a general rule, our towns are uiiliealtliy L. 
(*oin{>arison with the country. * i 

It is found, however, that all parts of towns are not 
equally unhealthy. In certain districts of J^ondon, 
where there is an allowance of 202 square yards of 
space for every inhabitant, there is a in-orlality of 1 in 
4‘) ; whieh is less than (jvon the country mortality. In 
other districts, where thiTc arc only 102 sipiare yards 
of space for (Mcli person, the annual ileaths are 1 in 41. 
In a third clahjj (»f districts, wliere the allowance of 
space is> only M2 square yarils, the deaths arc 1 in 30 ! 
'DiUd it is seen that mortality increases in Uic ratio of 
cioivdiinj^ii condition usually attended by others unfa- 
vourable to health, as severe toils, iiisudieieut food, in- 
tern pcrfiuce, general ignorance. ‘ N(*ed I tell yon.’ says 
Professor Guy, ‘ tbiit tliese crowded districts are tlic 
abodes of the labouring-elasses au<l oi the po<.)r -the dis- 
triets of ii-^rrow lanes, blind courts, ^and dark cell.irt»- - 
the chosen resorts of Mltli and fever, of every pl.ysii'.il 
and nioral abamination, of all the barb.|rism tbat liides 
itself in th^t^iKidst of the splendours and triuniplis of 
civilisatioif* ' A description of the w'orst of tlu'sc places 
couM not fail to excite emotions of disgust and horror. 
'J’hiy combine, in a frightful degree, all tluit is most 
olleijsive to the .senses, most revolting tO tfic feelings, 
most injurious to hciiltli, most fatal to morals.’ Few 
can be * prepared to hear of sucii a fearful saerilice and 
curtailment of life as lia\e been shown lo exist among 
the chu'.s inlcibiting Ihcs? districts, ’riius?, to take a 
single metropolitan i»arish — th.at of St Giles’ and St 
(Icorge.’s, llloum.sbury : while the gi utry, wlio inhabit the 
oi>eii squiircs and bro.nl am^ets, live on an average forty 
years, the working -class, vSiio inliabit narrow lanes, blind 
courts, and dark cellars, live only seventeen years; th.it 
is to say, tliey lose, one wnth another, just twenty-three 
years of their livea. In }:>horeditch tlie loss amouiitd to 
tw'ciit.y -eight years.’ 

Jt it* bcHcvt^'l by mediiail men that one of the leading 
causes of unhealtbiness of towns is defective cleansing 
and draiiirge. The Itev. Mr Clay of Prc.ston divided 
his tow'n into dif^tricts, which were in degrees of 
parison as to cleansing and drainiiig. In tlio streets 
weU conditioned in tliis resjieiit, he found that, of infants 
under one year old, 15 in tlm 100 died; in tht streets 
moderately-comlitioneil, there died 21 ifi loO; in ill-condi- 
tioned streets, 38 in 100 ; and in the rvorft-conditionedj 
the mortality of infants ^vas 44 ip, 100 ; tn.at is to say, 
the poor mothers living in the wor&t streets lose three 
times more of their nurslings than tlie mothers in the 
host streets i Here, of course, other circumstances be- 
sides bad drainage \rero in operation. But that drainage 
is a material, element in the case, tlicre^re plentyof 
proofs. Fo)^||cample— ‘ Mr Holland of Manchester 
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states that in twenty streets in Ohorlton-on-M^dlock, 
the mortality fell from 110 to 89 per annum, after, and 
no doubt principally in consequence of, the streets being 
properly paved and drained. Mr Gardiner and Mr 
Noble have confirmed this result, by showing that in 
certain stn^ets in St George’s district, Manchester, the 
deaths in 1838-9 amounted to 495 ; but that in 184 1-2, 
after the streets w’crc paved and sewered, the deaths 
were only 432, being a diminution of sixty -three, or 
iibout one-eighth. Jn a district in Ancon ts, a dirninu- 
tiou of forty deaths out of 270, or about one-seventh, 
followed a similar improvement.* 

It is painful to consider how much evil is thus sub- 
mitted to which might be extinguished by tho mere 
removal of noxious m itters from the streets. But tho 
sujniioiiess of society in this particular is the less to be 
excused, when we consider that this very refuse, so 
destructive to life in present arrangements, is capable, 
under a proper application, of producing vast additions 
to the means of sustaining life. Professor Guy almost 
needlessly sliow^s its fertilising powers. * There can be 
no reasonable doubt,* lie says, ‘ that, taking one crop 
wuth another, for every inhabitant of a large town 
Ijiere is at present tlirown into our rivers, and carried 
out to sea [or, may wo not add, left to fester within tho 
towuis themselves], fertilising matter sufficient to croivn 
an acre of land w'lth plenty.’ 

As .an Ulustrjition, Mr Guy adverts to a well-known 
tract of ground stretching between the inferior part of 
Edinburgh and the sea, wliich is irrigated by tho sewers 
of the city, and lias been consequently raised to a sur- 
prising diH^reo of fertility. We can add our own testi- 
luoiiy to tlie change thus WTOught in wdiat >vas in our 
school-day. s a sandy \vaste, bearing fur/.e, and not worth 
above 2s. t>d. an acre. It ia now a rich green domain, 
bearing scv(*ral crops of heavy grass per annum, and 
renting at froid L.1.5 to L.21) an acre. A ditferont por- 
flon of this irrigated tract ha.s yielded as high *a rent aa 
L57 per acre. Now, from its ifearness to the cily, this 
irrigutud distriet is, to a great extent, a public nuisance; 
but that consideration does not in the least interfere 
with the fact of the fertilising consequences of the irri- 
gatimi. It is entirely an accident in the case. Were 
the hiiiils only more remote from the city, Dio simplicity 
of such an .application of manure, and its admirable 
elllcts, would be a suiyeet of uiimixed congratulativni. 

It has been jiropohcd to deal with the drainage of 
towns ill such a way as would accoinplisli this object, 
*Jf,’ .says Professor <»uy, ‘.after removing the lighter 
suhv^stances which float on the surface, Die heavier niat- 
ters hi‘ld in .suspension are allowed to subside, whicli 
they do in tlnf^sp.iee of four or five hours, Die superna- 
tant liquid, though still containing Die most valuable 
elements of phuits, will ho nearly as clear as tho waters 
of the I’hames. and will aflrnit of being dealt with as 
if it were counnon water. Now wo all know, from the 
eicperience of wafer companies^ how easily and economi- 
cally large quantities of w'ater can be transmitted to 
great distances by machinery, and it is quite obvious that 
sewer water admits of being so conveyed. If this plan 
wore adopted, it is laid down by higli aiiDiority Diat 
while the cost of cartage would amount, under the most 
favourable circumstances, to 48. per ton, the cost of con- 
veyance by macKiiiery would be only 2Ad. a ton. Ac- 
cording to another high authority, while the distribu- 
tion in the solid foritt costs about L.3, that in the liquid 
form costs only 6s. It has also been experimentally 
proved that tho sewer water admits not merely of being 
conveyed to the land thus economically, but Diat it can 
be easily and cheaply distributed over the land 1^ 
means of a hose-— a plan originally suggested by Mr 
John Martin, put to the test of experiment by Mr 
Smith of I>canston, and noTf, us 1 understand, in actual 
use on a large ferm in the neighbourhood pf Glasgow.* 

*One might almost.’ adds Mr Guy, Mmaglne that> 
under the guise of a fiilde, tho wisdbm of antiquity had 
designed to sbadoir the excellent uses and sur- 
‘.og of water as a scavenger. The strength 
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of a(9pferculcs could not contend gucccssfully with the 
hith of the neglected stable till he haa cidied into Ills 
assistance the irresistible might of water. So, in our 
heroic days, that which an army of scavengers cannot 
effect, rivers of water, conducted by the strong arm of 
machineiy, shall accomplish with ease. The worse 
than Augean filth of our large towns shall be swept 
away, and with it the pestilence which lurks in scenes 
of filth *, and, as if to make amends lor the fearful evils 
which it lias inflicted, the cruel parent of disease shall 
become the source of overflowing plenty, thus affording 
to future generations a tardy compensation for tho evils 
inflicted on the past.* 

lilr Guy cJilculatcs the v.iluc of the niainire now 
wasted at several millions per aniiihm, and the loss in- 
curred by disease and death through its rni&applio.ition 
at a like large sum. We can hardly follow him in tins 
part of Ilia speculations ; hut we thoroughly believe 
that tlie loss must be soniothiiig far beyond what the 
public has any conception of.

THE MARTYRDOM OF GIVING. 
Tjij:ui: are sotne persons in the world wliose nature is 
composed of su(;h mean and sordid elements, that they 
seem to have little idea of opening their liuiid except 
for the tmrposes of getting and jj^aspirig. They move, 
ih;t in obedience to the centrifiigjil law of love, wliii-h 
tlirows everything oil* fnmi the centre, hut to the cen- 
tripetal law of self, which draws every tiling towards it. 
K. .V. (/. may be said to be tlieir whole alpliahet, and 
No. 1 the limit of their calciilalions. They have a 
horror of collection sermons, and ‘ boxing-day’ is tiieir 
alihorreuce. 'fhey (*annot«cndure the sight of a poor j 
relation ; and such is their sensibility' of pocket, tli.at j 
tliey can infallibly distinguish the knock of any one 1 
vs ho comes on a begging errand, rnblie dinners they j 
scriipiilonsly avoid, lieeansc of those ‘ annoying collec- 
tions and at any time they wouhl as soon lose some cf 
the blood sshich eircnlates in their body, as pint with 
any of that more valued blood which circnlat<‘s in their 
pocket. Those who know them, appeal to their giMie- 
rosity with a hopeless shrug, knowing that ‘('aii’t 
.ilUml it,* ‘Bad limes,’ Ac. will he the almost C( rtain 
response. 'I’hc vital lido of money, intended lo iircu- 
lato freely through the arteries ai^l veins of s{!eiely, 
coagulates in their purse; and llj^t which was given 
for life and liealth, ijroduees, by stagnating, nothing hut 
moral disease and corruption. 

'riicre arc some so entirely possessed by tlicae /..el- 
ings. that it is an agony and a rnartyrdom lo them tvi 
pay even the strict demaiuls of jihstici'. They can 
hciu'ccly be persuaded to regard a creditor as a h'dng of 
the same nature an a debtor. It is ii pai t of their syistcm 
to po.dponc payment as long as possible; and we l»a\c 
known men, of substance and standing in toi-iety, from 
whom nothing could wring payment of their debts but 
the iron hand of the law. Buch men give a \b()rld of 
unnecessary trouble, he^ides causing much vexation and 
annoyance. If, after twenty ‘ Not at home’s,’ ‘ (’.ill 
agaiu’s,’ Ac. vou obtain .a settlement, you may deem 
yourself fortunate; if, however, double th.it number of 
journeys be indicted on you, you must not he surpri.sed. 

Tl’hero are others, again, who scrupulously respect the 
claims of justice — iiieii of honour and integrity, who 
would not cheat you of a farthing, jet to whom giving 
i^ such a martyrdom, that you can* scarcely draw a 
mite of money from them for the most claHiaiit case of 
distress or the most useful public object. They seldom 
buy the emullest article without chcapeiiiiig it; they 
mu.st have tho greatest possible amount of work for the 
least possible remuneration; arid tlic little they do give, 
is done with a grudging rcluctaiiec, tliat shows wliat 
mental agony it costs them to part wdth their gold. 

It is often curious to observe Iiow some of those w ho 
feel most acutely tho martj'rdum of giving, yet awk- 
wardly endeavour to hide it by an occasional effort at 
liberal things. How often, for instance, the most sordid 
man in the neighbourhood will be among the first to 
put his nftmc to a subscription list, or yield to the olfer 
of the chair at a public meeting, which has been made 
os hn oblation to his vanity, though he knows that the 
lionour must cost hinyi five-pound note ! How In^w'ill 
contrive to worm hi^uame among the gold-lettwed U$t 


of benefiictors that hangs up in the parish church, as 1 1 
though he had been one of the Oberliias or IIowar«l.s of ■ j 
the human family I How often do such ^meri seek to : 
atone for a life of avarice and oppression by leaving an I 
inimcnbc .sum lo some leligious or fienevolent society !

saying, * It is more blessed to give than to receive/ and 
who, in their conduct, have the happy reflection that 
they are in tliis respect iniitaling Him who * opencth 
his Jirtiid,’ and is euiphaticully styled ‘the Great

THE FACCIOSOS IN ZARAGOZA. 


At four oVdock on the morning of the 5tli of March 
1838, the inhabitants of the heroic city of Zaragoza 
M ere awakened from their slurahcrs by the sound of the 
gcnerala, ol drums heating to amis. It ivas pitch-dark. 
The National Guards, composed of the most rcrfiicctable 
citizens of all classes, and who had repeatedly given 
noble proofs of tlicii^'iicvotedncss to the queen of Spain’s 
cause, clad themselves in their uniforms as <piickly as 
possible, seized their arms, ami rushetl from their rc- 
sjHsctivo dwellings towards the points designated for 
thoir assemblage in case of alarm. The s<’H)t to which 
the greater number repaired was the handsome street 
called El Close, where the ])rincipal or maiiiguard is 
always posted at the palace of the caplain-gt icral of 
the province, and where many of llio more remarkable 
puhUc ediflees are sitiiate«l. The best sliops and cotfee- 
hoitscs arc also in the Coao, wliieh, hcsidcs being ujnv'ards 


It is a remarkable fact, which transpired aftcrwai Js, 
that, at i^bout eleven o’clock on the same Sunday night, 
a covered vehicle, called a tar tana, drawn by one horse, 
was seen traversing the sirect called Del Carmen, in the 
direction of the gate of that name j but although this 
was an unusual occurrence at that hour, when all the 
city gates were invariably closed for the night (the tar- 
tanas being generally used for country excursions), it 
did not create suspicion in the breasts of the few persons 
who were passing through the streets at the time, 
'fhere can be little doubt, however, that some confede- 
rates were procetwling in the tartana to communicate 
personally with the invaders, who, in pursuance of pre- 
concerted plans, liad^ already posted their vanguard 
W'ithin the city. 

Lot us, liowevcr, recur to the proceedings of the 
Vacciosos. "I'be three picked companies having estab- 
lished themselves within the gate (tf El Carmen, tin* 
next imj)ortnnt ohjec.t was to aiscertaiii wdiethtT all was 
quiet in the interior of the city ; for it u^as of the ut- 
most consequence to the (^^uriists that the main force, 
wdiich was on a forced nightmiandifroni lA^vra, a town 
about tliirty miles from Zafagoz.s, should enter imme- 
diately on its arrival, without the alarm being given. 
For tliia purpose three men disguised as patfsanos, or 
private indivi<lu:ils, w'earing ample brown cloaks over 
jackets of tlic same colour, and conical Aragonese hats, 
left the guardlioii.se of the I’nerta del Carmen, to go the

' Quien vive?’ (‘"Who goes there?’) v as answered, as 
' usual, by ‘ Nacionales.* 

' ‘Advance, Nacibnales I’ cried the ficntinels ; ami tin? 

' civic soldiers, thinking that the invitation proceeded 
, oitlier from their own oomrades, who miglil have as- 
' ' eomblod in the (kiso in obedieiiee to the panic call 
, which they were listening to respond to, or fnnii the 
j troops of the slomler garrison ot Zaragoza, instantly^ 

' advanced, and found hem&elves in the midst of a large 
; body of Faccio.sos, o? Carlist troops! They were iii- 
I , blantly disarmed, and made prisoners. 

;'i Jjut how did tliis alarming state of things occur? 

1 ; How wa.s it that one-half of the loyal city of Zaragozji, 

I wliieh had sucec.ssfully resisted the attack of thirty 
* thousand of Napoleon’s best troops, commanded by his 
most distinguished generals, was now in j)038e.ssion of 
the factions bands of Don (kirlos the I’retcndcr? Alas ! 
treaelicry liad crept in amongst them. 

I I’liP ('arlist chief, Gabanero, lind formed a plan for 
*' pui*prising Z:u.:goza at a moment when its defenre was 
ftlmo.st entiri-ly left in the liands of its National Guards, 
j the bulk of the regular forces being required in the, 
I field. Cabancro, udio wa*? an Aragonese, and a landed 
j proprietor, W'us well tu'quaiijtcd’^with the city ; and the 
force under his cmnniaiui consisted of four hattalioi^s of 
infantry',, and about 300 cavalry— all Aragonese, and 
devoted leader. At about nine o’clock ou the 

prcvi^!Mpit*-it was a Sunday night- -eonn twenty

most distinguished olilcers of tlic National Guard. | 

And HOW', it being still dark, the stratagem of beating 1 
tlio generola was resorted to. in order to entrap the i 
Nacionales ; and it succeeded to a certain extent, as i 
already stated. This brings us to the point at which 
we had arrived, before entering upon this needful de- 
scription of the antecedent.? to the attack. 

When day daAvned, the inmates of the houses in tho 
Coso perceived, with dismay, that it was occupied by the 
enemy. The Carlist troops had a roughs brigana-like 
appearance. Most of them wore daJrkrgrcen boyims, or 
Ha.squc caps, and their matted hair fell in wild meshes 
over their temples and ears. Fringed blankets, of vu- 
rieguted colours, hung lengthwise, and doubled to Intlf 
their breadth, from tlieir athletic shoulders, forming a 
primitive, yet graceful drapery ; and their cananas, or 
fiminunitiou-belts, were strapped around their loins, ' 
the tfATtridges being lodged iu ftant, iu triple rows of 
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trn tubes. Some of these Yohmtarios, as they were 
culled, wore the peaked Aragoucse felt hat, oruaraented 
witli tinsel of various colours, and dai'k’« velveteen 
jackets, with several rows of dosely-set bell-buttons 
down tbc front. In lieu of muskets, these men were 
armed with trabucos, or blumlcrhussus ; and the san- 
daled feet of the whole of the Ciirlist troops showed, by 
the dust with which they were covered, that they hatl 
performed a murcdi of considerahk' lc«ij;th. 

Tlio boynas of the officers w'cre varied in colour — 
green, red, and white — and, together with the loose*, 
wide-sleeved, collarless black sheepskin zamarra, or 
spencer, and ample trousers of velveteen, or other stout 
matcri.'il, formed an upprf)priate tjostume for c})icfs of 
the sturdy bunds wdio had folhfived them into tho very 
centre of so determined a population as that of 5^aragoza, 
and who were panting to pounce upon their prey. 

Tho bayoneted muskets, wliidi were bristling on the 
shoulders of tlic Tacciosos, giittiTcd in tho rays of the 
morning sun slanting across the Coso; and as the 
astounded inmates appeared at the windows of tlieir 
dwellings, the otfi{;ers adviinoed, crying Viva (^irlos 
(luinto! Viva Don .luan*('iibani.T<» ! Vivaii lus Zura- 
gozanos! We are all Ar.igone*«el Let ns be frie*i<l^ ! 
Tlie Nacionales arc all sold! The eastle is ours ! Ma- 
cionalcs ! give up your arms and v.nifiwms, and h t us 
emhnieo each other as good siibjoets of the legitimate 
king!’ ‘And defenders of our h.oly nligioii ! ’ cried 
£.omo euras ami friars who .steppeii lorth from the (!ur- 
iist ranks. They ivere veritable t3'pes of Uk^ (‘hureli- 
militant; for nneoiith sabres wc'iv pendent from their 
rusty cassocks and serge frocks, and old-fasluonetl 
horse-pistols were stm-k in their girdles. 

The&i* apjieals were not responded to ; on tlie con- 
lrar3% the windows •were nuiekly closed by lliose vvlio 
had been looking out of them, chit fly women. The 
rebels now cliaiigaMl their tone: ‘Surrender, or death! 
Wo give you tivo ininutes to ifecide ; if yon ri'M.st, 
your houses will bfi broken into, and no ipiarkr given.' 
'I’ll.' so men.'ujos w'ero ro-cchoed by betwtcii two ami 
thicc thousand hoarse voices from one end of tlie ('‘oso 
to the other, accompanied by brandishing of swor-D, 
and b'velling of mtjskelr and bluinierbu’?! s at the 
windows by the elicited Faeciosos, who howled .and 
g sticulated with a vehemence aitd ferocity frightful to 
hear and belu»kl. 

Ik'fore the expiration of the eritio.d tiw minulis 
acvcrtd windows were llirown baek, ami bome ikieionalev 
bteiiped into tlie balconies, mid iiistar.lly tired u])oii tht; 
Carlists : then h isLi^v elosing the shattered fv imlows 
again, they took slieUcr btdiind them whilst reloading 
tlieir muskets. 

Tiiis maddened tlic rebels. Uoarinj;- with rage, some 
fired at the windows, .and others battered at the doors 
wifcli the butt-ends of tlicir muskets. Hut tlio gallant 
Nacionales continued firing at intervals from the rapidly 
opt nod and closed upper windows, and from tho.'icon tlie 
grouiul-lloora, which were iirottcted b}'' bars of iron. 
]Many of tho Faociosos who were thundering at the 
doors, were Idlled by shots from tlic ground - floors^ 
Soon isolated parties of Nacionales came rtlshiug to tho 
point of danger, under no other (Imnitioii tlian their own 
patriotism and bravery. The;-" attacked the (lirlista 
from the streets leading to tlie'Ooso, shot the sentinels 
placed at their entrances, advanced boldly into the Coso 
itself, and there, w'itbout any* shelter — fijr tlie lajiises 
vrere, as we have seen, all closed — they fought hand to 
hand with tho infuriated Foctuosos. 

Whilst this was going on in the Coso, a battalion, the 
choicest of the Oarlist force, had obtained possession of 
the Carrio, or district of Sun Pablo, in another part of 
the city. But they did not remain long unmolested. 
Another body of Nacionales hastened to the spot, and 
commoni^ a vigorous attifok; they recollected, too, 
that there was a howitzer in a barrack hard by, and it 
w^s dragged by the idvic soldiers, with astonishing 
rapidity, to a favourable point, aitd canister-shot fired 
rapidly from it, wit||^tal effect, upon the pent-Ujg^ bat- 


talion. To crown all, the women, and ewen children, 
threw down tiles upon them from the roofs of the 
houses ; ami with that heroism whioli the Zaragozanos 
have ever displayed, the mothers, sisters, and wivc-i of 
those who were combating «o gallautly'in the streets 
against the ferocious rebels, who were howling for their 
fancied prey, performed their noble i)art in defence of , 
their homes, and of the cause which they hml all honestly j 
espoused. I 

in Zaragoza, as well as in the other cities and large ‘ 
towns in Sp.iin, a I'onsiderahle portion of the population 
live in scparjjte flats or floors ; and now, f4;om every 
house and apartment were ea'jt, with mierriiig aim, 
heavy fables, strong cart lien jars, brazen mortars called 1 
ahmreztis, for pounding salt, sjHres, Ac. with whicli no 
dwelliitg in Spain is unprovided ; massive AVooden stools, 
ehest.s of drawers, tliick eartlumw.'tre dislies, iron bars, 
l)iu*kot.''ful of boiling water, ami all kinds of damage- 
doing missiles.* (Ireat numbers Avere killed and wouuded, 
and an uneonquerable panic toolf j»ossession of the (Jar- 
list ranks. -'I'litf remuindcT of the battalion fled amidst 
tlu'so lietorfigeiieous volleys from the conmiandiug bal- 
Icrios of tlie beroines of Zaragoza. 

Tho Faociosos took refuge in the large old church of 
San J^blo, tlio cnlraiica Avliereto is by a descent of 
several sti*p‘5. Setireely had the nates been closed nn<l 
barricaded, t‘re a lariie force of Nacionales arrived. 
After thinning llio ranks of the enemy in some places 
by tiieir isolated ^)iit Avell- directed and suslaineil at- 
tacks, the civic, militia had at lel1g^h been able to f<>nii 
themselves into ditlereni: bodies, and haslen to the rehepc 
of those Avho were exposed to attacks in other parts of 
the city. Tlie elmreh avus instantly surrtjunded, and 
the Faeeioso battalion, which akis eoiihiderably reduced 
by the numbers Avho had Lilleii in tlio streets, Avas 
bloekadti!. The Avomen perfornad the same courageous 
and efficient part m the (kiso and other parts of the 
city; and tlio*(\irlists, Aiho lately were iiravvn up in 
menacing array, A\ero now ekol to retire in seandi «'f 
some strong posdions, where Ihcy' eouM a«:t niion tiio 
ilefensive. This tliey did with hent’knLCS and lov,i.‘ri-d 
heads, creeping und«*r the balconies like sjiortsnn'n in 
.srareh of game, as far as attitinle avcs eonei r:ic.l , biit 
tliey lliepiselAcs Avere the pivy Avhieli the valiant ])cople 
(4’ Z:irng(</a Aveve hunting down. 

They were fidlowtd up Augi/ronsl} by tlie brave 
Nacionales, and driven from jv'sfc to ]'Ost with gro.i-. 
loss, rpwartis of fifty uf thostj belonging to the batta- 
lion Avhiehwas bloi.'kaiietl in the ehureli tied towurd.-i 
one of tin* city gates called lai Fuerla del rortillo, ai d 
were liotly pursued by a party of Naeionalc^. AYbcn 
the breathless Cm lints arrived at the gate, they found 
it closed I The* Nacionales fell upon them with nn- 
govoriiahUj fury', and every man was killed. Tlie gate 
of the I’ovtillo aa-;is barricaded by more tliaii lifry de.'d 
bodies! The flight uoav became general. CabaiiLio, 
who AA'iis so certain of gaining possession ^ 

of Aragon, that it A^nis said he had caused Ids lU'iner to * 
he ordered .at the foiida or hotel, rode* off Aviih Hu* rem- 
nant of Ills cavalry, and did not halt until he arrived at 
Torrero, about a league from Zaragoza. JJc a*, a.^ fol- 
lowed by as many of flic infantry as could make their 
escape from the hiillf*t.s of the Nacioiudes. aii<l the 
aviflauche.s of pestles and mortars, and ail sorts of 
domestic utensils and liousehoid gooil.**. Clrcat numbers 
Avere Uyi low during this precipitate retreat. 

The battalion wiiich had taken sanctuary in the 
chureli of San l*ablo surromicrod at discretion ; as did 
about one hundred men avIio had fled to the church of 
Santa Lucia. And to the honour of tho brave citizens 
of Zaragoza be it rocurded, that they treated their pri- 
soners with tho utmost humanity. The wound'*d were 
carefully removed to the hospitals, and experienced the 
kiiidi*st treatment, and the dead were decently buried. 
►Nearly two hundred Carlists wore killed, and several 
■undiH^ls wounded. Tlic Nacionales had oqly eight 
filled, but great nunfbers w'ero wdffuded, some very 
severely. The Carlists carried off f'rty Nacionales 
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I M'l\oin they took prisoners daring tl)C first inonients of 
Furprise ; but the^e wcru speedily exchanged. It would 
be altogether iityiist not to record that the garrison of 
! Zaraffi'zii, inslguilicant in point of numbers as it was, 

1 did its part to the uttermost in gallantly co-operating 
' .'.vitii the Nacionales and inhabitants on this evciitful 
' ' inorjiing. 

It is a remarkable fact, that Brigadier -General 
E^itcUer, who, in the absence of tlie captain-general, 
commanded in Zaragoza and its province, was not seen 
until after the rebels bad been driven be^;ond the gates 
of the city the 8i>outancous gallantpy of the inhabi- 
lants — Naeionsdes, women, and children — and /»f the 
very small body of regnlar troojis wlio, of their owji 
accord, joined in the defence wherr'ver they couM. 
After the expulsion ^of the Carlist forces, lu* mingled 
with the citizens, and joined in the universal eongra- 
, tiUations. But he was coldly received:' not only so, lie 
was hotly reproached '.is a traitor ; he was hustled, and 
witli great difliculty made his way to his residence, 
declaring that he was willing and ready hvgivc up his 
command, if such should he the people’s will. 

In the afternoon the attitude of the population became 
so menacing, tliat the Naiiinnalos who were on g’aard at 

I the re.sidcnco. of the general, being anximis to save Ids 
; life, conveyed him, under the escort of fourteen decided 

, : men, to the jail as a prisoner, preparatory to his being 
brought to trial for neglect of duly. 

The report wjis cirreiit among the people that the 
, general was irdormed, at nine on the Sunday evening, 

] that Cahanero's force w’as apiiroae.hing, and that he left 
! tlin inhabitants in total ignorance of their danger, aii<l 
(lid not take any steps to guard against a surprise*. It 
is very difficult to form a correcjt judgment as to the 
1 ' conduct of responsible olficors in cases of ibi^s nature.

The Arj^onese are a deter in kicd race of pcoide. If 
there be time for those whom they respect to ret^on- 
Btrate wijLh them when in a stale of exasperation, they 
will generally listen to the voice of reason ; but if they 
congrd^te in sufficient numbers to go on tiieir way 
without effective opposition, they act witliout remorse 
when they liave been outraged, or believe that they 
liav'o been betrayed. This mass of exciteil people, 
flashed with their recent victory over the (Xirlists, and 
burning with thirst for tlie blood of those wdiom tlicy 
believed to be traitors, presented themselves in lior-

— the traitor Estefibr!’ they cried. Tliere was 
guard of Naciofi^es at the prison-gate. These braW,

from the iirison, and forced along tow^ards the place of i 
executioi\-;* but before the awful assemblage arrived | ’ 
there, he was no longer a living man. Tho crowd r 
reached the Tlaza del ^pulcro just as the volley was I 
fin’d w'hich terminated the cxisteiico of the convicted j j 
traitors. ' ‘ 

Such are the appalling effects produixid by that most ' ; 
dreadful of all national calamities — civil war. We in j 
England are now* happily exempt from such distressing : 
scenes, but the pages of the past history of (\ur own ! , 
country supply proofs that, in a state of political Iran- i i 
sition analogous to that of poor Spain at the present 
day, the English people wxTe not less fatally cxcfitable . 
than the S]>auiar(ls, fur whom sufficient allowaucp is i 
not gencrnliv iiuule by othc*r nations who have long 
ago accoiiq)li.shed their own revolutions. On the b*l- j 
lowing day, the bodies of the eight Nacionales w’ho , 
had gloriously fallen wdiilst defending their city iiiid . 
their lioines, were interred with military honours. They j 
Avere follow'cd to their graves by the greater portion of j 
the population. Zaragoza w^as imiiK‘d lately restored to • 
its usually tranquil state. Tho gates, however, were I 
guarded witli additional vigilaiiee, and no attem\)t w^as ;

met Avithtclurinp tin* Miiimior months. As soon as the 
carlie.st indications of the presi-nci' of .!ie. herring lilioa Is 
.arc diNtingui.shed in the north, they .an' truuipcted abroad, 
and every av.ailable vessel is drawn from itj< hiding place, 
masted, rigged, and got re.*id> for active service ; for fhe 
liorring shoal fk a mine of wa'alrb, for a share of which every- 
botly 1 hinks himself at JilaTty to scramble. 

Herring, it is well kiiown, .always follow mio track. F'.v(>ry 
feasoii finds tlie great sho.al foming forth from the north, 
snlilting into Iavo great divisions, and following rcspec- 
tiVdy the cast and west, coasts. Through th<’ immcrons 
isljpAd-ch#nncls of tho latter, again, oih' sccimh peenliar 
tonlio fish, until, doubling the AIull of I’anlire, a section 
fiudis its way northwards hy tho Sound of Ivilbrannan, to 
Loch Fyno, and the other lochs and creeks jutting frtnn 
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tho Clyde. i On the enst coriKt, no genuine hewing-fi slung 
stiitions M-o to he met with. Tlierc it is to tho lisherinen 
hut .a ehan'-e one emploMiient to nt)other“-ifc is no 
eh'inue from I he villa.ii«‘ t«* the lonely loch side. The fleet 
tlwit .-jss'Mnhhs nt Dntihar nmy giv«‘ an idea of the magni- 
tude of the tishin/r, but not of tho rotnfince. Tim thoii- 
s'uifls that fongroeatc at Wick, at Lybater, and all the 
villai»C'i of the Caithness and SuihcTland coasts, may hear 
testimony to the inestimable value of the British fisheries ; 
hnt Wick, Lybster, and Dunbar are all decided fishing 
to\' ns — they arc not creations of the months, the tem|>o- 
rary reHting-plaees of wandering mis), peoi»lcd hut for .1 
few days, and left in nnlmikcn solitndft for the greater 
]ierlod of ^ho year. Jlerring-lishing stations arc only to 
be seen oil tho western coast ; for there the want <>f accom- 
modation Tor the fishermen is amply made up hy^thc suimj- 
rior quality of tho fi*-!!. , 

Nothing will inorJ. snriirise a stranger, unaware or un- 
mindful of the herring season, wlien voyaging among 
the Highland ish\s, than the Rjicetnclp which suddenly 
breaks upon Jiim in the middle, apparently, of most 
yonng-worl<l solitude. Eor days imiy Ida yaeht. have betm 
ploughing the green waves without sighting ship; for days 
ma} untj'uanted ercck after crock have o]»ened itself- -show'- 
iug nothing of life hut a solitary wild swan; for days may 
he have been dreaming of his being from rdl the worhl apart, 
w'hen suddenly confused sounds reach his oars. ' Upon his 
lee-how lies a Iligliland loch, which his vess(‘l is rapidly 
nearing. Gradually tlie near-shore recedes, and gradually 
the far-sliorc advances ; object after object is disclosed, 
until tlio wliole reality of a Highland Imrring- slat ion is re- 
vealed. First lii ‘3 at anchor, .at the entrance of the loch, 
the small hut spotlessly clc.an revenue tender, with her 
•bright coj)per and her black wooden sUli'S, hohlly contrast- 
ing witli tlie blue water — her long masts and sjmrs, her 
solitary gun, and the red streaming i)ennant of lier au- 
thority ilutteriiig from the truck. h’arllKT in shore lie 
some half-dozen sailing vo8s<‘ls, smacks, sloops, sehoonors, 
and brigs; some, by means of liioir boats, diveljnrging car- 
goes of salt ; some sending barrel-staves ashore by the 
thousand; some disgorging i)rovisions; some curing and 
barrelling heirings- -and all making the utmost endeavour 
to got, away with the produce of the ii'dierv to the great 
markets of Londow, Liverpool, (^llasgow, Ik llrist, or Dublin, 
Next, at, anchor, luinled upon the shore, or, if the tide bo 
out, aground in long files, lie not one, two, or three huti- 
dred, but ton, tw-clve, or perhap'? fourteen hundred her- 
riiig-hoats of one description and anotlu'r. If, the visitor 
lights iijinn the Kcene iii tin* morning', af«^er n breezy night, 
it may well Iw called unitiue. Apparently in a mass ot con- 
fusion, the whole ileci is winding their way shorewards, 
giindiiig the salt waves beneath their pn)\vs, their largo 
harked sails filled with the. brisk wind. If the tide be full, 
then t lie ehore is covered by boats run aground u]>on it. 
'the nets are got out, to be taken to the drying ground ; 
and .as fast as the shining lish can ho shaken from the 
meshes — in whicli, in thouKanda, they arc entangled -they 
arc carried away by tho .'isaisiants of tho enrers; some of 
the bosits being hired by the season, hut tlie majority dis- 
posing of their cargoes .at a lluetuating rate per eran. Tlien 
comes the labour of the purchaser. If a steamer makes a 
station, boxes of fresli herring lu-o piled uj)oii 
hSPticcK'sm hundreds. If no steamer calls, then are Iho 
fish assorted m layers in the barrels, in a manner so eom- 
piicf, as to be matter of mjfetery to tho uninitiated hovv 
they can oeso crammed- -over every layer salt, to preservA^ 
from taint, being cast in a liberaVmanncr. '\^'hen the barrel 
is full, then comes tlie hanmicrvig of the cooper, w ho ad- 
justs the lid, fits additional lioo]>s, and puts the fiivsliing 
hand to tho cask of salt herring. Now' the Bhi]/s boats aro 
in requisition, tlrtJ waitiug vessel is crammed full of hejivy 
brari*el«, her sails are sheeted homo to the yar^s, and the 
fish that sw'am at daybreak aro by mid-day on their way, 
under human pilotagf^' to feed the needy masse.s of the 
luigo towns. 

Paying no regard to the particular stages in ihn salt- 
hcrring^niaking process, but casting the glniif,o of a chaiieo 
passer on the whole scene, it cannot but be looked upon as 
a curious on^ The loch in whieli this immense fleet has 
gathered nri|i||lc a small .nnd winding one ; high hills, or 
rather nigMHoimtains, bonml it on all sides, bxoe])ting 
the naiTov^Hrance seaward. Tlio hills are covered ^i/li 
the purpl|J|mmof the flowering heather, the g»3cn Mv- 
like leajS^f the fern, nnd h6re and there pftteh^^>f 
dw^ywood. A .short and dangerous road may shov/ 


its crookyi lines winding among knolls ; .and a little strcini 
may its diminutive waters down t.Ub broken riviiu*, 
ste.aljng, past a lonftly huri.'il-placc, with its few' ami rude 
tombstones ov(*rgrown .mJ siia<lowe{l by briers, .and tho 
white and red hlnssorns of wild roses — past the e.'iirn, mo- 
mmient;il of some daring or Moody deed of tho olden time 
— past the houses of the living, removed hut a step trom 
t.lic houses of the dead, .'is life, is itself hut .a step distant 
from death. And these houses of the living -what are 
they? Hovels iirwliieli ho to whom rent for tlieia is paid 
w'oiiM shudder to lodge his dog. From them einevcte 
stunted, gray-visaged, mop-headed littlt' rogues of lads, and 
little smUing, healthy-cheeked girls, followed by a dog or 
two, and a legion of hens, with a few rcd-comhcd eoike. 
'I’hc superiors of the dwelling — tlie ow ners of the children, 
the dogs, and the he's — ari' not there; they, too, have 
deserted the kiiil-pateli, .'uul tlie heflgcles.s field or two, 
showing a sciiuly braird of corn, for the more i-rollt«'ible 
emidoyment of the hour. On the shore of the bench luis a 
line of poles been erected, with supports here and there, 
forming something reseinhling the rude frame of a tent ; 
and here come tlu* er wvs of the herring boats, with miles 
of nets pileil niwm liandbarrow.s, to In* extended over thesi' 
])olea, and dried to prevent rotting. The siksu'c is luukeii 
by hlow's, not gi\en in .angor,'hnt in the legitimate pursuit 
of money. Uinh r the roof of an okl baronial i-astlc that 
still .st.ands by the margin of the waters, a colony of most 
iiidiistrioiis eoojiers h.'ue estrihlislied themselves. Alack 
the nso that i):ilaces may come to! The roof tree that t 
King with the whisperings of Indies fair, now hear.s tho 
jests of rongh-hi'.'irdi’d, hard-woiking men ; where stmndetl 
tlio h.'irp of the minstrid and the voice of tlie baron, now 
sounds the. nnmnsie.'d Mows of the nnillet ; and against 
the walls, wlu're liung old portraits of illusirions men Iji 
. armour, and ih'udly iinpleinents of war, now haiur bundles 
of hoop-wiM'd, arul the less deadly, though as i'Uecti\e in 
their way, attsd implements of noisy industry, in the 
courtyard, and on the gnvn sward by the wails, tiaits an* 
]»itehed. Again, alack! they are not those of ku'glil .ami 
squiie, hoping .'it Ml^de souiul to pummel emh other wall 
for glory and tlie s.V'c of bright eyes — these eoltoii tents 
are the sleeping apartments of a host of fish-curers. 'l l e 
/'lory is indeed depart etl! W'v have eomo to the mre of 
inm - -the reign of utilitarianism. Ashore ;ind afloat tlien: 
is hut one aceno of industry. The value of many thousands 
of gohl oumvs is there; wliilc smiling iihovo all is the 
hrigtit sun of heM\ on, approving, aa it were by its hright- 
nesM, tho labours of the sons of men. Shut your eyes, 
visitor: the j-eene has again changed. Hummer and the 
shoal are away. Winter is hero, 'fhe liilis are bleak, find 
the stre.am red v'ith r.'iiu and wliite with ehalliin' tlie 
shores are sullen and ^^l•^n-lasllod — tho old eastle nibed 
in iriist -the loch without a floating thing, save the ohi 
Avildsw'an and tiieimirsi 1 ecA'cred mast of M»»iue castaway 
ship. The slxu’c and the* sea liave returned to their jivistmo 
solitude.

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HISTORY OP A NATIONAL MISTAKE. 
Nations, like individiwls, are subject to paroxysms of 
passion and delusion, in which all jiiiltfmenfc is lost 
of. Wc accordingly fiyd that nearly the whole 
mass of a people may view a particular measure with 
r(‘prohation, expecting from it little short of national 
ruin, and yet the event will show that the small mino- 
rity of <lisregarded voices was in the right. It is in- 
slnietive to keep this in view, and instauces which 
})rovo it are v.aluable, 

Tlie union of Enghiud and Scotland is such a case. 
Regarded at the time in the latter country with horror 
and indignation — for fifty years after, so unpopular as 
to he the leading cause of sanguinary insurrections — 
this measure lias, nevertheless, turned out in the highest 
degree heiu ficial to both states ; and it would now be 
impossible in Scotland to find a single voice against it. 
The public opinion of 1707 is tlmreforc entirely a mis- 
take : sjKcche.s, pam(1hlets, votes, rebellions, 

jirove to have been wholly in the wrong. JIow strange 
j - a wliole people judging erroneously for half a century, 

; and doing wild deeds under the influenco of the error ! 
Two generations pass away in a delusion, out of which 
only a third awakes! Let us make a hasty review of 
these singular circumatamres. 

I’lie incorporation of Scotland with England w%as 
clVeeted hy the Whig party, for the immediate purpose 
of securing the Hanover succession. ‘It was thought 
highly dangerous,’ says Swift, ‘to leave that part of the 
island, inhabited hy a poor, fierce, northern people, at 
I liberty to put themselves under a difTcront king;'* the 
1 different king particularly dreaded at this time lieiiig 
the Romish son of James II. In reality, Scotland had 
I made herself somewhat formidable to her neighbour; 

1 ftir, stung hy ill usage, she had determined, by an act 
j of her own parliament, not to accept the same sovereign 
with England, ^nlcss certain eqmdities ^vere ceded to 
her. England, ^gain, had re.sented this hy on act of 
1 her own, declaring that the Scots should he held hy 
I them as aliens, unless they agreed to the Hanover suc- 
I cession within a year. It was in the midst of the 
j mutual wrath thus expressed, while actually arming 
I against each other — indeed, to saVe impending war — 
j that the union was entered upon. It w’as carried 
I through— there is no need to mince the matter— hy 
I means of corruption, amidst the tears and groans of an 
I enraged people. Tumults marked every stage of the 
measure. Mobs filled the streets of Edinburgh wdth 
I outcries against it. The royal commissioner was pelted. 
I Private threij.ts of ussassinatiorf were sent to him.t 
I Riots took place in Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Dumfries.

Armed risings were eoncerteil. lu short, tlicre was 
everything short oT an entire insurrection of the people 
presented in opposition to this alfi.'ince. A Wi>maa 
forced into murriagc with her hands and feet bound, 
and a pistol htdd to her head, would have been a type 
of the alTair. 

Tho Jac»)hite party had an obvious interest in with- 
siandiiig the union, as it was designed for the better 
excluding of their idol, the Chevalier. Rut parties of 
an entirely different kind were equally opposed to the 
measure. Tlio feeling was indeed a national one ; 
though, when we have done our best to analyse it, we 
can see little besides certain whims respecting the in- 
deptndonee of Si'olland, the possession of a dislinol 
capital and i>arliainent, and so forth. Tliere was no 
thought about better or worse government, hut a great 
deal about the preservation of the aneiont regalia of tlie 
country. Few considered whether their industry would 
have freer play and better rewards under the new system ; 
but all felt it as a dreadful thing to put an end to the 
ideal iiidividuiflity of a thousand years* though it hatl 
only been productive of incessant wars. In fact, the 
opposition to the union was mainly of a ohildisli nature 
— somewhat like tho feelings which animate tho Young 
England p.irTy amongst us. It was a thing most appro* 
prialely to he expressed in poetry, which was the form 
that much of it actually took. Vet those feelings were 
cnotigh to give the Parliament House the appearance of 
.1 Polish diet — the discussion resembling less the strife 
of tongues than the clash of swords. Nor did the spirit 
of that period subside for miiny a day. 

Not one public demonstration of satisfaction followed 
in Si’otland. Gn the contrary, there W'as a general eele- 
bralion of the l*retender’s birthday instead of the 
Queen’.s. It had been agree<i that a large sum shonM 
be sent to Scotland, to be dtwoted to certiite 
purposes, hy way of an equivalent for the increase of 
taxation which the country was to submit to. 'fhe 
stljuilated time having passed, a number of gentlemen 
came to the cross of EdinVi^rght and took occasion from 
this circumstance to protd^t against tho eonclusiveness 
of the treaty.* When the equivalent did come, the 
people pelted the guard, and even tin* horses which drew 
it It wasilield as the price of the national honour. 
Unfortunately, the English governnienl did anything 
but soothe the oflended feelings of the Scotch. It 
almost appeared, from their acts during the next few 
years, as if th?)’ considered Scotland in the light of a 
purchased slave, whom they were entitled to us(' or 
abuse a.s they pleased. Tlie consequence was, that tho 
antipathy to the union became even a more decided 
feef^g than it had been before, and several of those 
whoj) formerly supported Avcrc now joined to its

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enfcrnies. The year after it had passed saw nearly the 
whole of Seo^.lariJ ready to receive the Pretender with 
open anus ; even the more extreme Presbyterians joined 
ifi tin's foeliiiff. * God might convert him,’ tliey said, 
‘ or lie may l\av6 Protestant children; but the union can 
mver bo good.’ This crisis passed over; hut the na- 
tional feeling remained unaltered. So high di<l it run ir 
1713, that a determined clTort was then made to procure 
an abolition of the treaty. The Header in the movement 
was a most api)ropriatc person, the y^'vy Earl of Seafield 
who, as^^hancellor of Scotland, had been conspicuous in 
carry it^ through the measure, and who said, as he 
iircctea the regalia to be taken away at the last ad- 
journment, ‘ There’s the eiwl of an auld sang ; ’ which, 
by the way. Sir *»V^alter Scott interprets into a piece of 
brutal levity, though it might equally imply a mournful 
feeling on the earl’s part at the termhiation of a political 
system which hc« regarded with a lingering affection. 
It w'as this eaiTs pleasure, six years after the iinion, to 
move its dissolution in the House cSf Lbrds, alleging as 
rr‘asons certain practical grievances to which Scotland 
had been subjected in eonsequenee <»f the treaty. The 
Duke of Argyle, who, as commissioner to trfie Scottish 
parliament of 1705, liad superintended the first stejis 
towards the union, supported this motion, and touched 
on its more real cause in speaking of the insolence with 
which the Scottish ]K*oplc and. their representatives 
were treated by the English. If the Earls of IVlarr and 
Loudon had remained true to their friends, this motion 
must have been carried, wdiatever miglit be its subse- 
quent fate in the lower house. As it was, it was lost 
by a majority of onlt/ four mtvs. So near were w'c to 
forfeiting the beuellts since derived from the union at 
tiiat erisis. ,, 

Tho Hanover dynasty commenced next year, and the 
next again saw a rebellion break out in Scotland in be- 
half of the Stuarts, an event which many tlniik would 
have never taken place but for the umou. ‘Ao Union!’ 
was the coiispienous inscription on the insiirg. nts’ Imii- 
ner. James told the people ‘he came to relieve his 
subjects of Scotland from the hardships they groaned 
uniier from the hte unhappy union^ and to restore the 
kingdom to its ancienl free and Imppy auiLe' These 
words w'ould not have been used, if they had not been 
expected to find an echo in many bosoms. The govern- 
ment put down the rebellion, and punished it ; but the 
popular feeling remained the same. Swords made about 
this period arc found inscribed with ‘rrosperity to 
Scotland, and no union!* Allan Ramsay employed bis 
verse to bewail the desolatrm brought upon Edinburgh 
by the dei)arture of the native parliament — a point we 
believe to have been the theme of much exaggeration. 
Y'cars rolled on, and brought the rebellion of 1745, which 
was also largely owing to the detested union. The Stuart 
n iaiyijfv^ tq on this occasion sai<I, ‘ We sec a nation al- 
^^IlfijBTiXtnous for its valour, and highly esteemed by the 
greatest of foreign potentates, reduced to the condition of 
a prorinne.^ under the specious pretence of a union with a 
more potoerful neighbour. In consequence of this pVc- 
teud^ union, grievous und^ unprecedented taxes have 
been laid on, and levied with severity, iii spite of all the 
representations that could be made to the eentrary; 
and thus l^ave not failed to produce that poverty and 
decay of trade which were easily foreseen to be the 
necessary consequences of such oppressive measures.’ 

It was now nearly forty years since the abhorred 
alliance had been en^ted, yet the disgust of Scotland 
imd experienced hardly any abatement. Of the strength 
of the feeling, we have a remarkable illurstratiou in :Mr 
Home’s Histo^ of the Xielielllon.

flc^jse he had of.the wrongs and degradation inhicted 
upon^oiis country by the union ! 

This rebellion w'as also quelled : we know from the 
poet how hapless Caledonia mourned her ‘banished 
peace and laurels torn.* It certainly w'as not likely 
tliat the terrors inflicted oil Cullotlcn lieatli, at Carlisle, 
and on Towerhill, should dissolve the objections of 
Scotland to tl\p treaty of 1707. Neither bad any such 
substantial benefits yet accrued from the iiioorporatioji 
with England, to serve in reconciling the nmleontent 
Scots. The fact is, /Ac very fiatred of the union tended to 
justify itself by fot bidding tiie natural benejits of the mea- 
sure to he realised. Into so fiereely-dispoacd a country 
as Seoilaiid then u^is, ICnglisli capital could not come. 
Absorbed in a sense of her wrongs, she was little dis- 
posed to turn lier thoughts either to agriculture or 
commerce. Partly from anger at her wrathful attitinle, 
partly from the selfish and unenlightened policy common 
to commercial men in that age, the Engli.sh did all they 
could to repress her trading energies. Even the concern 
which the Sciots were under to make good their convic- 
tions as to national wrong* and ruin, would help to (dieck 
all advantage from their new situation. The.v might 
have exclaimed, as in the well-known exemplificaUcm 
of their national grammar, * 1 will fall, and nobody shall 
help me.* Mr ^lalcolm Laing, a very acute writer, 
admits that the nation was * certainly far less progres- 
sive for half a century than if no nuioii had ever been 
contracted’* — a result which we only can attribute to 
ati actual bad clleet from the union itself in indisposing 
the tw'o nations, or one or other of them, from seeking to 
realise its proper advantages, '^riie ])resent writer was 
once intrusted with the temporary possession of a do- 
cument wliich he regrets he did not copy, as it would 
liave strongly illustrated the jealousy which divided 
Scot and Englisiuiian so lately as the niiddhi of the last 
century. It was w regubirly-fornu'd bond, drawn up and 
largely subscribed by the tradesmen of EtUiiburgh, 
agreeing, for sundry good and sufiicient reasons, to ab- 
stain fntin transacting business in the smallest extent 
with the men called English Riders; that is, commercial 
travellers from England ! Such were the feelings (»f onr 
country nearly fifty years after its junction with Eng- 
land hail been effected. Wc may here recall a sbuy of 
Walter Scott as to his grandfather hearing an old Scotch 
clergyman confess ‘he never could bring his sermon, 
upon whatever subject, to a conclusion, without having 
w'hat be called a bland, that is, a slap, rit the union.’ f 
TJdn national mistake of fifty years -this faith, in 
which a wdiole generation h.ad gone down to death, not 
without its martyrs of sword and galbiws— this delu- 
sion which had for so long worked to its own realisa- 
tion —was at last disjiellcd. Men gradually ceased to 
distress themselves so much about national honour and 
iiideiiendenee, and began to think more about the ordi- 
nary economics of life. The spirit of resistance tb the 
British government was broken by the sad conse- . 
quences of the last rebellion. A milder and juster ' 
aspect being assumed by the government itself towards 
ScotlaiuX the people at length became better affected to ■ 
it. Then there really were natural powers and capa- 
bilities in our country and its inhabitants which it | 
only required fair eireumstaiices to educe.

i BEMINrSCENCES OE A WEST INDIA VOYAGE. 
; ; A West India voyage, in a fine vessel, commanded by a 
i i skilful and amia^de n»an, aided by good officers and a 
! smart, well-conducted crew, is delightful, especially 
; wlien the passengers chime hi together, promoting every 
! means of rational /jnjoymeiit, and making light of the 
' inconveniences and privations which it may be their lot 
to encounter. 

; {Such wore the circumstances under which, some years 
.ago, I voyaged to the island of Barhadoes. We had a 
fine run from the Land’s End to Madeira; aiid in three 
days after taking our d(?parture from Punchal Bay we 
' got into the trade-winds. Impelled by a constantly 
: favourable breeze over a sea whose waves w'ere only 
I suliiciently ugitate^d to give a refreshing animation to 
the scene, the noble vessel pursued her course. Every 
stitch of canvas was set; and for three iveoks there 
I was scarcely any alteration made beyond running in 
I the light studding-sails at night. Flocks of the flying- 
1 fish were continually rising from tlie crests of the waves, 
,1 pursued by the cunning dolphin. After fluttering for 
I a few moments some feet above the surface of the water, 
j their long, transparent, finny wings and silvery backs 
I glittering in the sun, they would plunge attain into their 
I natural element^ and the doljihin was at fault. During 
1 the night, a few of these beautiful fish would now and 
: then fall on the ship’s deck, having struck against the 
slirouds or bulwarks in their precipitate .fiiglit. One 
; day w'o caught a dolphin. It is a handsome animal,* 

I not much like those portraits which represent it with 
broad head and lips resting on the w'aters, spouting 
; gra(!cful streams from its nostrils, and a lively serpen- 
, tine tail disporting gaily in the air. When first hauled 
on boa-d, its colour was a brilliant green, spotted with 
black *, the fin on the bacltf was a beautiful blue with 
black spots, and when the cre.'ituro was at its last gasp, 
‘ ; , the body changed to a bright gold colour. 

; i The stealtliy .and ferocious shark frequently prowled 
about the rudder, wdiieh moved almost imperceptibly 
and translucent water. For several days 
the black dorsal-fin of a sliark had at intervals been 
, j observ.'d emerging from the sea, close to the 3hii>, me.! 
• . wc resolved to catch him if possible. A bait, consisting 
'of a piece of salt pork weighijig about four pounds, was 
' affixed to an iron barbed hook, rivetted to a strong chain 
about a yard in length ; and this chain was attached to a

This done, the bait was thrown out 
astern. Every incident of this kind in a sea- voyage is 
fraught with the liveliest interest. Wo watched and 
watched, until we saw tlie tiger of tlic deep make a 
plunge at the bait ; but he recoiled ere he reached it, 
and the black fin again sullenly arose from tlic creamy 
sea in the sliip/s wake. 

One morning the shark seemed bolder than usual. ^ 
Swimming round or a-hcad of him were a number of • 
small black fish, wliich the sailors call pilot-fish, because ; . 
the sliark seems to steer his course under their guidance. | 
Dashing at the bait, the hungry creature turned on his 
back, and opening ifais capacious jaw, snapiicd up the 
luscious morsel, and plunged with it into the deep. The 
sliip was in a commotion — the hook had taken effect ! 
Mord of the tightened and vibrating line was let out, so 
tliat the shark might partially exhaust itself by ineficc- 
tud efforts to get rid of his fatally-acquired prey ; and 
then he was hauled upwards, writhing, and plunging, ; 
and struggling to escape, but only fixing the hook more 
and more firmly into ids jowl. Uow the sailors rejoiced 
at the c.apture ! All seamen bear a mortal enmity to- 
wards sharks ; m.any of the toughest yarns are spun on j 
tlie forecastle about shipmates and others who had been 
bitten in h;ilf by them whilst bathing; of their hovering ' 
about vessels, watching for dead bodies when thrown , 
overboard; and of the diseases which they supersti- 
tiously imagine are sure to break out in a sliip in whose ' 
track the sharks are seen for several days. ; 

At length the detested enemy was hauled alongside, , 
.and up the vessel’s side ; not witlioiit difficulty, however, ! 
for he liung down with all liis weight, and shook Ids j 
big be.ad from side to side, like a lialf-strangled bull-donf. > 
But tlie iron fangs of the barbed book rcmjiine<l fast in | 
his gullet, and h\S was quickly brouglit in and Hung on i 
de(‘k, where ho w as awaited by several sailors a^med , 
with liatchets and handspikes ; it was well known ; 
that .Jack Sliark, as they called him, would not die i 
without a desper.atc struggle. I 

The men formed a respectful, but not an inactive 
circ'le around the sliark ; they iiianmuvrcd to get a e.ut 
or a blow at tho desperate enemy with hatchet or hand- 
spike, and at tlie same time dodged, in order to escape 
a blow from bis tail, reputed to be suffieienlly strong 
to fracture u limb. At length one of tho hatchet-riMMi 
slashed the fish close to the shoulder; but the furnii(i- 
able tail still thundered on the deck. ‘Stand clear!’ 
cried a stalwart seaman, at the same time brandishing 
a handspike. With this weapon he dealt a stunning . 
blow upon the lieadof the — I could almost say gallant — ! 
fish, winch turned upon his lack, helpless, and in the 
agony of death. Until it was well ascertained that life 
was extinct, no one durst approach within reach of the 
tail; for it is a tradition among seamen that many a 
leg has been broken by a sudden and last stroke, wlieii 
it was supposed that the animal was dead. Jack Shark 
w'as about four feet in length. Two little sucking-fish 
(^licmora) clui^ to him until the last, and died with 
him. Th'i sailors made short work of cutting up the 
fish into large slices, which served them for a fresh mess . 
for several days. The prime pieces were voluntarily set 
apart for tho cabin table ; but, by general consent, a 
dish of sucli fresh fish was gratefully declined. 

I remember that, op the day after the shark hunt, we - 
had, amongst other things, a couple of roasted fowls for 
dinner. Although we had really a good table doily, 
sauce was not one of the ordinary aocompAniments, so 
that the appearance of a sauoe-tureen created rather a 
sensation amongst the party.^. X ought to mention that 
our excellent captain’s satse of smell was very defective. 
When tho lid of the tureen was taken off, a strong fishy ; 
odour assailed our oHketory organs. 

‘ Permit me to give you a little sauce with your fowl, i 
Mr A—,* said the Oaptaini taking some up with the ; 
ladle. 

J* Not any, not any, I th^k you,* was the hasty i 
reply. m I ; 
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The captain, after liaving helped another of jyie party 
to a wing from the plumpest of the two fowls, w^s in the 
act of ladling out some of the sauce, which had n6w 
fHled the cabin with its odour, when the alarmed guest, 
lifting up both his hands in a deprecatory manner, cried 
out, ‘ No, captain— no fish-sauce ! Thank you ; no fish- 
sauce ! * 

This was too much. We all burst into loud laughter. 
Tlie captain opened wide his eyes Avith apparent wonder, 
Avhilst his honest features bore the stamp of something 
like displeasure ; but the next minute he joined in the 
cachinnation most heartily. The gentleman for whom 
the wing was intended held his plate as far off as 
possible, and the captain, liaving? approached Jiis in- 
vestigatory nasal organ more closely to the tureen, 
pushed it from him with the cry of ‘ Ij'ish-saucc with a 
vengeance!* whilst * No fish-sauce, I thank you!* Avas 
re-echoed as rapidly as our increasing laughter Avould 
permit. As for me, 1 was almost convulsed. I ncA^er 
had smdi a pain jti my sides from their being shaken 
with laughter, and I have had many a pain of th.at sort, 
as on that memorable occas>)n. 

‘No fish!’ I cried. I could not get so far as the 
sauce. * No fish ’ 

Tlic steward and the cahin-hoy were loaning against 
the open door, Avrithlng with stilled laughter ; ju»d one 
of the passengers, who sat on tlie looker opposite the 
door, threw himself baedc in a sort of ecstaey, and point- 
ing to them, exclaimed, ‘ Look there ! No fish-sauce !’

Icdgc of the particular branch of study has been ex- 
hausted ; in popular institutions, where the audience in 
general wish to obtain nothing more than an outline 
of the subject, the lectures are few in number, and of a 
kind calculated to awaken further inquiry, and create 
tlie desire for Tiiorc extended knowledge. 

Tlio information rtimmunicatcd in jiopular lectures 
muMt therefore be Hupcrfieial ; it is impossible that it 
can be profound. The knowledge acquired by tlie study 
and rosearcli of six years cannot he conveyed, even by 
the cleverest and least discursive man, in six lecliirc’.s ; 
and it would be unreasonable to suppose that a member 
of a popular institution, who had attended its lectures 
regularly for a few years, will liave a(‘qnircd a compe- 
tent knowledge of the inrcle of tlie sciences. Such re- 
sults arc not expectetl ; but by the popubir lecturing 
system, as it has hitherto been pursued, much miscel- 
laneous information has been dilTiisod among the igno- 
rant; and its bencfi<‘ial effeets are to be esfirnatetl not 
so much by the knowledge actually imparted, as by the 
efforts to wbi^'li that knowledge has given rise. I’hero 
arc cases, well known in many instituticui.s, wdjew young 
men liave acquired distinction by folkiw ing up in priv ate 
the information obtained in the lecture-room. 

Tlui nature of the public institutiofts in wliicli l((‘turi‘S 
arc deli v'Ci'etl, renders it iieecssarylhat the b'ctunson 
e'lcli subjceti should 'he fexv in number, and tlie varic-ty 
of the subjects great. Willi tlio public of tlie present 
day, ‘brevity’ is not only ‘the soul of wit,’ but aj>pa- 


each year, it i.s surprising to find such excellent lists in 
the reports of these institutions. The variety of the 
subjects may be illustrated by a few cases chosen at 
random. In Liverpool, courses succeeded^ each otlicr 
on monastic institutions, the progrj?8S of the lyric 
dranni, astronomy, and the men and times of the Com- 
monwealth : in Manchester, the subjects presented in 
succession at the beginning of 1844 were optics, ora- 
torical readings, natural liistory, civil history, Athens 
and Ancient Gr^ci‘, puinling. America, edwation, and 
readings from Snakspcarc. At provincial institu^ion.s, 
it doi‘S not often hajipen that one conr.se oWciqures :s 
commenced before another is finished; in London, how- 
r-,er, this often occuns. Jfor cxamnle, at Ibo London 
Mechanics’ institution, in the autumn of last jear, a 
lecture on (■omets was delivered between two on natural 
magic; the ‘ earfy history of steam power’ was inter- 
rupted by a ‘selection of old Kii^lish melodies ;* and 
four ‘ on tlufiiatjural histoiy of plants yielding food.’ 
alternated with lectures on a * new atmosphc'rie* power,' 
geology, and ‘ the ])opular songs of the present ecMitury.’ 
This peculiarity in the Ijoiuton institutions is ?ice,oimfed 
for by tfie eireumstance that tlie majority of I'.rub-s- 
siomil lecturers live in London, and larger intervals 
may therefore, without ineonvenieiuie to tliem, elajise 
between the delivery of their several lectures. These 
lecture arrangemeids arc quite in harmony with the 
intellectual demands of our age. All men do not w'isli, 
and do not require, to he iirofound students. People do 
not, and cannot kiuiw eviTythiiig; but so long as the* 
present state of j>nblic taste exists, so long will the 
pnblif: expect Irom ixiitidar lectures a little information 
about many things. 

The ptn>ularity of lectures varies according to tho 
subject. 'I'he experience t>f ever}' institution shows 
that science is k<(st and music vufst ])opubir with gene- 
ixil ainliences. It is certainly inaticr of regret that the 
most usofiiUlectures are not the most popular, }et it 
nt cd cxciti* surprise, d'hc lif(> of in arlv all classes 


rcntly the i»oiil of every other tiling. ‘Long-winded’ 
discourses are no longer fashionahle ; the public will 
listen only to those that are brief. Long courses of 
leisures* arc never well attended ; people who have not a 
direct interest in the subject soon tire of the .same 
theme, and therefore the extent of laieh ('oiirse is very 
limitc*!. Popular lecturing must, in a great measure, 
he a<laplcd to jiopular taste, and 'witlioiit Pntiri'ly 
yielding to its influence, emleavour to give it a beltiT 
direction. It is interesting to observe the manner 
in wliieli these institutions adapt themselves to tlu* 
piibli(' mind. A few cases may be cited from large 
Kiiglisb towns. Sixty-seven lectures were delivered at 
the Manche.ster Athen aum during the year 1844 on 
eighteen different subjects; twenty-seven at the Me- 
chanics’ Institution and Literary Society of I^ectls on 
six different subjects; eighteen at tht) Pre.«»ton Institu-i 
tion for the Diflusiun of Useful KnowIedgS on thirteen 
different subjects; and during the year IS 15, eighty- 
seven lectures on twenty-one different subjects were 
delivered in the Mechanics’ Institution of Liverpool, ’rhe 
information conveyed in these l^turcs must necessarily 
have been great, but diffuse, and unless a membijr chose 
to absent himself intentionally from some courses, the 
e.onstant change from one subject to another must have 
interrupted, if it did not destroy, tho trains of thought 
that the hearing of some of them would awaken. If all 
these lectures, however varied in subject, Iiad a syste- 
matic bearing on each other, they would have a stronger 
cdiK'ational influence; but neither the taste of the {mblie, 
nsr the arrangements of lecturers, render it possible for 
any institution to adopt such a plan. Indeed, consider- 
ing that a regular of lectures must be maife^for 


in .nir imuinfacturing and commeicial towns is so harass- 
ing and full of excitement, that it rcijunvs t*) be varied 
by some pjcasmg anmsemcnl, by some soothing iidiuenoe, 
such as music possesses. Quiet meu of thouglit love ami 
apprcM'ite sticnlitic Iciture.s, but hustling coumurcial 
men arc more in/lifft‘reut to them. A scientific lecture 
is a iclief from private stialy, and so a musical concert 
is a relief trom anxious business. J/itcrary lectures rank 
next to musical in popularity. PoetiJ-al readings, if by 
a well-known man, are vciy atiraetivc; and literary 
criticism, if it embraces ?iiueh narrative, and introduces 
many illustrative aiieedotes, is liighly popular. Scien- 
tific lectures, with experiments, are tolerably well at- 
tended ; but the experiments seem, with a large pm tion 
of the audience, to be the main attraction. 

But the popularity of lectures depends i^rly as inui’b. 
uiion tho lecturer as upon the subject. An iulcnor'^ 
from a man who has acquired a reputation, will perhaps 
^ be better attended than a superior course from 
who has yet a reputation to acquire. Tlic public are, 
however, 'very acute juRgi s of a popular lecturer, ami it 
man of talent is cert.fiii to be quickly and properly 
appreciated. The Shakspearian leadings of Gharlcs 
Kemble are alvvava better attemleii than any others. 
When T^r Lardner, in the height t>f his popularity, 
lectured on seicutific subji-cts, his aiidicJices 'were always 
large ; and no lectures on the fine arts were better at- 
tended than those by the late lamented B. R. Ilaydon. 

What has liere been said aiqilies generally to ma- 
nufacturing towms: public taste in all is usually lu 
the same liirection. In otlicr towns, where the popula- 
tion contains a greah-r projuirtioii of tho w^ell-ediicated 
classes, there is a greater relish for iectures emhv»dying 
llniore thought and research. With an educated audience, 
a lectig’cr <loes not require to resort, to any of the small 
devices necessary lo ti* and keep attention. 

The lecturers engaged at these institutions are a 
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numerous aik] varicl class. Tlicy may be divided into 
the amateur and the professional. The former arc 
found in all to vns; the latter are chiefly resident in 
London. All the amateur lecturers are men of good 
e<lu«Mtion, \iho have had their minds directed to some 
particular study, \)r wlio have considerable leisure time, 
and devote a portion of it to promote popular education 
in this manner. They arc usually connected with the 
institutions as members, or associated in their manage- 
ment, and embrace clergymen of all denominations, 
teachers, bankers, lawyers, physAcijuis, and others. 
Several master-manufacturers, employing large num- 
bers of w®ji*k-peoplc, have delivered lectures at these 
institutions ; and memhers of ])arliamcnt have likewise 
assisted popular education in this nuinticr. In the lists 
of lectures dclivcr<^‘^ at tlie Wakefield Institution, the 
name of R. M. Jlilnes, lOsq. M.l*. appears ; and * the 
health of towns’ \vas made the siiiyect of a lecture 
at the Mechanics* Institution of Plymouth, by Vis- 
count Khrington, M.V. In Yorkshire, wliere there are 
many such institutions, tho majority lectures 

delivered are gratuitous. Their subjects arc in some 
cases peculiar, and worthy of notice. One geiitleniaii 
delivered .six lectures descriptive of his own travels 
tlirongh the East; at another institution, tlic well- 
known Dr Wolft' delivered one lecture * on liis journey 
to Bokhara, Balkh, Afighanistan, and Kashmeer.* The 
following also appear among the subjects chosen: — 

‘ On Wakefield Old Church, from Voundation-stonc to 
spire top;* ‘ On the spirit of the student, and the com- 
bination of amusement with study in mechanics* insti- 
tutions * Ou the attainability of literature by the 
working-classes ;* ‘ Ou the pursuit and acquisition of 
knowledge under difllculttcs ;* and in one institution a 
lecture was delivered on the historical works contained 
in its library. * 

Professional lecturers have generally permanent en- 
gagements for a portion of the year at the many educa- 
tional establishments in London, and usually devote their 
holidays to lecturing in proviiieial towns.* It is only 
from such men thdt comp^i^lfjlid correct popular s(den- 
tifle courses of lectures ■pUt\>e obtained. fCach has 
selected a subjeet, or of subjects, of which he 
makes it his business to obtain a tl^^ngh knowledge, 
and to acquire a ready and pleasing* th ode oi conveying 
liis knowledge to others. Many of those vdio lecture 
on scientific subjects possess very extensive suites 
of apparatus, which illustrate tlieir subjects far more 
powerfully than words can possibly do. This appara- 
tus is both delicate and expensive ; and so anxious are 
they to make their lectures as nerfect as possible, that 
they will often exhibit some in/portant scientific instru- 
ment that may be the first and only one of the kind. 
Their lectures arc alwa^'S abreast with the progress of 
invention and distiovery. Nay, before the electric tele- 
graplL had come into general use, its construction and 
inodeofjjyjj^ing had been explained by popular lec-

' they are usually paid five guineas per lecture at pro- 
vincial institutions. Their terms are, however, varied 
according to the nature of the subject, the number ofi 
lectures, and tlm^jfK^'ultaneous engagements whic^ they 
n..Ty obtain idHfe same neighb6urhcK>d. The number 
of those enUjI p aependent on occasional engagements 


at institutions is very small, and the others are generally 
young rnen of talent and alulity, who have yet to make 
their AVay in the world, and to whom popular lecturing 
servos the double purpose of obtaining money and of 
making for themselves a reputation. 


G R I S E L D A. 

Such power has the poet of giving to his ideal charac- 
ters a living place in our hearts, that there are few who 
do not associate the name of Griselda with all that is 
meekly enduring and lovely in woman. The Italian 
scholar recalls the stories of Petrarch and Boccaccio ; 
the student of our earlier English literature thinks of 
the clerk’s legend iii the immortal Canterbury Tales; 
and those who have been repelled *by the obsolete phra- 
seology of Chaucer from studying his works, may be 
familiar with modern paraphrases of them. Many of our 
readers must be acquainted with Mr Saunders’s Tales 
from Chaucer, in Knight’s Weekly Volume; and we have 
recently met w'ith a modern version of the same story. 
A contrast between the twa will not, we hope, be with- 
out interest. 

As Chaucer’s tale is generally known, we need only 
advert to its leading features. We are introduced to a 
young marquis livitig in Lombardy, in feudal state, 
among a people to whom his will was law. The only 
complaint they made w as, that he remained unmarried ; 
for they feared that his race would become extinct, lie 
is moved by their urgent remonstrances; and wdiilst 
he declines their kind offer to select a wife for him, hn 
promises to w'cd by a certain day, on condition that 
they would honour, without a murmur, whomsoever 
he might choose. To this they readily assent. 

The marquis liad seen, in hunting, a young maiden, 
within whoso tondd.* breast ‘ there was enclosed sad ami 
ripe courage,’ and who cherished her aged father, a 
poor shepherd, with all reverence jmd diligence. 'J'he 
day for the nuptials arrives ; no bride seems forthcom- 
ing, and the faithful lieges are disappointed and alarmed; 
and yet the young lord rides in pomp, as one who was 
about to bring home his lady. lie stops near the cot- 
tage of Grisilde, who was looking on the show, lie 
addresses her. 

'With Bad countenance Blie knoclcth still, 

Till »he Iml heard what was the Ionic’s will. 

At his desire she calls her father, and, after a short 
conversation with liim, he thus makes his offer : — 

* ‘ Be yo reatly, with good heart, 

To all my lint [plfasurc] , and that I frot'ly may, 

As one best thinkcth, do you laugh or smart. 

And never yc to grutchon [miimiur], night nor day, 

And eke when 1 say Yea, ye say not Nay, 

Neither by w'onl nor frowning countenance ? 

Swear this, and here 1 swear our klliance.' 

Few women in the present day, we apprehend, would 
choose to agree to su6h a demand. (Jrisilde, however, 
thinks it no more than is due to her feudal lord and 
master, vows assent, and, what is more, does it with 
tthe most pei^ect sincority. The marquis makes her liis 
bride: she Is splendidly attired; and her grace and 
beauty, her dignity, wisdom, and goodness, which prove 
her to be fully equal to her new station, not only' recon- 
cile tho people to the match their lord has made, but 
lead them to applaud his discretion. He soon shows, 
however, that he lias no taste for a tranquil happiness, 
of which he is not worthy. He is seiaed by an inordi- 
nate longing to test her steadfastness to him. He goes 
to her, reminds her of her humble lineage, and pretends 
that the people, since the birth of her infant daughter, 
have murmured at her low origin, and that he. is there- 
fore resolved, with her consent, to make away with it 
She meekly replies that she and the child are both his, 
to do according to his pleasure. ^ He then sends a cruel 
servant to take it away, who adds a fresh wound to 
her feelings, by not even promising to bury the little 
budy|Whero neither beasts nor birds may tear it By 
his lord’s command he carries It |ccretly to his sister, 
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tlie Countess of Tavia. Grisilde never mentions the 
child, but seems to her bus baud 

As humble, as busy in service, 

' And ukc in lovo as she w-oa wont to Ik'. 

Six years elapse, and there is a little son, two years 
old. The old hankering gnaws the marquis, and the 
former scene is repeated ; but notliing can impair the 
ready submission of the dutiful wife. * 

‘ Not ^friovetli rao at all, 

TlioiiKh that my daughter and my non be blain 
At your conimandisment ; that in to Main, 

I have not had no part of children twain, 

Hut first sickness, and after wo and pain. 

Ye 1)0 my lord, dooth with your '»wcn thing

Eivc years more elapse. The marquis desires to see 
his children agfiiti, but he cannot resist the temptation 
of giving Ilia wife’s cndu:«iK'G a final trial, lie now 
protends that hU people require him to wed a lad}' of 
rank, that he may liavc noble heirs, and that Grisilde 
must return to her home. 'I’o put her * to the uttci*est 
proof of her courage,’ he gives his sentence ‘ full bois- 
terously, in open audience*,’ praising her good qualities, 
but mockingly desiring her to take with her, to her 
fatlicr’a house, the dower she brought him. She an- 
swers Avith unrutHed meekness, she never held herself 
lady or mistress, but bumble servant to his worthiness. 
Tiio mention of her dow'er reminds her of her wedding- 
(lay— 

‘ Oh, goodo Ortd J how gentle nnd h*»w Lind 
Ye soomfed by yuur speech siiid >our visAgu 
Tljo day that makM was our marriage ! 

Hut hoolli is said, a)g.ato [alwaysi I find it true— 
h’or in oflect it iirovdd is on me— 

Lovo irt not oldf as when that it is now ; 

Hut certos, Lord, for no adv<*rsity. 

To tlien in this ease, it bhall not bo 
That over in word nr work I shall ro]X'nt 
That 1 you gave my heart in whole intent * 

And so, stripped to her smock, witli tearless eye, 
u liilst ‘ the folk her followen, wcopeii on their way,’ she 
returns to her aged father, who curses the day of his 
hirtli. But slie shows no repining .after her high estate ; 
beeauso, in the midst of it, she had been ‘ discreet and 
prideless.’ 

'riie expected bride at length draws ne.ar ; and, us a 
last trial, the marquis orders Grisilde to return to the 
castle, to superintend his servants in making ready for 
her successor. She still shows a perfect forgetfulness of 
self, and that it is her first desire to do everything to 
servo and please him. She receives the lady and her 
brother with the utmost grace, unabashed by her 
rudo uttire; and in answer to the question of the mar- 
quis, how she likes his bride, she praises her beauty, 
uud wishes her prosperity ; wisely adding — 


Although the reader is carried by the power of ; j 
the poet, and the tale abounds i*' rn(;at beautiful ^ j 
touches, we feel the necessity of Ids qu.a’nt and anliquc ! 
diction to recall us to time.s far duicivnt from our own. , | 
Grisildc’s love is of a nature that we chould not apprf>vc ! 
now. It is idolatry. Slie will see no fault in her lord, • ; 
and indirectly encmiragcs his sclIiHliness and pride. We , 
give unqualified admiration to her wlicn she returns so 
meekly to lier cottage ; whilst we wonder that slie could ■ 
niaiiitain such inb/nso atfection for one who was treat- ■ ‘ 
ing her with s|c]i w.anton ignominy ; for even had his \ 
people constrained him to dismiss htr, he nepil nol^liave ' i 
sent her home in so woful a plight. But wc cannot 
quite reconcile ourselves to the cairn manner in whiidi ' 
she accfcdcs to the murder of her dnldrcn. What she , 
should have said appears to be, Hf your vassals dis- 
approve your clioice, slay not your innocent clrild, but '■ 
banish me witif it; for I am the cause of their com- 
pLaint.’ Wc feel that she is a iferfcct wife, according : 
to the idea^ of the times ; but that ideal is not ours. , 
She is a loving slave, not the partner of his life. More- 
over, it rctiuires sonic philosophising to account for the 
caprice of the husband, which comes on at intervals of ' 
five ur*&i\ years; and though the story liis such a 
happy conclusion, avc cannot resist the private fore- 
boding, that another fit of this intermittent fever may ' 
seize on him again ; and the hardness of heart which 
could reconcile liiifi to such a prolonged absence from 
his children, and such a constant sense of his wife's 
loneliness, does not promise much for their future fell- ■ 
city. * : 

We .admire Chaucer's Grisilde as the creation of a ; 
chivalric age, and as the impersonation of what wc , 
deem a mistaken though beautiful and devotcil loyalty. ; 
A moderji German writer, Friedrich Halm, has written • 
a tlruma, of wdiicli Griselda is the heroine, which ap- i 
pears to us trye, not to a conventional idea, but to uni- ] 
versul human nature.

When 
his talc is ended, oflR.Mnifd ])ri(le hursts forth on tluj 
part of Hie ladies, which goads on rereivpl to insult 
tlie queen. A conflict between him and Launcehit is 
cheeked by the arrival of Arthur. I'ercival will not 
retract his words : she had sc.orncd the mother of his 
child—

and he declares, on his oath, that his wife is

After some further altercation, Genevra declares her 
readin(‘ss to kneel to the ‘collier’s chilil’ if she can stand 
the te.'^t of l\er virtues wdiich she will prescribe; but if 
she fail, PiTcival must kneel at tho feet of the queen. 

* Sooner,* says tho haughty chieftain, * the u«)rth pule 
shall the south pole kiss;’ but, in full confidence :is to 
the issue, he accepts the trial. Arthuv, remonstrates 
with him on his selfish .acquiescence —

'^I’he next act iiitroiluees ns to fjrisclda, who h.as .sent 
a messenger to .a]ipoase the wrath of lier old blind 
father, ridrie, whom I’ercival had expelled from the 
castle for having, with stubborn temper, denied him the 
fitting reverence ; and wlio (vas enraged with his 
daughter because she bail not come to njceive her 
nuither’s dying blessing at a time, when her husband 
was so ill th.at she could not leave him. Cedric ailds 
an additional interest to the drama. He was 
ch'lfo, and hard to be ajipcasod ; 

and we sec that Crisclda was trained, liy filial love to 
him, to hear the domineering temper of lier husband. 
After she hii.s heard that nothing can soften the old 
man, she is wrapped in anxious, musing as to whether 
she had done right. She feels Oiat she is innoeent of 
any iindtia subtervieney. It was not the rank of Ver- 
cival which bound her to him ; hut the love he bears 
her claims her h^art, lier life, unlimited, entire. 

And now comc.s the first trial. Griselda is^to give 
up her son ; and two knights accompany Pereival from 
the court, to sec that the queen's conditions are fulfilled.

Griselda looks 
on those alHictions as proceeding from the King of kings, 
who designs to try tlie strength of lier presumptuous 
hi'art. Many a silent night her spirit had foresliadowed 
calamitj', for her bless was too rapturous for this life. 
She believes that her htishiiml shares with her tho 
bitter grief of parting, and resolves to force no fruitless 
tears from him by eoiiifdaints. She goes, taking at his 
command J)er own — her apron and woollen garment.

* Youth’s joyous thouqhts, tho bloom of innocenco, 

The hopeful, truHtinf( (.pirit— for these treasurea 

I lijive ret'eivi’d from thee fur swt‘i*ter joys,

In one thiuff only thou renuihi'st my debtor,

And so she dcp.arts, amidst the tears of the indignant 
vassals, showering hle.s.siiigs on tho head of him in 
ti'hose sincere afibetions she still confided. 

Her touching farewell makes JVreival deoidy regret 
that he lijui ‘ repaiiyicT love with wo, and changed lier 
pure soul’s gentle harmony to jarring discord;’ but lie 
Itas no time to give \Vay to remorse, for tho queen ar- 
rives to put tj riselfla's virtue to tire third proof. Ho 
Avould fiiin have her rest satisfied with the previous 
trials, and accept lii.s contrition for what he had said 
an<l iloiie ; hut she, who thinks that there is ‘ truth in 
hate, but none in love,* Bup])oses that he shrinks from 
doubting the result, and iiolds to her stipulation. liCt 
him kneel, .and all shall he well. But no ; this 8ceinecJ>

not to compete with his honour. 

Tho fourth act brings before ns tho atern and earnest 
Odric. He docs not expres.s the compassion which 
nature must have wakened for his daughter ; and now

In vain does she show the purity of her love : he ivill

Poor Griselda! and yet wo love and nespect her .more 
in her sorrows than her prototype in her Iiappy ease. 
Her love i.s a pure, but nut a blind devotion ; and she 
feels that tlicre is something liighor and nobler than a 
servile, however ardent attachment. 

We think thaLom* rc.idi'rs will agree with us that 
the characters ale far more natural than Chadeer’s. 
There is nothing inconceivable in the eondm-t of the 
knight, who is liurried on, under strong excifenient, to 
trials of his wife’s affection, whicli last only for a day; 
and nothiMg but Avhat is truly religimis, dignifieil, and 
noble, us well as self-sacrificing, devoted, and liiinihle, 
in the love of Griselda. Our extracts liave rather hail 
in view to illustrate the .story, than to show specimens 
of the beauty of the poem, which vre conunend fo the 
perusal of onrfcaders.* All that the translator modestly 
asks, is credit for literalness of rendering. We may slate 
that the jnccc is elegant and beautiful. Save for one 
or tw'o geographical errors (such as making the Trent 
a Welsli fiver, and Staffordshire close to Wales), there 
is nothing to indicate a foreign origin. 


MY FRTEiND,.TllE POLYTECITNIST. 
IMv friend Baldric Grant goes among lii.s acquaintance 
by the name of the ingenious man. Hu resides in the 
suburbs of a e<*rtaiu great <’ity, just out of the smoke, 
the dust, and the turmoil, yetvitliin an easy distance 
of it. so as to have the benefit of the mechanical and 
seieiilifio fimilities which only a large town affords, and 
at the sanu? time enj(*y a «liie share of the healthful qua- 
lities of tlie <*ouittry, about whi<‘h Mr Gr.ant is not U.s8 
.solicitous. His house could be distinguished out (.f a 
thousand. Td begin with tlie ehinincys. There are Ihrte 
flues, capped witli the most eiirioiis eoiitrivanccs in the 
shape of siufike-eurers, that ean possibly fie conceived ; 
one strongly rescmhling a beer barrel, having a bole at 
each end, and an arrow above ; a sccornl wearing the .ap- 
pearance of a lady’s boniud, surmounted by a jiignon in 
zinc; while the third is of so imndescript a ehanictor, 
ns to stamp it with Mr (Grant’s fecit as legibly as if it 
liail been painted thereon. 1’he remaining flues are so 
mystified with levers, and wires, and iron plaies, in- 
tendcil to put an effeetuai stop to their mouths, in the 
event of any hack smoke dt seending, that llio respect- 
able meehanieian who undertakes the sweeping (hqiiirt- 
rnent is continually compelled to summon in Mr Grant's 
aid and counsel upon that hazardous ope ration. Kaeh 
stack of chimneys is ornamented with a JiyMT.iiyri^ilit 
iron rod, bearing a double copper spike at itscxtrennl'y, 
and altogether displaying a most sii.'spieious rcseiii- 
%lanee to a useful culinary instrument in reipiisition 
for tea-c.akes, only on » gigantic scale. A not lier iron 
rod nma all down the front of the lioiise, stopping at the 
dinin1?-rooin, wlicre it appears to ho attache*! to a com- 
bination of cog-wheels, whicli move a si-cond iron rod, 
and this icnetrates the wall. At its upp. r cml, the ro<l 
carries a wind vane, somewhat like an open pair of bel- 
lows. Besides these, there i.s a va«t tin sonp-plate, with 
a pipe in its centre, wdiicli carries down rain and hail 
into a gradiftted basin. IMr Gr.int is to be seen weeddy 
at the top of his house, going over nil these pieces of 
mechanism, looking throiigli his spectaides, and making 
little notes in a large pocket-book; and wlicii he <U;v 
Spends, he is able to tell one to. a droji liow much rain

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ft‘11 during the week, llis door-lamp is a good study, 
not only from the elegance of its shape, but from the 
I peculiar contrtvnnces it exhibits. Thus there are a 
:j smokc-tMui^uming gas-burner, and a smoko -conveying 
funru-1, and sundry other appurtenances, having refer- 
I ence to the intensity of the light, which no ordinary 
lamp can boast of. The neighbours biugh at it, adher- 
ing, with pig-headed perverseness, to the commonest and 
rudest forms of lights ; but the laugh is on Mr Grant’s 
side in reality, for his hall is nevcit^ smothered with 
sruolce, or his classic portico begrimed with soot. The 
knocker ft a bit of a curiosity, of a hybrid constitution, 
being a cross between an ordinary knocker and a bell- 
pull, and perform^ig the double duties of knocking and 
ringing simultaneously. 

On entering the house, there arc ^tvidences, even in 
the hall, of the rcfiiiod taste and remarkable ingenuity 
of the inhabitant. In the centre stands jv hot-air stove 
of Mr Grant’s invention, simple iji form, yet elegant, 
and of unparalleled utility, seeing that it dilfuscs the 
breath of summer through the whole mansion. No list 
margins or sand-hags arc recpiired for the doors of IMr 
Grant’s sitting-rooms. When they arc (opened, no rush 
of cold air enters. Catarrhs and rheumatisms arc un- 
known ill the family. Nor is tliis.all; for the constant 
genial temperature keeps a mass of in-door plants in 
undying beauty, so that the house is redolent with per- 
'furne all the year round. 

The parlour does not strike one at first as containing 
anything extraordinary, though the furniture, decora- 
tions, and ornaments harmonise, and are in the best 
, taste. But upon a closer scrutiny, IMr Grant’s inge- i 
nuity disidoses itself in numberless contrivances and 
; nick-knackeries. Thus there is an ivory index at the j 
; side of the fireplace, on which .arc enguaved ‘Coals, 
j Water, Visitors, , Tames, Grace.’ This is ooimected witli 
I the bell-pull, and answers to a corresponding index in 
the kitchen, and in the servants’ hall, so that orders are 
conveyed almost like magic. Tlion there h: an appa- 
ratus for catching all tlie dust of tlie fire, and sifting 
' out all the cinders, Mr Grunt, moreover, is a great 
I practical ventilator, and has succeeded in bringing in 
i fresh air from the outside of the house, through a pipe 

I which, p.assii.g behind the fireplace, obtains, by a simple I 
I contrivance there placed, sufficient heat to give it a 

I I comfortable temperature, ana enters the room in the , 
I centre of the floor, opening by a perforated plate. The 

perforations corresponding to some of the designs of 
the carpet, make the apparatus almost invisible ; while 
again t he ce ntral ceiling ornament is made to conceal 
llWIffBCft i?Ip5 Which lias communication with the chim- 
ney. Attentfcju is arrested by some singular brass 
meeh anismg againi>t the w'nll near the ceiling.* 
' Similar p ri| y!f mechanism a|^e to be found in every 
apart AeCHlfthe house. It is a. fire alaruin—I need not 
say of construction or design. They all commu- 
I nicate wmi some clock-work at the head of the stair- 
j case, xftar the bedrooms, and would, in the ovmit of the 
I occurn&^e of fire in any room, however remote, set a 
i g^^at ^ng at work, under which it must be one of 
the ScY^ Sleepers only who could rest undisturbed. 

I In UttleJiches scooped out of the wall are placed, with 
the charming good taste, various objects of virtu, 
one the antique, and a few models, 

gomem'^ nj^ pS^me of modern structures. Among 
of a dwelling-house, furnished witk 
all domestic appliances and improigpments, 

the anti-smoke cowls on the chimney 
jcops. --^w^}del takes to pieces, and on many a quiet 


winter’s evening forms the subject of an interesting dis- 
cussion with some new friend: it is a subject upon 
wliich good Mr Grant never was known to grow weary. 

Possibly a better idea of the excursiveness of Mr 
Grant’s inventive talent will appear from an account 
of a morning spent with him, than from any more 
formal detail. After a liberal use of the hybrid knocker, 
1 was admitted, and welcomed by Mr Grant and his 
eldest son in the hall. We then entered the brcakfiist 
room, at other times his peculiar sanctum, where we 
found Mrs Grant and the children waiting for ua. It 
was amusing to observe how perfectly familiar tliey 
appeared to be with the difl'erent objects of singular 
nppe:irance which surrounded us, while ordinary chil- 
dren w'ould have been all eyes and inouth.s thereat.

As for the mamma of the establishment, she is just 
the reverse of her husband. I don’t suppose she ever 
invented so much as a new pattern in anything in all 
her life: her forte lies in being thoroughly wcll-versc<l 
in the beaten track of things ; but she is an invaluable 
wife to my friend Baldric, who, with all his erratic 
temperament, ia ehiefiy guided by her pru<lence, and 
submissive to her gentle expostulation?. He feels tlnit

liar way of overcoming these little difficulties. He first 
cut holes into two of my breakfast cloths, and, to supply 
their place, made me a present of half- a- dozen new 
ones.’ Mr Grapf looked in a deprecating manner over 
the top of ^is spectacles, and sent one of his youthful 
philosophers for a certain little mahogany box, which, 
when brought to table and opened, was found to contain 
a minute steam-engine of the vibrating cylinder con- 
struction.

1 slioiiM say eofc-pots Ave^e ^ 
articles upon Avhich the greatest amount of liuman 'in- ■ 
gcmiity h.as ever been expended. ]Mr Grant's are ainmig 
Elbe most extraordinary I ever beheld, and to tliis^liour 
I am left in a stale horjjeriiig upon the exiiemc iff per- 
plexity with reference, to their con.-itniction. J c:in 
rciTi^mhcr that one posse.ssed a yiurnp, another a screw, 
a third a w'indlass, and a fourth a combi nation of gl.iss- ’ 
work and tin pipes ; but what is the proximate or ulti- 
mate rel|tion of these several jiowers ;:nd applications ; 
to the manufacture of simple drinkable colice, forms 
one of the insoluble prohlems of my mind.

MILITARY GLORY. 

Wk have often denounced the folly and criminality of 
war, hut nothing that we ever said on the subject was 
half so severe as w-hat is conveyedvgn the following 
brief statement by Count St Marie, a rreuch author,* 
on the lo^jes incurred by the war now i)rosecuting by 
his countrymen in Algeria. 

‘ Tiie sacrifice of men is proved by some vtyy correct 
Statistical account? wdiich have been kindly coninmni- 
cated to me. I find that the average mortality during 
fifteen years is 100 men per day, ip consequence of 
sickness or the fire (/f the enemy, making an annual loss 
I , of 36,500 individuals ; consequently, during these fifteen 
I ' years since the occupation, France must have lost 
j 54 7,500 men. The sacrilioc of money is thus calculated : 

I ■ Every year five millions of francs for the army over and 
above the ordinary pay which the soldiers won’d receive 
if they were in France ; two millions for the mivy ; two 
millions for persons employed in the <iiflereiit depart- 
ments of civil service; namely, the administration of 
the interior, of finance, of the <^f rivers and 

forests, and of the clergy ; and finally, one million for 
the secret fund, for ])re8ents and losses. All these items 
•form a total of ten millions of francs annually ; which, 
iiiultiidied by fifteen, for tha years of occupation, gives 
tlie sum of one hundred and fifty millions. This ap- 
pears enormous, but is nevertheless below the mark ; 
for the 547,500 deaths must he taken inh:i account. 
Each of the men who have perished in Algeria cannot 
have cost less than two liundred aqd seventy-four 
francs. It must have been necessary to prepare stations, 
with allowances to support them on their^ march from 
the interior to the place of embarkation ; to convey 
them and ]m)vide for them in vessels often hired from 
I commercial companies; to clothe and arm Uietn; to 
nurse them in the hospitals, and leave them their shirts 
to be buried in. Thus, tlie whole amount is absorbed 
in a minimum sum assigned to each of the dead, with- 
out taking account of the living ; from which it may 
he inferred that the cnormoms figure of one hundred 
and fifty millions docs not represent one -fourth of the 
real amount.* 

There is much in tiiis to engage the serious attention 
of our neighbours, who, from ft thoughtless admiration 
of military parade and coniiucst, are apt to overlook the 
cost which they are achieved. Let us endeavour to 
analyse the loss stated by Count St Marie. We begin 
with the loss of life. He says the war has already cost 
the lives of 547,500 men. This loss tells on tlie nation 
f difll'&icnt ways. In the first place, there is the 

loss of each man, valued as a machine. Every human 
being, from l.is birth till tlie time he is able to earn his 
• ov^^yiiniood, is a source of expense: he consumes^ 
fi^ffi^Klothing ; requires to he lodged, educated, and 
atteiulcd to ; and all ‘this is so much expen- 
' of capital. His rearing must be viewed as an 

■■ 'eterprise, voluntary or involuntary, on the part of 
parents ; and the reasonable expectation is, that there 
N will be a^tu|0 for tlie outlay when the [^outk is 
; capable of jjp^&Srtion. In estimating such outlay, we 
! put out question parental hopes and anxieties, 

and coqflK^rselves merely to the subject of ex-

There 
is something substantial, so to speak, for the industrious 
man to cling to— sonietliiug he may get hold of. How 
different is his condition in a poor country 1 There he 
may be diligent, and yet scarcely realise wherewithal for 
his subsistence. Toiling in the ihidst of poor, he also of 
necessity is poor. In degree, suidi is the relative con- 
dition of the Frencli operatives at the present moment. 
Altlibugh they may be reailsii^ w^ages higher than 
would paid under a broader sj^tem of competition, 
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these wages arc lower than tht)se usually paid in this 
country; and the reason for tliis is, that France has 
been drained by wars; capital has not had liberty to 
aceutnuhite. Thus the few, with all their monopoly of 
labour, do not get rich. And if we reduce tliis few to 
still fewer, just so much the poorer will they Injcome.

Frtince may thus be said to liave alrc^uly sufilred, 
from its war in Algeria, a loss of one hundred iiiiHlons i*f 
pounds! Yet this sum, enormous as it is, feebly repre- 
sents the complicated injury which France has Mi.stained 
from tlii.s unfortunate enterprise, ("onfming our view 
only to the efllv'ts of the war on the national finances, 
it is oviilent that the drainage of riioiu^y, without any 
adequate return, greatly iiKTeases the amount t»f taxa- 
tion. To raise the re<iuired sums to support the war, 
heavy duties are impo.sed on imported articles; aiul be- 
sides limiting commerce, this inllicta many evils on the 
eonuriunity. Nor is the injury confined toFrama-. All 
[latioibs have a mutual depemlencc and connexion. If 
the French are impoverished, how can they trade ad- 
vantageously with their neighbours? In a sense the 
manufacturers of Maficheslor, lveed.s, and Jiinningliam 
are almost us much concerned in the extinction of the 
Algerine war as are the shopkeepers of Taris. 

These may be pronounced ufilitaiian views; but if 
by tins is meant that an advocacy of peace is suggestive 
of* no exalted or poetical emotions, we slumld humbly 
bog to differ. AVbat can there be eimohiing in the 
thought of thousands of pour men dragged fnun their 
honu'S to (lie in mortal agony under the scorehing sun 
of Africa? What mure alllicting or abasing n siieetaele 
than long trains of w agon-loads of wretches abandoiRMl 
to die ill the des(jrt, or by the ferocious onslaught of 
honles of Arabs ? What is tliero in the following ac- 
count to raise one's notions of military glory ? We give 
the w'ords of the Count St Jilarie ; — 

‘ What a sad 6])cctaclc was this! Throe hundred 
brave men mutilated, and w'oni out by fatigue and suf- 
- fering, not even ^leriiiittcd to die traiu^uilly in an hospital 
bed. I was assured that every day fresh convoys were 
pursuing the same route; and if ilie men do not speedily 
recover or die, they are removed to make rfioni for 
others ; thus cucounteriiig the fatigues 8f apotber long 
journey, to be transferred to anothec It^'ljftal. The 
consequence is, .that these invalids fr^^gmtly perisli on 
the road. The last wagon of the passed ih>u- 

tained the dead bodies of two ui 4 foi!^ilm& men who liad 
perished by being exposed to tto^ill air of the defiles, 
and their fevered and shiverii^P^b'lKnrades seemed to 
envy their fate. I was deeply moved at the sight of 
these poor fellows, as the wwotis drove slowly post us. 
Their features were drawn, tneir eyes wild, their clothes 
tattered ; but in spite of all this misery and suiferiug, 
each one grasped his musket' 

It is impossible to believe that such enlightened men 
as the present king of the French ftnd his minister M. 
Guizot can be sincerely favourable to the African war, 
or to any kind of war. Wo find, indeed, M. Guizot on 
a latc.occasion asking what is to preserve the security 
of France in Europe, and answering (not free trade, ty 
upright government, pr^tlic moral and intellectual aef*

Withotit exercise, also, the contraetile 
power of the heart and large arteries is feebly exerted ; and, 

' though sutlieioiit to carry the blood to the ult innate tissue, 

; it is nevertheless not strong enough to carry it through with 
the rapidity necessary for health. The ultimate tissue 
I being thus filled faster than it is emptied, congestion takes 
I place in those delicate and important vessels which eom- 
! pose it ; as well as in the large veins, the office of which is 
‘ to convey the blood from the tissue to the hcfirt. One of 
( the chief conditions of the body, in that gtuieral ill state of 
health usnally denominated ‘ indigestion,’ is congestion of 
blood in the nJtimate tissue of our organa — the brain, tl)c 
lungs, the spinal niarrowr, the stomach, the ganglionic 
system, the liver, bowels, and all the organs couceiiied in 
tiic nutrition of the body. When the system, tlicrcfore, uii-

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Spirit ol' tlie in which their writers lived. The rays 
of light which, they throw indirectly upon the manners 
and niorjilf^ of tlic times are especially useful, to give cor- 
rectness aik'i individuality to that vague outline, whieh 
is all that, a regular historical narrative commonly pre- 
» scuts. Considering their value, they have never been 
, u^cd as they deserved; and the history writers of the 
! list century, even the most eminent, such as Ilume, 
j often seem not to ho aw arc tliat they existed. 

Sir Henry, in all, has given us^ties time above two 
liundred letters, and has added to thoSi, in t.hcj sli.apc of 
I prefaces ^nd explanatory notes, a body of information 
j wliieh is* always worth attctition, and often more 
i amusing than the context. In such a mimber, and 
; from such a v.'i^’cty of v^riters, there is, as might he 
j expected, a great dillerence of stylo and suhjcct. The

i i To write a letter in the middle ages was no joke — a 
I ' task which none h.it a priest ('r a scribe by pn)f(ission 
jj would willingly encounter. Letter- writing in these

Tlie cultivation of the Freneh language in our rnonas- . 
terie.s continued till tluvr dissolution; but it was the 
old Norman-French, sn(;h as was used in the law courts 
— a ilialect of which still survives in .ler.sey and Ouern- 
sey — and which had begun to diller widely from the : 
vernacular of P’rance. The great seminary for its ac- 
quisition was at Stratford, near the site of the present 
Victori.i Park, on tlie east of London.

Among the iiuiny features of society wdiich arc thus 
set before ii.s, it wouhl be very natural that, at a limo 
wlieii war was the husiness of men’s lives, it sliould 
form the principal staple of their letters. But excepting 
one Latin epistle, hrietly reporting the surrender uf a , 
castle ill tlie time of the Conqueror, perliap.s the earliest ' 
Phiglish military despatch on record, and another giving 
a eireiiinstantiul necoiint of the fourth and last expedi- 
tion of Pidwurd in. into Scotland, nothing purely mili- 
tary occurs ; while above a third of them are oceuiiicd 
with details of money transactions, ui)on which these > 
warlike princes seem to have been fully as anxiously 
hciit as ourselves. The feudal system, which answered I 
admirably for the purposes of mere defence, and to keep 
society stationary, proved a dead failure wdieu it came , 
to wars beyond the seas which were at all protracted. : 
For such, money was equally necessary then as now ; ! 
and money could only be procured, at enormous into- > 
rest, frohi the Italian bankers. It was about tliis time i 
that the successful manufacturing elForts of the Floreii- i 
tines brought them into commercial dealings with difle- 
rent countries of I’kiropc, and thence arose the estabUsh- , 
ment of banks. In a short time Florence became the j 
centre of the inone^ transactions of every commercial i 
country of Europe, and bee merchants and bankers 
aecumiilatcii great wealth. Every monarch of Europo ! ! 
Iiad to do with tlie Italian money-lenders more or less ; i ' 
and, as a general rule, the greater the conqueror, the I 
greater was tlie debt. Thus we find (letter 19) the 1 
magistrates of Florence writing to Edward III., to in- 
tieal him to do something for the society of the Bardi, j 
whom they describe as utterly ruined (ficti sunt de In- \ 
CAtpktibm egeni), in consequence of his non-payment of | 
his debts. „ | 

i The Bardi and the Peruzzi of Florence wore at this I 
time the two greatest bankro^-houscs of Europe* In i 
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; tlic* Iburth yc'ar of his reign, the llanii undertook to 
' supply the king witii twenty pounds sterling daily, for 
j the space of one year, and all the euKtoms of the realm 
M'crc assigned to them in payment. In the following 
year, the same company are i*e]>resented as having en- 
gaged to provide one thousand marks per month, ft>r 
one year, towards the expense.^ of tlie household ; ami 
the new and f»ld eu.stoins in J^ondoii and cdsowhure were

writing to comfort him. ‘ Wo have understood,’ lie 
I writes ‘most serene prince, that the falcon called the 
I ( -yprhm, which avc sent to you, is dead, wliieh distresses 
I us much, as wc liear that it gave* groat comfort to you. 
But wo have otlier hawks as good, or better, of which 
fioiibt not >vc will send you one, if the roads permit.’ 
The same distress for money, liowcver, \vhicli even the 
acquisition of a now liaivk could not long assuage, runs 
1 uninterruptedly through tlie rest of tlie epistles, in 
1 letter 2n, we have Michael Steno, the Doge of Venice 
himself, pressing King Henry IV. about the payment 
of eight hundred marks, owing to one ^ntonio Heinho. 
from the Duke of Norfolk ; and the series of royal neces- 
sities terminates in a petition from the iiuliaflpy Henry 
Vr. to the abbot of Edmonslmry, praying for the l«iun 
of a hundred marks (about seventy pounds sterling) 
preparatory to his marriage ; so low had the disasters of 
the French wars reduced tlie roj^l treasury of Kngland, 
The second portion, embracing the reign of Henry 
VIH., abounds with letters of the greatest interest, as 
elucidating the history of the momentous times of the 
Reformation, but which, for obvious reasons, w ould re- 
quire a qpnstant historical commentary to render tbeir 
story intelligible. We prefer to select from among 
them those which throw a passing light on the man- 
ner.s and feelings of the times.

Jt is gencr.'illy known that, from time to time, attempts 
hav<* been made to jnit together pieces of macliiiUTV 
Avhieli should be capable of mimicking the human voice. 
'I'licse attempt' have been, to the present hour, only 
very paitisRy successful : the iniitatiou has been rude, 
niech.'inie, and unnatural.

lor tlic jfiinp.lc purpose of kieping the unbreccUed ma.s- 
tor and myly- Hedged mibs out of harm’s way. It was 
lately my fortune to stumble upon a veritable ilame'.s 
ivhool, in one ol» those few jdaies where alone, perliaps, * 
.such a thing euuld now exist in thi.s eouutry--'rt burgh ■ ' 
of traditionary importance, .situated iijinte ofl‘ the Ihgh- , 
way of modmn improvement, ami preservinir all the 
citernal linoameiits in ulnch it Jiad rejoiced ono or two 
centuries ago, along with in.aiiy of iJie customs .and pre- i i 
judices of ft fornuT age. ; 

I had attended the exau.inatioii oC the regular scliools . . 
of thi.s pl.me. and fuuml llieni, in many respects, ere- 
ilit.ihlv' eomlmded. There was, I v\,u then told, another 
fane cf learninc — a ibime's rehool — to which the autho- 
rities deemed it necessary to pay some degree of atten- 
tion, and which Omy wefc now to visit. Iwas asked, 
.and gladly consented, to acconq'anj' them; for I con- 
ceiv'od that thus I shoubl be cn.ibled to te.st tlic qiU'Stion 
of the necessity for tlic training of teachers as well as 
of chiblrcii. 

The «li.spositii»n in which the thllowhjij^outlint of a 
dame's srhool is dr.iwn, l.s anvthiin; but that of making 
aiiuisuiiicnt out vT .i matter vit.il to the pioNi'ci’ts of 
jiiy portion of tlu; eoininunil}'. This ff.il liful sketcii is 
ofi'crul in the belief tliat nothing is more likely to im- j, 
piTsi the udvantiigi.s ol^early training, when ]>ri)]MTly ' ' 
managed, th.an a just ilelinc.iricn oJ‘ the e»;nsei[;ienees 1' 
resulting from a defective svstem. It is only the more L 
painful, not the more amu.sing, to find a dash of the r 
ludicrous in any of lln‘ details. 11;' i a tot.il wamt of ), 
eapaeit} i^ the ti aeher. or of inleliigi nee in the eliildren, j 
been manifest ill this inslanci*, it eonld neva'r have oc- 
curred to uttimpr. giving Ibe moral of the Scene. As, I 
huweviT, the entire inUtakc iip|)earul to lurk in the 
wauit of .ail Allrtive plan of education, it certainly did 
seem worth vvhib* trYim; Imw'^ it vv.3uld look amidst the 
many sulvance.s plivsical, intellectual, rational, moral, 
and 'religious, vvliie'li rdniracterise the modem school- 
ffstem. 

A little money h.ad been given to the old hidy to e.x- 
pend on uri/es ; and slieiliad laid it out in a neighbour- 
ing towilon the previous afternoon (which was siie- 
cially cilited .a half-holiday for the purpose) in- the 
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purchase of as luany prizes, consisting of cliOap Testa- 
ments and picture-books, as aftorded one for every 
single scholar til her school amounting to sixteen ! 
Despite the expected distribution of prizes, not above 
half the corhjdenieiit of children was found assembled 
A\dH‘n we entered the little back kitchen ■where they 
occupied a few dark benches— being one of two small 
apartments wherein the selioolmistress held lier state. 
It now appeared that, with a majority of the scholars, 
almost every day -was a hnlf-liolidajt! They were, it 
seems, generally employed at inid-flay- by their parents 
to carry dinner to one moiiihcr or amither of the hiniily 
■working at a distance; and althoiigli they might have 
afterwards returned to* school, they were exfrctncly apt, 
under the screen of this pi(»us duty, to stay^ away lor 
the remainder of day. 

This, and other dclinqiicncit's. the selioolmistress 
seemed to iipprcejato as grievances ti^to be laid liefore 
the reverend examipators ; onti‘rtaining, apparently, no 
idea that slie ouglit to havi* been able of hjT own autho- 
rity to put an oml to them. 

'J’he old lady and her hive were palpably ])reparrd 
for our reception on this august occasion. She met us 
at the doer very neatly dressed, with quite thq air of an j 
antiquated belle, and a curtsy of the last century, that 
wmuld not have disgraceil La Gitrofr or Le MinuHdv hi j 
Cour. Along with this came a jiatronising shake of 
the hand, and an iiujiiiry after tl^e welfare of several 
individuals in whom she seemed to feel a keen interest. 
WJicn wx* liJid taken our seats in the sclioolroom, the 
• old lady ventured to turn the discourse upon the news 
of the day. She observed that there had been a dread- 
ful lire in NcwfonTulland. Tliis, liowevcr, led unfortu- 
nately to the declaration— somewhat lieterodux, wo fear, 
in clerical ears- that she ]ireferred making llie children 
read the newspapers rather than the Hihle/whieli, she 
averred, gave them ‘ a iminotonous tone of voice T This 
soon cut short all preliminaries. Tlie examination was 
now commenced by the schoolmistress. 

* Conie, Agnes,,! she cried, suddenl}^ poilneing upon a 
timid little child ■who sat on the nearest form, appa- 
rently in a state of blank unconsciousness. Agnes, 
however, was in no hurry to comprehend the invitation ; 
and the dame, stretching fortli her hand, Iwmght the 
child to her knee by a sudden jerk, veiTing lier round 
towards the company with anotlicr twist, which set the 
poor little creature a-crying. 

‘What's that?’ eoniimied the dame a — a — a.’ 
(Great emphasis and impatienci* on thi> lust.) ‘ Wliut’s 
A for? Wluit does your mother givi- you when you’re 
a good girl? Why, cliiM, A’s for a/ffdcl Yuu’Il get 
no apple; for you’re not a gooil girl. >Vell, llien, wdiat's 
IJ for'? IVs for hook.’ Afuics, however, could nut he 
prevailed upon to open her mouth ; and iinleed, had slie 
been inclined, w'ouhl liave felt some dilliculty in inter- 
jecting an answer to the rapid succession ol "interroga- 
tories from schoolmistress. At li-ngth, by giving 
the child a p oise, slu* got lier to ri'cognisc I). But ibis 
was not enough, inless she (•ould also toll trhal J) tras 
forf Failing to indicate the slightest knowledge of Hit. 
‘important fact that I) is for ^log, poor Agiu>s was dis- 
missed to her scat ; hut not igiiominioiisly, as it was 
stated by the dame that Agnes, notwithstanding all 
this, was the best girl in the school. ^ 

Johnny, a neatly-dressed little boy, Avas next culled 
up, and promptly responded to the Muumons, bringing 
^vith him a stand, wlience depended a hoardtwith rows 
of words in one syllable. Johnny was heralded as ilic 
m^t scholar of liis age in the school. He certainly 
managed to read olT a few' of the first w^rds of three 
letters, as ape, f>ad, rat, </op, Ac. making sure work 
of them first spelling them carefully over. But ho 
brokp in attempting something else, and returned 
to quite as triumphantly as Agnes ; the school- 
making proclamation to all whom it might cou- 
Johnny had done well. We subrcquently 
the scholastic history bf Johnny, whj^e praise 
even the partial dame herself had qualified, b;|^ allowing 


that he was ‘ tricky.’ It seems he had been formerly 
sent to the principal school; hut on receiving some very 
slight chastisement from the master, wiis, by his too in- 
dulgent parents, transferred to the tutelage of the dame. 
He had not been long there, however, ere lie rebelled 
.against the dame’s authority, and rushing to the school- 
room door, ]>roclaimcd his irreverent defiance to the 
world. 

The more advanced classes, which had reached the 
dignitj' of ri'ading verse ahoul from the New' Testament, 
and of learning off by rote verse about from a Scripture 
par.'i])hrase or hymn, wore now called up, but disclosed 
considerably more forwardness lliau profitdency. The 
sclioolmistrcs.s wished to have a book to ace>ompany 
them ; and iiistc.'ul of one hook, slie liad all the hooks 
ill the class successively thrust into Irr hand, notwith- 
standing that she ‘ jishuwcd’ and ‘ ])liooed,’ and indulged 
in u perfect volley of pungent sarcasms on the absurdity 
of the children Mipposiug that she could read so many 
books at once, or that one Avas not sufiicient ! We might 
have infiTi’od, from thi; little altercation that ensued on 
this subject, that the chihlren AA'cre in the habit of being 
separately taught, instead of being trained in classes. 
But wc soon found thsit they were actually atHicted by 
the w'orst features of botli plans, without attaining the 
advantages of either. Incontrovertible evidenee of tliis 
came out rather unexpectedly on the recitation of tlie 
paraplirasi*. 

‘ Close your book, Jenny,’ said the selioolmistress 
with authoritatiA'c asperity, d’ho hook avus closed. 

‘ JSow say your paraphrase — “ ( )h happy is the man w'ho 
hears 

‘ I wasna told to learn a paraphrase,’ saiil Jenn}'. 

‘Told, Jenny Watson! You ware told! So just go 
on — “ Oh hapi>y-; — ” ’ 

Jenny persisted" that slie had n<-t been told. It ■was 
Maggy and Mary who were to say the paraphrase. 

‘ Gentlemen!’ exOaimod tin* little Aroman, breathless 
w'ith indignation and astonishment, ‘ they irare told to 
get a paraiihrase, every one of tliein ; ami tliey had all 
the week to learn it, besides all yesterday afternoon wdien 
I was in ’ 

The rcA'ercnd genthanen assured the irate dame that 
they wore quite ready to hear Maggy and .Alary, and to 
excuse Jenny. 

‘IShu’t your hook, ATaggy ; Atary, shut your book.’ 
(The dame held Mary’s luiok herself. Children notice 
.and take advantage of tliese fits of unconsciousness, 
Avhich should never be exhibited to them.) 

Alaggy, wiio was now in eirccl dux of the class, vice 
JeniiA, commcnco.ii witli manifest reluctance us fol- 
lows : — ‘ So is the sinner’s hope eut oil- ’ 

‘So is the sinner’s hope eat off!’ rapidly and ironically 
echoed the dame. ‘ Didn't 1 tell you that you were to 
say “ Gh happy is the man ? ” ’ 

* No, ma’am ; you said we were to get “ The rush 
may rise.’” 

‘ Well, then, go on with “The rush may rise.”’ 

Alaggy, liavinj»- thus carried the point of selection, pro- 
ceeded, but Avitli the stnoml instead of the first verse of 
the sixth pt.raphrase : — 

‘ So is tlie sinner's Iinpp rut off ; 
nr, if it tnvnsKHit ris{‘, 

'Til like tjfo spider's airy web, 

From every breath tliat flies.' 

Hero she once more stuck fast: nor could Ata^ 
assist her. Alary, as it turned out, having got the tight 
paraphrase— ‘ Oh happy is the man, &c.’— but com- 
mencing at the third verse ! Conviction flashed on the 
mind of the schoolmistress, * Oh hoi* she cried, ‘ I’m 
.as cunning as you. I’ll tell you what you’ve done: 
you've learned every one of you the third verse of the 
wrong paraphrase I ’ 

This great triumph of the dame’s own 'penetration 
seemed to her fully to countervail the reiterated failures 
of her ckvltes ; and dismissing this class, the catechism 
eli^s was next called up. They^ucoceded only in pcnc- 
tjjfutinj^ the metaphysical jurcana jgf a few of the first 
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questions in the Assembly’s Shorter Catecihism. And 
this, with a few spellings of an equally abortive east, 
coneluded the woful farue of the dame’s school exami- 
nation.

' boy. Tlie distribution of the Testaments was clfecfcd 
I very much to the disadvantage of tlie absentees ; tlio«e 
'I present putting in too .substantial claims to tliem, bj' 

1 ! severally answering in the negative to the dame’s in- 
I ' qniry whether they liad jjoi a Testament already, d’o 
! ' one little girl the dame .stated lier jiositive eonvietnm 
j ' that she had a Te.stainent. The little girl maintained. 

I liowover, that the book wa| her .sisters. For those 
' wlio had absented thonisolvesThero remained, therefore, 

I ' nothing better than the picture-books at hist.

Jf 
land sella high, it will iiauirall> he inferred tliat it also Ids 
high in Fiance; and the fact is lel uatly so. as is ineidentally 
noticed hy Siainoiidi. Here the (piestioii arises- -Does the 
system of small iJrop(Ttios and farms yi< Id Hie great{*st 
aniouiit of not aaricuUm-al }»roduee ? 'Phis «iuestion has 
been solved allirmatively by I' rencli < eonoiiiisis, statesmen, 
and agriculturists of the. highest authority. It i.s more 
than twe-nty ycav ■ since iMr Maeenlloeh, in the Kdinhurgh

(Minfortalso 
daivned upon thorn m the. iliaiie of Avork, many luboui* 
er.s being reqiiVd during the siimmor to put the olil 
iiouso ami the r.iiiinl iiltiei..'. and the neglected grounds 
inttJ di'cenl. order. 

It Avas not an interesting country; for it Avas tlat, 
Avitli liitlo’.Av.odmg, cutup into smuirfur/e-fonced fields, 
cultivated a slovenly nu^ncr— the mrrnerous hdVeU 
scattered oicr it only adding to the forlorn appearance 
of the ?0'*^‘.'ry b}' their half-ruiiied condition. The 
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i redeeming foiitiire of the landseapo was a clear trout 
i stream, Vlii(di ran gaily along through broad greim 
' meadows. In the distance, far away, were the gray

■ ntaii and a maid were on a nimhle hehimi ; <nsi<Ic were

! ness; the otlier an emaciated mv^alid, ilrc^sed in a 
mourning wrapper, ami leaning against a pile of 
cusliions. A ragged crowd liad^uen gradually gather- 
ing on the lawn from the moment it heeame known 
that tlie carriage was eomieg. on whom the invalid lady 
faintly smiled as slu* was teiiderW a.ssestcd into the 
house bylier hn.shaiid ; but ilic shout of welcome proper 
, to such oci'asions had di(‘d away ere fnlly awakened, so 
. worn,, so faded was lu*r form ; and when tlieir 
, master stood gravely before tiiern, h.it iii band, and 
' bowing bov allround, retiud and elosod the door, tlie 
tattered mob, snlidi:e»l to jjcrte* t <j(ind, siUntly dis- 
persed, liittlc was known ef the squire or his family 
, for some days. The llirce servants - 1 110^,1 wo maids and 
the man — heing all ruTtberns, n’quired no < xtra lulp in 
their emplovmcnts ; .and Inivmg jdeiity to occupy them, I 
tli'jy liad no time to sjiare tbr gi-ssiiurig, so tliat the j

• driven ty lier Imsbaod, and attiaideil by tiie young 
lady, who, it vai? qiii(. kly urnb'rstood, was a niece, and 
not a danghler. Ami soon it vvas reimirkid that she 
looked less )):vlo and less \anguid ; umi then she w'as 
.seen to try a litrli* w.alk — first in the garden, next in 
the -meadows, ami then along the licMs on her lius- 

• bajid's arm. All were interested in tlu-m ; ho was so 

• devoted to her, she was so g('ntle and so kind, smiling 
on all whoiu she met, and ofJcri speaking to them. 

. The party \rere lookeil for on their daily rounds, 
and very rroud was the cotter’s wife who was first 
.'isked for a .seat by her rnikeil lie.'rlh for her wearied 
lady. • 

Jt was cold, and bare, and comfortless the cabin into 
I W’hich Mrs Grey was iiitroddfed, not without design, by 
: her liusband. Furniture, food, fuel, wearing apparel, all 
seemed wanting. A roof in holes, a floor dimip ami 
uneven, two panes of glass for a wdndow, one of them 
broken, and stuffed with straw ; .'i door that did not tit, Ji 
pot, a 9 to(d, a table-leaf turned up against JJie wall ; no 
fire, no light, no work going forward, and near a dozen 
dirty, balf-naktul children squabbling with a fug, whose 
' f^Jtranee they were bent on preventing— this was the 
pi<*.ture pfe*«ente<l to eyes used only to scenes of liixurjq 
Mrs G-rey surveyed it in silent surprise*. She looked round 
her again, theu" lixtd Jier gaze upon her husband, then 
glanced at the poor curtseying woman, w'hose pinched 
; f'*alure 9 and dirty. r ago si-anty clothing proved tlicAill 
1 truth of l|er niisery ; then bowing her face jdown into 
; her hands' she reheved her oii()rossfid heart b|r a burst of 
j j xeais. Tt was known that she wore her mourning garb 


for all her children. One after the other she had mn sed 
these delicate plants from their cradle to tbeir grave, 
only preserv'ing one for a few y^ears, to feel its loss at 
last more bitterly. The miserable woman before lier, 
used to wretchedness, felt none of the desolation of her 
dwelling, and thought the .sight of the healthy grou]) of 
Ivalf-sHvages she was so proud occasionetl this anguish. 
But Mrs Grey was not sviHering from regret alone; she 
was enduring for the first time the feeling of self- 
reproach — awalcemng to the selltshness of her unavail- 
ing sorrow. It eaTiie upon her in this nielancholy cabin 
■ — the spirit of life flasliing on Ikt prostrate soul —th.-it 
she was murmuring against her Go<l’.s irillictions ; wast- 
ing her oxistenec on her own griefs, while a world t)f 
misery lay open before lier, some of the bitterness of 
which she might c.vcrt herself to relieve. In a moment 
her nature seemed changed; new energies rose within 
her ; lier life seemed to begin again. 

Mr Grey was of aNorthnmbcrbind family, some time 
settled in Belfast as merchants, in which professioi\ he 
hatl been prosperously^ engaged from lus yontli. His 
wife was C(»nsi<lerably y|unger than Inrnself- tin* ( hild 
of hiKury, spoih'd Uvth in her enrh’ ;iml her later honv, 
ill litte«l to resist adversity, which had fallen upon lu rin 
the tenderest part of tho heart’s alfeetiona. 'J'lu* blight 
had ( rushed her; and all fne.ans failing to restore her 
health of mind or bodv while remaining anmng the 
scenes of her sorrow, Mr Grey detfnnined upon retiring 
from business, aii increase of fortune being now iu» 
object to a childless man; and he hoped that the pur- 
chase of land, hy giving a new direction to Ins active 
powers, would in time alleviate the grief that he.ivily 
oppre-^sed Ills own lu’art, ami nmse in s(»me ilegTei* tl-v 
sjiirits of his wife from the state «;f complete de];re^'’ion 
into whi<‘h she luid f.dleii. '('he iK gleeted (’ondition of 
this ptartieular Yifopcrty was no drawl)a»-k in a ease '-m'h 
as his, where employment that would interest, and .d‘-o 
compltdolyMX’cnpy him, was an object. A higher :nm 
no noble mind could have, and ids success iii schemes 
so reasonah.ly prc»jccted vv;irt tqn.al to the moderate e,\- 
pectations a man c»f his s.igacity had only formed. He 
passed a IwelvernoMtli in Ids new abode, apjiarently 
doing little towards its improv'cment, liis wiftAs reviving 
heultli appearing to be his principal interest. Yet he 
was qnierly'^ ar’quaii.tiog himself thoroughlv with the 
(‘har.ae.tcrs of his ])eople, the emiabilities of his laml, and 
the ciindition of his neigMihouffi; and lie was arranging 
in his w’ell - ordered mind th'o^|fthn of igicrations wliic'n, 
almost imperceptibly, I’hanged thi.s scene of des(»I.iln)n 
into a living reality of liundde comfort. 

lie found a imnicroiis tt'nantry, the desrendanls of a 
few origiti.als, who, at each successive death, ilividing 
and subdividing among their families farms once of n- 
speetuhle .size, had dwindled for the most part into a mob 
of pauiK*r liil)<>un‘rs, all married, without regular employ- 
ment, dwelling in half-ruined hovels of the mcanebt de- 
scription, and destitute even of neoeflsaries. Tho few .-^till 
in tlie possession of a remunerating number of acres lived 
in houses little better than tliose of their more wretched 
neighbours. I«plenK*nts of husbandry were few, fences 
were neglected, gates to tho small field's unknown, offices 
not thougnt of. Sonic of the less indigent had an old 
shed or two they used for farming purposes, the rest 
winnowed their saelrof grain on a hill-top against tho 
wind, after thrashing it in their kitehen. Course of crop- 
ping they had none ; k^nts and potabies siiceceded each 
other till the e.xhaustc*<i boil would yield no more, .when 
it waa left to weeds hy way of resting it In general, 
there were few cuttle to house. A couple of cows, whose 
calves were sold tliat there might he more butter imule, 
was the usual complement on these patches, with some 
inisenible-looking young horses, which w-ero to make 
their owners* fortunes some fine day, and, liki* the (*ovvs, 
(k'pended for their winter’s provision on mieadow hay. 
Their only profitable stock was, pigs, which roamed 
about at will in numbers; but the very ^bjeet 
being without this useful membev of the liousi*holil. 
Uno, in fair condition, was almost always to be found 
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I near tivery dirty (ioorway. Ho livod with tlio fatnil}', as 
! (lid tlio fowls, all Hliariiif? their jiieals together ; with this 
i (lifri renee, that while the iiuid-floor performed the part 
I ol’ dish lo tli(‘ animals, the tnnied-down table-leaf dhl 
; that for the liuirian seetion of tli(? eomjiany, the 

i n< 11- '?.! earned potatoes being lieaped on it from the pot 
' M it bout further ])reparation. I’otatoos formed the only 
foo^l tlie gre.'iter part of the people liad it in tlndr power 
to aiUsrd thems(‘lv(*& few nine months in tlu; year at least 
- - llie nine months of i)lenly. In spring, wlmn th(; hut- 
ti r-niilk began to be phaity, ])otatoes ln‘gan to be scarce ; 
and tben came the tiireo miserable nionths which almost 
l*r()uglit starvation with tlun» to tlie unemployed, jind 
from which the poverty of all cl:is.‘,es principall} Kpriiin*; 
for the Corn of the smaller farmers had been soM cith(*r 
to in;d,e lip t)i(‘ lent, or for want of a granary to keep it 
in, when th<‘y re(iuire«l llie straw for fodder. Meal mu>t 
1'.' lo'd, an<l it was bought from the mangers- a cla-s 
who. afuT all, f.'.r fnan hittened, merely strut: ^ed for 
(‘\ .(t nci‘ Oil tliC destitution of their pci rs. Tlie manu'-rs 
I'oneht \N holesalc. in siULunm, cheap-- -to sell m spriIU^ by 
iil.d, tleiir ; auii when they ‘^«vo (Tidil. v. iindi w.as

liiit .Mr drey gave no relief unearned; neither money, 
no,’ goods, nor even adviee. It w'us also knoivn that he 
ro'.trleUii the charilJihlc donatioms of his lady to tin* 
.swk and tlie age<l. With the exception of employing a 
]»relly (.onsiderahle b.iml of labourers, he seemed to let 
inaUcrs take almost tlu'ir u.siial course, while he looked, 
eahnly (»n (hiring this first winter; hut with the aji- 
proacli of spring he roused to gri'iiter activity. 

At lh(* November gale ho had received the rents him- 
S(‘]f, taken what money was brought to him, ami entered 
every e\eime made in ilefualt of ))ayment in the no! e- hunk 
of facts, and regtstcnul what the smiiUer tenants felt 
against them, lie then intimated his n'suif^ption of tlu* 
d»*incaiu\ ami early in the following season he lik'gan in 
good (arnest hi.s labours upon it.

NICHOT/S THOUGHTS ON THE SYSTOI

If the order an«l sci|ncnco Avhich Ave obsen'C in tliing.s 
around us bo in any »legree an expression of the laws by 
Avhieh the Almighty sustains the universe, then is the 
study of natural jihenornena, with a view to the eluci- 
dation of a system, one of the highest Kims that can 
occupy the Yunnan understanding.

And this civility )>ri)ceeded I'nan no 
hope of incrc.j.scd‘fci*s, but from j;oo(l-broedinjr, and the 
absence of false shtuno ; for in notliing is the supe- 
riority of thcjle continental inns more manife.st than in 
the* gt'neral disnsc of the troublesome a!id unsatisfac- 
tory i)ractico in this country of payinjj waiters and 
chainhcrnuiids. A charge of tcnpence per da}' (one 
franc) is n'snally made fur attendance, and then nothing 
is expected by any one ; so that tliere is no danger citlier 
of under or ovcr-payineiit in tins resfpect. 

Oil several matters on which a traveller lu.ivAvont 
infornuition frinted notices are hung iip, frei|ncntl\' in 
throe languages— German, French, and English. The 
English, however, is sonietiincs rather ludicrous ; as 
ludicrous as our attempts to write Gennan or Enncli 
probably often are. 'I'lie following, which 1 <-«>picd, 
relates to tlie feeing-svstem just uientioncd: -

over, when a person mrends to stay more tipi'i a i!ay "r 
tw'o in any place, lie may of'.en veducc his coarc s \o 
live or six siiillings per day, by removing lo boanilng- 
hoiise (sometimcfl iu oomiexiou wirli the hin), whuh 
appears to he conducted iu much the .sane* nrimifras 
the inuH, and where he may, 1 bclit*\e, cf the rhargi* I 
liave mentioned, cii.ii)y imicli the same comforts. 

We expected to be much nmioyed itli tlie oirensivc 
jiractice of smoking w'ithin doors ; but we fouml this to 
exist to a less extent than in our own iims. 'riicre is 
generally a printed notice rt^nucsting tliat there may 
be no smoking in the public, rooms, and w e very seldom 
savr any infraction of it. We did indeed iin<l tlie amio\- 
ance, in the evening, at the hotel of St Anthony at 
Antwerp, but we were informed that it w'as cau'-cd b} 
some of onr own countrymen, whom they foiird mos? 
dlffleult to render comyiliant in tliis iiartimilar. 

What seems »yo he wjniti-d fur the improvement of 
the inns in England and Scotland, fur .some enter- 
prising men, liaVdng tlie command of bu-ee capital, to 
enter into the p^'ofessioii, and to visit the best of tlu' 
existing inns, whether at home or abroad, with a view 
of extending to innkceping the same im]»roveim 
w'hich has now been made in several otlur kinds of 
business, in which a small profit iu each sejif irate 
transaction, but large in the aggregate, from the great 
extent of the sale, is looked for, rather t han a con.siiler- 
able profit #n each of a few transactions.* , By tin 
introduction of steamboats and railways, imiuen.se faci- 
lities are now given to travelling ; but these are kept, 
in a great degree in check by the antiquifted system 
still ijeraevered in at our inns — small buildings, high 
and uncertain charges, and fees to attendants. An old 
coa<-h, with its c.ou fined room, its high fares, its fee-

Wr have been much amused w ith a volume, published 
a few years ago at Newcastle, for the [mrpose of iwe- 
serving the many comic: songs peculiar to that loi'ality, 
tlie productions of a great iiumbcr of nati^^■; Th\ mcstirs 
of the • present and past ages. ( hie is agreeably sur- 
prised at the eviilencc w’hkh such a volumeVeive.** of the 
diffusion of a certain amount of literary x^ower and skill 
beyond both the great marts of letters and tlie grailes 
by which literature is ehietly cultivated j and it is the 
more gratifying do find the Pluses thus t.iking up their 
abode in a scene so full of the bustle of trade. It wouM 
appear that, at cannif Nvivn^sscl, as the town is aflectiori- 
ately called by its sons, irdly a public event jiassos 
uncelebrated in verse. F v’cn the arrival of an odd kind of 
show, such as ‘ the borfassus,’ the going up of a balloon, 
or the iiilroduction of /.nch a novelty as tlie kaleidoscope, 
is sure to set the wits of tlie wags in iimtion. A never- 
failing vehicle for these humours is the simplieity of 
WniheclmcH (bargerMr*^a'T.'’dhe pitnum (coal-mimTs), two 
large classes of the population ; or eLe the geiierally- 
r(?cognised oddity of t-onle character of tlie street"*, wdio 
may b^supposed to view things in an original and 
whimsical light. The manners aud customs of these 
keclnien nnd pitmen them.selves do also supply occasion 
for a vast amount of comicality. We have pitmen on 
their pay - hohuays, pitmen vi.siting the Newcastle 
theatre, pitmen on a visit to Ijondoii ; and .so on. In 
short, what the Gascon is to the Frcncli wit, the x>iinugi 
is to the Newcastle xioetaster, I’erhaps the reader may, 
without ‘a disdainful smile,’ Jiear of the mirth of the 
mining folk as they proceed to Newenstle on pay-day :

of eomitless t‘elebratc<l persons. Prom the museum we 
erossed over to the magnifii'ent nlin.^ter, and •. isiiod the 
very curious crypt, w hich, the dean liad announced b) 
us at ihe meeting, would be lighted by ga^ orv. h>ur 
previous to c U’h SfTvi«v every d y riurmg the week.

Wednesday morning. — f)vvihg to the great number of 
papers to be got througli, three .st*ctkui.s wer<i appointed 
to meet at the same time in ditrerent placa-s.

When the mysteries of rcU- 
pion be('!uiu‘ reyealed to us, and resiirreetioii was assured 
to us tliroupli ‘^he merits of our Saviour, anew sense 
arose, and a »u?vV feelinp toward the dead; and the sub- 
terraneous de^'ositions, as may be seen in the earliest 
crypts of Italy, attest tlic pious belief of a future state, 
in the nunu‘h)us ellipics of the raising of Tja/arns. Visa 
may be considered the cradle of the restoration of art 
from the ttW\th to the fourteenth century. The Ousades 
also coinluc^i to the prosperity of the arts, as, from llie 
socoinl to sixth Crusade, six Imndre«i religious 
foundations w’ye* established. Sir Uiehard tlieii traee«i,

J. Hunter had just eoninieneed 
the very [•aper we wanted to hear, ‘ Notes of Travelling, 
lioads, and 'L'ransports of 'Preasuro in tlie North of 
England* in the reigns of IvlvAard 1. U. HI.’., He gave 
several curious instances of the inamier in wh.ich nmney 
was transmitted previous to the invention of hanking 
s^'stems. In the third year of Edward ]., L. Jnoo had 
to he transmitted from York t<j Si^dland. The money 
was packed in eight barrels made for tlu- purpose, and 
fiv'i* eartcTS autc engaged to ('arry it. 'J’he guard 
• retained for tli<' IreaMire were twehe archers, six men- 
at-arms, and other piTsoiis, ainl the journey occupied 
nine days. Another sum of money took fourteen ilays 
to convey from London to Berwick. 'I'lie president, 
Mr Stapleton, then translated King .John's vill : it was 
most hcautifiilly written in .Latin, hut was only about six 
inches stpiare, with seals aitachcd. irhi had n(»t time 
to make a long ivill, as he is said to have been poisoned 
by a monk.

L v* . now ready open for inspection. Aldborwigh is a 
pla<x? of remote antiquity, being the Iseur of tlJ aneieiA

i the lirigantes l^bre the fouirlatioii of Eborkcum, or^. 
I York, and conlAuing an important station during the

‘Burgh,’ whieh means any fortified place; then <)ld j 
Bnrgli or Ald-Biirgli. The locality has been completely ‘ 
fixed by the Itinerary of Antoninus. Our first visit ' 
Avas paid to the garden of the Black {Swan pnbhc-honsc, . 
Avherc tlicre is the most ]>crfcct piece of lloman ])avc- j 
incut yet discovered at this station. In the (*entre is a 
]»anthcr under a ivilm-tree, Avith a scrie.s of dilfen nt 
patterns fori ling borders. There is a laiilding ere,*Ved 
over it, Aiv’lueh gives it the a[)pcarancc of a nice • ot>m, 
about sixteen feet square. There is a railing at tbe foot 
of the steps descending into the room (Avhii-h k; five or 
six feet beloAv the surface of the garden), to.,ih'evcnt its 
being entered. Outside these steps is an ."weient sacri- 
ficial stone altar. The little inn itself,, n>o can boast 
Some le'sselated ])avemeiit; and tli(‘ oprietor has for 
sale a collection of Homan pottery, v Vecs of lamp.s, am- 
phor;u, columns, and capitals. '^Ve next, under the 
guidance of iHr Lawson, junior, 'iVtered, anklc-dccp, into 
a large fiehl, where Ave saw abeJt sixty of oiir [Lirty. aaIio 
ha<l arrh'cd by another vi dto, busily itis]H-cting the 
foundation of the Avails iv** ^h<* ancient isnnnm.

Here 
likoAvise was discovered, in 17fcJ, tlie foundations of a 
hypocaud,* in a line with the pavcnn nts, Kn»in tin. nee 
AVI* AA'cnt to tin.' grounds ot Aldborough Lodee, as, 
iluring Mr laiw’ivon's rcsUlcnec Iheu*, ho had discwArud 
scA’cral Boniaii rooms ami large baths. In one was a 
small arcliAvay, throiigli which the hath.s w'ore suppln il 
with water, and in these latter A\erc found sonic jet. 
ornamented moulding, a large (artlicuwarc vessel, sup- 
posed to lie tlie ‘ elaio-thcsium,’ or receptacle for oil, 
Used for aiioiiiiing wdth Avlicn coming out of the hath; 
which opinion is strengthened by two bron/e ‘ strigilcs,’ , 
or * scrapers,’ being found near it. At tlie south i iid of 
the baths Avas a jirofusion of oyster and mu.sscl sIh'IIs, 
and in the inidsl of them a bron/e knife for si’ooping , ;

Thk presc'lt paper refers to faets boloiifriiuj to tln^ 
eurrout eeiVury, within tlui coftiijsanee of the exist- 
jnjr K^’oeratiVi ; when, in the greater progress and expo- 
rienee of so(\>t}% we might naturally look for toler- 
anee. if assent. Tint tlie result of our inves- 
tigation is means eneouragirig ; the nnwillnig 

tardiness witli wr^cli the worl«l reeeives a new prineiple 
heeoines painfully apparent. AVe litnl the motives whii'h 
aetuateci the resistance to Harvey’s do'^trine ifi the days 
of the (irst Charles Jrtill vigorous in tlie reign of Viebiria. 
Wlnitever progn*ss' the world may liavenniade in wis- 
dom, it lias not yet hccomo exemplary in rMiulour, or 
tlie virtue which shrinks from wrong: 

‘ The man ^>1io shows hoait 
■ Is hooted for his uialitics*, .niul hcornod.’ 

In no instHnee Ijas error ]>rov(Ml more ]>orv'crse r)r 
detrim<‘ntal tlnm in relation to th(‘ nervous system- that 
uhieh guves man his finish, and stjamps him ns lord of 
the animal kingdom. It whs \lVy early discovered 
that, the brain inni /houfihf were in some way' connect*, d. 
llerophilus. who lived in Egypt during tlie reign of the 
first rtoh'my, was the, iwiginal discovirer of tlie con- 
nexion between the nerves and the lirain, and taught 
that the former were snhj(‘et to the will. Dissections of 
the brain w( re made three thousand years .'vioj bv ( )emo- 
eritus, Auaxagora.s, and others: hut us the fe.irni'd men 
of that day knew nothing of inductive philo.s<<phy, thov 
arrived only at barren eonehisions. ’Erasisfratus be- 
lieved the brain to be the sourei* of the iierv<'S of sensa- 
ti«)n, and its membranes those of motion JlippoentcH 
<*()nf<iut)d.s nerve.s, siuew.<, and ligaments all nnd<T the 
.specifie ti‘rm ritura, .‘•’ome of wlneh, he snv", eontr.'U't 
the limbs. According to Ari'-totle, llu' heart is tlie 
origin of the nerves; and^yet, in another ]‘laee. he calls 
lliem the ‘canals of the brain.’ (J.\len, wlio {ippears to 
have been tlie most a;*enrate tdiservcr among ancient 
physiei ins. slmwoil tlyit every muscle was a hundh* of 
nerves and sinews* and tr.ieing Ihem into the viscera, 
]dat*i-(l the seat of love in the liver, wliile tlie heart was 
the habitation of tly; angry and eoiirageoiis emotitm.s. 
During the reign of the Em])eror ''rrujan, Hufus, a phy- 
sician. classed the nerves under two di'ii'^ioMs- .sensitive 
and motive- -l)Ut made no distinction between nerves 
and muscles. Vesalius supposed the ‘vital spirits’ to 
be gem rated in the brain, from whence, by means of 
the ‘-pi (id marrow, they ran to all the nerves of the Imm^v. 
But then; was 'T.othing clear or definite in the whole 
aecumulatecl mass of observations. Some described tin* 
nervous fluid as an invisible inediuni, flowing backwards 
and forwards througli minute tubes ; others m.aintaiiuVt 
it.s reseniblanee to the purer yiart of wliite of egg; ae- 
eording to a third party, it was an aoid ; and to come 
down nearer to our own times, it was insisted, and 
ewn Newton approved the tlicory, ttiat the mysterious 
a^ent was ether. { 

The'Wttiediatc siiceessors of, .he thcori.sts lierr quoted 
dfd^Ut little towards redueinj, the complex doft.rine to

The agents of 
fivilisatiou.i* liave their exits and their entrances, and 
t'lit l) one vf its turn plays many parts.* 

Sinee tlfit time the progress of steam-navigation has 
been swifrt.nnd sure. It has had the freest and fullest 
seoyie ; for it lias lK*eii fostered '’and promoted by a 
r.ipidly-groS^ig^ intercourse between all the nations of 
the earth, 4 ^ia, has been neither cheeked luir staved by 
The evil sni.'ifc of war. In IS la, three steamet's belonged 
to Knaland. anftijin twenty ye?>rs that nuniWi*r wna iii- 
f‘reased to three Inindred and forty-four. Tbo Hed Sea 
was navji'ateil by steamers, hearing the Indian mails, in 
18^4; in ISSS, the Atlantic was crossed for tin* first 
time l>v steam; ir. 1S40 the line id’ mail steamers be- 
tween Kngland ami Ainenea eomnieneeil'to run; and in 
1842, the steamer lAuth, bearing the mails, departed 
for the first time from {Southampton for the Y/est 
Indies. . 

Railway travelling, wliie.h is one of tho most impor- 
tant inlliienees of the iiresent d.ay, is even younger than 
>teani - navigation. During the last eentury several 
tramways were eoristrueted, hut tlioy were all short 
lines, generally in the neig]ibon/’h<>od of coal -works, 
VToU'iht by horses, and used finly for the e<;nveyaMee 
of mineraD. 'fhe idea of using thi* powiT of steam to 
]>rojiel carriage.s was suggest ed by many seientilie nmn. 
Svmington constructed a inodtd oi a steain-earriage, 
wliii'li he exliibited in 7‘>dinburgh about tlu.* time that 
he ivas engaged in the experiment that lid to the con- 
st ruci Ion of stcam-fihipa. Hut nothing of a practic.al or 
]»ublic kind Avas done until the vear 1804, when Mr 
Trevithiek constructed a locomotive; which was made 
to run on a railway at Merthyr Tydvil, in M'alcv, In 
tin* same year Napoleon was iine.sted w'i*li the imperial 
erow'n. It was*not, however, till a ipiarter of a eentury 
had passed away that loeoTiiotives were exlensivily 
r.sod on Milway*. ;rh(‘'line between Javeipool and 
Manchester, the firft of importance, was opened on the 
IPth of Soptenilier IS.'JO. The ulT'airs of the ivorld pre- 
sented an a])pearar)ce on that dav very dillerent fn>iu 
that wljleh they w'or;e when Trcvitiiiek tried his loeo- 
molivt! ill the principality of Wah ^c ''flK' KiufUTor of 
Kraiice had lost his crown ami his empire, and Iia«l 
been lying for nine years in a puiet grave in a solitary 
j.sbuid of the sea; t'ne elder family of loe, ilourhoiis, 
who had succeeded him. h.’irl been deposed in Ihi* "thri'e 
days’ of 18-‘t0; .and Louis Ifiiilippc. once a .sehoidinasLr, 
had been crowned king of tbo Krcimh. 'fne reiv.n ol 
railwiiy* :ind that of the ])re.Mmt k’rencli king rM>m- 
ineneed together, and both have Ixcn higliiy instru- 
incmtal in prc'A'Vviiig tlie peace of ICurope. 

The railway ,s\steni may be said to be only now 
emerging from a state of infancy, ai:d acquiring .sonic 
definite form and cbaracter. 'i'he line between Lon- 
don and Ilirniinghain, and by it to Liverpool, Man- 
chester, and Preston, was fully opened lu 1838; Lon- 
don and York wore joined in iH;i9, and the communi- 
cation was extended to Newcastle in IM4.3; London 
ami Bristol were counoeted m 1841; Manchester was 
connect^ with Leeds in 183tK; Dublin with Kingstown 
ill IftlJ-Cfeid with DroghetU in 1843; (ilasgoAV with 
Ayr in 1839 , witlL Greenock in 1841, amV'with Edin- 
burgh in 1842; jfundee with Arbroath in 1840; and 
Eiiit^burgh with Berwiofe-upon-Tweed ^iii 184f). The 
inrtaence of railways, therefore, only coniiuenced in the 
pficond quarter of this century; and though we have 
Keen *keir influence productive already of inaijy changes, 
y?'t it may lie fairly expected that greater changes are 
yet to come — changes wliich shall <jariy soefety nea'icr 
;md nearer tfiL peace and order, and cmwl war* ihjd 
tumults ixjpt only in the imges of past history. 

'I'hc itfii telegraph, which has already effected 
what m':s ago whuld have been ridiculed as iin- 


possible, was patented only in 1837, and was not intro- 
duced on railways until a few years after that time. 

The influence which ne\v8pa]HTS and other periodii .d 
literature are exerting on nio«ierii siwiety is immense.

But |5*>t only hn«l newspapeis 
greatly inereased in miniher, .bioir individii.al eiriMilation 
had likewise increased; tjrr while in 1821 tlic miiiibfr 
of stamps issued Avas 24,000,000, in the* year ending .5tii 
January 184.3 the imniber was 6(', 000,000. Mm*)i of

with the Uoinans, of wlios,; power these objects were i 
siippvisod to mark tl'.e ntmo-t boundaries^) the north. ^ 

The ballad allusions mav be allowed to ])a'\§j^ The . 
ancient temple was a genuine enriosiiy, probably 
cHiipn of Celiii' architecture, and not less than fifteen j 
hundred .yaus old. Nor can there l>e any doubt that ' 
the Romim power tennii^tcd about Mds place, for the 
wall built by them to keep out the Fiets^ran only two 
or tiuee miles to the south, near Falkirk. But as to ; 
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the Dunipace mounts bein^ rnoninnents of any kind, 
or artificMul objects at all, a grave question has arisen 
'within the last few years. The geologists are likely to 
teiiT those mounts out of the teeth of the antiquaries, if 
those venerable gentlemen can be supposed to retain 
any siu*h organs. 

I lately visited Dnnipace, in order to behold these 
famous miniature hills. Leaving the Stirling road at 
Larbert, you walk about a mile up the valley of the 
( Barron rivulet, on its north side ; a beautiful specimen 
, of the simple Scotch lowland valley, composed of-— first, 

' the sparkling stream, in\irnniriug t>ver its pebbly bed ; 

then the flat n^afgius {fuiMyks), of varying width; next, 

, steep banks rising from the haiighs, glowing with the 
I primrose and fur^e bloom ; finally, a flat stretiWiing avi ay 
I from the top of tliose hanks, lo melt in the tlistaiit hills. 

I Rich ornanieiital foliage half screens the road, which 
I 'winds first along the steep bank, and tneu through what 
may be called rlie flpor of the valley. At length v.e i)a‘«s 
j a promontory of the stc^ep bank, and find ourselves in a 
! comparatively ■wide piece of flt)oring, most of w'hich is 
■ occupied by a gentleman’s park. Here the rout! crosses 
I by a brhlge to the other side of the w\iter : formerly, 

' there ■were only steps for this ]>assagc ; and it was by 
i the Steps of Dunipaee that, the Highland army crossed 
' ' in when making its stealthy advance to fight 

/ Hawley at Falkirk. Hunipaee House fac-cs us in the 
i park; a pretty little mansion. We involuntarily recall 
l! its proprietor of 17*10’ — poor Sir Arehihald Primrose, 

, jj executed at Carlisle in that meiuorahlo year, regretting 
!*: nothing but the coming orphaniiood of his childn n, 

• , and hi.s liaving so far given way to had advice as to 
i jilead guilty of an imputed crime which his conscience 
! told liijn to be a virtue. b 

Between the house and the bridge, about* fifty yards 
from ♦he river side, two waioded- eminences start up 
I from the green bosom of the park, liaving an old 
• churchysird nestling JilniosfrjJjetween them : thc.se .ii'c 
I the Mounts of Dunipace. ’^e eye is at first .at n dif 
I fioulty in making out the in ronsequcnce of the 

j wooding, which I leaW^b pronounce a mistake 
I and a grievaneeJajR: disguises, and reduces to 

' com in on p lace, otherwise tell as extraordi- 

I j nary and not objects. Abstracting the wood 

ij in our mind, that the Tneamts are of difl’crciit 

I I form and size-^mie circular and ojjuical, with a flat top, 

1 1 and txdw'teii fifty and sixty feet high ; the other a 

lengtliy heap, of somowdiat less elevat*»m, and covering 
a niucli larger piece of the surface. ’I'he substance is 
gravel and sand. The two are at unequal distances 
from the river: they stand in a line more nearly trans- 
.ver-^e to that of the vale than coinciilent with it. All 
around them the ground is perfectly flat, but between 
the two mounts there is a .slight, rise or .swell. 

Singular in form and situation, it is no w'oiiflcr that 
these ^illcoks Maould have attracted the attention of 
inquiring minds, ami given rise lo much speculation. 
As far as I am aware, they were first described hy 
George Buchanan, who, Iriiving lived many years at 
.Stirling while conducting the education of daTnc.s VI'., 
#ould probably visit them frequently. He make.s no 
doubt that they were thro-wn up by the liand of man. 
Neither did it appear doubtful to him that the etymo- 
logy is Uuni pacts — ‘The hills qf peace ;* though how so 
classic a wit as he could suppose the Celtic w'ord dun, a 
liill, to be associated with the Latin w'ord pads, I am at 
a loss to comprehend. Satisfied, however, ■with this ety- 
I ino^ogy, and adverting to the curious temple at a lower 
i point on the Carron, whicH was supposed to have been 
erected by the Romans to the god Terminus, the learned 
historian coD6)cted a very plausible tale, to the efief^t 
that t^oJSinfieror Hoverus here ratified a peace with the 
Y .king, lk>nald I., and that these mounts were 

- orectad^ commemoration of it. This view of the matU:r 
rernt^lp unchallenj^d for two centuries, whei| at length 
.Bir ^Pos JfouUa cv Colinton ^ublisheid a paper in the 
'Tr^actions ^of ihe Scottish Antiquarian Society, 
scofiti^ the idea (if the Romans and natives clubbing 


to make up a word, and also denying that the former 
I nation ever raised such monnmunta on accomplishing 
treaties of peace. The mounts he equally preauined lo be 
artificial, but he believed them to lie sepulchral in chanii*- 
I ter. ‘1 conceive,’ says he, ‘that the tumuli of Dunipace 
were raised over tlie people 'who ha<l fallen in battle, each 
army raising one for its own men, and therefore g,i vtj 
i them the name of Dun-abas; that is, //‘"v of Duu/b.* 
j Such was aniiouarianism amongst us sixtj years ihiiec ; 
a battle imayintd, then these hills presumed to he niemo- 
rials of it. No evidence looked for beyond a doubtful 
etymology. The only remark of any value made by 
Sir James is, that a similar mount at the eonflueiuv; 
of the rivulet. TTry wdth tlie Don in Ahcrdefeni.hire, i.s 
called the Uass, a word nearly resembling i'crtainly one 
portion of tlie name of J>iunpace- Within the last lew- 
yo.'irs a Danish :mtiquary came to si'C these inounis. 
and, after examining them, prommneed them siipulehrjd 
tnnmli. Ho exjirc'ised the greatest anxiety to h;ive 
them penetrated through the middle, avowing hi.', full 
conviction that tombs of great iKU'sonagos of antuiuily 
w'oiild be found within. 

It is extn-mely interesting to tra<!C the ])roffre.ss of 
speculation on tins subject, during the time when no 
one dream r. of operations iif nature being coin'erried in 
bringing about any such appoaranees. Objects of ho 
peculiar a form must have excited wonder in the iieople 
who first came near them. Unav(*idahly, thereafter, 
they ’W'oiild hi*('oinc tlu‘ suhiect of mythic tales. Then 
eomes an early historian, wdioso li*arned iionji’Ctiires an* 
only .ihitlc; more ratiomd than the rustic, k gend?. Next 
wc have ariiiqu^ies puzzling and dreaming over the 
phenomenon, buuunable to make anything like common 
sense out of it. k 

Behold, at length arrivt'S the natur,alist. — the man 
of science' -who deems it necessary lo in(|uire, in the 
first place, if the'«.e ohjeris are really, .as liilherto pre- 
sumed. works of men. Masses eovering two Scotch 
aeic'*, the t'lllest between nfty and sixty feet high, mu.st 
contain a pretty large quantity of I'urth. For a ruii'*, 
thin “.spread people to throw up .such piles, would not lie 
much les.s of a ta.sk than for a civilised people, like the 
Egyptians, to build the f’yramids. Why, moreover, 
doe.s tlie neighbouring ground show' no trace of tlig hol- 
low out «)f which the canh must ntdls lifive been dug.^ 
Artificial, then, as the Dunipace hilloeka :ip]»t*ar, and 
not\vith.standing tiiat mir early anei'.stors 'wi'n* in the 
custom of raising tumuli (though of asinaller size) ov^t 
the dead, it seems hut right that w-e slumld exli.'iiist the 
pi>ssibilili(*s of a ii.'itiiral origin before we are ilrivcn to 
the opposite. Now, so far Irom its being difficult to 
discov(‘r natural means for the production of th< .sc liil* 
locks, it chances that the means are remarkahly t)h- 
vious ; at least they arc so hi a nuKlificd sense. 'J’hat is 
to say, it might be easy, when natural means were not 
8US])ee.ted or thought of, to overlook them ; hut the ease 
is different when wn look for such means, and are a 
lUtlc instnicted as to the agencies by Avhich ehangw.s in 
tlie earth’s surface are cuntimially in the course of being 
eireeted. 

’I'lie fac;t»'is simply this. The immediate valley of 
the Carron is a hollow cut out by the river, in a tract i)f 
ground which extends a great "Aiy at nearly oiio uni- 
form level, though slightly inclined in the direction of 
the Firth of Forth. Wliten we stand on the bank of the 
river, we sec sections of this platepii on Ix^tli .siiics, 
rising ahont sixty feet, and, as formeBy mentioned, en- 
riched with tlio bloom of tlie furxe and primrose. Look 
bclow^ the surface of these braes, and you find that they, 
are eornposed of gravel and sand j in fact an ancient 
alluvium— the doxiosit of some Carron of ngf‘9, 

when the land was at a lower level tliaii ot^ MMie iit., and^ 
the surface of this plateau was a bcaeb otlHfetdtom, ’ 
receiving greater streams than any which now llowr 
hear it. Da the rise of the landi the present Carron 
began to cut out its own h(dl|sr. It has done so with 
the irregularity usual in such ^ses $ here caving only 
a na^ow channel, thete swe^iug out an amphitheatre 
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of half a mile’s extent. Acoordinply, the hracs which 
.1 iiave spoken t;f arc in some jilaccs straight, in Sfmie 
jiliiees curving ; in some instances, ixitween two curves, 
there is a promontory starting tbrwanl aln>ost to the 
brink of the river, thic can see that a little persever- 
ano; of tlu; stream in attacking tiie siile of oun of these 
euiVvs wonM enahUs it to force its way throngii, ami so 
the protnonlori/, as it w<‘re, inf'* an i/tlaml^ 
in wh\h case tlic result w'ouM be a mouur exactly like 
o!>c of t'nosc at J>uni])ace, left stamling in the mi«ist of 
tile lower tU>or of the valley. Such is precisely the 
history of these mounts. Tiiey are simply remnants of 
the ancient .alluvium. The river, in its many lloodings 
and sliiftings, has at this piacc broken through a narrow 
]»romoniory at two places (remember tlicir transverse 
dir(xti«iu in the valley); one has bef-n left short and 
ivjiiml, the other oblong and more ndge-Jike. lu tiie 
former, rhe wearing of the Hood aroiiml the base bus 
taken <lown the original surl'ace only a few feet below 
the altitude oljserved by the neigbbiuiring br.nes (tins f 
ascenainecl by the level) ; in the latter, tlie weiring lias 
tbinned the mass so much, that the upper sin face has 
Mitfcrul more con.siderablv. Then the slight rise in the 
ground between tlie two mounts is notiiing hut a further 
ininnorial of the promoiilory-hkc form w hi(‘h th»* grtniiid 
at one time bore. 'I'iius the mounr.s, it will b<? oixerviMl, 
arc not things which natun* lias (hrectly made hi tlieir 
\'res>;nt form. This it might t)C diftieoit t<> e«>iu*eivc. 
)'ut considering them as remnants left by nature out 
i.f a grc.itiT ma.ss of de’mi.s which sir* had previously 
:u‘«'umulated, how easy seems the jn'oce&s! 

11 , has already heeu remarked, lliattthe mounts are 
ciirnposcfi of the same miv'turi! of samt i.n«lgt'a\il wh*.-ii 
is foiiM-l ill the o}>po, site !»raes. 'iiieyluv, in •']»oii,i.f 
the .same material as the ancient alluvium 'nit of whieli 
the valley has lu-eii m’ootm d. 'I'lii.s it may Is* sani. l^ 
no flei'ided jwoof; ns, on the pr(‘-sumption of irtiticialili , 
111' ni;:teri{d would necessarily h(r that found at iiand. 
Hut ii. happiais that the l)uiiip'((;e mount.': are, .ilt.r 
all, not solitary .spt'cimens of llielr class. Mr ^\'’at.M)u. 
the parish .selioobmi.ster, in the /Vno Stjti'itwul Avmunf 
of Srof/and, states tliat, ’in the immediate nighlnjur- 
hood there are .several similar, thoughtless remarkable, 
eirthcn i:!Ount.s. About two miles to tli*.* wc.dw.ird ol 
[(u.-'C lulls There was a v(t> beautiful ei c ab'nit forty 
ft 1 1 m heigh!, aud eovering nearlv three nods ot gnmnd, 
said alstt to be artilicial. Tliis hill was mutilated from 
time to time, for the repair of niads and otlu-r piirpoM'. 
[ilie spirit of Sir Micliael lime.' not being exlmcl, it 
itpj)(*ar.s, on (^arron ^id(■ |. The strai.i of this lull were 
earcfiilly observed during its U'lnoi.d. TIkm* wer- > 
re.'iular, a.s if rising out of, and gr.hiua'.ly ri tnrMiug 'itiHin 
t'\ similar strata in the ciicuin.;acent le\el grouii i. as 
to afforii conclusive evidence tiiat tlu hill was not the 
work of imm.’ That this evidence i.s c« inclusive as to 
t!ie particular mount in ipiestiou, wdll he admitted by 
all who know aught of geological science ; ami mi' 
douhtt'dy, if the Dunipace niounls aiv of tlic s.uiie 
I'ousititntiun, llui question is cipialiy stalled icgiu\iiiig 
tljem. It is not unw'orthy of remark, that a jiansh 
farther Ufi the vale of the ('anon bears tite uaiiie «)t 
J ti'iiny, apparently ironi the number of emiucncc*4 Knioed 
tiierc by the cutting down of tin; ancient ulluviimi, the 
word iK'ing but slightly ch.'iuged i* ])rominei.itioii fr<»m 
om whicli stands in Giielic Wit hdU; hence, hkewi«c. 
ti't* ^biglish w’ord chmn*.^ ai>plicd to sandy liillocks, the 
name of the county Dawn, whieli is a gixmp of hills, 
and the many other namcB of places in whii h tlie 
syllable dwt figures, citlicr singly, or in cumiexion with 
oilier syllables. One might weary himself and his 
readers in eirort.*^ to make out tlie full etymology of 
Dunipiw'p. I shall cut the.matter sliort. It rnuy be. 
as ISir dames h'oulia sunnisdi, hilU of death, alluding 
to sorno tragic occurrence ; or it may be, as probably^ 
dini-na-fwast^ The lull of tb(i notch or cranny,’ atiplif 
cable to a former state o^the masses, wlicii they had not 
beeti so much separated from otic another. "J'liat they 
may have been more connected in times not very rdhiote, 


is far from improbable, as Ruebanan speaks of a muss 
of tlie lower hill being taken awuy by a flood in his 
time. 

I may perhaps lie thought to have treated this sub^ 
ject at too great length for its importance. Let me Ixj 
l>ormittcrl tlic remark, that the interest does not lie in 
the mere question, wlicthcr tliese two trivial hills be 
artificial or nut oral, but in the view wo iicro have of 
a jirogress of the mind of man in jia.^siug from the 
legemiary and superstitious to ttie natural and rational.

For the rude grace of (*ld hgend 
is now'^ suhsjitntcd an exact kiiul of knowletlgc, leading i 
to equally romantic coriceiitiou'- of .i di»'4Lrei>L kijid ; t)>r i 
who can learn, without fur liig.icr wonder, of the great 
physical events winch oiuic took place here'" ‘ V'Ui , 
take away our old talc of the peace of Donald and Sc- 1 
Ycrus,’ ‘‘Jiy tin* bnrehers of FalkirkT ‘I tf.

It is imporiaut 
ft) inquire il* these he nor, like the Dunipace mounts, 
remnants of an nneicnt alluvium. Stephens tells us of 
ariilliial mounts in Yucatan, >urmounted by ancient 
temples, and admires tiu' pmsevcitmee of the peojde in 
I'l.Miu; such substructures; bur is tin. matter not .siiuply 
tills, tiial tho people have scU eled l\>r the sites of ibeir 
ti inph-s natural niounr-, reninam« of ancient alluvium.^ 
’I’lu* mounds »«t’ l!u' F.upbratcs ami Tigris may be of 
the same rhnr.icter, alilhf.igh bubseiiUently adopted fir 
Mpiiluiiv and either purp»).M*s. There is, in short, a 
w Mole class of so-considered areducole.gical objects winch, 
in w hole or m part, may now peril, ips be relegated to 
the cn.re of the geologist. ^

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ostatv in Yorksliire, and Thomas Avas bom atSt-ockton- 
iipon-lV«-ii in 1761. When lie was eight years old, his 
mother was left a widow with seven children. The 
craving for a seafaring life sometimes appt'ars heredi- 
tary : the father had been possessed by it, bnt resisted 
it : "the eldest son, contrary to his parents* wdshes, had 
entered on the merchant service, hut died just as he had 
athiined to manhood. Thomas, the surviving son, was 
intreated by his mother to conquer his natural iiuTma- 
tion for the same employment, and he aet i»rdingly en- 
gaged in trade.

He ikelares thsit, unless ^he had her 
pc*rmission to clhuige his oeeupaiion. he must iiievilably 
be miserable; fi>r lie coulil never liarhoiir the iilea of 
doing it Avirliout her consent, after tlio nnndierless 
proofs he had oilier atKetion; whilst he was convinced 
tliat he could nev^r succeed in a line of lift* wdiicli was 
contrary to Ids natural genius. He had shown his 
iiononrablc and disinterested spirit by giving up, for 
tlie henefit of Ids sisters, the greater part of some pro- 
perty which he inherited; and she could not resist 
tliese appeals, Avhich were evidently the result of 
strong and settled eoiivietion. 

His first long voyage was as mate on board a trans- 
port vessel bound to the West Judies.

absolutely necessary towards attaining a knowledge of 
practical spanianaldp. Of the theorc tj||iU part I know 
as inneli, if not;nore, than most masters of sliifis in this 
line. When there is little to do, I Jirn very liappy in 
liaving two or three hour# every day, Avlddi 1 (‘an em- 
ploy in studying and in reading; ami am fortunate in 
ha\ iiig a toleralile supply of hook<i. 1 liavi • spent most 
of my vacant time in the study of astronomy and the 
liigher parts of iiiathematies, and for relaxation J Iuia'o 
Telcmaque and Yoncig's Night Thoughts. In short, 
my tini(3 is not the least burdensome, and would ]>e 
very pleasant bad 1 one agreeable companion ; hut I 
am sorry to say the greater part «jf those Avho l(»llow 
a seafaring life an; of such a turn of mind, that no 
person of good sense can derive eith(*r instruction or 
enti^rtuimnent fn.m their emiipany,’ Tliougli Ids natu- 
ral ndineinent, and the intcdleetnal enltiAuition which 
he had received, prevmited him from feeling mneh 
pleasure in int|^‘conrse Avith Ids fellow-sailors, lie did 
not afleet any invidious superiority.

and ten years more elapsed before lie w-as imwk; a niid- 
shi])inan. He was shortly after promoted to the rank 
of lieutenant. In 1799 he serA'ed as lieutenant on board 
the JSaiis Pariel, the tlag-ship of Vice-Admiral Lord 
Hugh Seymour, Avhicli Avas ordered to the Leeward 
Islands and Jamaica station. ^ While on tins station, 
a eirenmstJince oeeiirred wliieh proA^ed the value of the 
knowledge he had acquired of mechanical science. A 
ve'^sel of eonsid(‘rablc size h.ad, by some accident, been 
sunk in the month of the harhcAur of Fort Royal, where 
it bci’ame so deeply imliedded in the sand, that it whs 
tlioiight impossible to raise it, and that the only means 
of removing this dang(;rous obstruction aa’Hs to break it 
in pie(!es. Tliis ap])earcd to Mr ’I’hrush not ncces.sary; 
.and, on (‘ondition that the Avork should he intrusted to 
his sole direi‘tion, and snlfieient assi.stanee allbrded him, 
he nnderto«)k t) niise the vessid entire. At the end of 
three tlays, a\ ith the aid of two hundred men and a pro- 
per apparatus, lie had tlie satisiaetion of seeing the work 
.siicee.ss fully accomplished. Tliis established his reputa- 
tion siniong his hnither officers, and recommended him 
still more strontdy to the noble admiral, who appointed 
him his first lieJtenaiit.’ With him and lus lady Jdeii- 
tenant ’I'hrusli \ •(•sided A\'hen on shore, and rcceiveil 
from both many marks of esteem and friendship. Jja«ly 
Seymour sh<»rtly aftiu* returned to I'higlarid, wlu're sin* 
died ; and lu?r noble husband «lid not long survive lier. 
His body was ‘dejiosiled in a sc'ries of coffins, moht 
efleetnally s( cured, m) as to preelutU; all danger of in- 
fection.’ ami placed on board a small armed schooner, 
the Sling, umh^r tlie command of Lieutenant Thrush, 
to be eiaiveyed to Kngland for sepulture. 'Flie .service 
Ava.s atteuileii w ith eon .si(l(;r able danger, from th(^ enemy's 
erniMTs. His vessel, liowevaT, arrived safely; and 
tliroiigh the interest of tlie JMarquis of Hertford, Lord 
II. iSeyniour’s brother, ho obtained the rank of (’oni- 
mander. In 1803 he wa.s appoinh-d to (ximmand the 
sea feneibles, Avho were enrolled under the apjirchension 
of an iiiA'asion. His district comprised the north coast 
of Yorkshire; and then; he met with a very estimable 
lady, to whom he Avas married shortly after. 

In 18U9 he wa.s jironioted to the rank of posi-eaptain. 
The yelloAv fever, hov’cver, was making dre.adful havoi; 
on hoard the frigate .o wliieh he Avas appointed, ‘ In 
this trying scene, the kind-ht*arted and judi(;ions cap- 
tain, besides tlie ordinary and firduous duties of his 
station, w'as constantly o(;eupicd in assisting the sur- 
geon to administer relief to the sick, and in discliarging 
tlic duties of atchajilain (there being no one on board), 
by imparting religious consolation to the dying, for 
which he well qualified by the habitual piety of 
his mind ; and in performing the last offices of religion 
to the dead Avhen their bodies were committed to the 
deeii. In this melancholy state of the ship’s company, 
an ^tension of the cruilc was resorted to, but for seve- 
ral weeks with very little success. At length he. had 
the satisfaction of returning to head-quarters witlfi his 
crew in a convalescent state.* His own health, however, 
was seriously impaired by his unceasing anxiety and, 
uriAvearied exertions. He was attacked by the disease, 
.and fiir many days liis recovery appeared hopeless. 
He was at length partially restored; but was recom- 
mended to invalide, which ho did in 1809 , and never* 
.after engaged in servi(je. Though he had been in the 
bavy for more than tAventy years, ‘ during t,4e greater 
part of which the nation was Iji is state of war, he was 
never engaged in any distinguished action with the 
encni^', nor did he ever obtain more titan a trifling share 
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of prizu-rnonoy. This was a oausc of royrct to many of 
his friends, if not to himself ; hut it proved a source of 
ctinsolatiou to him afterwards, when he calmly reviewed 
hii* life in the light of Christian truth, that lie had not 
participated in the guilt of shedditig human hhxid, or 
been enriched by tlie spoils of war.* 

Vad Captain Thrush die<l at this period, there would 
haveJjcen no occasion for our recording his life: ami 
5 'et w\ should have admired his iiersevorance and zeal 
for sell -improvement; his activity and spirit of enter- 
prises whi<*h, oomhined with valuable intellectual and 
moral qualities, raised him, in sjhto of the difliculties 
tliat beset his oiKsot, to a high rank in his profes^sion : 
and we might perhaps have been Lnclir‘e<l to think that 
one who, by his judicious care, was the uicans of saving 
the lives of several llritislii seamen, deserved as hononr- 


dangeroiis fjchismatie.’ But he h.ad an ample reward 
in the esteem of many whose friendship compensfitcd 
him for the ilcscrtion of others, in the sympathy of a 
beloved wife, and in the consciousness of having done 
vhat ho deemed Jus dut}’, 

Mr 'riirusli lived eighteen years after he had resigneil 
his roiiiniission. We had the plc-asure of becoming ac- 
quainted with him at York, a city w hich he frequently 
visited, liis hoily w.as crippled by ebronic rheuma- 
tism, but his conversation showed the activity of his 
mind, and liis manner wore i-hccrful and amiable. )Je 
employed his nld agi* in writing; giving to th '-w'orld 
many pn>du(dion.s which lie thought caleiilab'd to pro- 
mote the ?‘ause of truth, 'flicse he latteily printed 
himself, sitting in his arm-chair, with •> press of Ids own 
eonstnietioii, r-haracl'orised by its cheapness and simpli-

I'or mure than 
two 3 'ears Mrs 'i’hrush wrote no reply to his letter, 
luqnng that time and silence wouLl hury Ids purpose m 
oblivion, i’lnding him, how'ever, immovable, she wept 
at w liat she regarded bis uncorKpicriible impenetrability, 
and rlu‘ii wisely rcsolveil to liear bis arguments. The 
result was, that she w’lis completely conviiieed by them, 
ami cordi.ally aided him in making his saeritiec. 

‘On his sixty-fifth birthday, 1S2.'), ‘lie resigned his eom- 
inission, and addressed “A Letter to the King,” stating, 
in a respectful but firm manner, tke ground on which 
he had adopted so unprcccdeiitad a nieasuro.’

sifqeets, unites the rare skill of supplying slmes so idee, 
ea^S and i»lian(, that the feet, after years of torture, 
iirf very imieh surpri.sed to tiud themselve.s unexpectedly 
in such an e.irthly paradi.se. On conver.sirig witli tins 
eh'ver iiieinla'r of the geiiile craft, we learned Ih.'it ho 
was the ii. v'entov of the jtnufstxolum a material i xter- 
nally resembling bather, hut po.ssessing all the softness 
and plianev" of cloth.

WIEI) SrOltTS OF THE VIGIILANDS. 

TTnlkss to the ^heoluti* devotees of the rod and gun, 
sporting books are, in general, very stifpid atlairs — pre- 
senting no attraction to the onlinary reader beyond an 
occasional gUmp.se of scemery or sniit(‘h of natural his- 
to^ 3 ^ Jjetthe sport bo laid in the jungles of India, the 
prairibs of America, or the Highlands (»f ^‘l•otland, the 
results are much the same — a rough, half-savage sort of 
life, full of ttul, and not a little danger - a boisterous 
activity, and ]UMvoking exuberance of animal spirits — 
Jimch taljc of dogs atid .loe IMantons — and boasts of 
bagging so many head of game by shots such as man 
never lieard of before. One of the most reia^nt hooka 
devoted to this kind of life is St Joliii's Wild Sports of 
the Highlands,* which, with all tlic characteristics of 
its clas.s, is yet rendered peculiarly attractive by the 
unallectcd simplicity and honest cordiality which per- 
vailes it. 'riicre is no attempt at booK- making — for 
the mithor’s hand is evidently mor<* familiar with the 
rod and riile tliaii with the pen — no«sw'aggcring record 
of impossible feats, but a blunt country- gentleman sort 
of detail of Highland sfiort by Held and ,floocl, an observ- 
ant e^e to tiio<baluts of the lower uniinal«, and a kindly 
regard W'ithal hi the objects of the chase, \vliii*h is ever 
characteristic of the legit'itnatc sportsman. Such a book 
eannot fail to he acceptable to a large class of the cum- 
iTiunity — to those who rush in hundreds "lo our hills in 
pitgiliu, and to the .stay-at-honics who may be anxious 
wdiat sort of a life a sportsman leads amid the 
ind corries of the Scottish Highlands. Two 
ago wc gave our own expericnci* of a day amid 
tl’.c grouse (No. 4-2); wc may now follow it up with a 
specmicu of Mr St John’s deer-stalking— thus embnic- 
ingthi; tvM/ jirineipal objects of tlie non hern sportsman. 
Fur this purpose we extract, with .slight abridgment, 
one of tin' most stirring incidents in the volume ; 
namely, the stalking of

‘Malcolm, the shepherd of the sliciliiig at the f‘>or«f 
BciJinore, reported his having twossed In the hill a lif ch 
of a hart of extraordinary size, and he guessiMl it niust 
be “ the muckb* stag of Benniore.” Tiii.s vvas an animal 
seldom seen, but which hA*d long been the talk and 
marvel of t<ie .shepherds for its wonderful size and cun- 
ning. They love the marvellous, and in their report

The hill in which the plumkago is found forms part 
of the rmige on the we.stern side of the vale, and is a 
huge brown heathy mass, cornposeil, as it would appear, 
of green slate and porphyry. Cliemically .speaking, 
plumbago, or black-lead, as it is as often called (though 
' there is not a particle of lead in its (!oniposition), is 
' a carburet of iron, by far the larger proportion of it 
' being resolyahle into carbon. How this carbonaceous 
1 nniterial should have been concentrated in lumps in the 
heart of a whinstone mountain, is one of those m ysteru s 
in the history of oiir planet which science finds itself 
somewhat at a loss to account for. The discovery of the 
substance, wdiich took phu'c about tw(j centuries ago, 

: was {fitogether a matter of chance. Aftitr thuiuler- 
storiri of more than usual violence, a number of trees 
were blow'u down, and tlie gap made by the tearing up 
of the roots, exposed a piece of plumbago to view. 'I’he 
value of the article, however, was not as yet kriowm, 
and for nearly a hundred years it was employed only 
for marking slieep and polishing .steel articles. In the 
course of time, some Jews in Jjoiulon discovcri*d it< 
utility for drawing, and it wnis by them first made iiito 
crayons, or wliat wc now call Ijl:i('k-lead pencils. J<’or 
a long sp,ace of time, tlie Jew.s w'ere tlie sole muriulae- 
tiirers of pencils— a fact w'e feed some gratification in 
mentioning, as that .unfortunate nation has been t(»o 
often uTijiLotly accused of being interlopers in a iirufes- 
sioM of which in reality tliey w'ero the inventors. 

What w.as originally a valueless material, came by the j 
demand for jameils to be one of tlie most preidous mi- j 
nerals ; latterly it has risen it; the extravagant price of 
4r)S. per p'lUtMl, and this, to all axipearance, is not likely 
to be its limit. The cause of this increase in value is 
the enlarged demand for pencils, and the growing 
scarcity of tlie Jpner kinds of plumbago. Unlike soi\<i‘ 
common uietalli»i ores, tnis sub.stanco is found in KnKf- 
land only in small pieces, and these are becoming da*^y 
more rare. At one time, as mucii as L.10u,00(jbjs 
understood to have been realised frinii tlie liorrowdale 
mine in a single year ; but t>icse were the palmy days 
of the mining proprietory, who were conteiite<l with 
opening the mine only once in seven years, and shutting 
it up again when a snfllcient quantity to supply the 
market at a certain price was 'obtained. For the last 
thirty years, however, from the great demand for plum- 
bago, and tlie difficulty in obtaining it, the mine has 
been constantly worked. Of late it cannob lie said to 
have been a profitable concern for its proprietors, 
among whom George Bafikes, Esq. M.IV is, 1 believe, 
the principal. ©The luinjis of plumbago, though fol- 
lowing a vein, are imbedded in the rock at irregular 
intervals ; and so precarious is their appearance, that 
two men may dig, and blast for a couple of years with-

At length the desirwl beiglit 
was gained, and mt stood on a little platform of earlh, 
on whiidi was erected a humble cot for keeping articles 
connected witli the ojicTations of the miners. Here I 
was equipped in an old coat, a h.andkerehief w'as wrap- 
ped round iriy liead, by ivay of cap, and with a i?aiuilc 
stuck hetwctMi my fingers, I was introduced to the 
regions of darkness. 

The entrance to the mine is by a door iidjoining the 
eot, and within this we pursued a level pa.ssago, rather 
w'ct under foot, but dry above, and so spacious as to 
.allow twm persons to walk abreast without stooynng. 
On and on wx' went, till T imagine we were about a 
hundred yards from the entrjince. and then we eame to 
a sort of radiating point, whence there wx*re exeava- 
lions in ditVerent directions. No working, however, 
w’as going on iqion the level of the piiss.ige ; and to see 
the diggers at their lahorions tradi% it was necessary M 
mount, two ladders, one above anothiT„ This wa-i a 
tUfiicnlt job, for the ladders were pretty nearly iierpen- 
dieiilar, and slippery w'ith nmd and w'ater, and iM-sifles, 
e.aeh of us had to elimh with his candle in his hainl. 
Unaccustomed as 1 w'as to such kind of W’ork, having 
done nothing in the climbing line .since tlie dii;y ^ of tlie 
rratrs — Anglice. rooks — some thirty years agi‘. I got up 
tlie.se odious ladders wdth tolerable alaerily, and ;it thi‘ 
top found myself at tlie moiilh of a p.idf li.ill'-filleil with 
rubbish, over wliich w'ere visible two men eriviau-i-d in 
bl.-isting a mass I'f rock, the clink of tlie hammer at 
every blow resounding tbrongh the recesses (>f tin- 
mine. ( Vawling on'b.inds and knee.s the best way we 
could over the loose debris, we had the satisfaction 
of standing close to the two) individuals who thus pur- 
sued their solitary and lia/arduus oeeupal uui. Follow- 
ing the eapricioiis smimsities of the strata, tlun bad 
.aseended in a slanting direction from Hu* laiuling-place. 
and stood on .a s}K'cie.s of shelf ot th(‘ rock, over which 
they pointed out to ns the object of llieir searcb. 
Holding up our I'andles, we w'ere enabled to .see a 
tolerably large nodule of j»lumbago, wliieb tbi/»ne«l oJI 
in tlie Vein, and disappeared. Lhiitoil with tlieir late 
siicces.ses, the prospect, was considered quite cheering. 
They thought they had got on a good track. ‘ Nie was 
going to climb the hill,’ they observed of the vein, 
‘and they were determineil bfiiidlow /oi.’ Ami >o, 
with high and renewed hopes, they reeoninicuicid, as 
we left them, their dreary knocking on the face of the 
rocky chamber. 1 tiften think of these men taptime 
at their lonely task in the licart of a CLimberland 
mountain. 

Our return to the light of day being safely idliKdi'd, 
and our rcspciitive toilets made at the margin of a rill 
of pure w’HtfT which trickled past the mouth of the 
mine, I returned with my friend to Keswick, our 
vehicle, for the sake of variety, taking the road along 
the western shore of*'l3erweiitwater. 

Having seen how the plumbago was dug, it was now 
interesting for me to learn liow it was fasliioneil by the 
hands of manufacturers into pencils. This w'as fortu- 
nately not of difficult accomplishnient. The staple 
trade of Keswick is pencil-makiug, and yet, curiously 
cnougli, such a peculiarity Iwars no natural relationship 
to the production of the raw material. All the plum- 
bago exfiavated in Borrowdale is sent, in the first place, 
to London, wliere, being purchased from the e,()mpany*s 
L lepbt by the Keswick pencil-makers, it is sent back to 
(Cumberland for manofacture ; consequently, black-lead 
pencils tiould bo made as wclldn London and elsewhere 
as i^i.; Keswick, and no ioubt giwid pencils have been 
fabricated in the metropolis. But that day, 1 am told,

Tlie visitor of a 
thread factory in Manchester w'ould delude himself with 
tlie idea that more tlircjul w'hs made in a forenoon than 
the wdiolo of w’omankind could consume in a »*entiiTv, 
From the w'ater-whecl and the logs we went to the 
sawmdl, where the wood was cMit into planks, and from

In agriculture, the* tlail is Mipersided by machinery 
driven by steam; and th^^ maebmi' not only thraslies 
and winnows, hut bag.s and weighs the gr.iiii for maiket. 
Sowing, linlling, and dibhlmg maehinc*!, of inmiiuerable 
Mine’ty, are mnv mi every well-ri gulatexl f.irm, doing 
llieir work viih sneh nicety, that we might almost 
ascertain the number of grains nccc.ssjiry to the ]>laut- 
ing of a fitedd. I’longhiiig has, in some instances, Inien 
exe'euted h^’ .steam app.irahis; and draining and drain - 
tile making have* also come muler the* .same onini])otent 
sway. Evcii,rcaping, i-iic ol^the nieos^ and Inc's! care- 
ful of all iigricultuial opcnitimis. has Ween siieccssfnlly 
riceomiilishcd by macliiiieri, which does all but f.isten 
the .sheaf and jirrange tbc corn in shock.s. Thus one of 
yie homeliest of all j'nrsuit.s c.an boast of its nurluinical 
ti’iumphs m the steam thrashing-mill, in the^ rcecntly- 
attcmidei* ploughing apparatus, ami in the more deli- 
eute and complicated reaping machine*. 

In operations little removed from agriPulture .as re- 
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{'ards nirrty of manipulation or dc'lifncy of finiAlif the 
potent arm of invention has alsr) been exercising its 
control. An excavating machine has been perfected in 
the Tnitetl State.**, and is now siu’cessfnlly employed in 
onrown i.sland, capable of pcTforining the work of thirty 
ordinary lab{)urors, and that in all sorts of soils unin- 
ciinibenA with rook. Machinery now presses ])cat into 
fuel, and fashions tiles ainl bricks by myriads ; it breaks 
stones for macadamising roads, and dresses their surface 
for pavement ; it sweeps our streets with a precision 
and rapidity which the scavenger cannot e<iual ; it saws 
and polishes the niarbh' of the sculptor, and converts 
the most refractory granite into tin* most beautiful orna- 
ments. The joiner calls in its aid to saw and plane his 
timber; the eartMo-ight to iiiiish hi.s wheels; tlie cooper 
to build bis barrels*, the carpiiiter to fashion and iinisli 
his blocks, as in Unirud’a wonderful blockinaking ma- 
chine; and the worker in metals ma’res the same power 
roll his material into sheet.'., square it inb) bars, fasliioii 
it into nails — y iakes it pierce holes, fasten rivets ; tiirects 
it, in fine, to fut, tile, polish, or .stamp with a rapidity 
and prcci*Jion whieh is all hut nnraciiloii.s. 

Again, if we tnrit to more delicate arts, we find its 
aptitude still more marvellous aiul universal. The 
sculpb>r and engraver perform their most delhaite 
touches and finest tints by its aid —a hours pro- 
ducing a delicacy, <’omploxity, and regularity of lines 
Avhich the human hand can never possibly aecomplisli. 
The jewcllsjr and goldsmith makes it perform his most 
delicate operations in chasing and embossing ; the 
w'atehmaker calls in its power and precision to fashitm 
the nicest parts of his maeliinery ; and the iihilosophical 
instniment'inakcr forms by its aid a screw, or divides a 
.scale in proportions, which tlie microscojjc alone can 
deciidier. lii printing, we see it.s triumph!*dn the steam- 
press and the composing ir.aehim' ; and also in the 
kindred apparatus for stamping, embo.ssing, and colour- 
ing (if paper, cloth, and otli<*r ornamental fabric**. The 
paper-mill— -in which rags are cleaned, converted into 
pulp, reduced to paper, ami that ])aper sized, smoothed, 
iiiid cut into perfect sheets — is indei'il a curiosity ; and 
yet it is only one of a thousand such invent ion.s, Ts it 
in spinning ? — then we have the nnrnl)erle<.s improve- 
ments and complications of Arkwright’s .invention as 
applied to cotton, silk, linen, or wool— thc'^e inaehiiics 
not only cleaning and ('arding the rnarerlal, but drawing 
it out in delicacy fine as the slendere.st goss;imer. AUie«l 
to tliese are the thread, cord, and cable-making ma- 
chinery scattered over our island ; as ivell as the curious 
inventions for braiding and plaiting straw, working 
network, la(’e, hr.aid, caoutchouc faiiric, and the like. 
As ill spinning, so in weaving we liavc a vast nuniher 
of maehipes, w’hirh. though in every-day operation 
around us, must ever he regarded with cuiimi.s interest. 
The ffacquard, damask, and carpiit looms, either w*orke<l 
by steam or by manual labour, are, in reality, great 
marvels than tile automata with wdiich our forefatlu^ 
puzzled themselves; and would he so eslceined, did 
frequency and familiarity banish our w'ondcr. To these 
we may add such rewuit iiiv'cntions ;is the ineelianism 
for portrait- weaving, for gl!i,s.s-spinnirig and weaving, 
for sewing and stitching, and for the fabrication of card- 
w^eb. The latter, lor e.xaniple, at once unwinds the 
wire from the reel, bends it, cuts it, pierces the holes, 
inserts the tooth, drives it home, and lastly, gives it, 
when inserted, the requisite angle— with the same, or 
rather with greater precision and accuracy than the 
n^^st skilled set of human fingers could ; anti with such 
akouishing expedition, that one machine performs a 
task which would requife the labour o^' at least ten 
men of average ^ability. 

Though w’ind, falling water, and animal power may 
be, anti arc in many instaiiees, applied to the movement 
of such machinery as we have above alluded to, yf»t 
there ccii be I’ttle doubt that, without the aid of the 
steam-engine, many of them would have ifever been 
tlniugnt of, or at all iweiitrf never brought to their 
present perfection. It is to this, the most powerful and 


lost iiniftu'm of all known motive* forces, that the 
lodcrn world ow’cs its aslonisliing advances in tb(? arts 
‘ civi/ised lift* — tti this that we still look for further 
rtd ^11 greater advances. It is in onr mines and besidi* 
our^iniaecs ; in our factories and w^orkshops ; in our 
mills, bakehouses, and breweries : it is on onr roads and 
our rivers, and on the great ocean itself, bringing, as it 
W'cre, the most distant and inaccessible places into close? 
chmmunion and reciprocation of produce. Exerting the 
strength of one man or the powder of one thousand 
horses with equal iiulificreiicc, the steam-engine, in all 
its variety of form, i.s the most powerful auxiliary which 
man ever called to his aid. In all its forms, whether 
atmoapheru;, doir.ile-condensing, high-pres.snrc or low'- 
pr<*ssure, rotary or otherwise, it is a (‘iiriosity of art, 
as is most of the apparatus with wdiich it is connected. 
I’erliaps the most w'onderful forms in which its power 
now manifests it.sclf are the railway locomotive, slioot- 
ing along at tlu* rate of sixty or eighty miles an Jumr ; 
and in tlic giant iron .steamer, crossing the waters of the 
Atlantic in as brief a space as, a century ago, onr fore- 
fathers would have required to pass from Ediidiurgh to 
London. 

Such are the j)h}sical triumphs of machiimry: its 
economical cfleets arc not less .striking and important. 
Every inwntion anri adaptation which lightens the toil 
of m.amial labour, whi(*li produces in a given lime two 
bricks, or block.**, or barrels, instead of one; which 
(‘heapens the price of any article, so as to put it within 
the purchase of a greater number of (xnisumers, confers 
a boon on human kind by iiicn*asirig the means of their 
happitu^ss and (omfort. Uliatever tlifierences of opinion 
may exist as to the price of liuman food, then* can be no 
doubt that, as a nation, we are bolter and more luxu- 
riously fed tlian were our ancestors a century .igo; and 
this mainly througii the instnjtnent.ility of m.irhinery 
bringing within the j)npcha.se of the working-man the 
grain, and fruits, and dcheacics which formerly wi n* 
Tt served for the great and opulent. Tocts may talk as 
they will of the sirtiplc and ample fare of onr ances- 
tors; but the matter is all a fiction, or at least but a 
coloured picture. The food of the yieasant and artisan 
of those time.s was rude and innutntious at best ; indif- 
fen'iit as to material, and still more so as to cooking; 
and that it was not idways so ample, the fearful famines 
wdiich so frequently overtook onr country, and which 
are now altugidher unknow’u, but too fully corroborate. 
Now, a bad season, or series of b.ad seasons, may h(*fall 
ns, su(di as ]iapp(‘ned from 18.37 to IKII, and that in 
conjunction with commercial depression, and yet the 
result b(» (M)niparatively liarmlcs.**. .S(?asonal influences 
do not tell so severely upon our now better-cultured 
country ; every jirocess is now so materially shortened 
by the .aid of inachiner}’, th.at wt .^re less, as it were, at 
the mercy of the weather ; and. granting one s(‘ction of 
a country or continent diil .suffer from seasonal .•'•everit}*, 
our road.s, and railways, and steam -ve.ssels bring us in 
immediate proximity wdth those portions wdiicli have 
eiiougli and to spare. The same remarks are ('qually 
applicable to cfotliing — the next great want of man in 
ail extra-tropical regions. Here tlio most prejudicejd 
must adnih that in beauty, quality, and pri('.c, the 
clothing of the present day is not for an instant to be 
compared with tliat qf our ancestors ; and that, had ma- 
chinery done nothing more than so extend and (‘iiricdi 
the iiroduce of the spinning-wheel and loom, it waiuld 
have been wortliy of all the commendation that* lias 
been be.stowx(l upon it. Now' the girl that sorve.s for 
her humble ‘ penny-fee’ is clad in raiment wbieh the 
mistress of the last century would have thought it ex- 
travagance to wear ; and the toiling mechanic, week-day 
or Sunday, is habited in a style which no country, save 
a me(‘lianical one like Britain, could supply. So also 
with our habitations; althougli the increase of poim- 
'^ation ill some district^ may press too closely upon 
supply in this respect, abd leave the lower classes in 
circumstances frcipiently jistmssing to witness. Gnuit-

TRAVELLING AT THE GAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 


WiiKN lately making a short stay at the Cape, I found 
.some amusement in noticing the inod(\ of tr.ivelling 
iti that country. Advanced in many respects as tlu* 
c<)lony is, there arc no pul die conv'eyanocs to bo f<'und 
in it, e\eept a fiov manilmses that ply lH'tw\-cn Cape 
Town ami the neiglihouring village <d‘ IVynherg, and 
a solitary ntail-coach as far as Swcjlctidain, a tlis- 
tanco of ahou’i L*i() miles. The roads arc. for tlie 
most part, nothing more than the tracks of pre- 
vious travellers. patolicd here and there, so as to reii- 
<Jer them passable for wagon.s. Tlicrc fpe, therefore, 
(ally t'vo modes of conveyance in gcaieral use ; namely, 
o\ -wagons and saddle-horses, 'flu* latter arc juvlerable 
when speed is dc*sire<l, and there is no luggage to carry ; 
tfie former are vchieles {)eculiar to South Africa. Tliey 
are mostly drawn by o.xen ; for horses require corn, 
wliicli is dear, .and t»fu u not to be had, wdiilc «)xcn an* 
readily content with the herbage which they pick up 
wliih^ resting, even on the longest joiiriu'y.s. The Gape 
wagons ha'^e bodie.s little more than half the brit-adth 
of tho5(j used in Knglaiul, n t upon four wdieels, without 
springs, and have iiiovahk* tents of .•^ail - cloth. For 
travelling, they are filleil before and behind w itli chests 
to contain provisions, &<!. which also servcj as seats; 


I ' and ill the middle is hung a frame, wdth strif)S of hide 
j .strained across, to sii]>port a matlress. In the tent is 
generally seen slung the formidable ‘ ntcr' or long gun, 
of the propiietor. and a keg^for water, ainl outside arc 
lashed au axe .and shovel, to remove obstructions on 
the road. These wagons are very well put tt»gether; 
and although not nearly so heavy as (mrs, are admir- 
ably adapted to stand the trcmemloiis jolts which they 
have to endure. Five or six kinds of wood ure’cin- 
j)loyed by the wagon-makers, each being djjvote«I to a 
particular part. The hind, wheels are ghod with a 
(‘ouide of heavy wooden drags when desci nding sk'Cp 
j jilaccs ; and on some roads even a third ;vhccl requires 
i to IxJ locked. fVrom six to twelve pairs of oxen are 
;■ commonly uj«ed for draught, according to the burden 
' ■ and the nature of the road ; the load seldom exceeding 
1 2000 pounds w'eigUt. The oxen are mostly large avjl 
r heavy; somewhat resembling the Sussex, and possessing 
liorns w’hicb might have graced an ’antediluvian brc*ed. 

I Th(‘ir horns are lashed with t’longs to the yokes, which 
ere all attached to one enormous rope of hides, called 
- the ‘ irchUjvn* liiid this is their whole harness. A bam- 


boo wl|{p, much resembling a gigantic tishing-rud, with 
L thong liMig enough to enable the driver, .seati'fl on tho 
i/agoii, to reach the farthe.st o.xen, is the means eni- 
plo;, cd to drive and guide them. 

Besides the driver, a lad is requi.sitc to lead tlu; frput 
oxen in difllcult places, and to assist the driver in h:ir- 
nessing and unharnessing, processes vvhi(‘h arc tlirTo 
I-allcd hispannhuj and oatspaimhig, ’riie advance (»f a 
w'agon in the rocky wilderness of S»)iith Afri(‘a is 
heralded by the sharp crack of tho tremendous whip, 
and tho loud cries of tho driver to his cattle, for ewry 
ox knows his iiaiiio. The hides of tlu^ poor creatures 
often testify the sevcTity of the chastisement whifli they 
receive. They are coveri^il witli marks of the whip, and 
are sometinu's .•so wounded, that the bhxKl flow.s from 
cuts several inches long. As there are inns in very few 
parts of the country, tho traveller must make his wagon 
ins <hvcHing, and lead a sort of gipsy life; lake a slock 
of provisums, and a pot and gridiron for cooking. On 
coming to winter, Avhich is a scarce artielc in thi.s tlry 
country, tho oxen are outspannod ; and wliilt* tliey Iced, 
the Hottentots light a fire with fuel colleete<l from tin* 
ncaiv.st hush, and cook the ])rovisions, IVlu n halting 
for the night, the oxen art mailc fast to the ‘tirktow,’ to 
seenre Hiem fiom wandering, or the attack of heas{.< of 
prey. If there is nu'ni witlnn the wagon, the traveller 
sleep.s there ; if ih>t, he stretches his mattress undi v its 
Ico. juid sleeps in tlie ojum air. wliich, In the tine climate 
of the Gape, is no great haivlaliip. In t)ic hot summer 
weather, mneh of a jonriu y is done at eight and vir, 
early in the morning. About twenty or thirty English 
miles make an average day’s journey. ShonM I lie 
original ‘stof k of provisions fall shi>rt, slurp may he 
purchased of Hie fanners ; but little else can be de- 
pended upon, as they seldom j*rovi'l«* food of any kind 
luon; tliaii enough for their own daily ( oiisumption 
\t (‘onveiiunt distances alomv the voails, and gi.nc- 
rally in Hie neighbourhood of waha* and good licrbage, 
there are set plac' k for oiitspanning ; and if the route 
he om* of some tr.iHic, several wagoiifi will often he sien 
eollceted together. When the time for inspimtdng 
arrives, the oxen are driven from their scanty feed, and 
rnar.shalled in a row, with their heads siflc by side, d'hc 
thongs ;ire then thrown around llicir horns, ami they 
are led forth by cou]»les to thcyokis. Tlu-v generally 
submit with gn'at qnietm*ss to the ('pcration, but it la 
prudent on all oeea.sioiis 1(» avoiil their heels as they 
are apt to kick (jut. A traveller aenustomed to r.iilwa} s 
Avill he :’pt to tamqilain of wagon tr.ividling as rather 
alow, yet it- is well*5\da]>ti d for the region of South 
Afiii-a in its i)rcsent condition. ’I’lirough a eomilry 
in Avliieli water .arid herbage are not very ]»lentitul, with 
ditTieidt roads and liabilations \MZoIy asunder, the ox- 
wagoii afrord.s a eomparalively safe and unexpensive 
means of transport, 'riie Afiiean ox is a very enduring 
beast; it (‘an .subsist upon the driest and scantiest food, 
will sonietinK'.s go without water for sciveral days, and 
is aneustoincd to perform jimrnev.s of hundreds of miles 
without redays or rest, often far beyon«l the colonial 
boundary. He is, in hict, the camel of tlie Cn\K\ With- 
out luM in%alnablu a.ssistanee, and in the absence of 
c.'inuls and navigable river.s, the farmers of the interior 
could not bring theiij jiroduee to market, and Hie traders 
would be unable to tiafry their goods among the sur- 
rounding native tribes. 

Those who travel on horseback must rely almost 
entirely on tlui bo.spitality of the farmers. Although 
there have been great changes at the Gape in many 
things since BarroAV and other travellers who have 
de8crib(;d it w'crc there, the Dutch maintain their old 
character for hospitality, and the English settkirs have, 
to sonif! extent, ad(qitc(i tho time-honoured enstom of 
entertaining strangers. ,lu those ]nirts of tlu; euMtern 
tlistricts which are almui^t extjlusivel y populated by the 
British, inns and liAdgin^ii-liousea have sprung up, and 
are usually to be found within the (‘onipass of a day’s 
ridoii The charges at such places are about the same 
as in England, notwithstanding articles of consumption 
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aro so much clu-apcr ; but visitors are iK>t V('rV nuniej 
rous, and supplies have often to Ik: ol»tiun<‘'l tVoi' a disl 
taiicfi ; lichides, few will be tronblcd with ki epiu:? au inrl 
unless they recruve pretty ban iis( am- profits. The(4ip* 
ha^ks an* small, not at all showy in their apjiearance, 
nor are they made to captivaU* the eye hy any su]>er- 
Ihioiis Hroominfr. They will, however, perlorm journeys 
that would surprise the stranger, over roads which arf 
none (/f the best. Fifty or sixty miles upon the sann.* 
hf)rs(' make an ordinary day’s work, and as much as 
seventy J)r eighty is not untVefiuenlly Inward t>f. For a 
long journey, tlie best plan is to leuil a sj.are liorse or 
two, but one horse will hold out a long di'^tanee willi 
proper rnnnagement. The best time to starl is early ifi 
the morning, that a eonsiderable portion »of tin* da^ s 
journey may be done before the sun gels powtrthl. 'I'he 
saddle should be removed every two or tliree hours and 
the I’.orso allowed to refresh liii.jself by rolling on the 
ground, and eating a few' jnonthfuls of gw'ss. 'i h(‘ usual 
pare, ab'mt six miles an hour, somojhing between a 
canter anil a trot, is called ‘tripling.’

medical treatise.s. F.itme di^itin^piished herself amoiur 
’ Iheiii all by the rapidity iT lier prepress and womlerful 
aptitude for knowledge. 

ALvays occupied, alw.ays industrious, she {uifTcred 
less from the climate than her eonipaHiomj, ot the 
nine Abyssinians purejiased at the same time with her, 
five died of 1,’onMiniption ; .and in ISlo, when the letter 
was written to Paris wdience this aeeonnt is taken, the 
remainder were dyint:. Hitherto, says tiie wiiter, it 
li.is ])leased (hxi that Fatme should escape thi.s fatal 
malady. She is gay, healthy, ami of a good coustitidiok. 
Pro'-^idence seems to have* destined lier for something 
remarkfiblo. He has given her great mtellectunl power-*, 
and a w'onderful nieinbry : He has conducted her through 
a thousand dangers, a thousand hardsliips from the 


interior of Africa, wlure she wamld have livc«l a life 
wholly useless, to a bazaar at Cairo, wIkmu-c sin* w'as to 
be taken to eomnience, poor slave as she wuis, a mov era 
Ji'f /‘ivilisation. 

Fatme is kind and ciaisidcrati* to her eonip.'inipns, 
ever eager tn do tb/Ti any goml oilice, and her inlbicm c 
over them is owin^f rather to the genlleness ami even- 
♦uoss of her disposition, than to the superiority of her 
luentnl attainments. She Javishe.s every atteiit’on and 
tender e.ire upon the two cornjianions and srdionlfellows 
mentioned .ns dying. One of these, named Keizerouii, 
was m.iking sad i-omplaint of weakness: she was told 
to re^t for a little time, .as too much study w'ould injure 
j her. ‘I -ivoi.bl rather die than not study,’ answcrcil 
j the young giil ; ‘ I will never .stop till 1 know' as much 
.as Fai'iiie.’ AVhen this am.wi-r was translated to us, 
Fatiiu' moilestly blushed at this tribute from her coni- 
, pan ion. 

j U e put oiiT* questions in French to the prineii»al 
]»iipils, which were piven to tliLin in Arahii-, ami their 
answ'ers interpreted to us again mi French. 'I'lie visitors 
f‘'r the first lime to the hospital of K.sbcckia w'ere quite 
astonished at the amount of Irriowledge evineid. Fatme 
gave tlc.ir answi-rs to an evainination in ]>hysiology, 
natural philnsuphy, and chemistry. It was singular to 
lu ar .ami.l the Anihi'', Irom a woman's lips, the words 
earhoiiic aeiil, «'S} ':eM, hyiirogen, tS,e. wliicli liad lift 
been transl-ited into that liMiijii.'ige. She told O'! tla- 
eomponeut p.ivts t»f the air, the olliec (>f (»\ygen m the 
functions of i!i(‘ bod\ , i‘\'['laine«l to us tiie u^e ( f ear- 
honic ai id in n.iture, the eirenl itioii of the blood, \e. 

'I'his w.is not, hossever, tli(‘ first occasion iijiou wliich 
these young gnls gavi* ])roof of tbeir .'U'quirciiieiif of 
knowhdge to si rani-ers, 'I'Ik' nio^t le.irned of the I Ic- 
mahs Ici.l iisit.-d the eolle'/c, ami afo-r {he evanii' 
nation, o:u‘ of llimn had <\tlamiel in w-oedcr. ‘<)ur 
elnldicn would baM- l.ikcn twjci as miicli time in (lie 
inosijui* of Id-Azar as tbt-se li.-iv.* done in learning wli it 
tbcvkno-i.’

When I asked to see her jewels, Fatme, whose mo- 
desty appeared to sud'er from th.'j e.xelamatioiis of sur- 
prise and admiration wliich the degree of her kiiowl'ilgi* 
e.-illed forth from us, seemed rohietaiit to eop'oly with 
my request, lint a young negress amongst lur eoiii- 
panions quickly lilted tb«‘ muslin veil wliicIi was throwui 
over the liK'ban, and we beheld :i splendid dianioinl 
ornament as large as my hand ; but it was more grati- 
fying to si‘e that, insteail of .any of the pupils appeani'g 
to envy ner its pos.-^ession, they seem to feel ;i kind of 
pride in exhibiting it. ‘ Fatme is a mother to us,’ said 
Abyssinian, I*'ell;»i, and negress ; for the pupils were 
miide up of every iivce, admitted into the school from 
a mcnditity-housc opened to give asylum to destitute 
females of all countries. 

'Pile Abyssinian race, roni.arkable for a mild .and pen- 
sive cast of countenance, is superior in intelligence to 
the Fellah race, .and this again ranks above tliat of the 
negro. These degrees of c,apacity wiavj strikingly ob- 
vious in tlie progrc.«s of the young women hefon; u**.

Dr, now Sir Jlobcrt Kfine, published bis bo<jk under 
the auspices of the Koyal Dublfti Society. A.s an Irish- 
man, he writes in i-eal earnest for the improvement of 
his native land, ‘In other countries,’ ho observe.?, ‘it 
has been the most .anxious care of government, suid of 
ihose intrusted wijh the superintendence of educsition, 
to ascertain the nature and amount of their means of 
jiroinoting industry, and extending the employment of 
the .people.

inteii.se. Hence for all Il immy, puipo.sn turf i.s api>li- 
eable.’

In the or lmary glate, it costs Is. per ton, 
or 5s. if eonTores'-nl ; while the prm^ of coal is from 
5.S. 1o I Is. Gd.* 'J’h-; wiight of a cubic y:vril of Inrf is 
about ‘too 11 h. ; that of a similar mass of coal would be 
iioiirly a ton. It may be remarked tlnit t urf charcoal, 
Vroin its extremu eombuslibility, is E.-iid to be much 
better lilted for tlic manuiaclure of guniiowdcr than 
wood eharioal. In a eonqmrison idTIie cost of working 
an engine, il is idiown fliat tnrf did as uiiich work as 
coal .at half the cost. < )n board tbe J^ausdowne, one of 
Ihf Kteamera belonging to tl.c Jtilaml N.avigation Com- 
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pany, * bul'urp the use ef turf was introduced, there was 
Imrntd in a week, which comprises forty-nhie hours of 
work, twenty -four tons of coal, which, costing in average 
at KilJiiloc? 15s. per ton, amount to L.18, or 7s. Sd. per 
hour. To do the same work at present, hurning no- 
thing hut turf, there are consumed per week 315 boxes 
of turf, wliicli, at 7d. jier lx>x, cost L.9, 3s. 9d,, or .3s. 
9(1. per hour of work — ^but a sliude more than half the 
cost of coal.’ Tabular statements of the cost of work- 
ing a factory in England and in Ireland, show an cco- 
nniuical advantage in favour of the hitter country ; and 
after fully discussing the question. Sir J{. Kane states 
his object to *navc been * to break down at once that 
barrier to all active exertion behind wliiith indolent 
ignorance constantly retreats.

and tlms iif^ested for most prolitablo expeiidiinre iii 
till! siimracff.’ A eaffw-i^'poiut is nostanced of two tlomU 
in Jaiugh Bearg, where in four da}s Ditf water rose 
twenty-six inches. ‘ Now each inch of w'ater on this 
laki- amounts to .‘ 1 , 000,000 of tons m weiglit, 'J'hesc 
tlooda brought dowm. therefore, in four days, 78, 000,000 
of tons of water, over and above the; vast diMdiargc con- 
stantly going on at the orilii'c of the lake. If these 
masses of water could have been, by suitayie engineer- 
ing arraugeiiuMita, ])reser\ed from inimedifvtc and use- 
less expciuliturc; if their <li>eharge could have been 
spread over the entire year, these two qualitities alone, 
of twelve and fourteen inches of rise of surface, the 
friiit.s of four days and nights of wintt r ilood, wmiild be 
iibli? to generate, 4 m the tall of tlic nver (JSbannoii) l>e- 
low' Killahn*, a toree acting tbroughuat the entire yeai’, 
night and day, of 9f»7 liorsc-powcr.’ 

Another instance of what may be done with compa- 
rfttive small streams is pointed out in the Irwell, in 
Lancashire, whieh Sir Ii. Kane stati'-i to lie prob.ably 
the hardcfci-W'iu’keil stream in the woild. In its fall of 
900 feet from the first mill 011 its banks to Bolton, 800 
fbet are actually economised by mills. Jle further 
shows that many parts of the Hat shores of Ireland arc 
particularly adapted for the e.^tablislunciit of tide mills, 
which, by the application of the turbine, a receutly-in- 
wonted water- wheel, may be rernlered av^iilable for 
twenty -three houi s out of the twenty -four. 

It appears tha^ some crfituries ago, Ireland presented 
a somewhat simftar appearance to the interior of iiiissia 
at the present day. ‘ Covered with forests, and possess- 
ing iron ore of the higiicst purity in great abmidauce, 
irclaiid was sprinkled over with small iron works, int 
which the w'ood charcoal was employed, and thus iron 
manufactured of excellent quality ; in fact, s'ueh as we 
now import from Sweden and* Russia for sdl the finer 
purposes of cutlery and mechanism.’ Leinster and Cou- 
uaught produce iron ore equal, if not superior, to quy 


found in England ; and for the smelting and manufac- 
ture, Ireland is placed on an equal footing with other 
countries wliose materials lie beiieatli the soil, by the 
atfiunt^aneo of valuable fuel which slie bears upon the 
surface. The iron of Si^den and Russia is 'worth froui 
L.15 to L.3r) per ton^ simply in consequence of the 
smelting liaving been effected with wood instead of 
co&l. Turf answers equally well ns wood for the %amc 
operation, and is, in tact, exclusively used in the ex- 
tensive iron works of liohcmia and Bavaria. 

The copper mines of Ireland arc all on the coast — in 
the counties of Wi'dclow', Waterford, (’ork, and Kerry, 
I’lic aggregate value of copper ore raised in 1843 from 
I these four districis anioiuited to nearly L. 124,000, with 
I an outlay of about half the sum in wages. A remark- 
able fact occurred in the history of the Miicruss mine, 
wliich is thus related : — ‘ There was found, in great pro- 
fusion, a mineral of a granulated metallic appearance, as 
liard ns stone; its colour on the surface dark-blue, 
tending to a beautiful pink. It was not copper ore : it 
w'as thrown away as rubbish. Nobody knew what it 
was except one w'orkman, who recognised it to he cobalt 
ore (arseiiiiirtt of cobalt), a miner.'ilof great value, from 
which the beautiful blue glass and smalt blue is made. 
Tbi.s man m.'iuaged to get away upwards of twenty tons 
of it as rubbish. Long afterwards, a more candid miner 
who visited the works, and saw some Rpecinieiis of it, 
told the proprietor its value. Hut the deposit had been 
workeil out in order to explore for copper ; the produce 
had been llirovvn away us useless ; and it only remaini'd 
tor the niiiui owiar to ruminate on tlie fortune he might 
I have made had lie possessed a piojicr knowledge of his 
business.’ 

Lead i.s more abundant in Ireland tliau copper ; that 
vvliieh was foriMcily manul’.ietiired 'W'as sent away to 
Holland and England to h;‘ refined, hiing too liriltic for 
]»r.u tical usr. llul I lie whole u])eratii>ns •>f smelting and 
refilling are now carried on in the liiglicst perfbelion in 
the works at Ikillyebrus. The (|nanlity ol' silver ex- 
tracted Iruin tile Jeail amounted to 4ii<il oimees in IS I.'t; 
this amount will doubtless be incrcaseii, as several veins 
of native silvtr Inu'e been recently discovered. Gold, too. 
bas been fouml in Wicklow, in the streams deseonding 
from the heights of (Toghau Kiiishela, in lumps varying 
from seven to twenty-two ounces in weij.lit. Workings 
were commeneed by’ government for the ev'ploration of 
gold-bearing veins, but llie small return Ic«l to llioir 
.ibaiulomiieut within the past three yens. Tift (lUHiitity 
eolloeJed in two years w^as valued at I..."' 07 :). It is cer- 
tain, howev'or, that deposits of native gold w'cre known 
to the early inhahit.ints of Ireland. ‘ d’lic ahinidaiicc 
of gold ornaments ami weapons whieh are so peculiar 
I to this island, and for whieh no sou^^^! by importation 
<’an Ihi a.'Hhigiied, is sutlicieiit evidence of tiii.s as well ns 
the testimony of our aiieicut vTitcrs descriptive of the 
use ami mauuf'actUfc of this precious metal. . f’.' /vltcr 
the Norman Conquest v»f the British islands, treasure 
w^as exacted froin both to the exchequer of Normandy : 
the tribute exacted from England w as 23,730 marks of 
silver ; but from Ireland, 400 murks of silver, and 400 
ounces of gnfid — an ( qomious quantity for those times.’ 

A comparison with Englaml and Scotland, in an agri- 
cultural jioiut of vievy, shows the advantage of natural 
fertility to be all on the ^ule of Ireland. Of the six and 
a quarter iiiillions of acres lying vraste, more than four 
and a linlf millions may be prolitahly cultivated. Sir 
H. Kane explains, however, that of the thirteen millions 
of acres of arable land, much has not been brought under 
tillage, from a fault in the character«of the great land- 
holders, who held farming to be a degradation. ‘ The 
possession of the land, with perfect idleness, constituted 
in itself the criterion of ipspectability. The working 
t'f a tillage farm^ even if more profitable, was thus mtal 
to the social position of the occupier ; whiist, if he kept 
only a herd to mind some cattle, and s|>ent his time and 
money in hunting and in dritlking, trusting to protec- 
tion high prices, and to Providence to pay his debts, 
he mixed with the notables of the land, and looked down

THE PARLIAMENT OF SCIENCE. 

The meeting of the Eritisli Association took place this 
year (Sept. 10- 10) at Southampton, under the jireai- 
deney of Sir Roderiidc Murchison, whose recent work 
on the fliHilogy of Russia, jfiined t j his former produc- 
tions of a similar kind, niidoubicdly entitled him to the 
lionour. Dvcrlooking altogether, iv.\ only matter fur an 
after-dinner laugh, the ridicule vented upon this learned 
boily in bomo of the ne\v.si)aper8, which really are as 
ignorant of its true weaknesses as they arc incapable of 
appreciating Its ulilitics, avc find the meeting described 
by competent autliority as only one of mediiiiu interest, 
and rather less than the usual amount of attcnd.mcx*. 
It received a visit from Prince Albert, with whom came, 
as a consequence, J^ord Palmerston; but thccchit inap- 
propriately .ascribeil to this cdrcumst.'ince by the presi- 
dent was a poor ccmipensatiini for the al>scnce of such 
ancient priipa (»f tl*c body as Sir Davhl Rrewstcr, the 
Dcjui of Ely (Dr Peacock), and Professor Sedgwick. 
There w'.as, however, an unusually brilliant list of foreign 
visitors; Pondihammer ;md Oersted from Denmark, 
Agassiz Jind Schhnbcin from Switzerland, Rose from 
Prussia, Ktiningk from Rclgiiim, Mattcued of ^lodcna, 
and Middendorf from Russia. Tiic.-'C mu), Avith our 
own Ilcrschd, Owen, Kaniday, Drove, Deaiheny, J ‘lay- 
fair, Wheatstone, Whow'cU, Deliihcchc, Darwin, and 
many otliers of scarcely inferior note, Averc amply sufti- 
eiont to constitute a venerable assembly. Amongst 
draAvbacks, it seems strange to have to mention indif- 
ference in the townspeople .and surrounding gentry. On 
this suhji ct the Liter.ary Oazclle is powerfully eloquent. 
To us, AvUo always ohservi* matter.s in England with 
the c>es of foreigners, nothing of the kind could l»e 
surprising, as tlie unfortunate fact is, tliat, except in a 
fcAv peculiar spots, such as the university towns, and a 
few' limited circles of society in the great cities, there 
is no mental life in that country Avith respect to purely 
intellcetual matters. 

In his opening address on the evening of the first 
day’s meeting. Sir Roderick adverted in Just to 

the services liitherto performed by the Parliament of 
Science — the reports Avliich it had published, and the 
researches it liiid instituted. He remarked the many 
occa.sioii.s on Avhich the Association had served as a 
means of dvecting guA’ormnent to inquiries where a 
small expenditure of the n.itional funds could much 
adA^anee the interests, of science. There were even, he 
said, men of science now performing great feats in the 
cause of knowledge, who might be said to have sprung 
from the Association, and to be dependent on it. All 
this Ave believe hy be no more than the truth. Owen, 
Agassiz, and Edward Forbes, have themselves an- 
nounced that, in default of the countenance and assist- 
ance of the Association, * they would not have under- 
taken, and never could have completed, some of their 
most important inquiries. « Agassiz, for Example, had 
itot otherwise the means of comparing tb/ichthyoUtes of 
the British Isles with those of the con Vnent of Europe. 
Without this impulse, Owen Avoidiynot have applied 
his profound kuoAvledge of dbmp^ative anatomy to 
BritiiiJIi .fossil saurians ; and Kd wa;4 Forbes might never 
have been the cxploreru>f the d;>pths of the .^can, nor 
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have revealed many hitherto unknown laws of subma- 
rine life, if his wishes and stijurejesrions had not met with 
the warm support of this body, ami been supported by 
^ts strongest recommendations to the naval authoftti^.’ 
There are even men, such as ^he ingenious and indus- 
trious Andrew llanisay, now of the Ordnanee Survey, 
who have been, as it were, disoovereil a'nd brought to 
ligh^ by the Association, in conse(iin?nec of its a.nbflla- 
tf>ry character. AVc could, from our own knowledge, 
add several names ti> this list. • 

Sir Roderick spoke of the great advances made in 
geology since the early days of the Association, most of 
tlie countries of Europe, as w'ell as America, having 
now been examined, and found to accord with that ar- 
rangement of the strata which had been* first laid down 
in Euglaivl. ‘If, then,’ saiilhe, ‘the astronomer has, 
to a vast extent, expounded the ineclianism of the 
heavens; if Lately, tlirougli the great^ leleseopi* of our 
.associate the Karl of liosse, he Jia.s assigned a fixify 
and order to bodies whutii were pr(*viously viewed a« 
nifwe lichuUe floating in space, and has also inferred 
that the surface-cavities in our nearest neighbour of 
the planetary system are analogous to'llic v(»li*aTiic 
I apertures and dcjiivssions of the earth, the gcoloi^ist.

— 7>r Haiiheny'did not tliink 
that atmospheric changes had anylhiifg to do with the 
disi ase at all. He thought that the mo.st satisfactory 
theory was that wlihdi relerreil the diseaHC b» fungi. He 
liad understood that tljcre was no potato (lis» ase in tin.* 
neighhourhood of tlie copper furnaces in Swansea. — Dr 
Ihickland liad lately visited Profess(*r l*ayei!. who advtj- 
eriteil the doetriiu; that tlie disease arose from fungi; 
aud ho (Dr llnekland) helievid so too. ’I’heri’ was, iu 
fact, a fimdiferous miasm existing, which, like cholera, 
nlt.«eked n(»t all, hut those who were predis[s)sed. II 
was tlie weak aud iotuupiTale !hai were attacked with 
chulera.; it was (lie /Icbiliiated pot ilt» that had the 
disease. irvrriWMui' .'iditioii.s of lemper.it ur(‘ debilitated 
the ]»otato, aud then it heeauu* diseased. The polatiK-s 
Wire suddenly !»tla<*ked. He knew a case in which a 
whole tieltl became disea-'-ed in three lie believed 

the only riMuedy was mow'ing <l*)\Mi"thc haulm of tin* 
]H)t.ito the fsionK-nt it vsus att aeked. - -Profe ..^va* L. J’lay- 
iair was <•( rtaiu <d' one thing- and thc.t'wa?’, that the 
di‘*ease w.is oof.*due to fungi, 'flu nature <»l' it. was i'M- 
dent, as it could he i rotiiuetl artiti* lall}. ft you M'lajted 
a juitato, .and placed it iu Hie op-eu uir, it lx eaino dis- 
eased, and in the course of a few hours the fungi would 
appear on it. — Mr K. Solly helii-Ncd tluu tlu* disease 
depended on i-heinical changes, not on the attack of a 
imigus. — Mr Bush had e'caniined the dise.iseil ptilahx s 
umh r the mieioseo]ie, and in its larl^^ stage's had .ilivays 
f.i.led to discover tlu- slighli st indi<*alion ef the esislenec 
of a fungus. As the disease atlvaiKVs, tirsl one flllr.;a^ 
a])pi 'irs, and then another - and at last annual life. Tins 
was tlu* progress of all vi’getatne dec.ay. T’he diso.ase 
alwajs commences on I hi- oiitsule of th^* potato, aiul 
proceeds to the centre. II»' Inul also found the disea'^e 
constantly attended with the dcvelopnieiit of crystals of 
oxalate of lime. — Profe'-.'Jor Balfour slated that some 
fungi attacked iUing and lu ilthy striu’tures, otlnis 
only diseased om s. 'Pbe fiuigns of the potato w:is a 
botrytis, whiidi he bdieu'd ml;u‘ke<l lualtby structures. 
— Mr A. Slriekl'ind s.uil, in vefereuee td Dr Bucklami’s 
reeommeuua.ion to mow dowji the potatoes, that, when 
his neighbours mowed down their jiotatoes, he dug his 
up. They had lost ueavly all theirs, w Inlsl he had saved 
nearly all his. — l>r K;uikeidi.r ohserved on the W'ant of 
evideuec to support the theories of either cause or re- 
medies that liad been brought torward. Cold and heat 
had been assigned as causes, by destroying the tissues 
of the potato ; but no destroyed .Ji.ssues bad been showm 
to exist. Debility had also been supposed exist ; but 
no proof was given of tba existence of del,vlity: and the 
l|(Ba]i of Westinjufiler hirnself had admitted that he had 
the hcaltbieS potatiK'S destroyed in three days. 
I’ositive observation was evitlcntly opposed to the fungus 
theory. As to the remedies recomniendeJ, seedliuiy' 
t\ad been kuowm to bo attacked in more cases than they 
had escaped, and therefore sowing the seeds could not 
1 m\ recoinmended. Slowing ^.lowii the stalks had not 
been more successful than Jetting them alone ; and it 
ought now' to’ Ihj known that this meeting h.ad ^nc 
nothing more valuable than to show the lusufficieiicy 


of all theories aud remedies hitherto advanced.-— 
naum's JRcjwrt. 

^ rtm LVKIJ. ON THE DELTA OF THE MISSISSIPPI. ^ 

Mr Lyell delivered a lecture on this subject on 
Mondfiy evening. The delta of the Mississippi is the 
alluvial Hat At its mouth, produced by the matter 
brought dow'n by the waters in the course of ages. 
For nearly fifty miles of its extent in that district, the 
Mi.ssissippi presents a vast river running nearly parallel 
with the sea, from which it is separated at particular 
]*la(!e8 by an em^'finlcmont of only half a mile across, 
'i’he valley is nearly level, there lining only a rise of nine 
feet between the mouth of the river and New Orleans, a 
jlistancu of l.'iO miles; and the inclination is equally 
tiifling still fartlier inland, being nevermore than six 
inches in a mile. This uniformity is explained by the 
f.ict, that the iv.omoiit the river ri*:ie,hes its banks it 
overtlows, and so tlie veKicit}^ wdiieb is only' four miles 
an liour, i.s instantly cbeidced. The debris e.arried along 
]>y the flood is depo'«ited over the surrounding plrii'KS, 
the principal part being left ni-ar the bed of the river ; 
the necessary result being, tliat the banks have beiui 
gradually raised to a higher level than tlie lands adjoin- 
ing them. This shqie from the river to the interior is 
a.s much as eighteen feet in a illstanee of a few^ nnlcs. 
'I'hc interior consists of v.ist swatnp.s, covered wdth trecp, 
the tot'.s ;iloiU‘ of which are visilile in time of Hoods. 
Sometiine.s tlie inliahit.ints on the banks of the Ohio or 
lied Bivi r, ;ifter cinhing a largo raff, ou wbich they 
prqivire t-i bring all the ]tri)diice of the year, for IboO or 
L'UOO nilU-5. to the market of New OrleuiiK, (ind thein- 
svhes ne.ir the termiii.ition of a journey of some two 
nmnlhs entire wi ek.s of which ni.iv have been passed 
b\ them a*»riiuiKl, waiting for a llootl to float theiu oil’ 
aeam — Mnidcaily Jiurrh'd through one of the opinlugs 
wiiich tiu' liver niak^ ^ iu its banks, at the rate of ten or 
twehc nuLi an hour .-ind left agimind in the niid.st of 
a v.ist itiorv.-, where they are obliged to climb a tree 
f -.r :vifety, and aw. id the ehaiiee of a boat coining to 
tl.c*ir ri-'ciie. Nevertheks.s the course of llie river 
(*aiiiiol be permanently altere<l by these violent tor- 
re uts, on account of tin* great depth of the main str(*am. 
Be«it»ectjng the age of this ^ust formation some curious 
l)oiiit.s W'crc slatul. It nppi'ars that the delta has not, 
in point of fact. .i<ivaneed into the sea-— nolwithstainiing 
all the assertions to the cimtiMry— more than one mile 
iu HU) or 120 years pa* t : llie amount of sediment in 
the water is only 1 in, by weight, or I in .’}u()<> by 
Volume. The time required f(,r the acemn illation of 
maltev found ill tlie della and \alley of the Mississippi 
must have been (i7,<KM) je.irs; and aiiollier .‘I.‘3,0i)u years 
must lia\e been required for bringing down to its pre- 
sent position tile great deposit above. 'I’he larger fossil 
animals found in the sod of the valley of tl^^ .sis- 
si[>pi are the mastodon, the iiiegatherimn, ,an e.xtinet 
elephant, an extinct bpeeics of horse, some bovine ani- 
mals, and a kin 1 of tapir. Taking tlie period which he 
assigned for the formation of the delta as a unit, it 
would Iv necessary to eoneoive .as maii,v of these units 
as the uiiit*’it.self coidaiiie<l years, iu order to arrive .at 
the vast antiquity of (‘ven the comparatively taodern 
formations beneath it. — Spechtturs Ihport 

bOHONJJKIN’s EXlU-OaiVE COTTON. 

This singular substance was partly the subject of a 
lecture by Professor Grove at the general meeting on 
TJiursday. The learned gentleman commenced by an 
expL'ination of the rationale of the composition of gun- 
powder, which depends on mixing combustible sub- 
stance.s with a substance that supplies abundance of 
I oxygen, for the support of combustion, without depend- 
*^ing for the supply on the oxygen of the atmosphere. . 
Nitrate of soda, or 8alt}ietre, was a substance that 
answered these conditions, aid when intimately mixed 
wity charcoal and sulphur in proper proportions, it sup- 
plied those combustible bodies at once with sufficient 
oxygen, and the composition became explosive at a glvuu 
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temperature. There was, however, a consiilerable resi- 
due after the explosion of even the best gunpowder, 
w'liich showed that the combustion was not juTfect, .aiKl 
Jhe^esidue proved greatly inconvenient by soiling 
arms. In the invention of Professor SchJnibein this 
inconvenience was entirely reincdieii, and the explosive 
force was said to bo double that of gunpowder, 'fhe 
eubflj^iince was, in tact, cotton, which was preparctl* in 
some manner not yet made known, and could not be 
distinguished in its appearance from ordin.iry cotton. 
There were two (jualities of the preparation, one of 
which was intended for common purposes, amt evoh^'d 
a small quantity of smoke on explosion; the otlicr, 
which was more exinuisive in its prejiaration, emitted 
no piTcoptible smoke, and left, no resfdne whatever. 
I'lie gun-cotton, he said, explodes at the tein]>er,itnre of 
4UO degrees — the explosive point of gunpowder t)eing 
about GOO degrees; and it iniglit be e^Kjiloded on gun- 
powder without igniting llie latter. .Mr (Jrove ihen 
exhibited the experiments. He tirst e\]dodod a small 
quantity of gunpowdt*r, for the i»ur|'/ose id' showimr tile 
I large quantity of smoke evolved, lie then evpbided a 
I small lock of the gun-cotton of the secoiuf ijii.ility. It 
j tlaslied otr as rapidly as gunpowder, and hnt a very 
simaII quantity of hiiioke was pereeptihli'. The p ipi'f on 
I wliich it was (‘.xplodctl w'as but slmlitly stana d. 'I’iu 
better kind of tlu* gun-cotton exploited st ill more ri*])idl> , 

; without any smoke whatever; and it gave out an 
! orangC' coloured name. The exhiiutioo of the experi- 
I meut was reei-ived with loud aTq»l:iu-e. Mr (Jrove next 
[ e.xliibited that ]K-ouli:»r ])roperl3’ of the eotlon not bt mg 
: injured by water. He steeped a pieci; of the colt«in in a 
1 glass of water, and then preso'^e-d il belweeu hldting* 

1 )»aper to dry. d’lioiigh it could not have been tlioroughiv 
' dry in tlu; time, the eottoii flaslied oil when live hc.itvd 
wire was applied to it, and without an}’ ]k rcej»tii*K« 
smokt. The lla.sh, hov.i-ver, was niil in this iiim* mi 
invtaritiineous as that of the fieifoetly d*y eoihui. '] la !

The voyage in the wonderful 
IS a fanciful creation, which Southey in his Sliip « 
of Heaven, and Shelley in his exquisite description of 
tiu* voyage of I-aon and Cythna after death to their 
Messed home, have so beautiftilly followed up ; and no- 
thing can be more faithful to nature than Tasso’s pic- 
ture of tl»c sea at rest in the last stanza. 

But we must pursue the voyagt\ 'J’he boat sails down 
the sea — ^the Mediterranean is meant; but this fiict a 
little injures J,he supernatural character of the voyage. 
The vessel passes tlie plains of (la/.a, where the knights 
behold armies gathered like sand on the sea -shore, fn 
tlie harbour were numerous ship.*?, some at anchor, 
others unfurling their sails, others^swifilv impelling 
their oars, so tliat tlu* hosom of the sea v.ms <-o\vred 
everywliere with foam. Then said tlie^ maiden, * The 
sea liinl the shpre/are thronged with foes, Jt4 the power- 
ful tyrant of Egypt wlio rules them has not all his troops 
even" there. These come only from Kgypt : he awaits 
otliers from his vast empire, which extends afar south- 
ward and eastward.’

The ordinary difiie.iillies of the route* were greatly in- 
creased by an unusual iiruught; grasshoppers sAvarmed 
oAcr the teorched bilks, and devoured every particle of j 
A'egetalion ; no fodder remained for tlic horses, and 
game aahs rarely met Avith. The intcriivcter, Avith his 
Indian attendant, left the party, who then made a rurhr 
of tlieir carts and every othex object not absolutely 
e.s.^*nti.d to tlieir progress. Tlie henls of goats peculiar 
to^.he mountains were now' seen for the first time : tlieir 
sire tlirco feet in lengtlf, and seventeen inches in 
duuneter at the base. The whole surface of the ground 
AVUS strewed with rocks of gneiss, mica slate, and white 
granite. Cacti, wliicli, low’er down, A^-ere abundant, gave 
place to asters and mosses ; and at last, much to their 
biirpvia?, the ])arty iiiql themselves at the summit of the 
celebrated* i5uutli l^uss — the great liighway over the 
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mountains to OrcRon. * It in no manner,’ writes Cap- 
tain Kreinont., ‘resembles the passes to which tlie term 
is so eomnionly applied ; nothing of the RorRO-likt^rha- 
raeter and winding ascents the Alleghany pusses in 
Aini'riea— TK^thiiig of the (Jreat Hernurd and Siniplifli 
p■l^^es in Europe. Ai)i)roiiehing it from th(‘ moutli of 
the Sweet Water, a sandy plain, 12o inik-vS long, con- 
diicU, by a gradual and regular ascent, to the sun^nit, 
about 7000 le(‘t above tlie sea; and the traveller. 'i\it'ft- 
ont being rcnnndetl of any ch.mge by toilsome slopis, 
suildeidy linds himself on the waters which Ilow to ihe 
Pacilic Ocean.’ 

While dcM-fiiding on the western side, tlie last hnr*'.- 
jlL^tcr IS broken ; and taUing into eonsideration the value 
of such an instrument to the scientific object^ of tlie e\- 
Iietlilion, we can sympathise witli the e.ijit.im's regrt t 
at the accident. ‘ It was,’ he tells us, ‘tlie only one.

Wc liad hrouuht this barometer in 
safi-tv a thousami miles, and broki* it almost among the 
snow of the monnt.iins, 'I’lie loss was fell by the whole 
eamp — all liod seen inv anxiety, and .sidMl me in pre* 
serving it, 'I'he tieight of tlu'se mountains, etaisiUi n-d 
}<y the hunters and traders tlie llighe^t in the wlmle 
range, had been a theme of constant disciHsiou among 
them ; aiiil all had looked fiirward with pleasure to the 
nioineiit when the iustrumeut. which tin y hchevetl to 
he trains tin* Min, should stand iinon lln^ summits, and 
del ideiheir disputes. 'I'lieir grief was enly inkrior to 
mv own.’

Here the captain relates — *A h moi'^ as I h.id 
gratifieil the fir.st feelings of euriosiry, I <le«eemled, and 
each man ascemled in his turn, Ib^ I would alhnv only 
one at a tj.iic to niuimt the uifstable and precarious 
, slab, which it seemed a breath would hurl into the 
’ ab\s.s below'. We mounted the barometer m the siiow' 
of the summit, ;xnd, li.xing a ramrod in a ercMei’, un- 
furled the national flag, to wave in the breeze wlure 
lu ^er flag waved before, louring our morning’s a-tcent 
W'c bad met no sign of animal life except a sm.ill si>iir- 
row-likc bird. A stillness the moat jirofound, suul a 
terrible soliiiule, forced thcnftelves constantly on the 
mind as the groat features of the place. Hero, on the

Thus, a Nymph or a Sylphide he- 
eomes imiiinrtal, and has a soul like man. if hlie can 
in.«pire one of us witli love towards Iut; thus a Sylph 
or a (iiioine eeyves to be mortal, if one of tlu' daugh- 
ters of man Avill consent to marry bini. And oil, my 
.*ion,’ eonliniied the ('oiint de (jahalis, * admire the 
felieitv of tho Itcvsienieians ! Instead of AAonien, whose 
eliarins Anther in a few short year.-^, and are followed 
by ghastly wrinkli"?, we allv'^ ourselves A\itli heaiilies 
Avliose charms never fide a'.vay', and Avlioin Ave liave 
the glory and liappinc-s of rendering immortal. Ton 
m.iy imagine the love and the gratitude of tlii .sc iiivi- 
sihie mi'itresses towards us, and Avith what zeal and 
assiduity tliey seek to please us wlio have eoiifeirid 
upon tbeiu the uiisiieakable jirivilege of an iinniortal 
soul. 'I’lie most beautiful Avomau the Avorld eAvr saw 

uglim ss itsi lf in eoinparisoa Avitli the least fascinating 
of tlie Sy Ipliides.* 

In succeeding interview .s the Count de (labijis fur-

Iku’pbyre, •iiiivl wliieli was oliered up in the Tem])le of 
Deli’hos for the enlightenment of the Pagari.s, avi'S the 
prayer of a Sidamaijder.’ In short, Avithout continuing 
to quote llie Avords offue Count de (jabalis, be asserti ii 
that all the supernatural appearances witli Avliieh the 
liislorv of every age and nation Avas full, were to lie, 
and coiiKl only be, explained by the agency of tbc'-e 
elemental sprites; that the deeds attributed to devils, 
iiiijis, and witohes Avere .the ertiations of a false ami 
’degrading superstition, unworthy to be beliuvpd by 
pliih'sophers.

Tnosij conversant with tlie eirenmstanecs (>f the jral- 
lant, rash, and rtnfortimate Duke of Momnoiuh’s ri.dne, 
may n iiiember that bis pretensions to the Ih itish throne 
were founded on lifs birth; and that he w'as tlu^ n.'itiir.d 
soil Kin^J' Charles IF. by Miss Lucy AVylters of Ha- 
^ .rsford, liavinj; been horn at Uott< nkni in l(J4n, under 
the name of Croll'ts. He eanie to Eii.i»I.ind in Ihtii, ami 
was created Duke of Orkney, and on the 7tli Kobniary 
l()i5:t, Bartm iT'kimlale. K:irl(d‘ Donenster, and Duke of 
Mommiuth. llavine; retired to Holland in the latter 
end of the reign of Ivirig ('barks, then at variaiu'e witli 
the court, he made his hostile invasion of K.nelaiid on 
the aci ..sjsion of King .lames, and w as proclaimed king. 
Ills anil}, I'onsisting of about .‘jOOO horse and foot, was 
defeated by the Karl of Kaversliani. Tlf ’ d.ulce w.is 
arrested, eonnnitted to the T«»wer, and bi beaded on the 
loth .July lOS."). J^-is wife, the I)llelle.^.s of Ibieelmieh, was 
stiji alive ; but the duke, alleging that this marriage liad 
been forced on liim by Ins father at the age of tifteen, 
before lie was capable of making a proper choice, had, in 
his mature age, contraelcd anotlier aMianee w ith Hen- 
rietta Maria 'Wntw'orth, llaKuiess <u' Xeltlesti*ad, and 
avowed that he considered her as his l.iwfnl w'ife befoic 

• j (lod syid iiian. Before his execution, the duke was, 

• however, refused the sacrament by Dr.s Teimison ;ind 
.! Hooper, iiiilf*.ss he slnnild coiifc.ss the sin and adultery in 
]| wliii^b he liad lived with the Lady Wentworth. By lier 
I hei|^ a son, who was deprived of all inlieritauce, as 

1 beiff.iflegitinnite; but being conveyed to Taris by a 
i (JoIotcI Sinytb, an adlierent of the Duke of iSIi 'ninoiitli, 

f diiM was by him cilupated, and left heir to liis fi»r- 
This son^was Colonel Wentworth Srnytli, who 
wards engaged in the {Stuart caii.se in 1715 and in 
I 1745; a few years after which, when in his seveiity- 
seeorul year, lie was beset on a bridge in the Highlands 
of Sf(»tknd by three .sobliers of the royalist army, in 
the eXj>eetation of reward, and in the desperatfl straggle 
th.it en.siied, he f«‘ll over tlu^ nttrajiet, and was drowned 
along with tvw of them. • 

'1 '.is Ooloitcl Wentworth Smyth left a son, Ferdinaild, 


then only in j iis sixth year, by I’lle.inor, daughter of Sir | 
Uohert Jseet,liani, a great-granddaughter of the same } 
Duke of Motfmonlli ; .she had died, liowever, three \ear.i 
before amr Ferdin.-md Smyth Stuart reinaiiieil an 
oQiliau. His double aHinPiy to the Stuarts -was pro- 
bably the cause of the striking hkeiu ss which, in after 
years, he bore to all the portraits of Cliurles 11. ilis 
life of strange vicissitude still more strongly iii, 7 rk.s 
lus ]>!irtici]iation in the doom of that fated liouse. 

Jvcarcd amidst the (irampian Hills at a period when 
foiir-lifth.s of the inhabitants .-^ipoke Erse or (laelie, and 
ealleil the Lowland dialect Sassenacli or Saxon, Ker- 
dinatid Smyth S.iiart included Eiigli.sli as a foreign 
language ainiilst tin* branches of a liberal eilucatioii he- , 
stowed ii]H)n h»-';i. Kemoved to Aberdeen, be .studied for 
the medical ))rofessioii. and atti'iided the kietures of the 
celebrated Dr (Jregorv, whom lie ahvays ompliatically 
ileseribed as ‘ a blessing sent trom llcavL'n to serve man- 
kind,’ and as ‘ an* honour to Imman nature.’ Stimulated 
by a wi.sli to beiiold the pol.ir regions, he ni.nde his lirst 
profi ‘>ional ess.ay as .surgeon to a (.Jreenhmd wiial'T, 
and w:ls liighly gratified by the experiment. In the 
spirit of adventure he next made a voyage to ATiierka, 
pas.scd a eon.sitkrahle time in the setllemenls 

among.st tlie Indians, and finally .settling (low n in Marv- 
l.md, became a considerable proprietor of lands in 
Viruini.i, and tlie owner of one of the most delightful 
s<*ats on the pieluves(jue hanks of the Fotoniac. Ih* 
hiTc exercised snceessfully the combined oceii})ation.s of 
a planter and a jilivsieian, until tlu* occunTiiee of the 
dispute bt tw’ixt the colony and tlu* mol her t'ountry, 
when, espousing the home t'auso, his residence .soon be- 
came both unpkasant and dangerous. Dr Shiart there- 
upon abandoned his profession, and in 1771 beeame 
e qitaiii in the W'lstern A'irginia L’egiruent, in whic h 
capacity ho particularly distinguished himself in a 
.scMre action with tlu* Indians. Signalised, TThwever,' 
as almost the only loyalist for threi* ('oiintics around 
him, he was in Oelofxu' 177‘s compi lied to ahamlon Ids 
home. Ids family, and furtiino. He reached the lu avi'.st 
British po.st, thn 0 liundreil and twenty ndle.s from Ids 
resfideiiee, after oiKouiitering r.amei’oiis dang(>r.s, and 
w.as uj)i>ointcd cj^iptairi'in Loyal Legiineiit 

of Banger?^ -Hl'ing ordered ('ii a most important and 
])( rilouslr^pcditioii, he .succeeded in conducting fli(‘ en- 
t( rjirise iienrly four liundred ndle.s in piufcet hafoty ; hut 
on the day after he had reliiujuished his charge, was 
captured, and placed in strict eonfinement. 

At the peril of Ids lift*, !m cscaptal from a guard of 
fifty men on tlie 2t)th of December, aiul travelleil tbree 
lumdroil mile.s on foot over the exten.sive and almost 
iiiaiTcssible range of the Alleghany Monntain.s, amidst, 
the rigoiiis of winter, nearly destitute of food and 
elotliing. and eiiviror»ed by unparalleled dangers and 
hard&hips. AVhen almost beyond the reach of dange^ 
lie after all, recaptured, and dragged stf’en hun- 
dred miles, fast bound wutb cords, to be imprisoned in 
Fhiladelplda, wliere be suffered eiiditecn months’ eiiji- 
tivity, on bri‘ad IVnd water, in irons, in a dungeon. JIis 
sullerings were cnicUy enhanced by Ids being forced 
to march a hundred and fifty milc.s in irons, at the point 
of tlie bayoket, and covered with blood. oeca.sioned by 
the irons aiid by broken blisters, in the rear of the Con- 
gress w'lieii it fled frorn“B.h)ladelphia to Baltimore. Being 
unable to proceed farther, be was thrown into the bold 
of u privateer, upon the ballast, wldeh consisted of i»ig- 
iron and stones, and kept for three days and niglits 
wifliuut dotlies or food, and still in irons, the snow- fall- 
ing fast tlirougli the hatches.. But again ellecting Id-a 
escaiH*, be encountered a fourth scries of dangers and 
bardsliips in pas.sing two hundred miles by water dow n 
the great Bay of (’hesapeako, and more than three huii- 
uYed miles by land, through a hostile country, wlure be 
was well known, while a high reward was ollered for 
bis seizure. At length he reached the Breston, twenty- 
one miles off at sea, in a canofll after being tossed about 
all i^^igbt in a stori^. His ardent zeal and loyalty at 
this timf iudueed mm \q decline a very liandsoinc gru- 
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luity ofl'i'n’d liim, in liiniiry, hy Sir Alilliain llowo, 
ooiiimundor-in-cliii'f' nf tlii' Hritisli force's, Vii liis arri\:il- 
ill New York. After dointr duty fir soiiil lime .is cap- 
tain in tlu; Loyal American U(*^inient, aim also*in the 
siftcrwar^ls cclcliratcd 42d Sr Loyal Highland Ive^inugit, 
Dr Stuart, bcsidi-s a corfis of forty-live men in the lur- 
incr rcjiiincnt, raisi'd a chosen corps of ono. hundred and 
cijiily-liv(; men, at a very preat expense, and thi^body 
be t'onimanded, en}.'.ac:ed in thn most active service, 
until, of his own choice, he was attached with alf Ids 
men to tlic t^ueen’s Laiiffers. 

' lli'^li and llatteriiif' commissions prodcred to Stuart 
diirinu this period of service by the AmericauH wen* 
refused. Indeed his loyalty of spirit was from the first 
invincible. Uefore (luittin;^ his own liNisi-, lie defended 
I It. auoiiiist a superior f irce, till one of his servants was 
' killed and himself danirerously wounded. L\en wdiile 
in till* liands of the enemy, he exerted his inflncnee 
I hueces.sfiilly in preventing; numbers ofllritisli prisoners 
■ from eiiterini? the American army; and, durin.'r Ins 
C'^iMpe, i>rcscrved, by Ids advice and inllniaicc, a.s many 
as one thousand families of loyalist.^ from uircr di srriic- 
tion. In the Ihinlmry' expedition, aid( d by only ten men. 
he repulsed aiylilrove back, at the point of tlu* bayonet, 
a Imndrt^^'and more of the eiu iny who liad i^rcatly 
l)ara'«sed the re.ar of the ISriti.sli army, h avinu nineteen 
d<*ad on the held. At the capture of i*ldladelpld;i he 
; discolored eighteen scrviccahlo picce.s of I'annou ctm* 
ccaled in the Delaware ; and Ik ins; att:u‘lv(*d by a force 
immhirin'^ six tinuss lii.s own, while ser\ini> as a dc- 
Liclnnent covcrini; the \\ooilcn1 lens nc.ir Derby, he not 
only repulsed them, but kilk fl more of the enemy than 
tlic whole number of his o\mi delaelnncnt. !n tlie

In the liattle «»t 
j ('rooked Hillet, Jst jNIay^ 1T7S, with only* sixty -ti\e 
. ollk'crs and hmmi <d‘^V (ineen'.s h;ineoi>', he totally 
routed nine hundred or the eiieinv, leavmi; tuo liun- 
drul dead on the held, and takiie^ r.ixfy-s-evi.n pri- 
som rs, \i illi viiii;ons, bangaije, ^.e. At (.b'oswlek's ( 'la i k, 
esasperated hi' seeiii}; Oaiitain SlepheiHon shot at 
his side, he aitackeil the enemy, tiu'ntv-ll\c hinidrid 
sironjr, with six pieces of cannon, .iiid, with only 
eij-'hty' men, drove them from the bridge, iiliicli they 
hml fortilied, and seciire<l the .^afe piissa.iie of the Ln- 
I lish army*. At the battle of i'reebold he furnislieu 
as sij’ual a proof of resolution and bravery, .\lier 
the regiment, uhicli was only three iumdrccl ami 
lift V stroiiu:, Iia?^ for two ivliole hours sustained, alone 
^and niisu])ported, the attacks of live thousaiul of the 
*cni*my i^idcr (icueral Lee, Stuart, with cii;htv n^n as 
a forloni-liope, was directed to sustain tlic attack of the 
enemy’s whole column, witli a vimv to cover and secure 
the retreat of the rest of the detai'hm'At. Not only di',1 
he withstand the enemy in a narrow p.ass in which he 
, had posti’d his men, but, after a lonp: and severe eon- 
llict, repulsed them. Nay, more: in the ^'eiiin^ of llie 
very- same day, being again detached in command of 
two companies of men, in ordgrito t over the rctre.it of

:ind ilul not call upon Jiercidcs wliioi-i.dv. Ho Inula 
fondiic.ss for carpenter’s Avi.rk, and h.ivmg cM down 
the hug(» pine-trees on lu.s /,/ • for so a property is called 
in (''anad.-i Vy'c.st— he licweiljlicin, squared them, and 
dovetailed them; lie quarried stone jivith infinite toil, 
burnt lime, and ill the short space of tw’o years had a 
decent log-]*akice. consisting of two large room.?, and a 
kitchen an«l cellar, Avith an excellent; chimney, a AA'ell, 
which *lug himself, and a very lar/rc framed barn, 
which he built himself, Ihe only outlay being for nails, 
shingles to cover lii.A nu^f;^ and" boards. 'rhc'JC he had I 
to bring Avitli oxen and a wa^on from tlte saAv-mills at ' 
pfi-ey, many miles otf, and by tli*: most hideous road I 
evcijfsaw, even iu Camida. Ho split lii.s ow n rail's, made /, 
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his own ffiiri's, and cleared his own forest. This first j 
scttlrnieiit was commenced in 1840 and 'when I saw it I 
in 1845 , he had nearly thirty acres cleared, and this 
clearance, and bis really good house, let to a settler just 
arrived. By a frcalc of fortune, a connexion, who occu- 
I)icMl the adjacent farm of two hundred apres, and had 
had the command of money, died, and liis property wns 
left to the young couple. ^'I’hey had now a family grow- 
ing about them, and, vt} they were very old friends t)f 
mine, they naked me to come and “ life in the bush.” 

‘ Farmer Ilarry/as we will call my young friend, had 
now throe in^ftad of two hundred acres to attend to; 
hut he had a flock of sheep, u pair of oxen, the span of 
horses I brought for him, scvcr.'il cows, iniuifi poultry, 
and ^ whole droTC of ])igs, with biiriis full of wheat, 
peas, hay, .md oats ; an excellent ganfen, a line litlh* 
brook full of trout at his door, plenty of meadow, and 
his harvest Just t^ver. To help him, he* had a hired 
man, Avlio drov(f the oxen and assisteij in ploughing; 
and to bring in his harvest, there were three hired 
labourers, at t wo' slvdlings and sixpence a-day each, 
and tUeir food and beds, witlt t^io maid-seryaiits, one 
to assist in the dairy, i^abour, constant and toilsome 
labour, was still necessary in order to make the farm 
pay; for there is no market near, and everything is to 
he bought hy barter. Salt, tea, sugar, and all the little 
luxuries myst be had by giving wheat, peas, timber, 
oats, barley, the Ilceces/jf tlie sheep, salted pork, or any 
other exchangeable property; and thus constant care 
and constant simervi&ion of the employed, as well as 
constant personal lalibur, arc requisite in (^mada on a 
farm for very' many yeafs befori! its owner can sit down 
and say, “1 will now take mine case.'* ^riic female 
part of the family must .s])in, weave, make homespun 
cloth, candles, salt the pork, make butter for sale, and 
even scdl poultry and eggs whenever rcspiircd ; in short, 
they must, however dchealcly brought yip. turn their 
hiuul.s to cvcry'tliing, to keep the house A\arm. The 
laboifr of bringifig Inane logs for fuel in winter is not 
one of the least in a farm, and then these logs hav<* to 
be sawed and split*into eonvcniciiL lengtlis for the firi*- 
plai'e.s And stove.s. , 

‘But all lliis may' he aehieved, if done cheerfully; 
.and to show that it can, I \ull ash) tliat. .Minhlst all this 
labour, my young friend was Imildiiig him.self a dam, 
where the heavers, in times when that politic and hard- 
working little trowel-tailed race owneil hi.s ]>roperty’, 
had seen the value of collect ing the waters of the brook. 
]To was repairing their decayed labours, for the purpose 
of vvasliing his sheep, of getting a good lish-poml, and 
of keeping a batli alway's Ml for the eomfort of his 
family. What a change in ten yeai s ! The hv’c.st, whicJi 
had been silent and untrodden sinee tlie heavers first 
heard afar ofi* the tfounu of thi^ white num’s axes, was 
now converted into a smiling region, in which a prattling 
brook ran meandering at tliu foot* of gent ly'-s welling 
bill-sides, on winch the snowy sla-ep were browsing 
and the catllo lowing.’ 

We have said that the wofk from which these pic- 
tures arc taken is entertaining; but it is something 
more : it is honest And the author himself is amus- 
ingly sensible of this fact, and boasts that the opinions 
of such casual observers are much more worth having 
tlian those of literary men and women win) roam about 
the w'orld for the express purpose of giving their opinion. 
'I’he assifrtioii is obviously 'WTong in theory, but some- 
how or other it is right in fact. J’erhaps tlie wason is, 
that the word ‘literary* l^^s in our day a signification 
wliich did not oiyginally belong to it. Everybody is 
now literary who has written a nove^ or contributed a 
copy of verses to the aimuals ; and, besing literary', ho 
If, start across the Atlantic any day he (dioosc.s, 
^ hdir the Americans at a glance, and (^ilighten 
orld with his opinions. Mt the truth is, the 
0£8 of * literary’ men aud^w'^nion on this subject arc 
lillustratiofia of the country and tlie x^cople, but 
py of tUbir own idiosyncrasies. How can it oe 
wise ? Is experience in tales or sonnets sufficient 


to make up jlTor the hard reading, bard w'riting, hard 
thinking, wdiieli once distinguished a literary man ? If 
a clo'\}or man or wom.an, destitute of the knowledge 
w'hich can only come throygli study and experiuneo, 
select an arduous and complicated subject, the result 
may be .a readable, nay, an interesting or a (dianning 
book; but no xierson of common sense will lakJ? it for 
anytlit-ig more valuable tbiin a specimen of the style 
ambmanner of the gifted autlior. 


THE COUNTESS OE BELYiEEKE. 
hr is not many months ago since tlio readers of this 
Journal trerc jiresented 'wdtli a more particular account 
of the extraordinary' abduction and iinpriaoiiment of 
Lady' (1 range than had heretofore been given to the 
public. We are now cnahleil to lay before them another 
luoreoiui of jirivale history of a sonuwvhat similar kind, 
.serving as a flirt her ilhislr.ation of 1 he manners of the 
same jicraxl. The parties were Bol)ert Bochfort. lirst 
Earl of Belvidcre, and the llonourahU; Mary jMoles- 
worth. cdtlesl dangliter, by' a first marriage, of Uieh.ard, 
third V'iscoimt Holosw'orth. I'liis lady, by an act of 
iiiilieard-or tyranny', w’as eonfined hy her hl'.shand for 
n»> less than thirty years, from which she was leliMsi-d 
only by' his demise in 1774. 

The father of Miss Moleswortb W'as an ofiicer of tlis- 
tinguished br.avery. lie w'as aiil-ilo-camp to the Duke 
of Marlhorongh .at the battle of Bamillics; ami at sub- 
sequi'iit periods, after having attained to the rank of 
lieutenant-gein'ral. ami retired from more active seniec, 
was appointed to many high and important olUeial wtu."- 
liona in Ireland. For many ye.irs he ivas commamler 
in-ehuf of his majesty's forces in that eouiilry, and 
resided with his family in the eapilal. 

It w'jis at this period tliat bis eldest daughthr, TJTary, 
first alliMcted the regards of Mr li’oebfort, a gentleniaii 
of very amdent and nononrable family in the county 
Westmeath. This perscni is destTibed as a man of eoii- 
st<l(‘rahle t.iU'nt and airdities — (digant ami exi)en.‘'ive in 
his tastes, and with highly-polished, coiirtier-lilve nnin- 
iiers, but at the same time IsXiughty' and vindietive in 
temper, and selfish, unprincipled, and dissipated in 
eondiiet. At the period referred to he was cdglit-and- 
twenty, a widower, and ehildle.‘«s, his first wife Jiaving 
died a few months .after marriage. He possessed high 
interest at the Ihiglish court; a eireumstaiiee wliieh 
douhlle.ss iTeommcndec} him to Lord MolOvS worth, who, 
besides being captivated by bis pnqiossessing exterior, 
had sufficient worldly' policy to encourage the addresses 
of one for wliom he naturally anticipated honours and 
advancement. Mr Rochfort was indeed at this time 
considered one of the brightest ornaments of the court ; 
and so highly was ho esteemed by the reigning mo; 
nar^», George 11., that about this period he w^s created 
B;irbu Bclleiield, and afterwards a viscount. Several 
years subseipiently, his niajesty’^ raised him to the 
dignity of Earl tfi Belvidcrc ; and as by this title he is 
best known, as such W'C shall heneeforth ile.signatc him, 
w'itlinut attending to the exact dale of the creation. 

I’o the tal^Vit and address which gaineil this nobleman 
the royal favour, he united a strikingly handsome and 
commanding exterior, o a'licre is a full-length portrait 
of him yet extant, which the writer has often seen. It 
appears to liave been taken at a rather more advanced 
perioil of life than that of w'hich W'C are now siuiaking, 
for Ac is there represented no longer the smiling cour- 
tiiY', basking in the sunshine of royalty, and saiHng in 
the full tide of worldly prosperity, but as one on whom 
the hand of Time had begun to do its work — the effects 
Ojf wliieh are always so prematurely visible on those 
w ho are either the victims of turbulent passions, or of 
the more suppressed irritability consciiucnt on a mor- 
bidly repining temperament. ^ 

ikobert, first Ein’l of Belvidere, is here represented in 
his parliamentary r^bes — ^a tall, dark, liaudsonie-look- 
ing man, but with a glo(tfny, stern, saturnine expression 
of countenance, llis appedraucc ^^as pnibably very dif- 
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fercnt at an earlier period, when lie must have seen fit 
to adopt, during lua suit to ^lisa IVIolesworUi, some sem- 
hlanec of that softness of demeanour and amiability of 
temper to wliich he was in reality a Rtrang|r. SHc was 
at this time only sixteei^ attractive in person, a|id 
adorned with the accomplishments suitc»l to her rank 
ami se;^. Tier disposition was quiet and gentle: she 
cxhUiitcd no inclination to levity, hut was doin^-tic in 
Ikt tastes and liabits, and of rather a thoughtful and 
contemplative mind. * 

In reviewnfig the qualities of the man wlmm her mis- 
taken parents would fi)ree <m her aeeoptanee, she saw 
much that would adorn a court circle, but little Unit 
promised to render domestic life happy. Jlis attentions 
to herself could not render her inseusibfh^to liis haughty 
demeanour towards others; while, doubtless aware of 
his unfortunate h.abits, she in silent sadness loresaw 
how irksome would be the ties between them— in fine, 
how little of hapi)ines3, bow much of misery, v/as to be 
anticipated from the union. 

^Iis9 Moles worth, however, was hut sixteen — bio 
yfuiiig to venture on miieli opposition to :i marriage 
wliieh all around lier were endeavouring to promote. 
Jn a sjnrit of sorrowful foreboding, she atlengfh g:ive 
a reliK'tiuft eoimejit, ami tliis ill-fute«l union took place 
August 1, ir.'lG. .Just before its celebration, it is said that 
slie sat for iier picture; and the idea being suggested of 
her adopting some peculiar costume, she w:»s induced to 
r('!e'*t that by wlii(*li, in the shape of tlie co/Y/b/v* more 
c pceially, we recognise the portraits of amdlier cap- 
tive, lier n:ime''.ike -the hapless ?tlurv of Scollaml. 

From an early period after iniirriai'e, this lady wn'i 
destiiK'd to find liersiul rorei)odings realised in the cold- 
ness ami TK'gl(?ot of her husband, who wms suiTonmlcd by 
n.ilterc»'s, some of whom, from selfish motives had hci n 
ori dnallv; opposed to his entering tlie married state :d 
all, and who w’cre therefore confinually on the watch 
to pre-judic," J/<rd Jlelvidere again.'.t lo's young wife. 
(Jne tlierc ivas more especially wlio, from the firyt, had 
been hiT (kafllicst foe, and to wliom, it is said, the 
e.nintoss owed all hi ftinislbrtnnes. This artful ami nn- 
pnneipled person had formerly held poweiTul inllnenec 
over the afleetions of the e^irl, and now tlrcadi-d naturally 
the lnibicn(!C of the youthful and virtuous w’ife. 

'i’he y(*ar ifftev her marriage. Lady llelvidtTO d.is- 
appointed tlie anxious Inipcs of her husband for an lieir, 
by giving birth ton daughter; but aj this event was 
succeeded, in due course, b}'- that of ;i sun — ii line and 
promising ehiUL'-w'e may Mijipu.ic that, for a time at 
least, it served to revive some feelings (.f a-f-'clioii to- | 
w ards the mother. I’lic event, we ire told, was eek l'^ated 
ill a style of ])riiic»ly magniliocnec, and the infant 
christened by lijc names of (leorge-.Vugustus, after the 
reigning monarch, wlio stood godlath'.T by prox 3 ^ and 
i)i]i to r.ie period of bis death, more, than hvent.v years 
afler, coi#inued the lirm fricml of its nnworth.v fat*^’r. 

For the first feiv years after their miuTiagc, LorI and 
Jjady llclviderc resided for the niosi jiart at (Luilston, u 
iiuiusion belonging to the former in The eoniity West- 
inciith ; and here, in cour.'^e of lime, two otlier sons were 
born to them. This residence was a larg,^ ancient, and 
gloomy structure of the days of F.d want 111. It had 
belonged to the (yhief llaron Rochfort, and is alluded to 
by Derm Sw'lft. The painfuF Associations afterwards 
connected with it, induced the secoml and last F.avl of 
•Belvidere to dispose of tlie mnn.^ion, wdiich was pur- 
chased by the late I-ord Kilnuiinc; and an elegant and 
modern house has long since been raised on tlie site of 
the old one. • 

It may well be supposed that the retirement of the 
country and sober routine of domestic life had few at- 
tractions for Lord BclvuUire, and tlie result was 
ami frequent .absences on his part, either sjient amidst 
the brilliant circle of George 11., or else at the Irish 
court ; for we are speaki^ of a* time j^rior to the union, 
when Dublin held its annual parliament, and was the 
residencAi of tlie aristocracy of Ireliind. Eortunati:*y for 
the countess, she preferred thc*qulet uiiexcityig scenes 
1 


of dome.«itic life. She was a fond and attentive rnotbi r ; ' 
her chief happiness was in the care and society of her j 
children, and whilst with them slie endeavoured to for- j 
get the growing estrangement of their father. , 

Of the children to wlmm allusion has been made, 
her three sons wore as yet but in llicir infancy. The 
<iaughtcr, how'cver, was beginning Uj be of an age to 
ri'iidor her coinpanionabLi to^tbe parent. This child 
(afierwanls Oountoss i»f Lanesb«jrongh), at a viu’y early 
period, gave promi.^c uf thatiamiability of temper, 
sprightline.ss, and •xtrciu''' beauty of persfm for wliich 
she was afterwards «iistingnif-hed in tlie ^^J:)^ld.' 

Meanwhile, as time went t;ii, the vi^ifs of the earl to 
his wife and family became l».-ss frcqicuit; and' lion 
they did lulco place, tliero was a settled gloom on 
his brow, a seau^diing soverily of uiaiuier, which could 
not csea})e Lady Lelvidero, and cau.sed in her mind the 
direst forebo|^ings. As v.o haic already said, she was 
not without enemies, am! to the m«sl^ unprincipled of 
these — she w1j«> iiad evt-r liei ii her enicllcst foe- -did the 
eountess at once, .and jii.stl^', attribute the suspicious 
looks :ind Mivagc tones of lier lotd.* Just eight years 
aftiT lhi-s«ilFfaled union had taken place did the long- 
thn-atening storm Imrst forth, and tlie lady Avas charged 
w'ith infidelity to her hn>baud — the partner of her :il- 
leged guilt being one wbo.<e near afiinity to him might 
I be supposed to have .set at rest all suspicion. The 
I account from which we derive our infornuition states 
! that she at first expressed hot!) .surprise and indignation, 
but aftcrwardis proccuis t«> add tliaf, to the astonbsh- 
imnt <’-f her frieiels. Lady Belvidere, driven to de.spera- 
tion, w.is induced, IIioumIi j;er^eetly innocent, to make 
an aekiiowledgnif'nt of guilt, with the view of strength- 
iiiing t:ie grounds for .i divorce, and Unis ridding .her 
of a husband uhoni jt was now impossible not to hate. 
Of anv real imidelity, '^hc at after periods most rc- 
]ii*atcdl\’ protcdcil her innocniec, an i sbo made a de- 
cl.iratioii h) li^e samoiirect, by a .solemn oath, on Ikt 
doiithhcd ii])v..u\iS of tliirty years afur^ 

The other p.irty nrunuil was a married man. Ifois 
repre.scntcd as highly excmpl.iry in conduct, an aflec- 
tionate father, and must attached "imsband. Jiclwecn 
him and Jiii^aiiiiaiJc jiarfner any feelmg o" jealous}’- was 
inikiiowii. Iliqiiiy in tlK iuselves and in their children, 
holh entertained a sincere ]»ity for the young and in- 
tcTesting, but neglected vile of Lord Helvidere, with 
v.'Iio'*e piotligatc I’liar.ictcr a’ul mode of life they were 
better acquaiiitcvl than were the vrovld in general. 
T’lieir conr.trv' residence (dosely adjoined (Linlston, and, 
united .dike by the tic.s of lehitionship and regard, a 
constant interconrso was naturally kept up between 
them and its f.dr mistress. Vrom them slie. was accus- 
tomed to»uct the ready smile of welcome, to hear the 
kiiuU}'^ tout’ of symjialhy. , Jt is natural, therefore, to 
suppose that in their clucrf.d hoAic laidj^ Belvidere 
found :i .^ohice for Inn* ills, whit-!> doubtless hrouubt 
with it tbe temptMion to dwell upon her wrongs and 
lament Ikt siillLTiiigs. 

The result of tlie charge made ag-ainst her was :i trial, 
'riie priiicijial witncL-s w as the artful and iinprincii-led 
woman alreatly alluded to; and so w’cll-concocted was 
the conspiracy, that damages to the amount of L.2(),00(» 
were awarded to the earl; n])oii which the ill-fated 
defeiidant, unable to mc(‘f so l.irge a demand, lled*the 
country, T’he hl.storv of bis suli.^equcnt life is told in 
a few word.s. After *rc.'«iding in bauLshmeiit for many 
years — his Iri.sh propert.v neglected, and no alleviation 
to his j^fleriiigs extxpt in the society <'f his attached 
wife and famii 3 % who mostly shared his exile — he was 
unfortunabl}' imluced, .after a lengttiencd interv.il, to 
return with tlicni tt) Ireland, trusting that the ctfects of 
time had softened the stony heart of the carl. But he 
was mistaken ; the seeds of jealousy had taken too deep 
root thete to be ever eradicated. Ijord Belvidere caused 
him to he iirrcstcd, and he lived and died in confine- 
meiit, protesting to the ia^jt his entire iiyiocence of the 
f#il charge laid against him.* , 

Lady Belvidere, ftir from having the wish granted 
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which would iiavc divorced her from the earl, was 
resorv'oel hy Iiiin for a very diflerent fate. 

Ills rioiuinal residence had hitherto been ufcGaulston, 
an old and inconvenient structure, which afforded little 
fr ‘orjo ior the exercise of that superior taste for which 
this proud nobleman was distinguished. Heyond its 
line 'burdens, on which much cost and labour had l^een 
l«c.>.tottcd, tlic ]>lacc hadi^iio recommendations for him, 
an.] lie therefore, at this period, came to tlio deton^i- 
luiiion of ulyindoning (t as a residence for ever. Lord 
lielvidcro luscordiBgly removed lii^ estahlisinncnt, and 
took up his r.lj.ode a few miles distant, at a very l)c;in- 
tifnl niansion, which still goes hy his title, and is v.'cll 
known to all the lovers of the picturcsqno in that 
ncighhourliooil. This mansion, the building of wliich 
Vas tlieri harilly complcteil, immediately adjoins tlie 
noble house and dcinesiu; eallcfl llochcfort, which, until 
lately, that it lias passed into other hands, rwas long dis- 
tinguished as the lesidcncoof a collateral liraneli of this 
family, hy whom the county We-<tmbatl) was repre- 
sented in parliament^ for very inimy years. Tlie name 
of Uoehforl is now alniORt exlliict in that neighbour- 
hood ; ‘but it is not a forgotten one, and is alwttys spohon 
of with respect and esteem. Hetwein these two man- 
sions there exists an arlilleial ruin of an abbiy, so true 
to re.ility, and so cxqiiisitLly designed, as fo exidlc Die 
admiration of all wlio view it. 'I'lie Iradilioii of this 
ruin liavinkt arisen lait of a f.mhly fend is generally 
known, and that U A\'a.>'huiU hv eiio hr(*tlu'r to c' elude 
from his sight the residence of tiie otiii'r; hut few arc 
a\i'are that witii lloJ^ert, Lail of ILI\ idore, originated 
this design, ,'ind that luitexca went I > an eiiormoiis ex- 
lienac in getting o\er from Italy a eelebral'id l•■^.^enli•U' 
architect of tliat d.ay, luinied Lavradottc, to superintend 
the erection of the ruin. This cireynistancc, .mil the 
domestic dilforcneas hctwieii him.'iclf ar.d a MinncsT 
brother, which gate rise to it, took place at a mi:-*h 
later epoch Ilian that of which we art imw tiv.'itoig, and 
when his ka’dsliin was in the deeline of h:'e; huf li i.s si» 
characteristie, and goes so fir T'; eojiiinn the Miigiilar 
and sysleiiuUic miuiiit. In v/lii' h his viiu!;eii»t naluro 
sliowcd itself, as to render the fact w. of ladiee 

In making an aiTaugcm. :iL thr qiiittit-g nis ol 1 iV'i- , 
tl nee at (hiulstomhe had a twofold dc.«ign in view, lie 
w as tlierehy enaliliil to occupy the mam ion more con- 
genial to liis taste, and at the same time to convert the 
other into an iisvliim ior La.dy lJclvi<hTe, siitlicicntly 
near at iaind to enable him to keep a consiant survcil- 
lanot 'jver her juoceediiig.'. In this pl.in he was at m; 
loss to find coadjutors; for the landed jiroperty, aiirl 
consequently the interest, of the carl were very great in 
the surrounding nciglihourhood, wduTc it is f-aid ho 
reigned with arbitrary swmv, liif; word.-, and uclions 
bf*ing in fact considered a.s lawr. 

Here, then, in a mainur cj uiicypoelcd to herself as 
it was unprecedented in the Joinahs of domestic tyranny, 
was the hapless .subject of our memoir confined, dcprivi'd, 
of all social ijitcrcourse with her friends, uml dimied 
that liberty permitted to tluk meanest of her fellow - 
creates. In .'Ul otlicr rc.'ipcets tliere wais everj' attcii- 
tion.j^id to her wants ami w ishes. She h:id a reason- 
abi^flSmiber of domestics at her nonirol, a.id the: use <if a 
c^m^ge, though her drives w'crc limited to the grounds, 
wj|ihli were, however, extensive, lier warilrubo was 
amply Bui>plied with tlic best and richev?t of clothes 
Suitable to her rank, and every source of occujKitioii 
and amusement was allowed her. (>f these latter, it is 
said that drawing was her favourite pursuit ; and we 
haye reason to supnose thal she excelled in it. Her pic- 
tures were land.scape8, some taken frogi nature, and all 
oh gloomy subjects, in cliaractor ivith the depressed 
statj of her mind. 

As it is mentioned that there was no prohibition at 
this time against writing materials, it may be^ conjec- 
tured that the countess was not debarred from ci)istolary 
intercourse wiik her friend* ; the question naturally 
pre^nts itsel#, how did it happen that her own faniio" 
ll|^d £0 little concern themselves with her situatioi^ as

Affer spenflbig the winter at Horenee, the carl re- 
turned for his mother. They procoe<]cd to Lon/,lon, w liere 
she remained a twelvemonth at the house t>f a lady of 
ranlc, a friend of her family, who had apartments at Ken- 
sington Palace. But it would seem that. t(ie state to w'hich 
Lady Bclvidere had been brought was suHi as to have 
procliiced so mucl\^, nervousness and painful sensitive- 
ness, as now mahe iier rather seek solitude, and shun all 
himian intercourse, except with the few t(j whom she 
was immediately felatetl. Tlie strange story of licr for- 
mer life naturally gained publicity, and iindcr^vent many 
ditferent versions, some less cbarit.ablc than others as 
respected the countess, whilst the singularity of her 
appearanc,e an<l deportment .'ittra(;te<l curiosity. Her 
situation, therefore, though doubtless now' acconipanic«l 
with all th.'\^ ]druln(‘ss and attention could do, neverthe- 
less bnmght'w'itli it paydul and incrca.sing disquietude 
to Lady Belviderc, who about this period w as visited 
with a heavy domestic alHiction, in tiie death of one of 
those nrleetiouatc smfa avIio ha<l so lately rescued her 
from captivity. 'Fliis Vas the Honourable Bichard 
Kochfort, colonel in tbe t)tb Dragoons, ’her second 
soirand third child, who dic»l in tlie prime of life. 

Tl’.e remainder of this lady’s stoi>’ is shortly tt>M. 
Pinding her situation irksome, she wrote to Lord Bel- 
videre, expressing a wihli to return to (Ireland. ’L'he 
earl then occupied a house iiL Hreat Denmark Stieel, 
at that time! considered a fasliioiiahlc hx’ality in Dublin. 
licTo she remained for a (considerable period. After- 
wards she resided kith Jtcr atleeti«ujate daughter and 
soti-in-raw’, the E.arl and Countess of Lane.sbf>rough, wlio 
lived near the Irish capital. Tlicy had a largo ami 
growing-up family, and with tlicin the subject of (his 
memoir finished her days in peacjc and happiness. She 
survived her husband but a fow' years ; and on her 
deathbed, after partaking of the communion, l..ady Bel- 
vider? confirmed, w'ith tlic most solemn oath, h(»r per- 
fect innocence of the crime for wdiicli she w as made to 
sutler £f: lengthened and unprce(idented a captivity. 

That Babylon, ^Nineveh, and Thebes, mighty cilies 
of old, contained great iminbers of inhabitants, is a 
matter beyond dispute, but no data remain to eimbk* us 
to form evcmaconjectm'e c^f their respective population. 
Many popiuous cities existed also in Asia Minor, the 
sues of which are now' only indicated by solitary ruins. 
The great nations and ]>owcTful empires of those tinics 
and those localities disappear amid the dim vist^fs of 
aneie£t history, till again oirsclsfroni them become con- 
spitf iious on tlie opposite shores of Eiiroin*, and we begin 
to have sonic more definite kIU)wledg(^ ot the statistics 
of the (Jreciaii lud Homan cities. The statements of 
the various historians are, it is true, some w'liat con- 
tradictory ; hut. we think, on the whole, it will be found ^ 
from tlioso rec(.'Kls that thC ideas sometimes entertained 
of the great popnlonsne-ss of ancient times as compared 
with the present have been very much exaggerated. 

Atluiii's, with the exception of Syracuse, wuis the 
largest eity of Creece. Thucydides mentions that it.s 
extent w'itiiiii the walls was eighteen miles, besides the 
sea-eoast on one siile. Tliere w'as, however, acixirding 
to Xenophon, much waste ground within the W'olls, 
W'hich hiciu, .indeed, to have contained within their 
boundary four ilistinct cities. ^Tany of tlio bou.ses, too, 
must baVe stood apart, w'ith considerable spaFc Ixitween 
tlieni ; for tlio total iiumbei* w’itliin this large area 
amounted to but 10,000. Aeeording to Athenav.is, there 
were in Athens L>1,000 citizens and 10,000 strangers; 
that is to be understood, aecinding to tbe usual pracljce 
of enumeration, full-grown men, cap.’ible of bearing 
arms: if we multiply this by four, wo shall have tlu.* 
probable number of the free population as 124 ooo. 
Hesides tbe.-e, tbcrcj w'ere the ordinary niimluT of shivc-J 
— a class (4’ population eonnnoii to most natums (-f 
antiqiiitv. A medium estimate of tlieni and their f.imi- 
lics ruigiit amount to l(i0,(K)0. making, on the a 

population for Athens td’2St,(M)0. This does not much 
more tlnui cipial tlic population of several of our large ^t 
iminuf.ieUiring towns' In the number of houses, mui 
excluding tho slaves, Athens in its prime wuis, in fai't, 
imerior in hi/.e to the Scotch inctrfvgolis. 

Aeeording to Fliny, Seleucia, tlie seat of tlm (Iroelc 
empire in the East, \vas reported to (ionlain (juo.ono 
people. Strabo makes Carthage contain 700,000. KlUides, 
when lu’smgcd by Demetrius, contained 6000 citizens 
capable (f lx;aring arms. Thebes contained COOO citi- 
zens. When Bhilip of Macodon w'as decl.ircd bead of 
th(/ (ircek confederacy, lie summoned a congress of all 
the states except that of Laoedemon, w'hieh refused to 
eoneur, and he found the force of the whole to aiuoant 
to 200,000 infantry, and iri,000 cavalry. 

Tlie free population of uncientH recce, wdth the ex- 
ception of Laconia, has been e8tiniatcd.,at 860,ooo, the 
slaves at 4.*U).0tK) ; inakiiig a total of 1,21)0,000, or about 
half tlio ])resent population of Scotland. Xor could it, 
be e; pectod to be other wise. (J recce is not a ?,irgc, nor 
a particularly fertile country. The art of agriculture 
had not tlieii arrived at great perfection ; and commerce, 
though practiscA' oy some of the states, and particularly 
by tbe Athenians, was yet of very limited extent. 

Wliat w’ealtli exi.slcd appears to have been very 
CMiually dividt'd among the citizens. We learn this from 
various circumstances. Wlicn Xonopbon returned from 

Ids famous expedition '^hh Cyrus, he hired himself and 
his soldiers into tlie service of a Thracian prince ; and 
the articles of his agreement were, that each soldier^ 
should receive a daric (about L.1, 128. Sjd.) a-inonth, 
each cajitain two darics, and he himself, as general, four. 
When Dcinostlienea and AOschinos were sent ambas- 
sadors to Philip of Maeedon, their allowance was only a 
drachma (.about eigbtpenc^j) a-day to each, or not more 
tUm the pay of a common <foot-8oldior. A citizen of 
Greece was thought to be left in easy circumstances with 
ten slaves employed in manufactures; and the possession 
of sixty slaves exqitcd the cupljity of the thirty tyrants, 
wlio proscribed X^sias and his brother on that account 
alonet J lemostheneMwas left very ricli by his father, and 
this wealth consisted ^f siKty-two slaves. His workhouse

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THE PUPHLATIOy OF ANCIENT^JVNJ) 
I^JODEKN TIMES. 

If population observed one direct law of increase, in- 
dependent of a*l moilitying cireunwtaiuies, the earth 
would have bterf filled "to overflow'iiig long before the 
present period of its history; for, according to the 
most ii'oderate calculations iit this w'ay, the luunbers 
of a people would nearly double every thirty years, as 
indeed is the case in some conimunities under favour- 
able circumstances. Mimy causes, however, tend to 
’ check the regular increasing ratio of the human species, 
as well as that of every otlier kind of animal on the 
face of the earth. Amongst these, as re-S])ects man, are 
disefiae$,fand especially pestilences, deficiency of food, 
wars, atQi^and savage state of society, and tke aalu- 
tary re|btfls of an advanped civilisation. The history 
of hujj^feocictyc too, presents continual changes of 
the iij^HRe and decrease of particulal nations, so that 
it .he(l8|p* a matter of great difficulty to draw a com- 
parisdlmjtvrecn the populousncss of ancient and modern 
times. !fn no species of facts are ancient hj^torians 
mor^e contradictory or inaccurate tlian in regard to 
numljc^j^r rather perhaps Jlieir works, in their suc- 
ceoiBIBBiuscrtptions, havt) suffered more iu this part|[* 
the verbal narrative. 
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of twenty <:;ibinct"mttkeTS was esteemed a very consi- 
derable manufactory. The lii^h rate of interest, the 
lowest being twelve per cent., and the great profits on 
trade, evidently show that capital had not i^ciiniiiiatcd, 
and that 4ra<Ie *could not diave been verf extensive. 
Ijysias mentions that a Inindrcd per cent, profit was 
nuide on a cargo which cost two talents, ami wdiich was 
only .sent from Athens to the Adriatic. Demosthenes 
hlames his tutors for not emidoying his money ^ring 
his minority to like advantage, ‘ by wdiicli moans^ in 
eleven years it ought to have heeii tripled.* 

Rome, the grea* centre of,])opnl!ition in ancient Xtal}*, 
has been various( » estiniated as to extent. Dionysius 
, IJaliearnassiis mikes the avails of the city nearly of 
the same eompaif as those of Athon#> but tlien the 
suburbs were iiiorj! extensive. The houses of tlie poorer 
classes w'cre also higli, consisting of several storeys, and 
crow'ded together, wdiilc those of the nobility wijre large, 
and occupied more .space. The palace of Nero is de- 
scribed a.s of enormous ilimcnsions. 'I'lic number of 
citizens wlio njocived ])ii]»lie corn in the reign of Au- 
gustus w'cre 200,000. This donation was intended for 
tlie poorer classes, .and perhaps gcm'rully iiceopted only 
by them ; yet we I'md that tlie higher ranks tliought it 
no degradation also to cliim their share. The next 
qaestiim undecided is — ilid every individual, or only 
every family, thn.s receive a share? Accordiieg to the 
best authorities, every man of full age was entitled to 
claim. Suppose that a fourth of full ago of the higher 
classes is ailde«l to the 200,000 claimants, we have thus 
a Tull-growm male population of 2.)0,000, which, imilti- 
])lu-dby four, gives the probable amount of free citizens 
at 1,000,000. 'I’o this is to be added a proportion of 
slavt's, perhaps not less than half a million. And thus 
VC would have ancient Uome, including its extensile 
environs, nuieh about the size of modern London. 

Ilerodiaii tells us that the cities of Alexandria ami 
Aiitioi'h were very little inferior to Home; and Diodorus 
Siculus in his time, eompule.s j^lexamlri.i to contain 
:>()0,000 free people. This, however, is exclusive of 
sl.Mves, the amount o^ whom is not enumerated. Sup- 
pose that there w'crc .an equal number of slaves, thi.s 
would make the populatAin (ioo.ooij, and avouM siiow 
that our previous estimate of Tiome was too higli. 

David ITiim®, writing more than a ciaitury ago, when 
the population of tlu' countries alluded to was not one- 
half of Avliat it noAV is, makes the following remark : — 
^ ("lioo.se Dover or ("alais for a centre, draw a eirelc of 
two hundred mile.s’ railin.s. you comprehend J^ondoii, 
Varls, the Netlierlaiids, the Lluitod I'rovincf s, and some 
of the hc.st-eultivarcd jiarls of France ami I'higlaud. Jt 
may safi ly, I think, be ailirmed that no spot of ground 
can be found ii^ antiquity, of equal extent, Avhieh con- 
tained iie.ar so ni.my great and popul()n.s cities, and ivas 
stocked with riches and inhabitants.* 

Of the^iumcrous nations that inhabited the iiortli- and 
west of Europe in ancient times — the subdivisions clothe 
great Teuton ie and Celtic races — no accurate census can 
now be established, (’ertaiii it is, lufivcver, that their 
apparent numbers, as indicated by great migratory 
and irruptive hordes, arc vastly exaggerated. A nation 
of warriors, moving at once into a ho.ftile country, 
even amounting to .'>0,000 or loo.ooo men, must have 
caused .a great sensation ; atut such w'arlike irmp- 
tioiis often took place among the northern n.ation><. 
•Csosar gives a particular account of the forces which 
Avere raised in Belgium to oppose his progress, ami 
states them at 208,000, It is true these Avere not the 
whole able to bear arms, ^or he tells u.s that the Bellovaei 
could have brought 100,000» instead of 60,000, which 
tliey engaged for : adding this additional number to the 
whole, tlie fighting men pf the Belgian states wouiid 
have amounted to 248,000, and consequently the w hole 
inhabitants to less than a million and a quarter. If we 
suppose ancient Bclgiui)} about a fourth of Gaul, that 
country might then have containea fiAe millions— a 
population quite insignificant compared to the piipscnt 
inhabitants of the same regiou Indeed a considerable 


part of Germany am France must, in remote ages, have 
, bticn covered witli dense forests, though no doubt the 
most faA'ourahle portions avctc even then cleared and 
]mrtially cultivated. It is the same Avitli regard^ to 
Britain. The Avhole interior of this country, according 
to llerodiau, Avas marshy and forest ground, Avhile the 
coast alone w'as cultivated and wi^il-peopled. 

No nation in a rude and saA^'lgc state seems to m.ake 
much progress in numbers. The ]>recarious means of 
si^isistenee is one great bar Id this, but more especially 
AA'ar, wliieli seems iqjKTent in every savage breast — that 
kind of ilu•es^5llnt ami deadly Avarfare ^v'liich, at the same 
time that it eiit.s oil' human life, also toUllIy prei*lut\DS 
all other industrial means of fostering and amelii^ating 
existeneo. AVe hav«j a striking example of this in the 
aboriginal American tribes as compared with the Anglo-, 
American colonists; the ratio of increase among the 
latter lias be^ti iniirieiise compared to the once station- 
ary and now* rctrogr.uie immbei.i of ^le fornuT. 

On the wliole.tlu-n, though tlie greaT; tide of human 
population has flowed and ebbed as to certain localities 
on the globe — leaving Avhole r^gitins oneo sAvarni- 
ing Avitli j\^*tive inhabitants iio\.' all but desolate, while 
other ])r>rtioiis again, arc laiiig crowded Aiutli in- | 
(leasing immber.s .still the ageregate mass of liiimnn | 
beings appears evidently to be on the increase. That 
tliis incrvase, liowcver, has not been uniformly progres- 
si\e in all ages, seems also evident; or, in other Avords, 
the accompanying eheck.s on poyulation hirvc so nearly 
balancAMl tlie tendency to muUiidy, tint the numbLr of 
the human race ovir the whole earth luis iriercsved, 
ami is iiMTca.sin.', in a very slow i?ttio. 

'fho ehii'f loc.iiities Avhere tlft llle of population has 
retrograded •appear to bo tlie Avestorn portion of Asia, 
from the ('aucasus eastward to the Luphrates, including 
the ane.iuit kincHoms of XmoAvli ami B.ibylou; the 
Avhole <*f Asi.i .MiiuAr, Syria, ami J’alc.dine; the north- 
ern pirt of Africa, from Lgypt westward along the 
shores of the Alcdltt rrancan, and .south-eastward to 
Nubi.i ami along the borders of the Reif ScJi. It is pro- , 
liable, t'U), tliat that p.art of Lunipe fl•^nl Ma(‘fcdonia 
stsullivvartls tliroughout the (Lxik archipelago may 
have been yiore pupuious m aiieicnt than in fnoiferii

'rrii: ‘'onthorn coasts of Africa ,;iro almost entirely des- 
titute of harbours or shelter for sriippiiig— the only s-afe 
lyml commodious one is situated on I he south-west coast, 
in latitude .‘13 (hj^rces 8 minutes south, and ahout seventy 
miles northwards from Capo Town. It is known as 
Saldanha Bay, and is within Ciijm* Colony ; but, until the 
last two years, it had been scarcely visited at. all, e.Kcept 
by voyagers who had occasion to make such repairs as 
recpiire a vessel lo be hove down, aud for this purpose 
it affords much greater fiicflitiea than the comparative/^ 
troubled waters of Table Bay. Last year some attention 
* was culled to this bay by tlic ^sit of a large number of 
vessels, for the purpose *df obtainingHhc gnano wJiich 
abounded upon some of its islets ; and sim^e that period, 
about 40,000 tons have been removtSl from these btfirren 
and desert shores to fertilise ou( own land. From north

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TWO DAYS IN MANCITJilSTER. 

I MIGHT, AYith f^reater propriety, call them Two Rainy 
Hays ill Mancliestcr, for the rain fell pretty ncjarly with- 
out intermission, forming, with the smoke of the many 
ehiinncys, that dump bluish kind of atmo«phere which 
stems indigenous to large inanufaeturing towns. And 
)'et, sornclTow, I did not mind this aerial peculiarity. F 
had been invited to attend a series of meetings indi(‘a- 
tivc of vigorous social progress, and with buoyant 
spirit.? 1 looked on the rain, and the smoke, and the 
W'ct streets as very unimportant matters. ITow true 
that it is the .shtritiicllf, not the from which 

the mind draws its true pleasures and consolations ’. 

What a day w’as the iJlst of October to visit parks I 
Rut cabs are omnipotent. One of these oblieing con- 
veniences carried me with the greate-'^t alacrity from 
point to p»int, through long hues of street, down and 
up lanes, and along open pieces of road in sundry direc- 
tions, so as to alford me what I liad long wdshed to 
have — a look of the now' somewhat I'.mions parks of 
Alanchestcr. Although one should no more visit fields 
than buy fowls in a rainy day, 1 think that, on the 
whole, I obtained a toleraAly aeeur.ite notion of these 
places of public resort; perhaps better than could have 
been procured hi more favourable w'eathcr ; for I If arned 
from eyesight that, even during the rain, these park.s arc 
resorted to by w'orkinen during their leisure time. It 
is certainly something to know that mechanics, glad of 
recreation, will play at nine-pins under an ungenial 
sky, in prefereuee to indulging in what w'ould seem the 
more seasonable attraclions of the tap. 

My first visit Mas to the I’eel Tark. Tliis is situated 
in Salford, wdthin the western environs, on the banks 
ot the Trwcll, and is the nearest of the three parks to 
the centre of the town. In this direction factories aife 
not thickly set down, and the air is tty.Tcfv)rc purer, 
as well as the district more open, than is the case in 
other quarters. Driving along the street towards the 
obtskirts of the town, we find the entrance the park, 
the approach on the right-hand side with its porter’s 
lodge, resembling the gate of a gentleman’s grounds. 
Formerly, the place — Lark Hill — was private property, 
and, a large brick mansion-house stands within the 
cudosure, on the edge of a bank which overlooks the 
lower division of the park. The grounds extend 
altogether to thirty-two Acres, which cost L. 10, .175— 
something like the original value of theliousc, which is 
included in the bargain. By an arrangement with a^ 
coterminous proprietor, th<f park may hereafter re- 
ceive an addition of fifty-five acres. ^ In its present 
dimensions, however, it offers considcjpble space for 
walking and out-door sports. Broad gravelled pro- 
menades wend round and across the grounds ; his’c 
and there are clamps of trees and shrubs; adjoining 


the I r well are several cleared ami levelled spaces for 
howls and omcr games; and elscwbisrg arc poles and i 
other gymnastic apparatus. Tlic central part is mostly I 
a flat green expanse, Kuit.'iblc for tjie gambols of chil- ’ 
dren ; and .along the borders, at intervals, arc flowers, 
and some fiitcrcsting exotic plants. Not the least of 
the beauties of the p.ark is its diversity of surface. Tlie 
upper part, ne.ir the entrance, is seventy feet liigher 
than the hiw'ii beyond ; and from the w'.alk on the 
woody eniiiieneo .an agreeable view is obtaiped of the 
distant country, .and also of tlio Irwell, wfiieli makes 
one of its most remarkable benJ.s round a grassy mca- 
rlow opposite the groiimh, Wlien the trees and slirulw 
in the jiarterres are more fully grown, the charm of the 
l)rosi)ecfc willgf course he considerably enhanced. Rad 
as the day was when 1 vi.dted the ]'ark, there were, as 
I have hinted, two or tliree parties of workmen pursii- j 
ing games on the spaces near the river; and some ehil- j 
(Iren, making a wondrously successful ftlurt to bo merry, . 
were mo.st laiergetieally playing about tjio swings, tlio [ 
poles, and tbe see-saws. The spectacle of recreation | 
in circiimstanecs so iinpropitious, suggested an evident ; 
want in these otlierwise complete pleasure-groiimls^I | | 
mean some iJiiid of shelter, beneath whie.h those wlio i| 
ro.sort to the park might find refuge during showery 
weather; and if to this shelter wero .added a reading- |, 
room on a humble and easily-supported scale, I should j! 
consfder that a great purpose of public utility bad been |' 
fulfilled. Yet, at the outset, one should not grumble 
over defieiencies, or e.xpect too much to be done. ’J'ime 
will develop and also supply what U wanted ; the thing 
I advancing to perfcetion according to the degree of esti- 
mation in Ithich it is held by the working-classes and 
their families. • j | 

From the I’cel Park wc drove to the (2iieeii’.s Dark, j; 
the ride taking us through Manchester in a north- ^ 
easterly direction, and finally bringing us to the second j 
milestone on the Roclulalq road. At this vUstance the j 
town is left behind, and we may be said to be in the 
country, with views of green fields and trees in difl'c- j 
rent directions ; althungli, UvS 1 imagined, rather far ( 
from town, it appc.ars that the park is advantageoush; 
situated for the nearer ami more dtjiisely-peopfeil 
suburbs, to whose toiling .and pent-up iniiabitaiits it • 
offers a convenient resort. The Rochdahi road 1 Jiunds | 
the whol^ east side of the park ; and entering by j 
the nearest gatew'ay, I found that the^ ground sloped | 
thence by easy gradations towards a species of ravine | 
on the west. Like the park 1 had previously visited, 

’ tliis had formerly been a gentleman’s pleasure-ground, 
the wcll-bvlt stone mansion still remaining within the 
enclosures. The general appearance was loss raw than 
that of the Feel Vark. lire^ious to its cijnversion to 
public uses, the park was ornamented with veil-grown 
timber, and the w'alks and shrubberies h.ad attained a 
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matiiri^ and .agreeable aap(*ct. Tlie pround also possesses 
much natural beauty. From the banks, which decline 
from the liigher eminence, there are extensive prospects 
over the valley of the Irk, which flows obscurely in the 
purge on the further .boundary. The drives and walks, 
whicli go round or diagonally cross the jpark, disclose 
numerous pretty spots, decorated as flower-gardens, or 
embellished with ponds and rills of water. Seats f^rc 
placed at convenient ^distances ; and on one side are 
the same kind of cleared spaces fiir bowls and gym- 
nasia as are observable in tlie J’eol l*ark. A May-pole 
is erected on the lawn in front of the hopse; while 
in this, us in the other parks, there are separate jday- 
grounds for girls, where skipping-ropes-, battledore, and 
swings may be freely enjoyed. 

I need Iiardl^^ ^ay that I was much pldased M'ith tho 
beauty of this well-laid-out pleasure-ground, which 1n- 
clude.s a space of thirty acres, and, with the mansion- 
house — Hardham irall — cost L.72r)0. 


The Philips Park, '\vhich completes tho ftio, formed 
the last object of pilgrimage, and involved amdher long 
ride through the town. Tlie distance is said to be 
nearly two miles east of tlie Exchange ; but, ncvcrtlic- 
less, w'itbin tho environs of tho park is a population 
of at least Vifty tlioiisind, chietl\ of the classes most 
needing the adviintages of a public place of the kind. 
The apjiruaeh is somewhat awkwar<l, and will re- 
quire amendment; biiti'when once gainetl, the park is 
found to be more bold and varied in surf u*e than the 
others, consisting of high knolls, with much broken 
ground, and a pretty little natural aaipbitbeatre sloping 
down to the river Medlock. The greater part of the area 
is laid out as an open pleasannee, divided liy two foot- 
paths into thr(x* spaces, and tliesc again intersected by 
a rivulfil, which is he"e and there collected into jiunds, 
ami crossed by rustic bridges, lu their previous eon- 
ditioif the grounds had few trees, and cuiLsequently the 
siiriace will exhibit a somewhat bare asjHiet iiiitil the 
young jilantatious come up. Tn the lower division, <>r 
ainiihitlieatre, are situated the usual gymnasia and spots 
for out-door games. Tlie entire extent of the Philips 
Park is tliirty-ono acres, and the cost, including i? few 
buildings, was L.7300, 

Anoti:er park, T understand, has been projected, at a 
suitable dis'^ance from the others, hut its purchase re- 
mains in abeyance for lack of funds. AVhat has been 
achieved, however, do(;s infinite credit to Vdancliesler 
and its inhabitaifis. Tho scheme of establishing public 
parks for the free resort of the^ community was set 
on foot in June 1844, and in August 1848 the grounds 
I have spoken of were opened, and lumdod over in trust 
to tlio civic ^corporations of Manchester and Salford. 
Never befl'-. e w'as such rnunifiecnco di.splayed for any 
public or philanthropic object. Five individuals or firms 
contributed a thousand pounds each, the list being 
'jf^*V^‘lded by Sir Robert Peel; and five thousand iwunds 
' were, contributed by other ten parties. Twenty-two 
tbouE^ud pounds were contributed by general subscrip- 
tion, leaking a total of L.32,000 gatliercd in this way ; 
and this sum, increased by a grant of L.:iOOO from a 
i^,i(and .sanctioned by parliament, enabled the committee 
P’tsif management to make the requisite purchases and 
outlays. 

I am almost sorry that this noble effort was in any 
respect indebted to funds at tlie disposal of gavcrnmcrit ; 
so much more creditable is it to help ourselves than to 
seek assistance from other s$ and hiast of all did Man- 
chester, \Atli its wealth and its intelligence, need^^any | 
«uch aid. if there ho any excuse, it consists in the 






! many useful institutions whicli the town ungrudgingly 
I supports — the many tilings it has lately done in the 
way qf physical and social improvement. It was no 
dqnbt a sorttof jubilee of th^ feelings that attracted me 
td'this vast hive of industry j yet I had reason to perceive 
tliat good deeds are no mere holiday parade of the men 
ol‘ kranchester. Lancashire, altogether, is a remarkable 
section of England, and deserves to bo better known 
and spoken of than has hitherto been its fate. With 
mamifluduring industry is usually associated the idea 
of narrow intellect and grovelling habits ; but a few 
days’ residence in TMaiichester would dispel all sucli 
fancies. In tlw>and the surrounding district there is 
a larger demand for literature and objects of taste 
than in any part of England out of the metropolis. 
The race of cotten lords, who avouched being guiltless 
of having ever read a book, arc either gone, like the 
non-reading squires of ancient date, or are beconiin.g 
daily more scarce. TTie middle-aged and > oung minds 
of Manchester arc fortunately of a dilfcrent stamp ; .and 
as a taste for improvcn>cnt proceeds in an incrcahiiig 
ratio, it may be saiil that few youths would ik.w be seen 
.•ulilicting themselves to the exploded indulgences of 
their fathers. 

A very coiisidcrablo itnpetus to i)iiblic imjwovcmcnt 
appears to have bccni given by the establishment of a 
ma} ('ralty and town-council on tho usual plan. Long 
Avas the introduction of such a civic administration 
matter fur vexatious dispute ; but now, I believe, every 
one is satisfied. The corporation has done womlcrs. 
Formerly, the tovuAvas a confused jumble of narrow 
streets and antique lanes, Avith little to admiie in urchi- 
tecturi*. The clearing up has been prodigious. Various 
ncAV streets arc oi»e.icd, others are iu contemplation, 
and handsome stone e(lifle(\s are everyAvherc starting 
into existence. Any one can see much remains to 
be dtnie for sanitary improvement; yet how gratifying 
to observe the steps alreadj' in progress to render the 
town not only commodious, but healthy. Nor arc the 
means adopted to efl'eot beneficial improA'cments less 
commendable. Tho civic corporation, by niuinifactiiring 
gas for the town, and supplying it at a moderate price, 
realises a profit of L.30,q00 annually, the greater part of 
Avhich sum is devoted to the renovation of the public 
thoroughfares and buildings. 

In l/ivcr])ool I had the satisfaction of seeing a suite 
of baths aud wash-houses for the humbler orders in full 
operation, and noAv found that Manchester Avas not be- 
liiiid in this movement. After visiting the public park«, 
I'went to the bath establishment, which occupies a large 
building near ^Arkwright’s old mill, and in the mid-st of 
a population to wliom it cannot but prove peculiarly 
serviceable. The concern, though new, is already po- 
pular and x ell supported. We found twenty women iCt 
as many tubs, besides several occupied in drying clothes 
and other duties. T,h 4 .t'Btal)lishmcnt pays, ns does that 
at Liverpool ; and 1 have no doubt that these are but 
the beginning of hundreds of similar concerns clsc- 
wliere. 

Twenty-second of Octolier, Still rain— mini and 
looking from the windows of the Albion, I could not but 
pity the pour hacks, with dripping tails and downcast 
countenances, as they stood waiting with meek patience 
calls for their services. It was a day for cabs, and 
numbers were in requisition to carry strangers like 
myself hitherc^ud thither ^o the different meetings. 
First on the list was an assemblage at the early hour of 
nfhc, for the twofbld object of breakfast and a skirmish 
of speaking, prelimintury to the great oratorical battue 
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in the evening. To this I atijourneil, and soon found 
myself in the midst of a number of gentlemen, all 
friends of the cause of social advancement, amoiig whom 
1 recognised tlic tall form of the arclibislfop of Dublin. 

Nearljr fifty gentlemefi sat down to nrcakfast ;itlie 
clmir being occupied by Mr Mark riiilips, member of 
jiarliameut fur the town, and in honour «)f whom one of 
tlm public parks liii^ been named. Mr Thilips a jolly 
English gentleman — frank in language and mi^ners, 
ami a good, specimen, I should suppose, of the accoin- 
pliabed Laucasliire maiiufiicturer. In an intelligent and 
goo<l-humoiired si>eeeh after the breakfast things ba<l 
been removed, he explained the special object of the 
meeting, which was a desire on Ihe piut of the dirci tors 
of the Atben.Tuni to bring together the various gentle- 
men who had come to attend their annual festival, and 
make them acquainted wdth each other. It was also 
desirable that all should be acquainted witli the' nature 
, and prospects of the institution to whieli he referred. 

'File Atlienicum was designed as a eonipndieii'jive means 
j for intellectual and moral improvement — a solace amidst 
the toils and drudgeries of life. This large institution, 
i as it was specially intended for, was jflso solely snp- 
! ported k3% the peojile; nor was he aware tliat tlic sup- 
port ami eountenanee of royally or of ‘Mivcrntm nt could 
int^in^ically make it a more valuable or more W(»rtliy 
! cstiiblislmient. ‘'Phe men of Maiiehester had bei u 
taught to rel}' mainly' on themselves ami on their own 
1 1 efforts, and it had struck liini lliid no other town in the 
kingdom eouhi afford more anqile illustration ol tie. 

■ sue(“ess of toat priuciiile tlian the touiiol’ Mauelic-tcr 
1 itself. They did not expert to he eoniplimented h\ ihe 
i strangers who miglit vi-^it them, ami wliom emiosuy 
miglit prompt to eome to ^lanehesler, on flu* anhitei*- 
tnral beauty (»f the town, on the width oC the streits, or 
(m the Conducting of the sewerage, and of their other 
; municipal regulations. Jliit this he had tlie jdeasnre oi 
j conimuiiicatiug, lliat there was .'n great jirogress makiii;; 

' in all these> matters; ami liiey were heeoining SLimildv 
I alive id the import anee of coiidueling the public alfairs 
1 of a great comnunTity of this kind, jiot merely with re- 
1 ferenee to the benelit and the convenieneo of the inha- 
! bitants, but w'ith rcfcrern'c to tlie lioalth of the gR-at 
comniunity. ,AVhile tliey were attending to the external | 
j comforts of'tho people, he hoped it w'ould not be eon- 
sidercil, by those wlio visiU-d their insritniiims, that 
they were iiegUcting the culrivation of their minds, 
lie believed tliat the Manehesh'r Alhcnanim would 
prove one of tlie greatest benelits to the town ; and lie 
bad only to say that, as it was s\q)])orled entirdy by' 
their own nieaii.s, without any^ external aitl, it was a 
most gratifying pAof of what could be done by eom- 
bin.ation, liy Rood feeling, and witli a good object in 
view.’ These sentiments w’ere of course greatly ax>- 
plauded. 

Mr Amos Edwards, chairimin of the Hoard of I ^rec- 
tors, now read a report of the state of ulfairs, from whieli 
1 gathered tlie following gratifying jarticulars ; — 

Thu ManchcstcT Athciianini was a great association, 
chiefly young men engaged in comnieriaal pursuits. 
As in some measure supplementary to a#neehaiiies' in- 
stitution wliich already existed, and w'ns in a flourishing 
condition, it niforiled the means^f rational improvement 
and recreation to a large and niiscellaneons body of iii- 
. dividuals at an inconsiderable expense. To Manchester 
there came many young men, without friends, without 
introductions, without any means of spending leisure 
liours agreeably J^pd harmlessly, and for tlieso tlie Alhe- 
iiseum was specially intended, and to them it pro veil of 
the greatest value. The institution, which now occujned 
a commodious building, opened for its use in 18^9, ^ad 
encountered various difficulties ; but all these it had got 
successfully over by energetic and economical nianage- 
ment, a lowering'of fees of adniissfoii, and the munifieent 
liberality of friends. At the terniifation of 1843, the 
first year of the low rate of admis|ion (twenty-live sliil- 
lings annually), the number of subscribing menibcrs | 
was 1373, being an increase oSf 146 over the*uumberB at | 



any period sincl its establisliinent. fhilture of the 
mind, and harmless recreation during leisure hours, are 
the cliief objects iif the association ; and these are pro- 
moted by a reading or iiew's-ruom, a library, and popu- 
lar lectures. ‘ Tlie library,’ continued Air Edwards, 
Mias now inwards of 13,0U0 Volumes, and it is a most 
gratifying fact, that the dnnand for ‘standard works of 
a high order has been gradually increasing during tlio 
Jast three years to a very great extent, w hilst, during 
the same period, works of a limiter cUaiacter liavc been, 
conipar.atively speaking, very lit tie. sought after. This • 
is a pleasing fact, and one tliat iniist caq‘»; all tht'-frieiuis 
of th(i institution to rejoice that so decided an iui]r«)ve- i 
merit is taking •place in the minds of the young men of \ 
Alanclicslcr. The deliveries of books from the libra^ 1 
exceed live hiflidred daily. 

^ The delivery of lectures being a new feature in this j 
towni, it wi#! found e.vccediiigly dilliculfc to uigage Jec- i 
turers W'ho wouM command even Whir aiidh-nce, ex- 
cepting upon •music, whudi is- a subject exLcedingly | 
popular; and 1 consiiler that J aqi yot ^aying too much ; 
ill pi.iisc of the town of Alanclu? ter, when I assert that | 
inu'*ic i# more studied, more liigbly appreciafe’d, and 
hettci* understood by its inhabitants, tlian in any olher 
toW'ii in tlie rnih d Kingdom. Jieclures are delivered 
twice eucli week during tl.e winter months, by eminent 
iiii n, on various tojiies: for upwards of two \ears llie 
altemlani'es luive been very isumeroii.s; qml I feel war- 
ranted m stating that this brtineli^of the institution is 
now more higliiy .ippreci.ited than at any period since 
its exislc-Mee. • .

* ThetE/ssay and Discussioii Society has exi-^tui .‘‘ineo 
very soon after the oitcning of th^Athenanim, and has 
been a very prominent feature of the institiitieii. Its 
meeluigs arc hekjl cnee a fortnight during the winter 
season, wlien an essay is read by one of Llie iiu nibers, 
and aftcrw'ards a diseufc?ioM take^ place. Such mett- 
iiigs must liave a ver\ kencfieial edict iqion the iiu tii- 
hers, ;is it is a Btimulns to them to store tluir minds 
Avith valuable kuowiodgo, to ciiabie them to take part 
ill tliesc discussions ; ami it may he llie iiistrumeiit in 
bnngiiig forward some of its iiienibL-rs to advocate tly;*. 
iutereste of their ftdlow-ereatures on public ocee^Iiins, 
Avliich probably miglit not have been the case had llicy 
not been members of tlic Atlieua um Essay aijd Discus- 
sion Siieiety. The attcmlances on all oceifsions .arc 
very numerous, inelmhiig sprinkling ot the tair sex, 
and it is I'oufiilently aiitici^iated that each succeeding 
meeting will add to its strength, aiifl make it an advo- 
cate of intelleetfial ;iiid moral energy, as well as a means 
of mutual im])rovement.’ 'Fo these statements it should 
be added, that the Athenaeum is open to young women 
as wel^^as young men ; but tliey confine themselves to 
the use of the library and attendance on the lectures. 

Of the coinplimeiitsirjif, Jthough not uninteresting, 
fpeeclics w'liieh follow'ed the delivery of Ihc report, iio- 
tliing need bo said. It w'as noon before the aflair broke 
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up, anil then it was time to hurry off to a public meeting 
in tlie fown-lijill. Tliis meeting was not connected with 
tJu* : it was an effort to roUse general feel- 

ing on the establislinient of schools of refuge and in- 
(iij^try for beggar children, on the plan sd admirably 
carried out by Sheriff tVatson and other ajiithorities in 
Aberdeen. Takftig a deep ‘interest in this social ques- 
tion-feeling almost impressed with the conviction that 
such schools must cut up crime at its roots, and very 
materially alter the facr of society — I was desirous of 
aiding, however feebly, in the establishment of an In- 
dustrial School lon a projier footing in Manchester, and 
eoUseimently attended on the present oc<!asion. From 
what I had heard and seen in London, as well 'as Liver- 
pool,* the English people did not appear to be well- 
inslriictcd on the nature of this specici of institution, 
'riic general idea seems to bo that of getting up Ragged 
Schools — a had designation, applied to evetiing or Sun- 
day schools on th^ ordinary plan — ^for a few hours of 
gratuitous instruction,* and no more. 'I'he true kind of 
si‘ho()l wanted in large towns is one to which children 
shall he marched by the police on being found begging 
in the streets — begging uniformly leading to'^pilfcring, 
and the higher class of crimes. And being so captured, 
they shall be treated kindlj', fed, instructed, and put to 
some kind of light employment; the whole, however, 
being sent liome at night to their parents. Supposing 
the English dikely to set up schools of this useful kind, 
the danger consists in fheir making them too fine, too 
attractive, thereby injuring the regular educational es- 
tablishments, and indiscriminately pauperising parents. 
Views of this kind I evdeavoured to impress on the 
large and respecdahlc audience, and I shouVi hope that 
schools on the Aberdeen model, and no others, will soon 
he put in active operation in Manchester. Mr Watkins, 
the mayor, who occupied the chair, and other influential 
gentlemen at the meeting, seemed at least earnestly dis- 
IKised to commence and support a school of this nature ; 
,thc w'ant of .such an institution, as may be supi)ose<l, 
being greatly felt. 

Little time elapsed between the termination of this 
interesting meeting and the evening assemblage or 
soiree in the Free-Trade Hall. This w’as^ much the 
grandest affair of all — a holiday show; and, like all 
shows, was not perhaps without its fair share of clap- 
trap and make-believe. Vet it will not do to be too 
wuse and too critical in such mattcr.s. If a great eni^j— 
the popularising and maintenance of a useful institution

their way ; excesses only arc reprehensible. The first 
glimpse I had of the well-filled area of tlie Free-Trade 
Hall, looking down on the gay assemblage f om the 
amphitheatre or ph^tform at one end, convinced me that 
T had never before seen anything half so imposing or 
magnifleent. People who have not .seen Uic hall can 
liave little idea of its dimensions. With a brilliantly- 
lighted roof, supported on two rows of slender pillars, 
its floor extends 136 feet in t length by 10,3 feet in 
breadth, but including platform and galleries, it covers 
an area of 1889 square yards. The whole space was on 
this occasion filled by ladies and gentlemen in evening 
Jress, the number of persons present being considerably 
aTiuv^'^five thousand. Vast, however, as was the meet- 
ing, all were commodiously seated, and now'hcre was 
there anything like crowding. 

Thi^plpceediiigs of the evening commenced by Lord 
IMorpXh taking the chair at a little after seven (/clock ; 
his seat being somewhat edevated above the others on 
the platform. A# the newspapers of the day have, 
weeks ago, dispersed ample reports of •the speeches of 
his lordship and those who succeeded him, all I require 
to say is. that the sentiments, which were of n cliecriiig 
yet admonitory nature, founded on good wishe^for the 
continued success of the Athcna»um, appeared to give 
universal r.atis^ction. I pe^^ensaw an assemblage so 
much disposed to be pleased or to be indulgent ; a cii* 
cumstaiice worth mentioning, for 1 am sure not a third 


of the audience could hear the greater part of *\vhat 
was said—the platform appearances could, to the greater 
number, be little better than a pantomime. The chair- 
man’s iinal imd good-humoured recommendation, to be 
vezy merry, was the signal l6r breaking up. ‘In a few 
minutes the seats were removed, the floor cleared, and 
to the lively strains of the orchestra, five hundred 
couples.. w ere set a-jigging— a multitude orderly in their 
disor/ier— a scene brilliant as any ever described in tlie 
pages of eastern romance. 

The ball, however, was in duplicate. While the Free- 
Trade Hall absorbed one moiety of the company, the 
other adjourned to the theatre, which, connected by 
temporary erccticyis and corridors, was also fitted up 
for dancing, and exhibited an equally gay assemblage. 
Of the vast quantities of refreshments prepared for and 
used on the occasion, I cannot venture to speak, neither 
can I do justice' to the music or the hilarity which 
generally prevailed. Let it only be known to tlioso 
w'lio had the misfortune not to be present, that the 
soiree, in all its departments, w'ent off with all pos- 
sible t'r/aff and contributed, as on previous occasions, to 
insure the popularity of the Athciueuin.

• THE CLIMATE OP EUROPE. 

TirK continent of#I^]uroi)L*, cxtdnding fronl the thirty- ^ 
sixth parallel of latitude to the north polo, partakes of ’ 
coii-sideral lc diversity of climate; \ct, ftu the wliole, it 
may be Irtiught. under tho.se general rules viliieh apply 
to countries not troiiieul, but which lie chiefly within 
the temp(*rate. and partly tvithin tljc frigid zoneS. It 
is interesting to trace these general rules as ilhistr.ative 
of the harmonious adapt alion.s of nature, and instructive 
to apply them as elucidations of th^ ^^etiial phenomena 
of particular districts. 

The great agcncie.s in the modifications of climate are 
solar heat and afpieous vfl])Oiir. AV'itfiin the trojacs these 
a'jfenciestire most powerful, because tluTe the sun’^j rays 
fall more tiireetly .and more copiously tlian on any other 
portions'of the earth’s surface. Hence, within the tofrid 
/.one the mean annual temperature is higher, ainl the 
fall of ruin greater, tlian in any other part of the globe ; 
and, as a giTieral rule, it will bo found th,-^ the degrees 
*)f tcni]K*rature and the qinritily of rain •decrease from 
till* Lspiator to the pole. Under thi? gcner.al rule, liow'- 
ever, there arc* other moiiifyinij eireninstanecs which 
eonsideraldy inlliienee eertam mcahties — such as tlie 
(levatiou oj’ the land above tlu* sea level, the CKistence 
ui'inuuntuio ran.ges wltli pointed summits, the prv.xijuity 
of the o«Tan, ami the latitude as regards the ea.stcTn 
and we.steru side*s of the land. 

In Europe, the mean annual temperature, as a genercal 
rnle, <leetx;isi*!s as wi* jmss from the southern provinces 
to the northern. Tims in Naples the^ annual tempera- 
ture is (i.l degrees .'i minutes; Rome, HO dt'grecs 44 mi* . 
Mutes ; !*;iris. .51 degrees 4 1 minutes ; \ ienna, .'JO degrees ! 
.5 inimite.s; London, .j<* degrees; Warsaw', 48 degivi‘3 C 
minutes; <’psala, 41 degreijs 9 minutes: .MOvSeoV, 40 de- 
grees 1 niinnte ; and St I’etersburg, .‘18 degrees S minutes. 
But hero another moditiealiou occurs. In eon.sei^uence 
of the soft and mild milure of the winds wiiich come • 
idong the AU.intic Ocean, the wh.ole western coasts of j 
Lurope liave a milder climate than the eastern portions i 
of the continent or than the eentr.il. In the centre of i 
Enr»)pc, and on the eastern side, the extremes of ehmatc | 
are greatly fell, the winters being exceedingly <M)ld, ' 
wliile the .summers are proportionally liot. Tims the | 
wiutei^of Britain is not eohier than th.it of !Mil-m, j 
thoiigli the summer heat is much less intense. Tlie ■ 
average heat of the month of Ang^lsfc in Diihlin is about 
(»0 degrees, while in Hungary it is 71 di grecs. The f 
insular situation* of Britain, surrounded on all srdts by j 
an ocean of mcdiuni tomjaTaUiro, ha.s this beneficial 
effect, th.at w'hile the ^nmi.il temperature is not lower 
than portions of the continent of Europe in correspond- 
ing latitude, the winter cold or summer heats are not in 
extremes. 

T'he average summer hc.at of the southern parts of 
Europe is from 70 to 7.5 degrees, v bile the winter's cold i 
of St Petersburg i.s 17 di'nrees. The average teihpera- 
ture of Great Britain is about 4S] degrees. The extreme 
summer lu'at rarely exceeds SO degrees, and more com- 
monljr is about 70 degrees, wliili* the winter fiunperaturo 
seldoiu falls iimre than a, ftiiv degrees l)elow the freezing- 
point of water. • 

Along wirli4the decrease of tcnii4fcitare, wliieh takes 
place as we ]>rocted northwards, there is also a decrease . 
of the fall of rain. At the equator (he annu.al f.dl of 
rain amounts to 95 inches ; in Italy the yearly fall is 
4.5 inches; in the north of Germany it is 22. J inches; 
and at St Petersburg only 17 inches. Tlie*^ greatest 
I quantity of rain falls alofig\he western* coasts of Europe, 
from the circumstances already alluded tu—that the 
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south and west Minus, having an eli vated temperature 
in tlieir progress over the Atlantic, absorb a large pro- 
portion of moisture, which moisture is deposited on 
coming in contact with the land and the cold northern 
currents which sM'ecp over the north an<l uorth-east of 
JOurope. Hence the amount of rain diminishes in the 
direction from the coftsts todhc interior of tlie continent, 
and becomes least in the north-eastern portions of it. 
High mountain ranges, with pointed summits, have the 
cfTcct of increasing the precipitation of rain. This Is 
exemplified in N or wuy,* where the umun tains are high, 
and situated on th'e M'estern coast ; in the great Alpine 
range; in the Centre of Europe ; and in the mountainous 
districts of Britain, M’herc the excess of raiij is much 
greater than in the plains. The same effect docs not 
take' place in elevated tahlc'laiids. Tii,us, though the 
annual average of rain on the west coasts of Spain and 
Portugal is considerable, on tlie plateau 91 table-laud 
of Castile it is as 1 q,w as 10 inches. 

A circumstance M'ortliy of ohservaUon is, that in 
those countries where the greatest amount of rain falls, 
tlicre arc feM^cst r;fin> days. In sudi places the rain is 
heavy .wliile it lasts, Mdiich nuay he either a few 
liours, or a day, or during a stated periodical period, 
bu<, then tl»e sky clears up, and is serene and untroubh'd 
for the rest of the time; M'liereas in those situations 
wiiere the wliole annual fall of rain may be snmil, yet 
there is a drizzling foggy atmosphere kept up almost 
daily. This* latter circmnstancc, by ohseiiring the sun’s 
rays, has a consid(y.*able effect on the temperature also. 
The number of rainy days increases as we prot'eed 
rorth wards. Thus at^Gibraltar there are only 68 rainy 
days in the year ; in the South of Prance there are 76 ; 
in the peninsula of the Apennines, 89 ; in the plains of 
Lombardy, 96 ; and in Hungary, 1 12. On the east side 
of Ireland it rains on 208 days in the year; in the 
Netherlands on 170; and throughout England, Prance, 
and the north of Oennany, about 165 days. On the 
otlier hand, in the north-cast of Europe, in Kussia uinl 
Siberia, there nrb months togetlicr during the winter 
season M'heri not a drop of rain falls, nor is a elond seen 
to obscure the serent and clear atrnospliere. The pre- 
vailing Winds on the south-w’est and M'csterji parts of 
Europe ])low from tlie south and south-west, and tliis 
accounts for the almost continued precipitations of 
moisture in those localities; for di«l a north-east wind 
always prevail, coming as it does from a long tract of 
cold and dry continent, it M’ould never r.'iin. Before tlKi 
south winds, hoM’ever, reach the north and iiortJi-cast 
of Europe, they have parted with tlieir moisture ; and 
thus these tracts of country are, for the greater part of 
the year, 'deprived of rain. 

In Europe, as well as in other parts of the globe, 
there are certain seasons of the year in which a^reater 
quantity of rain fallsitlum in others. Thus, if in a cer- 
tain district during one of the four quarters of the year 
a third part of the annual quantity of rain falls, while 
the remaining two-thirds are divided over the other 
three periods indiscriminately, M^e then call the period 
in which a third part falls the* rainy season. In this 
way the continent of Europe may he divided into three 
rain provinces : lst> the province of the winter rains, 
comprehending part of the southern iiortions of Europe, 
from tPe south-west shores of I\)rtugal along the Medi- 
terranean, cnibracing Sicily, the southern parts of Italy, 
(Jreece, and the Grecian Archipelago ; 2d, the province 
r)f the autumn rains, comprehending Lapland, part of 
Sweden, Norway, Britain, South of France, Portugal, 
Spain, the Alps and Apennine regions, and Hungary; 
3d, the province of^the sunimcr rains, embracing the 
interior and ccntr;|^art of the continei^t, the north of 
F ranct', Sw'edcn, Gwinany, Prussia, Poland, and Bussia. 

The locality in Europe in which the greatest quan- 
tity of rain falls is probably Coimbra, in the yajjey of 
the Mondego in Portugal. It lies on ythe western de- 
clivity of a mountain range 7500 feet ir/height, remark- 
able ff>r the seriated formatiof^i the summit The ^ 
observations thr.Te made embrace only two years, and 


there are doubts about their accuracy ; but the annual 
■fall is computed at 225 inches, or, making some deduc- 
tions, pifohably 13.5 inches. In Bergen in NorM’ay, the 
annual fall is from 82^ to 88ji inches. . In a valley of 
the eastern Iilps, at an elevation of 1000 feet, the quan- 
tity is from 96 to 106 inches. The fall of rain in Britain 
varies greatly with tlie loe,ality. On the eastern coasts 
gciiCTally, the average fall is from 22 to 25 inches ; on 
the western side of the island from 36 to .50 and GO 
inchCi and upwards. The greatest fall of rain takes 
place in the mountains of Cumberland. During the 
year 1845, the average fall, as computed in seven sta- 
tions in the lake district, amounted to 80‘.3S2 inches ; 
and the number of rainy days were from 193 to 211, 

As might b(. anticipated from the foregoing state- 
ments, the number of snowy days in Europe observe a 
pr(»gressive increase from tlie south to the north of the 
continent. Thus^ during eacli winter, Palermo has 2-} 
snowy days ; Koine, 1 A ; Florence, 1^ ; Nice, less than I ; 
Venice, 5^; Milan, li); Paris, 12; Carlsriihe, 26; Co- 
penhagen,’ 30 ; and St Petersburg, 171. In the latter 
place snow begins to fall in October, and the last snow 
occurs about the middle of April. In the valleys of 
southern Europe, where the winter temperature ranges 
lietween 47 and 52 degrees, snow can rarely occur, or 
remain for any time. In tlie level country around 
Koine it is very rare, thougli the summits of the neigh- 
bouring mountains, which liave an elevation of 2000 to 
3000 feet, are frequently whitened with snow. On the 
chain of the Aiieniiines snow is more plentiful, and lies 
longer. In LisGori it occasionally snoM'S, while on the 
coast of Algarve this phenomenon is unknown. In 
(Gibraltar snow is rare, ami ice is never seen thicker 
than a Spanish dollar. IVIalta is never visited by siiom'. 
During Ihe latter end of M’inter and early spring, how- 
ever, many of these localities in the south of Europi; 
arc visited by' a dry chill north-east wind, wliieh is 
ex(;ooding]y unpleasant and ungeiiial, particularly to 
invalids. 

As the animal and vegetable kingdoms depend greatly 
on climate :)s an elenieut of tlieir rigorous existeneo, 
it will be found that those portions of Europe which .arc 
most favoured by the genial rnd moist breezes of the 
south and M'cst are, with some few exceptions, depend- 
ing upon elevation and soil, the most fercjlo and the 
best adapted for animal existence ; Mdiile, on the c-on- 
trary”, the central portion of the continent, extending 
to the north and cast,Mduch is more under the influence 
of the northern winds, « more arid and less i)roductivf>. 
Yet nature never leaves any region without its appro- 
priate plants and animals ; and when wc speak of the 
salubrity and productiveness of a ('.ountry, it is in refer- 
ence to the wants of civilised man alone. , 

It would appear that the climate most congenial to 
health is that where, along with a mean annual tem- 
perature, not too loM’, there are the least eiirenies 
of hrat or cold, or of atmospheric dryness. Thus a 
country -wirt a mild winter and spring, where the sum- 
mer may hu by nh* means very warm, is preferable to 
one with cold winter and a hot summer ; while as 
little change as possible between the temperature of tlie 
night and thaf‘of the day is also desirable; nay, it is 
even supposed that a climate varying almost daily or 
weekly, though only witl;in the range of a few degrees, 
is preferable to those countries where a high tempe- 
rature prevails for some months, and then suddenly 
changes to a very Iom' one. In the former, the consti- 
tution becomes inured to small changes, even though 
frequent; while in the latter, a greater demand is made 
upon the vital energies, and the hccessoiy changes of 
clothing and domestic arrangements are more in ex- 
trerres. Hence it is that, for invalids, a climate such as 
Madeira is pitched upon as a model, where tlie tempe- 
rature and atmospheric moisture remain pretty sta- 
tionary throughout |the year, ^d where there is little 
change between the temperature of nigljt and day. A 
considerable degree o€ moisture in llic atmospliero 
ap^iears also to be more Ikvourable for the healthy 
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existence both of plants and animals than an arid con- 
dition. Hence the salubrity of Cornwall, Devonshire,* 
and the west coast of England generally, over Iho drier 
but colder east.poast, and the same with regard* to the 
west coasl of Scotland. To the invalid, in^particula^ a 
choice of climate, based on a knowledge of its meteoro- 
logical qualities, must often bo of the greatest con- 
sequence. 

As man, perhaps of all other living beings, *is, both 
from his physical constitution and liis artificial modes 
of life, most dependent upon climate, so it is pleasing to 
find tliat he has the power of modifying it to a con- 
siderable extent. There can be no doubt that the 
climate of Europe has, both generally and locally, been 
greatly ameliorated by the labours of mftn. The clearing 
of forests, the draining of swamps and lakes, and the 
almost universal culture of the soil, have all tended to 
open up the surface to the influence af the sun, and to 
drain olF the superfluous moisture. Hence an elevation 
of the temperature, and a diminution of excessive mois- 
ture, both as summer rain and winter snow. And this 
amelioration, too, appears to be progressive with pro- 
1 gross in civilisation. After the clearing of woods and 

1 the till^c of the surface had been complete, the late 

1 invention of tile-draining, by which the water is carried 
o(l‘ from the subsoil, bids fair to produce a farther and 

1 marked effect on the climate of Britain. 

indeed, how can h| help ^oing it visit to the Thames j 

Tunnel — a secure, a dry, u brilliant, and even a gay pas- 
sage under the bed of the stream, where the tides of the 
ocean daily roll their waves, and the mighty barks of 
cummcrce anil war float in all their majesty and pride 
over his head, exhibiting the perfection of engineering, 
and a strength of cunstruction and fyiisli which leaves 
not a doubt of its security and endurance — ho perceives 
an expense of labour which disdains all the limited cal- 
culations of a young and comparatively j)oor countr}'. 

He remarks a thorguglinuss of w®rkluanship'which is most, 
admirable, and which iiulicates a b^ildness and bravery 
of eiiterpi 'se, taking into its calculations liot merely years, 
but centyries to come. Wc have in America a*comi*non 
saying in respect to many things which we undertake, 
that “ this will^do for the present,” which docs not’ seem 
to me to bo known in England ; and wc have a vsiripty 
of cheap, insubstantial, sliglit-o’-band ways of doing 
many things, sometimes vulgarly (Jenominato<l “make 
shifts to do,” which wc ascribe to Avhat we call Yankee 
cleverness, of wliicli certainly no siirns arc* to be seen 
here. The walls enclosing many iff the noblemen’s parks | 
in Eugliyid, which comprehend hundreds, and ju some ; 
cases thousands of acres, arc brick w'all^, of ten and j! 
twelve feet in height, running for mile** and miles, ffhe 
walls round many of the farms in Scotland, called there i 
“ <likes,” made of the vstone of the country, and laid in » 
lime, and capped witli ilat stones resting vertically upon 
their edges, are finished pieces masonry^ **riie improve- > 
ments at the Duke of Portland’s iit Welbeck, Notting- 
hamshire, in his arrangements for draining and irrigating, 
at his pleasure, from three to fivA hundred acres of Ian*!, 
without doubt one of the imAt skilful and iinignificont ‘ 
agricultuTjl improvements ever made, are executed in the 
most finished and permanent manner ; the embanknVents, 
the channels, the riuii es, the dams, the gates, being con- 
structed, ill all cases where it would be most useful and 
proper, of styno or iron. These are only samples of the 
style ill wliich things are done here. The important i 
operations of embanking and (»f drainiifg, especially umlqr j 
the new system of draining and subsoihng, arc T‘\ecuicd 
most thoroughly. The farm-houses and farm buildings ' 
are of brick or stone, and all calculated to endure.’ ' 

(loing on in this strain, he alludes to the amount of i 
private wealth realised by the indomitable industry of 
the people. ‘ ruder a law of the prc.-»ent government I 
here, levying a ta.x upon evciy man’s income when it | 
4 ^xcoe<lH one hundred and fifty pounds sterling a- 3 'ear, • 
persons liable to taxation arc reciuircd to make a just ^ 
return of their income under a heavy penalty. A confec- 
tioner in Lornlon returned, as his annual income, the 
sum of thirty thousand pounds sterling, or one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, or six times as much as the 
siilary^if the president of the I'liited States; which 
showed at least how skilful he w'as in compoiiniling 
Komc of the sux^ets of life. A nonleinan, it is said, lias 
contracted with jii, master builder to erect for him, in 
London, four thousand — not forty- not four hundred — 
but four thousand houses of a good size for occupation. 

In some of the best pajts of Lomlon, acres of land, vast 
squares, are occupied with large and elegant dwelling- 
houses, paying heavy rent**, in h>iig rows, blocks, and 
crescents, and all belonging to some single individual. 
One noblcinau, whose magnificent estate was left to him 
by his father, iiu‘umbcred with a debt of somejiundred ** 
thousand pounds, by lintldnt/^ as it is termed h<?re, his 
own annual expenditure to thirty thousand pounds, has 
well-nigh extinguished this debt, and in all human pro- 
bability will soon liave his patrimonial estate free of 
incumbrance. The. incomoH of some of the rich men in 
the country amount to tw'enty, tvicuty-tive, fifty, one 
hundred thouiand, two hundred thtusand pounds ster- 
ling, even throe hundred thousand pounds annually. It 
is very diflicuU for New England men even to conceive 
of suA wealth. A fanucr in Lincolnshire told me that 
the crop of wheat grown upon his farm one year was 
eighteen thou -and bu^els. These facts, which have been 
( ►stated to me by gentlemAi tn whose vcrlcity I have entire 
confidence, and who certainly are inca|ftible of attempt* 

AN AMKUICAN’S VISIT TO KNOT. AN I). 

AIii Hk.nry I'oLMAN, a citizen of the statii of New York, 

! and a distinguished friend of ag»'icultiiial improvement, 
has been lately making a pretty extensive tour through 
the British islands, for the purpose of personally iinjuiring 
into the condition of our husbandry and general rural ma- 
nagement, with a view to carrying home iiiformatiou whicli 
may be useful to his countrymen. We ar<i ghul of the 
\isits of such men as A(r Colman. Intelligent, caiidhl, 
and with an eye only to what is publicly u>cful, he has 
produced a volume of reports not only interesting to 
Americans, but valuable to reader:^ on this bi<le of the 
Atlantic.* As comparatively few among us can have an 
o])portunLty of seeing Ibis remarkable production, we 
pnipose to afjiwd it the publicity of our pages. 

Mr Colmlin set sail for Knglaiid in April l<U3,and ever 
since his arrival ho ha.^ been touring through the country. 
Although accustomed to tolerably good agriculture and 
orderly arrangemoiits in the state of Now York, which 
has now been generally settled for two centuries, he was 
greatly impressed with the ti<ly and advanced appearance 
of tilings in J'higland, albeit there were sonic matters which 
required considerable improvement. The evidences of 
wealth and liberal outlay of money gave him most sur- 
prise. ‘An American landing in Liverpool is at once 
* struck with the amount of labour everywhere expended ; 
the do9ks, and the public buildings, and the loftv and 
magnificent warehouses, astonish him by the substantial 
and pennanent character of their sliucturc. The rail- 
ways, likewise, with their deep excavations, their bridges 
of solid masonry, their splendid viaducts, their immense 
tunnels, extending ifi some cases more tluiii two miles in 
length, and their dejuits and station-houses covering 
acres of ground with their iron pillars and their roofs, 
also of iron, exhibiting a sort of trtecry or network of the 
strongest as well as most beautiful description, indicate 
a most profuse expenditure of labour, tnd are evidently 
made to endure. He is still more overpowered wdth 
amazement when, coming to London, he posses up or 
down the river Thaijjics, and contemplates the several 
great bridges — among the most splendid objects which arc 
to be scon in England, two of which arc of iron and three 
of stone-— spanning thi^ groat thoroughfare of comnferce 
with their beautiful archeH, and made as if, as far as 
human presumption can go, they would bid defiance to 
the decay and ravages of* time. If 4o this he adds (as.

for the English have evidently in all things an rye to 
c<‘onoTuicjil management; there hoing, however, a singu- 
lar exeeption as respects reclamation of wastes, and tht* 
extirpation o'f neeilless tracts of busVi called i>reserves. 
‘There are, occasionally, immense tracts of iiiionclosetl 
commons, and lilaths, and moors, wliere there is no culti- 
vation, ‘where nothing grows, ami, in sonn* cases, little 
can ever he made to grow; (*r wliich, otherwise, arc aban- 
doned to the growth of furze or goivc iov the piridectiou 
i of the game, and for the pleasures of the ehas<‘. These 
I are ealie<l preserves, and are leased to sjiojrtsmen oo<‘a- 
i sioiially ; or rather ^the right to kill game, upon them is 
j leased, at a rate which we should deem iw high rent oven 
! for purposes of cultivation. An oniinent agricultnri-st 
; has shown that in'Krtgland and Scotland there :m full 
I 1 <1,00(1,000 acres in heath and moor, all susc^iptihlo of 
i being brought into proiliietivc cultivation. These lands 
of «:onr^c remain as they are by volunlary ncgleet or 
design.* And, wc would add, !i very w’ieked neglcet or 
design — the means of riii'^ing food for Iniman creutunv-. 
being recklessly sacrifieeil in order to feed and hheltev 
broods of worthless lcath(|red aniuials. 

The sriiallness ofMnany of the fields, and the wastiiul 
manner in which they arc cneroaclied upon liy broad 
hedges, ditches, and sftipcs of weeils, also somewhat as- 
tonish this American. ‘ Vu parts of England, the Held*' 
are generally small, and of all shapes, often iidL exceedin'.'

Tli'^nece.jsity for getting rid of trees as well as hedge- 
row’.'* may bo acknowledged, yet we would rccommond 
every proper precaution in this species of clearance, 
Tree.s and Jiedgos are required for shelter, as w^ll as 
for rural beauty ; and we w’ould emphatically comlenm 
tho short-sighted ami mean policy which incon.sideratcly 
divests tho dand df these its appropriate coverings. 
Dnr AnierieUri scemf to entertain similar Aiulings on this 
sulyect. life speaks with delight of the extensive parks 
which are to be seen in many parts of the country, 
and vy^ch constitute a tnily magnificent feature in 
Engll.^' BC'nery. ‘ These parks arc the ojicn grounds 
whu-li sun-ouud houses of thctfich and noble in the 
lly opmi, I do not meab entirely free from trees, S 
beeShte many <*f them, are ext»ediugly well stocked with J 


trees, sometimes standing single, at other times in clumps; 
.someiimes in belts, suinctimes in rows, and squares, and 
circular filantations ; and more often scattered, as if they 
were efi,relesj<ly thrown down broadcast. 'J'lie ground 
Hitler them Js kept in grass, *and depastured 'by cattle, 
sheep, ami deer, and alfords often tho richest herbage. 
With some exceptions, a plough is never .suffered to di.s- 
turh these grounds; and in tho neighbourhood of 'the 
house, V.hieh is generally placed in tho centre of them, 
the portion which is separated from the rest, as I have 
observed, by an invisible or sunken fence just now dc- 
siTibcdjfoT the cultivation of ornamental treea and shrubs, 
is kept .so closely and evenly ^horn, that to walk upon it 
.seems more like treading upon velvet than upon grass. 
Nothing of the kibd can be more beautiful ; and I never 
beftn-e knew tlie force of that striking expression of the 
prince of poets, Milton, of “walking on the wmooth-shaven 
lawn ;’* for it seqm.s to be cut with a i‘a7(*r rather than 
with a scythe ; and after a gentle shower, it really appears 
as if the lield had had its face washed, ami it.s hair 
combed with a iinc-tooth comb. It is brought to this 
perfection by being kept often mown; and I have stood 
by with pcrfccLad miration to .see a swaitli imiwcd evenly 
and perfectly, where the gras.s to be cut was scarcely more 
than an inch high. * 

* 'These pin ks which 1 have ilcseribcd abound, a-s ob- 
served, with trees of extraordinary age and size, 'fliey 
arc not like tlic trees of our <>riginal foro.sLs, growing u]»to 
a givat liciglir, and, on account of thecrow’ded state of the 
nci,*.'h!>.)iirhooii, throwing out few' lateral branclieH ; bill, 
wli.'it they want in height they gain in breadth; and, if 
I may be excused for a bard word, in iiiiibraocousness. 
1 measured one in Lord Hagot’s etdebrated park in Staf- 
fordshire; ami going round the outsidi; of the branches, 
kicping within the droi)j>lngs, the I’ireuit v^as a hundred 
y.auls. In these ancient parks, oaks iiiiil beocliv.s arc the 
]»redoniinant trees, witli occasional ehe.stiiut.s and iislies. 
Ill 1 cry many eases 1 .siiw’ the lieauty ami force of tlnit 
iirst hue in the pastorals of Virgil, where he ail.irc^sCH 
'Titvius as “playing iijimi his Into under Me xjn'iailinf/ 
of (tj hfcrh-h'df* 'These trce.s aiy looketl upon with 
great vtin ratiun; ii. many eases they are nuinhercd ; in 
some a label i-, atlixed to thei^, giiing their ;igc; some- 
times a stoiK' monument is erected, saying when ami by 
whom this forest or thii* clump was piaiit&d; and c-<mi- 
iiionly some record i.s kept of them as a part of tlie family 
history. I respect this trait in tho character of the 
Ejigiish, and 1 .sympathise W'itli them in their veneration 
f'lr old trees. They are *1110 growth often of centnrii s, 
and the monuments of years gone by. 'i’hey w’ore ilic 
companions of our fathers, win., it may he, were nourislu-d 
by their fruit, and re}>oscd iimler thj'ir shade. Ih rh!i]>s 
they were planted by the very hands of those from whmn 
we liavc de^^cemlcil, and w'liose far-sightea and compre- 
heiiMvc bcncficcnec einbvfK'cd a distant po&tority. How 
many revolution.s and vicissitudes in the fortune|.of men 
havo^they surveyed and aurviv’edi They have been 
pelted by many a storm; tho hoai-se and swift wind has 
often growled andf^whistled among their branches ; tho 
lightnings and tcnipe.st have many a time bent their 
limb.s and scathed their trunks — but they, like the good 
.and the truly g/'oat in sca'^oiis of trial, have stood linn, 
and retained their integrity. They have seen one getie- 
ration of men treading ^/pon the heels of another, and 
rapidly passing away; wars have burst forth in volcHuic 
explosions, and have gone out ; revolutions have made 
their changes, arfti the wheel again returned to its start- 
ing-point ; governments atid princes have flourished and 
faded; and the current of human /lestipy has flowed at 
their roots, bearing onwards to the traveller’s bourne one 
family and one |)Coplo after another-‘-but they still 
staij^d, green in their old age, as the route yet eloquent 
hi.'^toriiin.s of departed years, Y.-^hy should we not look 
u])iin them with reverence * I cannot quite enter into 
the enthusiasm of an excellent friend, who used to say 
that the cutting dovfh of an old'troo ought to be made a 
capital offence at law ; vet I deem it alii ost sacrilegious 
to destroy them, cxceiA'ing where necessity demands it ; 
and I would 4lwa3rH advise that an old tree, standing in 
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a- conspicuous station either for use or ornament, should 
be at least once more wintered and summered before the 
sentence of death- which may bo passed upon it is* carried 
into execution. .The trees in the park of the pa'A/ce of 
Haiaptuii Court are many^f them — tho hdi'se-chcstngt 
and the lime — of great age and eminent beauty; several 
straight lines oit them forming, for a lung distance, the 
appi^ach to the palace. On a clear bright day, at the 
suasion of their flowering, I passed through this irfajmifl- 
cent avenue wjth inexpressible delight. 1 passed tJirough 
them again late in the autumn, when the frost had marred 
their beauty, and the autumnal gales had stiip|»ed «rt' 
their leaves ; but they were still venerable in the simple 
• majesty of their gigantic and sju'oadin^ forms. 1 could 
not help reflecting, with grateful cniotmii*, on that bene- 
fjeenb 1*0 wer which shall presently brcatlie upon these 
apparently lifeless statues, and clothe them with the 
glittering foliage of spring, and the ri^di and splendid 
glories of summer. So be it with those of ns who have 
got far on into tho autumn, or stand shivering in the 
winter of life !* 

The tourist, as might be expected, was also charmed 
with the almost universal taste for flower miltivation ami 
eTubclli.shment. The neat flower-plots before the donrs of 
villas anTl cottages arc tlic marvel of eicry foreigner. 

‘ J'lvcn the labourer’s hurnblo cottage — too seldom, t am 
compelled to admit, anything but a plcturesjiiie obit-et 
will occaMonally have its flowering shrubs aihn-ning il« 
doorway, and the ivy hanging its beautiful tu-sses over 
its window, forming, as it were, a inirv*<r set in a frnim* 
of tho rieliesL /jrecn. 'I'lic village of Miut in Yoikslure, 
not for from Doncaster, and the village of Mdensor in 
[Vrbyshiro, near (Miaisworth, and the village of Lord 
Ilrovvnlow in liinoolnshire, tlie best-built ami by f.ii the 
hiindsoni(-st villages I have yet soon in I’lii'jl.md, to cf)!- 
tages of ;yi oxecllentand jiieturosrpie <’ondiuetion, nn'iiu- 
nients of the liberality ol their add these 

beautiful rural cmhollishnicnts (jf vines, and sJirubj, and 
flowers, ami at lirst blusli, eoiopPl a r<'floeting mind to 
admit the moral iiiHiienco of sihdi arrangements iipoji 
the charaetcr arid manners of their inlnihitants. ('hnrehes 
and mill!*, likewise, arc often secii s|wead over with the 
riehest miintliiigs of ivy, and, among many others, tln‘ 
Venerable and magnifieont remains ol Ihirdvvicko Hall, 
for e\rimple,^«'0 covered, 1 may say, in tlic s<»:isoii of its’ 
flowering, with a gorgeous robe of it, matting its sides 
with imleseribable Iu\urianei‘, climbing its lof|\ battle* 
inents, and fringing its empty vvimlovvs and broken arches i 
as though nature would make the pall of death ex-pii- 
siiely beautiful and splendid, tluu. slie might conceal ihe 
hKleonsncss of decay, and shut from the sight of frail 
mortals these alFectiyg mouuTnents of the vanity of human 
grandeur and jiride. 1 have said and written a great 
deal to my countrymen about tin* cultivation of flowers, 

I ornamental gardening, and rural emlndlishnieiits ; and 1 
would r^id them a homily on tho subjoi't <?very day of 
every remaining year of my life, if I thought it wguld | 
have the effect which T desire, of inducing them to inake 
this matter of particular attention care. When a 
man asks me what is tho use of shrubs and flowers, my 
first impulse always ijto look uinler his hut and sec the 
length of his cars. 1 am heartily sick# of incasuring 
everything by a standard of mere utility and profit ; iiinl 
as heartily do 1 pity the man who see no good in life 
but in pecuniary gain, or in the mSe animal indulgences 
. uf eating and drinking.’ 

Of the landed proprietors Mr ColmaR is dispo-sed to 
think well ; and mentions, as evivlencca of their libemlity, 
that they are satl^sficd jvith a return of from two ami a- 
lialf to throe per cenfc. on their inrestments. Hero he 
has committed a slight but natural mistake. Landlonls, 
generally, are contented with these comparatively small 
returns, because, in thcAiircumstances, they cun selcmtn 
get more, llosides, capitalists invest money in land for 
another kind of return than renfs. Land gives territo- 
rial distinction and political power? and for the latter 
alone, many peiAons seem not disinclined to forego alt 
direct pecuniary advantages. In thi.s, indeed, Ifhs the 
true cause of the high price of*land in (Jreat jlritain — the i 


reason why a few c^nparatively unprhuctive farms arc 
’ valued at fifty times the price of an*qually large and 
much richer tract of* land in the Tliiited States, 

To us the mo.^t interesting part of Mr Colman’fl book 
is that in which lie dcscribe.s the condition of the farm 
labourers ; but as his details on this subject are extensive 
and varied, vve must nccessari^ X^ost’ponc.them, along with 
I some other matters, till another occasion.

I ADVKNTUJlljS IN Tllli ARGENTINE.* 

A voruMK lies before us which may bo* said to be in some 
respects a literary curiosity. If analysW, it vvouVhbc 
fAund to eontnin.- first, the adventures of a pooif little 
destitute boy of New York, who became eventually a 
colonel in the awnyof the Argentine Republic; second, a» 
>ket<*h of political occurrences there during that period ; 
and third, soaift brirf notice'-* — partly given in a chapter 
at the cmi, and partly scattered throi^gljout tho work — of 
the state of maniiers in that portit/ii of Niulh America. 

The histtivical department we shall have Tittle to do 
with, and for more than one g<K)d rfasbn. Though full of 
interest, oanl imlenl of a species of romantic excitj'ment, 
it is noi siifliciently intelligible to the genenil reader to be 
useful. It is intended to illustrate tlic establi-hment^of 
flic Argentine Republic, Ikilivia and Diiifrini}'; but the 
autiior pliiniros suddenly into a detail of battle**, murders, 
and .-.iidd'*n deatlis, forgetting that a majority of his 
reailers have only a very l•oJlf^sc^l notion evv*ii of the gco- 
graphi<*al Iccalities of hi* stoiv, and hardly any at all of 
their ]irevicMis pusltion and the train of circiuiistances 
which <»ri'iinatcd the states in uuoftion. • 

The adventures of the author, (.'olonel King, we cannot 
xo briefly over. ’Ihcy term one id' the most inUrer't- 
ing pieies of autnl)io'rra]iliy extant ; ami vve »*hall take 
■some trouble* in sibling them from the general details, bo 
a'' to joeviit a c-uitiimouix narrative. 

! ‘ fn tlie 3 '‘-nril I! 1 7, at tin* age of fourteen years, 1 left my 

riaiict* <*ity (New V'ork) i»i company with a miin named 
Rarker, and, vvifhnul. a d»dlar in my pifr**’!*, took pa'^-ago, 
for iNorfolk, I’lndnia, Airiv'cd there, Ixdh of oj^ininks 
were left ns Jio.-?fage for our pas,sa •(*, and we together 
>trolh‘d infjj the («iv\n. R\ the s.ilt* «.f a ]>oi*ket -knife vvn 
obliiined food, and }>arted for the day, each .-ecking some 
means of enqdovment. On the following daj* we met, 
ami Rarker informed me tlijit lie lifid engaged himself ns 
a sf'lniol tcaeliei* in tlic eountry. He had obtained money 
Miliicienl to redeem his trunk, which having obtained, we 
parted: and 1 stood alone a stranger, without employ- 
iin*nt, (‘ 1 * the means even to pui chase a morsel of food. 

I at- length tf ok quarters at the Rcll Tavern, where I 
reniaiiicd a slmrt time, when, strolling one day along the 
wharf-*', I fiuind lI vessel about to .sail, bound for Ralti- 
more, im vvirlioul ceremony to(^k ])assage to that city. 
Gn my arrival at Raltimore I too^ up my quart or** at 
the Imuse of a IMr Riteher, hiqiing speedily to obtain em- 
ployimnt, or at Ua'*t to make myself suilieiently useful 
to render an equivalent for mv board; but at the end of 
twovveek*. I W'as no better olf, and mv ho--t, with my con- 
sent, obtained shipping ^>apcrs, and placed me on board 
the brig Wycoona. The landlord rcceiAe«l my advance 
money, ami gave me, as an outfit for the voyage, (im shirts 
ill addition to the wardrobe then on my back. 

‘Where the vessel vvas bound to 1 neither knew iior 
inquired; it was all one to me. I had foolislily left tny 
home, and was too ju-oml to leturn.’ 

The vessel turns out to be a pnvalcer in the service of 
the Bmmos Ayrean govmiment; and on an. homing at tho 
capital, ilie youth was set on shove as a useless hand, and 
wandered into the city with mo other worldly riches than 
his wardrobe tied up in a little biAidle. He iraversod 
the streets, ga-.^ug eagerly about him, till the name of 
Fliisk on the. .sign-luvard of a tavern appeared to look 
sometlnng lik-j Englisli, and he went in.

for him; hut thv. poor lad was determined to sec Mr Flunk, ' 
mid Mr Flu'^k turned out to be a good-natured Irishman, 
with whom he boarded for several wecksi This lime he 
!.peiit iu a vain search for emi>loymeut, till Mr Flusk 
liimsclf stepped iu to- his assistance, and ‘got him a 
I master* (M. Coquclet), a Rcnchman, who 'kept a fancy 
and perfumery store. 

‘I soon found myself in good quarters. My master 
was kind to me, and, by tissiduity, 1 soon won his coVi- 
fidcnce nncT esteem.' ^Vith his with too, who was an 
amiable lady^ 1 soon became a great favourite; and it is 
to tills fiimily that I am indebted for all that afterwards 
befidl’me, whether for good or for ill, during a..long serits 
of terrible and bloody years. At this liniisc I first saw a 
•certkin olficer, of high rank in the serritv of the republic, 
who occasionally visited the family of my employer, and 
from whom J received many little tokens of kindness. 

‘ I rcmaiiuMl wit^i I'ocjuclet several months: the neces- 
sities of my deslitutioii had all been supplied; my obli- 
gations to* my friend J-dusk were satisfied; and with this 
relief from an\iel'y ‘nml ease of circumstances came a 
restless desire for change. I suflercd with qpnui from 
confinement to rny shop, which seemed to me more jus ji 
pFison-honse than an asylum; and although sincerely 
gratified for the many manifestations of kindness which I 
had received from the family, I spoke often and freely to 
madainc of my desire for more active employment. This 
was at lcnj!;kli eomnuinicatcd by the hidy to the officer 
above-mentioned, Avith a request that he would, if pos- 
i hible, assist me in the attainment of my wish. This

1 made no attempt 
to comwl jtiy delight, or to check the Aisions of glory 
that flitted a<*r()ss my imagination. The ofliccr wa.s true 
to his j>ronii.se; and two or three cl.ays after thi^ interview’, 
the supreme director, Pursedon, placed in my hands iiiy 
comnii.s.sion, with the ivords, “do now, young man, and 
I make your own w'ay up the ladder of fortune.*” c 
On receiving soon after at Santa Fc, from General 
i !\amare/, a commi.*'sioii as ensign in his own corp.s, the 
following significant colloquy took place : — 

* “ Anglo-Anierlcan, thd recommendations that you 
bring have given us gn^at confidence in you, I hoiie you 
are a true patriot ?”

The ensign was soon aften present at a battle—^his first 
battle — against General Artegas; and ‘ a sickening sen- 
sation for a few moments held possessiontiof his faculties, 
and the blood seemed chilling about his heart.’ But 
this did not prevent him from playing his part so well, 
that, after the action, he was complimented by His com- 
mander; and in due time the friendless, homclcas, money- 
less, hungry wamlcrer of the streets of Buenos Ayres 
re-entered the efty a succesaluK soldier. « 

‘ Annlous to' see my old frmnds again, I obtained leave

* On OUT arrival, we entered the town with the humility 
of mendicants. Wc applied at a house in the suburbs, 
within a few roods of the placoiM^here I received xny first 
wound, and told our story of distress, which obtained for 
UN a little cast-off clothing and food. Clad in more be- 
coming habiliinenfiti, I agreed^ join Crasey in the exhi- 
bition of his magic lantem—partly froyn necessity, but 
mostly as a means of doncealing my true' jharacter — until 
1 should know better what* course to pursue, and whether 
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it would be safe to make myself known to Colonel Ortis. 
We accordingly took lodgings, and announced our ex- 
liibitiou to take place on the next evening. Tlje time 
arrived ; and Cra,sey, having borrowed a sheet for the pur- 
pose, placed it against the «rall of a room, a|id while Im 
made a display of his fantastic figures, I was stationed m 
tlie dooB of cnti'i^ioc to receive wi ^neilio ckdin entreulOf or 
six^KMice, as the price of admission. Our audience quite 
equalled our exp^jptations ; and from the rcceiptsiof the 
evening we realised a profit of about three dollars. Che 
next evening w*e again exhibited, with like success; but 
at this exhibition came Colonel Ortis himself, who, not- 
w’ithstanding my disguise, recognised me, “ What !** he 
. exi'Iaimcd, “ my old friend !.” then checking himself, he 
added in an uuder-tonc — “ Call at iny^hause when your 
exhibition is over;” and without saying more, he passed 
into the apartment.* 

lie was recommended to leave the tow^ instantly ; and 
he and his companion Crascy set out, as poor as ever, on 
a journey over the Andes, and in two months arrived at 
the town of San Juan.

with their golden fruit fiashing in the sunlight.* In 
three months ho was liberatcvl on condition of trunsferring 
his services toj-he statu of Alto IVru, and immediately a 
magical chan’ge took place iu his fortunes. The scene is 
the town of Tucuman, wliich ho had reached on his way. 

‘ Having now the means, J lost no time iu procuring a uni- 
form becoming my rank, and immediately found myself 
in it position which gave room for the enjoyment of social 
pleasure; the first, indeed, tlnit I had known during 
.'I period of about six years, which 1 had now spent in the 
republics of South America. Our evenings were passcvl

I had as yet met with nothing but 
reverses and toil ; and in all tny suiferings from year to 
year, not the sound of a siT)glo sympathetic voice had 
fallen upon my spirit* to check or soften its growing 
asi)erities. No compensation had I ever received, an<l 
my clothing was little better than rags. I became moody 
and taciturn, and oftei^ in iny most sombre inoodSf I 
drew jny garro (cap) over my brow, and wrapped myself 
closely in my own jniserable thoughts. I sat beneath a 
porch of the shanty that ^iirnishcd quarters for my relief, 
when f perceivoi a Spanish gentleman on the road, 
moving with hi/splendid horse-t^ippings, servant*, and 
two heavy trunks carried by mules, towards llumaguaca. 
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He had somehow jtisMcd iny outcif*^ket unobserved, 
•and rode by me witH a curoTess glance. " 

“Ah, my fine fellow,” thought I, “you look on mo

From the hospital it is but a few steps to the dead-house, 
where the bodies of those whose \rounds,havc produced 
fatal ctlccts arc deposited for a few houre previously to 
receiving acpvUure. In a corner of the hovel lie the 
mutilated remains of -severivJ gallant men. • What a fine 
head crowns that trunk !— for it is but a trunk. This 
Ilian must have been a soldier of some years* standing; 
his head is rather bald, and the hair on his temples is 
thin and grizzled. .TI\q expression of his countenance, 
even in death, is neble and placid ; hiS head is pillowed 
on the shouldti^.of a pale youth, whose strength had not 
been sufiicient to resist the wasting effects of his wounds 
What can compensate the widow of the 'sta'wait veteran, 
or the mother of the young man w'ho had not yet attuined 
his.full strength, for their bereavements ? 

Hard by lies the body of a man whose face had been 
frightfully gashed by a sabre-cut, and one oV whose arms 
had been amputuv^d ; mortification ensued, and he died, 
without pain, aftcij^much previous suffering. Bandaged 
limbs and heads -i awful disfigurements from gun-shot 
wounds or from gashes in the face— these are the marks 
of tho sufferings of those whose corpses add to the hor- 
rible heap. 

X will not pursue this sad theme any farther. I have 
sketched a very faint outline only of what 1 have W'it- 
nessed on the dread theatre of wav. Its evils, however, 
do not ceasctW’ith the enormous amount of ])hysical suf- 
fering which it occasions®: tho denioralisatiuii consequent 
upon war is beyond description. By degrees, and from 
repeated temptations,, backed by bad examples, .many a 
virtuously-disposed indi^^dual becomes habitually im- 
moral in conversation and practice. A wapderiiig and 
unsettled course of life begets a reckless state of liiind ; 
there is no ?wmc feeling, no magnet to attract, as is the 
case on occasional absences from the uoinestic circle on 
business or for recreation. The soldier becomes, by de- 
grees, indifferent to aught but contrivaiiLCs for securing 
his own personal conveniences on the march or in quar- 
•i.Ts : v/^liore goo<l principles have begun to take root on a 
soil perhaps naturally i»rone to moral weakness, they 
almost iii ^ .tably perish under the influence of the eon- 
taminatlaatmosphere of tho camji in time cf war: and 
crimes which would never have suggested themselves to 
tho mind, or been possible in the ordinary course of life, 
are committed without reflection and without remorse. 

(’upidity, too, is fostered to a great extent in war time, 
'fhe supplies for large armies in the field must be do- 
tained at any cost : it is necessary to have recourse to 
intermediary jicrsons in order to procure them ; and the 
door is opened to peculations and malversations of all 
kinds, which are practiced and connived at, and ramified 
iiiilcfinitely. At the termination of a w'ar, some parties 
may have accumulated large fortunes, whilst otl)6rs, who 
have been living im reckless luxury far beyoml their 
original sphere or legitimate means, are suddenly re- 
duced to a mere pittance, and the artificial wants they 
liave acquired lead, them, perhaps, to the committal of 
dishonourable deeds in order to supply them. The coun- 
try U exhausted and burdened' with liabilities which it 
takes years and years of heavy taxation of the people to 
liquidate ; and it is very likely that just as the nation is 
beginning to recover itself— when new paths for prosperity 
are being discovered, and fresh sources for the cniploy- 
inentof tho industrious and scientific classes arc becom- 
ing developed — at this fair and auspicious moment, wlien 
the fruits of a long peace are just within the people's 
reach, another political convulsion casts them ag'^in on 
the brink of the drcailful gulf of war, 

I say that, inasmj^ch as that great power — steam — has 
brought into rapid and continued intercourse far-distant 
nations which, in our grandsii-es* days, ^ere almost un- j 
known to each other — that intercourse being calculated | 
to humanise the people, and to foster the elenmnts of ! 
jicace — so, amidst the wondrous changes in every division I 
of the w’orld and of society which have been accomplishcil ; 
in our day, it wuuld be well if a kigh court of arbitration j 
were establishq^ for the settlcnicnt of conflicting poUticai ' 
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ijioiuts, and thus prevent bloodshed and the perpetration 
of crime for the attainment of objects which are not of 
the sligl^test importance to the masses who are the main 
supports of the social fabric.

Do ne Uftsign a i'omprelien.sive enough ehiiracter to 
arcliM'ology, as the seiei.ee of antiquities is called? 
(kunmonly, when we exi«mine a remote cni, Ave look 
solely for points in which it dill'ercd from our own — as 
in dress, style* of architecture, warlike customs, forms 
of religion. We catch at a lloiiuin shield as furiously as 
cM*r Dacian Iicnved at it, and probably feel a deeper 
ii’.lercst in a point of nif'diieval tdiurch faith than the 
pnests could then succeiid in impressing on their living 
auditories. These things alone do we feel to he true 
anliipiities : the external, accidental, and tran.sient — 
M'hat tlie caprk’e, ignorance, clumsiness in expedient, 
and defect ivciie.ss of social power dictated —are exchi- 
• sivcly in our regard. But for any such purpose as tlie 
rcsuscitfllioii of an age, as it really was, before ^ur 
living eyes, it may be said to lie equally necessary to 
keep in view what is constant afllf indestructible; 
muncly, the liuman nature itself, and the outward facts 
of tin; world with whiith it is placed in relation. Tlicre 
is, in short, a doctrine of Natural An ticL^tieswdueh is 
almost as greatly to the purpo.^ as a y^ffiiiig else. 

Walking not long ago with own children, 

.and finding him lay hold of me, us is hi.s custom, by the 
forefinger, the reflection occurred to mdf ‘ how natural 
is this position !’ Little children must have thus walked 
by their fathers’ sides since ever our kind existed. I'hc 
obvious conveniency ifiakos the fact as clear as if we 
hod a register idl along telling us once an age, * Little 
boys still hold their fatjiers by the forefinger as th?y 
walk together.’

might have been seen in Ibe days of the patriarchs, j 
It is an antiquity ir.iehanging, aiW never to be changed 
while ow' species lasts. 

It may be fairly presumed th^ this princijile is ' 
always the more true the more nearly we appro.ich the j; 
fimdiimental simpltciticft of nature. Tlie hiinian being i 
is occasionally capable of being unkind to a parent, but ■ 
the female is bardlj’ ever so to lier offspring, or to tlic I 
infautiue generally. lienee, when wc see tlie ilown 
look of the mother upon the b? be on licr bosom or iu 
her lap, we may be more tlnm usually assured that we 
behold a touch of natuio’s gr.sce that w;:.*? iu all time, as 
far as our species is concerned, and evermore wiP, be. 
Xot moi’C true is this jiosture and this inimitable smile 
of her who bore her lirst babe last niglit, than it is of I 
tbc vt*’^ mothers whose blessed lot it was rt) be the 
first to exemplify it on our, v»orId. Can any common 
kind of proof be iieces&ary ? Oh no.* Yet here, too, let 
us by all mean* have glimpses cf the babe-regarding 
mothers of difleri'iit ages. It is not much less, then, 
than tlyve thousand years since an Ionic (Jreek, by 
I name ifomer, dcscrilx'd Andromache taking bkek her ; 
infant) from the arms of Hector —

came nurse to it.’ Oh, never was the d;\y in man’s 
era when gent’<^-r'oraai\ did not take mute uuthauking, 
and yet most grateful babylifood upon her bdsom, exactly 
as these old writers describe ! 

Ancient writers, while chiefly occupied with the acci- 
dental and transient, yet occasionally exhibit traits df 
the natural teciings^ which show tha^ these have never 
been (jhanged.^ A necessitous friend will, at the present 
day, obtain out assistance once or twice, 'without any 
grudge?,* but if he comes loo often, we tire of bj^nefactiom 
Now^ Hesiod, who is ranked as one of the very earliest 
Greek writers, remarks this circumstance. A farmer 
in Norfolk or l^ast Lothian wt)uld not very readily lend 
a plough and couj^lc of horses to a iieighbpur when he 
had iinnicdiatc for them lumsclf. Such, according 
tf) old Hesiod, Avatj the feeling of the agriculturists of 
his day also. Tlie over-fed man is found amongst us to 
be ill to please, even at the most luxuriously-furnished 
tablcs.*^ What is tliis hut the vtala copia of Horace? — 

‘ 'NVhcii the tired ffliitUm labours tlirouKli tho treat, 

' IIc*ll liii'l 111) relish in the sweetest meat ; 

ITc calls for soTnetliing bitter, sotnething snnr. 

And Ihu rich feast conoliules extremely iKu-r.’ 

Tlie vivid power of hope has been sung in charming 
strains by one of the sw/*etcstof modern bards. We all 
daily feel that it ‘'springs eternal in the breast.’ Ovid 
Iiad occasion, sixty generations ago, to describe the same 
delightful visitant. ‘ The physician may forsake his pa- 
tient,’ says tlie poet of Komc, ‘ but hope remains with 
him,’ Jt is at this day tlie support of the'^ fowler ,and 
the angler in their sports : so it •was 'when Tibullus 
thus wrote — ' 

* Hjtc laniico voluores, Ii.tc cajdat arundinc pisces.* 

Every pceuliaiity of the luiman constitution is an 
•»f«<-i>}<i:ity. }lip])()crates’s description of a fever is appli- 
cabK‘ nW ; ainl the light and sliort sleep of the aged is 
remarked by liuripides. All that results, too, from 
natural ^.Afiilmstances and >Yants is the same in all ages. 
Wlieu we sit under the tousor, having nothing else to 
do, wc fall into chat. 7’hc barber’s shop thus becomes 
a centre of light talk or gossip. Now it was so in the 
time of Aristophanes just as it is now. A London rogue 
expresses much of his nieuiiing by -winks ; ‘ a nauglvty 
person wiukelh with his eyes,’ says Solomon in the 
i’roverbs. , 

The ai)pcaraiic;es of external nature may in like man- 
ner be said to be a kipd of antiquities. The sun came 
forth in tin? morning like a bridegroom to the patriarchs, 
as to us. A^'licn we see that magnifleent speo/tacle, our 
visuid sense takes bi the very same objects which met 
the eyes of the earliest men ; nay, winch were presented 
before men lived to see them. Sprixg is described by 
Virgil in terms v/liich would still exactly apply —

Nunc fi ondent ssylva-, nuuc itJrniOiii&bimus anriu^’ 

[* And now tho fields all tcom, aiul every trcct.

"f-" know -with not le.s.s certainty that the same 
‘i4®ncwal and repair of nature took place, in all its cir- 
^W-it'ances, at this season, innumerable ages before the 
bucolics were written. Tho budding tree we saw in 
Bfeour garden last April was the type of all such objects 
^ througho^ut the present era of natural arrangrments. 
Though tlie builder’s acc^jints for the Pyramids were 
to he found to-morrow, they could not be a more satis- 
factory piece of arcbasology, while in cogiparisou pf date 
ftey would be as things of yesterday. T'he meanest 
that blows has the same character. That one, 
‘sweet, modest, crimson -tipped,’ which Burns apos- 
trophised — wc see it in tlie hands of admiring cliildhood 
whenever we choose to walk out to a Scotch burnr-sidc. 
(jb was the delight of our in their childish days

{fowans fine’ nt Elderslio, as children would be seen 
doing there at this very day. It was the same wdicn 
the Rovians came among tho Attacotti — tlie same 
Ix’fore r man’s, foot hud yet intruded into this island. 
Keep aw^ayfifrom the garden and the liothousc, all 
n.'fiure is but an antiquarian museum ; singular only in 
Ibis, that it has few doubtful readings, and no picnio- 
riids of which the luirpose, is forgotten. 

As already hinted, we arc only disposed to consider 
thattji object for ;intiquarianism which brings the men 
of past ages, and their modes of thinking and acting, 
before ns. We therefore sec a tooth of the holoptj'ehuis, 
or a shell of the mountain limestone, and know tliat it 
is thousands of thousands of years old, without having 
any feeling of thfs kind about it. Yet though naturid 
objects present us with no trace of tlie liandiwork of tho 
ancients, many of them arc necessarily liable to Jjc asso- 
ciated with our r.'ice. All whicli we know to liave 
existed of old under the contemplation of men, may well 
bring tlie men before cur minds. To look on tlie moon, 
for example, and reflect that it is tlie same object which 
Pompey beheld the night before Pliarsalia, docs in some 
measure rcaliiie Pompey to us. ^Valicing in a pb a- 
sant valley beside a lake, in weatlu r -w liich invites ns 
to sleep ill grottos or arbmirs, and hearing eattlo lowing, 
wc may he said to bring Virgil before our eyes, for thesi- 
things At' saw often, and has well described.-^ It may at 
the same time he acknowleilgid tliat we have :i more 
powerfully appealing kind of natural antiquities in the 
human dispositions and habits, and all Die little (‘irciini- 
stances necessarily attending Immaji life. 

A child sitting on our knee, or clasping us round Dio 
neck — the look of gentle aflection from Die ]).'at’u r of 
our home — the whole scenery of the iire.siile, irom the 
gray-haired sire or vener.thle grandam to the clamber- 
ing infant, from the active hustle of tlie morning to ilie 
smiling quiet of the evening — Die gestures and look^ by 
which the passions arc instinctively demonstr.ited — Die 
appearances produced on us by cold or heal, by activity 
and by indolence — Diesc arc all natural antiquities of 
wh.it I may call the lirst class. Scoieg Diese, it bceo.nes 
little better than folly to delight in an ancient i'igyptiiui 
wig, or a picture of an old >\oinan spiiming brought 
from Thebes, for here we have the very fathers of oiir 
race, the true primi ffcn& ?uorialiuM, brought uj> before 
us. 

mVER PERILS. 

Vaiuou§ books have been uritteii iiiwii the ixiils ot 
the sea, hut we are inclined to think that the perils of 
rivers 'would form a subject of more univer.-.;il hiterest. 
The sea is known to comparatively few, and indeed a 
great iiortion of the iicople, even of thevse islands, live 
and die without liaving ever seen it. Hut the river is , 
bound up with Die memories, afleetions, ang* syinjia- 
thips of us all. The burn or rivulet, the strejuii, the 
torrent, all have the legends of the heart and the mia- 
giiiatioui and doe-half of the inventions of romance 
and the dreams of poetry have there either their scene 
or their source. We may smile ,'it the suiierstition of 
the eastern L;j|Jions, but Yve all uneonsciously deily our 
own rivers, take to our hearts the Thames or 
the Severn, the the Porth, or the Clyilc. We 

compare them with thV streams of other eountBies ; and 
although candidly allowing their inferiority in some 
uiiimportaiit respects, such as volume, beauty, or rapi- 
dity, as the cose may be, we assert with lieat their 
pre-cmineuce iii some other qualitj-— only essential, 
perhaps, in our own recoUcctionsvaiid associations. 

This train of ideas has been set in motion by a short 
pjt^sage in a very little book.t It is a description by Mt 
Miller of a phenomenon whioii occurs in the Trent.

! AVhile musing on this vivid description, our thoughts 
, arc carried to a kimBrcil iihenomenon have ot'Leii 
; witnessed in the fc?eiiie, where tli|^rivt^egins to nar- 
\ vow^ at Candebec. T'he as^i^here called, is 

tlie Wilier of tlio sea riLsiiing^w^’TOountain-high, .as 
tlie phviisc is, iind carrying all before it. A eurions 
‘eiVcunihtancc oiiee oceurred^iear Cau^ebec, showing 
ihe tremendous strength of me torrent. There w-as an 
islaiKl called Bclcinne, opposite the town, on whicl| 
stood :i convent oelebfatcil both for the poverty ana 
piety of the monks ; afid this island, with all its build- 
ings and inhabitants, was ingul plied one diiy by tiie 
barre, and utterly disappeared. The superstition of tfle 
time of courstfi attached a legend to the circumstance, 
which was described as having hajipened for no other 
purpose than to give a* salutary leJBon to the great 
feudal lord of the jjace ; but the inventions of men sink 
into insignificauae when ceiiipared^ith the woudO's of 
nature, as you snail hear. * 


Centuries passefl awaj^ and the i^le island of the ! 
Seine w-as only remembered in tradition. Nay, as man- j 
nets changed, and* old oiiinions became shaken, some i 
people even doubted whetlier it ever had any existence 
at all, except in the legends of the monks ; when lo and 
beliold, BcUdiine rose suddenly up ou^-'iiay from the 
bottom of the Seine like an apparitmn of the past! 
This was in the year Ifill ; and tlic infiabitants of Cait- 
debec could liardly believe tin ir eyes when they saw in 
tfie riv'er before them, hardly a sli)r.e’.s-cg.st from the 
bank, that traditjpnal island, ^■itfi.^its eonvent walls, 
which were now not even a memory of * oldest in- 
habitant.* The sotpiel is thus describcTl by the writer 
df the present notice in a pictorial ^descriptioft' of the !

The waters of the Seine, if i 
conscious of the presence or approach of some terrible ! 
phenomenon* .sbmldcrcd visibly. A moaning sound ' 
was lieard along the river, and pr*l'itly a wliitc line j 
appeared in thpMistancc, extendipg fifim shojc to shore, i 
Tile noise increased, till it resombliyff^irst the bellowing i 
of a herd of wild lu'asts, and tlieii tlie roar of a cataract. | 
Tlie whitt line appeared to be a wave of boiling ’foam i 
rusliing against tin* stream, and revolving, as it rushed, i 
on its own axis. Soiiietimes it broke on the prow of a j 
vessel steering rlown to tlie sea, .and sometimes it lifted | 
her up, and dashed lier headlong upon a saiiiibank, j 
formed at the instant, as if for her destrue|ion. Oeeii- j 
sionally it overOowoil tlie torr«i(‘e-b.anks of tlie Seme, ; 
sweeping away liattle, huts, ami men* at one blow; but 
imnicdialcly recalling its forces* it held on its wild ‘ 
career, shouting the louder as it llew, and inere:ising in ' 
magnitude, |ill it resembled a Tull of fimm. On reach- i 
ing Quillebe<t-uf, nearly opposite I.ilb'bonne, stnnLaied 
by the immense gaiidbanks which lliere almost choke 
up the river, its fury seemed to attain its eliinax. I 
^I’liis was only in appearance, however. ( ’.irrying ev-ery- ' 
thing before tinned its deadly force, more eahii, 

but not less falal, .along tlie narrow .^tivam, till, rolling 
]):ist Candebci*, and swallowing n[i the island ‘ 

ciiine, with its eonvent w.ills, at a monilifnl, it jtppeared 
to sjiend its rage, and gradually subside .in Oie dis- 
tance.’* • *' . 

The barro occurs every montb, with greater or less 
force, at .a certain period of the title, and not unfre- 
qu'*ntly does miseliiel’, iiotwitiislandiiig the regularity 
of Jits appearance. The cclciirated Si Burro, .luthor of , 
the bludies of Nature, wlicn once voyaging up the 
Seine, was so astonished to see himself pursued by a 
hill of foam, that, he stood up lu the boat to gaze at it ; 
and the consrquenee was, that the leap his vessel gave ! 
when she was overtaken by thef*iuany sent liiin lieutl- 
loiig in%> the river, and ho narrowly cseapuil being 
drownedi 

Vic w’ere once in danger not ifsa tlian that of St 
rierre, when crossing tlie Severn at a considerable 
distance from the sc.i. T'he tide wa-^ out, and we bad 
rather extensive sand.s to cross betbre ivaciiiiig the 
narrow eliannel of the riv’er near the opposiiu bank. A 
man working on the shore wariu’d ns that there was 
danger; and we might the rather have believed him, I 
that we had ourselves heard of carriages, horses, and , 
human beings falling a prey at the same place to the i 
sadden influx of the sea.

minate landmarV^teforc us had filled our mind, ami left 
little room for ajvnrehciision *, hut now that wc could 
advance no f.irthejr^'^jiat no exertion of ours could bring 
118 one foot nearer the firm land, it was indeed awful to 
staiui, or ratlier tianee, upon tliesc shiftiiig'sands, to 
fed our footing more insecure every instant, and to hear 
iii imagination the roar of tlic coming tide. We were 
at length seen from the sliore ; and the frantic liaste tif 
the ferrymen, as they rushed towards their boat, proved, 
if nothing dse had tlone so, that the moment M'as eri- 
tical. Rut in spite of their haste, wc blamed them for 
their tardiness. Never were liands so usdess, or feet so 
slow ! Never did hpat creep througli the w’atcr so 
ilcowsily! Rut at loiigyi they W'ci-c within reach — we 
were dragged on board — and in a few mpments were 
onoe more safe on shore! Our alarm had not been 
'\^ithout foundation ; for in a very fe>y minutes no sand 
w'as visiide from bank to bank — all was one hissing, 
bursting, boiling sea. 

There arc oilier rivers in Engla.. ’ .• dangerous as 
the Severn. W^e all remember the anecdote related in 
"I^^C^icirric’s Life of Ihirns of the traveller who was over- 
taken b> the tide of the Solway. lie lashed himself to 
a poIe,J^v^:}p;ucc his cries wore heard throughout the 
night; out the liopes which had nerved the arm and 
pitched the voice of the jioor wretch were faUacious. 
Ifis position could not he ascertained in the darkness ; 
th(‘ river rose above his hca<l ; and the returning light 
showed his dead body liangiug over the sand. 

The frequency of accidents may seem purprising^'in 
tile i:ase of siicli regularly-recurring iilieiioniena as the 
rise and fall of rivers ; but the same ‘ tempting of Pro- 
vidoiice,’ as it is called, takes plaec in every situation 
in which human nafire is placed. A soldier, for in- 
stunce, goes into battle witli the absolute eertaip.ty upon 
his mind that it will cost the lives of a particiTlar num- 
ber of hundreds or Vhousands of men ; hut h<; has rarely 
any suspicion that he liimself is to be one of the victims. 
We always fancy that tlierc is somcflung special in our 
own case which will shiedd us from harm ; jind indeed a 
recent MTiter, in speculating upon the subject, lias gone 
so far as to hazard the opinion that no man, under any 
circumstances whatever, believes himself to be about 
to die. Tie may take leave of his friends, and lay down 
his head upon the pillow ; the executioner may adjust 
tlie rope about his neck ; the waters ol’ a river, ‘ in the 
deep waste and middle of the night,’ may gurgle in his 
throat and hiss in his curs — but still there is a secret, 
lurking hope at the bottom of his heart, which flies only 
with the®lnst breath of life. ^ 

The imprudences of mpn as individuals, are perpe- 
tually renew’ed in their proceedings as aggregate bodies. 
A village that has been destroyed by tjie eruption of a 
volcano is rebuilt on the same spot, as soon as the lava 
is hard enough to render it practicable. ^ When the 
inundations of a river liave subsided, the inhUbitants 
return to rccoustruct their dwellings in the same 
>vh^Qe they had been d, riven by the rise- of the 
' j.|i®loirfe coimtricstthis recklcs.8ness arises froTii 
U)b ^fp^thy a religious fatalism. In Rengol, when 




its banks are flooded by the Ga^iges, it is common 
•to see *he pe.'isantry calmly smoking on the tops of 
theig wliicli rise like islets out of the -waste of 
waters*.’ If it is the will of the gods that the river 
is to recedo' before llieir fraif liabitation.t built of mud 
and reeds, crumbles beneath them, it w’ill do so : if not, 
they must perish — and very often, aceordimtly, both 
house and master disaiipear from the face of the ce.rth 
before tiie eyes of the passing hoaimeii, with no oilier 
somA^ than tlie gurgle of the water as it devours its un- 
resisting prey. 

The vagaries of rivers, however, are not eonfiucil to the 
waylaying of an incautious tr.aveller, or the destruction 
of a hut or a village. Their ^ treasure-caves and eell.s ’ 
are filled with* trte paraphernalia of -kings, and wlioJe 
cities sleep in their tremendous embraces. Nor are the 
consequences of their permanent recession less ierrihle. 
A considerable portioii of the valley of the Nile lias In*- 
conie a desert, not from the inundations of tlie .stream, 
but from the disap])ea ranee of its fertilising hrmehes. 
From this cause l\lcmpliis sleeps in her grave of sand, 
with the I’yramiils for her monument ; and from the 
river to the I/’byan mountains all is solitmio and deso- 
lat ion. 

The Indus, in like manner, Iris olditi rated I he liistorieal 
footsteps of Alexander the (Ireat as cjimpletely as the 
returning tide eliaces the print of a child's ganftols 
the sand. Medals are found, to atte.st his mareU.ahMiiJ. 
the hanks, but the towns and cities have disappcKired ; t. 
and here, as in the valley of the Nile, mitliing nu)re Miaw 
names remain, to serve as subjects for the eontroM-rsiei 
of the learned. This anplies to the lower Indus, afrer 
the live rivers of the l‘unjah liave united in one v;ist 
stream; but even before this juiu’tion, -we are .'!‘"uved 
by Lieutenant Wood, in his journey to the Oxiis, tint 
the -w.aters in .some places, during the seiusmi (i‘ iimnda- 
lioii, are m broad, tlnit ‘ from a ])oat in tl-.eir eentu* i.o 
land cun lie dlseovcred, save the islands upon 1 1n* sur- 
faw, and the mountain.s upon the -ivesteni shore ! ’ 

The appejirance of tlie rivtr in surh ])hiee.s is fainfly 
imaged by that of tlie Shannon iirlrehmd, wln're 1h(‘ 
voyager threads his -w-ay among small green islainis, 
some hardly Seen aliovo the .nirfaee, and .some elo.sing 
the liorizon from view -with their waving liay or corn. 
Rut ill India ever 3 -thing is on a great !-(iale. Tiie 
boatman wanders for hours ont of sight of the main- 
land, bewildered and lost among the multitude of 
island-fields, w-itli no sound in his ear to diversify 
tliat of the dip of Ins paildle except the moaning 
call of flic plover. Rut .siuldeidy a, voiei' salutes him, 
as if from the deep, and he sweeps past, a hunuui 
being alone in this terrible fi(diaide, and busy in 
detaching the edible roots of the hiilru li, as the speek 
of land on which lie leans is melting .away under the 
action of the current. A larger islanil, h.)w» ver, is now ' 
neared, although little more than level with the w.'iler's 
edfc; and from the luxuriant vegiitation wliieh covers 
it, there comes q,ponfiised hubbub of sountt.s, compo.sed 
of the shouts of men, the sereams of women, the yells of 
children, and the lowing of eattle. A family from tlie 
mainland Inn 1^^ migrated to this oi;.ds in the w'ater^- wil- 
derness in (^pasture for their cattle and bul- 

rushes for tlic^^l^s. ^Tlio moment hail now come, 
however, when tlil^V'nd was to be submerged by tlie 
rising of the river; and although, like oursehts in 
our non-.-idvcnture in the Severn, tliej^ liad made tlieir 
calculations, they are almost too late. The men and 
^omen dismantle their Toed-built huts in an imitaiil, 
placing the materials on a raft. While the youths 
scamper off to collect the cattle. *Riit how is the colony 
to be conveyed? Where be their higgage-hoals and 
tiCinsports? The raft suffices for the iuiinimatc ob- 
jects ; and ns for themselves — plunge goes a biiflalo into 
the water, and plunge goes the pilut-lierdsmaii after 
him, seated on a Inindlc of driBl grass, and liolding fast 
by the anlmars tail. The rest of the herd follow the 
leadjdieJtcr-skelter, dinveii in by the long lances of the 
young men. These, os well as the older folks, mule and 
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I female, themscives upon intlated hides, and follow 
the inad eortiT’ice; V’liile the children, propped upon* 
dried i^onrds, dance like buhhlcs in their wak(| That 
tins is a river peril may well he supposed*} hut fciistom 
renders the natives ealloits. 'rhe passing ivoyafier cjp- 
j joya the fiin, and claps his hands at their headlong 
I hurry And inif^uips; while the Hying colony, who are 
[ on Ihcir way to the next isl:ui<l, nply with Indian 
Ihllingsgate, till the two parties, on that seemingly 
I shoreless sea, are out of sight and Jiearing of ca(‘.li <Micr. 

It is not possible to exhaust a subject like this. It 
; would lead us from continent to continent, and from 
1 country t«) country, throughout the whole habitable 
1, globe, and the wliole Ai'orld’s history. Nothing that ro- 
I •inanee has invented, nothing that jioctiy has dreamed, 
can equal in heanly and sublimity, in interest and ex- 
eitenicnt, even the every-(iay lustory of a river. Yts : 
but of a river Avhose plienoinena, altlfough always in 
a(*eordai|ce tlie wondeiful regularity of nature, are 
yet suliiciently uncertain in tl\e eyes of man to give 
scope for bis blunders, and offer temptation to his ini- 
! prudence. There are as fiiw streams in nature as there 
I are eharaeters among the human kind •to wlioni the 
i M'orvls of tile poet can be ai'plied —

INTEMT’ERATE ABUSE OF INTEMFOTANt’E. 

Our attention hs^ been directed to a controversy, un- 
pleasant in its features aud useless in its tendency, on 
the subject of t(;mperaiice, in a provincial print *(’er- 
tain severe strictures by a correspondent on the alleged 
interniieranec of a particular town appear to have* ex- 
(iited the ire of the general inhabitants, and led to an 
indignant denial of the specific charges, winch, without 
any bad intention, had been somewhat reckleiisly and 
imprudently made. The occurrence of this circum- 
stance, unfortunately not ne^y in the history of tlu* 
temperance movement, induces us to point out the im- 
policy of all kinds of ’severity in attempts to remedy 
cither individual or social imperfections. 

The whole history of mankind, w’c belio.vc, atlbnls no 
instance of a vice or folly of any kind being eradicjdcil 
by direct and severe attack. The vengeance of the law, 
and the scolding of the w'ise and virtuous, are e<jftally 
powerless in winning from error. ’I’liis was signally 
manifested in the case of witchcraft, which, in.defianco 
of every severity and reproof, continued to be believed 
and pretendcdly practised by largo masses of peopk*. 
The superstilion, in piunt of fact, scanady lessened in 
virulence so long as it wfts exposed to legal pains and 
penalties; aud hod the laws ngaiirat witchcraft not 
been very properly abolished, witches in all i»rohability 
would have existed till the present day. llow valu- 
able this lesson ! Certain death by burning at, the stake 
could not put down witchcraft. Preaching, lecturing, 
scolding- -every available imlignity ivliich could be 
heaped on the heads of Lbo poor wretches — were etjiially 
powerless. When, however, in the progress of social 
improvement, it became the iwactice to laugh at or 
disregard the pretensions to witchcraft, witclics dis- 
appeared, and, except among a few illiterate fanatics, 
were no more licard of. • 

Similar instances of the value of fi)rb 4 '.aradce in re- 
pressing evil habits and crimes could be produced from 
the experience of raoilern times. Harshness in the law- 
is now' justly believed to defeat the ends for wh? .b Liavs 
wer^ made. Nor is this a surprising result of human 
feelings ; all undue^severity usually raising a sympathy 
in the fate of even the most abandoned malefactor. We 
accept it us one of the most pleasing features of the age, 
that error is no longer exposed toian unreasoning and 
vengeful condumnation, but is treated with a calm and 
humane considei^on of circumstances. 

To this improvmiiec^bm general feeling wc regret to 
find' a too frequent exception in the members of tem- 
perance societies* Our a^usion to this circumstance, wc 
trust, will not be misundci stood. To the temperam^e 
niovement we give the most unqualified approbation, and 
it is only our sincere respect for t!ie csfuse that induces 
us to remonstrate on the unnecessary w^armth with 
which it is occasionally advocated by its proselytes. 
The world, we can assure them, is not to be overcome 
by calling names, by scolding, 6r by any qther species 
of intemperance in language ; it may bo doubtful, indeed, 
if abuse does not aggravate th#evil, by putting the ac- 
cused on the defensive, and causing them to raise the 
counter-cry of sour aikl afibeted puritanism. Besides, 
on what principle of justice or reason^ has any one 
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violently to attnek Blie habits of a brother, granting! 
that these are not all tliat they should be ? Int^fcrencJ 
in such matters, unless as a measure of police- is alto- 
gether mon strops, and can never obtain the favnurable 
consiileration of any hut iiB inferior order of minds. 

What, then, would irp. rceomineiid to be none ? Pdt- 
sua'le and er.li^liteii as much as you please, hut let it 
1)0 (lone gently. Let all reasonable me.isures he adopted 
to limit excess in the miinher of those estallUtti^nts 
'v\ heneo the means of intcm])erauee are proi ^ 
cease every Pind of railing and abuse, wlietlil 

habitual tipplers, or those who professionally si 

them \vith liq iiors. Above all, keep in view tluit one kind 
of iinlulgence^may always be best extirpated by tin; 
•substitutions of another. A disease flaa to be cured : 
in the laugilirtfC of medicine, rake a cnautvr-iiritant. 
The manner in which this may h« done will at once 
suggest itself. Place within the reach pf all, the means 
of harmless and cheerful recreation. What are the.se 
mcan.s ? They eonsist of readir.g-rooms, popular lectures, 
books, concerts, public parks, and salubrious and com- 
fortabh* houses. Pastidious jicrsons, who liml fault with 
cvcrythiiiir, are .alarmed lest such aids a^ these 'should 
adv.'ince the intellectual without improving the mor.al 
(Hialilies*of the people. them remain (juite at their 
easi* in this respect. Tlie principal object to be served 
by iv.'iding-rooms, lectures, and so forll), is the furnish- 
ing of liarndcss for pernieions recreations. The question 
is not whether people vthjht not be better employed if 
left to themselves, l)ut whether tlufy wvZ/ be. We take 
a workman just emancipated from his labour in the 
cvr'iiing: his homo is s(iujdid, or .at least (umli nod .and 
dull : he has a cr.aving for some kind of excitement: he 
ineet.s . companion, and, after a little ehat, they ndjourn 
to the pnMi(;-h()use, wlicre tlie brilliancy of the tire, tin? 
smili's aiql goasi]) of tlic landlord, and the in spiral ions 
of the rapior, niak" the imuj ])as3 pleasantly awa}': 
in other words, a (kuiiaml f )r a necessary degree of ex** 
eitcinent has led to a pernicious indulgence, instead of 
railing at and dragooning this unfortunate p.air of indi- 
viduals, we propose uev(*v alluding to their debauch, of 
A\'hicU perhaps they arc .already somcvvluit ashanicil. We 
.snhstitutu what they have jieeu .all along standing in need 
of, but never have had the sense to express —a means of 
excitement 'N\kieh, while exhilarating, shall not injure, 
but probably improve them. Opposite to the public- 
house, or .at least somewhere quite in llie way, wo 
establish a re.ading-rooni — .a tabic is covered with ncw.s- 
paiiers, magazines, ami books ; a clieerful lire bhu'es in 
tlie grate; the place is dean and comfortable, and a 
dozen rcspectsible men arc seated around, each hard at 
some sort of intelV’ctual feast. There is absolutely 
virtue in the |pectacle; the very tliought of whisky 
in such a place would be almost iclt to be .a sin. Docs 
’•any one presun ic to tell us that this counter-irritant 
would n^t, in viry many cases, draw away and put an 
end to a foul social disease ^ ^ 

After all, however, gre.at as is our faitli in places of 
public recreation, we incline to thirflf that in a t.aste 
for home pleasures lie the means (»f radically curing 
intemperance. It h^ not been by public places of 
resort of any kind that the liigher and jJliddle cl.as.«es 
h.ave been improved to their present p'..\ndard, but by 
the charms of home, improvciW^tyel'^fiigs, private read- 
ing, and converse. One night lately, we were at a 
•party of about a dozen ladi^ and gentlemen. After 
tea there wa.s miscellane^jra convei^:ition, people 
moving about the room at their ease ; then there 
was a little music and dancing ; lastly, ta sliglit 
refection, in wliicli cakes and lemonade predominated. 
All sepoirated in the best possible spirits : the even- 
ing had been spent rationally and most dclighlfullf% 
There was not a drop erf spirits drunk, and yet there 
was not a teetotaller in the company — the whole thing 
was but a result .of giadually-impiovod tastes and 
habits. The same night, as I afterwards le.arncd from 
the newspapers, there was a par^' of individu.als^of a 
humble doss asftembled for 4^nciug iu a public* house 


in a neighbouring* street.^ A fte/ dancing they fell to 
drinking; from djlinking*they proceeded to fighting; 
and the police being called in, "tie whole were lodged in 
the watch -lieu'll?. This was lad ; hut do we groan over 
it as an incurable evil? No sncli thing. The lighting 
party only olxjyed their tastes ami instincts; and give 
them time and opportnuitii'H of inij>rovc»iont, they will 
by and by conduct themselves like the other party over 
the way. A century ago, gcntlcancn and ladies drank, 
iflarl'd, and fought in taverns. Now, tluy have no 
Iste for such cxpljjits; tlicy liksto sit at home, reading 
)r conversing with their families and'fiiciylij. Wijl the 
working-classc.s ever be brought to this fiitcli of rofin^- 
lacnt? TJiere cjpi be no doubt of it. ^'ITie mcclufnic of 
our own day is .superior iu many rtspeets to tin* gentle- 
man of sixty yciirs ago. Lducatio.i of course has ’had* 
not a little to do in cllccting this change of manners ; 
and when tlni whole body of the pcopUyshall receive tin.* 
advantages which a broad system of ^wiycation will con- 
fer, they can soareely fail to exl.ih'/ a corresponding 
advance in their language and id^s. In addititm to 
educational intluences, we luave ikw tie alliance of 
women, \ahich the last age li.ad not. ll fmcd ftxiiale 
minds, tastes, and habits are (.)p(‘rating to advance the 
whole body politic. J*recept may be disregarded ; bat 
ex.ample, which in this case is f.isliion, is contagiou-j. 
Down and down will this spirit of iojil.ation descend, 
till it leavens the entire mass. Wonmn'.s nus.sion, now, 
for the first tinu', leginning to Jjc* nnderstbod, is, liow- 
cver, of too great importaoec to cortu' in at the eon- 
elusion of an article, and we sli.ill leave the subject for 
treatment on another occasion.^ * •

!^y years .ago, Ayrshire and the adjoining part-i in ilic 
west of Scothand became llic* theatre of operations of a 
icmarkablc ri'ligious sex’t, known generally by the desig- 
n.ation of Huehanitcs, from the iiaine of tlieir foundress, 
Airs Ihu'lian. This woman may ho described, in brief, as 
a iwetcndf-r pretty much resembling an illustriou'. suc- 
oc^'sor in Ih*- h.'U’>»o field of enterjwise — ^Joanna SouLlicotc. 
Juke doaiijia, rho .sprang from a humble condition in lih* ; 
and .ahfv, Ji^o her, anpired to divine honours. The history 
of Airs Ihiidian is eurious, if not instructive, and no pro- 
pose, from .n -Hi.il! volume before us,* to give it the piib« 
licity of v.h * i* il seems not unde.scrving. 

Airs Thuhaii w-as the daughter (»f .lolm Simpson, a per- 
son nJn kept a sinall publi'-honse near B.anfl’, \?here slii! 
ttits b‘ I alKiut the year U.m. and named Kh.petli. In 
early life she underwent many privations as a donicsrn' 
servan* among ’Jio fanneis of the district; and it was 
only i»y the kindness of* a relation that she Icarni'd to sew 
and read, rircninstancf « naving iiidueed her father to 
renu'M* to (Jivtiioek, sin; a*’C 0 Tn])uuicd him fliither, and 
here, greatly to the > lionvmr i*f her hio'^raydiy, .-dn' et^n- 
iineted i<lle mnl d.q raved habits, and enally ii<|)aniie«l 
Ihibert lluelKin, a wor'.n g pottri, into an ’lu'.nilaj me.r- 
Lage. liuehan iqipcais to lifiNeL'-n an indiistno'n nan, 
disposed l-> do well; but in’-? wife pioved the pl^\iMic of Ins 
i e,\i--teucc. Having gone to Hanll’,he there left her with tr,<; 
or three chilihni, to provide for Ina-self and thnn as she 
best Could. Airs IhicOaa now uiternpied tosupjw.vr her- 
self ])\' haehlug children to sew ; hut this lit of ratiom l 
employment soon came to jiu end. }'4uj began fo n('gl(;i ' 
both her family an.! school, in oixler to cairy out rl.o de- 
tails of a divine apocalypse, chjiiging Jier with a Jn avcnJ” 
mission. This occiured in 1774. 

Sub.scqucDt events led to the frequent iivoiiirv, win ther 
ATr.s Buchan f.mcics waso the ♦•‘ouvictions of a di.-ia h-sul 
mind, or the dishonest pielensions of settled lcna.\<’Vv', 
The explanations of Ji^r ’nioLTriipher make it conde -iit ly 
appartait. that she W'as th.' viitim <'f J’cr own lixai/ied tie- 
Iiisioiis.' .Some time prcvion-i to the period in wliich sho 
put herself Onward us a diNine person. ige, she hud been a 
constant attendor at pri\ate leliirious mcf lings, wlici*ethe 
warmth of the diivotion.il exercises, and tlie frequent dis- 
cussions of certain passages in ycriydnrc, seem to have 
shaken licr weak ami ill balanc(‘d mind, and inspin d her 
with the Wdhlcat delusions. The woman was, i^i rcaliiy, 
mad ; and in the present day she ivouM, as a niurt. r <»«’ 
co&rse,liave been quietly con.signod to an asylum for ])cr- 
sons in her unhapj.y condition, Although escaping tlii'. 
fate, Mrs Buchan did not meet with general sympathy in 
her profanities ; the clergy, w^ho had contributed by their 
prelectiojus tc\jPou.se her enthusiasui, now became her om.- 
mies; and popti^ar clamour being at the same time raided 
against her, she Ki^d it<uecessary to remove to (Jhvsgow 
in 1781. 

In the we.st of Scotlamj^Mrs Buchan was m a. more con- 
genial field ; yi!> she did immediately make known luw 

aspiiutions, but contented fierself in the meanwhile with 
running after popular prcachens dilfjerent parts of tin* 
country, and confining herself on occasions to tho use 
of mystical and Scriptural languajgc. One of the persons 
to^whom she disclosed her revelations was a young man, 
Andrew Innc.s, who became her ^rst convert; tho second, 
who occupied a higher position, was thellev'.Tlugh White, 
minister of a dissenting congre^tion in Irvine, at which 
placo Mrs Bucha/I^ took up hra residence in 1783. Mr

The door was bolted, ‘.nd the i 
windows nailctl dowj^and sfrecned, letting in l^ght only 
suiheient to enable the i)oor devotees to r(*ad; cooking 
.was stopped; and tbc only allowable sustenance was a 
little meal, or molasses. The sublime expectations which 
animated the company indisposed them for food. Andrew, 
however, observes, that ‘there W'-.s sometimes a desire for 
a little drink, and as Friend Mother was always stepping 
about among us, she kept a little treacle, mixed vvitli 
hot water, and allowed to cool, which she gave to any 
person who was thirsty; but it was very seldom required, 

' except by a blind woman, who lay in bed most of the 
times and as she was very dea^ and eoubl not feed by 
tin; eye and car, as the rest of us did, she therefore re- 
quired so^ie eaiiihly nourishment.* 

This fast was the beginning of troubles. Sordc were 
almost starved to death, and reduced to the condition of 
skeletons ; and the too-exemplary Andrew was so far gone, 
tliat could pot walk across the floor.» The absuMity 
of this, and some other proceedings wliicn came to light, 
roused a fresh scandal and commotion in Nlthsdale. 'J’wo 
or||iroe members left the body, either by the canfcst per- 
Sqlfions or legal interfcvence of friends, and things came

W'cre really warbled from earthly lip-^, when J, to my 
great surprise, leeognised several face*, that I bail seen at 
Buchan Ha’, particularly that of Luckie Jlucljan herMclf. 

She was raised nearly her whole length above the crowd 
by whom she wiis surrounded, w-ho stoo*l with their liiet'S 
towards the rising sun, and their .arms extended ii])vvard.s, 
as if about to clasp the great luminary as he rose above 
the hori/.on. (hi a sudden the music ceased, and being 
afraid I had been discovered by some of tliesc enthu- 
siasts, 1 hurried down the hill-side, mounted n}y hor'-e, 
ami rode on to llrownhill.’ We need hardly add, that tlie 
attempt to ascend proved a dead failure, and exposed the 
Buchan lies to the derision of the people. They were sec‘n 
retracing their steps to their wonted .abode, pale, emaci- 
ated, and downcast in spirits, l.uekie was not unyjrepared 
with explanations of this nnlooked-for termination of her 
predictions ; but it was remarked that from this day her 
power over her tleluded followers gradually lessened. By 
a number, ))artlcularly those from Fngland, to vvlioni the 
fast had proved :i grievous afHietion, she was d«*noiiiiceil 
as an impostor. ‘ IVIany of ihom having placed all their 
vv orldly moans at the disposal of the society, now actually 
heeanio eommoii beggars. A'-lnuned to return to their 
homes, .they went froni door to dotu* througlmut llie 
greater part of Scotland, depi(*ting, in unmeasured tevia^, 
the darker slunles of Luckie Buelian’s.. character, and de- 
tailing the miseric'^.tUey had brought tipou them^ehi"* 
ami their families by listqping to her irreligious fooh \ ie 
Fassing over some unjleaJ^it details connectetf with 
this secession, wo come fo the jieriod whpn the autho- 
rities expelled the Biiclnwiitcs from New Cnmplo, in 
consequeneo of thoir failing to give security that tiny ! 
would not bftcomo chargeable to the ]uirisli. 'I'lio le- 
moval took place in Marcli 1787, and the body, con- ji 
sidcrabby reduced in number, fuocecdcd to Auehin- | 
gibert, a wild moorland farm of little value in the parish | 

of UiT and stewartry of Kirkcinibright. The leiir-o j 

of this dismal tract of land they had procuvctl thniupli 
the interposition of their friend Mr baxidson. The 
struggle of the small and now' poor community of Buch- j 
anitcH for subsi^^tcnce wa.s k<en and inisernble ; ami, con- ' i 
trary to thoir tenets, they wore obligial to labour Ibr xvages, | 
tbo^womcn being somewhat celebrated for their skill in j 
spinning. Strait^l^d cireumstances did not improve 
White’s temper, which li.ad been gi-adually giving w’jj.y, ; 
and on some occasions he came almost to an open rebel- 
lion a^^ainst rules of tln5 soci<„y. Mother Buchan ’s I 
declining health and death brought matters to a crisis. I 
She died on the ofMju'cli 1781 ; even at the last pro- 
fessing her divine attributes, and exhorting the bystanders 
to continue .steadfast in tbe doctrines which she had tau'^ht 
them. It migy. be suppled that her decease in the or- 
dinary course oi nature Wom.l have opened the oy(;s of her 
followers to thefalsity of her pretensions. Luckie Buchan, 
however, hod the art to keep alive the delusion, at least 
for a time. She said that her death would only bo tem- 
porary and provisional. If tbe faith of her disciples W’as 
pure, without alloy, she would return to life at the cud of 
six days ; if they remained stilUfoithless, she would not 
return to take them to heaven till the ehd of ten years; 
if they still were ir ipreparcd by faith, she would not re- 
appear till the lapse of fifty years, when she would then, 
at fdl, events, descend brom heaven to convince the faith- 
less worid of its error. • ^ 
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In consequence of these promises, much care was takch 
of the body, which, however, never showed Jfiy sign 4 
of resuscitation. Meanwhile, White betrayed his tme 
character, which, we reOTet to say, appears. to hft,«e been 
that of a. designing and ivercenary hypocrite. We may 
best dismiss him by saying that ho broke up ihc assoAa- 
tion, and, seducing about thirty individuals to follow him, 
wept to the r/nite<l States of America, w’here all were dis- 
persed.

At (h-ocketford the Huchanites died out one after the 
other, leaving the venerable Andrew Innes jind his wife 
Katie among the l.ist surviving fragments of the society. 
At length all Avere gone hut Andrew', and tlic burden <»f 
years told him that he soon must follow. 'J’hcre was 
something deeply utfectiug in the position and character 
of this the last —as he had been the lirst — of the Biich- 
uiiltes. ^'I'hrough various dilliculties he had been able to 
))reserve the body of Friend Mother, Avhieh, in a kind of 
I mummified state, was kept by him in Ids cottage, and 
, made the ohj<ct of reverential attention. The of 
* Mjwvh J oil, the liflictli aniiiA’er''ary of her decease, Avas 
AV.aited fur Avitli a ]»ioMs Lope in Her resurrection. But 
alas ! the day jais^ ed over, aud the body of his mistress 
stiU resolutely maintainod* its ghastly repose. This siu- 
I giilar entl^l^ia^t luigcit’d on earth till the early part of 
I Iddi, Avhcu death in him also i*>olv its \ietim. By his 
I sjiecial request, the long'pro<,orvcd body of Mrs Buehan 
\\ AAas buried AAith him in the same grave ; and thus closes 
j the histoty of the Buchanites.

HKCONJi AUTICI. i;. 

Tiik chief objects cnntemplated in (Captain Fremont’s 
second expedition Avere the diseovery of a ocaa* ]»ass in 
the more southerly range of the llocky ^louiitains, 
which might s^*rv(; as a direct line of road for cinigranls 
to the new’ countries on the Pacitle, and an e.xtcnsh'e 
^ survey of the Oregon, including the basin of the great 
Salt TiU^e, and the valley of the Columbia to Fort Van- 
couver, and a return, by way of the Sierra Ne\'ada ami 
the highlands of Upper California, to the settled dis- 
tricts on the eastern side of the nftihutains. During 
this long journey, comprehending a period of fourteen 
months, and a distance of 1(),000 miles, many places 
w ere explored which had ncviT befori# been visited 
by civilised men, the descriptions of which present 
much that is new and inte«csting. The iirivations 
l iulurod and dangers incurred 'were far greater than 
. Ipui been experienced in th^urvey of the iireeeding 
year. 'I’lie most fearful ris^lB were emAiintercil in the 
pdss.age of the Sierra in the midst of Avinter, and eveii- 
tiuilly some of the pjirty fell victims to the huatility 
of tile Indians. 

In May 1843 Captain IV^mont arrived at the little 
town of Kansas, on the Missouri frontier, AA'here he t«et 
Mr Preuss and a band uf thirty-nine voyayeurs^ some of 
whom had a&compauied him in the prc.vious journey, 
j They were all arn^ed wijji carabines, ^ud, the better to 
: defend themselves from enemies, a lioAvitzer Avas iii- 
' eluded in the baggage-train. 'ri»yy'folloAvrd the galley 
of the Kansas the head wafers of the Arkansas riA'er, 


and finding it imifossihlc-to cro8s*the mountains in lliat 
direction, after seloral weeks of trav'cl, Avore compelled 
to abandon it and -take a northward eoi\r.«?e, when they 
cros.scd the range not far from l!ie south pass, which 
had been their route on the previous year.

the action of the water. After iniieh exertion, hoAvever, i 

they reached the i.sland, Avhere tiu y remained for the

I The monotony of travel in tlie wilderness was fre- 
quently relieved by the siglit of numerous bands of 
ou\igrant3 journeying on th^ line of route for the valley 
of tiie Oolunibia. In some instances tlie exploring 
party joined eoinpany with these little troops, most of 
whom had some weary tale of sorrow and suflering to 
tell, eonfirpied by the occasional siglit of a grave oh 
eitlier side of the weaiy track. l??opie Shoshonee In- 
dians, ride up an<f invite tbo eaptahi to visit their vil- 
latre ; l»e followed them with a few others, an<l relates — 
‘ We IkuI approached within sornethiug more than L 
mile of the village, when suddenly a single horsonian 
Emerged from it at full speed, followed* by another and 
another in rapid succession, and then party after party 
poured into the ,Tuain; until, when iho feremost rider 
reaciied us, tliqw>’ole intervening space was occupied 
hy a mass, of liorsemen, who came charging dowm upon 
ns with gnns, swoi(ls, lances, and bows and arrows. 
Indians entirely naked, and warriors fully dressed for 
war, 'With the long reil htreamers of their wjir-boimcts 
reaching nearly to the gnuind, all mingled togctlier in 
tlfe bravery of savage warfare. bad beeji thrown 

into a sudden tumult by the appearance of our tl.ig, 
which, among these peoide, is regarded as an emblem of 
liostility. ,A few u^ords from the chief quieted the 
excitement ; ' and the .whole band, inerea'ung every 
moment in iminbfir, escorted us to their cncauipiiient. 
Ill a short time we jmreliased eight horses, for which 
"iirii gave in exchange blankets, red and blue cloth, beads, 
knives, tobacco, and the usual other articles of Indian 
trahlc. Wo obtained from them also a considerable 
quantity of berrie.s of dillerent kinds, among w'ijich 
service berries were the most abundant; and several 
kinds of routs and seeds which we could eat with plea- 
sure, as any kind of vegetable food waAfc-'f 'atifying h) us, 
1 ate here, Vor t|ie first time, the houj/a/i, or toliaceo root 
(mhnana rdulis), tlie xiriucipal edU)le root among tlie 
. Indians Vlio inhabit the upper waters of the streams 
on the. western side of tho mountains. It has a very 
strong and remarkably pecmliar taste and odour, which 
I can compare to no other vi’getablc that I am ac- 
quainted with, and wdiich to some persons is extremely 
offensive. It wms characterised by Mr Treuss as the 
most horrid food he had ever put in his inoutli ; and 
when, in the evening, one of the chiefs sent his w ift^to 
rae ivitli a portion slie had prepared as a delicacy to 
regale us, the odour immediately drove him out of the 
lodge. To others, however, the taste is rather an agree- 
able one. and I was alwa/s afterwartls glad wlien it formed 
an addition to our scanty meals. It is full of nutriment, 
and, in its unprepared state, is said by the I^&ana to 
have very strong f/oisoiious qualities, of which it is 
deprived by a peculiar process, being baked in the 
ground for about two days.’ 

TJie party were nearly exhausted with fatigue and 
hunger when tliey reached Foij JlalJ, a station belong- 
ing to the Hudson’s Bay Company. Here the captain 
dismissed eleven of bis men, who feared to encounter 
the risks of the coming winter ; and, continuing his 
route, towards the end of October obtained his first 
view of the Columbia, ‘ tlie great river on which the 
coim.o of events for the last half century has been 
dirtjcting attention and conferring fame.’ It is described 
as being 1200 yards in width, with banks xvhich, in 
^cpnimon With some other Oregon rivers, are miwh less 
.Spile than tlie neighbouring hills. The adventurers 
ftlfBowcd tlie course of the stream, and by the middle 
j^lSBrNov^ember Captain Fremont, with a men in a 
;(faaoe, wached^Vt Vancouver, thus acliierag another 
of the.objects of his joumey^the connexion of his sur- 
vey wi^ that of Commander Wilkes. Ho speaks highly 
of his feception by the agent of tho Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, by whom he was furnished witli stores and boats 
to enable him to return to th&mfain body, who had beep j 
left jsnf^ipednt the VaU^s of the Columbia. I

/ From this point, having provided provisions and 
•animalsijfor a journey of three months^ they started in 
a south-^ast direction on the homeward route. After 
travellmg seme days through forests, rendered still 
more dreary by the snow, they found themselves unex- 
pefctedly on a rocky precipice. * At our feet, more than 
a thousand feet below, we looked into r. green prairie 
country, in which a beautiful lake, some twenty miles 
in length, w^is spread along the foot of the mountains, 
its Sikorcs bordered with green grass. .Just tlien tho 
suft broke out among the clouds, and illuminated tlie 
country below, while around us the storm raged fiercely. 

a particle of ice was to l>e seen on the lake, or snow 
on its borders, and .all was like summer or spring. The 
glare of tho sun In the valley below' brightened up our 
iioarts w'itli sudden pleasure, iin<l wo made the w'oods 
ring with joyful sliouts to those behind; and gradually, 
as each came up, he stopped to enjoy the unexpected 
scene.* 

The pleasant Vialley was, however, soon passc'd over, 
and the party reached the foot of the Sierra JMevada, 
or Snow'y Hills, the most formidable portion of thiiir 
journey. For a long time they w'cre unable to obtain a 
guide among the Indians. One old man, with a Iv)ud 
voice, and energetic signs, assured them they w'Ciuldfiiid 
‘rock ujion rock — rock upon rock: snow upon snow-- 
snowr upon snow : even if yon get over the snow,’ .said 
he, ‘you will not be able to got down from the moun- 
tains.’ He niade us, adds Captain Fremont, ‘ the sign 
of precipices, and showed us how the fcoj. of the horses 
would slip, and throw them off tho narrow' trails which 
led along their sides. Our Chinook, who comprehended 
even more readily than ourselves, and believed «)iir 
situation hopeless, covered his head wdth liis blanket, 
ami k'gan to w'lu-p and lament. I warn ted to seo tlio 
w'liites,” he cried; “ 1 caino away from uiy ovm peojde 
to see the w'hiies, .nnd I W'oiildn’t care to die Jimong 

them; but lierc ”^and be looked around into the 

cold niglit and gloomy forest, and drawing l)i.s blanket 
over his head, began again to lament’ 

At last an Indian agreed to guide them to tlie ]'ass 
ill return fur tlie^ oflbred. Abnndunfc 

(dothing was .givcQ^flHB||^able him to witlptand 
the cold ; yet at thecHiBHHPw days lie slippetl away 
from the cmxiinpment aftePifightfall, ami deserted the 
party. Captain Krcrnoiit could only keep up the 
spirits of tho men by reminding tlieiii of the perpetual 
.summer valley of tlie Saeraniento on the other side of 
the mountains. The fatigues eneountereti in this part 
of the route were of the severest nature. Such was lln* 
depth of the snow, that a party was always kept in 
advaueo to level and beat the su'iacc, to rend^?; It 
sufficiently hard for tlie passage of the animals, 
wliich perished for want of provender. The voS^jgumfs, 
liow'cver, worked bravely ; and at the end of B^ruary, 
after travelling lodo miles from the Hallba,. of the 
Cobimbia, reached the highest ridge of the range, at an 
elevation of more^'gian 9000 feet. From this point they 
were gladdened iTjth the sight of the Bay of San Fran- 
cisco and the fertile valleys of California. The difficul- 
ties of the descent were, howewir, greater than had 
l)eeii anticipated. The howitzer, aud a large jiortion of 
the baggage, were abandoned ; numerous valuable packs 
were lost on the ba/*ks of the animals that fell over the 
slippery precipices ; and many horses and mules were 
killed to supply food forS^he daring adventurers. ‘ Some 
of the men became light-headed, aud wandering off into 
the wxxmIs, w'cre not recovered for several days. Mr 
Preuss, who had strayed from the right track, was 
missing for nearly a week. He kept Iiimself alive by 
eating ants^ and a few roots, which Ite dug from tlie 
robky ground, and at length rejoined tiie party in a 
state of great weakness and exUausUon. „ 

In a few days they arrived at an American setttement 
on the Bio de Ion Americanocb Of 104 animals' wHH 
which they left the Columbia, only thirty-three zemaiued 
alive.,. The agreeable^ dimate, with rest and abundant 
supplies, soon banished the recollection of privations,

They dragged us fiuickly on, seerningly 
well ac(juainted with the unseen path : the l<»st glimpse 
of daylight di.sappearcd ; there was a rush of damp cold 
air over onr fae^^ ; ''an intense darknese closed in all 
around; amrnnr eyes, full of the sunshine we had lefl.

When the .first 'feeling of w'onder and awe had 
pas.sc'd oil* i*'e heeaine lost in admiration of..tlio mag- 
nifici-nt architeeturo of liii.s p.ahiee of initure, even in 
the dim twilight by which wn looked on it. Around 
ns, on all sides, and sfcn more distinctly became 
they w'ere jaire white, rost' stnjicndou.s pillar.s, fornusl 
of stalactites, that towered up into the darkness fa*, 
above our heads, till tlicy wxre lost in the vaiuv.jry 
clouds that seemed to ovi‘rli;viig us. Their base was 
in like maimer altoci-ther hiiMen from u.s, ;md it 
was a marvellous thing^jto lliink lli.it time alone v/.is 
the architect of the-se miality column;; for we could 
see hanging iii all (iiroit'ons lilllo tiny .stalactites, 
like new -frozen jeh*kh», e.'ieli having at its pjual a 
bright crystal drop of that llnid, containing lime in 
solution, by which they are forim d ; and .\liieh gradually 
thickening, is siici'ceiled by .mother, till, drop by drop, 
nentury by century — for a.s.suredly it is tlie w ork of ages 
-~tho.se fairy bruncluis grow to be a.s lofty and niasaivo 
as the gigantic pillars that seem to support the un.secii 
roof. Nor were these the only ornaments, w ilh which tlie 
ever-working hand of nature laid arr;n cd tiiis abode of 
night for these W’Oiiderful sl:ihictitc.s bad taken every 
species fantastic form — sometimes grand and teirihle, 
80 «^iDtiln^.'• beautiful and delicak', as though modelled 
J^-the sculptor’s art; and, combined with the liugc 
Alises of rrrjk that rose rugged and menacing from- the 
|^|||9|!n as from a deep dark s'tn, they produced the most 
SjWtrellous and statfling appearances, offering to the 
iS^Udered eye a succession and variety of scenes that 
^{fie all description. Where wc oursolvosivcro placed, 
Rrauge niul mysterious shapes were grouped arinind, 
anil innumerable narrow passages and lofty corridors 
Iffanelu'd off in all directions into’ the yet unexi>lorcd 
: ^regions of this most wonderful cave. The road by 
^wliich we wore <:o proceed crep:t along among the 
^ roi^s — ^now over natural, ,Kbw’« over artificiat arches, 


and had evidently been construchad with great ditfi- 
culty. As we advanced, penetrating further into tiic 
depths. of this sombre world (with the lights w'hich 
wo bcga,nf tacitly to think so precious), '.our eyes were 
continually mocked with delusive appearances. On one 
sidi*, we coukVnot but believe that we wx*re gazing down 
through tlie dim aisles of some great (Cathedral, our 
imagination perfecting the details of the fretted rod', 
and Gotljic. oriiamenls ; and with the next turn the 
scene p'ould change, and the rocks shape themselves 
into tlie perfect likeness of a miniature laiftlscape, with 
valleys, and liill.s, and distant cities — the sunlight only 
w’iinling ; w’liilc, again, some opening corridor w'ould 
.seem to ])rcsent tlie symmetrical arrangement of a gal- 
k ry of statues, »:u;lP standing <ai a snow-white ])edestal. 
Of all the forms into which this cavern dew had 
hardencil, by far the most beautiful was that named 
‘ tlio banner,’ and. which was indeed exactly like a flag of 
siK)tless white, hanging in light folds.'e.'ich one of which 
was exquisitely foriiieri, and completed hy a border 
of .a yellow isli liue. It was strange thus to find the 
minute perfection which characterises all the works of 
nature displ.iying itself in these hidden re.alms of dark- 
ness. We ;ire accustomed to perceive it in the ad- 
mir.able worlanan.riiip of every tiny leaf or '‘fragilo 
blossom on the earth ; but liere, where no eye was evcT 
to hehokl them, the very colouring of each one of these 
little 6tahictil(?s was correct and beautiful, as tlioiigli 
touched by an artist’s most delie.ate pencil.

'I'lie ]»C‘rpetual dro])ping of w .'iti r 
throughout the whole vault profliiced of it.self a liollow, 
ceaseless revcrher.ation, tliat, I know' not why, c.msed n 
shuddering sensation ; indeed it was no ea.sy matter to 
nvokl fancying that this terriiic cavern was inliahited hy 
unearthly beings. ,, 

After a short time, we proceeded on our W'ay ; hut 
it require.! some counige, after the llrst >idlc or two, 
to contiuuo to ]H‘netr)te the never-ending dcqdlis ; 
the path was both difficult and dangerous, ami hut f»jf 
the energetic assi.stanec of tlic guides, who almost car- 
ried Some <d' us over the roek.s, t think v.'e should have 
ahandoned jiny atiempt at fiirtlier progress.

'rin^ro are many lateral passages, apparently of vast 
extent, but quite unc-xplored, from tlicir dilllculty of 
accc.ss: .*^0 tiuib.it is impossible even t«> form an idea 
of the ai'lual limits of the cave, of which the portion 
already know n w'ould^soeoi to be but the threshold.

4 icOnc lamentable tragedy seemed 
to have taken placfii'iiere.* A skeleton, perfeetiy entire, 
and incrusted Vfjltfli ^italactite, '^as discovered in a con- 
tracted and agonised attitude, with one arm clasped 
round a pillar lOK^iP^rt.

Alb the rejected 
tobaeeo is h'unieil y. th.is right royal tohaoco pipe, 
fortunately for the (itiz ais of L^aTpool, the t«>haeco 
warchnfise* is at a consiilerahle distance Irom nW dwel- 
Ihig-lioiiscs, (^fherwis(; tlie strong timies arising from 
the fiirnace-chimijcv wonl.l })rov'c anyilttng hut con- 
dueivc to heallh. B ■hind ihefuniaeeds a largo circular 
recess, in which the toba<'eo ashes are pih d up to the 
extent of several cart-loads, 'They are found useful in 
manv chomie.‘d‘’i)rcparatii,Mis, and being of a siUceods 
nature, form a good (leid i(Vi-‘e. 

At one end of the w^'ielionsc there h' a di\i'j )n called 
the (’igjqf Boom. Tins cont.jins m\ riads ofeigniv, n.'Mtly 
and hrinl}' packed in eoiivonit'nt eases. A'onj* of lh(f:e 
are of* courhc allowed to he taken away without the 
payment of dut 3 % though, in cases where thev are re- 
quired for ships’ stores or exportation, a drawback, or 
repayment of the duty to the extent of ‘Js.

Not only arc dried (ahhage leaves, and other /uatcvials 
of the kind, liberally used for the i)urpos.*, but in a 
rcc nt case inquired iido b\’ tlie Lmd Mayor at the 
INLuhiou - JJ oii.se, it w.as shown that some cicars ar*’ 
entiri'I)’' composed «)f hruicn /ut/x'r. fn this cigar room 
thi*rt; are also largo heavy ])aek.agcs of the fiiur .sorH 
of tobacco, kjjowu l»y the names </f ‘ Tavendisli,’ ‘ Ne- 
grohead,’ ‘ lloney-dewg’ Sec, 'fins liner sort i?. oh- 
t^diied from tli j.H* i>arls of Arnerii'a Avhere the climate 
i., wanner than in Vip'iuia. Ih re also arc piled 
minierons jtaekagos of a cubic il tonn, one foot thick, 
eonlaijiing South American tohaeco,. the covering Von- 
sisting (T cattle skins,* ap’parently dried in tlie sun, 
and stitched firmly together, 'fliey were lying I'oimd 
in great numbers, and resembled a 'miglity pile of 
brown and variegated liairy trunks. It is rniions, in- 
deed. to tind here, w'rapping tob.'veo, the .skin of some 
noble animal that may have rar.gcd fi.*ely over South 
American plains, until the desire to ‘turn an hoiust 
penny’ bv tlic sale of its hide teiuiv'od a hunter to 
ensnare it with the fatal lasso. Several of tlicsc 
j)!ickagcs, winch had been sligtitly damaged by the salt 
water, Md been (opened, and, as I understood, were 
considercKMiot good enougrt for the smokers of this 
country, were to bo exported to Africa for tlie use 
of the negroes. In the same room, some men ^ere 
ciigfiged in chopping off the hard woody fibres of tho 
canes, on which the Owners Avoiild not pay duty. These 
fragments are nil gathered, together, and, on the prin- 
ijple that all is valueless which p;^ys no diiity, are cast 
into tho fire. " 

The utmost attention is paid to accuracy in weighing 
tire tobaeeo previous to charging it wdth duty, f'calcs 
^'hich weigh about twelve or fourteen huiidredw'cight 
arc used f aii/ after ^he workmen have steadily 

vfthdraw. 


A circle is formed, within which none but the proper 
(»fiicers are allowed to enter ; and when thej' liave ascer- 
tained the w'oigbt, a signal is given, the spijll is dissolved, 
and tlie pife is removed. Tho celerity with w^hich tho 
workmen fix it again in its coviwing is surprising. The 
.staves, whigli fcem as if they were ke])t from falling to 
pieces onl}' hy a slight attachment to one ‘of the ends, 
aie lifted ^ip in. a mass, and hrouglit down*, covering 
the m.Tteri;^!. A rope is slipped round the lower part, 
|*'tt) Ircepf^liem tolrether. the hoops arc rapidly fixed on, 
and tlic hogshead tilted iqi ami placed undci* a luiwerful 
screw, vhich compresses the tobac,eo firmly dowm, pre- 
vious to the fastening of the oilier end.

‘moral womkr.’ . Jt is wonderful to think th.it all ihw 
mi'ihty store, springing from the sod id* the new woild, 
i.s soon to be cast forth into oiir at m(;.sp}K"'o in cl.‘\vls ot 
smoke from mecr.seha urn, cigar, and ‘ diidcen f :nid still 
more wonderful to think of the dreamy vi.sions and 
elou«Iy air castles, and damaged Jiealth and mean hahit.s, 
to winch all this smiikiiig mu:.t give ri'^c.

'Flic a])]K'ar,ince of this town somewhat surprised us. ! 
fn Iravcllinji towards it from Dublin, we have oceasion ' 
to (TO'^s \arious extensive tract >» of ho;?, useful no j 
doubt ft'r fuel to 11k adjacent inhab'tants, hut other- , 
vise un])rodiietive, and loo lart^e and unsij^htly to in- : 
spire pleasinjT emotiojis. 'Fhere is also seen nut a little 
v.iyside pmerty — mud Jiovels, a poor state of Inis- j 
h.indry, an<l a .struirfflinff, thouj;1i far from dense popu- I 
lation. Immediately beyond one of the dreary boi? • 
reiiions, ve come suddenly upon Tarsonstown, almost ' 
as neat and brisk a town as could bb seen iti Knjiland — 
environs consiblm^r of immerous villa.s, a s(|uarc of jrood j 
houses, and^several reijnlar streets; itretty nearly the i 
whole beimj whitev ashed, ;ind x^jssessing an air of sub- , 
stantiahty and comfort. 'I'o account for Ibose agreeable 
feature^, 1 was informed that Karsonsltnvn lias become j 
a favtjurile report of familit*s seeking a place of genteel I 
retiretiient, though tlie nature of the climate is by no j 
means favourable to lliose rctpiiring a dry and equable 
condition of t lie •atmosphere. IVrbaps not the least 
irresistible of its attractions are the easy terms on 
vbich building-ground is obtained from Lord Jtossc, 
a»i(i tl^e not less marked liberality of that nobleman in 
opening his extensive pleasure-grounds for several hours 
daily to all who choose to visit them. • 

A walk along a terrace of hoifics, forming, with 
the trees opi)Osite, a species of boulevard, coiiduets us 
to the gate of hi9 lordshiiAs domain ^ and, uninter- 
rupted, we soon reach the lawn in front of the castle—' 
a largo and commodious building of .some antiquity, 
•whi(d^Jl’lnrcd a siege during VJb wars of the Kevo- 
•lution. Jn whatever manner the edifice was surrounded 
with defcnees^iii those troublesome tiirtes, it is now open 
to the park-like lawn that bounds it on the north, and 
' in which are situatal tlie various telescopes of its inge- 
nious proprietor. Previous to the arrival of the steward, 
who w.as kindly deputed to alford us every desirablg in- 
formation, we had aq opportunity of taking a general 
glance at the apparatus, and of looking around the 
grounds, through which Hows, in fiany a meandering 
turn, the pretty little uVer I^wer Drosna, a tributary 
of the Shannon. * ^ 

The telescopes, on which «f course attention was 


mainly nvgtcd, are three in iiiimhcr* like th(‘ degrees 
of compari'^ou - - great, greater, greatest; and are all 
situated near la each other, m> as tofouftnaiul a fair view 
of the heavens over the tops ol* il%trccs >fhicli bound 
the lawn. 'J'bc sinallcst is contained m a donie-roafcd 
edifice, ^‘C'Scmbling an virdinary observatory, and there- 
fore presents nothing cxtcrioily rcinarkal^e. The two 
larger an* under no roof; they are opeti to tlie weatheifc; 
great bhude tubes ifingling iVoni chains like the funnels 
of steamboats, lowered slopindy from the xierpendienlar. 
One of these is twenty-six fc^t long anf? tlirei.* feet in 
diaiiiclcr, ami is adjusted so as to wheel round to point 
in any reipiircd direction. 'I’lie itlicr, vhich is ajqiro- 
priately called the ‘ nioiistcJk telescope,’ ine.isuft'S fifty 
feet in len'*tli by six fi'ct in diameter, and is suspended 
between high and substantial walls, wbicb p. rmit its 
coimnaed of on>y a stri\)i‘ of the heavens from south 
to north —tin arraiigi meiit vbi(‘b, however imperative 
from the bulk of tluj machine, I was .sorry to think 
must somewhat lessen its usefulness. 

So much fof a glance of tlicse wonderful ii.sfro- 
nomical instruments. JJefore we i.afl vallAal rounil* 
them, the .steward, an intelligent and ol?li;jiiitc young 
man. plaeM him.self at our .scrvitK*; and, by way of 
beginning at the beginning, ('ondueted us to the work- 
shops where tlie whole a]iparatus was made. Our road 
proceeded through a clump of tre* s, and emerged on a 
ifturtyard on the right of the castle, where an entire 
engineering (‘stahlishment disclosed itself. It w^'ls cer- 
tainly something new to find a smelting- iurnai’e in 
active oper.ition, blowui by a steam-engine, within a 
do/.en feet of the drawing-room'^vindow of a nobleman’s 
castli#! 'I’lie furnace was pulling away at a great rate; 
and a neat little engine wuis dili^iifntly oecuini'd not onl}' 
in blowing the bellows, hut in giving molimi to sundry 
shafts, belts, anfl pulleys. A largi; conii»I.*x piece of 
machinery, designed to turn and smooth tlie specula of 
the telescojies, w^as afc rest ; and about a dozc'ii men 
were here .and there occupii-d with sundrv minor oiiera- 
tioiis. All the w'orkmen who have, from first to l.ist, 
been engaged in preparing the telescopes, ortho .a]ip:i- 
ratus connected witli them, have been natives —a fact 
which will seem strange to tlio.se who are unacamainfed 
with the aptitude for mstruefion of t lie Irisli r.jiuracter. 
It will probably appear not less surprising tl^t the in- 
strn^or and superintendent of these artisalis in their 
multifarious duties has been no ofhqf than Lord Jiossc*, 
who.so acctmqilishments in ijiractiftil science, indepen- 
dently of Ilia rank, would pliu'e him in a distinguished 
position. As illustratT^p of his skill in this respect, an 
anecdote is related by the good folk of J’arsonstown, 
to the oirect of Ids lordship liavirig on one occasion 
visited an engiiuering establish inent in London, and 
there show'n such a know^U:dgc olUiic^banics, tliat the 
proprietol, in his igni)ra||cctjf whom, he was addressing. 
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be lo otliir nu-nihcVs of the peerage

he has lu’en prettv constantly eiiifajretl, since 18*20, in 
perfectini' tlic incans of tclcscopitt ohsei-v.ition ; anti on 
tins iiitercstinjx l)ra»icli of scu-occ alone lie is u ulcrstooil 
t(t have spi nt, till tlic prcstait time, as much ns I, .*’.0,000. 
'Lonjt C(»ntlnne(l and etjsth' as have ban these labours, 
tbev ecnid not baVc reaosed tbeii* present sueccssful 
rosjiilts, unless tliey had been eoinlueted v.’itb the most 


eolours. In passing tbrougli a glass lens, these coloured 
rays ar^* refrai-ted diflerently, and eonsequently pri'sent 
a confuhjum to the eye. This confusion, Avhieh is ealled 
rhnmiitir uherraiion, lia.s been attempted to bo lemcthcd 
by ^inaking- It uses partly of flint anti pai;tly of crown 
glass, so ns to nceominodnte tlie reftij^-tioii oC the diffe- 
rent rays, and bring them to the same focus. Dullantl’s , 
arfu'omaifd telescopes, const moled on this plan, have 
been tile most sueeessfnl in this respect ; but they do 
not perVctly meet the difficulty ; and hence the proba- 
bility of insuring greater accuracy in die reflecting than

semble the long and studious exercises of the old 
alchemists in tf.cir^ lahmatorios, tlian the proceedings 
of a inoderif man ot;i<;|('nco and letters. 

It would ho a very long story to tell all that Lord 
llossc‘lias done since he commenced his labourrf* twenty 
years ago, afid 1 need therefore nder only lo the more 
Uiiportant steps ‘in hi.s operations ~a slight ])opular 
sketeh being alone desirable in these p.ages. Ilis lord- 
ship began by .attcnqiting to make a telescope, with 
glass lenses, of the old apd usual kiiul. A short course 
of experiments proVed that little good could arise from 
Ibis effort, and be tlhn adopted the principle of the rc- 
lleclingVclescopc, an instriu^ont difl(*ring considerably 
from.a refracting or lens telescope, and of If.ter inveu- 
lioii. Sir Isaac Newton was tlie first wlio ooiistmcted 
a telescope of this kiml, in lOdfi ; unTl one which he 
made in 11572 is still preserved as a curiosity m the lib- 
rary of the llo} al Society. Tlie pricoiplc of the rcda*l- 
ing tele.sj'ope i.s exceedingly simple. At tliu bottom of 
an open tube is placed a piece of polished met.d, of a 
slightly ludloweil ir .spherical form, called a speculum ; 
and on tins, as on a concave mirror, the ohjcct is re- 
flected. Tlie rctk'ction may he .seen <1 ircidly by looking in 
at the upper end of the tube ; but as fhi.s would partly in- 
tercept the rays from the object, it is ('iistomary to (‘onse 
the reflection from the speculum to fall on a small flat 
mirror, placed obliquely at the proper focal distanvc fii 
the tube, and then hiok in upon that by an eye-glass at 
tlie -side. Tlic power of a reflecting s])eculum depends, 
like that of a lens, on its diameter and degree of sphe- 
i ricity j or, properly spe^lking, its capai*ity for collecting 
' the rays which stre.Hin from any ohjcct. In employing 
the exact ai»herical corfcavily, however, there is always a 
slight confusion to the eye, in consequence of theV ntre 
of the specuhim giving the image or'" reflection of the 
object at a different focal distance from the parts at and 
near the circumference. This c(/iifuhion, which is called 
jipherical aberration, can bo avoided only by forming the 
speculum with a parabolic curve ; that is, a concavity 
slightly elliptical or oval; but the exceeding diflUmlty 
ofa producing this figure wdth mathematical accuracy, 
may Wlmlgcil from the fpt, that if two specula of six 
feet iiyt^meter, the one spherical, and tlie other para- 
bolic, pressed into contact at the centre, the edges 
.would hdrdivorgq^ffom each other more than the thou- 
sartdfclflWrt of an li^ch. The spherical form, therefore, 
w^'P.its defepts, has A'lsually been employed. The 
ob&tioni which equally applies to sphcricjtl lenses, may 
be diminished or removed by^he opposite aberration 
ll^of a concave Icus. Although the spherical aherVation 
■.jnay in this manner be remedied in leps telescopes, 
^Sliere is one slip more serious imperfection wliich it i.s

This was, m reality, dune by Sliort, 
an eminent. telesi‘opo-maker about a ei iitiiry ago ; the 
plan, how’ever, w liieh i.s open to some object i(»ns, ha.s 
never succeeded w'cll since. ]V'>ideg, it must be lectil- 
lectcd that it is not tle.^ gl.issof a mirror w'hich reflects, 
hut the metal on its h.u-k ; ami therefore', if a mirror 
can be made without a facing of glass, its rellectiou is 
move likely to he correct. 'J'bc ohjei't. of Lord lioss(', 
then, w.as to construct a large metal mirror, neither too 
soft nor too hard in substance, and of imperishable 
brilliancy of surf.icc. l 

'SVilh a knowledge of the proper proportions to be 
useil, Ijord Ilossc cf)i;nmenccd making a,spcenlum which 
should be three feet in diameter, by casting sixteen 
separate porthms, to ho soldered together al'tenvards. 
After repeatoil,, trials, he made one of this compound 
kind, and it w'as by the experience lie .acquired in doing 
so that he became acqiiainto<l with the method ^of easting 
a large speculum in piece. Sever.*!! torn, nting 

difllcultics attended his first efTorts. Small air-holes' 
were formed in toe metal, and the speculum cracked in 
cooling. A mould of sand, and subsequently a mould of 
cast-iron, failed in giving freedont^from pores. The 
desijleratum was a kind of mould which should retain 
the. molten metal, and yet allow the air-globules to 
escape. Such was at length discovered, and it is this 
which has deservedly stamped JiOrd Rosse s name with 
celebrity, rcducinifiis it does the casting of specula to a 
certainty. The. simplicity? of thS contrivance causes it to

A FEW WORDS IN IjEFENCE OF 
COMMONPLACE. 

We were reading, not long ago, a short historical sketch 
di the literature of tlie eighteenth centiiry, and paused 
at the criticiHiu «of th8 writer upon the worki of Hoberi 
Burns, ^mong other poems which were highly praised, 
but not beyond their deserts, was included thht very 
afibeting composition entitled, * 'I’o a Movntain Daisy, 
on turning one down with the Plough in April 1786.’ 
The critic remarkf^ upon this, ‘ that thh composition is 
not pure throughout;* and that ‘the latter part runs 
f somewhat into commonplace.’ The portiSn^ upon which 
this disparaging judgment is passed is that in which, 
aftef mourning the hapless fate of the dais}', the poet com- 
pares it to that of ‘the artless maid* betrayed by love — to

It may be conceded to a very rigid criticism that tliese 
reflections cm commonplace ; but it w ill not be uninte- 
resting to inquire whether, in being coTnmon])lace, tht'y 
cease to 1 h' bea\itiful ; and whether this «^'ory common 
phrase is ifot very much misumlcrstood, ami very much 
abused? "’As regards this particular passage, it' can 
scarcely be denied that the reflections ilow naturally from 
the subject, that they are appropriate, earnest, and beau- 
tiful, and such as would suggest themselves to a true 
poet, and find sympathy with a tnie-hearted reader. If 
•* 0 , and if the phrase be correctly applied in this iii.stanc<‘J 
it does not always follow that that which is commonplace 
is unlovely, or that a writer should reject a fine reflection 
because it is obvious, and one which might suggest itself 
to every reader of a cultt\ated mind. It appears to us 
that gimt wrong is done by the careless use of this, as a 
phrase of condemuation^n the part of critics. Nothing 
is more easy than disiiarageinent, unlcs'* it be ihat^inore 
'* decided form of it W’liich FalstaiF alluded to as the easiest 
of all things. The critic whose taste is perverted — who 
craves odd combinations, startling paradoxc'^, and quaint 
expressions, and w’ho prefers hard roots of similes, dug 
out of the barren isoil with much labour, to tlie sponta- 
neous gr<»wth, leafy and green, that appears above ground, 
and may be seen of all men- -may fiml in the most beau- 
tiful of human compositions the greatest occasions to cry 
out against ‘ common][llacc.* 'I’lic most exquisite 
passages Mhkspcare and Milton that have become 
househd^ w'jrds to us on account of their very truth*hnd 
bcHuly^^ay in thibg sense be considered commonplace. 
' ^ iril^ the glorious ^sunshpe itself, and the pure air, 
and tfee efear abundant water, all^ of them ^doily bless- 
ings tha£" we do not prize as we ought, because they are 
so as to have become * common.* Who is to 

escape ipPgether from the commonplace? The very 
critics complain fall into that which they designa^

all, ideas are limited. A new thought is the jew'cl of a 
century. The greatest and most beautiful of thoughts 
are oldj'lm^, like flow'ers, they spring up rtpontancouhly 
in new sCnls. ^the unlettered boor often forms in bis 
own^niud the ^and ideas which germinated in the mind 
of a Ilomer br^a Milton. Bloomfield, the mriucr’s boy, 
who knew nothing of the classics, had beautiful thought;., 
which he expressed with almost the same turns of phraseo- ' 
•logy as .Horace, Ovid, and Tibullus. The best of writers . 
make use of old materials very often, as Bloomfield did, 
quite unconsciously. There is a fountain of thought in 
^evciy mind; and the stream that flow'q thence docs not 
necessarily proceifd, as Coleridge happily puts it, * from 
a pcrfoi'ation made in some other man’s tank.’ The 
great majority of ideas that arc considered new arc fa- 
shioned out of oMoues; and very often the utmost that 
the most original of writers can do, is to present them 
with novelty of form, illustration, or combination. 

Besides this, there is another view in which the gene- 
rous critic should regard the commonplace. To him ivho 
has a plethora of ' other mcirs ideas, who has culled them 
from all writers, ancient and modern, the simple ..ideas, | 
hmvever pleasing, that suggest themselves to men who j 
have been more of thinkers than of readers, may ai)pear | 
tame. An epicure, in like manner, who may have bein j 
long accustomed to the pleasures of the table, may liiid 
no enjoyment in a ripe apple ; hut there are other tastes 
to ivhich it may be delicious. A man who has been 
cooped up fAr a twelvemonth in a dingy ollioc, may take 
the most t*x<|uisilc pleu.sare in escaping into the fields 
and plucking daisies. Another, ri'leascd from a «laik 
dungeon, may luxuriate in the free fresh air ami the 
gloi ious Minshiiic* ; and he whose mouth is paiched nith 
thir.«it, mny think all hesj^ven comprised in a draught,-'^’ 
water. 'I’o them thenC things are far from commonplace, 
though they might be so to another man filled to reple- 
tion with the enjoym^'nts of life and society. There are 
millions of minds daily springing up to make acijiiaint- 
aiicc with literature, who would be deprived of a eliarm, 
a beauty, and a glory, if they had not an -opportuniiy 
of reading the immortal commonplaces to which the 
gorged and over-refined critic may think it iiieniuhcnt 
upon him to reject. Possibly, a critic of this class may 
consider these remarks as commonplace; but we shall be 
quite content to have them called so, especially if they 
lead even one to refrain from disparagement of the beau- 
tiful, because it may come before him without the zest of 
novelty. There is something to be said for everything, 
even for the coipmonplacc ; and as there is no man so 
bad as to be without a touch of goodness in him so is 
there no old thought, however commonplace, that one 
who ig determined to be pleased may not extract pleasure 
or instruction from. * As for writers, let them not be de- 
terred from simplicity and naturalness of diction by any 
fears of di.sparagement of this kiuU. He w'ho thinks 
clearly, and cxprc.sses himself simply and unaflectedlvj 
will, if his subject be good, please most readers. The 
great fault of writers'll! «he present day is, tha*^ they 
affect an originality which they do not possess.

Of the intensity of the Canadian coll no one in Bri- 
tain can have the slifrhtest conception. kV-eei^ing takes 
place at 32 degrees of the theniioineter, and ^fteen de- 
grees Inflow that point is coiisldjrcd in this country a 
severe frost. In Canada, however, the cold attains ten, 
twenty, or thirty degrees below Zero, and however dry 
and pleasant the atmosphere may bo during this ex- 
treme temperature, it proves dangerous to those who 
do not take precautions against it. not thoroughly 
protected by fivs. thfe blood chills ; and according to Sir 
Francis, the frosl-bitteii lingers and toes can be broken 
olf 'like ‘twigs. On account of this intensity pf frost, 
American ice is much harder ami colder than English 
ice, a 2 ld will retain its solid form long after our ice is 
melted into water. JIcneo the impossibility of compet- 
ing on equal ternfs with the American ‘ice cjftiorters. 

The excessive cold of Nortli America is ascribed to the 
large forests, which {ire^erit the action of‘the suii on the 
fallen snow.' Every.tree which is liewn do\^n, therefore, 
hy tlio toiling immigrant, is so much done towards the 
mcliomtioii of the climate. Sir Francis has a'.hcory, 
that nature also silently working to cMect the same 
end, by means of ,uo higher an agency than swarms of 
IJttlo flies. ‘ 'I’liP manner, in whiclrvliey uiicunsciously 
perforin this important duty is as^ follows: — 'J’hcy sting, 
bite, and torment the wild animals to such a degree, 
that, especiallj' in summer, the jujor creatures, like those 
in Abyssinia, described by Bruce, become almost in a 
state of distraction, ♦.nd to get rid of their assailants, 
wherever, the forest happened to he on lire, tliey rushed 
to the smoke, instinctively kAowdng quite wejl that the 
flies ^’ould he unable to follow tluin there, 'riic wily 
Indian observing these movements, shrpwdly perceived 
that, by sotting lire to the forest, the llio.s would drive 
to him his game, instead of his being obliged to trad 
in search of it ; and the ex])eriinerit having proved emi- 
nently hiiecessful, tlie Indians for many years have 
been, aiul still are, in the habit of burping tracts of 
V'ood so humauiVf pthat from very high and scieiitiflc 
authority I have been informed that the aniovjit of 
land thus burned under the inflaenec of thu flies has 
exceeded many' millions of acres, and that it has been, 
and still is, materially changing the climate of Korth 
America.’ 

The operations of the emigrant arc also begiuning to 
make an impression on these vast forests. Inspired 
an unconquerable industry, his encroach men ts in time 
I#i*oduCe a visible effect, and his clearing assumes the 
marks of productive improvement. Often, however, is the 
hapless settler in thewi^ds overtaken by casualties and 
disease, and death dosing the scene, his little doniu^in is 
once more left to the usurpation of the w'ilderncs.s. The* 
appcnraiiCQ of these d(Jlerted clearings — monuments of 
human failure — is always deeply affecting. ‘ In nntliy of 
the spots I passed,’ says Sir Francis, ‘ I 'ascertained that 
these dispensations of Providence had been as sudden 
as they were awful. The eniigraut had risen in robust 
health — surrounded by his numerous and happy family, 
had partaken of a homely breakfast— had left his log- 
hut with a firm step, and with manly jiride had again 
resumed his attack on the wilderness, through which 
evqyy blow of his axe, like the tick of a clock, recorded 
the steady progress of the hand that wielded it. But at 
the hour of dinner he did ifbt return I The wife waited 
^bade heij rosy -faced children be patient — waited--felt 
anxious — ahrrned — stepped beyond the threshold ol'lier 
log-hut — listened : <^e axe was not at work ! Except- 
indescribabii: ^bkil^n munmir which the air 
in,,passing througlAhc stems and branches of 
iirest, not a sound was to he heard. * Uer lieart 
ives her; she walks— runs towards the spot where 
knew her husband to have been at work.

The abirv'C is but a faint outline 
of arsecne lias so re|)eatc(ily occurred yi the w'ilder- 
ness of America, that it is usually summed up in the 
words, “ He was killed hy the fall of a tree."' * 

One of tjie ino.st lively of Sir Francis’s hghtcr pieces, 
is the ptory of ‘Henry Fattersoii. an emigrant cobbler, 
and a lark whicli he brought with him from England. 
J^itterson Itad received the lark as a parting gift, in the 
Thames, from his friend Charley NaVji, and in remem- 
brance of whose kindness he called ik i lark Charley. 
‘ In the Gulf of St Lawrence the vessel was wrecked : 
almost cverytliing was lost exccjit the lives of the crew 
and passengers: and accordingly, when T’atterson, with 
his wife hanging ^loavily on his" arm, landed in Canada, 
he was destitute of everything he had owned on hoard 
excepting riiarlcy, whom he had preserved, and after- 
wards kept for three days, in the foot of an old stock- 
ing. 

‘ After some few sorrows, and after sonic litllc time, 
I’atterson settled himself at Toronto, in tbe lov\rr p.irt

After listening with great professional interest to the 
ease, lie promised me that ho would exert his utmost 
talent ; anti in about a month Charley returned to me 
with tinrulHed plumage, standing again on the little 
orehestra of his cage, witli his mouth open, lotiking 
upwards -in short, in the. attitude of singing, just as I 
h:ivi‘ deseribetl linn. J have had the whole covered wi»h 
a largT; glass case, and upon the dark wooden back of the 
cage there is pastcil a piece of white paper, upon which 
’ 1 have written the following w'ords ; — -'rius lark, taken 

tv) ('anad’i Ijv a poor emigrant, W'as shii-iwrecked in the 
.St 1/iwivuee, and after sinking at 'J'oronto for nine 
years, died tliere on the 1 4th of March 1843, univer-

A Visrr TO THE ('ASTLE OK MUC. 

Havrsn w en the remarkable grotto of Adclshcrg, situ* 
at«‘d, as I have said, among the mountains of Oarniola,^ 
our purty jiroprisid to visit the old eastlc of Jaiig, of 
whieli some marvellous accounts had reached us. On 
t*liis excursion wc lcfr> Adclshcrg at daybreak, for we 
veekoned on having a fatiguing journey before us. 

A -; we au’vanecd through the more mountainous dis- 
tricts of Caruiolan Styria, the cl'.araetcr of the scciwry 
heiMinc exceiidingly wild and tle.solate; an<l tire pea- 
s.uilry, whom we had already thought sullicieiitly un- 
eonih JUKI unprepossessing in appearance, now re;diy 
ai'cnu'd to be half savages, llefore we rciwAuai the 
village of Luig, the weather also had cliaiigcd in a very 
ominous iiianiiCA and everything in the aspect of the 
liciivcns ani.t»unced that we were about to be visited by 
a tunuendous storm — a truW (Jeruian storm, wdiich is as 
tcrrilic as that of any country 1 know. ’J'he skies had 
becoiie as hhick as night, and every now' ami then great 
gusts of wind were heard liowliiig and shrieking through 
the forests nmnd us with a violence w'hich probacy laid 
low 1 he U/ftiest trees. Put this was'all as yet ; and as we 
had no dilliculty in fiudiug a guide who undertook to con- 
vey us lit once to Jie castle, we trusted to find ourselves 
iukUt slielter before tlie tempest actual^ burst upon n^ 
Uur guide could siicak nothing but tlie strjmge (’rag- 
nolme (Sj^ois, as unmanageably guttural us it is pos- 
sible"' hojir; utid it was some time before he could 
make even the coachman understand that he must take 
the horsi's fr^im the carrq^ge, ami hanness in their steati 
four w ild-looking oxen, w’hich he had brought for the 
purpose. WliCn tJiis chaiwje was ell'ected we resumed 
our course, and ascending, a steci», rugged, istony road, 
began to dive into the very heart of thsi Diouiitiiins. 
Wji w’ere already surrounded by them on all sidef, and 
tlulsceiicry ^vas quife that of the Alps — precipices and 
hiirs, and great rough pine woods- all shrouded in fogs 
an!l mist. Every step /hat we advanced, the path, for 
it coul^>s(iH|Tceiy be called a r<iad, became more and more 
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diffit\irt and dangjrous ; and at last^just when the land- 
scape sccincti ivildcst a^d d^*ariesl, and a huge preci- 
pice (the most cvV'^tiiieiit pliicc in the world for dashing 
a carriage to. pieces) yaw'ne<l invitingly on one side of 
ns, the stbyin burst over our beads in all its fury. Such 
a storm 1 have never s^cn hefore nor since! The thuu- 
derbolt with .which it commenced, like the first roll of 
the cannon aniumnciilg the battle, fell from the heavens 
with a noise as though a wliole street oL houses had 
l^beeii thrown to the ground; one tremondouc hash of 
blue lightning qtavered for several sccovyls otv the, vai^ 
sheet of darkntks that overUung ; thgn, seeming to 
rend it asunder, the whole mass bri^i^ up/nlo great 
sweeping clouds, that rolleil themselves rtoyn \vjjon 
the eafth, and dissolved inb^ torrents of rain and 
hail, ’riie I'prsos reared and plunged; the oxen livid' 
their licads together,* and bellow’ed dismally; the 'guide 
disapp(‘arci^ under the carriage; y.yd the coachman 
flung his pipe into a husli, and crossed himself fran- 
ticly. As for# us, w'e thought. 1 k.»v peasant would he 
the recital of tliis advi-nture affbr it wasovvr, hut mean- 
while we looked despairingly thrdujfli the driving nnsts, 
ami sr^v only ravines and rocks. Pushing, on, how- 
ever, when tin* first panic lunl subsided, w'C presently 
reached a height, wdiere tlie guide told lA he and his 
oxen must leavt' jv?, as we were ell^.se to Lnig, .and 
could not miss j>ur w'ay. He assisted in replacing the 
horses, and viiiiislied Aefore W’c could remonstrate. We 
could not miss our way, eertaml\,as it*<e()nsiste<l of a 
most prec'ipitjjiis yig-zag desL'iit, »wliere there w'.as no 
choice hut that of kj'Cping on tj:c mirniw’ dangerous 
road, or falling lu adloiig into tfie abyss by its .side. 
B«)th wlieels of tlie earriigfj wx-rc locked; life coach- 
man ami Ms master went together to the horses’ bead.s; 
and .so we eoniinenci'd our perilous descent. The war 
of the elements had now' begun m good earnest; peal 
followed peal, doubled ami redoubled by the e(lioe.s 
through the mountain paM<es; tlie electric tire Icjipt. 
round us in all directions; and the wind sw'opt the rain 
and mist over the fiice of tiie crags. Jiv' what strange 
eirenmstance’oiir horses, half wild w^Ji fe.q', hrougJit 
us in safety down this ti'rnble hilf, it is impos.'iihlc fo 
explitin ; but such was the ease, contrary to our expec- 
tation, ami crossing a torrent wdiieli raged beneath it, 
we luokfjl up ami beheld the little lonely villdgc; of 
Luig, perclusl high up among the rocks of a seemingly 
inaccc'’.'*ible. mountain. 1 lere w'c were eom])elled to leave 
»ijr carriage standing in the wiiter, and to proecetl on 
fool, Ualf-hlimled with the rain ami h.iil. • 

AVhuu at hist wc readied the village, which lay im- 
bedded among preciiiitous hills, we found that not a 
single inliiihitant could understand a wonl we said. At 
length an old woman was discovered somewhere, who 
xouiti mumble a few words (if CJennan, and with lur 
assistance we explaineil to lit# peasants, who seemed 
mosHanxious to serve us, that we wislied them to help 
the unfortunate coaeliniaii to bring uj)^ tlie carrijige, 
and that for ourselves we desired to fitid siuller as 
speedily a.s possible f^om the storm. A do/eii of thorn 
started olf instantly to fuhil our first n'«pK*st ; and as to 
the rest, they said there was no aeeonmiodatiou for us 
but in the ciistlo of huig itself. Hut where w'as the 
castle? The old woman turned round, ami pointing 
w'ith her stick right up a most treiiu-udou.s dill' which 
rose near us, w« could dimly distinguish. about.luilfV’ay 
from the summit, some iciuci of budding diiigiifg to tiie 
bare face of the rock, with the clouds rolling round and 
beiSfeatii it. i\o practiciible means apnearedMf reaching 
this eagle’s nest ; but one of the pyjt^sants ottered so con- 
fidently toej'iiduct us to it, that wc? supposed some such 
must exist, and proceeded. ?vixiously to follow' his steps. 
What hatl Auice l)ecn»a path, was iu>w% from i!ie violence 
of the rain, the bed ^ a torrent ; and w’udiiig lalvo- 
riously on, we ascended a winding staircase of rocks 
that seemed interminable, till at length, when wet 
and wearied, we actually reached the castle, all our 
misfortunes were fojgotteii in weyiden and adrairalion I 
A stupendous clifif ruse,* T have said, precipitately 





from amonc; tlui n auntains. its summit altogetircr lost 
iu the mist, wliilst rounir its t^ase, now so ftir below 
U8, a torrent raged and foamed. A. iirge deep cavern 
broke the bare surface of the cliff half-way ^froin the 
top. and in its mouth was built a strange fautivatic old 
castle, held in its inarvellous position, as it were, by the 
iron arms of the rock! The building was ponderous, 
yet handsome, though very irregular, as in many 
places the iiatural uive funned part .of tlie w'alls, and 
some turrets were perched on a separate piece 

ftf rock. Anxious th penetrate into V»e interior of so 
extraordinary % dweUiiig,*and crossing *the drawbridge, 
we entered its (inter hall— in fact a damp dark vault, 
beyond wliich all manner of disnial-looking rums were 
to be discerned, with the rain dashing tlirougli Ibetn. 
Sbtne, men working here showed steep narrow stair, 

which we proceeded to ascend ; and although, at every 
turn, we came upAa the dark opening ft) some dungeon- 
looking cave, no signs of a human habitjition appeared 
at all. This Itfng ^stair was succeeded* by a wooden 
gangway, cC<mmunio(^]fciug with a range* of ruinous 
vaul‘^s. Having traversed these, another flight of steps 
brought us at last to a passage, where a little old 
woman stooc^waitiiig to receive us, who looked exceed- 
ingly like .an iinipjated j)iii-cnsliion, for she was very 
sJfort and fat, ajid her gray hair v.yis decorated with 
an innumerable quantity of large coloured pins. SShc 
saluted tis with a volley of unintelligible jargon, to 
wliich we cotild only reply by pointing significantly 
to our dripping cloWics, whereuptm she turned and led 
us up another long li^^air, hewn out of the iwk, into a 
singular , gallery. 11 was very large, and while three 
side.s of it were built in by iht thick walls of the castle, 
the fourth consisted of the bare face of the ctifl’, which 
was overgrown with wild hrushwoot^ and creoping 
plants, and m hence rills of water flowed down over the 
ground. ( )ur eoiiductrcss led us on to tlie farther end, 
where, opening a low door with .a huge rusty key, she 
ushered us into r(\ally a habitahle apartment. It was 
fnrni.'died with ^.wo or three couelu s, .i yooden table, 
lyi enoriiKMis iro» s^ove, and several (jiiaiiit-lookiiig oak 
ehaii*.s. il'lieru were alsn various large windows^from 
which we beheld asceiu’ of unparalleled graiidpiir. The 
roof of this room occupied the pinnacle of the highest 
turret, and as the storm had not abated, we seemed at 
this inmiense elevation in the very nddst of it. Helow 
us, as well as above, great masses of cloud were wliirl- 
ing and M’rea^iiig themselves ovi^r tlie battlements and 
towers; and Ine tempest driving past the windows, now 
Hashing, now thundering, sent its sheets of hail rattling 
against the stout old walls. The roar of (lie wind w'a.s 
nearly deafening; and w^en hwiking down the perpen- 
dicular ]irecipice, in whose hollow our dwelling nestled, 
we could distinguish nothing hut the tops of trees break- 
ing through the mist, #nd looking up, only the beet- 
ling rocks and the clouds — we felt as though weVere 
hanging in inid-air, and had no eonntxion with the 
earth at all. The sweijping rain and hail prevented our 
seeing anything beyond the cliff itself; but this alone 
was a view we had never seen equalled. Xight closed 
in^vx^ry shortly after our arrival, and we could not 
Ipt to (ixainine the interior hf the eiivern-eastlc till 
^ mg; nieanMiile we gathered round the huge old 
lire, and when listening to the roaring of the teni- 
hi wiljmut, whilst the casenifnts shook and rattled, 

■ tiic dim light of a soliftiry iron lamp east strange 
‘^ws tlyrough the vaulted room, we felt as though 
. of th^ old sleep -destroying romances of ifcm 
^ jidtdiffe had been realised for our special benefit The 
Effect was furtlier heightened by the entrance of the-old 
woman with an immense aniflent-looking book, in which 
th#vi8itor? names were* to be insiwibed, but which, to 
ovi great delight, contained also li^sort of history of Luig 
ana the Lnigers in manuscript, with many singular 
luls restHicting the family. It was written in tlie 
'an of the last century, and the most learned of our 
could only jfromwe us aJ:rans7ation of som(3 part 
for the next day- MeaoAvhile we were de8|»erately 
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hungry, and the old lady repeatedly pantomimed that 
‘something was coming;’ which, however, never chiuc, 
till at fest we discovereil that a flock oU goats w e luui 
gr(‘atly i^Knir^ descending the mountain .had been sent 
for on our lielialf, and that w« hud ai’tually .se<?ii our 
niufAi-wishedijfor supper gambolling and frisking there 
ill the shape of a fat kid. We could not stand this, and 
preferred dining on brown bread, wliich w.-is th() .sole 
I food the ^stle aflbrded ; .and finally w'cfit to rest, to 
^ get wii|it sleep Ve might in our airy liabitatioii. Next, 
morning, our first act w’.as to hurry to thc'window^s to 
feast our eyes once more on the wonderful view tln^y 
displayed; hut, to our astonishnicn^the whole land- 
sea jie lay buried under a sheet of siiO'\‘.arid long icicles 
hung from ever^ eroVice in the rock. Thi.s was an un- 
expected sight at so late a period in the month of ^lay, 
but it greatly enhanced the wildness and desolation of 
tht^ scene. „ • 

We proeeeiied now to explore the interior of our ex- 
traonliiiary abode, and (jcrtainly it would not be easy 
anywhere to find a building more singularly emi- 
structed. Luig Castle is of extreme antiquity, and 
passi^d through the hands both of the Turks and A’ene- 
tians; hut it is evident tliat the purpo.so of the ori- 
ginal founder, in ehoosing so strange a locality, v.as to 
render it a fortress completely impn gnahh* by' o]u*n 
force, and in this he amply succcejed. We ascended 
first i»y a long stair, excavated from the rock, to a va- 
riety of curious apartments, jiartly built artificially, and 
]>artly formed by tlie ingenious adaptation of tlie natural 
cavern. A Avoodeii gangway across a deep chasm, wlii(‘li 
it required some courage to pass, next brought ns to a 
low (Jothii* doorway, by which wo ('Utered a cave of great 
siw, that had once been fortified by a drawbridge, and 
was still almost inaccessible. 'I’his was the kivp of the 
castle : it had a number of side-rooms, or rather dmi- 
geons, (‘oniKH'ti'd with it; and a long steej) ascent led 
from it by ladders, stepsvent in the wall, and otlier e.’* 
pedieiits, to an upper platform, where there was a 
eiirious old fountain. At a great lieiglit in the rocky 
wall of this ehatnher lhi*re w'as an arched rqu-ning, eoni- 
iminioating w’ith long galleries through the inomitam, 
which act ually, it is said, extend tiithe valley on the otlier 
.side. We then went dowm to the lower .storey, below 
tiu* n^HU where we had pns.sed the night, an/i'foiind an- 
other range, evt'ii more singularly intricate, of rooms and 
caverns. Not the h ast (‘xtraord in. ary sight of the wdiole 
is the torrent at the foot of the eliff, wdiieh gushes out 
from a dark hole in tlie nxMc, soniewdiat in the same 
manner as the river at Adelsberg. ( 'lose to it a’ (‘ave,. 
tlie entranee to w'hieli is secured hy a door, penetrates, 
they told us, for miles into the luoimtahi. W(^ .agreed, 
wdien we had examined thoroughly tlie iiUrieaeies of 
this curious jilaee, that it was well worth tlie trouble of 
the journey, difileiilt and even dangerous as we had 
found it. We left it at noon ; and even the vieu w e 
obtained of the exterior as w'c descended the steep path 
to th(^. vilkage, would, in itself have been a sufiicient 
attraction. *• 

The ndmirahle means of defence which Luig Castle 
possesses, w ere so amusingly jllustrj#l.ed in 'one of the 
l^ends we fouoC iu the old book, that it is worth re- 
cording. 

Jn the fine old feuilf^l (imcs, ivhon Luig wigns in its 
glory, and its barons, who possessed all the vjwt'^ do- 
mains around, were exceedingly rich and powerful, it 
passed, in the course of hereditary succession, into the 
hands of a certain Gottfried, famed for his haughty 
temper and dauntless bravery. The baron, like all 
barons real ar imaginary that ever 1 heard of, had one 
beautiful dai/^Iitcr, sole heiress of his castle and estates, 
whoiif (indulging in another baron-like custom) he 
left alone at Luig, whilst he wcift to th? Crusadfs. 
There were, nevertheless, some passages in the yoin,o:* 
Lady’s life which should have taught him to pause be- 
fore he thus abandoned lirJf. Tlie prince of ■'.iieigh- 
bourhig tiny states between whose ancestoit and the 
Iimigers Iherc lu^*ever beea a most* deadly feud, had 
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olianood to se (3 tlic baroness when huntinj', and 

was so nuieli struck with lier beauty, that ho deter- ' 
ininod to iiuirify' her. He expected tliy Lord of tuisf to 
1)0 deligliti'd at the idea, as he was a prince, 

aM<l, moreover, ncpliew *o the emperor; but the proud 
baron w'ould, at, any lime have reeeive'J a prop<|!{d, 
niad^; with so. much contemptuous coiideseeiipion, as an 
insult, eveii if his determination never 4;o give up the 
•hereditary warfare had not prom])ted him t(Lan indig- 
^nmt refusa/. 'I’lie prince waited till his ihtcmTed father- 
in-law had departed for the Holy I/and, and then going 
strai'dit to Lnig, he entered the castle by surprise, and 
insisted on being 'Carried to the young lady w'itbin the 
very w'alls! It...t'as in vain that the baron’s retainers 
resisted : he threatened to strangle ^lie Refractory chap- 
lain. Avho refused to olficiate, and actually made liinp 
perform the ceremony with the rope round his neck ! 
As soon as it was over, he departc(> Aviili his prize. 
Tliesi* tt'rrihle tidings were conveyed to the baron by 
one of his faitliful people before he ba<l even reached the 
Holy Land, and so powerful a motive for a dee<l of dire 
revenge; soon qnenelied all his pious zeal. He abandoned 
tlu! (’ni«adc, and speedily returned to bis own country, 
hilt, without going near his castle, he proceeded at 
once 1*) the eaty of Vienna, where he knew his enemy 
Avas to he found at the court of the emperor. There 
was a great festival, and tlu; emperor sat on his throne 
amongst his mihle knights and ladies, with the prince 
his nepliew .'dialed at his riglit hand. Suddenly a 
stnihee confusion arose in tlie lower part ol the liall, 
and the J’.non (iotti’iied, Ins head hare, and his armour 
all stained Avith dust, broke through the crowd, and 
daringly mounting on tin; very steps of the thn.ne,' 
plunged his d.epj.T right into tlie heart of the prince, 
who sunk hack aiiil instanlly expired. So great wa'-. 
tlie surprise and eonsteniatioii of tliosc who witnexved 
this terrible deed, that tlie assassin Imd left the liall, 
^jiM.)Uiited liis horse, and ridden^ilV at full gallop, belorc 
aiiv one dreamt of arresting his tliglit. VVlieii at 
last tlu'y pushed out to si-eure him, hi' w'as fa* on bis 
way to his good castle of Luig, Avliere he intronebed 
biimelf in all safety. Thither thb emperor instantly | 

' S' lit a force, with ordei'.s to attack him in Iiis retreat, i 
and take him dead or alive. Hut the soldiers attempted j 
in vain w'Vat vvas really an impenetrable fortress, and j 
returned discomfited to aimounee tlu‘ii l.iilure. "I’liere 
remaiin'd hut one remedy— wliii-h was to besiege the , 
c.’.stle, and subdue the hauglity biiron by famine; amJ , 
the emperor, e.xasjierated at his resi.‘>taiiee, sent dow n 
an urin'y of ten tlu»u‘’’aiid nien to carry on the blockade. 
'I’liey lud ealenlated that the siege could not la.st he- 
yoinl a certain nime, even if the iinpregnahlc castle 
were full provisions, as they had secured all the 
avenues to it ; but, to tbeir astonishment, tw ice that 
period passed in skirniisliiiig, without there being 
the -diglitest appearance on the part of tlie besieged 
of a disposition to siirremler. AVeek after week rolled 
away — every pos.rible means of, access Avas gnjirdeil 
by the emperor’s troops, and yef not a .symptom of 
famine appeared within the walls ! They began to 
think that there ♦as sonic great my.stery in this, ,aiid 
tlu\v Avondered all the more, that they f lieiu.«sclves wen^ 
beginning to suller from want of food ; tlie resources of 
the county round proving aj l%st inadequate to the 
" supitftij^ of so large a body of men. Still, when already 
• half- starved themselves, they could distinguish the 
soldiers on tjic rampart%of Luig lotting fat and coiii- 
, fortahle as usual ; and the baron himself Avas often 
to be seen taking Jiis morning Avalk W'ith all the air of 
a man who liad just had brealdast, and iconfidently 
expected to dine. Finally, the distress il the camp 
bc(j||me extreme, for, after having made qinte a ffcivoc 
in file country, the* supplies failed them altogether. 
Atphis juncture a flag of tfuce av;i| seen to Avave from 
Li^, and the baron, appearing T>n the drawbridge, 
harangft^i^heni with ironii«il politeness; and stating 
that ho bah beard of Iheir suireriii|8, begged leave ' 
to supply them Av^lh provisions so loip as they shoulil 


thinl?^oper to weniain under the s^lls of Luig. He 
then retired, lAid huge %ask<!ts AA'erc lowTrcd from the 
battlements, coiftaiiiing fat deer, evidently only just 
killed, an^i game of all sorts. The amazement cif the 
besiegers may be imiigined ; and Avheii (having devoured 
the iiiiraeiilous provi^«ily1s witli great relish) they found 
tint, for many days, the}' eonlimied to receive a regular 
and abundant supply of meat, always perfectly fresh, 
.they fairly I'oiieludod that their eui*my was aiu^l in some 
'supernatural manner. Fimie-strnek at the T^ea, the 
AvJiole army refuleil siniultaiieoiisiy to wage Avirr anj* 
longer Avith such mysterious |fcAver«,»and, tJie siege w'as 
ill eonseqiieiiec r.iised, leaving the dafintless^ baron in 
*peaeefnl^Iiosse.s.'Uon of his iiiagie castle. 

The solution of the mystery is very simple. The cave , 
leading into :*lie riioijiitains Avhieh avc had seen did aif- 
tually communicate Avith the valley on the otlier side, 
Avhich formed a j/lirt of tlu; baron’s doiftaiiis, and whence 
bin peasants brought him fre.sli game ami provisions 
daily through flie cavern passage. • •

sinul.u* m piufaeturc has been established at Stradbally 
in (>nccn’.s ('ounty.
